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In the picturesque State of CoDnectkmt, 
there is not a spot more beautiful than the 
village of Pomperaug. It is situated not 
very far ft-om the .western border of the 
State, and derives its name from a small 
tribe of Indians, who once inhabited It. 
It presents a small, but level valley, sur- 
rounded by hiUsy with a bright stream rip* 
plLoi^ through its meadows. The tops of 
the high grounds which skirt the valley ai-e 
covered with forests, but the slopes are 
siBOoth with culUvatieir, neatly to their 
soramits. In the time of verdure, the val- 
ley shows a vividness of greea like that of 
velvet, while the forests 9fe dark with the 
rich hues supposed ta be peculiar to the 
climate of New Bngiandj 

The village of Pomperaug consists now 
of about two hundred houses, with three 
white churches, arranged on a street which 
passes along the eastern margin of the val- 
ley. At the distance of about forty rods 
from this street, and running parallel to it 
for nearly a mile, is a rock, or ledge of 
roc^, of considerable elevation. Prom 
this, a distinct survey of the place may be 
had, almost at a glance. Beginning at the 
village, the spectator may count every 
house, and measure every garden ; he may 
compare the three churches, which now 
seem drawn close together ; he may trace 
Uie winding path of the river by the trees 
whieh bend over its waters ; he may enum- 
erate the white farm-houses which dot the 
surface of the valley ; he may repose his 
eye on the checkered carpet which lies un- 



rolled before him, or it may climb to the 
horizon over the dark-blue h!lls which form 
the border of this enchanting picture. 

The spot wbfch we have thus described 
did not long lie concealed from the prying 
sagacity of the first settlers of the colony 
of New Haven. Though occupied by a 
tribe of savages, as before intimated, it was 
very early surveyed by more than one of 
the emigrants. In the general rising of the 
Indians in Phillip's war, this tribe took part 
with the Peqnods, and a large portion of 
them shared in their destruction. The 
chief himself was killed. His son, still a 
boy, with a remnant of his father's people, 
returned to their native valley, and lived for 
a time on terms of apparent submission to 
the English. 

The period had now arrived when the 
young chief had reached the age of man- 
hood. He took, as was the custom with 
his fathers, the name of his tribe, and was 
accordingly called Pomperaug. He wad 
tall, and finely formed, with an eye that 
gleamed like the flashes of a diamond. He 
was such a one as the savage would look 
upon with idolatry. His foot was swift as 
that of the deer ; his arrow was sure as the 
pursuit of the eagle ; his sagacity penetrat- 
ing as the light of the sun. 

Such was Pomperaug. But his nation 
was p^vssing away, and but fifty of his own 
tribe now dwelt in the valley in which his 
fathers had hunted for ages. The day of 
their dominion had gone. There was a 
spell over the dark warrior. The Great 
Spirit had sealed his doom. So thought 
the remaining Indians in the valley of 
Pomperaug, and they sullenly submitted to 
a fate which they could not avert. 

It was there/ore without resistance, and, 
indeed, with expressions of amity, that 
they received a small company of English 
settlers into the valley. ThLi company con- 
sisted of about thirty persons, from the 
New Haven colony, under the spiritual 
charge of the Reverend Noah Benison. 
He was a man of great ago, but still of un- 
common mental and bodily vigor. His 
years had passed the bourn of threescore 
and ten, and his hair was white as snow. 
Bat his tall and broad form was yet erect, 
and his cane, of snooth hickory, with a 



golden bead, was evidently a thing " more 
of ornament than use," 

Mr. Benison had brought wlih bim the 
last remnant of bis family. She was the 
daughter of his only sob, who, with his 
wife, had slept many years in the tomb. 
Her name was Mary ; and well might sdie 
be the object of ail the earthly afibctions 
which still beat in the boeom of one whom 
death had made acquainted with sorrow, 
aod who but for her had been left alone. 

Mary Beilison waa now seventeen years 
of age. She had received her edacation 
in England, aad had been but a fSew months 
in AmeHoa. She was tall and slender, with 
a dark, expressive eye, whose slow move*- 
meuts seomed fhll of soul and sincerity. 
Her hair was of a glossy black, parted 
upon A forehead of ample and es^pretsive 
beauty. When at rest, her appearance was 
not striking; but if she spoke or moved, 
she fixed the attention of every beholder 
by the dignity of her air, and the 4one of 
tender, yet serious sentiment, which was 
peculiar to her. 

The settlers had been in the valley Init 
few months, when some matter of business 
relative to a purchase of land, brought 
Pomperaug to the liut of Mr. Beuison. It 
was a bright nioming in autumn,' and while 
he was ta&iog with Mr, Benison at the 
door, Maiy, who had been gatherii^ flowers 
in the woods, passed by them and entered 
the hut The eye of the young Indian fol- 
lowed her with a gaae of entrancenq^nt. 
His fru^ gleamed as if he had seen a vision 
ef more than earthly beauty. But this 
emotion was vks'ble only for a mdment. 
With the habitual self command of a sav^, 
age, he turned agakk to Mr. Benison, and 
calmly pursued the sut(}eQt which occa8iQn<; 
ed their meeting. 

Pomperaug went away, but he carried 
the image of Mary with him. He retired 
to bis wigwam, but it did not please him. 
He went to the top of the rock, at the foot 
of which his hut was situated, and which 
now goes under the name of PomperangN 
Castle, and looked down upon the rivet', 
which was flashing in the slant rays of the 
morning. He turned away, and sent his 
long gaze over the checkered leaves of the 
forest, which, like a soa, spread over the , 
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yallej. He was tUU distatisfied. WiUi a 
sincle leap he sprang from the rock, and 
alighUng on his feet, snatched his bow, and 
took the path which led into the forest 
In a few moments he came back, and, seat- 
ing himself on the rock, brooded for some 
hoars in silence. 

The next morning, Pomperang repaired 
to the house of Mr. Benison, to finish the 
bosiness of the preceding day. He had 
before signified an inclination to accede to 
the terms proposed by Mr. Bonlson ; bat he 
now started anezpected difficnlties. On 
being asked the teasoo, ho answered as fol- 
lows: — 

" Listen, &ther— hear a r^d man speak. 
Look into the air, and yoa see the eagle. 
The sky is his home ; and doth the eagle 
lore his home 1 Will he barter it for the 
sea 1 Look into the river, and adc the fish 
that is there if he will sell iti Go to the 
dark-skinned hunter, and dem«id of him if 
he wtil part with his forests 1 Yet, father, 
I will part with my forests, if you will giro 
me the singing bird that is in thy nest." 

'* Bavage," said the pilgrim, with a 
mfaigled look of disgust and indignation, 
" will the lamb lie down in the den of the 
wolfl Never! Dream not of it I would 
sooner see tier die. Kame it not*' As he 
spoke, he struck his cane forcibly on the 
ground, and his broad figure seemed to ex- 
pand and grow taller, while his eye gleamed 
and the muscles of his brow contracted 
with a lowering and angry expression. The 
change of the old man's appearance was 
sudden and striktog. The air and manner 
of the Indian, too, was changed. There 
was now a kindled fire hi his eye, a proud 
dignity in his manner, which a moment be- 
fore was not there; but they had stolen 
unseen upon him, with that imperceptible 
progress by which the dull colors of the 
snake, when he becomes enraged, are suc- 
ceeded by the glowing hues of the rainbow. 

The two now parted, and Pomperaug 
would not enter into any negotiations for a 
sale of his lands. He kept himself, indeed, 
aloof fW>m the English, and cultivated 
rather a hostile spirit in his people toward 
them. 

As might have been expected, difficul- 
ties soon grow up between the two parties, 
and violent feelings were shortly excited on 
both sides. Those soon broke out into 
open quarrels, and ono of the white men 
was shot by a savage, lurking in the woods. 
This determined the settlers to seek instant 
revenge; and accordingly they followed 
the Indians into the broken and rocky dis- 
tricts which lio east of the valley, whither, 
cxproUng pursuit, thoy had retreated* 



It was an hour before sunset, when the 
English, consisting of twenty well armed 
men, led by their reverend pastor, were 
marchhig through a deep ravine, about two 
miles east of [the town. The rocks on 
either side were lofty; and so narrow was 
the dell, that the shadows of night had 
already gathered over it The pursuers 
had sought their enemy the whole day in 
vain, and having lost all trace of them, they 
were now returning to their homes. Snd- 
a wild yell burst ftom the rocks at their 
f^t, and twenty savages sprang up before 
them. An arrow pierced the brest of the 
pilgrim leader, and he fell. Two Indians 
were shot, and the remainder fled. Several 
of the English were .wounded, but none 
mortally, save the aged pastor. 

With mournful silence they bore back 
the body of their father. He was buried 
in a sequestered nook of the forest, and, 
with a desolate and breaking heart, the 
orphan Mary turned away fVom his grave, 
to be for the first time .ilone in^ their hum- 
ble house in the wilderness.

A year passed. The savages had disap- 
peared, and the rock on which the pilgrim 
met hii death had been consecrated by 
many prayers. His blood was still visible 
on the spot, and his people often came with 
reverence to kneel there, and ofi'er up their 
petitions. The place they called Bethel 
Rock: and piously they deemed that their 
hearts were visited here with the richest 
gifts of heavenly grace. 

It was a sweet evening in summer, when 
Mary Benison, for the last time, went to 
spend an hour at this holy spot Long had 
knelt, and most fervently had she prayed. 
0, who can tell the bliss of that commun- 
ion, to which a pure heart is admitted hi 
the hours of solitude and silence t The 
sun went down, and as the veil of evenmg 
fell, the full moon climbed over the eastern 
ledge, pouring its silver light into the val- 
ley ; and Mary was still kneeling, still com- 
muning with him who seeth in secret 

At length a slight noise, like the crushing 
of a leaf, woke her fVom her trance ; and 
with quickness and agitation bhe set ont on 
her return. Alarmed at her distance from 
home at such an hour, she proceeded with 
great rapidity. She was obliged to climb 
up the face of the rocks with care, as the 
darkness rendered it a critical and danger- 
ous task. At length she reached the top. 
Standing upon the verge of the cliflT, she 
then turned a moment to look back upon 
the valley. The moon was shining fVill 
upon the vale, nnd she gazed with a mixture 
of awe and delight upon tho sea of silvery 



leaves, which slept hi death-like repoee 
beneath her. She then turned to pursue 
her path homeward; but what was her 
amaiement to see before her, in the MX 
moonlight, the tall form of Pomperaug! 
She shrieked, and swift as his own arrow, 
she sprang over the dixzy clifif. The Indian 
listened ; there was a moment of sUence, 
and the dell was still as the tomb. 

The fate of Mary was known only to 
Pomperaug. He buried her, with a lover's 
care, amid the rocks of the glen. Then, 
bidding adieu to his native valley, lie joined 
his people, who had retired to the banks of 
the Housatouic.

More than half a century subsequent to 
this event, a rumor ran through the village 
of Pomperaug, that some Indians were 
seen at night, bearing a heavy burden along 
the margin of tho river, which swept jtho 
base of Pomperaug's Castle. In the morn- 
ing, a spot was found near, on a gentle hill, 
where the f^esh earthj showed that the 
ground had been recently broken. A low 
heap of stones revealed tho secret They 
remain there to this day ; and. the littlo 
mound is shown by the vill;^rs as Pom- 
perang 's grave.

fVands of men sustaiDiDg a high chAracter 
aod ao unsullied reputation both publicly 
aud in private, does not fbel the blush of 
shame tingle his cheek, and a deep gloom 
settle around his heart, as he realizes how 
weak and uncertain at best, are the merely 
moral instincts of humanity ; and how sad 
the reflection that the cause of virtue and 
religion, even, suffbrs martyrdom fVom the 
dishonest practices of professed iHends. 
Wo are sometimes almost tempted to 
believe that strict morality, stem integrity, 
and' upright principle, are rather the fiction 
of the poet's brain, than reaHtie^ existiog 
in the heart of mankind, and to look with 
suspicion, upon all, however estimable their 
character or sound their principles of mor- 
ality and virtue. Melancholy and homili- 
ating as the thought is, we can scarcely 
resist it, as we perceive, one after the other, 
the barriers of truth and virtue falling before 
the power of temptation and deceit. We 

It has long since passed into a proverb 
that ** Honesty is the best policy,^' and we 
tblly concur in the truthfulness of the re- 
mark. Devoid of this principle a man is 
but little better than a knave, and when- 
ever a favorable opportunity presents itself, 
he will be found ready to yield to the tempt- 
ation to evil. 

We have always been struck with the 
anecdote of the German Moravian, who, in 
being compelled by the leader of a foraging 
party to point out to the soldiers a favorable 
spot for their depredations, passed several 
fine fields of barley, until coming to his own, 
he pointed it out to them to cut down and 
removo for forage. When asked why he 
had passed by 1>etter fields, and travelled 
quite a long distance for this one, his an- 
swer was, " They itere not mijte" — a practic- 
al demonstration of true honesty. 

A late writer, remarking upon the con- 
A»sion of Zaccheus, the rich publican, who 
had probably been extortionate and dishon- 
est, but now under the influence of christian 
rectitude and upright principle, made the 
declaration, " Lord, one half of my goods 
I giTC to the poor, and if I have taken any 
thing from any man by false accu.sation, I 
return him four-fold, "—says, ''this is prac- 
tical orthodoxy." How important is it that 
such practical honesty should be urged and 
enforced upon every person, especially those 
whose ofilce of public trust or pecuniary 
emolument arc particalarly calculated to 
tempt them from the paths of rectitude and 
virtue. Truly strict honesty in principle, 
combluod with frank and guileless conduct 
in life, is a priceless gem to ita possessor, 
and an ornament to the age in which he 
lives. 



Beckwith's Shipyard. — We are pleased 
to observe, while the industrial interests of 
the community hive so severely suflbred 
from the general depression of business 
during the past few months, a very unusual 
exception in the shipyard of Messrs. J. &

at East New London. They have kept in 
constant employment many hand? during 
the winter, and the busy scene presented 
at this yard has been an agreeable contrast 
with the almost universal quiet of the city 
generally.

Such establishments as theirs are equally a 
credit to our city, and an honor to the pro- 
prietors, aud tend essentially to the general 
prosperity of the entire community. 

CaiNaEa m BusivKts PiRAis.^The co- 
partnership heretofore exisUpg between 
Messrs. Cady, Newcoml^ilt Co^ has been 
dissolved. Mr. Cady, ibe. senior partner,

&. Ca, and Messrs. James Newcomb and 
Henry Weaver continue business at their 
fomer stand, under the name and firm of 
Newcomb and Weaver. 

Messrs. H^utis, Ames & Co. have dis- 
solved the copartnership hitherto existing 
between the parties, and Messrs. J. N. Har- 
ris, Pelcg Williams, and Wm W. Harris, 
have fbrmed a new firm, under the name 
of Harris, Williams & Co., who continue 
business at the old stand.

The following iMUlieiikurs were derived 
from a conrcrsatfon with the great apostle 
of libertj himself. Lafayette was not un- 
mindful that Napoleon had made the Ilbera- 
UoD of the prisoners at Olmutft a condition 
In a peace with Qermany. He appreciated 
ihe conduct of the Bmperor on that occa- 
aloD, and continued on good terms with him 
eyer after. Najpoleon tried by templing 
oflbrs of a place in his government to gain 
ihe support of the great Bepnblioan, but 
Lafayette, true to his principles, could never 
be made to approve of the £mporor's gov- 
omment. 

Immediately upon the abdication of Na- 
poleon, afler his defeat at Waterloo, the 
French Chamber of Deputies, (assuming the 
government of Prance,) on a motion of 
I>fayette, ordered, two frigates to be in 
readiness to receive the Emperor and con- 
vey him to the United States. The plan 
was for two fast sailing frigateil to be in 
xeadincss to leave the port of Rochefort 
togetlier and pass the blockading squadron; 
if pursued, the vessel not having the Em- 
peror on board was to be sacrificed by 
doing all the fighting, to enable the other 
vessel to escape. It was thought by Na- 
poleon that the senior captain of the French 
vessels was deficient in resolution, and be 
suspected that Fouche had given orders for 
his conduct On this isocount be thought 
best to rely upon the generosity of the 
British government and sympathy of that 
nation, rather than to embrace such an 
opportunity to escape to the United States. 
Ho therefore gave himself up on board the 
Bellerophon, to Captain Maitland. A great 
mistake for himself, but perhaps fortunate 
for the peace of the world. 

"When it is considered that Lafayette 
alwsqr* opposed the despotism of govern- 
ment in any fofrm, whether administered by 
Emperors or Kings, or Consuls, or Demo- 
cratic assemblies, and that under most, (per- 
haps all,) of tbeso forms Napoleon had 
ruled France ; it displays great magnanimi- 
ty on the part of Lafayette to think of, and 
to provide for, the safety of the man whose 
ambition fbr military glory and dominion 
had brought so much distress and rain upon 
his country, and establishes more firmly, 
and forever, Lafayette's clafan to be called 
the friend of Washington. X. L.

CUT YOUE SCIOHS. 



It is now time to cut scions fbr grafting 
during the approaching spring. The pro- 
cess will be more certain if performed when 
the sap in the stock is more active than in 
the scion, which is attained by cutting the 
scions early. Select straight thrifty shoots, 
the growth of the last season. Should the 
tree fVom which the shoots are to be taken 
be an old one, choose those shoots that 
grow near the center of the tree, and as 
near the top as practicable. 

Young gi-^fled trees, are, aa a general 
rule the best for scions. If you wish grafts 
to produce eaply crops, the scions are to be 
selected from the lower bearing Ranches of 
the tree, but the growth will not be as 
strong, or the shape of the tree as regular 
as those produced by cuttmgs from central 
top shoots. 

Never cut scions from sickly or stunted 
trees, as they will be likely to produce un- 
healthy and feeble branches. 

The cuttings are very easily kept by 
putting them into moist sand in a dry cellar, 
or dry sand in a cool moist cellar.

Grape vines. Pears, Apples, Hardy Roses, 
and in fact all fhiits and hardy trees that 
require pruning, may now be done, while 
the ground is frozen. Advantage should 
also be taken of the present state of the 
soil to clear off all refuse vegetable growth, 
which had not previously been done. The 
ground will then be ready fbr gardening 
operations at the opening of spring. In 
pruning grape vines, when there is much 
wood, a free but judicious use of the knifb 
is necessary. Strong shoots which are full 
of fruit buds should be shortened back, 
while weak and ill placed shoots should be 
cut close to an eye, or entirely removed, as 
circumstances require. Dead snags rin^uld 
also be cut clean off. The appearance is 
not only improved thereby, but the circula- 
tion of the air is assisted during the snm- 
mer*s growth and ripening of the crops. I 



find that grape arbors are generally covered 
with too dense a growth of wood and 
leaves, and much to large a crop of grapes 
for the strength of the vines to ripen. The 
result is that the berries and bunches are 
very small, and fail to ripen, as the fi-ost 
catches them in a green state. 

Those who want grapes, will, after proper* 
ly pruning and thinning out, train ihe vines 
at equal distances over the arbor or trellis, 
thin out the bunches, and keep up a system 
of summer pruning, or stopping the new 
shoots during the period of growth. What 
grapes you have will then be larger, better 
fiavored, with the additional advantage of 
ripening before the frost sets in. 

The Diana and Concord Grapes, with 
some other varieties, may be grown to great 
advantage in this locality, and produce as 
abundantly and profitably hi Connecticut as 
in Pennsylvania or Ohio. H. E. C. 



FBirm OF CALIFOBSIA. 



The editor of Tke Califomia J^hrmer, 
under the date of December 26; states tha^ 
he has before him four apples, the sixe of 
small h^^'s eggs, from a tree that bad borne 
two previous crops the same year — the firal 
apples being twelve iodtes in circumference, 
and the secood crop eight inches. Fears of 
three pounds weight each, are among the 
extraordinaiy productions of that remark- 
able soil and climate. 

The editor . also states that he saw beets 
upon Smith 6l Winchers farm, near San 
Jose, of enormous size and yield. " The 
quantity of land was four acres; the 
amount of two hundred tons had already 
been taken from the ground, and some ten 
or twenty tons were yet to be gathered. 
The beets were enormous, backing up out 
of the groimd half and two-tliirds of their 
sisse, and weighing twenty, forty, sixty, and 
even one hundred pounds* each." 

A correspondent of the Couidry Cfienlie- 
man^ under date of Nov. 6th, at Auburn, 
Placer Coimty, writes as follows : 

**I planted out in 1854, apples, peaches, 
pears, strawberries, raspberries, currants, 
gooseberries, &c. This year they bore a 
largo quantity of tho finest fruit My ap- 
ples I am selling for twenty-five cents each, 
and my peaches for twenty-five cents per 
pound, as fast as they get ripe— strawber- 
ries, and raspberries one dollar per quart 
and other fVuit in proportion."

ABOEIGIHES OF N. ENGLAHD. 



We, who lire in these palmy days of 
peace and national prosperity, know little 
of the trials of the early settlement of our 
country. Let the eventu of two hundred 
years bo cut off A-om the record of time, 
and our country be presented in the aspect 
it bore twenty years subsequent to the 
landing of the Pilgrims, and we can appre- 
ciate something of the spirit that was be- 
gotten in the bosom of the settlers by the 
hopes and fears which marked the progress 
of their fortunes. Their native land was 
buried (torn them, far away beneath the 
rolling flood, and they were here pent up 



looking out upon the dreary ocean, or back 
upon what was truly a terrible wiktemess, 
while the dark phantoms of savMEe war 
clustered around the forest-clad mountain 
or flitted the wild and fearAil viskms around 
their lonely cottages. 

The Pilgrims viewed themselves c<nnmis- 
sioned by Heaven to subdue the stubborn 
wild ; and when the terrible yell went 
through the a^aoent forest — the growl <tf 
the war spirit which lurked in the bosom of 
its diade — the cloud which lowered so fear- 
fully was but the call of Omnipotence to his 
favorite children, to defend his rights and 
his cause against the hifldel savage I The 
pilgrim never dreamed of fear. *' God wot 



his friendf and the UmdKawk would surely 
be powerlessJ^ Intrepid leaders bent their 
steps into the depths of the woods to hunt 
the red man, as they hunted ravenous 
wolves and voracious tigers. Confidence, 
determination, and hope were written on 
their brows, and to the dreadftil dangers ha 
the midstof whic^ they walked they seemed 
to be insensible. 

The progress of such a germ of rishig 
empire, is calculated to enlist every gener- 
ous and manly sympathy in its interests. 
But there is another scene and another pic- 
ture which deserves contemplation, before 
the shrine is erected at the graves of these 
invincible heroes. We must conceive that 
man, in his wildest and rudest state of cul- 
tivation, has interests and sympathies that 
are as cherished and dear to himself, as if 
he were a king, or a nobleman of the most 
polished nation on the globe. We must go 
back iB imagination, to long before the pale 
man had looked what seemed^ his withering 
curse upon the Indian's forests; when as 
yet he had neither been the curiosity of the 
Indian's eye, or the terror of the Indian's 
breast. The wigwam was rude indeed, but 
it possessed to the hardy sons of the forest 
something of the endearments of home and 
the comforts of shelter fh>m the storm, and 
a resting-place for the weary ranger. The 
forests were lonely and drear, but in them 
the deer fed, and game precious to hunters 
abounded. They were the red man's all, 
and a possession whose right none disputed. 

That we may appreciate the merits of the

could alone procure a scanty subsistence.tlndian's cause, we may fancy ourselves with 



those New England chiefii and by thatconn- 
cil-flre, where, and by whom the war was 
determined. Let the picture stand before 
us.

a fearful time had come, a people of a 
strange language and fierce in temper had 
pushed ahnost to the very foot of this pillar, 
of the clouds, and its honored locks might 
be shorn away by their th^less ax-men, and' 
furious flames might Q>read the dark pall 
over its declivities that would be ominous 
to the hopes of the poor son of the forest 

The sun had sunk behUnl the boumeless 
wood, and evening shadows came stealing 
up from the wilderness to the brow of Wa. 
chusett, when dark forms of savage war- 
riors were gathering around a small open 
space on the summit of the mountain. 
Night's thicker darkness rested on the scene ; 
then, went up the wild glaring flame of the 
counoil-flre, as if it were the altar fire at 
the oracle of the " Great Spirit.'' All was 
silent save the crackling of the flapaes as 
they consumed the dry tree-tops which, ever 
and anon, were cast upon the heap ; till 
one of tall figure and mi\jestic air, arose, as 
he said, to talk to his brethren of their 
common danger. It was Philip of Pokan- 
oket. 

" I know," said he, " the breath of words 
has gone forth, that Philip Is fbr peace, but 
not from his heart. Cunning Englishmen, 
my brothers, have sought to poison your 
hearts by falsehood — Philip fbr peace ! Un- 
der the wounds cut into our flesh, can such 
a one as Philip dream of peace !

Can Philip 
die and shake the warm hand of venerated 
chiefii in the ^ good land^ while the graves 
of his fathers are blotted out from under 
Heaven, and their children groan in chains, 
while the forest shades, whose towering 
trees mark the traditions of his tribe are 
cut down ; and ail is unrevenged ? 

" It was, as It were but yesterday, the 
pale man came np out of the sea and asked 
for a little land on which to rest his weary 
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limbs in his Iod^ joarneyiDgs. Oar fathers 
had once or twice smoked the pipe of peaee 
with Englishmen; and their children would 
not be ungenerous or ungrateAil ; so they 
granted what was desired. But this poor 
stranger to whom we were so pitiftil, thinks 
himself large and strong, now his body is 
reft«shed, and seeks to drive those who 
have been so kind to him from their own 
hearthstones. But shall it be so 1 Alas ! 
Phillip may have lived too late. Their 
deceitful and false pnmiises to Massassoit, 
my father, have made us quiet while the 
wolves were feeding on our children. Yes, 
I fear the iq)uries inflicted on us have been 
unrevenged too long. Our enemy, firom 
being weak and little, has become exceed- 
ingly great and powerful, and has set his 
foot upon us. But I look this night on 
proud braves who are not afraid to die, and 
who vjiU die, as becometh the glory of the 
red man, rather than become slaves in the 
land of thehr fathers. But, my brolhers, 
there is yet hope. See yonder moon, it 
rises on your awn land, and see, it reveals 
your enemy sleeping in security below. 
Let us fall on these obtruders and annihilate 
them at once. We will wash away our re- 
proach in their blood. For a deadly conflict 
we are summoned to our father's graves, 
maintain it, and our honor lives. If we die, 
we see not the evils that may come on our 
children. If the battle fails, the white 
man grows up to consume us from the face 
of the land, and to make our name a by- 
word and a reproach under the great 
Heavens."

Great enterprises frequently fail, and 
most important objects are often unattained 
for want of time, or, in other words, fVom 
the loss of time in not treasuring up the 
leisure moments of life. Nothing is more 
common than to hear persons express the 
deepest regret for the loss of opportunities 
of carrying out oertahi plans of utility, or 
schemes of benevolence, which for want of 
timeprq>erly husbanded, they have been 
compeUed to abandon. And yet how few 
seem to appreciate the value of one's leisure 
moments. As the myriads of q[>arkling 
dew drops disappear, unnoticed, one after 
another, under the influence of the rays of 
the clear morning sun-light, so our moments 
of leisure imperceptibly pass away in the 
great round of life, and we too often have 
I occasion to lament that so many precious 
moments, the golden sands of our existence, 
are suffered to pass through the great hour- 
glass of time, unnoticed and unimproved.

of genius a better knowledge of man and 
character is obtained, imparting to its pos- 
sessor a mental power and mastery nnat- 
tamable by men of indolent habits. Truly, 
''spare moments are the golden dust of 
time." Collect, systematize, and improve 
them. Prize them above all earthly treas- 
ures, for they are more precious than rubies. 
They are priceless gems — ^golden opportu- 
nities—on which momentous results may 
depend. 



THE GEEAT INTEBEST. 
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When man heeds the voice of Providence, : 
and submissively yields to the chastening ' 
hand of Omnipotence in the untoward 
events around him, and the rebukes adminis- 
tered in faithfulness for his own good, he 
gives evidence that he recognizes the hand 
of his Heavenly Father in the infliction, 
and that His designs of mercy are being ac- 
complished in the result.

Manvfactube op Iron Rivets. — ^Passing 
through Huntington Street a few days 
since, and by the establishment of Messrs. 
D. S. Keeney &> Co., notwithstandinc; the 
the prohibitory notice, *^N0 admission ex- 
cept on business" over the entrance, warned 
us against it, our Yankee bump of inquisi- 
tiveness induced us, so far to encroach upon 
the rules of courtesy, as to step in and take 
a peep at the mysteries of rivet manufac- 
turing. Notwithstanding our uncerimoni- 
ous intrusion, we were very politely shown 
through the premises, and initiated into the 
secrets of the trade, and became much 
interested in the information thus afforded. 

On entering the apartment devoted to 
manufacturing, we noticed three machines 
in operation, taking the iron fh>m the wire 
and tnmicg it out perfectly formed and fine- 
ly finished rivets ready for the market, 
with a celerity almost incredible. In addi- 
tion to these machines we noticed turning 
lathes, drills, planing macliines, du;., for the 
purpose of manufacturing and keeping in 
repair the machinery used upon the prem- 
ises. In another apartment we found large 
quantities of coiled wire, boxes, labels, en- 
velopes, &c., necessary in the business. In 
connection with the rivet manufactory, 
Messrs. Eeeney & Co., have Ooflbe and 



Spice Mills which are operated by the same 
power, and are doing a snug and increasing 
business.

"XEKBHTO XOSL'* 

How often the above warning is sounded 
in our ears, and how impressively h is fixed 
upon our mind, as we sit down to record 
one of the most melancholy and mysterious 
providences that we have known for many 
years. The ship John Hilton, of New Bed- 
ford, of about fifteen hundred tons burthen, 
laden with guano from the Chincha Islands, 
was totally wrecked a few miles west of 
Montauk Light, on Saturday morning, the 
20th ultimo, during a snow-stonn, and all 
her officers and crew perished. In all hu- 
man probability not an individual survives 
to throw any light on this heart rending 
afSiir. She was commanded by Captain 
Ephraim Harding, an experienced and 
careful mariner, and it is supposed fVom 
her tonnage that the crew numbered in 
all about thirty persons. It is probable 
that they left her in the boats when 
she first struck about one third of a 
mile from Uie shore, and all perished. Fif- 
teen bodies have been recovered, but the 
noble ship is a perfect wreck. She is de- 
scribed by an eye witness as being torn to 
pieces in the wildest manner that man can 



imagine— the hull of the ship, the spars, 
sails and rigging, being completely broken 
up, and in one tangled mass of ruin. 

How it was possible that this fine ship 
could have become a mass of broken ruins 
so soon after striking, is a mystery difficult 
to be solved, as the sea was not so rough 
but that a good boat might have gone to and 
fVom the ship with but little danger. 

Captain Harding perished in the prime of 
life, being only about forty-three years of 
age. His son, a highly promising lad of 
about sixteen, was in the John Milton, 
and ahio perished with his father.. His 
wife, to whom he had written to meet him 
in New York, was there awaiting his arrival 
Her sad bereavement is peculiarly painful. 
Two of Captain Hardh)g's brothers com- 
mand clipper ^shlps sailing out of the port 
of Now York. One is in the Mary Robin- 
son, and the other is in the Golden Eagle. 
The father of Captain Harding was an old 
packet master, and was widely known and 
much respected in his profession. 

How frequently this admonition comes to

▼OLOAHO AT THE SAIT LAKE. 

This volcano is in a plain of mud, and on 
the borders of the Lake. It is composed of 
mud, and covers several acres. Steam and 
water are escaping firom some half-dosen 
apertures. The mud is raised up into cones, 
the highest about five fbet fhnn the general 
surface. One of the cones throws steam and 
water ten or fifteen feet into the idr. It 
escapes rapidly and with a sound resembling 
the escape of steam ftom the pipe of a small 
steam engine ; and it ejects hot and cold 
water at short intervals. One cauldron, four 
feet across, boili up until it overfiows, then 
sinks several feet, and again overflows. 
Nothing is seen but a mass of foam ; the wa- 
ter is strongly impregnated with sal-am- 
monia. There are other cauldrons, fh>m 
ten to twenty feet in diameter, filled within 
three or four fbet with boiling mud,which is 
occasionally thrown out in every direction. 
On the opposite side an island of volcanic 
rocks rises to the height of fifty feet ; and 
at the foot of it is salt in sheets, strongly 
impregnated with sal-ammonia: thatfVom 
the Lake is pure, and is used by the Call- 
fomians.

PBUJiUlO PEACH TBEXS. 



A eorrespoDcleiit of the American Agti- 
eaHarist recommends cutting back boldly 
tlie branches of Peach trees to induce 
frsitAilBass. He remarks : — "I Amnd some 
8l«nted and neglected Peach trees on a lot 
I ptircliased, standing hi old sod, wfakh, 
after tnmfaig over the sod aromid them, I 
topped fai the fiUl— cutting away nearly all 
tlM iM Bmhs, as I had seen recommended 
in jonr paper. Last sommer I had a crop 
of good Peaches on those trees, and now 
tlftsy all bare fine, thrifty branches, while 
my neighbor's trees, Just over the fence, 
look scrawny and black, and they bore (hUt 
about the sise of a hkkory nnt." 

We baye no doubt of the good eflfbcts of 
ibis kind of pruning. Two years since we 
the same plan with some youog 
which had become rough and stunted, 
and last year the growth was uniform and 
rapid, and the trees now give evidence of 
Tigor and healthhiess. In addition to the 
pruning, we put about a quart of half 
siadied Hme around the trunk of each tree, 
wbi<& in Wttke measure protects them from 
tbe borer. The present is not an unfaTor- 
able season for prunfaig the Peach tree, if 
done with otfe, oorering the wounded parts 
with a wash of gum shellac. 



SASPBEBBIES. 



There are several valuable varieties of 
this excellent fhdt now cultivated, some of 
which are rather too tender for oar latitude 
without^ winter protection. Of these, the 
F^asMg is, perhaps, the most desirable ; 
bearing very large. Juicy (rait, of a conical 
shape, excellent for the dessert, but too 
tender for the market. The Red and Yd- 
low Antwerp, are rich, Juicy and sweet, 
thimble shaped, and of fine flavor. The 
^itnamia is more hardy than either of the 
former varieties, and sustains a high repu- 
tation. The fruit is large, of a fine red 
color, with a rich, sharp flavor. The Ohio 
Ever Bearing, is a very prolific variety, 
with very strong canes, and producing clus- 



ters of dark red, or cream colored berries, 
on the ends of the shoots. Both the red 
and yellow varieties are perfectly hardy, 
and require no winter protection. Brinkle^ 
Orange is a very excellent variety, hand- 
some, prolific, and said to be hardy without 
being covered during the winter. The fruit 
is large, fine flavored, and of a rich orange 
color. The AUen Rasfberry has not yet 
been introduced to any extent in this vicini- 
ty, but is said to be perfectly hardy, bearing 
fine fruit of an excellent flavor. From its 
reputation where best known, we would 
recommend it to our readers. 

The Raspberry thrives best in a rich, 
deep soil, and should be planted in rows 
four feet apart, tlie plants three foet distant 
flx>m each other, and manured plentlfhlly 
every year. This should be done by forking 
in as early in the spring as practical. 

The Raspberry should be pruned in the 
fall by cutUng out all the old (fruit bearing) 
wood of the previous season, and the weak- 
est of the new shoots, If they are more than 
four in the hill, and one to two feet from the 
end of each shoot Then tie up the canes 
to a trellis or stake. If this was not done 
last fall, it should now be done, at once, 
and all the ground cleared for the spring 
dressing;

WnrDOW GABBSHDrO. 

There are many beautiful plants which 
may be grown successfully in windows, by 
observing a few simple rules. Firstly, admit 
fresh air on every favorable occasion, which 
can always be done whenever the thermom- 
eter shows the temperature of the outside 
atmosphere to be flve or six degrees above 
the freezing point, uuless^the wind is strong, 
and blowing directly into the window ; at 
such times the top of the window oiUy, 
should be opened a little . It often h appens 
however, through long continued cold 
weather in the winter season, that air can- 
not be admitted for weeks together. At 
such times plants are apt to make a long 
weak growth, which would be very easily 
injured by a rush of cold air,— so that after 
long confinement, air must be admitted 
gradually ; first a little at the top of the 
sash, then a little more, until it can be 
opened both at top and bottom, by which 
air is not only admitted, but a circulation 
secured. Secondly, watering. To main- 
tain pot plants in a healthy condition, 
water must be administered with care. As 
a general rule, never water until the soil is 
dry ; then give enough to moisten the whole 
mass, but not enough to convert it into 
mud. Caro should always be taken that 



the pot is well drafaied ; that is, the hole at 
the bottom should be covered with a shell 
or piece of tile, and a few more pieces of 
the same material placed above that to 
prevent the soil filllDg up the hole. Free 
drainage is then secured for the surplus 
water to pass away. Thirdly, soiL For 
most plants a little roCted turf from a pas- 
ture, with a little garden soil or well rotted 
manure, and a little sand, will be found to 
answer every purpose. The turf should be 
broken up and mixed with the other faigre> 
dients when it is ready for use. Fourthly, 
insects. There are various insects which 
infBst plants grown hi pots, to the great 
detriment of the plants, as well as the an- 
noyance of their owner. These are known 
to gardeners as the green-fly, the red qrfder, 
themealybog, various kfaids of scale and 
tbrips. The green fly gives the plants a 
fllthy appearance if they are aUowed to 
remahi long. They can be destroyed by 
plachig the pUints hi a barrel or box, place 
a hot coal into some iron or earthen vessel, 
and then sift tobacco upon the coal, and set 
it among the phmts, and cover the tc^ of 
the box or barrel with a wet cloth, to keep 
in the smoke. Care must be taken not to 
let the tobacco blaze or bum dear, if so, 
the leaves of your plants are gone. Red 
spiders are caused by a dry atmosphere. 
Serve them the same as the green fly, only 
add a veiy little sulphur, and let it bum 
with the tobacco. The red spider, though 
scarcely visible to the naked eye, is very 
fa\jurious to the plant it infosts. It covets 
the surface of the leaf with iti> minute webs, 
and prevents the leaf from performhig its 
factions of absoxption and exhalation; 
consequently, the plant, if long neglected, 
must perish. Thrips may also be destroyed 
by tobacco smoke; but the mealy bug 
and scale must be washed off with soap 
and hot water, in order to eradicate 
them. 

Plants are greatly benefited by being 
sprinkled overhead with soft water occasion- 
ally, and still more by being set out in a 
warm shower, as the shower conveys car- 
bonic acid gas to the foliage and roots of 
the plants, which no artificial watering can 
hniUte.

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GREEN 8EED, OR UPIiANB COTTON. 



BLACK SEED, OR SEA ISLAND COTTON. 



There are a large number of yarieties of 
the cotton plant, arising fh>m the mixing of 
the seed in planting. OultiTators are quite 
too careless in this particular. There are, 
however, three grand distinctions in the 
kinds generally cultivated, viz : the Berhor 
cious Cotton, the Skrub Cotton, and the 
Tree Cotton, each of which has several va- 
rieties. 

The Herbaceous Cotton, (of whieh we give 
our readers illustrations of two varieties,) is 
the species most generally cultivated. The 
" Upland" variety u an annual plant, grow- 
ing to the lieight of about eighteen inches, 
with leaves of a dark green color, marked 
with brownish veins, and each divided into 
four lobes. Its flower is of a delicate pale 
yellow color, consisting of five petals, each 
of which has a rich purple spot at its base. 
When the flower drops from the plant the 
pod appears, supported by three dark green 
leaves deeply indented at their ends. These 
are the calyx. The pod is about the size 
of a walnut, of a slightly triangular form, 
and divided into three cells. When fully 
ripe this pod bursts, disclosiDg a ball of pure 
white or yellowish cotton in each of these 
cells firmly adhering to the seeds. In In- 
dia, says Forbes, the shrubs are planted 
between the rows of rice, but do not impede 



its growth, or prevent its being reaped. 
Soon after the rice harvest is over, the cot- 
ton bushes put forth a beautiful yellow fiow- 
er, with a crimson eye in each petal ; this 
is succeeded by a green pod, filled with a 
white stringy pulp ; the pod turns brown 
and hard as it ripens, and then separates 
into two or three divisions containing the 
cotton. A luxuriant field, exhibiting at the 
same time the expanding blossom, the burst- 
ing capsule, acd the snowy flakes of ripe 
cotton, is one of the most beautifhl objects 
in the agriculture of Hindoostan." 

The Sea Island or " long staple" Cotton, 
is much longer in the fibre than any other 
description. The seed is black, while the 
Other varieties of American growth are 
generally produced from green seed. Tliis 
cotton is grown on the sandy coasts and low 
islands which border the shores of Georgia 
and South Carolina, where the plantations 
are exposed to the spray of the ocean ; salt 
appears to be the principal agent in making 
the cotton fine in quality and long in the 
staple. Its cultivation is extended to about 
foay miles from the sea shore, and its qual- 
ity deterioatcs according to its distance 
from the salt air. A long range of Islands 
He between St M»ry*8 in Geo. and Charles- 
ton in South Carolina, the soil of which is 



principally composed of a mixture of ma- 
rine shells. They were settled at an early 
period by English colonists who cultivated 
indigo. Upon ono of these islands, the Sea 
Island cotton was first produced, whence it 
derived its name. The best kind is pro- 
duced upon the islands of Edisto, John's, 
Wadranlan, and St. Helena, in South Caro- 
lina, and always bears the highest price 
in market. Persia is supposed to be tlie 
native country of this kind of cotton. 

It is less than three-quarters of a century 
since an American ship with eight bags of 
cotton on board, was seized by the Costom 
House, because it was doubted whether that 
quantity could have been produced in the 
United States, and now we exceed all other 
countries in the exportation of cotton to 
Great Britain. 

It has been estimated that nearly twcke 
hundred millions pounds of cotton are an- 
nually produced in the world, about seven 
hundi*cd millions of which are grown in the 
United States. Mexico, South America, the 
Brazils and West Indies are supposed to 
produce about one hundred and fifty mil- 
lions, Asia two hundred and twenty millioDS, 
AfVica forty millions, and Egypt about thir- 
ty millions. This is truly one of the great 
industrial products of the globe.

WINDOW PLAHT8 & PLOWEBS. 



As the plants mentioned below, as well 
OS grcen-honse and hotrhouse plants gener 
ally, do best ontside during the summer 
months, the following remarks refer more 
particnlarly to the fall, winter, and spring 
treatment of the plants enumerated. A 
/cw flowering plants are highly valued by 
most people, at times when flowers cannot 
be procured ontside. All the Pelargoniums 
and Qeraniuras, make fine window plants, 
some of which have fragrant folipge. Ca- 
melia Japonica, (of which there are many 
yarictics,) makes a display with its rose- 
like blosoms, but is devoid of fVagrance and 
requires great care and protection iVom 
cold winds while its new growth is being 
formed. Mignonette and Sweet Alyssium 
will supply fragrance. Drop a few seeds of 
each into pots the latter end of July or 
beginning of August, and with a little care 
they will begin flowering in December, and 
continue through the winter. The diflbrent 
varieties of Nemophilla or Love Grove, the 
prettiest of which are Insignis, (blue,) and 
Maculata, (dotted,) — they are annuals — 
treat the same ia Mignonette. Verbenas 
make pretty window plants, but they should 
be grown in pots for the purpose, for if 
taken up from the garden in the fall, they 
rarely flower till spring, and more fret^uently 
die long before spring comes. Fuchsias or 
Ear Drops, make elegant window plants, 
but are subject to the red spider, but that 
diflicnlty may be overcome by keeping them 
In the shade during the summer, and plac- 
ing them in the window for fall flowering. 
After flowering p!ace them away in the cel- 
lar for the winter. Gilly and Wall flowers, 
if taken up from the ground in the fall, will 
flower in January and February. 

Most of the tender roses, if taken up 
carefully in the fall, may bo made to flower 
through the winter, and will well repay a 
little attention. They do best, however, if 
grown in pots for that purpose. The dwarf 
Chinese Orange or Citrus Japonica, makes 
an interesting object — always having fruit 
in yarions stages of growth, as well as its 
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fragrant flowers. Wiegelia Rosea, Deutzia 
Gracilis, Spirea Prunifolia, Fl, PI, and Spi- 
rca Eeevesii, are four hardy flowering 
shrubs, which, if taken up fh>m the ground 
in the fall, kept in a cool place for a month 
or six weeks, then introduced to the win- 
dow, will become objects of attraction. 
Dielytra Spectabilis, a hardy herbaceous 
plant, if taken up in the same manner, after 
its stems have died away, and potted, kept 
cool and free ftt)m frost till the middle of 
January, then placed In the window, will 
i«oon be in bloom. This latter is undoubt- 
edly one of the most beautiful and easily 
managed plants ever introduced into gar- 
dens. 

The double Blue Violet, and Calla Miho- 
pica or Lilly of the Nile, should not be for- 
gotten, neither tho Tree Carnation, which 
is both showy and delightfully fragrant, nor 
bulbs, on the culture of which, we intend to 
give a few remarks at the proper season.

HEW SOCHELLBBLACKBEEET. 



Mr. C. P. Bissell, in a communication to 
the Rural New Yorker, whose experience in 
the cultivation of this excellent garden 
fruit, gives tho following directions in re- 
gard to its propagation : 

'* Choose a deep soil, moist, light, and 
full of vegetable matter, but not too sandy. 
If not deep and loose, make it so by sub- 
soiling or trenching. If vegetable matter 
be sandy, add swamp muck and ashes. In 
October or April cut the plants back to not 
over a foot.in height, and carefully set iliom 
eight feet apart. In cities, or where land 
is very scarce, the rows may be as near as 
six feet, but eight is much better. The 
first summer they will bear very little, and 
ought not to be sufitred to bear at all. 
Keep the ground loose and free frx>m weeds 
for this season, during which time they will 
make good strong canes, short and very 
branched. Second season.— In the spring, 
cut off one-third of their length , and one- 
third of the length of their branches, fork up 
the ground, rake off every weed and root 
of weed, and mulch at least six'.inchcs thick 
with straw or grass cut from a lawn. Tbey 
will bear a good crop, although the fruit 
will not be as perfect in size and flavor ub 
adorwards, and the young canes growing 
this summer will be more upright than 
those of the first year with comparatively 
few branches. This mulching will prevent 
weeds fh>m growing ; but it,will not hinder 
the young plants fiom springhig up from 
the roots, and these can be removed m 
October for setting out new plantations. 



Third season. — In the spring cut out the 
old canes if not previously done, and short- 
en in the new oanes to not more than five 
feet in height. They will do very well 
Irained to upright stakes, like the raspber- 
ry ; but it is better to set out posts in each 
row, ten feet apart, and run a wire along 
each row, two and a half feet from the 
ground, or two wires, one two, and the other 
three feet from the ground, and bend the 
canes and tie them to these wires." 

" The old mulching must be dug !n every 
spring ; every weed must be carefully ex- 
terminated, and raked away and new 
mulch iug applied to at least six inche? in 
depth. Perfect maturity is known by the 
fruit being soft and tender, and dropping 
when'the bush is slightly shaken ; but for 
ordinary use it is not necessary to wait for 
this. When thoroughly black, and separ- 
ating easily to the touch, they are in good 
order for market, or for use as we eat 
strawberries with sugar and cream." 

The roots penetrate wherever the nature 
of the soil will permit, and run wherever 
nutriment is to be found; and we have 
known plants in their first year, (and by no 
means large plants at that,) to have a net 
work of roots extending over a circle of 
fifteen feet in circnmference. Hence the 
importance of having the earth thoroughly 
loosened and properly enriched, by which a 
proper quantity of aliment will be furnished 
to the plant, and the berries receive as large 
an amount of nutriment as they can appro- 
priate." 



TO EAISE S Omn ) POTATOES. 

Mr, A. Sprague, of Harvard, Delaware Co., 
New York, in a recent letter read before 
the Farmers' Clcb, gives his practice and 
experience in raising the Potato crop. He 
selects dry and sandy soil, ploughs and 
prepares it early as the season will admit, 
and planU in furrows throe and one half or 
four fbet apart. He cuts common sised 
Potatoes into four pieces, and plants five or 
six pieces in each bill, the pieces a little 
separated from each other. Each hill he 
covers with a shovelful or forkful of coarse 
litter oi' straw from the barnyard, stable, 
^., completely covering the whole with 
earth, and if the soil is dry, pressmg the 
hills down with the feet. The Potatoes 
make their appearance about the middle of 
June, when they are ploughed and dressed 
with the hoe, and in about ten or twelve 
days afterward hilled and left until digging 
time. By this method he says that for the 
last fifteen years he has never failed of 
having good sound crops.

A GOOD COTSCIEHCE. 

There cannot be found a better example 
than I have met with,4n reading some me- 
moirs of the great and good Colston, the 
founder of those most excellent. charities in 
London, Bristol and elsewhere. I flnd this 
passage in his life. It happened that one of 
his most richly laden vessels was so long 
missing, and the violent storms having given 
every reason to suppose that she had per- 
ished, Colston gave her up for lost. Upon 
this occasion, it is said, he did not lament 
his unhappiness, as many are sapi to do, and 
perpetually count up his losses ; but, with 
dutiful submission fell upon his knees, and 
with thankfulness for what, Providence had 
been pleased to Jeave him, and with the 
utmost resignation relmquished even the 
smallest hope for her recovery. When, 
therefore, his people came soon afterwards, 
to tell him that his ship had come safely to 
port, he did not show the signs of self grat- 
uUtion which his flriends expected to see. — 
He was devoutly thankful for the preserva- 
tion of the lives of so many seamen; but 
as for the vessel and cargo, they were his 
no longer ; he had resigned them — ^he could 
not in conscience take them back. He 



looked upon -all a» the gift of Providence 
to' the poor; and, as such, he sold the ship 
and cargo— and most valuable they were, 
and praying for a right guidance, distributed 
the proceed^ among the poor. How beauti- 
Ail is such charity ! Here is no false lustre 
thrown upon the riches and goods of this 
world, ^that, reflected, blind the eyes that 
they see not aright. The conscience of 
such a man as Colston was an arbiter even 
against himself, sat within him in judge- 
ment, to put aside his worldly interest, and 
made a steady light for itself to see by, 
where naturally was either a glare or an 
obscurity, that alike might bewilder less 
honest vision. 



Be Economical. — ^No matter if your pa- 
rents are worth millions, it is not the less 
proper that you should understand the val- 
'ue of money, and the honest, honorable 
means of acquiring it. What multitudes 
of young men, particularly in our cities 
make shipwreck of reputation and health, 
and eventually of property, by neglect of 
this maxim. They are aware that their 
parents obtained their wealth by habits of 
industry, but they are ashamed of the name. 
They forget that wealth in this country pas- 
ses rapidly from one to another, and that he 
who is rich to-day may be poor to-morrow; 
or that he who relies on wealfilr amassed 
by his father, may end his days in a pauper 
house.

It is ft nilject of regret to the lovers of 
romance, that in this New Wwld wehave 
BO twilight age lying back of authentic 
records, where dim legends and mysterious 
ftdventures may bo found in sufficient 
variety to gratify the popular taste for 
the mftrvellouB. Most of the nations of 
Bur<^ are fiav<»«d with a hoary antiquity 
and an obscure origin, from whence th^ 
derive a rich inheritance of time-hallowed 
superstitions and traditionary tales, fUm- 
ishing their sons and daughters with am- 
ple materials for endless fiuioifUcombina- 
tiona. Even genius must have some airy 
forms and suggestiVe hints, on* of which 
to shape her living realities. But on these 
proeiac coasts we have no realm of shad- 
ows for a back-ground. Into which an 
author can plunge and bring back a supply 
of names and incidents to &shion and ar^ 
range into tales of mystery and wonder. 
Our dark age is too truthAil : — a howling 
wilderness peopled by .wild beasts and 
prowling savages — a vast obscurity with 
a terriUe sameness of history. We have 
no wild traditionary period, pervaded by 
romaunts and stirring ballads : no ruined 
castles and old grey fortresses, decaying 
in woodland gkxmi, or frowning upon the 
top of almost inaccessible promontories, to 
which we can resort for the scenery, char- 
acters, plot, and groundwork necessary for 
the manufacture of thrilling romances and 



tales of knights, giants, and damsels in 
distress. 

In addition to this lamentable deflden- 
cy in the general refiources of the coun- 
try, just 5n these parts of Kew Bngland 
we are still more unfortunate. We are 
hemmed in by the bare, truthful, well 
defined, hard favored features of primitive 
geological formations. Compact, stem in 
outline, it is a kind of country that never 
looks shadowy, never makes ruins, and is 
never shaken by internal agonies into sub- 
t^ranean cavities, or tossed upward into 
castellated forms. Nature, with pre-deter- 
mination, seems to chain us down to plain, 
common sense, and uncompromising re- 
ality. She furnishes no local habitation 
for mysteries, no scenery for visions, and 
displays no strange portents or unexplained 
phenomena, to cheat the mind and kindle 
the imagination. li is scarcely possible to 
CBtablish the credit of a haunted house, or 
to make a ghost story current, or circulate 
reports of gleaming lights, and aerial 
voices, in a region of such cold, hard 
granite. The literal aspect of creation, 
the harsh certainties and acknowledged 
facts that surround us, demolish the sham. 

But the popular mind craves romance, 
and must have it The best we can do, 
therefire, is to gather up the few mysteri- 
ous hints that tradition has preserved for 
us, and make them go as far as we can in 
satisfying the i^^ipetite for the visionary 
and the marvellons. In our immediate 
vicinity, some localities, wilder or more 
lonely than ordinary, have been linked 
with fragments of traditionary lore, and 
dignified into an interest ak5n to romantic 
celebrity. It is the purpose of the writer 
to point them out; to stay if possible a 
little longer the encroachments of oblivion 
that are fast sweeping over the few sha- 
dowy impersonations and vague legends 
that linger in our midst. Future romance 
writers will surely be grateful to us for 
cherishing these few relics of tradition — 
the sioed-grain, firaught with the only hope 
of a fiiture harvest of popular mysteries. 

THB ONEOO GAVE. 
On the western bank of the Thames, 
about a mile above New London, is a 



small low chamber, or natural cavern in 
the clifb near the river side, to which this 
name is applied, on account of its situation 
upon the Oneco farm, belonging to C. A. 
Lewis, Esq. For aught we know there 
may be an historical propriety in the name, 
for the Mohegan hunting grounds extend- 
ed over this tract, and it is easy to imagine 
that the Indian chief Owaneco, or Oneco, 
often with his shouting followers pursued 
the chase through these woodland solitudes, 
and perhaps (Putnam like^) tracked the 
hunted beast to his den and slaughtered 
him therOk 

This miniature cave, or den, is merely 
an opening in a slant direction, on the 
side hill, under the eaves of huge rocks, 
that are here thrown together in wild con- 
fiision. It is so situated as not to be dis- 
covered exc^t by accident or by search ; 
screened as it is on the open side by beet- 
ling difiSi and overhanging trees fix>m the 
casual observation of passing boatmen, 
and botanizing ramblers. It is well con- 
trived for the haunt of deer or wolf, or 
for the cell of some wild barbarian hun- 
ter, an outcast from his tribe: it might 
serve for a night's refynge to some belated 
wood-eutter, or an hour's shelter to a fish- 
erman during a thunder storm : it would 
Aimish concealment and protection to a 
ftigitive fxom. Justice, or a deserter from 
compelled service on board a man-of-war— 
and for all these yarious purposes it hat 
without doubt served in the odurse of 
time. 

This aperture, or gap in the diff^ is so 
limited in dimensions that it would not 
merit the name of Cave in a cavernous 
region ; but where such secredes of nature 
are rare, it is allowable to make the most 
of what we find. Moreover, there is 
nothing so insignificant but it may be en- 
nobled by association. These woods once 
bdonged to the/enowned Vft^az^ who be- 
stowed them upon FKott^ one of his chief 
counsellors, whose dwelling at the first 
settlement of the town, stood high on the 
hill to the westward of the cbiT, near the 
present Oongdon farm-house,— affcerwardf 
for a century and a half, they were «• Win- 
throp's Woods"— these are all historic 
names giving interest to the locality, and 
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the cave itself is resonant with legends. 

Before the revolution British ships were 
often stationed upon our coast, and deser- 
tions from them were frequent. The search 
for such fligitives was strict and rigorous. 
Houses and hams were ransacked, and the 
hue and cry passed on from farm-house to 
fkrm-house, and from town to town. 
There was no safety but in profound con- 
cealment, and it is said that this stone 
chamber in the cliff often serred to shield 
the desperate mariner till the ship had left 
the port, and the rigor of search was over. 
Of course the poor wretch must have been 
guided thither in the first place by some 
friendly native, and nourished in his re- 
treat by secret bounty. Fortunately the 
place was known to few except the boat- 
men and oystermen of the river, and these 
were generally the first persons encounter- 
ed by the desjBrter when he reached the 
land, and t^e most likely to sympathise 
with him in his suiferings, and aid him in 
his plans to escape. 

A story is told of one of these unfbrtu- 
nate deserters, who made his escape just at 
the approach of winter, and the ship 
which he had left being detained In the 
harbor till the next spring, he dwelt a her- 
mit in the stone chamber, till he was neg- 
lected or forgotten by his beneflEtctors, and 
came near perishing with cold and hunger. 
Having subeisted for several weeks on 
roots, acorns, and shell-fish, and a long 
continued*fW)st depriving him of these 
supplies, at length he made his appearance 
at a neighboring farm house, in such a 
style of haggardness, that at first they 
were in doubt whether to treat him as a 
brute, or to nourish him as a man. His 
hair and beard were matted and filthy, his 
half-naked limbs shrivelled and browned 
into the appearance of leather, and his 
voice and attitudes, rude, awkward and 
•hy, gave sad tokens of the miserable state 
into which man would relapse if left alone 
with savage nature in this northern clime.

Many and interesting are the associa- 
tions that are connected with our beautifid 
city. A littie more than two centuries 
ago, its site was the home of the red man 
of the forest — ^the hunting grounds of its 
savage occupants. Then the fox and wolf 
ranged the hills, and the beaver and the 
otter constructed their miniature habita- 
tions along the streams and creeks of our 
borders. The snow-white plumage and 
graceful motions of the sea-gull, the sudden 
plunge of the hawk, the fierce eagle in his 
heavenward flight, and the arrowy speed 
of the swift canoe propelled by the sinewy 
arm of its Indian occupant, were all that 
then were seen to give life to our noble 
river and broad harbor ; while the dark 
forests that clothed our hills re-echoed with 
the shout of the savage hunter, the whoop 
of the fierce warrior, or the howling of 
nocturnal feasts of prey, as fierce and not 
less savage. 

Now the scene presents a contrast as 
great and imposing as it is pleasing and 
besAitifiil. A large and popidous city has 
taken the place of the rough wilds of the 
fbrest The abodes of competence, wealth 
and refined taste, may be seen every where 
around us. Marts of business, schools of 
instruction, academies of learning, and 
numerous churches consecrated to the ser- 
vice of the great Jehovah, give pleasing 
evidence of the intelligence and general 
prosperity of our citizens. And while the 
broad wings of commerce enliven our har- 
bor, and beautiAil and majestic steamers 
traverse our river, thundering along its 
banks the ponderous locomotive with iron 
sinews and lungs of brass, with its ex- 
tended train of cars and merchandise, at- 
test the progress of art and industry a- 
round us. 

Qreni and numerous have been the chan- 
ges that have marked the history of New- 
London since its first settiement in 1645. 
Many were the privations and severe the 



struggles of the first settlers. Their ikim> 
ishes, their battles, their treaties of amity, 
and their interviews with their savage foei, 
are interesting details in the records of the 
historian. They were strong-hearted, pno- 
tical men well adapted to the exigency of 
the times. Their simple habits, puritan 
principles, and stem, unbending integrity, 
united with a deep religious feeling, hsTe 
left their impress even upon their dsMend- 
ants. The numerous interesting inddenti 
ccmnected with their early histcny, thdr 
'<bam*' sanctuary on *' Meeting Hoom 
Hill," the first church erected on the pra* 
ent site of the Alms House, and the zeal 
and simplicity that characterised its flnt 
occupants and womhippeM, have all been 
graphically and tntthftilly delineated by 
one whose literary accompHshmenta sre w 
favorably known to the oonununity,* sad 
give a deep ittteirest to the eariy history of 
the place. 

Those primitive days of plain simplidty 
and early i^ety in our ancestors have pan- 
ed away, but their aaoociationi and intB* 
enoe, still remain. And mine espedally 
doee the imagination dwell upon the re* 
cords of the past with a sort of fieelingpi^ 
taking somewhat of romance, andafanoetof 
siq>erstitious severence. Each hoary rod[, 
secluded cave^ or romantic dell, that is 
days of yore, enveloped with the niity 
mantie of legendary charm, had its tile of 
mysterious, and sometimes fiBarftd inte^ 
est, still casts its spell or^ the minds of 
the present generation, and incites to an 
unoontrollable desire to grasp more of the 
shadowy gleamings of the past, and ooo- 
nect them with the fUlly revealed light of 
the present 

Some of these traditionary fhlgmenti 
still linger in the memory of the genera- 
tion now gradually passing away, and we 
have solicited ttom the gifted pen of tbe 
accomplished writer to whom we have be- 
fore alluded, such of these interesting trsr 
ditions as may now be gathered up and 
presented in tangible fbrm to our readers. 
Rer Legends of New London, which oom- 
menoe in the present number of the Rtfti- 
iiory, will be of special looal interest to sH, 
and cannot fhil to be read with great pies*- 
ure. We if ould recommend to tiioae who 
are so fortunate as to obtain these Lege^h 
carefhlly to preserve them for the comiof 
generation as interesting curiosties of the 
former age, eite they shall fiade into the 
oblivion of passing ycarc^ never to be 
recovered. 



«Miss F. U. Gaulkios hi the History of Mew 
London.

We regard this excellent institation as 
one of the most valuable acquisitions to 
mental effort and improyement in the city, 
and (me well deserving the attention and 
support of the entire community. We 
have no public library endowed for the 
benefit of our city, and this is the only 
medium of the kind whereby aooen can be 
had to the rich mental stores Aimished by 
the learned and the good of the present and 
past ages. Surely, if any enterprise calls 
for the patronage of our citizens, men of 
moderate means as well as those of wealth 
and fortune, it is the Toui^ Men's Library 
Association of New London. It is sus- 
tained now, mostly by the young men of 
the pUoe, and generally those of willing 
hearts and hands, but without large means 
at their command. They should not be 
permitted to bear the burden alone, and a 
timely suggestion to such as are both able 
and willing to sustain the enterprise, will 
doubileM be all that will be required to call 
forth an efficient and substantial req>onse. 
It is a snlject of congratulation that the 
entorprising conductors of this institution 
have so well succeeded in its management 
thus &r, and we feel assured that the im- 
portant position it occupies in the conmiu- 
nity will elidt the sympathy and support 
of aU who fiBel interested in its present 
^hereof useiftdneBs. 

For the beneit of such of our readers, 
who Uke ovrselTes, have not been convers- 
ant with its commencement, its progress, 
and present condition, we append the fol- 
lowing brief sketch of its history, kindly 
Aimished us by one of the officers of the 
institution. 

"The Young Men's Library Association 
of New-London," was incorporated in the 
year 1840 ; its object being, as stated in the 
preamble of its constitution : — '< The es- 
tablishment of a well selected Public Lib- 
rary, upon a permanent basis, for the mse of 
our citizens." 

AtiU formation a very general interest 
was manifested in its success. Liberal do- 
nations of books and money were made, 
and a considerable number of subscribers 
were obtained. 

In connection with the Library was a 
Beading Boom ; which continued, (we be- 
Heve, until the destruction of the Library 
by fire ; and courses of lectures on litera- 
ry and scientific subjects were delivered 
each winter under -the auspices of the As- 
sociation. 



The officers were Isaac S. Porter, M. D. 
President ; Bev. Bobert A. Hallam, J< 
Bishop, Nathan Belcher, Vice PresidenI 
Edward H. Learned, Becording Secretary ; 
Thomas Douglass, Corresponding Secreta- 
ry ; Henry P. Haven, iSreasurer ; A. 0. 
Lippitt, J. H. Turner, F. W. Kirtland, 
Wm. 0. Crump, B. Prentis, Wm. D. 
Pratt, J. A. Smith, Sabin Smith, A. W. 
Bush, S. B. Bailey, O. C. Forsyth, and 
C. Starr, Directors. 

In the year 1848, when the Exchange 
Building, on B^mk Streeti was burned, the 
Library, which was in the second story of 
that building, was entirely destroyed. 

The Library at this time had increased 
to about 1400 volumes ; among them some 
valuable sets of Encyclopiedias, and was. 
for its extent, an interesting and well se- 
lected collection. The Library was in- 
sured for one thousand dollars, and with 
this sum the Association began gradually 
to purchase books and to lay the foundation 
of a new Library ; and in February, 1849, 
the new Library was opened to subscrib- 
ers, in the room over the News Boom of 
Col. Wm. O. Irish, where it continued till 
April* 1851, when it was removed to a 
room in the Female Academy. 

Since the destruction of the old Library 
by fire, the affairs of the Associjition had 
been in a languishing condition. Sub- 
scribers were few, and additions to the Li- 
brary were unfirequent. By the efforts of 
Mr. Famsworth, the Principal of the 
Female Academy, and who acted as Librar 
rian after the removal of the Library to 
the Academy, a new interest was excited, 
and the number of subscribers gradually 
increased. A new and carefUlly prepared 
catalogue of the Library was issued in 
1851, the number of volumes being then 
about 1000. In December, 1856, the Li- 
brary numbered about 1600 volumes, and 
about this time, it being found desirable 
for the accomodation of the public, that a 
more central and generally accessible lo- 
cation should be procured, permission was 
obtained ttom the city authorities to occu- 
py abasement room in the City Building, 
and thither the library was removed. 

The advantage of the change was soon 
demonstrated. The number of subscrib- 
ers was almost doubled within a few 
months, and large additions were made to 
the Library. The number of volumes is 
now about 2000. The terms of member- 
ship are $2.00 per year, payable in advance, 
and the whole income of the Association 
after paying the necessary expenses, which 
are small, is expended in the purchase 



of books. Two books can be drawn — 
each number to be retained two weeks, 
with the privilege of renewal."

A New Gas Bxj&neb. — TheAdvertuer 
notices a new Gas Burner recently intro- 
duced by Mr. W. S. Norwich of this city, 
which is said to surpass all others in regard 
to economy and brilliancy of light. * * This 
burner is in two parts, one^part being pre- 
cisely like the old burner, which b first se- 
cured to the jet This part is complete in 
itself and may be used without the other, 
but the addition of the cap to it increases 
the volume of fiame and light about forty 
per cent,without consuming any more gas» 
or rather by a more thorough consumption 
of gas which with the ordinary burner es- 
capes into the room.'' It has been intro- 
duced into several of our stores and placet 
of business, and is certainly worthy of a 
thorough triaL From a cursory examina* 
tion of the burner we believe it will prove 
a vAluahle improvement 

PsTTX BuBGLARiES. — ^During the past 
week several trifling burglaries have been 
committed in the city. On Thursday eve- . 
ning an attempt was made to enter the gro- 
cery Store of Messrs. T. Potter & Co., on 
State Street, but was abandoned for some 
reason after forcing open the shutters. On 
Friday night the tin shop of J. T. Wil- 
liams & Ca, on Main Street, was broken 
into, with but little loss, however, to the 
proprietors. The same night the confec- 
tionery shop of Mr. S. B. Bansom on Brad- 
ley Street, was entered through a back win- 
dow and about ^ix dollars in pennies ab- 
stracted. After supplying themselves free- 
ly with the '* sweets* of Mr. It's establish- 
ment, and borrowing all the keys of the 
building, the rogues quietly decamped. 



We r^ret to learn that Mr. JohnT. 
Ame8,recently of this dty, but now In New 
York, sustained a serious injury last week 
by falling on the sidewalk and breaking 
his right arm below the elbow. We are 
pleased to hear that he is reooving as rap- 
idly as could be expected. 



Thb Belioious Intebest.— The great 
religious interest in the community contin- 
ues to deepen. The 12 o'clock prayer 
meetings are regularly attended, and the 
numbers in attendance are increasmg. 
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We present our read- 
ers wiUi an engraying 
illustrating a scientific 
principle, more as a mat- 
ter for the curious to in- 
yestigate, than as one of 
present utility. It con- 
sists in burning vjoUr^ or 
simply decomposing it 
and setting free the gas- 
es of which it is formed, 
yiz : Oxygen and Hy- 
drogen, which hy the 
agency of the platinum 
tube through which they 
pass, are condensed, and 
united, and being infla- 
mable produce a beauti- 
ftil flame. The engray- 
ed yiew is a sectional one 
showing the Interior of 
a Aimace, boiler, ^. 
A B represent the side walls of the ftimace 
or flre-place, and mark the ends of one or 
more crossbars, which support a cylindric- 
al boiler C. The boiler is represented to 
be partly flUed with water, (which for this 
purpose must be yery pure) and on its sur- 
ilEuse is supported the float D, kept in its 
place by a delicate plate spring, which is 
attached to the end of the boiler at E. 
The float has a conical projection upward, 
the point of which enters the bottom of 
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the water pipe F ; so that when the water 
rises to its proper height within the boiler, 
the pipe becomes closed, and a fiirther in- 
duction is preyented. This water pipe is 
supposed to extend to an eleyated reser- 
yoir, from which the water flows to the 
boiler wheneyer the descent of the float 
permits. The pipe G is of platina, and is 
coiled, or passed seyeral times through the 
flreplace, and a section thereof, from I to 
J is perforated with many minute holes 



Upward, but is dosed at 
the end. The fomaoe 
being filled and the pipe 
surrounded with coal or 
other fuel, and ignited, 
the pipe soon beoomci 
heated, and the water in 
the boiler commenoei 
boiling, when the steam 
produced, in passing 
through the heated pipe, 
becomes decomposed and 
reduced to its constitaent 
gases, which escaping 
through the minute ap- 
ertures, produces the 
most intense flame, suiB- 
cient to keep up the heat 
of the coiled pipes and 
the boiler perpetualij, 
after the other ftiel is 
exhausted. A part of 
this newly produced gas, may be conduet- 
ed by branch pipes to any apartment where 
light is wanted, and will readily produce 
a beautifril intense light ; and this with* 
out any expense whateyer, except that of 
water to supply the boiler. 

In this age of improyement we think 
that this principle might be applied to some 
useftil practical purpose, and would suggest 
that some of our scientiflc experimenters 
would inyestigate the subject more fliUy. 



DBATH OV FBXBJCAN HUVT. 

The. death of persons who haye long 
been known and respected as public men, 
either in a ciyll, literary or religious capa- 
city, call forth a more than passing obitua- 
ry notice, as for the last time, perhaps, we 
sit down to offer a brief tribute to their 
memory^ their talents, or their yirtues. 
The death of Hr. Hunt, late editor and 
conductor of the *< Merchanl^* Magazine" 
will cause regret, mingled with pain and 
sadness, in many minds, especially to those, 
who like ourselyes, haye been personally 
intimate with him for many years past 
With a frank and guileless disposition, a 
warm and feeling heart, united to great 
energy of purpose, and yigor of intellect, 
Mr. Hunt surpassed common men in his 
particular sphere in life. <* He was," says 
the TVibune, ** in many respects, a man of 
remarkable character, an^ he is entitled to 
the credit of an inyentor in publishing. 
He was the originator of seyeral new 
schemes in periodical literature, and was 
successful in all, but he is most widely 
known as the originator and editor of the 
Magazine which bore his name. He was 



bom in Quincy, Massachusetts, March 
21, 1804, and seryed an i^prentioeship to 
the printing business in Worcester in that 
State. He went to Boston after haying 
learned his trade, where he established a 
lady's magazine, the first periodical of the 
kind thatJiad been attempted in this coun- 
try, of which Mrs. Hale, the present ed- 
itor of GotUy's Lady's Book, was the editor. 
He also projected, and published, in Bos- 
toli, a child's paper, and was the financial 
editor of the Penny Magazine^ published 
by an association of wood engh^yers. He 
abandoned these works, and came to New 
York about twenty-fiye years since, his first 
work after he came being the <*Book of the 
Hudson Biyer." It is about twenty years 
since he established the Merchants' Maga- 
zine, which became at once successful, and 
has maintained its popularity up to the 
present time. Within the last three years 
he has published two yolumes of laves of 
American Merchants, and a yolume entitled 

Worth and Wealth," 

By assiduous application to his business, 
and skill in its management, Mr. H. had 
accumulated a considerable fortune. He 
had few if any enemies, and but for one 



unfortunate habit, against which he battled 
manfully, and struggled with almost des- 
perate power, but at times unsuocessfolly, 
his had been fame more enduring and a 
name more distinguished. He probably le- 
ceiyed more honorary distinctions from 
European literary dubs and societies, than 
any of his cotemporaries, and his loss 
will be deeply felt, not only here but on 
the other side of the Atlantic He leayee 
many warm friends to mourn his departure 
in the ftdl yigor of manhood and useful 
life. To us who sarnYe, memento mortis 
repeated with deep and thrilling pathos.

FBXFABB TOX7B HOT BUm. 

AH who intend having a hot bed this 
spring, should lose no time ki nuttdng 
preparations therefor. The first thing to 
look after is two or three loads of long 
manure. "When obtained, throw it into 
a conical heap, in the most sheltered spot 
you can find ; and if boards, straw, or any 
other material is at hand to cover H with, 
so much the better. It should lie in that 
manner for about a week, then tumedreg- 
ularly over, thrown in a heap and covered 
as befor^ and allowed to lie for another 
week, when it will be ready to convert Into 
a hot bed. In making the hot bed, care 
should be taken to have it a foot larger 
every way than the frame intended to 
be placed thereon. In building the bed, 
the manure should be well shaken out, 
packed evenly, and the outsides kept square 
to the height of four feet This is none too 
Qiach, as tibe bed will shrink a foot or 
twenty inches. If any manure remains 
over, place it on the side of the bed most 
expoeed* and if boards can be placed all 
round it, the heat will be retained much 
longer. 

When the bed is complete tod the frame 
pot on, about five inches of soil should be 
pat in and levelled, thesa^es put on and 
kept dose until the' warmth rises through 
the soil, when, if the heat Ib intense, the 
saahes should be pushed down a little, and 
two or three days allowed to pass before 
tike seeds are sown. Oabbages, tomatoes, 
papers, egg plants, and many other things 
nuiy thus be brought forward, and will, in 
most instances, be foimd to pay for the 
trouble taken. 

If possible, the hot bed should have a 
sooth aspect, and when the seeds have 
started they must be carefWly covered 
during cold nights, and air given on stmny 
dayg,and water supplied when necessary ; 
otherwise the plants will be burned up. 

It often happens, however, that many 
people are fond of early tomatoes and other 
▼^etables, who really have not the oonven- 
ienoe of a hot bed. In such instances a 



good deal may be done by a little manage- 
ment Tomato plants may be grown in a 
box in the window. Theseed should first be 
sown in a fiower pot, and when grown an 
inch high, the plants may be transplanted 
to a box of earth, about two inches apart 
The earth should have been previously 
warmed to about the same temperature as 
that from whence they were taken. Let- 
tuce, peppers, eggplants, and some other 
things may be managed in this way. Cab- 
bages and lettuce may be sown thinly in 
the box, and there allowed to remain until 
it is time to plant them outside. H. E.

TlieJibfffeiilfwisf earnestly recommendi 
**prtfgres^ by our Horticultural Societies, 
and very judiciously advocates expirimenial 
gardm& as the best means of accomplishing 
that much desired object The editor re- 
marks: — ^'We should show them what 
could be done ; what beauties can be de- 
veloped in a garden. OuiHtf-doort exhibi- 
tions, and a band of music, amid the beet- 
productions of trees, fiowers, and lawns. 
Withthe8e,horticultare,arboriculture, and 
floriculture, would make new strides in our 
country, learn to nm and not wdk lasdly 
along ^as is now fearftilly the case. As 
soon as one of our cities i^ows an experi- 
mental garden, properly founded, it will 
be the finshion every-where, just as it was 
only necessary to show one example of a 
good rural cemetery, to introduce them 
fdl over our land. The city that first takes 
the lead, %ill be the most benefitted, and 
the man that founds it will be a public ben- 
efiMstor." We hope the sugeetion so excel- 
lent and timely will not be lost, and we 
trust the time is not distant when a well 
arranged and judiciously managed experi- 
mental garden will both adorn and benefit 
every city of wealth and taste throughout 
the country. Who will set the example? 
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One of the most extensive Horticultural 
establishments in England, is that of the 
Duke of Devonshire. '*HiB domain," 
says a correspondent of the New York In- 
dependent^ " would cover one of our larg- 
est counties. The park immediately sur- 
rounding t)ie palace is eleven miles in cir- 
cumference, and contains 8000 acres. The 
principal garden for vegetables, fruits, 
green houses, etc., is twenty-five acres. 
There are thirty-seven green houses, each 
from fifty to seventy-five feet long. We 
went into three or four containing nothing 



but pine i^ples ripe ; others contain noth- 
ing but melons and encumbers. One 
peach tree on the glass wall measures fifty- 
one feet in width, %nd is fifteen feet hic^» 
and bears one thousand peaches. It is the 
largest in the world. The grape houses, 
five or six in all, are 600 feet long. Wa 
saw pine apples weighing ten or fifteen 
pounds each. One green house had only 
figs, another only mushrooms* The great 
conservatory, filled with every varie^ of 
tropical plants, is [a wonder of the world. 
It covers an acre of ground, Ib 100 feet 
high, of oval shape, and coat $600,00a It 
Ib heated by steam and hot pipes, which 
in all are six miles in length. The ap- 
paratus consumes 600 tons of coal in a 
year. We saw banana trees twenty fiMi 
high, with clusters of fruity sugar cane, 
coffee trees, bamboo, and in short, every 
tropical plant tiiat can be named. Several 
of the pahn trees are from fifty to sisrty 
feet high. The sm<^ of the immense 
fire underneath, Ib carried in pipes under 
ground to an outlet in the woods. The 
ooal is brought in a tunnel 600 yards undor 
ground. One fountain* throws • jet- of 
water to the height of 276 feet

CUIiTZVATION or GBUnUT. 

At a late meeting of the ITarmer's Cli^. 
in the city of New York, the sobjeot <tf 
the cultivation of celery was intaroduced, 
and several very good suggestions were 
made by gentlemen present in regard to it 
CtiU^s Superb was recommended as the 
most desirable variety to ouHivaie, Mr. 
Qore of New Jersey, states his mode 
of cultivation as follows : — ** My mode of 
raising celery is this: Idigatrendi twelve 
or fourteen inches deep to set the plants in, 
and manure with guano or phosphate. I 
set a board upon each side of the row, so 
that no dirt can get into the heart of the 
plant when I conmience earthing up, and 
keep them there until I get my trench filled 
as high as the surfSace of the ground. The 
soil is a sandy loanL I am very successful, 
and produce it very fine. I cover the 
plants with boards hi winter, and dig out 
from one end of the row as I want It It 
should be careftdly earthed up every day. 
The most essential thing in raising celery 
is to blanch it well." 

Prof. Mapes remarked, — "The young 
plants I cut back three times, taking care 
not to injure the crown, to make the plants 
strong before they are transplanted. I 
prefer te have celery beds upon an inclina- 
tion where I can run water between the

There is no axiom of health more just 
than " men never have a true i4[>petite till 
they can eat With relish any ordinary 
food." It is told of John Gailes, who 
lived to the age of one hundred and 
twenty-eight, that his food, for the most 
part, consisted of brown bread and cheese, 
and his drink water and milk. He had 
survived the whole town of Northampton, 
(Bng.) three or four times over, with a 
few exceptions, and said that strong drink, 
(including tea and coffee,) killed them all, 
though this assertion is rather too general. 
Water manifestly is the natural beverage 
of all animals ; whole nations, as the Ma- 
homedans and Hindoos, use it alone as a 
beverage. Unlike other drink, it does not 
stale the appetite, but the contrary. In- 
deed, it was observed by Hippocrates, 
about two thousand years ago, that water- 
drinkers have generally keen appetites. 
Water is a fluid that requires no digestion, 
for it is not necessary that it should under- 
go any changes, it is the nabwnd mm- 
strwuM, that h<dds in solution both what is 
essential for the nutrition and healthy 
Amotions of the body, and what has be- 
come refuse, after having served its des- 
tined office in the animal economy. Wa- 
ter, therefore, from its congenial qualities, 
can never much disturb the system, except 
it be taken immoderately, when the body 
is over heated. It is told of Lord Heath- 
fleld, BO well known for hid hardy habits 
of military discipline and watchfdlness, 
that "his food was vegetables and his 
drink water, never indulging himself in 
animal food or wine;" and Sir John Sin- 
clair, in his work on longevity ,'says, in the 
aoeonnt of Mary Campbell, then aged one 
hundred and five, that she preferred pure 
water to any other drink.

GALLOWS LAKE. 

Porramg our ooime from tlie rivn tf- 
wards the weetem border of the town, we 
come to a winding, nigged road, which 
atartiet ua with this unhallowed name. 
The appellation is derived fh>m a fearful 
hanging Boene that was here exhibited in 
the year 1758, when Sarah Bramble suf- 
fered the awfiil penalty of the law for the 
murder of her infant child. The gloomy 
soaiTolding of death was erected on the 
high taming point in the road, casting a 
dismal shadow over its sterility. A weird 
influence seems still to linger upon the 
scene, sustained as it has been by the 
blighting power of an evil name. 

Tei Oallows Lane is not without its 
attractions, and with a better appellation 
might be opened to more wholesome and 
cheering influences. <<Let the name be 
changed!" This was the flat of an admir- 
ing party, while passing not Icmg since 
through tills winding way. Whereupon 
a fair lady, a guest in the place, named it 
on the spot, The Unoas Path. So let it 
be ; it is giving the honor where it is due. 
Long before the gallows made its unwel- 
come appearance on the hill, the chief of 
the Mohegans and all his tribe, — warriors 
with their arms and tools, squaws with 
their packs and pappooses, children with 



their birch baskets and mimic hoes, were 
accustomed to pass by this route, stream- 
ing in a south-westerly direction over the 
head-springs oi Jordan brook, down to 
Niantic Bay after clams. — Call it then the 
Tineas Path. It is bordered with sumach 
and laurel ; it runs near a bold romantic 
ledge of rocks, familiarly known as The 
Prwcipicef which is covered with wind-dipt 
forest trees, and graced below with a gur- 
gling stream ; it tumd and winds, up hill 
and down, over turfy knolls and protrud- 
ing rocks, with startling variety, and with 
this better name, it may become a favorite 
resort for those who go forth for exercise 
and communion with nature ; to breathe 
the invigorating air of hills; to gather 
June laurels, or autunm leaves. 

GBDAK SWAMP. 

The great Cedar Swamp that lay west 
of the town was in former times the scene 
of many strange tales and wonderfbl ap- 
paritions. In its deep recesses, legends 
without- end, and mysteries of ten-fold 
shade might be located. It was a daring 
adventure to pass near it after dark, and 
the timid avoided it even in the day time. 
Credulpus females and trembling children 
listened with breathless interest to stoHes 
of ghosts, robbers, and wolves that all by 
turns seemed to take possession of this un- 
explored thicket. 

But the improvements of modem days 
have passed with unsparing energy through 
the dreary circlet, sweeping aside, rooting 
up, and annihilating forever the whole 
undergrowth of marvels, and the fruitftil 
seed-bed of mystery. Instead of wolf 
pits and sheeted apparitions. Cedar Swamp 
now shows her mowing lots and pastures, 
her stone wall a rod in breadth, her bar- 
rel-sized cabbages and her monstrous es- 
culents.

DOUBLOON& 

In the centre of Cedar Swamp was a 
knoll of upland, surrounded by bog and 
marsh, called the Island, and in some old 
deeds Griffing's Island, from the name of 
a former owner. It was on this island 
that the four men who stole the cask of 
gold from the cargo of the Spanish Gal- 
leon, that put into New London harbor in 



distress, in 1762, secreted their spoils. 
Here, on the same night of the theft, they 
buried the treasure and burnt heaps of 
brush-wood and turf upon the spot, to ob- 
literate all traces that the earth had been 
disturbed. After the search officers were 
wearied out and discomfited by the ill suc- 
cess of their enquiries, and suspicion in 
regard to these particular persons had been 
lulled, the culprits repaired to the spot by 
night and exhumed the treasure. 

What a scene for the imagination! 
Seated in the gloomy thicket, the screech- 
owl uttering its dismal warnings in their 
ears, by the dim light of lanterns, with 
greedy but trembling, fingers they divide 
the shining gold, and give to each an equal 
portion. At length, they rise, fill up the 
cavity, and disperse in different directions, 
each with his pockets well lined, and a 
large stone pitcher fiill of doubloons, be- 
side, which they stowed away in separate 
hiding places. 

The criminals were flnaUy discovered, 
arrested and imprisoned. One of them 
disclosed the forgoing circumstances, but 
in the end tiiey all broke out of jail and fled 
trcfm the country, never to return. What 
become of the gold remains to this day 
unknown. Acting upon the supposition 
that it might not have been removed from 
its first place of deposite, and that the con- 
fession of the prisoner was designed to 
mislead the search, the island was repeat- 
edly explored and sounded in every part, 
but no hidden treasures were found in its 
bosom. 

A story was indeed circulated, that the 
gold was still there, but could nbt be ob- 
tained, being guarded by the ceaseless vig- 
ilance of no les^ a potentate than the 
Prince of the Pc^wer of the air, who sat 
in grim delight upon the neighboring 
rocks, chuckling at the unavailing toils of 
the money diggers. 

In confirmation of this report, certain 
very singular marks in these rocks are vis- 
ible to this day, which are said to be the 
print of his footsteps. It is even asserted 
that a peculiar elongation of some of these 
moulds, show where the heat of the ma- 
lign foot melted the rock, and caused a 
slipping in the track. 
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Mammoth Belt.— The Pawtucket Go- 
zeUe and Chronicle describes a mammoth 
belt which has just been completed in 
that place, at the establishment of Mr. 
Lewis Fairbrother, for A. W. Sprague's 
Baltic Mill, in this State. It is intended 
as the main belt of the latter establishment, 
and surpasses anything of the kind that 
we have before noticed. It is double, and 
160 feet long, and 26 inches wide, and 
Weighs about 760 pounds. It is firmly 
•cemented together with gutta percha, and 
win run in water as well as out of it. It 
required the best part of the leather from 
sixty-two ox hides to make it 

" The immense mill for which the above 
mentioned belt was manufactured will use 
up a large quantity of leather. Mr. Fair- 
brother is now engaged in making six 
flume gates for it, which require 868 
square feet of leather, or 120 sides. The 
amount of belts ordered for the mill is 
about 82,000 feet, varying in width from 
2 1-2 inches to 26 inches. There are also 
ordered 11,000 loom straps, from 10 to 48 
inches in length. The whole is to be de- 
livered about the 1st of April."

yields an annual rental of four hundred 
pounds sterling, to the descendants of an 
old apple woman who was the wife of a 
soldier, who fought with his Majesty, 
George the Second, at the battle of Det- 
tingen, said land having been granted to 
the woman, in order that she might build 
ashed and extend her apple business. In 
the course of years the old soldier died, 
and the Lord Chancellor, wishing to erect 
a splendid mansion, fixed upon the apple 
woman's property for that purpose. She 
in great consternation applied to her son, 
who was an attorney's clerk ; he at once 
advised his mother to remain quiet until the 
mansion was completed, when he complain- 
ed of the trespass on his mother's property 
and claimed compensation. When the 
Ohancellor saw that the claim was unde- 
niable, he offered a few hundred pounds by 
way of recompense, which was promptly 
refused, and after much deliberation, the 
above annual rent was agreed to, and is 
said to bo oollected to this day.

It is a f)Bu;t that New London shipmaf- 
ters have, in many instances, earned an 
enviable reputation for enterprize and use- 
fulness, not only at home, but publicly and 
abroad. To such names we have the pleM- 
ure of adding that of Captain Chi4>ell, 
now in command of the ship Kothem 
Light, of New Bedford, but a native of 
this city, where he is still remembered 
with kindness by many warm friends. 
Through his kindly offices much good has 
been effected to the cause of missions at the 
island of Ascension. While cndaiDg 
among the Micronedan Islands, about a 
year since, he touched at the former place, 
and by the course he then pursued, con- 
tributed veiy essentially to conciliate the 
feelings of the natives, and elicit thor 
friendship. He visited the Nmakin or 
principal chief of the Island, and inTited 
him to take a short cruise in his TeeaeL 
The HontMu Priend remarks : 

During their absence of twenty days 
the vessel touched at Strong's Island and 
Wellington Island. The Nanakin has 
more authority upon the Island than even 
the King, and with their ideas of govern- 
ment, it was a great and unheard of event 
for the Nanakin to leave the Island. He 
was accompanied by two attendanta. 
During his passage too and from Strong's 
Island, Captain Chapell treated him with 
the respect becoming his rank and station. 
He speaks of the Nanakin as a man of 
decided ability for an uneducated Polyne- 
sian, resembling old King Geoige of 
Strong's Island, so well known among 
Missionaries and whalemen. When the 
Nanakin embarked he was attended by a 
hundred canoes." 

"By letters recently received from the 
Rev. Mr. Sturges, the Nanakin is rapidly 
acquiring knowledge. We have aeen a 
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letter written by him in the Bonapian dia- 
lect The above mentioned facts show 
that it is in the power of shipmasters to 
render essential services to the Missionary 
enterprise. When soeh fiK^ts come to oar 
knowledge, we shall not &il to record 
them."

Every thing connected with religion must 
always be interesting to an enlightened, 
intelligent, community. Hence the deep 
interest felt by all classes of people through- 
out our country (particularly in New Eng- 
land and the Middle States,) in the present 
apparent turning from the worship of 
mammon to the worship of God. Prom 
all that we can observe in our midst, there 
appears no undue excitement, but rather a 
deep seated religious prompting to the neg- 
lected duty of calling daily upon our Heav- 
enly Fatiier to g^ide and direct us, **to 
forgive us our sins," and to enable us more 
and more '*to live in such a manner as 
we shall wish we had done, when we come 
to die." It is a satisfSMstory circumstance 
in regard to the present widely extended 
religious feeling, that personal remarks 
and allusions to individuals are not so 



prevalent as to destroy its salutary effects. 
The annexed extract from a letter just re- 
ceived from New York, may be consider- 
ed as characteristic of the religious meet- 
ings generally. A. 

" The movement in the religious world 
is indeed a very remarkable one, and not 
one of man's getting up, sft far as we can 
judge, for it is only limited by the extent 
of our country, and has been almost sim- 
ultaneous, as far as the religious and seen- 
lar papers can be relied on ; and origina- 
ted and thus far, conducted by the laity 
rather than the clergy ; although the lat- 
ter are now participating in and regulat- 
ing it. 

Yesterday morning for the first time, I 
visited the old North Dutch Church in 
Fulton Street, where the meetings in this 
city first commenced. I went early and 
obtained a good seat, but before twelve 
o'clock the room was thronged with people 
of all ages and of high respectability, so 
far as can be judged fh>m dress, bearing, 
and demeanor. The proportion of males 
to females was fbur or five to one. The 
meeting was conducted entirely by laymen, 
with great order and propriety, although 
two or three clergymen were present, one 
of whom pronounced the benediotion. 

There was great solemnity and earnest- 
ness but no undue excitement. In the 
afternoon I attended a union prayer meet- 
ing at the Dutch Church in Fifth Avenue, 
comer of twenty-ninth street, where meet- 
ings are being held for this week from four 
to five o'clock. Here the clergy fnresided 
and conducted the services ; the house (ex- 
cept the gallery) was well filled ; the pro^ 
portion of men and women were in thk 
case reversed, (more women than men.) 
Deep solemnity reigned here also, and the 
short prayers and addresses with singing, 
were very earnest and touching. It ap- 
peared to me that God's work was being 
done and not that of man, though the lat- 
ter was the instrument. 

If each individual soul would earnestly 
aim at reformation, and ask in sincerity 
for God's assistance in so doing, what a 
reformation there would be, and what a 
glorious land it would become ! God grant 
it may be so, in his own good time, and 
may the present agitation be the commence- 
ment of it"

MISCELLANEOUS. 
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MOBBBN JBBUSAUBM. 



A French gentleman who has recently 
travelled in the east, describes his visit to 
the " Oardens of Solomon," to which his 
attention was particularly directed! After 
visiting the "Sealed Fountains" — ^large 
reservoirs, wherein the waters springing 
{h)m the mountidns are collected, and 
whence the water is conducted to Jerusa- 
lem by pipes, he remarks :^ 

*' At a short distance from the reservoirs 



are the celebrated gardens. They extend 
along a valley which runs flrom El Bouraoh 
to Bethlehem. It is the most charming 
spot in all Palestine. Solomon was a good 
judge in more senses than one. There are 
murmuring streams winding through ver- 
dant lawns ; there are the choicest fruits 
and flowers, the hyacinth, the anemone, the 
fig tree and the pine. Towering high above 
the garden, and contrasting grandly with 
its soft aspect, are the dark, precipitous 
rocks of the ndghboring mountain^ around 
whose summits vultures and eagles inces** 
santly scteam and describe spiral circles in 
the air. The rare plants and flowers which 
the great enchanter of the Sast collected 
within these gardens were protected from 
the north wind by the mountain. Every 
gu^t of the south wind was loaded with 
perfumes. With the first breeae of Spring 
the fig tree put forth its fruits and the 
vines began to blossom. It was, in the 
words of Scripture, * a garden of delights.' 
The vegetations of the north and the south 
were intermingled. One part of the gar- 
d&a, was called the Walnuttree-walk, (or 
as the English Scripture translation has it, 
the Garden of Nuts,) another is the 'Beds 
of Spices.' The writer's guide was a well- 
educated Italian, who informed him that 
the Gardens of Solomon are now let to an 
Englishman. *The present tenant,' he 
said, ' is Mr. Goldsmith. He is under- 
draining the gardens of Solomon on the 
Yorkshire system. You will be astonish- 
ed to see how sucoessfiil he has been.' 

The first thing that struck my ^es were 
red draining pipes lying about, and bearing 
the mark of the manufacturers, Samuel & 
Co., No. 128 Strand. Mr. Goldsmith was 
draining that Biblical valley, the dew of 
which was so often brushed away hj the 
naked feet of the Shulamite. It was in the 
month of September. An American mow- 
ing-machine was cutting a second crop of 
artificial grass on the very spot where the 
daughters of Jerusalem gathered those lil- 
ies of the field which were more beautiful 
than Solomon in all his glory. A patent 
reaping-machine was rigidly garnering the 
crop of that globe in which the sisters of 
Buth and the daughters of Naomi were 
wont to glean. I asked to see Solomon's 
pavilion, but, alas I the cypress timbers 
and the cedar wainscoating had been taken 
down, and in their place there is a brick- 
built cottage, with a roof of red and green 
tiles. The entrance hall is whitewashed ; 
there is a little parlor with a ^rmingham 
carpet, and a drawing-room papered with 
a red-bordered yellow paper, purchased in 



Paris, Bue dee Moineaux. The chimney 
is Prussian, and the curtains are of Swia 
muslin. 

The slave who prepares the te&ta of ce. 
dar is now called < John.' The ciiwiaiiiwi 
trees have been cut down for firewood, and 
the aromatic canes grubbed up. Since the 
BttBtemwar, Mv. Goldiaiith bas obtained 
the custcMn of the Pasha of Jerusalem for 
vegetables. Last year he had seven crops 
of potatoes, thanks to his wonderfU drain- 
sge." 

THB OTaTXlB TBABB. 

The NorfoOc Argus gives some very intsN 
esting statistical information in relation to the 
oyster business of Virginia. Its extent sad 
imporUiDoe is not, we presume, geaenlly 
known. The rivers, bays, and creeks of 
this state contain 1,280,000 acres, or 2000 
square miles of oyster beds, supplying 20, 
000,000 busheb annually, and OTiployiog 
108,000 tons of shipping in the trade. 

It is known that 275 vessels, varying io 
capacity from 400 to 4,000 busliels, sod 
employing 726 men, are engaged in the oys- 
ter trade of Baltimore. In FairhaveadO 
vessels, varying in capacity from 2,000 to 
7,000 bushels, were owned in 1856,wblch 
were exclusively employed in this trade, 
beside a large number whk^h were charter- 
ed by its inhabitants durii^ the busy sessoo. 
It is estimated that nearly 100 vessels is 
this trade are now owned at that port 
New York city owns about 70, and Boitoo 
nearly 50 vessels, while Providence, New 
London, Bridgeport, and New Bedford escb 
own ten sail at least of large vessels, sad 
other smaller places, on Long Island sad 
elsewhere, own many others. 

The editor remarks :^** It is exoeedia^j 
diflkmlt to get at the quantKy of oysteii 
taken to the different ports from Vhis^ 
bntftom numberless luqufarles in eveiy di- 
rection, we are Jostiiled tn affirming (sad 
we speak withfai bounds,) that 4>O0O,600 
bushels are carried annually fh>m our Btsfee 
to Fairhaven, 4,000,000 to New York City 
and vicinity; 2,000,000 to Boston; 8,000, 
000 to Philadelphia ; 2,000,000 (not faiehid- 
ing those from the Maryland beds,) to Bsl- 
Uuore; 8,000,000 to Providence, Bridge- 
port, New London, New Bedlbnl, and slw- 
wbere, and 1,000,000 to the SonUi, maldBg 
agraod aggregsite of 18,000,000 boshsls.

BWABV PBAB8. 

Bvery loyer of good fruit, who 
has even, a small* plot for garden 
purpoMs, should have a few of the 
best varietieB of JJwarf Pmrsj as 
indespensible luxuries lor the des- 
sert These require but little room, 
and with a little good culture will 
amply repay the care bestowed upon 
them. In order to secure the great- 
est adyantage* the Pear on the 
Quince stock should, as near as pos- 
iUe, be formed to a pyramidal 
cr conical form. Thus cultivated, 
all the branches of the tree, from 
the surface of the ground to tiie top^ 
will retain their vigor and fruitful- 
neai, equally benefitted by the \a- 
mosphere, rains, and sun, and pro- 
duce abundant crops of fine fruit. 
It is a favorite method of cultivation 
by the best horticulturists in the 
country, and admirably compensates 
for the extra care necessary to pro- 
duce the desired results. 

Rivers' mode of pruning the Pear 
to the pyramidal form, is as follows : 

" The first spring, a tree of this .

description should be headed down so as 
to leave the shoot about eighteen inches 
long ; if the soil is rich, fh)m five to six 
and seven shoots will be produced ; one of 
these must be made the leader, and if not 
inclined to be quite perpendicular, this 
must be fiutened to a sti^e. As soon in 
sommer as the leading shoot is ten inches 
long, its end must be pinched off, and if it 
pushes forth two or more shoots, pinch all 
off bat one to about two inches, leaving 
the topmost for a leader; the side shoots 
will in most cases assume a r^g^ular shape ; 
if not^ they ma^be this first season tied to 
sHght stakes, to make them grow in the 
proper direction. This is best done by 
bringing down and fSastening the end of 
each shoot, to a slight stake, so that an 
open pyramid may be formed ; for if it 
is too close and cypress-like, enough 
air is not admitted to thefhiit. They 
may remain imprunod till the end of 
August, when each shoot must be shortened 
to within eight buds of the stem. By this 
method no pruning in winter will be re- 
quired." 

'* The second season the trees will imdce 
vigorous gtowtiL The side ahoote which 
were topped last Augnst wiH eadi p«t 
forth ^iree, tovt er more shoots; as soon 
ss these are four inches kmg, they nust be 



pinched off to within three inches, all bui 
the leading shoot on each side branch. This 
must be kept on, to exhaust the tree of its 
superabundant sap, till the end of August. 
The perpendicular leader must be topped 
once or twice ; in short, as soon as it has 
grown ten inches, pinch off its top, and if 
it breaks into two or three shoots, pinch 
them all but the leader, as directed for the 
first season. In a few years most sym- 
metrical trees may be thus formed." 

Dwarf trees of this chara(rter, when in 
full bearing, are beautiful to the eye,* 
produce abundant crops, and at the same 
time occupy only the space of a few feet 
of ground. A few of the kinds best 
adapted to Dwarf culture, are the Louise 
Bonne de Jersey, Buerre Diel, Duchess d' 
Orleans, Duchess d*Angouleme, Vicar of 
Winkfield, and Glout Morceau.

Nbw Grafting Wax. — Two ounces 
of common Besin melted over a slow fire, 
with the addition of about the same 
weight of alcohol, well mixed and put in- 
to a bottle and c^Are<2%A^. Alcohol should 
4>e added occasionally, sufiSicient to keep the 
mixture liquid. Applied to trees it hard- 
ens quickly, and forms an excellent ceooent. 



Welearnfromthe Genestee Tarm' 
0r,that at the winter's meeting of 
the Fruit Growers Association of 
Western New York, recently held 
at Bochester, Mr. Barre of that 
place submitted the following re- 
marks, which are well worth the 
consideration of all who grow fhiit 
trees, whether for pleasure or profit 
''Pruning," he remarked, ''isfkr 
more important than is generally 
considered. It requii*es the study 
of trees, and the whole study of 
Vegetable Physiol(^ ; and, as the 
President of the Society in his ad- 
dress has said, is a beautiful sub- 
ject A person may have the knifs 
and the saw in his hand all his life, 
and yet not know how to prune 
properly. 

Pruning is both a science and 
an art ; and the pruner must know 
why he prunes, as well as when and 
how, and should be able to give a 
scientific reason for every operation. 
A tree consists of many parts- 
roots, stem, limbs, leaves, ^bc*» 
imd one part depends on another, 
and the healthy condition of the 
tree depends upon the healthy action 
of all these parts. Trees pruned and 
trained low are foiuid best adapted to 
the wants of the cultivator. Without the 
interference of the knife, trees grown in 
open situations will of themselves natural- 
ly take this form, the branches starting out 
close to the ground, and assuming some- 
what of a pyramidal shape. Tet, howev- 
er closely we may follow nature in this re- 
spect, the general conditions of fhiit-bear^ 
ing trees are not natural conditions, and 
much ^11 and Judgment are necessary in 
the cultivator, to produce a healthy and 
vigorous development of his trees in these 
circumstances. We have planted in great 
hasto, in this country, and without knowl- 
edge on the subject, thereby incurring 
great loss, which, for the fiiture, can be 
remedied only by a stricter attention to 
this branch of horticulture. 

Pruning should be done in the latter 
part of winter or very early in the spring. 
Much sumaner pruning may be done to 
advantage by pinching off the ends of 
shoots in a growing state, and thus save 
much subsequent labor. 



Obavt Chzbrixs.— It is now time to 
gran the cherry.

THE ASH-SWAMP WOMAN. 
Not fSar ft?om Cedar Swamp was a sec- 
ondary expanse of bog, mire, rock and up- 
land, mingled in confiiBion and welded in- 
to one mass by reeds, bushes and young 
tfees, known in former years as the Ash- 
Swamp. In the central part of this thick- 
et a woman's shawl and the firagment of a 
dress was once found; and although it 
was evident that if any female enticed on- 
ward in the pursuit of cranberries or any 
other booty of the wilderness, had attempt- 
ed to break through the swamp, she would 
have fared well to leave no further relics 
of her attire behind, a rumor was soon cir- 
culated that a woman had been lured into 
the swamp and murdered. No other proof 
of the deed was discovered, nor was it as- 
certained that any female had unaccounta- 
bly disappeared near that period. Never- 
theless, the swamp acquired the reputation 
of being haunted. Strange sounds were 
heard to issue from its depths. Persons 
belated on their way into town, were sure 
to see in the neigborhood of the swamp, a 
fenude figure with a shawl over her head, 
either sitting on the wall and uttering dis- 
mal moans, or standing upon a rock and 



pointing into the swamp. Hurrying on- 
ward they have heard the pattering of feet 
behind them, and by their testimony af- 
terward have given fresh currency to the 
ghostly story of the Woman of Ash- 
Swamp. 

This fragment of the legend remains, 
but the scenery that rendered it impress- 
ive is entirely changed* The local situa- 
tion of the swamp itself is doubtful. Proh- 
ably it was a spur of Cedar Swamp, 
and the whole miry thicket comprised the 
tract called in the early years of the set- 
tlement '* Eight-men's Swamp," — ^the town 
having originally granted it to eight men 
who removed hither from Gloucester. 

DIXOmSHUT. 

Lingering still on the western border of 
the town, in a sheltered nook on the side 
of a high rocky pasture, we come upon 
the rite of an ancient lodge in the wilder- 
ness, inhabited for a considerable time by a 
lonely stone-cutter of the name of Dixon. 
It was a natural recess amid a heap of rock- 
boulders, formed, by the aid of tree- 
branches and husk matting, into a com- 
fortable hermitage. There was nothing 
particularly mysterious about it, and the 
hermit himself was a harmless man, well 
known in the town as a cutter of horse- 
blocks and threshold stones. According 
to tradition two or three gravestones of 
coarse granite, in our old burial-ground, 
(of the revolutionary period in date) are of 
his workmanship. But Dixon's hut was a 
strange, solitary, cavern-like abode ; he 
himself had a wild and haggard look, 
and the whole story soon became a myth. 
Children would fly from the poor stone- 
cutter as they would firom a wild beast, 
and his pasture was avoided by the berry- 
pickers as an unsafe and unholy neighbor- 
hood. 

The house upon Manwarring's hill was 
then the outermost dwelling on the western 
side of the town. Here the family was 
once on a cold and stormy night, startled 
by the sudden apparition of Dixon's 
fietce at the kitchen window. It was late 
in the evening and a bevy of apprentices 
and children were gathered around the 
great chimney, roasting chestnuts and re- 



lating old stories. Suddenly a kind of 
low whining is heard and a ghastly face 
appears flat against the window pane. 
The next minute it is peering through an- 
other window, and shortly after it is on the 
other side of the house, at a third. But 
after a moment of stupifled suspense the 
young men leaped up with a shout of Bob- 
bers! and rushed forth to the capture. 
Betreating feet were hei^rd, the track pur- 
sued, and at the foot of the hill the offender 
taken and hauled back to the kitchen fire, 
when lol the shivering, trembling form 
of poor hurt-nobody Dixon v»s revealed. 
He had been attracted by the bright warm 
light, and looked in he said, to see if fA« 
deacon was ^t home, thinking thftt he, at 
least, would not bo afraid of him but would 
let him come in for the night and lie by the 
kitchen fire. 

This was about the last of Dijon's soli- 
tary life. He had found out by experience 
what he might have learned at once from 
revelation, " It is not good for m^ to bo 
alone." — And ifnotinEden, surely not 
among the hard le^es jind stunted cedars 
of our inland solitudes. 

THE GHOOTOF THE BARS, 
Wo have alluded to the fact that out- 
ward alterations do much toward destroy- 
ing the verity and authenticity of legenda- 
ry tales. About a mile fipom town, how- 
ever, there is the scene of a ghost story re- 
maining unaltered, — all the features of the 
landscape lying in their sameness, ready 
to assist belief in the tale. A brook cross- 
es the road and jqst beyond, a gap in the 
stone wall is supplied by two old cedar 
posts with bars between, where formerly 
about sundown a strange man might be 
seen putting up the bars, which would in. 
variably Ml down as fast as he raised them 
to their place. This figure had eithw no 
head, or the broad shadowy hat which he 
wore lopped down upon his breast made 
him appear headless ; but there he worked 
on, ever busy but accomplishing nothing, 
till the shades of night closed around him. 
Like the heathen Sisyphus, condenmed to 
roll a stone continually up hill without ev- 
er reaching the top, his woric was undone 
as fast as it waa done. 
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If any one in these dull unimaginfttire 
days, should be fired with enthusiasm to 
see what is not to be seen, — one of those 
visionary phantoms that peopled the brains 
of credulous men in days of yore, we ad- 
vise him to enquire out the scene of this 
legend. Then, let him walk forth in the 
dim twilight of midsummer eve, and to 
aid in bringing the mind into the right 
frame, cross some cemetery on his way, if 
he find one convenient, and, it is possible 
that he may be favored with a vision of 
the old man still at work putting up his 
bars.

An English proverb 
terms idleness "The DeviPs Anvil," and 
some expositors of sacred writ have labored 
to prove that the house in scripture which 
the evil spirits found empty, swept, and 
garnished, and in consequence entered into 
and made it their permanent abiding place, 
is intended to represent the heart of the 
indolent person, whose idle bands from 
inactivity,fumisb no healthy stimulus to the 
mind, and leave it a prey to the unhallow-

CITY ITEMS. 

Fabmb ok Fibhxb*8 l8LAND.^Weare 
pleased to learn that a new interest in the 
Sgricaltoral resources of our vicinity 
seems to be awakened in the minds of 
some in the community. The recent pur- 
chase of the Brown Farm, in Waterford, 
and other movements of a similar charac- 
ter, seem to develope this feeling to a con- 
siderable extent. This is as it should be, 
and we trust that it is only the beginning 
of a new impulse in the agricultural and 
horticultural interests of the community. 

Last week Wm. H. Winthrop, Esq., 
the present owner of Fisher's Island, leased 
eleven hundred acVes of the land on the 
west end of the Island to Mr. Wm. P. 
Noyes, of Koank, for three years, for 
$1200 per annum. Mr. Koyes has also 
purchased the stock on the Island — about 
fifty head of cattle and five hundred sheep, 
amounting to nearly $4000. This is a 
very commendable enterprize, and we have 
no doubt will prove a very profitable ar- 
rangement, both for the proprietor and the 
lessee. 

We are only surprised th.<it such a move- 
ment has not been made before, and that 
more attention has not been called to this 
beautiful spot^the gem of the coast — long 
since, for more extensive agricultural 
operations. It comprises about 4000 acres 
of land, a large portion of which is ad- 
mirably adapted to cultivation, and the 
whole well calculated for dairy or sheep 
husbandry. We should Judge that with 



good management, the Island might be 
capable of keeping one thousand head of 
cattle. Under partial cultivation it has 
produced as one item, seven thousand 
pounds of butter, and such butter as we 
rarely find in the market Its resources 
for renovating the soil are inexhaustable, 
from the quantities of kelp and other sea 
manures constantly accumulating on its 
shores, while its ponds and swamps abound 
with peat and muck. Its natural advan- 
tages Mre very good, having two excellent 
harbors. Its fresh water ponds and lakes 
abound with fish of the finest quality, and 
excellent clay for the manufacture of brick 
abounds on the Island. It might be di- 
vided advantageously into about twenty- 
five good farms, and could not fiUl of re- 
warding the enterprize of as many prac- 
tical fiarmers, if they would engage in the 
undertaking. 

We learn that Mr. W. has other appli- 
cations fbr leasing more of the lands, and 
doubt not that the whole will soon be taken

formed a connection with Mr. James M. 
Scofield formerly the proprietor of the 
New London DenufcrtUf in establishing a 
daily paper in Hartford, and for this pur- 
pose has removed fVom New London his 
type, presses Ac., to that place. Mr. J. 
has had much experience in ne^f^spaper 
publishing during the past fifteen years, 
having established the first daily paper ev- 
er published in Newport, R. I., (the Neto- 
pori Daily News) still a successful enter- 
prise, since which he has been connected 
with Mr. Ruddock, in the Star <f> DemoenU 
of this city, and more recently the Adver- 
tiser , now merged in the ReposUory. Mr. 
J. by his kindness and social qualities had 
many warm friends in this dty, and we 
trust in his new enterprise he will be ftilly 
sucoessfbl. 



The store of Mr. J. W. Smith in Brad- 
ley Street was entered and about sixty dol- 
lars worth of goods removed. The night 
previous, the store of Messrs. Carrell A 
Parmelee on Main Street, was broken into 
both by the rear and front windows, and 
about ten dollars worth of gold leaf taken 
from it A beautiful and valuable model 
of a tall rigged vessel left in charge of the 
proprietors, was wantonly deetreyed. On 
Monday night, the store of Mr. L. 8. 
Brewn, manufacturing Jeweller, on Feder- 
al Stfeet, was entered and rebbed of about 
fifty dollars worth ^f Jewelry. The same 
night the dwelling of Mr. Silas Burdiok 
was robbed of about forty dollars, in mon- 
ey and two or three valuable silk dresses. 
About eleven o'clock the same sight, the 
store of Mr. Benjamin Ooe, No. 27 Wa^ 
ter Street, was broken open, robbed of a 
few articles and set on fire in two or three 
places.

HORTICULTUBAL. 

The New Bochelle, 
(Lawton,) Blackberfj is 
considered one of the 
most valuable acquisi- 
tions among our garden 
fruits. It has, during 
the past three yeftrs, been 
thoroughly tested in 
nearly every part of New 
England, and abundant 
and universal testJjnony 
is ^ven in its favor. 
During the fruiting sea- 
son last sununer, we had 
the privilege of examin- 
ing the grounds of 
Keasrs. Oeorge Seyn&our 
<& Oo. , at South Norwalk, 
and we confess that not- 
withstanding our own 
favorable experience in 
the production of the 
fruit, we were astonished 
at the enormous crop 
there exhibited. One of 
the editors of the New 
Tork TH^ntf, in com- 
pany with sone o^er 
gentlemen and ladies, 
had vfeited the grounda 
a few days previous, and, Judging from his 
own language, he experienced somewhat 
similar sensaticms. In the succeeding 
number oi that paper, he remarked — 
** on entering the grounds, astonishment 
seized the party, and while viewing the 
gorgeous display, we for a time>forgot to 
taste the tempting berries. The bushes 
had occupied this field for two years, and 
were well supplied with side shoots several 
inches in length all loaded with berries in 
every stage, from the smallest green to the 
largest ripe blackberry, and they were 
blackberries! Those wonderful berries 
produced on the mountain or by the old 
stone wall on the homestead farm, which 
possessed so fine a flavor in our youthful 
days, lost all the deliciousness ascribed to 
them by a lingering memory when we had 
tasted a few of the fully ripe Lawtons. — 
Shall we say how many bushels of fine 
fruit are taken from an acre ? We dare 
not. We had with us several horticultur- 
allsts who are engaged in supplying New 
York with fine fhiits. They counted the 
berries on several bushes, measured in bas- 
kets, and they were so atonished at the 
amount which it might be possible to grow 
on an acre, that they dared not repeat it 
to the uninitiated in the wonders of fruit 
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growing. We had learned from circulars 
that from four to eight quarts were pro- 
duced by single canies, and that from 500 
to 1000 ripe berries could be counted on a 
cane of average size. We found one cane 
having over 1,900 ! Sent to the city in 
quart boxes they bring thirty cents at 
wholesale I Raspberry baskets filled with 
these berries sell for 16 cents, and the re- 
tailers get what they choose to ask. Judg- 
ing from the present demand, we believe 
800 acres may be planted of this blackber- 
ry, and the whole results being sent to 
New York market, they would fail in be- 
ing plentiful enough to be within the reach 
of all. In fact we do not believe the mar- 
ket can well be overstocked." 

Though we have never counted 1900 
berries on a single cane, we believe the re- 
sult will satisfy the most sanguine in re- 
gard to the great value and productiveness 
of this excellent fruit The engraving is 
a fair and not exaggerated specimen of the 
size and appearance of the fruit It 
is very easily cultivated, requiring simply 
rich garden soil, grows fireely and even 
luxuriantly, and nuJdng strong vigorous 
canes every season. With ordinary care 
it repays two-fold the cultivator, and 
should have a place in every garden. 



The time for grafting 
is fast approaching. The 
operation refers princi- 
pally to Fruit trees, and 
consists in taking a shoot 
of one tree, and fixing 
it upon another in such 
a manner that the as- 
cending sap of the tree 
can circulate through the 
scion or piece a4)u8ted, 
as though it were part 
of the tree itselfl To 
bring this about it is es- 
sentially necessary that 
the inner bark of the 
graft be in immediate 
contact with the inner 
bark of the stock; at 
least one side. It cannot 
fit on both sides unless 
the stock and scion are 
both of the same size, 
and this Seldom happens, 
but if one side is made 
to fit in this way, it will 
be sufficient. 

The commencement of 
the growing season is the 
proper time to perform 
the operation, when the sap is rising in the 
stock, and when the buds begin to swell un- 
der the influence of opening spring. The 
stock should always be in advance of the 
scion, for this reason it is necesary to cut 
the latter while the tree from which they 
are taken is in a perfectly dormant state — 
and kept cool until grafting time arrives. 
There are many methods of grafting but 
the most useful and simple are what is 
known as whip, or tongue, and cleft 
grafting, the former is suitable for either 
young stocks or old trees ; the latter is often 
used in renovating old trees. In whip 
grafting the top of the stock must be cut 
off with a slanting cut two or three inches 
long, with a keen smooth-edged knife, the 
bottom of the scion must be cut as nearly 
as possible to the same slope. The top 
of the cut stock -Inust next be removed 
with a horizontal cut and a slit made 
downward about the centre of its sloping 
face, a similar cut is then made upwards 
in the sloping face of the scion, which 
makes the tongue. The tongue is then 
inserted into the slit, and when cut to fit 
exactly, assists materially in holding the 
parts together. The next thing to attend 
to is to bind both stock and scion flnnljr 
together, with some strong yet soft mtterl- 
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al, (cat* htdmg taken tb«t the scion is kept 
in its place) and the whole then ooyered 
with grafting wax to exclude hoth air and 
water. 

Another variety of whip grafttng, is to 
head down the stock with a nearly hori- 
zontal cut, then pare one side of it for a 
length of ahout two inches, and just into 
the wood, making the cut deeper at top 
thanathottom; then pare down the scion 
hy an oblique cut corresponding to the 
stock, commencing the cut shallow tow- 
ards the top and much deeper — nearly 
through at the bottom. Tongue, adjust, 
tie, and cover with wax the same as rec- 
ommended for the other mode. When it 
is necessary to renovate old trees, it is of- 
ten desirable to do it by degrees ; that is, if 
the tree is large and of inferior quality, it 
can be regrafted without immediately, or 
for some time after, destroying it as an 
ornament, by cutting off and grafting the 
top branches one year, next year graft 
still lower down, the third year finish. 
This mode has several advantages. By 
removing the top first, the grafts placed 
there are most likely to take, while the 
side branches are strengthened for future 
operations. Again, the life of the tree is 
not risked as is often the case when they are 
topped of all their branches at once. Nei- 
ther is the tree entirely divested of orna- 
ment This is an excellent mode, and has 
been successfully practiced. 

To make grafting wax, take equal 
weights of beeswax and rosin, melt togeth- 
er, and put in tallow enough to make it 
^isily worked when just warm.

BOBIXrHOOI>. 

TraTuUUed from the Preiukfor ike ReposUo' 
ry by A, E, L. 

The greatest hunting forest in England 
at the time of Bichard Couer de Lion, was 
that which extended from Nottingham to 
the middle of York county, over a space 
of several hundreds of miles. 

The Saxons called it Sire Wode the 
name of which was subsequently changed 
to Sherwood* 

This forett was formidable to the Nor- 
nuuu, as it was the abode of the last rem- 
nant of the Saxon forces, who still retain- 
ing their love of conquest, set at defiance 
law and order. They were every where 
hunted and pursued as wild beasts^ and it 
was only in this secluded retreat that they 



were aide to naaintaia a sort of military or- 
ganiaatlon which gave them a character 
ntore respectable than highwaymen. 

About the time that heroes of the anglo- 
norman b*roiiage visited Sherwood forest^ 
there lived in it a man who was the hero 
of the serfi), and the ^wmmon people, and 
in flAct of the whole at^o-saxen race. — 
This remarkable personage was the fa- 
mous brigand Bobin Hood, whose daring 
exploiti the country people loved to re- 
heane Id their ballads, and whose history 
chanted by jeainstrels interested them more 
than any other. . It was in this forest that 
Bobin Hood passed his life at the head of 
several hundreds of ardieors, formidable to 
the great barons and rich priests of £ng- 
landy but beloved by farmers, laborers, 
widows and poor peeple* This band of 
brigands afforded protection to aU those 
who were feeble and oppressed, shared 
with those who had nothing the spoils 
which they gathered from those who grew 
rich on tiie substance of others, abd ao- 
cording to tradition doing good to every 
honest and laboiing person. BoUn Hood 
possessed many noble qualities, and was 
thejDOsi skillfiii archer of all the band, 
and next in order was Petit Juuh his lien- 
tenant and brother in arms. 

They were never separated, but shared 
each others dangers and enjoyments, con- 
sequently are always mentioned together 
in all of the old English proverbs and bal- 
lads. 

Although enemies of the rich and pow- 
erftU, they only killed those who fell in 
their hands and shed blood in their own 
defence. 

Their indignation was directed more 
towards the agents of the royal police, and 
the governors of the provinces, whom the 
Normans called vicomtes, and the Eng- 
lish sherifb and sergeants. 

The sheriff'of Nottingham was the one 
with wliom Bobin had the most ft^nent 
enconnters. 

He hotly pursued him on horse, and on 
foot, offiwing a great reward for his head, 
and endeavoring to excite his companions 
and firiends to betray him. However no 
man betrayed Bobin Hood, but often assist- 
ed him when he was threatened with dan- 
ger. 

A poor woman remarked one day '' I 
would die to save Bobin Hood and PelU 
Jean for they have fed and clothed my 
children." 

The surprising adventures of this chief 
of the bandits in the twelfth oentory, his 
victories over the Norman race, his strat- 



agems and esoepes, was for a long time 
the only basis of national history. The 
father transmitted to the son, after hav- 
ing received U f^om his aneestors. 

Tradition invested Bobin Hood with all 
the virtues of the age. 

It is said that he showed as arach devo- 
tion to the church as bravery In combat. 
Bobin Hood had his own fete-day in the 
year, which was scrupulously observed 
by all of the inhabitants of the hamlets 
and small villages in England, and sports 
and recreations were the order of the day. 

In the fifteenth century this custom was 
still observed, and the sons of the Saxons 
and Normans both participated in these 
popular diversions without dreaming that 
they were a memorial of the old hostitf ties 
of their ancestors. 

On this fete-diy tiie ohorches were de- 
serted as weH as the work-shops, no saint 
or priest having more show of power titan 
Bobin Hood. 

This state of things eontinned in Xng^ 
land until the refotmation. 

In the province of York Ibereis a a bay 
which bears the name of Bobin Hood, 
which can be seen on the modem miqis. 

In the same province near POntetraet, 
there is a spring of clear water called Boh* 
in Hood's well, frookiduckb travellers are 
invited to drink in honor of du famous 
acdier During the seventeenth, eentury 
the old ballads of Bobin Hood }»inted in 
gothic letters were circulated in t^ viUag- 
es, wad hawked about the country by men 
who chanted the exploits of the hero. — 
Several collections of them had been oom- 
piled for the use of tho village readers and 
received the title otLa Oreivlamie 4§ IM- 
in Bdod. At the present day these are 
nurely seen, and ^e history of the hero of 
Sherwood is read only as a nursery tale; 

None of these ballads reoonnt Uie death 
of Bobin Hood, but ootranon tradition says 
that he perished in a convent where he 
went for medical assistance. 

After his death liie troop of brigands of 
which he was 1^ head was dispersed* and 
BetU jBMn his faithflil companion despair- 
ing of farther conquest, went to Ireland 
where he took part in the rebellion. 

Thus was dissolved the last troop of 
English brigands which had a political 
character of sufficient interest to merit a 
mention in history.

MOTOBIBnKS OF TOWN HILL. 

There is a spot upon Town Hill, over- 
loolringihe harbor of New London, which 
seems fidrly to have earned the reputation 
of being either haunted or niemorable, 
without having as yet been honored with 
its due portion of renown. In fact lofty 
Mils open to free wind and sunshine are 
not favorable to the growth of twilight su- 
perstitions. These will not bear exposure, 
but need fostering care, and display the 
greatest vitality in situations where the 
light is obscure and the air stagnant. 

But the spot in question is upon a high- 
land ridge, airy and healthful, inspiring 
only cheerful thoughts and pleasing frames 
of mind. It looks out upon the Sound 
and commands a noble variety of proqiect 
Here to, as in Qallows Lane, there is an 
historic blight upon the place. It was 
the aoene of the first public execution that 
is known to have taken place in Neiw Lon- 
don. Indian Kate, a Pequot woman, was 



here made a fearfUl spectacle of punish- 
ment, in accordance with the divine law 
" life for life," on the 8d of May, 1788,— 
90 years aft^ ^e settlement of the town. 

The place was afterward the site of a fa- 
mous wind-mill which fh>m its conspicuous 
position was a noted land-mark, not only to 
the surrounding country, but to mariners 
and fishermen on the coast. 

At tho period of the revolution this 
tract became tory land, the owner being 
an English office-holder. It was tiierefore 
confiscated by government and denuded 
of its timber which was used to supply the 
exigencies of the patriot navy. 

Soon afterward the site of ^e old wind- 
mill was selected as a position to be forti- 
fied. A fort was here laid out, a battery 
erected, cannon mounted, and a few sfil- 
diers stationed to keep the place, andrepd 
invasion. This work, though from its de- 
ficiencies, it obtained from &e town's peo- 
ple the derisive title of Fort Nonsense, 
loomed into considerable magnitude before 
the eyes of Arnold when he encountered it 
upon his march to attack the town. He 
describes it as <* a redoubt which kept up 
a brisk fire upon us for some time, and in 
which we found six pieces of cannon inount- 
and two dismounted.'' 

Taking these various circumstances to- 
gether surely all the requirements of a le- 
gendary reputation are fulfilled and the 
precise spot ought to be identified and its 
notoriety established either by a ghostly 
visitation, a stone heap, or a monumental 
pillar. But the plough-share of improve- 
ment is adverse to antiquarian aoouracy as 
well as to supernatural influences. An 
old man, who, as one of the drafted mili- 
tia, had assisted in piling up the aoddea 
ramparts of old Fort Nonsense, found the 
scene in later days so much altered that he 
could not asoertain the exact situation. — 
It is so with many other localities. They 
are ploughed over, planted over ; mould- 
ed into gardens or incumbered with build- 
ings till they no longer seem the same. 

It is not to be expected that even the 
shining treasure spots where Kidd's money 
and the Spanish doubloons stolen firom the 
good ship San Joseph lie inearthed, will 
ever be discovered. No hazel-rod, wis- 



ards, or perturbed spirits that walk by 
night, have hitherto been able to point 
them out, and the day when such dream- 
ers could cause such an excitement and 
set people to i^ork, is hopefully past 
THB BAPTICT ROCKS. 

It is remembered that in the latter part 
of the last century and even in the early 
years of the present, the ledge of rocks on 
the slope of which the old Baptist meeting 
house was erected in 1805, though in the 
very heart «f tl^e city*-h«d an ill name 
and the imdesira^ reputation of being 
the nightly haunt of evil spirits, These 
spirits were not lordly powers, prowl- 
ing about, ''seeking whom thev might 
devour" but youtiiful imps tiiat came for 
sport and recreation. The superstition 
seems to have tidcen its rise from certain 
curious marks in these rocks and had its 
principal sway among school-boys and 
young girls who wore accustomed to re- 
sort Ihither in groups upon holiday after- 
noons and point out to each other the era" 
tUe, the chair, the sUde, the bawl, the small 
fooNradtf the prints of club andhail, indent- 
ed in the stone, which marked out tho 
play-ground of these mivkey little troops 
from below. 

It is to be proaumed that the building 
of the sacred edifice cleansed the neighbor- 
borhood of this rubbish, and since that 
time the hammer and the powder blast 
have effaced the vestiges to which they 
owed their origin, and nearly dispersed 
the rocks themselves. 

It has doubtless occurred to many who 
in former times have examined these sin- 
gular marks that they might have had an 
Indian origin. What more natural than 
to suppose that the old Nameaugs would 
delight in these sunny ledges, and here ply 
their various occupations; cooking deer 
and fish, pounding samp, breaking up qua- 
hogs to make wampum, beating out their 
ponderous stono-hatchets, scooping hollows 
in the rock to hold water or fire, knock- 
ing and battering away at will ; and sure- 
ly strength and daring like theirs would 
be likely to leave some traces behind, even 
without iron or handicraft skill, to assist 
and guide their operations. 

Most of our legendary scenes are sharing 
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the fate of the Bi4[>tiBt Bocks. The clear- 
ing up of wild lands and the extension of 
streets and dwelling houses, destroy the 
old outlines, and leave no landmarks to 
identify and confirm the traditionary nar- 
rative and of course spectres vanish, and 
mysteries are forgotten. No one will la- 
ment this result It is a cheering fact re- 
minding us of the onward march of rea- 
son and intellect We recall the supersti- 
tions of past days, rehearsing with some 
degree of pleasure the delusions of he- 
nighted minds, since hy comparison with 
the present day, we are thus convinced 
that actual progress has heen made in the 
improvement oi society, and confirmed in 
the ikith that the world is steadily, though 
it may he slowly, advancing in truth, com- 
mon sense, virtue and religion.

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In the busy and jostling crowd that 
throng our public streets, one finds his 
time sufficiently occupied in edging his 
way among the multitude of passers by, 
and that not always without difficulty, and 
some sacrifice of personal comfort. And 
in the places of fashionable resort, for 
pleasure and amusement, the attention is 
fUUy engrossed by the observation of the 
scenes and actors that flit before us, and 
for the moment invite our notice. So al- 
so in the transaction of business, we are 
wholly absorbed, in the calculations of 
profit and loss — and in carrying out our 
speculations, and arrangements to insure 
the desired result Even in a retired 
country life— afar from noise and tumult, 
and merriment, and confusion — the atten- 
tion is oftentimes wholly taken up in pre- 
paring the soil, scattering the seed, and 
gathering the grain into the garner ; and 
enjoying the productions — the reward of 
past toil— granted by a munificent Provi- 
dence. Seldom, or rarely, compared with 
its ordinary employment, does the mind of 
man retire within itself, and reflect upon 
its own actings, and seek to derive from 
contemplation lessons of wisdom and vir- 
tue. But whenever it is thus occupied and 
disposed, the time, thus appropriated, can 
rarely be spent with greater usefulness 
and advantage. It is attended not unfre- 
quently with the most beneficial results — 
both to the individual himself^ and to those 
who are more immediately within the cir- 
cle of his influence. Beading and observa- 
tion are profitable, and the fountains, 
doubtless, of much valuable information ; 
but, reflection, and sober and gprave con- 
templation, when men are really in ear- 
nest — not only enables them to apply the 
knowledge, otherwise obtained, but to 
make use of it for the wisest and best pur- 
poses. We like promptness and decision 
in men's conduct ; but this decision should 
always be based upon the judgement of a 



matured and well informed mind — suid 
this only can exist where men are much 
given to reflection. Without this, there 
may be promptitude of action ; but it is al- 
ways in danger of being the character of 
rashness, and even recklessness, rather 
than in accordance with a correct and 
proper decision. To young men, especial- 
ly — and to those who are engaged in im- 
portant enterprises, we would give the ad- 
vice contained in the very trite but true 
adage— ** Look before you leap;" "Think 
twice and act once." Let your time be as 
much as possible devoted to thought and 
reflection. 



BDUOATIOB. 



The advantages resulting f^om educa- 
tion, where it has been properly oonduct- 
ed on the principles of reason and common 
sense, and where solid attainments in sci- 
ence have been sought after, as well as the 
elegancies and refinements of literature, 
are experienced and publicly acknowledged 
in evey department of life. The scholar is 
not the less qualified fh>m being such for 
the avocations of business, and the active 
duties that may devolve upon him, nor U 
he by reason of his intellectual acquire- 
ments, the less fitted to grapple with the 
difficulties and the hardships he may meet 
with in the world. There is indeed a 
prejudice which prevails to some consider- 
able extent among the uneducated, and 
the mass of mankind, that scientific and 
literary pursuits have a tendency to ener- 
vate and enfeeble and to detract from that 
strength and energy of physical constitu- 
tion, which may be naturally inherent in 
man. And from the manner of study too 
frequently adopted, where the health of 
the body and miod are too little oonsultedt 
there may be some good reason for such 
prejudice. But in itself considered, educa- 
tion is manifestly calculated to strengthen 
and invigorate all the powers, both mental 
and corporeal, as well those of the body aa 
those of the mind. So intimate indeed la 
the relation between the material and im- 
material parts of man's nature, that what- 
ever has a tendency to impart healthftil* 
ness and vigor to the one» must necessari- 
ly have a corresponding effect upon the 
other. And it is probably by reason oi 
this very intimate union which has been 
established, that many, who, though en- 
gaged in the active duties of business, de* 
vote also a portion of their time to scien- 
tific pursuits, become men of the soundest 
judgement, of the most enlarged views, 
add most to the common stock of usefUl in«> 
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formation, and make the most important 
discoveries in the arts. These are the men 
who hecome in the true sense of the ex- 
pression, public benefactors. There are 
others indeed, who are possessed naturally 
of ingenious and inventive dispositions, 
whose minds unassisted by education and 
with very limited opportunities, have 
made very important inventions and im- 
provements, but these same individuals 
with more enlarged views, would have 
been far more useful. "Knowledge is 
power^ and the advantage of a good edu- 
cation can scarcely be ftilly appreciated. — 
Every individual should feel the responsi- 
bility resting upon himself, of aiding, by 
every means in his power the educational 
interests of the community, and encour- 
age every effort to promote by them, 
the welfare and happiness of all around 
him. The advancement of die cause in 
our own city should be a prominent ob- 
ject in the mind of every good citizen, and 
we trust will ever receive the fostering 
care of the public. May the citizens of 
New London as a body ever be distin- 
guished for high intellectual attainments 
and we have good promise of her future 
prosperity.

Mail Robbbr Cattoht. — Tor several 
months past there has been much derange- 
ment in the mail communication between 
this city and Stonington, and many remit* 
ances of money and drafts have been lost 
in a manner unaoocountable, until Satur- 
day, the 27th ult., when 3^ r. Holbrook, 
the Special Agent of the Post Office De- 
partment, arrested Koyal Phelps, the mail 
driver on the Stonington route, on a 
charge of these robberies. Mr. H. has 
been on the alert for several weeks, but 
discovered no clue to the matter until Sat- 
urday aforesaid. We learn from the Star 
that on the 18th and 15th ults., Phelps 
was on the route, and a number <fi letter 
packages, disappeared. He had net been 
employed since, until Saturday, when Mr. 
Holbrook, who is believed to be ubiquit- 
ous, made it convenient to be in this vicin- 
ity, and to know the exact contents of tbe 
mail pouch for Stonington. He went to 
Stonington **ahead of the mail,'' and when 
it arrived, discovered that some Ave or six 
packages had mysteriously disappeared. 
He paid his respects to Phelps, Just as he 
was unharnessing his team at the stable, 
and arrested him. The missing letters 
were found under the cushion of the ve- 
hicle from which he had just alighted. 

Mr. Holbrookes plans were laid with his 
usual skill, and resulted in the usual suc- 
cess. Our citizens and those along the 
route are imder heavy obligations to him 
for his tmtiring efforts to ferret out the 
man who, it is generally believed, has ab- 
stracted a large amount of valuable mat- 
ter from the mails for several months 
past 

The prisoner was brought before Ck>m- 
missioner J. P. C. Mather, and held to 
bail in the sum of $2500, to take his trial 
at the U.S. Circuit Court, tobeheldatNew 
Haven on the fourth Tuesday of April.

One of the most beautifril features of 
the deep felt religious interest which per- 
vades the whole cotmtry, is the unity of 
feeling, tiie entire absence and forgetfril- 
ness of all sectarian prejudices, the break- 
ing down of the wall of seperation between 
different sects and denominations, all cor- 
dially uniting in the worship of the One 
Great Head of the Church. 

Union meetings are established, imd 
Ailly attended in all the large cities, and 
most of the towns and villages. 

On Friday last, (Fast day) there was a 
Union Meeting in this place, held at the 
Town Hall, which is very lajrge and will 
seat fifteen hundred or two thousand per- 
sons ; long before time (or the services to 
commence, it was crowded to its utmost 
capacity, by a silent and interested audi- 
ence. 

Rev. Mr. Thatcher of the 1st Congrega- 
tional Church preached from John 8 ; 7 ; 
"Ye must be bom again." He sent the 
truth home to the hearts of that large au- 
dience with powerful effect His remarks 
and earnest entreaties will long be remem- 
bered. He was followed by the Rev. Mr. 
Miller of the Baptist church, who made 
the subject still more personal and impres- 
sive. By bis stiggestion the whole oon- 
gregation stood and sung the doxology 
Praise God, &c. It was very impressive. 

There are to be meetings every day this 
week and a part of the time two or three 
a day. 

These early spring days in the country 
are delightful. Trees, shrubs and flowers 
are unfolding to meet the warm rays of 
the sun, and all Nature seems to join with 
man in one ascription of praise to Him 
who has given us not only the natural sun 
to warm and beautify the earth, but the 
still brighter and more glorious rays of the 
Sun of Righteousness to shine upon our 
hearts.

Amsbican Watch Makiuq.— The 
manuflActare of watches by American la- 
bor, is somewhat of a novelty, neverthe- 
less it is we believe, destined to become a 
very important item of industry in our 
country. The TVibune in regard to the 
subject says : — 

With the most intelligent, ingenious, 
effective laboring class on the globe—one to 
whom Labor-Saving in whatever depart- 
ment is a constant study and the ivfena of 
innumerable triimiphs — with cheap, abun- 
dant food and the largest command of m»- 
lerials — it must be that we shall sell more 
manufactures than we buy before the close 
of another half century. Dear labor has 
not prevented our grading raihroads and 
growing com cheaper than do those coun- 
tries which pay their laborers but one-fourth 
to one-eighth per day the wages averaged 
among us; we already make Nails, Screws, 
Pins, Flannels, Cassimeres, Brills, Sheet- 
ing, Books, Newspi^)er8, and a hundred 
other things, as cheap as any other people, 
in spite of our dearer labor ; and this cheap- 
ness of American fabrication, which now 
seems rather the exception must become 
the rule ere many years. To this end, we 
need time and experience ; we need also a 
Just self-confidence and a patriotic resolu- 
tion to enoourage our own. 

Circumstances favored the establishment 
and rapid growth of the Clock manufac- 
ture among us, and now no other nation on 
earth is so amply nor so cheaply supplied 
with clocks as our own. If a few fancy 
clocks be still imported, we know that we 
export many more, and could undersell the 
dock-makers of almost any country in 
their own marts. Circumstances haveiu^^ 
favored the development of Watch-mak- 
ing in this country; hence, though there 
is no good reason why we should not make 
our own watches as generally and as cheap- 
ly as our clocks, we have scarcely begun to 
do 80» A few watches were made here 
during the war of 1812 and at other times, 
generally a trusty and serviceable, though 
not a showy article— but enterprise and 
capital were never attracted toward this im- 
portant branch of industry, so that, at the 
beginning of the last year, there were pro- 
bably not a thousand American made 
watches in the world, while we had import- 
ed of watches and parts thereof, no less than 
$35,413,818 worth at Custom-House valua- 
tion between 1825 and 1855, and probably 
fully One Hundred Millions' worth at hon- 
est valuations since the formation of our 
Union. Just prior to July last, we were 



importing at the rate of some Five Mill- 
ions' worth per annum. 

Within a short time past, an extensive 
manufactory of Watches has been estab- 
lished at Waltham, Massachusetts— that of 
Messrs. Appleton, Tracy & Co. This 
manufactory combines at tk* outset a9 the 
best achievements of Art and Genius in 
the aid of watchmaking in the Old World 
with some improvements based on ideas 
disUnctively American. It is supplied 
with power by a twelve horse-steam-engine. 
It carries the division of labor to the high- 
est practical point Bach part in a watch 
of a particular size or number is the foe 
simile of the like part in every othev watch 
of that maker, so that he who l»eaks or 
loses a hand, or pin, or wheel, or chain, 
has only to send the number of his watch 
to the £Actory, and the missing part can be 
sent hilh by return mail with infiiillible ac- 
curacy. Any skillfhl manipulator, after a 
brief tutoring, might be trusted to make 
up and put together a new watch out of the 
various parts fabricated with great rapidity 
by the hundred male and female operatives 
employed in the factory, with a moral cer- 
tainty that it would go, and, with a little 
regulation, keep good time. The fact that 
a needed part can be so readily and surely 
replaced at a moderate price, should give 
the home-made watch a decided preference 
over the imported. It is certified, more- 
over, to be of excdlent quality and moder- 
ate cost or price ; but on these points, the 
public must inquire and judge. We hearti- 
ly wish success to American Watch-mak- 
ing. 

FBOFAaATION OF FISH. 



At a recent meeting of the Parmer's Club 
in New York, the President, Mr. Robert 
L. Pell, made some interesting statements 
in relation to the artificial propagation of 
fish. Ho has several ponds on his farm 
stocked with forty-five kinds of fish. One 
of his ponds is stocked with trout, and 
another with pike. The former are very 
tame— will come at the sound of a bell 
and eat out of the hand of the proprietor. 
The latter are also very docile but exceed- 
ingly voracious. Their favorite food is 
frogs, but they will frequently devour their 
own offspring. The yellow perch is anoth- 
er excellent fish raised in Mr. Pell's ponds ; 
also the gold fish, which is more valuable 
for ornament than food. **I have also 
succeeded," says Mr. P., " in growing strip- 
ed bass in ftesh water, to advantage, not- 
withstanding it is a sea fish. The common 
shad is the most interesting of all of my 



fish. They spawn about 45,000 eggs each, 
and would multiply to great extent if not 
destroyed. I have succeeded in growing 
shad in f^h water, and have had them 
grow to five or six pounds in a single year. 
In fact, I think the shad endures but a sin- 
gle year. A shad eats by suction and nev- 
er bites at a hook. I have also a variety 
of fish from the great lakes, all of which 
are in a fiourishing condition. I deposited 
in one pond 8000 eels, and have succeeded 
in raising them by feeding them with salt, 
as they are only found naturally in situa- 
tions where they have access to the ooesn. 
I am satisfied that the eel is oviporous, 
notwithstanding that the contrary opinion 
has often been advanced. The sense of 
smell in fish is generally very strong, and 
the sense of hearing is also well developed. 
The sight is also very keen in some species, 
though they cannot see in turbid water. 
The sucker is acutely sensible to touch. 
Their taste is the least delicate of any of 
the senses, since some of them devour food 
indiscriminately without regard to quality. 
Fish for food are always in the finest con- 
dition when full of eggs. After ^pawning, 
they deteriate very rapidly. I have not 
been able to domesticate codfish in my fresh 
water ponds. I intend, however, to con- 
tinue experiments. I expect to be able to 
domesticate the tench, the physician fish of 
the race, its slime serving to heal wounds 
in other species. There is no difficulty in 
transporting fish ova from one part of the 
country to another, nor in hatching the 
young fish." 

Mr. Pell thinks there is no reason why 
fish-growing cannot be made profitable. 
He believes that a small fish-pond would 
produce a greater benefit than a ten acre 
field well cultivated.

IVo present the r«^«rs of 
tho RejHfSiiifry this week with 
an ©Dgrftving of thia excellenl 
Pear. In many lociiHties it is 
considered among the moat val- 
uable varieties nuw cultivated. 
It was ori p n atecl from th e 
aeed in Bclgiunv, fifty year^ 
since, and was introduced into 
England hj Van Mons, a few 
yejUB afterwards, from whence 
it found it*! way to this coun- 
try about tliiny yotkrs. ago. 

Mr. Downing describts it &h 
(L pear that is "every whero 
held in the hip heat estimation^ 
keeping for a long time in the 
hoiue." It U one of the most 
hArdy pemri?, bears regularly 
and freely ^ and although of a 
straggling declining habit if 
grafted low, when grafted at 
standard high I from tho ground 
forms a very j^ood head. It is 
best adapti^ to standard eul- 
turfii and does not .succeed well 
on the Quince stock. The 
fruit is large, (the engraving 
reprMenttng about the average 
BiKe,) oblong pyriforni in shape, 
generally irregidar, with a 




fimall calyx, set in a narrow ir- 
regular fonoied bafin, stem 
rather long, obliquely inserted, 
skin smoth, of a pale green 
color, e hanging as it ripeus to 
a rich yellow^ with profuse 
flprinkUitgs of light ru&set^ es- 
pecially around the sh^ni and 
crown. The flesh h wliite, 
very buttery and melting, and 
has a rich saceharine ^avor. 
It ripeni the laiiit of Sepleniber 
and October. The tree requiriis 
a rich, warm, sandy soil, to 
produce fruit in full pcrfeceion. 
With a little care in selwting 
good varieties of tho peur, and 
with some little attention to 
the cultivation of the tree, par- 
ticularly while young, thiu fruit 
may be as easily cultivntod in 
any part of New in gland as 
the apple, while from three to 
eight dollars per bushell may 
be obtained in market for 
choice varieliefl. In deep rich 
soils the pear, budded ou tho 
Quince stock, with such varie- 
ti^ aa arc adapted to dwarf 
c ul ture succeed exceedingly 
well. We are glad to nutic^ 
that an increased interest la 
being manift>!*ted in regard to 
the culture of this dcUcioujj 
fruit. 



TBANBPLANTINa TBEBB. 



The season for transplanting trees varies 
according to the weather, but embraces 
more particularly the period from the Mid- 
dle, or latter end of March, to the Middle 
of May for decidious trees, while the month 
of May and early part of Jane, especially 
in showery weather, may be considered 
generally the best time, for transplanting 
evergreens. Some are in favor of fall 
planting and give good reasons, as well as 
scientific proofe and practical illustrations ; 
that such with them is the be;>t time, but 
upon investigation, it will generally be 
found that success is owing to some pe- 
cularity of climate or shelter, or adapta- 
bility of soil, rather than the mere fact of 
fall removal . At the same time I am quite 
ready to admit that in some instances^ and 
under peculiar circumstances, that fall 
planting may be advisable; yet I6r this lo- 
cality and New England generally, spring 
is evidently the best time. 

In Hfttng trees care should be taken to 
preserve as many of the roots as possible ; 
therefore with most trees, and many shrubs^ 



it is necessary to use the spade with its 
edge towards the trees, to avoid cutting the 
roots. If the day is dry and windy and 
considerable time likely to elapse before 
the trees can be replanted, the roots should 
be puddled, that is they should be dipped 
in soft mud, which will hang to the finest 
fibres and preserve their vitality. Tho 
roots, should then be covered up until the 
tree can be planted. If trees come from 
distant Nurseries, they will also be benefit- 
ed by puddling. In planting trees the hole 
should always be made considerable larger 
than is really necessary for the roots, which 
will admit a quantity of finely pulverized 
earth for the roots to start into. If the soil 
is poor it should either be replaced with 
rich earth, or the same earth enriched with 
manure. When trees are received from 
nurseries, thsey are generally taken from 
moderately rich soil, to plant the same in 
poor soil would be to stunt them, if the 
roots have been injtu*ed in lifting, the in- 
jured parts should be cut clean off with a 
sharp knife, and the top of the tree pruned 
to correspond with the roots. When treesare 



planted upon naturally dry ground, or dur- 
ing long drouths, watering will be found 
beneficial, but it is better to water thorough- 
ly at longer intervals, than to give frequent 
sprinklings wliich will not reach the roots. 
With evergreens, sprinkling over them 
morning and evening during hot weather, 
will be found of benefit. To be successful 
in growing fruit, the soil must be rich and 
if not naturally dry, must be made so by 
artificial drainage. 

Care should always be taken not to plant 
too deep— better plant too shallow than 
too deep, never plant below the collar of 
the tree, and always spread the roots out 
carefully and fill in among them with fine 
pulverized soil, and if the trees are larger, 
or the situation exposed, they will require 
support until firmly rooted.

We liaT6 heard a story of the elder Dr. 
Beecher, now of Cincinnati, that is said to 
be true, and is worth putting in type, as 
illustrating the truth that we can never 
tell what may result from an apparantly 
very insignificant action. The doctor 
once engaged to preach for a country min* 
ister, on exchange, and the Sabbath prov- 
ed to be one excessively stormy, cold and 
uncomfortable. It was in mid-winter, 
and tiie snow was piled in heaps all along 
the roads, so as to make the passage very 
difficult Still the minister urged his 
horse through the drifts, till he reached the 
Church, put the animal into a shed, and 
went in. As yet, there was no person in

The great interest which has heen, and 
is still being felt throughout the communi- 
ty, in regard to the momentous concerns 
of the soul, is unprecedented in the history 
of the country.

From the Atlantic coast to the 
shores of the Pacific we hear the same 
good tidings, and the city of the Golden 
Gate re-echoes the reverberating sound 
of Salvation^ Like the blessed light 
of the Star of Bethlehem, from the East 
has beamed forth its kindling ray, and 
the whole land has become filled with the 
brighter rays of the Son of Righteousnes*s, 
whose healing beams have cheered every 
village, town, and city throughout our 
borders. 

In the language of the Providence 7V^ 
agraph *' The deep feeling has been sponta- 
neously developed; the sun light of the 
early morning has gpradually moved on- 
ward over the country In October last 
the financial storm burst over the country ; 
it raged with the fury of a tornado. Cred- 
it perished, business withered, industry 
laid down its implements in despair. Stag- 
nation in every department reigned su- 
preme.

As the rattle of ma- 
chinery ceased and the roar of the great 
ocean of trade became silent, the voice of 
God was heard summoning men to his ser- 
vice. On all sides were the wrecks to tell 
them that the compass they had steered by 
was false, and had led them to ruin amid 
hidden dangers. They were warned by the 
fate which had overtaken them, that they 
must cease to follow the false lights of the 
world, but shape their course by that com- 
pass whose needle knows no variation, and 
steer the barque of life by those lights 
which never deceive. In desolation of 
soul, in trembling despondency, a few 



gathered together for prayer in the city of 
New York. Amid the cmsh of fortunes 
and the revulsions of trade they sought 
communion with God. The meetingfi, 
which were held weekly at first, were soon 
convened daily, so much had the interest 
and attendance increased. Meetings mul- 
tiplied, and soon the circle began to 
widen. In other cities meetings irere 
held, in most cases under the auspices of 
laymen. Then the country began to feel 
the awakening, the revival developing it- 
self noiselessly, but in power. Kow there 
is scarcely a neighborhood which it has not 
touched. The interest has not abated ; it 
still widens and deepens, and each day 
adds new trophies, attesting the power 
with which the movement is permeated.'' 

May its influence be as deep and lasting 
as it is wide-spread and absorbing. I>t 
this be the great result, and we trust that 
we shall henceforth hear less of wick- 
edness and guilt in our land — ^less of the 
dreadAil tide of dark and fearful crime 
that has recently prevailed in our borders ; 
and that the divine spirit may exert thst 
benign influence tbronghout the entire 
nation, that we may be tiiat favored land, 
and that happy people whose God is in- 
deed the Lord. 



BlCMXSnSOBNCSS OF TEB PABT. 



Another mingler in the scenes of the ; 
Bevolution has passed away. — Mrs. Lucy 
Douglas, widow of Captain Richard 
Douglas, of the Revolutionary Army, . 
died on Sunday, the 28th of March, at the 
residence of her son, Earl Douglas, Esq., 
New York city, in the 86th year of her 
age. Mrs Douglas was the eldest daugh- 
ter of John Way, Esq^ of this city. On 
the morning of the 6tfa of September, ' 
1781, when New London was homed by 
Goieral Arnold, her fother took m boat and 
went down to the Small Pox Hospital, 
situated on the island below Fort Tnmibul 1, 
to bring home two children and the corpse 
of a neighbor's f on, who had died the pre- 
vious day. Bolbre he reached the city 
with his children and the corpse, (which 
was interred on the beach below his house,) 
Arnold and his army had entered the 
lower part of the city, then in flames. . 
Mrs. Douglas, at that time a child of 
seven years, with her brother and an in&nt ^ 
sister, was placed in charge of Ifias Short, 
to be taken to the residence of a reblive 
on the Norwich road, her mother having ! 
remained at homeontil her husband ar- | 
rived with the children. | 
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On the back road below the present 
Court Hoose, they met the advanced part 
of the invading army. G^eral Arnold 
was mounted on a white horse. On seeing 
the children in the road, he halted the 
troops, spoke to Miss Short, telling her 
not to be afraid. Several officers then as- 
sisted the children over the stone wall into 
the field. The army then continued their 
march down the main road to complete the 
destruction of the city. In the mean 
time Mrs. Douglas' mother took the few 
valuables she oould remove to Mr. James 
Tilley's house. Her silver, tied in a bag, 
she threw down hia well. Mr. Tilley 
favored the Boyalist party ; he knew Gen- 
eral Arnold penonally — ^the General hav- 
ing been a frequent guest at his house be- 
fore the Bevoltttion. His residence was 
intended to be saved by the British, and a 
guard of soldiers was placed around it : 
but it accidentally took fire^ while Arnold 
and his staff were partaking of refresh- 
ments under its root It could not be 
saved, and was burned to the gp'onnd. 

Captain Richard Douglas, a native of 
this city, was a member of Capt William 
Coit's volunteer company, which proceeded 
to Lexington at the outbreak, in April, 
1775. He was in the battles of Bunker 
Hill, Harlaem Heights, White Phuns, 
Monmouth, Princeton and Germantown. 
He was in General Lee's regiment in the 
remarkable retreat through Kew Jersey, 
and wintered with the main army at Val- 
ley Forge. In 1781 his company was 
drafted into the light inftmtry, and wiih 
other companies formed a raiment under 
the immediate command of the Marqnis 
De Lafkyette. Captain Douglas served 
through the entire war of the Revolution, 
and wm present at the surrender of Com- 
waliis at Torktown on the 19Ch of Octo- 
ber, 1781. 

On the formation oi the Government 
after the Revolution, he was appointed by 
General Washington, Post Master of this 
city, which office he held until his death, 
in 1816. Mrs. Douglas' remains have 
been brought to this city, and interred in 
the Ifew Cemetery with those of her hus- 
band, which were removed from the seo^ 
ond Burying Ground. 



DXATH OF OOIi. BBB^TOK. 



Another of the distinguished men of the 
ag^ has passed away. The angel of death 
has enveloped in his dark mantle, the form 
of another of the active participants, in 
the g^reat scene of the history of the coun- 



try, and he has gone. Thomas H. Benton 
u dead ! In Washington, the Capitol of 
the nation, where so many of her distin- 
guished sons have fallen amidst the busy 
scenes and labors of active duty, he breath- 
ed his las^ on the morning of Saturday, 
the 10th inat, surrounded by his family 
and friends. His disease, (an internal can- 
oer,) has been protracted and painful, and 
butfor hia indomitable energy and firmness, 
would long bince have entirely unfited him 
for duty. But with even the certainty 
of the near approach of the King of Ter- 
rors, he has most industriously and unre- 
mittingly pursued his literary labors, and 
persevered in the last great effort of his 
life, the " Abridgment of the De*}ates of 
Congress," and when his strength at last 
fiiiled, and his powerless hand refused its 
office, and even his voice was nearly hush- 
ed to silence, his purpose was unshaken. 
His last effort was the closii^ chapter of 
the Debates, completing the work down to 
1850. He dictated this, his daughter, Mrs. 
Jones sitting beside the bed received it 
sentence by sentence whispered in her ear, 
and repeated it aloud to her husband, who 
Wrote it down. It was tiien read over to 
him, and received his corrections ready for 
the press. 

This was literally the last chapter of his 
life — ^the closing up of his earthly labors. 
It is said by his attendants that he then 
expressed his entire peace with all man- 
kind, stating that he ** was to glad to find 
that all animosities of the past had died 
out of his lieart," and he was willing to 
rest from his earthly pilgrimage. He ex- 
horted the President, who visited him on 
Friday evening, in his high and responsi- 
ble duties to rely alone upon divine sup- 
port and guidance, rather than on man's 
wisdom. His last words, in reply to the 
enquiry of a friend, how he felt, were 
« Comfortable^and content" His age was 
76. **Memenlo mori^* is again repeated in 
our ears.

llUtXfT BADISHBS^ 

A Bovol plan for raising eaily, and we 
should Judge ezcelleniTadiriies, is given in 
a oommunicatiotf to the editor of one of 
onr Agricoltural exchanges, in which the 
writeBP remarks :— 

I would mention a very simple method 
of cultivation, which I adopted two orthree 
years since, vis: Take the sand which 
you And Along the border of lakes or riv- 
en, called lake sand, and make a bed of it 
from ten to twelve inchee in depth ; sow 
the seed in the same manner ss you would 
turnips, etc, then eover the seed about 
four inches deep. When the radishes have 
made their appearance, thin them out prop- 
erly, and water them frequently in dry 
weath^, say onee a day. On aeoount of 
the sand being 00 loose^ and liie great heal 
which it attracts, (whleh is so requisite,) 
the radish grows very rapidly. 

Some persfms have an idea that there is 
no nourishment in the sand, but I know 
there is for raduk», if for nothing else, 
having tried the experiment myself. A 
piece, or bed rfx feet square, wffl preduoe 
enough for a good siaed fomily. I shoidd 
think they m%ht be raised to a box by 



putting in suffident sand and boring holes 
in the bottom to let the water pass off. 
When there was a prospect of a frxwt, the 
box ooiild be covered with something. 
The great heat keeps off all bugs, &c., so 
that the radish is perfectly sound and dear. 

To this the editor very appropriatdy re- 
marks: — 

The method of raiding raphes, recom-^ 
mended above as the result of experiment, 
is certainly as interesting as it is noveL 
It in foci, fbmishes an illustration in flavor 
of one of the most important positions of 
Liebig in his agricultural chemistry whldi 
has been thought by some to be untenaUe, 
at least partially so. Is the radish formed 
from a solution of pure sillioa and water 7 
By no means. Bnough of carbonic aeid, 
nitrogen, &o., may be frvnished to the root 
through the water, to aid in the develop- 
ment of the first leaf, but who believes 
that anything approaching the quanti^ 
of carbon requisite to so rapid and perfect 
growth, can thus be introdooed 7 How 
then can we ese^>e tha conclusion, that it 
is the g^aseous sobstances, the carbonic ae&d 
absorbed by the leaves, which eontribates 
mainly to the growth and perfiBotion of 
this esculent, under such circimistanoes.

GBAPB OUIiTUBB. 



Dr. Underbill, the well known and 
cessfol grape culturist of Oroton Point, 
New York, at a late meeting of thQ Farm- 
ers' Club, gives the following as the result 
of his experience in cultivating this fruity 

" The great secret of making a vineyard 
is in the preparation of the ground. It 
must be deeply trenched and well drained, 
and made rich with vegetable manure, for 
which I have found swamp muck the 
cheapest and best We do not suffer 
much danger of after blight, if the land 
is in good condition. In the Fall the 
crop may hang weeks without injury, 
very unlike peaches and several other 
kinds of fruits. I train my vines on wires 
strained between poets twenty-four foet 
apart.

My vine- 
yard now covers forty-ttro aeres, xtaturally 
the wash of the hills and all composed of 
mineral matter, and hettoe needing a good 
deal of vegetable matter^ Bveiy southern 
bin-side, properly prep«?ed, in thi« vicini- 
ty, can be made te produca a profitable 
crop of grapes."

It WM A b«itatlfol 9^eitm>on in U^e 
nKwlh of AugYut, wlmk t^Uf In^^m t^i^, 
vhoie renowa >ad not only iUJied iMs 
Isnd, but had passed to the shores of Bag- 
land, wai seen approaohing the Fort, in 
all the Impoting pomp of |>arbftrian array. 
He came in the pride of a monarch, 
mounted on a superb war-horse, and sur- 
rounded by three hundred followers, also 
well mounted, and decorated with those 
gay trappings, which make the costume of 
the Indian the most picturesque In the 
world. Not a little consternation was ex- 
cited as this powerful military band thus 
unexpectedly filed into the little town. 
The whites grasped their weapons in an- 
ticipation of an immediate attack. The 
In<Hans, however, made no hostile demon- 
strations, but quietiy, though with every 
precaution against surprise, encamped.— 
When Tecumseh was asked why he had 



brought wil^i him so formidable a body- 
guard, he replied with haughty compos- 
ure, ** 1 know the treachery of my foes too 
well to trust myself in their power." 

The soumcil at Ylncennes haf aot at- 
trackviAinch atiiefttion from tihe hi»toni«k, 
and yet it was an event fraught with the 
utmost importanee. It vrae to eetUe the 
question whether the most terrible border 
warfare which was ever waged, should con- 
tinue to drench the virgin so^l of the wilder- 
ness with blood, or whether peace §^ould 
spread her olive-branch over smiling fields 
and happy villi^peg* Far awajr in the re- 
mote focest, on the banks of a majestic 
stream, which had flowed in silence, be- 
tween the overhanging woods, for cotmtlesa 
ages, tl^e strange council of United States 
Commissioners and wild Indians, was con- 
vened. White hunters, hardy settlers, 
iron-nerved dragoons from the States, and 
painted chiefe with their nodding plumes, 
and vagabond Indiaas as wild as the 
wolves whoseskins partially covered them, 
were straggling, in motley groups, around 
the log fortress, all ready to grasp their 
weapons to repel an attack which each one 
apprehended. 

Tocamseh, with his letinue all armed to 
the teeth, came proudly to meet Qovemor 
Harrison and his suite. The high bom 
dignity of these aristocrats of the forest, at 
times shone out with a lustre ivhich has 
never been eclipsed at St. James or Ver- 
saUles. At this council, by some qyer- 
sight no chair had been provided for the 
hero of a hundred battles. Though per- 
haps he had neyer sat upon a chur, his 
quick eye, glancing upon the seats provid- 
ed for the white men, instantly detected 
the neglect, and his countenance expressed 
the indignity. Gov. Harrison perceived the 
displeasure of the chief, and at once suspect- 
ing its cav^ (irdered a chair, to be brought. 
The interpret^ presented the chair to the 
ofianded warrior, and swd to him, «* Your 
father wishes you to be seated." Tecum- 
seh, haughtily elevating ^limself to his lof- 
tiest stature, looked down upon the inter- 
preter, and wft^ing the chair f^om him, 
in tones of profound contempt, replied 
« Hy father 1 The sun is my father ; an<l 






the earth Is my mother ; and I will re- 
pose upon her bosom." And with a mien 
of dignity which at once satisfied the com- 
missioners that they had a rnan and not a j 
savi^ to taiee^ he disposed himself on Ae 
ground alter the custom of his fiathers. 

tte native orators of the fbrest have of- 
ten risen, in council, to sublime strains of 
eloquence, which have rarely been exceU- 
ed in any legislative halls. In this inter- 
view, Tepwnseh was by no m«ans eclipsed 
in sagacity, in argum^it, or in power of 
expression by his illustrious antagonist. 
The vi^fwa of tiie hostile parties were, in 
this case, so tdiametricaily opposed, that it 
was impoasible that there should be any 
compromise. All that the United States 
Commissioners wanted was to obtain an 
undisputed title to the lands of the Indjans. 
And ^9 one tJ^ifig which the Indians had 
resolved to.dtfie&d wiUi the energies of dis- 
pair, was their hunting ground. 

Tecumseh listened «o the claims of Gen. 
Harrison at times with the utmost excite- 
ment and indignation. And when they j 
were oooly told that the United States had ; 
already purchased the valley of the Wa- 
bash of another tribe, and were in reality 
lawful owners of the soil, Tecumseh could 
not restrain his excited spirits no longer. 
Leaping upon his feet and grasping his 
war-club, he shouted, « It is fiiOse." Sv- 
ery Indian at this instant sprang firom the \ 
ground and grasped his weapons. This mo- 
mentary ebullition of feeling, however soon 
passed away* and they resumed their hahit* 
ual aspect of stoicism. 

There was much of frankness imd miig- 
nanimity in the course which Teciunseh \{ 
pursued at this conference. He stated dis- 
tinctly his grievances- He declared open- 
ly his determination to fight to the last 
degree of desperation, if the pale faces 
continued their aggressions upon the laiids 
of the Indians, under the pretence of hav- 
ing purchased them of individual chiefs, 
who had no right to sell. Gen. Harrison, 
finding that no argiunents could move the 
indomitable will of Tecumseh, told him 
that he would report his demands to the 
President of the United States, but that 
he was sore that they ootdd not be granted.

No one, unkes 
wholly destitute of all the finer feelinga of 
huBiamty, would for a moment deliberately 
destroy the sweet warbler, whoae song ao 
JoTOcniy goes up to tiie Hsteningear, of Hs 
Creator, and we trust, that those who 
through thoughtlessness have heretofSore 
been guilty of such cruel sport, wHI acarce- 
ly need this hint to refhiin from it hereaf- 
ter. We hope tiiatthe oomiaon fMhig of 
humanity, will detw all fhnn engaging In 
a practice 6o unmanly and ao heartleaa; 
but if not, they cannot comjdain of the 
enforcement of the penalties attendant on 
this breach of l^al enactment.

DiSASTBOUB FiBX. — Destruction of the 
Oriswold Htmse. — ^This pleasant Summer 
Retreat, so favorably known to many who 
have visited it, as a favorite watering place 
during the past few years, was destroyed 
by Itre on the morning of Saturday, the 
17th inst How the fire originated is a 
mystery, as when first discovered it was 
burning fhmi tiie outside on the northeast 
corner of the building above the seeend story. 
From this part of the builcUng^ the fire 
spread verv rapidly along the cornice and 
over the roof; until the entire upper por- 
tion of the structure was enveloped in one 
broad sheet of flame. It soon poietrated 
to the interior and the entire upper pMtion 
of the building was very soon reduced to a 
mass of smoking ruins. The bouse was 
occupied by the lunily of a Mr. Jaeoba, 
who had reostttly leased the same with its 
Aimiture, of Mr. Amasa Bockwell, the 
owner, for the season, for the sum of $1000. 
This was entirely consumed with the build- 
ing. 

The Griswold House was very pleasantly 
situated a few rods from the ferry landing, 
and near the spot rendered memorable by 
the bloody massacre of September 6tb, 
1781. It was erected a few years since at 
a cost of over $10,000, and was insured 
for $6,000 in the People's Mutual, Ham- 
den, Elm CAty and Tolland offices. The 
Furniture was insured fbr $S,000, and as 
befbre stated, together with the house, be- 
longed to Mr. BookwelL 

Much praise is due to tiie various fire 
oolnpanies of this city, ficMr their prompt 
and successful eflbrti in early reaching, by 
the ferry-boat Mohegan, the scene of the 
conflagi^lon, too late, however, to rescue 
the devoted building fh>m destruction. 
Notwithstanding this, the brave firemen 
worked with their accustomed energy and 
daring, for which, in behalf of the propri- 
etor, we are requested to tender them his 
heartfelt thanks, and warmest gratitude.

B. Whitney, formerly Member of Con- 
gress fh>m New York, died on the 12th

W^ notice in its coknun an ** Bxtract 
of a letter from OoUimihiay W4»teml\r- 
r'doryj to a gentleman in Philad^phia,*' 
viis:— 

^< As young as this place is, there is a 
remarkable thirst and taste for learning 
in it. We have already an Academy here, 
under the joint care of two men of abili- 
ties, in the English, Latin, and Greek lan- 
guages, the Mathematics, and various 
branches of the Arts and Sdeaces are 
taught Perhaps you will cotidder it in- 
credible, when 1 assure you that in this 
academy there are already sixty scholars. 
There is anoUier Latin and^ Greek School 
at Oincinnatti, six miles below this. — 
Thus does the Wilderness begin to blossom 
as a rose." 

Cincinnati, then in the Ux " Western 
Territory" and a little cultivated spot in 
the great forest wilds of a distant land, Ib 
now the great metropolis of the "West, and 
but forty-eight hours distant from us. 

Another *« Extract from a gentleman on 
a tour to the Southern States," describes 
the then projected site of our l^ational 
Capitol, seven years previous to its remov- 
al. Ho remarks 

" I have lately been on ^ ground de- 
signed for the residence of Congress after 
th« year 1800-^-and do assure X never be- 
held in one place so inany corresponding 
beauties — ^in point of situation, of conven- 
ience for commevce, and of every excel- 
lence which could be expected from nature.

BTBA W BBBB7 OmLmUB. 

Tltis delicious froH k, almost universal- 
Ij cultivated, but not always eSther success- 
fully or profitably. To be sucoessfiil we 
must pursue a thorough system of eultlya- 
tion, and to make ^Chat cultivation profita- 
ble, we must find out those varieties best 
adapted to the locality for which they are 
intended, as well as those which q^me ear- 
liest to n^atuiity. U is prov^ed beyond 
doubt thtti ihe stmwbercy is, more than 
any other, a local ^Pndt, Aatis, the varie- 
ty which succeeds ifi <me ftlaoe, may not 
succeed fifty miles in any direction even 
upon the same kind of soil, and would 
most likely prove a total failure in the 
same neighborhood, upon another kind of 
soiL It therefore becomes a matter of con- 
siderable ^mportaaoe to xuiltivators, to 
know which variety mimid he jDnwt likely 
to succeed with them. The best way to 
acquidnt ones self with this flact, is to get 
a few plants of five or six of the most 
popular kinds, cultivate them carefully, 
and the kind which succeeds best, all other 
things being equal, is the kiud which may 
be adopted with perfect safety, and plant- 
ed permanently for extensive cultivation. 
Among strawberries however, there are a 
few which are pretty generally considered 
favorites, among these may be mentioned 
Buist Prize, Hovey's Seedling, McAvoys 
Superior, and Bicton Pino, (the latter a 
beautiful large white Variety.) In and 
about Cincinnati, Longworth's prolific is 
the jidnd mostly cultivated, while about 
Pittsburg, Pa. Buists Prize is the general 
^vorites. So it is about most large cities 
where they are grown extensively for 
market purposes, the earlinessof the varie- 
ty, as well as its standing transportation, 
are important considerations. 

For culture, the following may J>e adopt- 
ed. Select a piece of ground — ^if new so 
much the better, manure it well, plow and 
subsoil it ; cross-plow pid harrow until it 
is in perfect tilth, stretch a line across the 
ground and let a man follow the line with 
his foot, the whole length of the intended 



row to {)lant by, then move the line three 
feet farther ; if they are to be cultivated by 
horse or for market, three feet is necessary, 
if tor private use, two feet is sufficient from 
row to row, and the plants six or eight 
inches in the row, lift the plants carefully 
with as many roots and fibres as possible. 
If the planting is done in Spring, let the 
planto be the strongeatof last years jrunners, 
if in the Fall, let them be the^trengest and 
t>est of the ctirrent years runners. Spring 
is evidently the best time for planting, but 
it cannot always be done then on account 
of pressure of other roots ; they must be 
kept perfectly clean and free of weeds, and 
well cultivated, and all runners kept off; 
don't allow one to grow on a plant you in- 
tend to fruit, but to propagate set a few 
apart, for that purpose. In the fall, man- 
ure and plow, or dig it in, and every fell 
the same way, abundance of fruit will then 
be your reward. li the weather is dry 
when the fruit h. setting, give them a 
thorough waging, and repeat it until they 
begin to color, after which the drier they 
are kept, the better tb^ flavor of the fruit 
will ]^. In JCar maich hotwaen ^levows 
with straw, grass, tan, or anything at hand, 
the above is the practice of one of our most 
successful cultivators of this fruit, and will 
apply to most localities. 

There are always a great many new 
varieties of the strawberry springing up ; 
among those, exciting attention at the pre- 
sent time may be mentioned, "Wilson's Al- 
bany Seedling, which has a very high 
character from those who have grown it. 
The Sir Harry, and Crystal Palace, are 
two English Tarieties of high repute. A 
plate of the latter received the highest pre- 
mium awarded at the Crystal Palace Fair, 
although it had to compete with seven 
hundred plates of fruit, of other varieties. 
If Peabody's Seedling Hautbois Strawber- 
ry, comes up to present expectations, it 
win be unsurpassed as a fruit for general 
cultivation, but it is yet new, and the only 
way to prove new things, is to try them.

Bxrsrma fX'AN'Cs at auction. 

It is a general complaint, that plants 
bought at auctiQn,> soon perish, and this 
need not be wondered at ifhea the ciixsum 
stances are considered A grei^t number 
of Hardy Roses, as well as many other har- 
d^ plants, are sold in iUU bloom, during 
April and May. To bring them to such 
a stage of perfection so early in the season, 
a oonsiderablp amount of artificial heat.is 



neeessary. The plants thus acquire a deli- 
isacyofHextmrc, wliich is never sieen in out- 
side plants, even in iSte earliest stages of 
their growth, and where tbey ar^ sold at 
auction, they are generally brought direct 
from iSie green-house, and the parduwer 
generally takes them home and plants 
than at once in thegarden. If a cold blast 
oceurs, thefloweis, leaves, andpei^aps, the 
endsof the shoots, are killed, and if the 
plant itself is not killed, it is so fer injured 
as torequire thcTemainder of ^ season to 
recover. Now Ais might in many in^ 
stances be avoided, if, when you^pur^aee 
a nice plant at aucti<m you tidce it hame, 
yon place it In the window, or im some 
place where it can be sheiltered, should a 
cold snap occur. You wotild thus have 
the benefit of die bloom, and the plant 
would retain its health till the season 
is far enough advanced, to admit of its 
being placed in the open groimd, and ma- 
ny a valuable plant would thus escape a 
premature death.

QBAFTIHO THS OBAPS VIKB. 

The " Editor's Table" of the Herticul- 
turalist for April contains among much 
other interesting matter the following meth- 
ed of grafting the vine. He remarks i — 

We have met with many .experienced 
persons who have never seen t^e grape- 
vine grafted. The process is so easy, that 
thousands who are anxious to possess the 
newer varieties, should especially take 
care of their old roots and insert scions of 
the new. No clay, or covering of the 
grafted part is necesBsry beyond the nat- 
ural soil, below which ^he graft is to be 
inserted. Saw off your stock and put in 
your scion with two or three buds, wedge- 
fashion, as in cleft-grafting fruit trees, 
and then cover up a few inches, leaving 
one or two buds above ground; where 
the stock is very large, and inconvenient 
to split,, a gimlet-hole, so made as to bring 
the two barks together, has answered. 
The sprouts of the old . stock, as they 
spring up to rob the graft, must be pulled 
off. Grafts often bear some fine clusters 
the first season of growth, and many more 
the second. 

In tllis way, the old stodcs of wild 
grapes removed firom the woods are very 
useful, with due care, "We have lately 
seen an old Catawba Tine that was wanted 
for shade forty feet off, laid down for a 
year until It had rooted well, and then 
was j^afted with perfiact success, and fruit- 
ed the first season.

" Well, then," relied Tecnmsofa, «< since 
the great chief is to settle the question, I 
hope the Great Spirit will put wisdom 
enough into his head, to induce him to 
ahandon the design of defhuiding us of 
our lands. It is true that he is so £eir off, 
that he will not he injured hy the war. 
He may sit still in his town and drink his 
wine, while you and I have to fight it 
out" 

Thus the unsuccessful conference was 
dissolved, andTecumseh, with a few trus- 
ty followers, went to the south to commu- 
nicate his spirit of resistance to the south- 
ern trihes. During his aheence, his broth- 
er, the Prophet, was imprudently induced 
to hazard the engagement which proved 
•o disastrous to the inhabitants At Tippe- 
canoe, on the higher waters of the Wa- 
bash. Tecumseh returned almost frantic 
with indignation at the fault of his broth- 
er, and at the moral and physical loss he 
had incurred. Just at this moment the 
Bnglish sought him as an ally, in their 
last war against their bretheren in the 
United Stetes. Eagerly he embraced the 
alliance. He plied every possible energy 
of his vigorous mind to repair the dis- 
aster of Tippecanoe, and to rally around 
his banner every Indian tribe west of the 
Allcghanies. This design he pursued with 
sleepless vigilance. He visited in person 
the council fires of Indian warriors even 
upon the western banks of the Mississippi. 
He explored the shores of Lake Superior, 
Huron and Michigan, to breathe his own 



indomitable spirit, into ike aoul of every 
brave roaming through those wilds. No 
fiatigues wearied him. No discourage- 
ments depressed him. No danger intim- 
idated hlin: In this enterprise he display- 
ed the very highest traits of enecgy and of 
heroism. By these Herculean efforts he 
succeeded in aasemblihg the most power- 
ful Indian forces which were ever known 
to hAve been collected. No Indians were 
ever more fearless in battle than the war- 
riors led by Tecu^ns^. His brother, the 
Prophet, had in^oped them with the be- 
lief tibat their cause was peculiarly sacred 
in the eyes of the ^^reat Spirit— that he 
looked down ydik smiles upon his children, 
contending, even to deaths for the majes- 
tic mountains, the placid lakes, the snuMth- 
ly flowing rivers, and the gorgeous, the 
sombre, the magnificent forests, which he 
had entrusted to their keeping. It was 
indeed a cause worthy of the conflict 
Even in the midst of all ijxQ luxuries of 
our high civilization, the spirit, wearied 
at times with the strife of life, turns to 
the wigwam in the defiles of the mount- 
ains, to the nestling leaves of the autum- 
nal forest, to the baHc canoe floating upon 
the sUvery lake in the solenm stillness of 
the summer's afternoon or by pensive 
moonlight; and, foi^getfid of the blessings 
of reflnconent and intellectual culture, and 
unmindfiil .of the monotony and listless- 
neas of aavage life, almost wivies the lot of 
the f^ sons of the wilderness ; and gives 
its assent to the complaint of the regal son 
of David, that « in much wisdom is much 
grief; and he that increaseth knowledge 
increaseth sorrow." 

Scenes of horror, which no pen can ev- 
er describe, again desolated our wide- 
spread western frontier. The flames of 
burning cabins glared everywhere upon 
the clouds at night The shrieks of wo- 
men and children, falling beneath the 
blows of the tomahawk, awoke in the 
stillness of the forest the responsive cry of 
the birds of solitude. 

The detestable' Proctor, a British officer 
whose name is embalmed in infamy, was 
now leading the armies of England, with 
their Indian allies, in this horrible war- 
fare. He had oicamped with a powerful 



force upon the Itiver Thames, a small 
stream in Upper Panada which empties 
into the Lake St Clair. Proctor had 
with him eight hundred British regulars, 
and his strong ally Tecumseh was there 
with two or three thousand of his chosen 
warriors. It was on the fifth of October, 
1818, when Gen. Harrison, with an army 
of twenty-five hundred militia-men, ar- 
rived in sight of the enemy in their strong 
encampment The celebrated battle of 
the Thames inamediately ensued. The 
most rancorous hatred glowed in the 
hearts of the combatants on either side. — 
The conflict was short, sanguinary and de- 
cisive. The British soldiers were imme- 
diately routed, and almost every man ta- 
ken prisoner. Tecumseh and his men, 
with frightful yells and demoniac ftiry, 
plunged upon the Americans as if neither 
bullets nor swords could hurt their bodies. 
The strife was too t^rible for endurence. 
Suddenly Tecumseh fell. His voice of 
command was hushed. There was a mo- 
mentary pause among the children of pas- 
sion who followed him — ^a cry of anguish 
and dispair, and the dark savages fled, 
with wsilings, in every direction, into the 
forest The body of the warrior was 
found, in the midst of the slain, pierced 
by a shot, which vague rumor says was 
fired firom the pistol of Col. Johnson.— 
Among the thousand shots which that day 
fiew thick and fhst, it is impossible to tett 
whose ball struck the chieftain. Ob the 
banks of the Thames, beneath a Bttb 
mound, overhung by oaks and willows,, 
repose the earthly remains of this storm 
tossed spirit The Indians often make, 
reverential visits to the spot, and sacredly 
guarded from desecration. The English 
government, with its characteristic mag- 
nanimity, granted a pension to the widow 
and the family of the renowned chief, 
which pension, it is said, is still paid. 
Such was the career of Tecumseh. His 
nobility was his own. His flaults wore 
those of his position. He was an Indian 
of noble mould, on whose character was 
almost miraculously engrafted many of 
the graces, both intellectual and moral, of 
the most accomplished of the sons of civil- 
ization.

Mft. Ediih)Ii :— 1 have ihong&t it inight 
interest your readen to know how the boys 
of this Insiitation tpend their Sabbfttha : 
having had the privilege of being wHh thexn 
on that da^y and joining in 0ome of their 
exercises, I hate been mach fntetested mj- 
self; and hope that otiien xtsBf be equally 
so, altiiongh my description tntttt neoeseitfi- 
ly be somewhat brief and imperfect 

Thete are oiie hundred and fbrty-six 
boys i^ the sdiool at the present time. 
At a qoarter past Ave in the mon^ng, they 
all rise, bathe, and {>r^>are for the duties 
of the day. They are then assembled in 
the school-room, whe^ th^ ir^peat the 
fourth commandment ih concert, followed 
by the Lo^'s Prayer. The Superintend- 
ant reads a chapter and offers prayM-. 
Kext comes bteakiiiist; after whldi Uiey 
are allowed half an hour in Utto yard in 
quiet conyersation and widSdng. They 
then change thdr clothes, (putting on 
their Sunday suits if they have any,) and 
are called into the school-room where they 
study their Sabbath School lessons until 
half past ^ht. At this time, a number 
of self-sacrificing persons firom the village 
come in to assist in imparUng instruction 
from the Scriptures. After Uie lesson for 
the day is read by the Superintendent, the 
several classes pass into separate rooms in 
charge of their teachers, who instruct 
them for one hour, at the end of which 
time, they come together in the school 
room. The Superintendent questions them 
and makes remarks upon the lesson Just 
recited, and gives out the next lesson 
The exercises are closed with singing. 
Barely in any school do we hear better 
singing than in this. So many voices, yet 
such perfect time — such harmony ! it seems 
impossible that it can come ftom these 
boys, many of whom apear exceedingly 
rough and coarse: they certainly must 
have very good teaching to produce this 
result. 

After these exercises, the boys are al- 
lowed a recess of fifteen minutes. At 
half past ten they are assembled in the 
chapel for one hour where the Superin- 
tendent conducts the exercises which con- 
sist of Scripture reading, and remarks. 
They then ring fifteen minmtas, and go to 
dinner. Their Cure is changed a little on 



the Sabbath from that of other days of the 
week, the boys being allowed plain gin- 
gerbread every Sabbath. After dinner, 
they have half an hour fw exercise in the 
yard, when they arecaOed into the school- 
room, and spend the time fhmi one to 
three in reading library books, Sabbath 
School papers &c. After another short re 
cess in the yard, they again assemble in the 
chapel where they spend an hour in sing- 
ing and listening to remarks usually from 
some one of the dei^gymen in f^e village^ 
Last Sabbath the minister who was lo ad- 
drees them could not come, and it was my 
privil^e t6 speak to them— I say privilege, 
tot seldom have I spoken to a more quiet 
or apparently willing listeners. 

1?hey go from the chapel to sapper, af- 
ter which they spend another half hour in 
tiieyard, thentetum to the school-room 
where they remain ufitil seven o'clock^ 
iht&t hour for retiring. 

Thus you win see the Babbath exercises 
are so varied as not to have the time mis- 
improved, or the duties irksome, but ev- 
ery moment not needed for exerdse and 
air, is employed in some profitable duty, 
and at the same time, the boys are contin- 
ually under judicious restraint. Ko one 
can spend a Sabbath in the institution 
without feeling deeply inte^^ested in their 
exercises, neither can any imprecyudiced 
person visit the school without realizing 
what a blessing to the State such an insti- 
tution is, not only in educating those one 
hundred and forty six boys boUi intellect- 
ually and morally, but taking their bad 
influence ft>om the numerous schools, 
towns, and families from which they 
come; for unrestrained at theilr homes, 
their influence was bad, and only bad con- 
tinually. At some future time I may per- 
haps describe the daily exercises of the 
school.

FHOTOGBAPHIO BXrQBAVIKG. 



Photography has, it would seem, almost 
attained perfection in the wonderful results 
which have attended recent experiments 
in the art In Philadelphia it has been 
applied to the i^roductionof engraved plates 
with a good degree of success, proving 
that such plates ordinarily occupying 
many months in their completion may be 
produced in a single day. The Tribune 
says: —

execution, and in general truthfhlness, tiie 
new process produces pictures which out- 
strip the imitative power of human skilL

in the art of engraving must be the oooie- 
quence. Its superior chei^ness wfll in- 
crease the profuseness of inustration now 
indulged in at great cost by publishen of 
books and magazines. It will be xpfiM 
on a large scale in illustrating Fremcmt'i 
explorations in Califiomia, now in eoune 
of publication by Childs A Peterson, of 
Philadelphia. The designs will be photo- 
graphed from the livii^ oli^ect diieeUy on 
the wood* Col* Frenront's portrait will be 
deposited immedately on tin steel |J«te to 
be engraved, thus insuring a perCMly as- 
curate lUDeneas. This vohutte wfll be thi 
prelude to a wide career <^illartrition Vy 
the new art The birds will be iUustrrtsd 
trom living designs, photogn^>ed directly 
xxpoR the wood. The portraits of ^Brtin- 
gnished aborigines and other remarksMe 
personages wUl be produced with tk 
same fidelity. But It is fhrther stated tlist 
Niepce, the son of the trst inventor of 
photography, has eclipsed all other expsr- 
imenters by a discovery so marvdloos 
as, even in this day of brilliant sci^tilc 
progress, to stagger our credulity. In his 
experiments on light, he ascertained that 
he could preserve it, so to speak, or tt 
least its actinic properties, in hermeCScsIly 
sealed cylinders. Just as the substance and 
flavor of Summer fhiits are preserved fbr 
Winter use. By exposing a cylinder to 
the rays of the sun for a suitable period of 
time, the properties of light were found to 
be so energetic at the end of several dtp, j 
that when applied to sensitive paper the 
latter received the desired impression with 
perfect distinctness. 

In addition to the foregoing, it may be 
stated, that a novel invention has been 
patented in England, called Transpsrent 
Enamel Photographs. The enamel 6o^ 
face of the plate will receive water colors 
readily, and the effect is as brilliant as a 
painting on ivory. One of the secrets of 
the invention lies in the peculiar process 
by which colors are fixed. The advantag- 
es secured are transparency, capability of 
being cleaned, and the durability of color. 
The discovery will be doubtless broogbt 
into use for ornamental windows, lamp 
shades, illuminations and stereoacopic 
views.

BOOVOm' ZH GIT7 aABDSHINO. 

In many towns and cities, gcnefrally, 
the space for gardening is necessarily 
smalL But where the taste for garden- 
ing and horticulture is larg^ (for it gener- 
ally happens that where the conveniences 
for cultivating flowers are most difficult to 
obtain, there the desire to do so is strong- 
est,) a great deal of economy might be 
practiced, by adapting the size and shape 
of tbe flower beds, to that of the garden. 
If the garden is very small, it does not 
necessarily follow that the beds must be 
very small in proportion, but on the con- 
trary; the smaller the garden, the more 
reason there is for increasing the size of 
the beds by diminishing their number, and 
consequently the number of walks. How 
often about town do we see small garden 
plots cut up into all manner of fantastical- 
ly shaped beds, exhibiting neither skill in 
the laying out, nor taste in their arrange- 
ment These beds are generally very 
small, and edged with box, which if well 
attended to look very neatly, but if neg- 
lected grows tall and spreads very much, 
and encroaches both on the beds and the 
walks. Box edging in such places requires 
replanting every few years to preserve 
fc neat appearance, and to keep it within 
proper bounds. To obviate these incon- 
veniences in a great measure, simplicity 
raust rule the shape of the beds. The 
square is the simplest as well as the most 
Economical and easily managed shape for 
Qower beds, because most city gardens are 
csither square or of a parallel form. If I 
^ad a plot of ground fifty feet long by 
thirty broad and wished to have it neat 
^md yet have the greatest available space 
:tfor plants, supposing the same to be fenced 
^ on all sides but that occupied by the 
the house, I diould have a border four 
feet six inches wide all around next to the 
fiBQoe, (leaving space for the necessary out- 
kto) nfixt> fi>ot path three feet wide, then 
two beds the whole length up to the walk, 



six fe0t wide each, and a three foot walk 
between them. This arrangement would 
give me twoity-one feeiof tiie breadth for 
cuitivafeion, and but nine feet will be see- 
essary fer walks. These beds can be edged 
with box or boards, or in feet anytiiing to 
suit the taste or oonTenience of Uie owner, 
and if ft little variety in shape is desired, 
either an oval or a circular shaped bed 
might be placed in the centre, and the 
walk and Uie beds made to correspond. — 
Next to the square the oval and circle are 
the most economical in space. Always 
avoid sharp angular beds in gardening, 
especially in small enclosures. They are 
often used in what is termed geometrical 
or Dutch flower gardens, but only in 
large places where such a garden would 
form but an item in the general arrange- 
ment In garden scenery, angular lines 
on plain surfeces are offensive to the eye of 
taste, and you may generally observe, that 
where a sharp angle is unavoidable, in a 
well arranged garden the necessity for it 
is generally concealed by trees and shrubs, 
so as to mflJce it appear natural. The Chi- 
nese excel in the beauty of their curve 
walks, which the Trench and English gar- 
deners have in vain attempted to imitate. 
The foregoing remarks refer more partic- 
ularly to small enclosures and not to ex- 
tensive garden establishments. At anoth- 
er time I msj add a few remarks upon 
planting such as I have described.

BWBST POTATOES. 



Many persons feil in producing a good 
crop of tiiis excellent v^etable for the 
want of getting the shoots started sufficient- 
ly early in the Spring to insure their full 
growth before the fall firosts. An experi- 
enced cultivator in New Jersey writing 
to the agricultural editor of the Tribnne 
remarks : — 

" Sweet potato seed is all sprouted in 
hot beds, which are made about the mid- 
dle of Apnl, nearly as follows : — 

In a sheltered piece of ground with a 
south-easterly exposure, dig the ditch for 
the bed one foot deep by five vide, and 
about two and a half feet long for each 
basket f^l (five-eights of a bushel) of 
seed, stake boards at the ends and tides to 
make the whole depth about two feet; 
put coarse hay in the bott<»ti, so that when 
well trodden it will be one^hird ftilL If 
the hay is dry, it must be wet to make it 
heat Next, put on good horse stable ma- 
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nure, that has not fennanted nor been 
water-soaked; have the manure thrown 
along the side of the bed, shake it loosely 
on the hay (walking backward so as not 
to pack it) to the depth of six inches or 
more. Then take a broad board, lay it 
on the manore, and walk gently on it to 
give it uniform surfeoe. Upon this put a 
layer of fine sandy soil, about fbur inches 
in depth, on which the potatoes are laid, 
so as not to touch each other, small ones 
being generally used. Ck>ver the potatoes 
with the same kind of earth that was put 
on the manure, so deep that when your 
fbre-finger is thrust through it upoa the 
potato, the earth wiH come to ^e mid- 
dle Joint Cover the bed with coarse hay, 
two or thee feet deep to prevent the heat 
firom escaping, and the rain fkx>m wetting 
it Take off tiie hay in the heat of the 
day, fi-om 9 to 8 o'clock, if it is warm 
weather. When ^e bed begins to heat 
it must be examined by running tiie hand 
into it— -a moderate warmth is aU that is 
necessary— more than that will be injuri- 
ous, and must be counteracted by leaving 
off the cover at night, or by applying 
cold water. When the plants appear, and 
afterward, they must be watered daily, 
unless the bed should be to cold to allow 
it Warm water firom a pond or ditch is 
beet Abasketofseed, if small, is expect- 
ed to produce at least 1,500 plants; some- 
times more than double that amount is 
obtained. Large seed do not yield so 
much. Light sandy soil, firee from inde- 
composed vegetable matter, is generally 
selected for the crop. Plow as for oats, 
harrow thoroughly, and mark it out 88 
inches each way for the hills." 

Sweet potatoes are raised very exten- 
sively along the eastern shore of the Dela- 
ware, on the light sandy soil that extends 
80 miles southward firom Camden. The 
principal markets are Philadelphia, New 
York, Boston, Wilmington, Delaware and 
Baltimore, The varieties cultivated are 
Nansemonds, Early Yorks and Bermudas. 
The first named grow large, long, and 
rougher than the second, yields abundant- 
ly, but does not suit the Philadelphia and 
Wilmington markets as well as the early 
Yorks, which are marketable earlier, and 
grow more smoothly and compactly, . and 
are the most generally cultivated. The 
third, a new variety, received firom Ber- 
muda, of a light red color, coarse and 
rough, is inferior to the first two for the 
table, but attains a marketable size earlier 
than they do, and produces a much larger 
yield.

THB GAZBIJiX. 

The Gazelle is a native of Asia and Af- 
rica. There are some twelve distinot spe- 
cies of this animal, each differing bat verj 
little from the rest They have all small 
limbs in proportion to Uie other pacts of 
the body, and are well adi^ted for nm- 
ning gracefully and swiftly. They have 
a cloven foot, like the sheep. Their hair 
is short, but fine and glossy. 

In some countries, where the gazelle 
abounds, falcons are bred to oaptore thfloa. 
The mode in which the capture is eflTected 
is cruel in the extreme. Whenever the 
hunters see a gazelle at the proper distance, 
they let the bird loose. The £&lcon, with 
the swiftness of an arrow, files to the po<^ 
gazelle, which is unable to escape. The 
talons of the birds are fixed, one in th« 
gazelle's cheek, the other in its throat ; and 
the innocent creature is soon so fadnt from 
the loss of blood, that its pursuers overtake 
and kill it 

Sometimes, too, the gazelle is hunted by 
means of the ounce, a very savage aniTnalj 
which, however, can be tamed so as to be 
perfecUy docile. The ounce sits on the 
horse with the hunter, and remains there, 
with the composure of a cat in tiie chini> 
ney comer, until a gazelle is pointed out 
Then the fierce animal creeps along esu^- 
fully, without making any noise, until he 
comes within a few feet of his prey, when 
he pounces upon him, and destroys him

Before their seventh re-union occurred, 
one of thoir number died — and every year 
since, at their annual gathering, a vacant 
chair at the festive board, reminds the 
seven ifho yet survive, that one is gone. 

The society o^ O. A's. was instituted af- 
ter the plan of a similar organization 
which existed in France many years ago. 
Twelve individuals were members of that 
frat^nity at its formation, and its fortieth

The Electric Clock now in use is 
one of the more recent triumphs of 
science which promise great advan- 
tages in its application to practical 
life, ^ectrkity is a great, and 
with all our knowledge of Its laws 
and powers, a mysterious agent, and 
one perhaps, that is destined to su- 
percede all others in its future ope- 
rative appliances. The general dif- 
lUsion of scientific knowledge, and 
the various discovericxs ih the arts of 
life, all to the great ultimate end — 
the good of mankind. As the electric 
dock may not he perfectly ftuniliar to 
our readers we giye tihe annexed en- 
graving with the following descrip- 
tioa of (me constructed for the tele- 
graphic office of the Eastern Coun- 
ties (Eng.) Railway :— 

C Z are plates of eopper and zinc 
buried in Uie earth (wiUi a quantity 
of coke) a depth of nine fbet : this it 
termed an earth battery. It is com- 
puted that the electricity derived 
from the earth wfth the two plates 
is sufficient to work thirty clocks, 
and will last a number of years 
without being disturbed ; E E, is the 
pendulum made of wood, to the k>w- 
er end of whiek is ftt«t^ed a ooU of 
wire enclosed in a.bwas ease, F ; A 
A are two permaiMfit magneto ; B 
the bahmoe for regulating the pen- 
dulum ; H M aslati4<8opporting N, 
a steel spring by whiob. the peadti- 
Uim is suspended ; K, : a spring to 
which the wireooDung.frotn s is at- 
tached ; y, a pieoe of wo^d for in- 
sulating the ^nre from the stand; h 
A, two small pieces of wood ; i ^ 
two metal pins passing through the wood, 
h A, one of the pins i is joined to a brass 
plate, the other pin has a small gold head, 
brought level with a piece of agate S. n 
the breaks for making and breaking the 
contact ; R, two arms projecting fr*om the 
pendulum: pp, brackets supporting h h. 
Suppose the pendulum is set in motion hj 
moving it to the left, one of the- arms R 
would be brought in contact with the 
break, pushing the point which rested on 
the agate S on the metal ^ the other end 
of the break would still rest on the brass 
plate ; the o«rreat of electricity would 
then pass from « up the wil« (as indicated 
by the arrows) to the spring K, down one 
of the wif as at the back of tite pendulum 
(shown dotted) through the coil in box F 
vp the otbetr wire to ■pring H, then down 
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flie wire to pin f, along the break to the 
other pin and terminating at C, the cir- 
cuit would then be complete. "When, in 
the position described, the coil P would 
become a magnet, and be. attracted back by 
the magnet A, the other arm would then 
push the break on the agate, the pendulum 
would then fall back again making the 
contact, thus a constant motion of the pen- 
dulum is kept up. To complete the clock 
a few wheels are necessary for the proper 
working of the hour, minute, and second 
hands.

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In flower gard<»ai^, tho flrtt thing 
which dbould engage Attention is the ponm- 
ing of all shrubs and trees, aft^ whieh 
the garden may be spaded or dug over. 
If manure is decessaiy, let it be apphed at 
this time, but always bear in mind, that 
string manure should not be applied, as it 
has a tendency to excite too rank a growth 
of succulent shoots lor the free production 
of flowers. If possible, procure thorough- 
ly decayed v^^^table soiL Leaf soil is the 
best, perhaps, of all manures that can be 
applied ta flower beds. . If decayed Yfigetr 
able soil cannot be obtf iped, a litUe fresh 
soil from a field will answer the- pur- 
pose. 

In making the flowtem^^ garden the edg- 
ing of the borders,, of what ever descrip^ 
tioB, should Wuepaiscd, if necessary, aa 
it can be dene better at thia time than la- 
ter in the season when the flowers occupy 
all the space. After the borders and edg- 
ings are done, the walks should be attend- 
ed tOy and permanently made for the sea^ 
son, with some hard binding matM^al 
which will secure them from the least pos-^ 
sible annoyance from weeds. 

In planting flowers, a g^eat deal of 
room may be saved by paying paticular 
attention to the heights of the different 
pUnts grown, so that by planting the tall* 
eert Ifi the centre, and those of dwarf hab- 
its near the edge of the bed, they can all 
be seen to the best adviantage from the 
walk on either side^ For instance, never 
place a Yexbena two feet from the edge of 
the bed, wHh a plant of the scarlet sage, 
which plant grows three or four feet high, 
or a petunia which grows one and a hatf 
feet impaediately in front of it, entirdy 
obscuving the fortner \ but reverse the or* 
der ind place the seartet sage near Hie 
centre of the bed, then a white petunia, 
with a purple Verbena in front, and you 
are not only miiiing l^io mobt of the rootn, 
but the colors will contrast so as to have 
the T)eat poeriWe effect. Kever crowd 
plants together to close)^. 7oi a plant to 



flourish perfectly it. should, not touch 
another. Even a Verbena does best when 
it has abundance of room. To prove this, 
make a hole a foot square and fill it with 
decayed leaf soil, and plant a scarlet Ver- 
bena in the centre of it, attend to it a little 
until it gets properly started, and that one 
plant will cover six or eight square feet, 
and will prodnce more flowers, of a finer 
description and richer color, than six or 
eight plants in the same space would with 
ordinary treatment. The same rules ap- 
ply to most border flowers.

The editor of the Cwntry OeniUynan, 
with a box of this fruit before him, says, 
*^ It has all the delicacy, sweetness,. and 
freedom from pulp, which characterises 
the best exotics, although the flavor is not 
so high as some of thebest^ Its vigor and 
hardiness being frdly established, the only 
drawbacl^.Qn its high valtieis the possibil- 
ity, thai' after it has borne 4 few years, it 
may become affected by mildew. The fol- 
lowing is his description : — Bunches about 
flve inches long and two and a half broad, 
compact er closely set, berries roundish 
oval, color light dull green, with a sQght 
brownish tinge in the sun, skin thin, t^&h 
sweet, juicy, with^a very agreeable flavor, 
fUlly equal to the early white Hialvasia.'* 
This is a very high chara&tcr, and coming 
as it does from an authority so disinterest- 
ed, yet so responsible, cannot feil to secure 
for this grape a very extensive cultivation.

The Kew England Farmer tells hew to 
raise them, in this wise : '< Plow» vianure 
and prepare tiie ground well, as for com- 
mon garden purposes, then make holes 
which will contain a peck or more of horse 
manure and the nstial litter thataecom- 
paniee it If for numing beans, set the 
poles in the centre, and then drop the 
beans upon fhe manure afte^ treading ft 
down sUghtty w4th the foot. Now scatter 
over Hie betins and manure a pery lUtle flne 
mould, and then cover with elear sand. 
The warm hoMe manure acts as a hot-bed, 
while the sand becomcB heated by the 8«n*s 
rays, and has the futther advantage of 
tbrowii:^ up.no weeds. In this wanner 
beans and most other garden vegetal^es 
may be obtained very early." 



CHINESB.SnaAB CANE. 



"We learn from Emer^s Journal oj Agri- 
culture, that a committee of United States 
Agricultural Society, which recently met 
at Washington, made a report upon the 
subject of the Chinese sugar cane, of which 
the following is a synopsis : 

1. The soil and geographical range of 
the Chinese sugar cane correspond nearly 
with those of Indian com. It produces 
the best crop on dry uplands, but the most 
luxuriantly on rich bottoms of moist loams. 

2. It endures cold much better than 
com, and experiences no injury from the 
autcmmal frosts. It wiH also withstand 
excessive dronght^-rii^ens its seeds in Sep^ 
temberin drgrand warm soils, in inany 
parts of the Kew England States ; at the 
eaOreme South it may be planted as late as 
the 20th June. 

5. Its cost imd culture about the same- 
as Indian com.. 

1. H^ht of plant when fhlly grown 
varies from six to dghteen fidet,jand stalks 
vary fr*om hiUf an inch to two Inchea in 
diimet^> The weight of the entire cr(^ 
wben fuUy.g^wn, taken before dryii^, is 
from teik to forty tens. Of seed tfaie amouni 
is reported from flileen to sixty buahelK 

6. During the early stages of its gre4irth 
it makes bat UtUe progress* so^ slow, inr 
deed, as t* have discournged many onltfr 
vatora ; bnt the approach of warm weath- 
er, imparts to it a wonderful rabidity. 
The period of growth varlee from ninety 
to one hundred and twenty days. 

6. The yield of juice was about 5^ per 
oent The number of gallons required to 
make a gallon of syrup varies fr*om 5 to. 
10 J in New Brunswick, 10 to 1 ; in. In- 
diana^ and IlUnohi 7 to. 1 ; aad in 3Hry- 
land and Virginia, 5 to 1. The yield of. 
feyiup varies from 140 to 400 gallons. . The^ 
ajneunt of pure alcohol ranged from 5 to 9 
per cent. Kipe cane grown on warm, light 
soil» gives eleven per cent, of weU.d$)fined 
crystalized sugar. . 

7. A palatable l^iH»d^iras i|kad4 froqa the 
flour ground from the seed. 

8. By. a<!coants from aH parts of the

The peasant th^i went to his wife, who 
an hour after presented him with a son. — 
Her husband in a trani^rt of joy, brought 
the child to the czar. " Look," said he, 
"see what a fine, hearty child he is! 
May God preserve him as he has done toy 
others!" The czar, sensibly affected by 
the foeae^ took the infant in his arma: " I 
know," saidhe^ "from the phy8iogm>my 
of this child, that he will arrive, I am 
oertain, at great preferment." The peas- 
ant smiled at this prediction, and at that 
instant the two eldest girls came, with 
their grandmother to take him back. The 
little ones followed her : and the peasant 
laying down upon his straw, invited the 
the czar to do the same.

The peasant, therefore, 
followed by his fiunily, was preparing to 
carry his child to ^e church ; but as he was 
leaving his cottage, he heard on a sudden 
the trampling of horses, and a rattling of 
many coaches. He looked out, and pres- 
ently saw a multitude of horses, and a 
train of splendid carnages. He knew the 
imperial guards, and instantly called his 
family to see the emperor go by. They 
all ran out in a hurry, and stood before 
the door, the horsemen and carriages soon 
formed a circular line ; and at last, the 
state coach halted directly opposite the 
good peasant's door. Guards kept back 
the crowd, which the hope of seeing their 
sovereign had collected together. The 
coach door was opened ; the czar alighted, 
and advancing towards his host, thus ad- 
dressed him : " I promised you a god fa* 
ther ; I am come to fulfil my promise ;

affected; he took the child in his arms, 
and carried him to church, and after the 
ceremony was over, unwilling to deprive 
him of his mother's nourishment, he took 
him to the cottage and ordered that he 
should bo sent to him as soon as he should 
be weaned. The czar faithfully observed 
his engx^mcnt, caused the boy to be edu- 
cated in his palace, provided amply for his 
future settlement in life, and continued 
ever after to heap favors upon the virtu- 
ous peasant and h is family.

New Hayek, Wednesday \ 
Evening, May 6, 1868. / 
To-day has been a grand gala day in 
New Haven . The day was ver v favorable 
for the inaugural parade. The slight 
showers of the previous night were suffi- 
cient to keep down all the dust of the 
streets, and the eloods of to-day served as 
a comfortable protection frt>m the son. 
The display of the military was rery flue, 
the procession quite imposing and the con- 
course of strangers and eitizens very great 
The line was formed at one o'cloek and his 
Excellency escorted fh>m his quarters at 
the New Haven House by the CJovemor's 
Guards to the Green, and received by the 
troops. The procession then proceeded 
through the various streets named in the 
programme. The Governor was fhsqnent- 
ty cheered along the route, and the ladies 
delicately manifested their approbation by 
the waving of handkerchiefki, which com- 
pliments the Governor gracefully acknowl- 
edged. On his arrival at the State Hotne 
Square the enthusiasm was very great 
The joyful ringing of the bells, the rich 
notes of martial music, the thunders of the 
cannon and the cheers of the populace was 
decidedly jubilant ; and the showy caval- 
cade, the extended retinue, together with 
the fine military display, presented a scene 
of much interest During the entire route 
the Governor rode with uncovered head. 
Calm and dignified in his manner and 
commanding in appearance, he was the 
"observed of all observers." Hr. Back- 
Ingham, as a private citizen ever sustain- 
ed a most estimable character. As a man 
of true and enlarged benevolence, kind 
and aflfable in his manners, a firm and ar- 
dent friend, and a devout christian, he 
has long been known. His private char- 
acter is unsullied by a single blot, and, we 
doubt not, his public Mfe will confbr hon- 
or upon himself and good to the people. 
And apart from any poliiical preferences 
we believe he will All the chair of state 
with appropriate dignity. 
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And here we may be permitted to express 
OUT admiration of the beautiful simplicity 
of our government in its relations. Only, 
four days since, Mr. Buckingham as a 
plain citizen apparently entirely regardless 
of the honors so speedily awaiting him, 
was quietly occupying his accustomed scat 
in church with an interesting bible class 
composed of young ladies around him, lis- 
tening to his instructions — ^to-day he fills 
the highest station in the gift of the peo- 
ple of his State as chief magistrate, and 
another Sabbath in ttll probability he may 
be found at his usual place, with the same 
interesting circle of females^ hanging upon 
his instructions from the Book of Life, 
ho assuming again only the position of a 
humble, devoted, christian teacher. A 
fact like this, strikingly illustrates the 
beautifully unadorned simplicity of our 
republican institutions, and should endear 
them more than ever to our hearts. May 
they be perpetuated in all their purity 
through coming generations.

A MOXTBrTAIN OTSl VIBB. 



We learn from the Miner*8 Jour- 
nal that there is a vein of coal loca- 
ted above water level in the Broad 
Mountain, about seven miles from 
Potts ville, Penn., which for twenty 
one years has been on fire. The 
vein, which contains excellent 
White Ash Coal, is forty feet in 
thickness. The origin of the fire is 
attributed to a couple of miners, 
who having some work to perform 
in the drift in the depth of winter, 
built a fire— they being cold — in the 
gangway. The flames destroying 
the prop timbers, were carried by a 
strong current rapidly along the 
passage, and the fire communicat- 
ing to the coal, all subsequent ef- 
forts to extinguish it were ineffectuaL 
The men were cut off from escape, and 
were undoubtedly suffocated to denth. 
Their remains were never found. A few 
days since the edited of the aforesaid 
ascended the mountain at the top of 
the Are, and were much interested in 
oxa mining the effect of the fire upon 
the Borfaoe. The course of it is from west 
to east, and where the vein is nearett the 
surface, the ground is for the space of sev- 
eral hundred feet sunken into deep pit«, 
and while the stones exhibit evidence of 
having been exposed to the action of in- 
tease heat, every vestige of vegetation 
has been blasted It is a desert track 
in the midst of smiling fertility. The 
ground in some places was almost Uyo 
warm for the hand to rest upon, wliilo 
steam from water heated by the InternAl 
fire, rose from every pore. The fire has 
evidently, extended for several hundred 
yards friom the place it originated, tmd 
finds vent and air to continue its progrc&a, 
at the pits to which we have alluded. A 
score of years has passed, still it bums, and 
will burn until further fuel is denied the 
devouring element Thousands of ton^ of 
coal have undoubtedly been consumed, and 
thousands of tons may yet feed the fire b^ 
foro it is checked.

The Legislature of Yirginia has amendp 
cd the act incorporating the Mount Yernon 
Lndios' Association Union, so as to provide 
thftt they may hold and improve two hun- 
dred acres of Mount Vernon, including 
tlin mansion and toAb of Washington, 
tlie garden grounds, wharf and landing on 
the Potomac river ; and to this end they 
may receive from the proprietor a deed 
in fee simple of the land dbc., but shsll 
not have power to alienate the said land 
without the consent of the Legislature. 
The capital stock is limited to $600,000. 
The proprietor is to be allowed to inter the 
remains of such persons as are now in the 
^ault, but not now interred. The enclos- 
ure of the vault is not to exceed half an 
acre, and shall never be removed or dis- 
turbed : nor shall any other person here- 
aftof ever be interred or entombed within 
the said vault or enclosure ; and if the as- 
solution shall cease to exist, the property 
shall revert to the State, to hold ibrever 
BAcrod to the porpoees, for which it was 
originaUy purchased.

TBAXHSPIiASTTING EVSBGBUHB. 



The month of May, particularly the lat- 
ter part of it, IB douhtlfiss the best lijne to 
transplant or remove evergreens. The 
reason for this is that the sap does not be- 
gin to ri»« so early in evergreens as in de- 
cidnous trees. A writer in the Ootmtry 
QmOcoMm explains this in % very satisfiio- 
tory maaner, and we oannot do better for 
the readers of the Repomtory, than to make 
use (^ a part of his statements. He reo- 
ommends Hay as a mnch better month 
than any other in the year for thispurpose ; 
and states that Jane it preflma>le to March 
or ApriL An evergreen should never be 
moved until the sap begins to ascend, and 
the buds are swollen and a little broken. 
When they are moved early, the wood of- 
ten thrinka in the drying winds of early 
spring, the winter clothing iialls, and it is 
quite impoesible ever to make a h an d som e 
tree of them again. He seldom looses an 
evergreen trMisplanied the last of Mi^r or 
first of June. 

This, id my <yinion, is soand reason ing ; 
and I would further say, that where the 
trees are merely to berensoved ashort dis- 
tanoe, or from one part to another of the 
same garden, if the opportunity is taken, 
and the operation performed during the 
fell of a light warm shower, it may be 
done without causing the least pevoeptible 
check to the growth of the plant, even in 
July or August. And this has been my 
experience. Evergreens are the grand or- 
namenU of landscape scenery, especially 
[in winter time, when their effect is pertic- 
'.vlarly observable, and almost felt, during 
jthe entire absence of every other appear- 
ance of verdure, so that the necessity tot 
}t liberal admixture of evergreens cannot 
■be too forcibly urged upon those who oon- 
Itemplate planting for the purpose of deo- 
lorating their res i de n ees, 
I The various ftuniMes of Bvergreens in- 
dude many spedes which are hardy, ai^ 
many whidi are not, so that some dls« 
kJiimiaatloa k necessaiy to secure thoie 
yhichare perfeoUy hardy.

THfi SFBinra BICASON. 

Mr. William Lawton, of New Bochelle, 
N. Y., has kept a daily record of the flow- 
ering and fruiting of the principal trees 
for thirty years past The following is a 
memorandum for a few years past. It is 
remarkable to see how regularly and even 
the seasons come forward, and that the 
temperature is nearly the same ; the vari- 
ation in seasons comes principally from 
the moisture of different years. The May- 
duke cherry has one peculiarity-— it brings 
forward a partially second <m^, it ripen- 
ing some two weeks after the second set 
This dierry and the Black Eagle bloom at 
the same time, yet the Mayduke ripes two 
weeks the earliest, and it is a most valuer 
ble fhiit The tree is not so ornamental 
as some other kinds-^the Black Tartarian 
and Black &^;le in par^cular, are valua- 
ble for ornamental trees, independent of 
fruit In regard to the seasons, as indica- 
ted by his cherry trees, the following is 
from his memorandum of the time of 
blooming : 1860, May 9 ; '61, May 8 ; '52, 
May 11 ; '66, May 12 ; '66, May 8 ; '68, 
May 1. In 1864, May 7, the trees were 
in bloom when the weattwr came om so 
cold that asparagus froae soHd. There 
was a great deal of rain in the last weeks 
of April. The variation in wet and dry 
seasons has more effect upon early Spring 
v^etation, than varations of heat and cold. 
"Whether land is underdrahied or not makes 
a great difference in the season of flowers 
and fttilt The soil that is well under- 
drained produdng not only the most and 
best firuit, but it matures earlier.

In this way is;e 1991^ anoeeed in 
getting much earliers vegetables than by 
following the usual method of taking the 
reflise of all our garden ^fops.

Mr. R. G. Pardee at a late meeting of 
the Farmer's club in the city of New York 
stated that strawberries can be cultivated 
for fifty cents a bushel. This'does not in- 
clude the cost of gathering and selling. 
He never purchased, but raised his own 
plants, and once stimulated a single plant 
of Burr's New Pine so as to produce him 
1,400 good plants for setting out in less 
than sixteen months. So, of course, no 
economical market raiser will expend large 
sums of money for plants, but raise them 
from a few pure plants. He would select 
good land in a suitable condition, and rich 
enough for com and potatoes, and never 
use stimulating animal manures, or land 
over enriched, but always prefer land in 
the best possible condition for a crop. — 
Then he would apply a moderate coat of 
uleached ashes, lime and salt, say three 
bushels of ashes, one of lime, and four or 
six quarts of salt, and, if need be, prepared 
muck, or leaf mould or turf. The land 
selected should be neither too wet nor too 
dry, neither too sandy nor too heavy, too 
high nor too low. Plough, subsoil, and 
harrow thoroughly, and in favorable 
weather set out the plants twelve to six- 
teen inches apart in rows three feet apart, 
so as to let a horse cultivator pass between 
them. Keep them clean in the usual way 
and of course they can be cultivated in 
this manner very nearly as cheap as com 
and potatoes. Care must be taken to se- 
lect a suf table location, and soil In the 
right condition, well prepared ; then set 
out the plants in such condition and 
weather as not to be seriously checked in 
their growth from transplanting; select 
the best varieties, and keep each one sepa- 
rated fh)m all other runners, and permit no 
plant nor runner to remain nearer than a 
foot to every other plant Always keep 
them clean, and not only u^ifexm large 
crops may be expected* b\>t superior fruit, 
and all at a cost ef teas than fifty cents 
per bushel for the mere cultivation, as ob- 
g))8«rvatioi^ «9d experience abundantly 
attest 

If you mulch your bed with tan, the 
mulch will keep down the growth of 
weeds near the plant Let runners grow, 
and in the Fall take a fine rake and pull 
up the weak plants of the runners. This 
is chei^per than any plan of cutting off the 
runners, and does not injure the plants. 
In setting plants, use the plants from the 
flrst end of the runnws, because the roots

THX TOWN 8QUABB AND AZiMB- 

HOUSB BIJB8CBIB11B8. 

There are various points of interest con- 
nected with the Town Square, on which 
the present alms-house stands, which it 
may not he amiss briefly to note. It has 
always been public projierty, being a lot 
reserved by the town for their own use at 
the first settlement But originally, it 
was a rough and precipitous hill top, con- 
siderably higher than at present, large 
quantities of earth and stone having been 
removed from the surface at diflerent 
times. 

During the two hundred years that have 
passed since the settlement, it has been 
the theatre of a variety of shifting scenes. 
It was early used for a look-out post against 
the Indians, and for a beacon hill on 
which to erect signals to call the people to- 
gether. It was the honored site of three 
successive meeting houses where those fine 
old puritans, Blinman, Bulkley, Brad- 
street and Adams preached, before there 
was any other church of any other denom- 
ination whatever, within twelve miles of 



the place. There hung the first bell in 
the town, — the gift of Governor Winthrop. 
There also stood the first Court House in 
tiie place. In the yew 1745 it was trans- 
formed'tnto a tented field where th^ troops 
assembled previous to their sailing for 
Louisburg, under Lieut. Qoy, Wolcott. 
It has been used likewise for the sad spec- 
tacle of a public execution upon the scaf- 
fold; for military exercises; for stocks 
and whipping post, and finally for the site 
of an alms-house and Liberty Pole. 

The present alms-house was erected in 
the year 1800 and the expense of the 
building defrayed partly by a subscription 
of the citizens, and partly by a public tax. 
The building committee were the Select 
Men of that year, John Woodward, Chas. 
Bulkley and Henry Truman. The list of 
private subscribers in aid of the undertake 
ing is extant It contains one hundred 
and sixteen names, comprising most of 
the men of business and station, — the act- 
ive men and householders then belonging to 
the town. It may therefore be interesting 
at the present day to see it in print They 
were, of course, men who had already 
reached their maturity, and some were 
even past the summit of middle age ; it is 
not therefore to be expected that many of 
them, now, after the lapse of nearly sixty 
years are to be foimd among living men. 
In fhct, only two of the number are known 
to survive. Col. Samuel Green, now of 
Hartford, and Dr. Samuel H. P. Lee of 
New York. They are both octogenarians, 
but fine examples of a green and happy 
old age. Fresh in spirit and warm in 
heart, benevolent, active, and life-enjoy- 
ing, they belong to that class of venerable 
men who make age desirable in itself and 
beautiful to behold. Six years ago, at the 
beginning of the year 1862, four others of 
the number were living, Dr. Isaac Thomp- 
son, Major John P. Trott, Jacob B. Gur- 
loy, Esq., and PeterBeebe, hut they have 
since passed away. P. M. C.

We have never, perhaps, seen so stri- 
kingly the words of the poet exemplified 
when he sung « Sweet are the uses of ad- 
versity," than in the recent revival of re- 
ligioQS interest in the community. Dur- 
ing the past year the hand of the Almighty 
was laid upon the accumulated wealth, 
and treasures <^ his forgetfUl children 
throughout the country, and their cherish- 
ed possessions vanished like the morning 
dew. His people felt his chastening hand 
and acknowledged his rebuke and bowed 
in penitence at his footstooL The daily 
prayer meeting for business men was insti-^ 
tuted, many flocked to the consecrated 
circles, and the divine blessing was emi- 
nently poured out upon churches. A co- 
temporary thus observes : — 

«* People pray now who never prayed 
before, and they who prayed before, pray 
now the more. This remarkable stirring 
up of the religious sensibilities of the com- 
munity is not limited to any particular 
class, — ^but emhraoos within its grasp, — so 
we are told, — the rich man and the poor 
man* — the millionaire and the mechanic, 
— ^the &shi<mable dowager and the unpre- 
tending factory girl, — the capitalist, who 
lives in a palace, and the ehiffomer who 
gets his living by the picking up of uncon- 
sidered trifles in the streets. The whole 
thing is a pleasing phenomenon, and an 
agreeable relief to the intense worldliness 
of metropolitan life. Stimulated, as it was, 
by the wreck and ruin in the business 
world toward the close of the year, — it 
may be looked upon as a penitential re- 
cognition, not only that '*God governs" 
but a sort of sackcloth and ashes acknowl- 
edgement that it is better to ''seek the 
Lord" than to « And riches." 

There is nothing like misfortune, in 
this world, for softening the hearts of men, 
hardened by a long career of worldly pros- 
perity. Viewed in thb light, then, we 
can afford to come to the conclusion that 



the memorable revulsion with wlii^ ikm 
year 1867 dosed in, was a great b l e a tia g 
instead of— as many of us worldlings 
thought it was— a great affliction. It was 
one of those evils from which we are bound 
to believe good is coming. If the bstnki 
had not suspended specie paymoits-— if 
mercantile character and credit had sot 
experienced so many rude reveraea — we 
may reasonably conclude tiiat the moral 
regeneration — which these dally prayer 
meetings show is going on in the heart of 
this Mammon worshiping Babykns — ^woold 
never have taken place. Let this reflee- 
tion reconcile us to all like virftalioiis in 
future, and, meanwhile, let the struggle 
thus valiantly b^^un go on. Let ua have 
such a religious revival all round as we 
never had before, and Satan must erenla- 
ally succumbw This is a terribly wicked 
dty at bert, and the most righteous among 
us have much to r^>ent of^ — but, remem- 
bering that "the prayer of the rightaoos 
availeth much," let there be neither halt- 
ing in, nor retreat fW>m, the good work 
now so enthusiastically in progreoa. \m 
the prayer meetings go on. Dsjiid prajed 
three times a day ; let us see if we caoDot 
find time to pray at least onoa. B«t have 
a care that it is not overdone. Bo not 
push it into a mere animal ezcftemeot^ — 
Let it be something better and more last- 
ing than a spasm. Espedally, let good 
deeds be its fruits, and the moral refbrma- 
tion of the individual man, as much as 
may be, Hs imnftediate object." 
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EdITOBIAL COBBBSPOirBKNCS. 

Nkw Hatdt,! 
May 18, 1858. / 
Among the many objects of interest in 
this city, the Trumbull Gallery of Paint- 
ings is peculiarly attractive. It stands in 
the rear of the Ck»llege Buildings, and 
outwardly presents a very plain and un- 
pretending appearance. It was erected in 
1831, and consists simply of basement 
rooms occupied as offices, &c., and the two 
rooms above, each of which is thirty feet 
square, and twenty five feet high. These 
are lighted very pleasantly from the ceiling 
above. Col. Trumbull, the distinguished 
arUst, was the son of Jonathan Trumbull, 
of Lebanon, the patriotic Governor of the 
State during the revolution. He was one 
of the aids of General Washington, and 
commenced in early life his historical 
sketches and portraits, now so valuable to 
the State and the country. He aft^irards 
placed himsdf under the tuition of Mr. 
West, the celebrated painter, then at Lon- 
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don, where ke acquired mueh of that ar- 
tistie and masterly skill in execution, that 
■o eminently distinguishes his produc- 
tions* 

The South Gallery, which is first en- 
tered, is devoted to a miscellaneoufi collec- 
tion of pictures, statuary, antiquities, &c, 
&c,* and the North Boom, which is prop- 
erly the <* Trumbull Ghdlery,'' is entirely 
occupied with paintings from the pendl of 
the distinguished artist whose name it 
bears. 

This Qallery contains nearly iu)o hun- 
dr€i amd ffiy portraits^ painted from life, 
of persons who were distinguished during 
the Itevolution, many of which are inclu- 
ded in his eight historical subjects of that 
important period. Among them are the 
life-like portraits of John Jay, John Ad- 
ams, Pisher Ames, John Butledge, Mrs. 
Martha Washington, Miss Ellen Curtis, 
Mrs. Trumbull, General Washington, and 
a long list of others far too extended for a 
single oonununication. 

As a historical painter Col. Trumbull 
has never had an equal in this country. 
Personally acquainted with the individui^ 
whose portraits he has given us, and par- 
ticipating in a certain sense in the scenes 
he has represented, his works are charac- 
terised by a fidelity to truth, and an accura- 
cy in delineation, probably never surpassed 
by any other artist 

His series of National Historical Paint- 
ings in this collection oondst of dght, the 
two most striking of which, viz., "The 
BatUeof Bunker Hill," and <*The death 
of Gtoeral Montgomery at Quebec,*' are 
really wonderAil productions. A histor- 
ical writer, in regard to these paintings, 
remarks ; <* the accuracy of drawing, the 
amirable coloring, the variety of figures 
introduced, the force of expression dis- 
played in their attitudes and countenan- 
ces, with their striking effect as a whole, 
stamp these productions as master pieces 
of the Art" 

The other six are remarkable specimens 
of the artist's skill in this department 
These are "The Declaration of Independ- 
ence." "The capture of the Hessians at 
Trenton,'* "The surrender of (General 
Boi^yne," " The surrender of Lord Com- 
wallis," " Death of General Mercer at the 
Battle of Princeton," " The Besignation 
of General Washington.*' In these paint- 
ings the artist has transferred to his 
countrymen and especiidly to the citizens 
of his native state, an invaluable treasure, 
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which can never be too highly i^precia- 
ted; and the gratitude of the nation in 
whose defense and glory he took so much 
interest, will be the most precious boon to 
his memory. He died at New York No- 
vember 10th, 1843, in the 88th year of his 
age and his remains by his own request 
rest in a sepulchre built by himself, be- 
neath the Gallery which bears his name. 
Hilt paintings were a donation to the State 
with the condition that the proceeds of 
their exhibition should be forever applied 
in aid of the education of indigent students 
of Tale College, which conditions are 
strictiy complied with. 

We shall take occasion to describe more 
particularly in detail the paintings of the 
Gallery hereafter. S.

Mr. Editor : — ^There are many points 
before^ arriving at Utica in my journey, 
that I intended to have noticed, and may 
do so yet, but at the present time, I can 
think of nothing but the awAil accident of 
yesterday. It had been my intention to 
have taken that very train, but I was 
providentially detained. I was at the fatal 
spot but a short time after the accident oc- 
curred, and before the bodies were all 
removed from the ruins, and such a 
melancholy sight I never before wit- 
nessed, — God grant that I never may 
again. 

But I will not stop to particularize, ft>r 
the papers are full of the details of the sad 
affair. 

The most melancholy scene of all, was 
the friends coming to claim the dead bod- 
ies, and their dying relatives, children 
seeking for their parents, and parents for 
their children. One grey headed old man 
came to seek his child, and was so overcome, 
he could not Walk or even stand without 
assistance. A mother who with her in- 
fimt in her arms, was crashed almost to 
deatii, was shrieking in her agony. Oh 
God! MychildisdeadI My child is dead ! 
I tried to aid in rdieving the suffering as 
ikr as I could until my heart was sick and 
Icouldohlycry, OhGod! Whywasthiet 
Were these poor wounded and dying pas- 
sengers sinners above all others, that they 
must thus suffer for the negligence of a 
railroad company t 

Perhaps we need occasionally a period 
pUeed in our path, to make us pause, and 
think by what a brittle thread we are h^d 
to earth, and how suddoily it may be 
snapped asunder, and we hurried into 
eternity. 

Yet it seems hard that we must learn 
thia lesson, from the dead and maiigled 
corpses of our fellow beings. Must we be 
taught at the expense of human life ? 

Let the impenitent, who are trusting to 
a death-bed repentance, or to some future 
time as more convenientthaa the present, 
stop in t^eir course and ask them- 
selves, what if Qod should see fit to 
cut their thread of )ife as suddenly, 
where would ^eir soxila find an eternal 
home.

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MISCELLANEOUS. 
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A BBTOLXTTIONABY HBBOINB. 

One of tbe most extraordinary women 
of the past generation has at last gone to 
her rest Mrs. Sarah Benjamin, of the 
Township of Mount Pleasant, Pa., died 
on the 20th ult., at the extraordinary age 
of one hundred and JowrUen years five 
month* and three days. She was horn in 
Goshen, Orange Co., N. Y., and was three 
times married. Her first hushand served 
in the army, and died of a wound received 
in one of the hattlee of the revolution. 
Her second hushand was also in the army, 
hut survived the war. Her last husband 
died at Mount Pleasant in 1816. She 
was the mother of four children, the 
youngest of which is seventy years of 
age, and has left four generations of 
descendants. She was a heroine of an 
ard^it temperament and for the first for- 
ty years of her life, she was in the midst 
of rough and stirring scenes of border 
warfare or of the revolutionary struggle. 
She could not he an idle q;>ectator of events. 
She entered very deeply into all the vicis- 
situdes of the time. Up to the latest peri- 
od of her life she distinctly remembered 
the family of Mr. iiroadhead, whose sons, 
in 1775, bolder resisted a party of .200 In- 
dians, making ^a fort of their house. She 
waain the vialnity of Minisink when 
Bnuit theInidlBUchie<;iedapartyof In* 
diABs and tori^s iifroBgh that seUiement, 
scalping the inhabitants and burning their 
booses. After the 6#eend marriage she 
accompanied her husband in the army. 
During marohes she made herself useful in 
preparing foQd» and when in quarters, en* 
gaged in sewing for the ofloers and men. 
She was however ready for any service 
which cireunstancea seemed to require. 
When the army was engaged in embark- 
ing some heavy ordinance at Kingtbridge, 
on the Hudson, ostensibly to attack New 
York then in the hioids of the enemy, it 
was neoeesary to do it in the night and to 
place sentrici around, lest they thould be 
oUerved or tak«l^ h^ iupri^e. Qer hus- 
band haying heei^ placed as a se&tinel 
she took his station, wi^h oyep coat and 
gun, that he might help to (o^ the heavy 
artiHery. Soon Washington ciMne round 
to examine the out post, an4 detecting 
something unusual in her appeareiice ask- 
ed, "Who plaQed,you here V* She prompt- 
ly replied in her characteristic way, **They 
who had a right to sir." He, apparent- 
ly pleased with her independant and patri- 



otic spirit, passed on. She accompanied the 
army with her husband to the south, and 
was present at the si^^ of Yorktown and 
the surrender of Comwallis. During the 
batUe she was busy in carrying water to 
the thirsty, and relieving the wants of the 
sufiering. When passing where the bul- 
lets of the enemy were flying, she met 
Washington, who said, ** Young woman 
are you not afraid of the bullets !" She 
pleasantly answered, *^The bullets will nev- 
er cheat the gallows. " She possessed extra- 
ordinary energy, even in her extreme age 
and would relate the events of her early 
days with all the vivacity of youth.

The habits of the finny tribe are varloai 
and many times curious. In very dry sea- 
sons those inhabiting small ponds, or pools 
of water, are reduced to the greatest extre- 
mity for the want of their natural element 
In some cases they manage to preue i ve life 
by plunging themselves to a considerable 
depth in the mud at the bottom of their 
ponds, and there remaining until a copioos 
shower of rain relieves their wants. This 
expedient, though not always sucoeasfbl, 
nevertheless sufBcee to keep certain races 
f^om becoming extinct. Other species, 
however have been ftimished by their Cre- 
ator with the instinct and the power, when 
so circumstanced, of deserting their native 
ponds, and of travelling over the land in 
search of new homes. This has long been 
known of eels ; but Dr. Hancock givea an 
account of a species of fish called by the 
Indians the Flat-head Hasser, which when 
the pools wherein they usually reside are 
deprived of water, march in droves by 
night in quest of other ponds, fh)m which 
that neccessary element has not been evap- 
orated. These fish grow to about a foot 
in length. A strong, bony arm, edged 
upon the lower extremity like a saw, pro- 
jects ft'om the breast of the fish near the 
pectoral fin, of which it forms the first ray. 
This arm the animals use as a kind of foot 
pushing themselves forward by means of 
their tail, which is very elastic. In this 
way they will travel over the land as a 
man can leisurely walk. Their bodies are 
sheathed in very strong plates, which it 
is conjectured, aid thein in their progress 
like those under the bodies of serpents, 
which partially perform the office of ffeet. 
The Indians afflfrm that they are fVirnisbed 
with an interior supply of water sufficient 
for their journey, an assertion which seems 
to be confirmed by the fact that their bod- 
ies, when taken from the water, even 
if wiped dry with a cloth, instantly be- 
comes moist again. Mr Campbell, a 
friend of Dr. Hancock, and a resident of 
Essequibo, once met with a flock of these 
animals so numerous that his Indian atten- 
dants were enftblod to flU several baskets 
with tbem.

Makxtbikg. — In manaring for ffais 
frait, use any Inorganio substanoe, rather 
than animal manures. Leaf mold or 
swamp muck is, perhaps, the best manure 
that can be uaed. Half rotted tan, and 
even ft^sh tan from the yats, is exellent for 
a mulch. Oreen sand marl is also said to 
be one of the best fertilizers that can be 
applied to the plant. Wood ashes is an 
excellent top dressing for the Strawberry, 
but in some soils brings in clover. But 
among all the various kinds of fertilizers 
for the Strawberry^ we know of nothing 
better than meadow muck, taken from its 
bed in the fall, and composted with about 
one tenth of its bulk of cheap lime, to 
which should be added a small quantity of 
Bait— say a peck to a cord of the compost. 
This suffered to lie in a heap during the 
winter, will make a most excellent top 
dressing for use in the spring. 

Watsbinq. — At a late meeting of the 
Farmer's club, New York, this subject 
was fully dUscussed, Mir. West stated that 
cold water was the- best manure for this 
fruit Professor Mapes recommended 
watering the beds with diluted tan bark 
liquor, as being highly beneficial. Mr. 
Pardee stated that Col Stoddai^ of Pal- 
myra, N. T., succeeded wonderfully by 
liberally watering his vines upon a thin 
soil of sandy land. His vinqs took the 
name of Stoddard's aeedHng Alpii^e ; but 
when mp ved to other gardens, where they 
wece> w>t watered^ djid not suooeed. All 
Strawberry pliuite need much water, and 
all are benefitted by tanbark water, or 
tanbarkaa^moikih^ Gd. d«'8 most soc^ 
oesaful growth vMta tipon land mad^ o^er 
an <Ad brook. 

Tmm CapF.—The Strawbeis^k when 
the planta are well attended, i$ yery pro- 
ductive. We ha^c^oUttuied fromless Uiaa 
twenty rods (aI^ eighihi of an aere») and 
mostly among J>warf Pqars,. ajx>ut fifteen 
buahc^ in one aeason, aa^ that witibout 
any estra •flbri. One hundred bushels to 
an acre would not be an extraordinary 



yield. Mr. Pardee, of New York, picked 
from a strip Aye feet by seventy, one 
morning, seventy-two quarts of fine Straw- 
berries, or an average of one hundred and 
twenty-five bushels to the acre, at a single 
picking^ -which would not be more than 
one half the product for the entire season 
We think two hundred bushds might be 
easily produced from an acre.

Pirwa Inopa, the Jersey Pine, is not an 
elegant growing tree, but succeeds well on 
dry, gravelly, or sandy soils. Grows ft^m 
thirty to sixty feet high. 

Pmu3 Mitis is the American Yellow 
Pine, and is found growing in greater or 
loss abundance fr^m New England to 
Georgia. Leaves four to six inches long. 
Grows from fifty to aixty feet high. 

Pinns Aoitrimsa^ the Bla<^ Austrian 
Pine. This is one of the most beautifril 
, of all the Pine family. The tree has a 
stout biwhy hfrbit, and has proved hardy 
wherever planted. 

Pinus PaUasiana is the Crimean variety 
of the last, and is said to stand sea expos- 
ure. 

Pinm Pinaster, the Cluster Pine. This 
tree has a verv wide range of habitat, and 
is hardy in dry sandy situations. 

Pinus Pinea, the Stone Pine, is undoubt- 
edly one of the most beautiful. The cones 
of this tr^e areTery large: the learvee six 
or eeven intthee long. Itmakee a Ic^y 
tree. 

Pinin» 7M^, or LobloHy, to a imtive 
Ammican tree, often attaining a height of 
eighty feet, with a clear trunk of fifty feet, 
and a very wide spreading bead. 

Pinus Rigida, the Pitch Pine, varies 
very mn6lrin 1iet|f&^ according to soil and 
situation.

IHnus Sirobus, the Weymouth Pine, is 
a most beantifW, graceful growing tree, 
rising from one hundred to one hundred 
and eighty feet ; is highly ornamental, but 
towards spring the foliage often turns 
brown. Perfectly hardy. 

IHnus Eofcelsa, the Bhotan Pine, is 
another handsome tree, somewhat resem- 
bling the latter, but considered by many 
as more beautifiil. It is perfectly hardy, 
and attains a height of one hundred and 
twenty feet. 

Pinus MonHeoleTy the short leaved Wey- 
mouth Pine, is a native of the high moun- 
tains on the Columbia Biver, and in Cali- 
fornia. 

All the above may be planted with per- 
ffed confidence by all who desire evergreen 
trees, except where doubts as to hardiness 
are expressed.

stronger is necessary. Take a pound of 
whale oil toap, dissolve it in a bucket of 
water, make three bueketa of the one and 
apply it with, considerate force to the 
parts of the plant afiected two or three 
times, which will, in most instanees be 
found sufficient The earlier they are ta- 
ken the better, as you then get the start of 
them before they have time to spoil the

In the grocers window at this season o€ 
the year, we see an oval kernel of a nut of 
brown color. These are called almonds^ 
and are eaten with flne dried raisins. The 
two principal kinds of almonds are the 
sweet and bitter. The bitter almond ia 
dangerous to eat, as it contains an oil which 
under certain circumstances, acts as a rank 
poison. The sweet almond does not con- 
tain the same poisonous oil, and may be 
eaten freely. The almond tree, leaf and 
flower, are very much like those of the 
peach. It is found in many countries. It 
is very plentiful in China aud in North 
Africa. It is largely cultivated for its 
fruits in Italy, Spain, and South of France. 
It is also cultivated in England, but moatly 
for its flowers. The blossoms are veiy 
peculiar ; they grow in the low branchee,

THB TBAITOB'8 XND. 

More than half a oentary ago, a terri- 
ble storm swept over the dty of London. 
It WM the hour ot midnight, when the 
hlast wm beating moat piteoosly, tbat an 
aged dergymim was aroosed by a piercing 
cry for help.

Again the heart 
throbbed, the death-watch was heard in 
the wall, the death-rattle teemed hardly 
suppressed in the throat. 

<* Silence along the lines there I" mur- 
uMired the dying stranger ; « not a whis- 
per ; not one, for your lives are at stake. 
Montgomery, we wiH meet in the centre 
of the town. We will have victory or 
death! There are steep rocks, — silence 
every man, as we move up the heights. 
Boys, come on, on! Hoist the flag of 
freedom! What care we for darkness 
a^d storm? Huna) Kow, one more 
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A ghastly look is there. .The pale 
cheek, the glassy eye, the heaving boeom/ 
the wild stare, the death rattle, the totter- 
ing step, — and lol he has fallen on the 
floor! 

Who is this strange man dying in a 
garret? — this mark of nobility crushed 
like a moth ? — ^this wretched maniac, still 
clinging to his fiaded flag and his rusty 
uniform? 

Whence come these flres of remone? — 
this &int hope of heaven ? — this more 
than fear of hell ? Where the parchment 
— where the flag ? 

Let us unroll the flag. It is a blue ban- 
ner, with only thirteen stars upon it 
But what of the parchment? It is a Co- 
lonel's commission in the continental ar- 
my, addressed to BeMdici Arnold, 

Unhonored and unwept, there lay the 
traitor 1 His corpse was in a rude house ; 
he was unknown and unpitied, save by 
strangers. Yet that right arm had struck 
many a blow for freedom ; but, for one 
act of perfidy, he has fidlen forever. — 
Quenched is the light of his former glory ; 
remorse hangs like a thunderbolt over his 
soul, and his last agonies are those of a 
disgraced man, who might have been a 
victorious and successM hero. 

This was the individual who is said to 
have uttered, " I am the only num in the 
19'e w World that can raise his hand to God 
and say, I have not one friend — ^not o^e 
in all America!" 

Now, in dimly-lighted rooms, when 
children beg of aged grandsires to tell 
them tales of the Revolution, Arnold, the 
traitor, is foremost in their thoughts ; and 
then thedreadfbl eflTects of treason are nar^ 
rated. We are told that he left the great 
metropolis, that he engaged in commerce, 
that his warehouses were in Nova Scotia, 
that his ships were in many ports ; but 
in one night his stately ware-houses were 
laid in Mhes-?^ owner "wbm suspected as 
the incendiiuy. The entire population of 
the British provinces assembled in a mass, 
and in sight of his wife the^ hung an eflEl- 
gy, whereon was inscribed, «* Arnold, the 
traitor!'' When he stood beside kings, 
when in the hoqae of lords, all fiaoes were 
turned, and all fingers raised. One ven- 
erable lord arose, and declared that he 
could not speak to his soverign in the 
presence of a traitor.

Ebitoilial Gobbxspokdxnce. 
Nkw-Haven, May 17, 1868. 
In my last communication I gave a 
gei^erf^ descrip^on of the Trumbull Gal- 
lery of Paintings, its benevolent founder, 
and a hurried sketch of some of the prin- 
cipal suljects of the exhibition. It is my 
present purpose to enter somewhat into de- 
tail in regard to those distinguished for 
their historical interest The first in nu- 
merical order is Thk Batlx of Bukkxb 
Hill and death of Gen. Warren. This is 
truly a 4evelopn)ent of artistic skill and in- 
terest rarely ^uallpd. The painting rep- 
resents the moment when, (the AJQeric^ns 
haying resisted the impetuous attack of 
their assailants until their amunition was 
completely exhausted,) the British troops 
became masters of the field. General 
Warren has just fallen, and is expiring on 
the ki^ees of i^ soldier, who supports him 
with one h^nd, and with the other wards 
off the bayoi^t of a pri^isl^ soldier, who 
furiously aims tl^e 4e&dly weapon at the 
dying hero's breast Cpl. Small, a Brit- 
ish oflicer, who had beep ap ii^tii^ate (tiend 
of Warren, saw him fall, a|id n^shipg 
forward to save his life, seizes the musket 
of the grenadier to prevent the fk^l ]Aoyr, 
but just in time to recognize his last pp^ile 
of r^ognition, as he expired at hU fpet 
Near this group a smal) number of Amer- 
cans without amunition or bayonets are 
seen obstinately resisting the last inch of 
ground, against their well armed and dis- 
ciplined assailants. Others are slowly re- 
tiring, while General Putnam with a 
countenance of s|ul resolution, reluctantly 
orders the retreat of tbe brave men who 
are now just being suirounded by an over- 
whelming column of the enemy. At a 
little distance from this soene. General 
Pitcaim> of the British Marines, js ifUling, 
mortally wounded, ftnd being cftpght in 
the arms pf his son ; while pn the right a 
young American 8P)dler> wounded in the 
hand and breast, attended by a foithfUl 
negro, is apparently hesilftting whether to 



retire, or return to assist in saving the lifo 
of his beloved commander. 

As a work of historical interest this 
painting is invaluable to the State and to 
posterity. All the principal actors which 
appear in the picture are represented by 
real portraits. Gen. Putnam, Gen. War- 
ren, Col. Small, Gen. Howe, Col. Ambcr- 
crombie, Haj. Pitcaim, and othOTa, are 
doubtiess, truthfril delineations of the per- 
sons themselves, in the exact unifiram or 
costume worn by them. The exhibitioB 
of feeling, the skill of the grouping, and 
the intense interest of the whole is very 
remarkable, and may perhaps be attributed 
to the fact that the artist was Acyutant of 
the 1st B^ment of Connecticut Troops, 
stationed at Boxbury; and from thence 
was a spectator of that heroic strug|^ for 
Uberty. 

Another interesting picture in this col- 
lection Is « The Dxath ot Gxk. If okt- 

OOMSKT, IK THX ATTACK 07 QUSBXC." 

This is also a work of great excellence. 
The enterprise against Quebec was planned 
at Cambridge, and placed under Gen. Ar- 
nold. The expedition, consisting of 1100 
men, after a forced march through an un- 
explored wilderness, and after suffering 
almost incredible hardships and privations, 
reached Quebec very much weakened by 
sickness and desertion. Effecting a junc- 
tion with General Montgomery, and co- 
operating with him, it was resolved to 
Btorm the place. The attack was made in 
two colunms, one under the command of 
Montgomery, and the other commanded 
by Arnold. The latter was wounded and 
carried off the field, and Montgomevj, 
commanding in person advanced to the 
attack. Himself and both his aids fell, 
from the discharge of a single cann<m. 
The plan of attack was entirely discon- 
certed, and the consequent retreat of his 
colunms, decided, Kt once, the result. 

The artist has chosen this part of the 
scene to introduce, with vivid effect, his 
fine picture. The principal group rqire- 
sents the death of General Montgomery, — 
himself and his two aids-de«c<unp cot 
down by grape-shot from the p^uuKm, as 
before narrated. He is represented as ex- 
piring, supported by two of his oflleers, 
and surrounded by others. ^'Qnei and 
surprise mark the countenances of the vm- [ 
rious characters — ^the earth covered with 
snow^r^trees stripped of their foliage — the 
desolation of winter, find the gloom of 
night, heighten the melancholy character 
of the scene." Beference to other pic- 
tures in the Gallery will be made in mj 
next &. 
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CITY ITEMS. 

DxATH OF Rkv. Daniel HtnfTiKCJTOK. 

^In the announcement of deaths this 

week, will be found the name of the Rev. 
Daniel Huntington of this city — an an- 
nouncement that will cause sorrow to 
many hearts. We learn from the Ckronir 
cle that Mr. H. was educated at Yale Col- 
lege in the class of 1807. " His first settle- 
ment in the ministry was in the First 
Congr^ational Church, in North Bridge- 
water, Mass. There he was very highly 
esteemed ; and there for many years, he, 
as pastor, performed a successful and im- 
portant service, which from ill health he 
was constrained to relinquish and return 
to his native place. Here for awhile he 
had charge of tiie Female Academy. Re- 
stored to health, he accepted a call from 
the Second Church in Bridgewater— a 
colony from his first charge— to be its 
pastor. Having labored there for years, 
he returned hither again, to preach awhile 
in this vicinage; and here among the 
friends of his youth to die. Endowed 
with intellect vigorous and discriminating, 
and with taste, naturally chaste and high- 
ly cultivated, sanctified by divine grace for 
his work, he was a highly acceptable, 
and a very eflfective preacher. His third 
wife, the children of his two preceding 
wives, a large circle of friends, and one 
surviving brother, are bereaved of one in 
whom they had little to regret, and much 
to love and venerate." 

The funeral services which were very 
imposing, were held in the Ist Congrega- 
tional Church at 4 o'clock on Sunday af- 
ternoon.

Mb. Epitob: — I am writing this upon 
lop of the tower of the armory, and one of 
the most heautifiil and picturesque scenes 
lies spread out hefore me that I eyer wit- 
nessed. On the west and at the foot of 
the hill lies the city of Springfleldy pleas- 
antly situated hetween the hill and the 
Connecticut riyer which stretches fiu> off to 
the south, and as it reflects the light of the 
setting sun upon its glassy surfMse, looks 
like a belt of gold spread along between 
the hills as fitf as the eye can reaeh On 
the east lies the main yard of the armory 
with its beautiftil carpet of green, bound 
with its buck-thorn hedge. Through this 
yard, there are broad walks extending in 
▼arious diredioiu to the magarines, and 
store-houses, on theeait, andsouth sidesof 
the yard, a&d to the miushine shops on the 
BorUt'east ooimer. Hera we And one of 
the best steam engines in the country, si- 
lently exerting its great strength in man- 
uihcturing the deadly wei^fliii of our goy- 
emment Witii the help and under the 
direction of some of the finest worlqioen in 
the world, it turns out from 12 to 18,000 
in a year. ▲ little north-west of the ma- 
chine shop stand the large dry-house, where 
the wood work that is used in the manu- 
fiictory is dried and seasoned. On the 
west of tbis and nearly north of the main 
Arsenal are the beaotM^ gardens so taste- 
ftilly arranged, and on the left of these 
la tiie elegant residence of the Superin- 
tendent. 

These grounds are surrounded by a high 
iron fence, with its spear head pickets 
pointing upward, proclaiming to the na- 
tions that within this enclosure are the 
means of defense, from eyery military pow- 
er the world may raise^gainst us. 

In the principal arsenal are about 160,- 
000 guns, besides 8,000 or 4,000 rifles all 
supplied with bayonets and Haynard's 
primer, whioh consists of a number of caps 
or primes <m aroll of nbbon or tape, which 
unrolls and primes the gun by the act of 
simply oockiiig it.

They haye also inyented a yery ingen- 
ious arrangement by which a frdse stock 
can be attached to the cayalry pistol, mak- 
ing a rifle of it in a twinkling, saying all 



the trouble and expense of carrying an ex- 
tra gun, as the cayalry wfre formerly ob- 
liged to do. 

There are in all about 260,000 stand of 
arms, all of which haye to be taken down 
and oiled eyery three or four years. The 
goyernment sent last Feb., 2,600 of them 
to Califomia.

It unbra- 
ces the three largest rivers on the Conti- 
nent, west of the Mississippi — tbe Bio 
Grande, the Gila, and the Colomdo-— and 
an area of about 90,000 square miles. 
Large portions of the Territory (to be) are 
represented as being emin«iitly adapted to 
agricultural purposes, and other large por- 
tions as favorable for grazing establish- 
ments, and the growing of stock snfflfiient 
for the support of a large mining popula- 
tion.

BORDXB FIiANTB. 



T^ begianing of the preeent month is 
the proper time for planting Border 
PUnts. These are generally propagated 
by thediyision of the roots, although some 
may be grown from cuttings. We con- 
dense from the Genesae Farmer the follow- 
ing list to which we would call the atten- 
tion of our flower loving readers. 

The FSL0XX8 are perhaps Uie foremost 
on this list, and are divided into two clas- 
ses, via — the Decu89eUa or dwarf, and the 
SitfruHeom, or tall variety. They are al- 
most all varieties of colors, from pure 
white to red or purple, all very showy 
and well adapted for a back ground for 
the smaller growing plants. 

FoxoLOVS. — DipaiaUa purpuria^^^hh 
plant is worthy a place in every garden. 
Its flowers are borne in long spikes and 
are white, yellow, various shades of pur- 
ple, and variegated. 

DixLTTRJL ffiPXCTABiLiB.— This is alto- 
gether one of Ae most unique and beauti- 
ftil hardy plants for the border yet intro- 
duced into this country. It was tntro- 
dnoed into Bngland by Mr. Fortume, frtmi 
China, who had been induced by theAmer- 
ican government to proceed to this coun- 
try ibr the purpose of procuring the vari- 
eties of tea best adapted for culture in this 
country. Its flowers are of a beautiAil 
pink or rose color, and are borne in grace- 
ful droq)ing racemes. It is perfeotiy 
hardy, resembling the peony in its leaves 
and manner of growth, and requiring the 
same treatment. 

The P0TXVTILLA8 are riiowy plants, re- 
sembling in appearance the strawberry. — 
The flowers are crimson, white and yellow 
of various shades. 

The IBIS. — Many varieties of the Iris 
are really splendid flowering plants. The 
great variety of form and color that exists 
among them, togotiier with their perfect 
hardiness, makes them very desirable 
plants, and a collection of them should flnd 
a place in every garden. 

DsLPHnnuMS.— These are tall growing 



plants, producing long spikes of flowers of 
various shades of bhie, {nnk and white. — 
They are useAil for hiding fences, or for 
intermingling with flowering shrubs. 

Piiirsm. — These beantifbl ornaments 
to the garden should not be forgotten. If 
property treated th^ may be kept in flow- 
er from early spring until late in the Au- 
tumn. In order to perpetuate good varie- 
ties they must be either cultivated from 
cuttings or a division of the roots. They 
require a rich soil, and diould not be too 
much exposed to the sun.

Kext to the pines, comes tiie Oenus Ahies, 
or Spruce Fir, and at the head of these 
stands, 

Abies Exeelaa, the Norway Spruce, than 
which nothing of all the evergreen varie- 
ty is more beautiful. This is one of the 
loftiest trees of Europe, often growing to 
the hdght of one hundred and flfty feet 
with a straight trunk, and rarely departs 
from the pyramidal form. The branch- 
es of large trees of this viffiety are often 
pendulous, which adds to their beauty. 
It is also perfectiy hardy. 

Abies' Alba^ the American White Spruce, 
resembles the last somewhat There is a 
variety of this called ArubrOy and another 
species called Abies JSfu^ra^ the Black 
American Spruce. They are all desirable 
trees and perfectly hardy in this locality. 

Abies SmttMana, the Himalaya Spruce, 
a splendid tree, with spreading branches. 
This is the Abies Rkutro of some botanists, 
but cannot be recommended as hardy 
here. 

Abies DouglassO, the IXmglass Fir. 
This was discovered by Menzies and 
Douglass, forming immense forests be- 
tween the forty-third and flfty-seoond de- 
grees of latitude, the last mentioned Bota- 
nist says the trunks vary from two to ten 
fuet in diameter, form pyramidal, — ^re- 
quires protection while young. 

Abies Memiesj the Menzies Fir, is 
another native of the Northwest coast, 
perfectiy hardy, and forms a most beauti- 
ful tree. 

Abies Canadensis, the Hemlock Spruce. 
This well known tree is one of the most 
beautiful of American Evergreens, grows 
very tall, form pyramidal, foliage dark 
glossy green, branches pendulous, is found 
in the very coldest places on this continent, 
occupying bleak exposed situations, which 
renders it perfectiy hardy. 

Abies CephaUmiea, the Cephalonican 



Silver Spruce Fir, growing in its native 
place to the height of sixty feet, and 
forms a wide spread pyramid, — foliage 
dark green, and very rigid. Quite bar- 
dy. 

The Gkktts Picia.— Pujco Pidinata, 
the European Silver Fir. This often at- 
tains the height of one hundred and eighty 
feet, with a straight stem, the branch- 
es are produced in regular whorls, and 
stand out horizontally. The leaves are 
dark green above, with a white stripe be- 
neath. This fir is found upon the moun- 
tains of central Europe, as well as in the 
west and north of Asia: In the nursery, 
this tree remains stunted for some time, 
but when once it takes a start it grows 
rapidly, and withstands the winter. 
There is a pendulous variety of this tree 
quite hardy and distinct. 

Pieea Pichta, the Pitch Silver Fir.— 
This is a beautiful tree found on the Altai 
mountains at an elevatioB of between five 
and six thousand feet, therefore it is per- 
fectiy hardy. ». %. c. 



OHABOOAIi BXB8 9*QB KBIiOKS 

We would say to our forming friends, if 
you have been burning any charcoal dur- 
ing the past winter, be sure yon fence up 
the site of your coal pits, as vine patches 
for cuctunbers, squashes and melons In 
these situations the insects are pretty much 
burned out of the soil, body, eggs, and all, 
and they will not eat up your vines as 
soon as these come out oi tiie ground.— 
The annihilation of worms and insects, 
will enable your vines to get start, bo- 
fore flies and bugs will be much abroad, 
the coal itself, Aimishes oto of the greatest 
constituents of vegetable existence. If, 
you have no such patches as we have re- 
ferred to, a few loads of charcoal dust 
might be purchased from the* nearest 
blacksmith's shop, or foundry, and used 
with profit in this culture.

On the island of Borneo the inhabitant! 
build their boats of thin planks sewed to- 
gether, so that they may be taken apart 
easily and the pieces carried over land fh>m 
one stream to another. When rigged for 
the water they are said to be so tight ts 
scarcely to leak any at all. Their wsr 
canoes are sometimes sixty feet in length, 
and only from three to four feet in breadth 
with numerous oars upon each side. 

The Feejee Canoes are superior to those 
of other neighboring islanders. They are 
general built double, that is, two separate 
canoes side by side. Across these a plat- 
form is laid, one third of the length of 
the canoes. The sails used are very large, 
made of tough mats. The natives are very 
expert in managing their vessels, ^umsy as 
they appear, often making long voyages 
from one island to another. 

Nearly all the canoes used by the people 
of Polynesia are made of logs hollowed ont 
The inhabitants of New Zealand leave hol- 
low compartments at each end, so as to 
keep the canoe from sinking, even though 
it should be filled with water. This is ne- 
cessary, as they are frequently obliged to 
drive them through the surf, and if this 
were not the case, they would be swauiped 
in a moment.

AHBCDOTBtOF QBIT. PUTNAM. 

There are few who have the native 
strength of character to rise above the in- 
anspicioofl circumstances of early life, and 
carve oat their own fortunes, by the mere 
dint of their own irrepressible genius. 
General Putnam was one of the few. The 
times in which he lived demanded marked 
and striking peculiarities in the class of 
men, whose dutyjt was to go forward and 
" guide the current of events." And it is 
one of the most interesting and instructiTe 
cases of the history of that exciting period, 
to notice how wonderfully its leading char- 
acters were fitted for the crisis, and how 
wisely and kindly the various " gifts" re- 
quired for the service were distributed 
among them. 

That the heroic character of Gen. Put- 
nam was inborn, a part of his very na- 
ture, and not the result of temporary ex- 
citement, or a transient exhilaration of 
spirits, will appear from the following An. 



ecdote, which is related of his boyish days. 
It exhibits a cool serenity and self posses- 
sion in times of great peril, which are of 
inestimable value to the leader of an enter- 
prise, placing him, in a manner, above 
the vicissitudes of fortune, and making 
him the master, rather than the slave, of 
circumstance. The charge of cruelty, 
which attaches to it, must be set down to 
the score of the heedlessness of youth ; for 
his whole subsequent life shows that he 
had a kind, generous, noble heart, keenly 
alive to the sufferings of others, and ready, 
almost to a fault, even to aid his enemies. 
Friends and foes alike accorded him this 
praise. 

In coDunon with most boys in his situa- 
tion in life, Putnam found great amuse- 
ment in "bird's-nesting." Like many 
other boys, too, whose experience has not 
been written, he found it a very hazard- 
ous sport, having nearly lost his life in one 
of his hair-brained attempts to perpetrate 
this species of heartless piracy. It was 
customary, on these occasions, for several 
boys to g^ out in company ; but Putnam 
was always the leader of the band. In 
the case referred to, they had discovered 
a fine nest, lodged on a frail branch, near 
the top of a very high tree. The tree 
stood apart firom otheie, and was difficult 
to climb. The nest was so far out of the 
way that it could not be reached by a pole, 
or any other contrivance, which they 
could command. The only possible way, 
therefore, to secure the prize, was for 
some one to venture upon one of those 
frail branches, neither of which, in tiie 
opinion of all the party, was sufficient to 
sustain the weight of any one <^ th^ 
number. 

Putnam regarded the nest and limb in si- 
lence for some minutes. At leng^ he 
said: 

"That bird has some of the qualities of 
a good soldier; she has selected her post 
with excellent judgement, and fortiHed it 
with great skill. I'll wager there is not 
a bey within ten miles that can reach that 
nest." 

No one was disposed to accept the im- 
plied challenge. They were about quit- 
ting the spot in quest of some more prac- 



ticable sport, when Putnam, deliberately 
taking off his jacket, and rolling up his 
pantaloons to his kness, said, "There's 
nothing like trying," and proceeded to 
climb the tree. 

His ocnnpanions used their utmost elo- 
quence to dissuade him f^om the mad at- 
tempt ; but all to no purpose. He never 
flinched from any undertaking when he 
had once made up his mind to it. The 
tree was ascended, and the limb gained, 
nearest to that which held the nest. It 
seemed stouter than the others. The dar- 
ing boy placed his foot on it by way of 
trial. It creaked ominously; while the 
mother-bird, with a shrill cry, abandoned 
her nest, hovering anxiously around, and 
uttering many a touching complaint 

Stepping boldly out upon the limb, it 
bent under him. The boys below warned 
him of his danger, and entreated him not 
to venture any fiirther. Getting down 
upon one knee, he reached toward the 
nest, but before he could grasp it the limb 
cracked. His comrades shouted to him to 
come down, but still he persevered. His 
fingers touched the wished for prize. In 
his eagerness he cried, " I've got it— it is 
mine." At that instant the limb broke 
quite off, and Putnam fell; but not to the 
ground. His UXi was arrested by one of 
the lower branches of the tree, which 
caught in his pantaloons, and held him 
suspended in mid air with his head down- 
ward, 

" Put, are you hi^rt 7" inquired one of 
theboys* 

"Not hurt," answered the undaunted 
heart, "but sorely puz^ed how to get 
down." 

" We cannot cnt away the limh fbr you 
because we have no knife." 

"You must contrive some way or other 
to relieve me then, for I cannot stay here 
till you get one." 

,, "We will strike a light and bum the 
tree down." 

"Aye ; and smother me in the smoke. 
That wiU not do." 

There was a boy named Randall in the 
group, who was noted for being a crack 
marksman, and who afterwards fought 
bravely at Putnam's side. Fortunately, 
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he seldom went out without his zifle, and 
had it with him on this oooasion. 

<* Jim Bandall," said he, <* there's a hall 
in your rifle." 

"Yes." 

« Do you see that small limh that holds 
me here." 

"I do." 

"Fire at it." 

"What! to cut you down?" 

** Of course ; for what else could I ask 
it" 

« But I might hit your head, perhaps." 

**Shooi; better blow out iwy braine at 
(meet than see me die here hy hanging, 
which I shall certainly do in fifteen min- 
utes. iS*oo<." 

« But you will ftJl." 

*' Jim Bandall, will you fire?" 

Randall hroughthis rifle to his shoulder. 
Its sharp crack rang through the forest— 
the splinters flew— and Putnam fell to the 
ground. He was severely bruised by the 
fall. He laughed it off, however, and 
nothing more was thought of it. 

Not many days after, Putnam, who 
could never endure the thought of being 
defSoated in an enterprise, returned alone 
to the tree, and succeeded, through the 
greatest difficulty, in securing the nest, 
which he bore away in triumph to his 
companions. 

Though we cannot apologize for the 
cruel act of robbing a harmless bird of her 
home and her young, no do otherwise than 
censure the foolhardiness of the boy, who 
could twice put his life at hazard for such 
a prize, we cannot but see in this incident 
the germ of that indomitable spirit, which 
was so often displayed amid the more fear- 
fVil perils of his subsequent career. His 
conduct, while suspended in the tree, dis- 
plays the same coolness and self-possession, 
and the same promptness of action, which 
characterized his dudng leap at Horseneck, 
and his perilous trip down the rapids of 
the Hudson. 



JMXTISIAJXJL FIiAVTATIOirS. 



Recently the fine plantation of the late 
H. B. Trist wassold at auction for the sum 
of $210,000; the Hon. D. F. Kenner be.

And even in 
riper years, when childhood has passed, 
and youth has put on the sober garb of 
more advanced years, the soft hand of the 
mother, long since gone to her rest, will 
again seem to rest upon the throbbing 
brow, and the gentle tones of kind admo- 
nition, will again fall mournfully upon the 
ear, leading back the wayward one to the 
pciths of rectitude and virtue. In the 
family, how sacred, — in a mother, how en- 
dearing, — ^in a sister, how affectionate— and 
ina christian, how holy — all along through 
the rough pathway of life, is the powerful 
influence exerted by woman ! 

If this, then, be true, and woman is, 
indeed, to a great extent the very promo- 
terof man's happiness, how important, how 
high and how noble her mission ! She is, 
or should be, the chief object of his affec- 
tions, and if so, she exercises a power over 
his will and his destiny that can scarcely 
be imagined. How important, then, is 
her calling, and how responsible her posi- 
tion ! Let her influence be properly ex- 
erted and her efforts for the best good of 
those around her be constant and untiring, 
and she wields a power, whether shells 
sensible of it or not, that is invincible.' 

And, perhaps, there never has been a 
more propitious time for the exercise of 
woman's friendly aid and her auspicious 
exertions than the present An excellent 
writer in remarking on this subject says. 
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« The unexampled events of a late leriei 
of years have occasioned in this young re- 
public a direftd revolution; a revolution 
trom uncostly simplicity to boundlen ex- 
travagance, and not only producing im- 
measurable embarrassment and distress, kt 
threatening the destruction of morals and 
the extinction of liberty. This desdiy 
disorder which has been corruptiDg the 
stamina of the American public, which no 
laws can reach, and the physical strength 
of no arm of flesh can remove, is unmor- 
able by only moral force." And who csn 
accomplish this but the respectable, the in- 
fluential, and the christian females of cor 
country T Their voice unitedly raised in 
this holy cause, '* like the sound of the 
harp of the son of Jesse, might dispomm 
the evil spirit that has hurried and is itiU 
hurrying so many to rufa. In evetythisg 
relating to fisshion their influence ii bre- 
sistible. It is in th^ power to restndn, 
and often effectually check thoughtless ex- 
travagance on the part of the other sex. 
They might become monitors to those who 
through their influence would be lured 
Irom the wild path of extravagance end 
ruin. They possess in themselves a power 
that can be exercised over the conunonitf, 
and which might, if properly exerted, 
change much that is around them, and lead 
to higher and holier purposes the hearts 
of many who now affect to look upon that 
power with perfect indifference. 



EdITOBIAL CORBX8POKDXNCI. 

N«w Havkt,) 
May 27, 1868./ 
In continuing my description of the se- 
ries of historical paintings by OoL Trom- 
bull, the next in order, (omitting an on- 
flnished picture of the BatUeof Priacettm,) 
is THS bbclJlRATiok of nrDKPXVSivci, 
July 4, 1776. The most essential olgect 
of this painting was, to preserve the per- 
fect resemblance, of the men who were 
the Authors of this memorable act The 
picture was produced about ten years after 
the event, and a difSculty arose, whether 
any except the real signers of the instru- 
ment should be introduced, or whether 
others whose portraits could be had, who 
were well known, but did not sign, should 
be introduced. The matter was referred 
to Mr. Adams and Mr. Jefferson, who ad- 
vised the latter course, especially as it was 
desirable to have that of John Dickinson 
of Delaware, who was the author of the 
<* Farmer Letters," and who was an elo- 
quent opponent of the measure, more in 
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r^^ard to point of time tlian otherwise, 
be considering the measure prematare. 

Adopting the advice of these distin- 
gmshed gentlemen, the artist obtained as 
many portraits f^om Ufe as could be so ta- 
ken, even at great labor and expense to 
himself! Mr. Adams portrait was paint- 
ed in London, Mr. Jefferson in Paris, Mr. 
Hancock and Samuel Adams in Boston, 
Eilward Butiidge in Charlston, S. C, Mr. 
Wythe at Williamsburg, Va., Mr. Bart- 
lett in Szeter, N. H., &c., &c 

The portraits of such as could not be had 
from life, were taken from the best like- 
ness that could be found, and not an indi- 
vidual in the whole group was introduced 
unless a good portrait could be furnished. 

In the picture the whole committee of 
five have advanced to the table, to make 
their report, which is Just being offered by 
the chairman, while deep emotion is ex- 
hibited in the minds, through the counte- 
nances of the entire group, all of whom 
seem to be impressed with the solemnity 
of the occasion. The dresses are flEiithfiil- 
ly copied firom the costume of the time, 
and are exceedingly fitting and appropri- 
ate. 

The room was copied fkt>m that in which 
congress held their sessions at the time, 
the back ground being decorated with 
flags and trophies which had been taken at 
St John's, Ghambly, &c, Ac, and which 
were supposed to be actually in the Hall at 
the time. 

Some of the fine engravings that have 
been copied f^om this picture are very 
good, but none that I have ever seen, do 
full justice to the spirit and life of the 
originaL S.

COEEESPONDENCE. 
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CLXTXLAiri), N. Y., 1 
May 24th, 1868. / 

Mm. EBITOB^— A description of my 
journey through central New York may 
not be uninteresting to your readen.^ — 
From Albany to Schenectady I was very 
much disappointed in the surface and soil 
of the country. I had expected to find 
rich fields, highly cultivated, but instead 
I found large tracts of plains and hills 
covered with a yellow sand, unfit for cul- 
tivation, too barren eyen to produce the 
poorest kind of grass, or the smallest shrub. 
All my ideas of the rich, productive soil 
of eastern New York vanished. That de- 
scription must apply simply to the yalley 
of the Hudson. 

But the beauty of Schenecti^y and the 
surrounding country somewhat compensa- 
ted for the barren r^on through which I 
had Just paseed. 

Schenectady it truly a pleasant Tillage. 
The locf^tlon is good ; the streets are wide 
and well shaded, but the moet beautifUl 
features lure its college grounds, and the 
Cemetery. The fbrmer comprises aboye 
69 norm oi ejEoelle&t land, under high 
state of ciiltivati<m, and finely laid, out, 



trees, meadows, and winding walks, well 
proportioned, for beauty and pleasure. 
The cemetery is new, but as far as it is 
complete, is one of the most picturesque 
cities of the dead that I ever witnessed. 
The system of public instruction is the 
most complete here that you can find in 
almost any town or city in the world. 
The 1200 children of the city are all in 
one building, under the Superintendency 
of one man, assistdfl by an able corps of 
teachers. These children are all grades, 
according to attainment, and receive a 
thorough course of training. Then comes 
the college to finish up the scholastic edu- 
cation of the youth, all free to those who 
will accept the priyileges offered. 

My trip from Schenectady to Saratoga, 
I must leave for some other time. The 
country west from Schenectady, along the 
valley of the Mohawk was rich and seem- 
ed very productive. There were some 
fine farms, and beautiful residences. 

From Utica to Syracuse there seemed to 
be a great deal of wet land, and low 
swampy wood land, whioh seemed rich 
but unfit fi)r cultivation. From Syracuse 
to Bochester, along the porth end of those 
beautiful lakes, the surface was gently un- 
dulating, with here and there a deep ra- 
vine. This has been styled the Eden of 
the World. It is a beautiful country, and 
well cultivated,

These beautiful fowls de- 
rire their cognomen from a 
Town of that name in Sur- 
rey, England, and are con- 
sidered one of the best va- 
rieties for those who desire 
to combine the most valuable 
points in one kind. Mr. 
Bro?m, author of the '^Simer- 
ican Poultry Yard," thinks 
that for those who wish to 
stock their poultry yards 
with fowls of most desirable 
shape and size, clothed in 
rich and variegated plumage, 
and, not expecting perfection, 
are willing to overlook one 
or two other points, the 
Dorkings are the breed, above 
all others, to be selected. 
They are larger bodied, and of better pro 
portions, according to their size, than any 
other variety, their bodies being rather 
long, plump, and well-fleshed; and the 
breeder, as well as the housewife, generally 
beholds with delight their short legs, full, 
broad breasts, little waste in oflkl, and the 
large quantity of good profitable flesh, the 
flavor and appearance of which is inferior 
to none. 

The males of this variety are magnifl- 
oent The most gorgeous hues are fre- 
quently lavished upon them, which their 
large size and peculiarly square-built form 
display to great advantage. The original 
IX>rking8 are said to have been white, but 
such are now seldom to be seen. Many 
are mai%ed with bands, or bars, of ashy- 
grey, running into each other at their 
paler margins. Some have the hackles of 
the neck white, with a tinge of yellow, 
and the body of a darker or brownish-red, 
intermixed irregularly with white ; while 
others are beautifully variegated with 
white, black, green, and brown, or are 
nearly uniform in their shades frt>m a 
light cream color to almost black. 

This variety is usually short legged, 
thickly feathered, having fine, delicate 
heads, with single, double, or large, flat 
rose-like combe, which, when they are in 
high health, adds very much to their ap- 
pearance, particularly if seen in the bright 
rays of the sun. Their legs are invaria- 
bly white, or flesh-colored, each often 
armed with one or more toe like claws ; 
and, instead of four toes to each foot, a 
fifth protrudes ttom the same root as the 
heel toe In the common varieties, which is

generally regarded as a distinguished mark 
of the breed. 

The weight of the Dorkings, at matori- 
ty, varies frt>m five to dght pounds, and 
ftill-grown capons have been known to 
weigh ten or twelve. Their eggs are usu- 
ally of a clear white, but sometiines of an 
ashy-grey color, rather large in size^ very 
much rounded at both ends, and of an ex- 
cellent flavor. The hens are not "ever- 
lasting layers," although they produce 
eggs in reasonable abundance. 

The chicks are generally brownish-yel- 
low, witii a broad, brown stripe down the 
middle of the back, and a narrow one on 
each side. 



HOW TO COOS BHUBABB. 



Get the Linseus Bhubarb. It is larger, 
more tender and better flavored than any 
other, requires less sugar by one-fourth, 
and has no skin to be taken off. Do not 
attempt to peel it, but cut it in pieces as 
long as the stalk, and put them with your 
sugar in an earthen dish without water ; 
cover it to retain the flavor and place it in 
an oven and cook till quite tender without 
stirring or breaking the pieces. If too 
much cooked it assumes a disgusting 
stringy appearance, and loses all its fhiity 
character. The rosy color of the stalks 
will give your dish an attractive appear- 
ance, and the dyspeptic will flnd in it a 
powerflil aid to digestion.

€h>Li> liXAF.— But verj 
few who have seen the sur- 
prisingly thin and flexible 
leaves of gold used for the 
purpose of gilding, are awure 
of tiie simple; yet only hith- 
erto discovered mode of their 
preparation. The Hartford 
Morning Pott, describes the 
process very briefly snd 
clearly, as follows:— 

<< The gold is rolled out in- 
to « ribbons" an inch wide 
and the thickness of an ordi- 
nary wafer. This ribbon is 
cut into inch squares, esch 
of which makes 64 leaves of 
the ordinary size, besideshslf 
as much more, of trinuningi, 
which is again melted sad 
rolled. The first process in the beating if 
to place the inch squares between leaves of 
« vellum," in which it is beaten for a long 
time, taking, alternately, an hours beating, 
and an hours hot pressing. This vellom 
is made in England, frt>m the intestinef 
and hoo& of she^ and calves, and is v«ry 
expensive 

After some hours of beating, the gold, 
"attenuated" considerably, is cut into foar 
pieces, which are again beaten in more 
vellum. Each of these is again cat into 
four pieces, and these last squares are 
beaten between gold beater's skin, msde 
from the intestines of the ox. 

The beating of the gold is commenced 
with a hammer of 20 pounds weight, and 
finished with one of eight pounds. The 
extreme tenuity to which gold may be re- 
duced by beating is illustrated by the fcct 
that a ten dollar gold piece makes 62 sqoare 
feet, and 62 square inches of leat An ; 
ounce ofgold makes 2,000 leavei, 81 inch- | 

es square. 

When the leaves are beaten, they are 
given to girls who put them up in the lit- 
tle books which gilders use. The leares 
of these books are made lh>m old copies of 
unsaleable volumes.

DAHIiIAS. 



This beautiful showy flower now so very 
much admired by the loverof flowers, was 
fonnerly a very common plant, flrst dis- 
covered by Humboldt, in Mexico, on its 
native sandy plains, three thousand feet 
above the level of the sea, about the latter 
part of the last century. Its flrst Intro- 
duction into Bngland was made about 
1790 but it was scarcely known there un- 
til 1808, and then only as an indiflerent 
flower of but little note. Indeed it was 
not until within some fbrty years that the 
Dahlia has been cultivated to any very 
great extent either in Europe or our own 
country. But a few years since, it waa a 
simple plain flower with but very few va- 
rieties of color,— now it holds rank with 
the moat beautiful of nature's produc- 
tions. The almost endless variety of color, 
the striped, spotted, tipped, tinged, edged, 
and motUed of every hue now present one 
of the most beautiful and rich productions 
on which the eye can feast. Buist re- 
marks, "Although historical writers on 
the genus, alluded to the improbability of 
a blue flower over being produced, yet it is 
Dot unreasonable to imagine that ere long 
we will have flowers beautifully and dis- 
tinctly striped with black and white, and 
even combining the gaudy colors of the 
tulip, or the choicest hues of the cama- 
tion; perhaps the criteria of character 
may change to those of huge globular 
form or balls, and even the odor of the 
Jasmine may be imparted to it"

This fine fruit is very subject to the 
blight or mildew in most localities, and 
many methods have been proposed for its 
prevention. A gentleman who has suc- 
ceeded for six successive years in raising 
the gooseberry, free from mildew, recom- 
mends the cutting away of all the old 
wood BO as always to have fruit only on 
the young and healthy wood* and occa- 
I sionally transplanting. His mode of cul- 



ture is to trim his bushes up clear of the 
ground, and to keep them thinned out, so 
as to allow the light and air free admit- 
tance to all parts of them. He also uses 
ashes and chip manure freely around the 
roots. We have no doubt the practice is 
a good one, and in addition would sug- 
gest that drift Sea-we^ from our shores 
or mulch hay, either naturally salt or salt- 
ed as an excellent mulch, and is often at- 
tended with the best results.

Pieea Balwmea, the Balm of Oilead, is 
the American Silver Spruce Fir. It is a 
pyramidal tree growing the height of 
thirty flaet When standing alone, it 
forms a very attractive object, particularly 
when small. This is the tree which fur- 
nishes the resinous substance known as 
Canada Balsam. The tree is perfectiy 
hardy in severest winters. 

Picea Fraaeri, — Eraser's Fir resembles 
the preceding but is a smaller tree. lis 
leaves are shorter and more erect, — ^per- 
fectiy hardy. 

Pieea QrandU is one of the noblest of 
the Fir Tribe, and is a nativeof California 
where it has been found firom one hundred 
and seventy, to two hundred feet high ; but 
its hardiness in Kew England is doubt- 
ful. 

PUea N<3bilx9i another mijestio native 
of California,— hardy in the latitude of 
New York. 

Picea WebhianOy P. Pindan, P.Braetea- 
ia, P. Rdi^iosa^ are all beautiful trees of 
this Gknus, but cannot be relied on as har- 
dy in this latitude. 

Cedrua Libanoj the Cedar of Lebanon, 
and Cedrua Deodara, the Indian Cedar, 
are both beautiful trees, but the past very 
severe winters have proved injurious to 
them in many places. 

Thiya Oceidenialis, is the American Ar- 
bor Vitse; well known as one of the most 
useful and ornamental of its class, on ac- 
count of its perfect hardiness. Its habit is 
pyrimidal, and forms a beautiful object 
when alone, and is well adapted for mak- 
ing evergreen hedges, or wind screens, as 
it bears cutting very well. 

Juniperus Comnmnia is a bushy shrub 
ftom three to five feet high,— perfectiy 
hardy. 

Juniperua Commwda Depraaa, is a na^ 
tive of the Northern States. It does not 
grow more than a foot or two in height, 
but spreads out, and forms a beautiful ob- 



ject. It is well adapted to planting among 
rocks, as the plant will spread and cover 
them, — perfectly hardy. 

Juniperua Virginianaj or the Red Ce- 
dar, is one of the most valuable of Ameri- 
can evergreens so well known, and univer- 
sally esteemed, both as its ornament as a 
tree, and its value for timber. 

Juniperua Daurica is a native of Sibe- 
ria, and is a prostrate shrub trailing upon 
the rocks. 

Juniperua Exeelaa, the tall Siberian Ju- 
niper, is a very handsome and el^ant tree, 
— ^hardy. 

Taxua Canadenaiaf the Trailing Yew of 
Canada, and Taxua Faatigiata, the upright 
or Irish Yew are both worth considera- 
tion. 

The Larch, though not an evergreen, is 
generally associated wiUi them. There 
are two varieties, the American and Eu- 
ropean, the latter forms the handsomest 
tree, but the former the best timber. They 
are graceful growing trees, and nothing 
can exceed the beauty of a noble Larch 
just bursting into foliage in the spring. 

KalnUa LaHJolitLy or Laurel as it is com- 
monly called, is a beautiful flowering 
shrub, to vhich all who have visited the 
Cedar Grove Cemetry will testify. They 
flourish in a boggy soil especially on the 
margins of lakes, and when in flower am- 
ply repays all the care bestowed upon it.

Now is a very good time to prune Arbor 
y its hedges, as this is the season that they 
are commencing a new growth, and will 
speedily conceal the parts out with a pro- 
fiision of new shoots. The best way is to 
cut out with a kni£9, the shoots which pro- 
ject too far, and not use the shearg. If 
the latter are used, the bruised parts turn 
brown with the sun and give the hedge an 
unsightiy i4>pearance during the whole of 
the summer ; besides this, in hedges which 
have been neglected for a number of years, 
and which are consequentiy very much 
out of shape, it would be necessary to cut 
so close to the old wood in those parts 
which project most, that several years 
would elapse b^ore they would regain a 
respectable appearance. 

Where evergreen hedges are grown, to 
keep them in shi^pe, they should be pruned 
a littie ever year, beginning while they 
are yet young to form the shape, necessary 
for the situation they are to occupy.

A violent tornado was experienced in the 
Deighl>orhood of Lexington, Ho., on tho 
night of the Idth inst.

THB TAN^SIS TUBTIiB. 

Daring the revolutionary war, while 
the fleet of Admiral Howe lay in New 
York Bay, near Staten Island, among the 
Connecticut troops stationed at New York 
was an officer named Bushnell ; a man of 
education, of somewhat eccentric habits, 
but of a strong mechanical turn of mind. 
While at collie he had prepared a model 
of a enbmarine ezploaive Tnachine, or tor- 
pedo, of a very ingenious construction. 
He gave it the name of -"The American 
Turtle." The report of thia contrivance 
coming to the ears of genial Putnam, he 
sent MJejor Burr, his eade-de-camp, to in- 
vite Bushnell to come and see him. After 
a little conversation, the model was sent 
for, examined, and approved; and Bush- 
nell was immediately fitmished with the 
necessary funds to construct a fiill machine, 
and p^t it in operation. 

In the course often days it was complet- 
ed. Outwardly it bore some resemblance 
to a large sea-turtle. Hence, the origin of 
its name. In the head t^ere was ^n <^>en- 



ing, sufficiently large to admit a man. 
This apartment was air-tight, and was de- 
signed to be supplied with air sufficient to 
support life half an hour. At the bottom, 
opposite this entrance, was a deposit of 
lead for ballast The operator sat upright 
holding an oar for rowing forward or 
backward, and having command of a rud- 
der to direct his course in any direction. 
An aperture at the bottom, with its valve, 
admitted water, for the purpose of descend- 
ing while two brass forcing-pumps served 
to eject the water, when necessary to rise 
to the surface. 

Behind this vessel, and above the rud- 
der, was a place for carrying a large pow- 
der-magazine. This was made of two^iec- 
es of oak timber, large enough when hol- 
lowed out, to contain one hundred and 
fifty pounds of powder, with the apparatus 
used for firing it ; and was secured in^any 
place, where it was designed to act, by 
means of a screw turned by the operator. 
Within the magazine, was a piece of clock- 
work, capable of running twelve hours, 
and so arranged as to be set to any mo- 
ment, at the will of the manager. When 
it had run out its time, it unpinioned a 
strong lock, resembling a gun-lock, by 
means of which the explosion was produc- 
ed. 

Unfortunately for Ae contriver and his 
patron, this well managed scheme £uled, 
not, it appears, for any wantof akill in the 
machine, but for another, reason, which 
will appear in the sequel. 

A brother of Captain Bushnell was ap- 
pointed to go down with the machine, but 
falling sick the day before the experiment 
was to have been made, it was necessary 
to find a substitute* A sergeant in the 
regiment from New London, volunteered 
for this service. His name was Ab^s^ 
Shipman, better known among his com- 
rades as '♦Long Bige." Qe was an am- 
phibious fellow— had been in early life a 
sailor, engaged in cpurying "stock" to the 
West Indies ; ^nd wi^ a genuine specimen 
of what may be called » " queer fish," or 
" a live Yj^ee." He stood six feet two 
or three inches, w&a remarkably lean and 
bony, and full of dry wit ftnd humor. 
Few fornjed no fifft of Im oompoeilion 



his chief fisults were rather too strong a 
liking for St Croix and tobacco. 

Before daylight, on a morning in July, 
Abijah was put on board the torpedo on 
the North Biver side, preparatory to being 
pulled off into the stream, f^om whence he 
was to drop down with the tide, and get 
under the bottom of the Engle, which was 
the flag-ship of Admiral Howe. Putnam, 
Bushnell, Heath, Knowlton, Burr, and 
many other officers, accompanied him to 
the shore. The undertaking was regarded 
as extreme hazardous, fmd no little skill 
and coolness were required for the success- 
ful management of the machine. If he 
could once strike the ship, and attach the 
magazine to any portion of the bottom, 
her destruction would be inevitable. But 
to do this, great eare and judgement were 
needed, and there were many circumstan- 
ces that might intefere with its sucoessfiil 
operation. 

Everything was ready, Abijah went on 
board the Turtle, and was about to screw 
himself into the air-tight chamber, when 
suddenly thrusting his head out again, he 
exclaimed — 

" Thunder and marlinspikes? who's got 
a cud of tobacco? This old cud won't 
last anyhow I" and at the same time pul- 
ling out an ounce or m<nre of the weed, and 
throwing it f^way. 

The ofLoers not being addicted to this pe- 
culiar indulgence, or having left their box- 
es at home, the sergeant's odd. appeal ex- 
cited onl7 a laugh. Npt even a bit of pig- 
tail oould t>e fdind, and 4-bijah was abso- 
lutely obliged to do witlM>nt ft— for day- 
light was near at hand, and it was necessa- 
ry he sjumld move, withopt a moment's 
delay. 

"Ah I mj brave bo^ I" said Putnam, 
" you see )iow it is — ^we oontineotal officers 
are to po<»r tp ntise even a tobacco plug. 
Push Q% my fine fellow, and to-morrow, 
when yonder Ea^le has taken his last 
flighty some of the sonthem officen shall 
give you an order for a keg of old Yirginr 
ia." 

" Too bad I" (mswered Abijah despond- 
ingly; "but mind, Oen'ral, if the cid 
Turtle doesnH do her duty, it's all because 
I go to sea without tobacco." 
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The macbine was towed into the streain, 
and cast off, and Abijah in his nari^W 
chamber in the Turtle's head, disappeared 
under water. For the space of an hour or 
more Putnam and his friends waited upon 
the Battery, expecting every moment to 
see the Eagle ascend into the. air. When 
the morning broke, suspense gave way to 
fear. Nothing was to be seen of the tor- 
pedo, and the officers began to mourn for 
Abijah, as one to be reported among the 
<< missing, *' at the next call of his regi- 
mental muster roll 

Putnam had been intently examining 
the vicinity of the Eagle with his glass, 
when he suddenly exclaimed, " There he 
is." The top of the machine was just 
emerging from the water, in a little bay, to 
the left of the Eagle. It did not escape 
the observation of the watchful sentinels 
on board the ship. A volley of musketry 
was fired into it, and down popped the 
Turtle in a twinkling, Abijah not relish- 
ing this kind of salutation. Boats were 
immediately sent Arom the shore to bis as- 
sistance, and the Eagle was observed to be 
getting under way in g^reat haste. The 
sergeant was taken up near Governor's Is- 
land. The magazine had been cast off, 
and being set to run an hour, exploded, at 
the end of that time, with tremendous 
fcTce, throwing up the water in every di- 
rection. The alarm on board the men-of- 
war was very great The was an instant 
heaving at the anchors of the Eagle, the 
Asia, the Chatham, and all the rest The 
harbor was evacuated- without the ceremo- 
ny of a salute i and from that time, till the 
morning of the battle of Long Island, not 
an English vessel moved firom Staten Is- 
land up the bay. 

On UmdiHg the ecoehtric seirgeant gate 
the following account of his perilous sub- 
marine expedition — 

«<Ji»t as I said, Gen'ral! it all failed 
for want of that eud of tobacco. You see 
I am narvous without tobaeca I got tm- 
der the Eagle's bottom, but somehow the 
screw struck the iron bar, that passes 
from the rudder pintle, and wouldn't hold 
on, any how I coiiM fit H. Just then I 
let go the oar to fbel for a eud to steady my 
nartfes, and I hadn't any. The tidesWept 
me under her counter, and aWay I slipped 
top o' water. I couldn't munage to get 
back, so I pulled the lock, and let the 
thunder box slide. 
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Charity, like the dove, carries the olive

The Sabbath School Convention has 
been the absorbing topic of the last three 
days. On Tuesday, the 1st inst, delega- 
tions early commenced coming into the 
City. Extra cars filled with visitors, 
friends and delegates came over the Hart- 
ford and Canal Bailroads, and the noon 
trains were also well freighted with hun- 
dreds of interesting participants, of the 
occasion. The Committee of Arrange 
ments received them at the Chapel Street 
Church, and those who were strangers 
were escorted to various parts of the C^ty. 

At two o'clock the meeting was called to 
order at Dr. Bacon's (the Centre) Church, 
and the officers of the meeting were duly 
chosen. Dr. Bacon opened the services 
with prayer, and read selections from the 
Book of Proverbs. A hymn was then 
sung, and the President, Hon. John 
Woodruff, made some brief and happy 
remarks. The reports from the several 
Counties were then presented, and were 
exceedingly interesting.* After the re- 
ports, a very appropriate address was made 
by Bev. Mr. Beebe, the Chairman of the 
Central Committee, followed by a prayer 
by the Bev. Dr. Clark, of Hartford. Af- 
these exercises, brief addresses were made 
by several gentlemen present, and the 
meeting adjourned until evening. 

The evening services were held in the 
Chapel Street and First Methodist Church- 
es. Both were filled to their utmost ca- 
pacity. The speakers were Mr. Pardee, 
from New York, Rev. Asa BuUard of 
Boston, Kev. Dr. Clark of Hartford, and 
Rev. Mr. Cuyler, of New York. All 
spoke with power and eloquence, but the 
latter held the crowded audience almost 
spell-bound for about twenty minutes. 
The impression made upon the minds of

the hearers, will not, we think, soon be 
forgotten. 

Yesterday the services were equally in- 
teresting. The Centre Church was full to 
overflowing, and a large number of cler- 
gymen and others participated in the oc- 
casion. Among those whose remarks were 
listened to with much interest, we noticed 
the Rev. O. T. Walker of New London. 

The evening services were equally 
instructive and interesting. His Excel- 
lency, (Governor Buckingham, was pres- 
ent, and made a very appropriate addreo, 
expressing^ his great interest in Sabbath 
Schools, and his own experience, as having 
been connected with them for twenty- 
eight years. His remarks were listened to 
with marked attention^ The speaking, 
singing and ev«y part of the exerdssi 
were peculiarly adapted to the occasion. 

To day tliesoene was peculiarly impres- 
sive. Children by hundreds, with their 
teachers, from the adjacent towns and 
villages, commenced ingress into the dtj 
in the cars, omndbusses, carriages and wag- 
gons, and on arriving at the State House 
Square, forined in procession with the 
children from the various Sabbath Schooli 
of the city. Thedr intelligent, cheerfbl 
countenances aotoally beaming with pleas- 
ure, as with beattUAsl banners, on which 
were inscribed appropriate^ doTices and 
mottoes, they formed an immense assem- 
blage under the venerable elms of that 
beautiful spot, made a deep impression on 
every mind. When all the preliminarj 
arrangenaents were completed, they moved 
in procession to the several churches pre- 
pared for their reception, and with parents 
and friends filled them completely to over- 
flowing. Three of the largest cburehet of 
the city were thus filled. The exerdsei 
were of the most interesting charicter. 
The <^ldren were addressed by GtovenKv 
Wm« A. Buckingham, Rev. D. Kennaday, 
Rev. L. S. Weed, Rev. E. S. Porter, Kev. 
Wm. Bullard, of Boston, Hon. A. A. 
Woodruff, R. G. Pardee, Esq., of N. T., 
Henry Clay Trumbull, A. G. Hammond, 
Esq., of Hartford, Moses Tyler, and other 
distinguished speakers. 

The exercises over, the vast assemblage 
quietly dispersed to their homes, deeply 
impressed, we doubt not, with the very 
important infiuences which the Sabbath 
Schools are exerting over the minds of 
the tens of thousands of the youth in oor

Mb. SmroB: — ^In a former number of 
tbe JR^fMUory is a plan for raising early 
beans and other regetables, fh>m the New 
England FamUr, which might mislead 
some in the matter. Nothing can be 
gained by filling holes with warm manure 
to force T^etables, unless the atmo^eric 
temperature is warm and genial enough to 
encourage them after they are above 
grouDd. If they do they will hare their 
trouble for nothing. Every fSurmer knows 
tbat the soil is always warmer than the at- 
mosphere in -cold weather. He also knows 
that if corn is planted on the first of May, 
with weather warm enough to start it into 
growth, followed immediately by cold 
.backward weather, will seldom be in ad- 
vance of, or yield as well, as oorn planted 
on the first of ^ June, other things being 
equal. The theory of the New England 
Farmer is not at all a new one. Three 
years ago I was in fUll practice as a gar- 
dener in Pittsbvu^, Pa., where I had ev- 
ery facility for carrying on gardening in 
all its branches, on a very extensive scale, 
and as there was considerable emulation 
for raising early vegetables, I tried every- 
thing tbat could be thought of to get them 
as early or earlier than others. To get 
early Lima Beans that year I tried the fol- 
lowing plan, which I take fh>m my Jonr- 
^ of operations kept at that time. The 
S^ound was deeply prepared and well ma- 
nored, and the bean poles firmly set four 
feet apart each way, on the first of May. 
Holes were made at twelve of the poles 
^^rgo enough to contain a bushel of fine 
light soil, and beans planted, which 
started at once. One week firom that time 
other twelve lu^es were made and filled 
^tb warm manure, imd beans which had 
been previously started in five inch pots 
turned out carefully and planted without 
^gdisturbed in the least At the same 
time twelve other holes were planted with 
*>«w» the same as the first OntheUiira- 
^ of May I planted twelve holes pr^ar- 
ed with light rdch soil as the first Onth» 



mornings of the 19th, 20th, and 21st of 
that month there were fh>6ts so severe as 
to kill most vegetables that were not pro- 
tected. My beans were protected fW>m 
the firoet, but those which were up received 
a check which no after treatment could 
remedy ; and out of the forty-eight hills of 
Lima beans the twelve last planted were 
the first to yield, and gave more beans 
than the other thirty-six. 

To get early pole beans, set the'poles In- 
to good well prepared soil four feet apart 
each way, make a hole at each pole to con- 
tain a bushel of light, rich soil, plant your 
beans as late in May as you please, say the 
very last, cover the beans one half inch 
deep with the same soil, when they come 
up they will require one tie to the pole, so 
as to start them. When beans are set, 
pinch the points of the vines out, just be- 
yond the beans, and keep doing so until 
your beans are ready to gather, which will 
be long before that by the New England 
Farmer plan, even if they were planted in 
the middle of April, or first of May 

To get early bush beans, throw up ridg- 
es at any convenient distance firom each 
other, say firom two to three feet, and as 
early in the season as the weather will ad- 
mit, say the middle of April, make drills 
at the south side of each ridge, and plant the 
beans on the original level of the soil. 
The ridge will have the two-fold effect of 
arresting the solar heat, and warding off 
the northerly blasts. Should frosts [occur, 
a Uttle straw will protect them, and you 
will be saved the mortification of seeing 
your beans turn yellow. Always bear In 
mind if yoo use hot m^ure to force your 
beans you must provide some permanent 
shelter fbr them until tiie weather is suffi- 
ciently warm for them to thrive without 
it H. X* a 



PBE8£BYIira TLQWMBB. 

Our flair readers, all of whom, we know, 
love fiowers — ^the season of which is now 
at band— will be interested in l^e fallow- 
ing method of preserving them from wilt- 
ing, which a cotemporary assures us is 
highly sooocssfM. The plan is ^bm :— 

Frocure a flat dish of porcelain, into 
which poor water ; i^aoe tqpon a vase of 
flowers, and<»ver the 'vase, ahell-glaas with 
its rim in the water. The t&r that sur- 
Tomtds the fiowets beii^ oonfined beneath 
the bell-glass, Isoomtantly moist with wa- 
ter, that rises into H in tiM fima of vapor. 
As fiMtaslhia water beoomea oondensed it 
nms down the sidaof the beil^glMs into 



the dish : and if means be taken to enclose 
the water on the outside of the bell-glass, 
so as to prevent it evaporating into the air 
of the sitting room, the atmosphere around 
the flowers is continually damp. The 
plan is designated the <<Hopean Apparat- 
us.'* The experiment may be tried on a 
small scale by inverting a tumbler over a 
rosebud in a tumbler of water. 



FBAB BTOGKB. 

In regard to the different varieties of 
stocks for Dwarf Pears, Mr. J. M. Ives, 
in the Boston CuUwator, remarks :— 

I budded many varieties of the pear, 
some years since, on the English variety 
of the Mountain Ash ; among than were 
the Seckel, Dlx, Bartlett, Flemish Beauty, 
and Belle Lucrative. Of the last I have 
a tree of dwarf size, about four feet high, 
with nine or ten pears on it 

In regard to this stock, however I do 
not think that it will generally answer, as^t 
is very apt to die after a year's growUi. 
The Dixare all gone, the Seckel barely 
living, having made but little growth for 
two years past. The Seckel works the 
same way with me on the apple, yet some 
of the Western cultivators say that it 
grows well upon this stock. It has gener- 
ally grown the first year, and occasionally 
promises well in its flowering state, but it 
has invariably shed its blossoips. I have 
a single specimen of the Bloodgood that 
has grown well ^on the Mountain Ash. 
The Buerre Bosc, Paradise de Automne 
and Flemish beauty have grown very 
finely on the SngUsh White or 9airthom. 

From my experience throe yea^ past, I 
should not recommend the cultivation of 
thopear on the Mountain Ash nor apple. 
I should prefer the thorn, the quince, 
and the ^Swamp Pjrus, called ?hK> Shad

When Dr. Watts was a young man 
and a candidate for the ministry, the con- 
gregation in which he worshiped with his 
father's family being one of those which 
did not eschew all psalmody, were accus- 
tomed, of course, to sing from the rude 
collections of Sternhoid, or Baaton, or 
other like rhymesters, such as existed in 
that day.

[The following list of public celebrations 
of the National Anniversary in this city 
since the year 1798, is not entirely c(»n- 
plete. Perhaps some of the readers of the 
JSeposttory can supply the yacancies.

CHINEB£ BAIiIiS. 



The Chinese carved balls have been a 
source of wonderment ever since they 
were first brought to notico— the uni- 
versal inquiry being how could or did the 
little balls get within the outer ones? 
There is found, in the first place, a most 
delicately carved and perforated ball, some 
four or five inches in diameter; within 
this is another ball, concentric with it, 
but perfectly detached from it, and carved 
with a wholly difierent design; within 
this is a third, similarly concentric and 
detached, and having a peculiar pattern of 
its own ; within this is a fourth, of which 
a similar character is given ; and so on, to 
the extent of two or three gradations. It 
seems to be generally admitted that the 
whole are carved from one globular piece 
of ivory, and the question arises, by what 
means can the inner carving and the in- 
ner severences, so to speak, be efifected? 
All kinds of theories have be^ started in 
explanation of the method; but the most 
generally received seems to be that the op- 
erator must employ bent tools, which af- 
ter the fiene of the ball has been cut to a 
certain depth in certain parts, woiik.later- 
aUy.

The extraordinary power and influence 
of the press, in forming the opinions and 
habits of mankind, render it neoeesaiy 
that it should be wielded by able and ju- 
dicious hands. It may be sometimes well, 
in the hours devoted to relaxation, that 
the mind should be unbent from arduous 
and severe labor, and that it ahould be 
furnished with a fund of amusement by 
means of light and pleasant reading. It 
is easy, however, to acquire a taste for the 
imaginative and romantic, that is little 
better than a waste of time to indulge. 
And even the hours, or naomenii, in 
which we se^ only for ei^oyment and 
gra^cation, can both be more plainly and 
pleasantly employed in dwelling upon 
flicts and realities, than upon that which 
is merely ideal For thisreascm we think 
that those who undertake to direct public 
sentiment, should, in their communica- 
tions, generally have a view to the influ- 
ence of men*s practice. And that, too, 
canfk^uenUy be more successfully accom- 
plished, by investing their thonghts with 
the charms that fancy can throw around 
them, than by holding them up to view 
in all their nakedness and meet natural 
character. But it is dangerous as a com- 
mon expedient, to lead men to admire the 
beauties of language^ rather tiian the Idens 
that they should bo intended to adorn and 
enforoe. Still we would not complain of 
this, were the matter Oius r^dered at- 
tractive, of a nature that reason and Judge- 
ment, in the season of sober reflection, 
could approve. The y&ry flctitious and 
imposing garb in which error and vice 
are too often attired, for the purpose of 
ciH[>tivating the thoughtkn and inexperi- 
enced, is what is diiefly to be objected to 
in the nnmeroos publications, which are 
daily and constantly issued fhmi the press. 
These are of such a diversifled character

DXSCBIFTIOir Ol* NIAQABA, 

Hb. Editob: — So much rushes upon 
one's mind as he attempts the descrii>tioQ 
of this mighty work of nature that be is 
lost in wonder, and knows not where to 
begin. There isso much that is so grsnd, 
that one feels almost the need of inspira- 
tion to give any adequate idea of its 
grandeur and sublimity to any one who 
hss never witnessed it. 

We had hoped to have got the itnt 
grand view of the fiUls from the Gsnsds 
side, and intended stopping at the Clifton 
House in the Queen's dominions, but wers 
disappointed, as the Clifton House did not 
open till the next day after our nrrivs 1 
We very reluctantly gave up our plan, 
and located ourselves at the Interaationil 
which is a very large and fine hoose^ hy 
far the flnest on the American side. After 
dinner we visited €k)at Island, which 
stands as a proud hard hearted sentinel 
dividing the wat^v of the stream, mak- 
ing them take their awful plunge separate 
and alone, and then laughing as it were to 
see them rush to each other's embrace, tad 
unite deeper and stronger, after the short 
separation and the fearfVil leap. We 
crossed the bridge whi<^ spans the rapids 
Just^ above the falls, and saw the watwr 
rushing and foaming and leapingr *> ^ 
trying to frighten us from our foot-h(dd, 
that it might engulf us in its bosom, to 
play with us a moment before dashing us 
against the rocks or throwing us over the 
frightftil precipice. It causes the hiood 
of the timid to run cold, and even the 
most venturesome can hardly witness the 
scene without a shudder.

I as to have a bearing upon each and all the dangerous and angry stream» with grast ; 
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hasard of life, ftnd liow it was carried 
away by ioe the next Spring, nor the rap- 
ids, nor Chimin's Island at the right of 
the bridge, upon which a man was dashed 
by the current as he fell fh>m the bridge, 
while building it, nor his rescue by H. J. 
B. Bobinson, — ^nor the toll-gate where 
you have to pay twenty-five cents, for 
crossing the bridge and visiting the Is* 
land, nor the large assortment of Indian 
work, some of it very beautiAil, which we 
found at the gate and at the Indian Sm- 
porium, the only dwelling upon the island. 
I cannot stay to describe any of these, but 
must hurry on to Lunar Island, which is 
between the American Falls and Gk>at Is- 
land. It derives its name not from its 
faneied resemblance to the moon, but from 
its being the best place to witness a lunar 
rain-bow, which is seen here at full moon, 
in dear evenings. We visited this as well 
as Goat Island by moonlight, but it was 
too cloudy to see the bow. 

It was from the edge of this island that 
Miss Antoinette D. Forest of Buffalo fell 
into the Biver, and Charles Addington 
jumped in to save her, but both went over 
the faUs together. The body of the girl 
was found the next day, and that of the 
young man four or five days afterward. 

Sam Patch's lei^ is on the west side of 
Goat Idand. Here is where the fool-har- 
dy fellow Jumped, not as is often said from 
the top of Niagara Falls, but from a lad- 
der ninety-seven feet above the sur&ce of 
the river below. 

The <*Biddle Stairs," are spiral stairs 
erected by Nicholas Biddle, lale President 
of the United States Bank, for the purpose 
of descending to see what there was be- 
low. 

A few rods at the right from the £9ot 
of the stair case is the centre fall or cave 
of the winds, into which a person with suf- 
ficient nerve can go, directly back o^ and 
under the vast sheet of falling water. 

After taking a good view of the falls 
from bdow, we ascended the stairs and a 
little farther on came to Prospect Tower, 
which stands on the very verge of the 
fearfiil |Hrecipice, close to the Horse-shoe 
Falls. It Is Ibrtf-flve feet high and two 
hundred feet above the river below. Per- 
sons are apt in standing at this giddy 
height to feel a dizsiness, yet there is but 
little danger, as there is an iron railing 
asooBd the top of the tower. From this 
point we have « fine view of Horse-shoe 
Falls, which are about 144 rods in width, 
and the water 80 feet deep in the deepest 
part, there being 1600,000,000 culno feet 



of water that pass over the falls every min- 
ute, as estimated by our own calculations. 
But I have neither time nor space to 
describe the tenth part, that I would like 
to of the falls, and their surroundings. 
The Maid of the Mist which lies below the 
Falls, close to the fedling sheet, the fer- 
ry, and the cars to ride up and down 
stairs in. The Suspension Bridge which 
is worth going a long distance to see, 
which is 800 feet long and 258 feet high, 
upon which, in different tracks, foot pas- 
sengers, carriages, and trains of cars 
all pass in safety, over the deep, angry 
waters below. We crossed it four times, 
twice in the cars, once in a carriage, and 
once on foot The Museum, the Indian 
offering to the Falls, Table Bock, the 
Battle Ground, and all these interesting 
places, I have only space jnst to mention. 
I would say to one and all go and witness 
for yourselves. It is the only way you 
can get any just conception of the grand- 
eur, the beauty, the sublimity of the 
greatest natural curiosity in the worM.

Mr. Editor :— We had a beautiful trip 
fh)m Niagara to Buffido, along the banks 
of the Niagara river, and as the clouds re- 
flected the bright rays of the setting sun 
upon ite surface, it gave a brilliant and 
varied appearance, which was a very 
pleasing contrast to the dull, wet, gloomy 
weather we have had for a long time. 

Buffalo has many pleasant features, but 
would not be considered a beautifrd city. 
It is a busy place, has a great deal of lake 
conmierce, and is quite a railroad thorough- 
fare. The Lake Shore Boad has taken the 
passengers ftrom.the Lake, so that the 
Steamboat Companies have been compelled 
for want of patronage to take off nearly 
all of their splendid Steamers. 

While in BulEalo there were three large 
and dtetructive fires in one night, all, 
probably the work oi incendiaries. The 
alarm bells oonmienoed ringing about 
eleven, and continued their peals of alarm 
till morning ; fer as soon as one fire was 
partially subdued by the efforts of the fire 
companies, another was discovered in 
another part of the dty, and then a third 
in the same way. One at the fires was so 
near us that the light shone brightly into 
our room. What is there more terrible 
than to be awakened from a sound sleep 
by the alarm of fire, and to open your eyes 
to the bright glare at the destroying ele- 
ment I 



We met with nothing of importance on 
our way from Buffalo to Cleveland. Here 
we found truly a beauUfUl dty. It has 
well been denominated the '< Queen City 
of the West" Its location is very fine, 
overlooking the lake ; its streets are wide 
and shaded, and the buildings are substan- 
tially and tastefully built They are now 
erecting a large stone building for a Court 
House and Post Office. When completed 
it will be an ornament to the dty. The 
school buildings are fine, and the schools 
good. 

The country from Cleveland to Sandus- 
ky City is rather low and wet, but rich, 
and seems to be well adapted to a large 
growth of timber, much of which still 
remains on the ground, which makes the 
country look new and unsettled.

It 
appeared that Emma had several times be- 
fore been before this Court, and the wor- 
thy magistrate began to look upon her as 
a troublesome customer.

It is known that ordinary globes are 
formed by an ingenuous application of 
paper in successive layers, so as to form a 
hollow spherical shell, on which the en- 
graved surface is painted. Slate globes 
have, however, been invented, having the 
meridian and parallels of latitude marked 
upon them, to be afterwards filled in. A 
globe has lately been formed in papier 
mache, and divided into forty eight pieces, 
to be taken apart and be reconstructed at 
pleasure. The object being to facilitate 
package and removal, and the convenient 
study of any one part. Another novelty 
is a globe made of tissue paper, and inflat- 
ed with air: such a globe may be made 
twelve feet in diameter, and is useful in r. 
lecture or a school-room. A very cheap 
paper globe is that in which tLo printed 
gores are brought together edge to edge by 
a string not exactly to a spherical form, 
but sufficiently so for familiar refere nee.

OULTTVATIOS' OF THB DAHTiTA. 



The rose is justly esteemed as the Queen 
of flowers. The Dahlia may, with the 
same propriety, be styled the King of 
flowers. But we can form but a vague idea 
of its kingly character from the appearance 
it generally presents, under ordinary culti- 
vation! 

The Dahlia is a gross feeding plant, and 
to gire it perfection must have rich soil 
and plenty of room. To thrive proper- 
ly, they should be planted at least six 
feet apart each way, and if the ground is 
not deep it must be made so by digging, 
and manured to make it rich. The soil in 
which the Dahlia naturally thrives best is 
a rich, deep, yellow loam. When planting 
leave a sort of basin around each plant, so 
that water may be applied in dry weather, 
and when the shoot has grown a few inch- 
es it must be secured to a strong stake, to 
prevent accidents from the wind. One 
shoot is sufficient for each plant, and will 
give more flowers of a finer description 
than when a number of shoots are allowed 
to grow. As the branches begin to spread 
they must be thinned out, and very rank 
shoots cut clean away. This will allow 
the air to circulate through the plant, and 
will impart to it a strong vigorous appear- 
ance. This thinning out will also have 
the very desirable eflfect of causing the 
plant to flower much earlier than is 
generally the case with neglected plants. 
The first flowers produced are never per- 
fect. Therefore it is best to pluck them 
before being allowed to expand, and thin 
out the buds to one third, and when they 
begin to expand apply weak liquid ma- 
nure. The flowers produced by a Dah- 
lia thus treated, will surprise those who 
have hitherto depended upon the unassist- 
ed efibrts of their Dahlias. English Flo- 
rists always contrive to shade the flowers 
they intend to exhibit from the direct 
rays of tbe sun. The centre flower is 
thereby brov\ght out, and the entire flower 
more perfectly developed. 

The Dahlia is a flower which exhibits in 
a very striking d^ree, what energy and 



penereranoe in a florist will aocomplkh. 
Bat a few ^ears ago the best In ooltivstion 
wdi^ tet^ coarse in texture. Now we 
not only hAte perfect flowers of every 
poflsible raiiagation, but within the last 
year or two, they have assumed qmte a new 
form in the hands of the florist, and we 
ean have Dahlias which may be used as 
bedding plants along side of the Gerani- 
um, Verbena, and other bedding plants, 
and which with pegging down will not ex- 
ceed a foot or eighteen inches in height. 
Thus the great drawback to the cultiva- 
tion of this fiavorite flower is finally over- 
come, and instead of Dahlias five, six, 
and eight feet high, we can now have 
them as dwarf as a scarlet Geranium.

THX APFIiB TBSB WOBM. 



There is a mischievous enemy of the ap- 
ple, that attacks the fruit only ; and where 
it prevails is known as the apple worm. 
It is a true caterpiller, not a grub, like the 
plum and cherry weevils ; and is the lar- 
vse of the moth called Carpocapsa pomonel- 
la, the codling on fruit moth. 

A good description of this worm, with 
figures, may be found at page 280 of Kol- 
lar's work on insects. In some year this 
apple worm has been so comnu>n in New 
England that a very large part of the ap- 
ples were rendered worthless by it. It is 
very rare in the interior of the states, but 
we have occasionally met with it, but it is 
to be apprehended it will beoome still more 
common. The moth appears in the latter 
part of Jime, or b^inning of July, and 
without puncturing the fruit, deposits its 
eggs in the hollow at the blossom end of the 
fruit, where the skin is most tender, and the 
worm least liable to disturbance. As soon 
as the worm is hatched, which is in a few 
days, it commences eating into the young 
fruit, making its way from the eye towards 
the core, and marking its presence by the 
powder thrown out at the opening. The 
moth seems to prefer early to late apples, 
and the thin skinned summer fruits sufler 
the most extensively. In the course of 
two or three weeks the worw has bur- 
rowed to the core, and attained its full 
size. To get rid of the matters made In 
its excavations, it cuts a round hole through 
the side of the apple, and is thus enabled 
to keep its burrow clear. Sometimes the 
worm leaves the apple before it falls, but 
usually the injury it has received causes it 
to fall prematurely, when the worm quits 
it, and spins a coooon, in which it changes 



to a chrysalis, and in a few days more the 
perfect insect appears, to renew the work 
of destruction. These are only the earli- 
est ones; the later ones do not perfect 
their transformations till the ensuing 
spring. The surest mode of destroying 
the apple worm, is to allow swine to run 
in the orchard, to gather all the fruit that 
first falls; or where this cannot be done, 
to pick them up by the hand and feed 
them to some animaL The plum weevil 
and the apple worm are distinct insects. 
The plum weevil has been found in the ap- 
ple, but the apple worm never in the plum. 



THB SKDIVB — Oiohorimn Endiva.* 



This plant is a native of China and Jap- 
an, and is much cultivated in Europe. 
The variety generally used for salads is 
the Green Curled. The Broad-Leaved, 
or Batavian is used for cooking, in stews, 
and soups. 

Alight, rich soil is desirable for the En- 
dive. An open exposure should be cho-^ 
sen. The best time to sow for an early 
crop is about the first of July in this cli- 
mate. If sowed earlier, it is apt to run 
quickly to seed. In New England, how- 
ever, it may be sowed by the middle of 
June. In the South, White says, sow in 
August and September. Sow in drills 
about four inches deep, and about a foot 
apart, and scatter sufiScient earth upon 
the seeds to cover them, leaving the drills 
to be filled up in the process of future cul- 
tivation. Water once or twice, if the 
weather be dry. When about two inches 
high, thin out the plants to^en inches 
apart; and when nearly fUll grown, the 
leaves may be gathered up in a close, round- 
ed form, and tied with a shred of matting 
or other soft string, drawing up a little 
earth to the stems at the same time. Choose 
a dry day for this operation, and tie up 
only a few plants at a time, or in propor- 
tion as they may be wanted for use. They 
may also be blanched by covering them 
with pots or boxes. It will take about ten 
days in warm weather, and about twenty in 
oold weather, for the leaves to blanch for 
use. 

For late crops, sow about the end of Ju- 
ly. To have Endive in perfection during 
the winter, it must be moved into frames 
or walled pits about the first of November, 
taking up considerable earth with the 
roots. Give air and light in mild weath- 
er, but protect from heavy rains and se- 
ver frosts.

DBATH OF QIlirBBAIi QBBlOJBnB. 



After the close of G^n. Greene's military 
career, he returned to his residence, which 
was a delightf\il one, and it awaken- 
ed all his enthusiasm. His letters at this 
period are fUll of his grounds and garden 
— ^his shrubbery — the pigeon-house and 
poultry-yard. He had fairly surrendered 
himself to the luxury of a domestic life. 
What a contrast, its calm, its peaceful sol- 
itudes its mild enjoyments, to the contin- 
ued turmoil, the fierce excitements, the 
anxietieB and dangers of the camp. In 
April a bit of a letter shows us how hap- 
pily he lords it in his little empire. 
« This is a busy time with us, and I can 
afford hut a small portion of time to write. 
We are planting. We have got upwards 
of sixty acres of com planted, and expect 
to plant one hundred and thirty of rice. 
The garden is delightfbl. The trees and 
flowering shmhs form a pleasant variaty. 
We have green peas almost fit to eat, and 
as fine lettuce as you ever saw. The 



mocking birds surround us every evening 
and morning. The weather is mild and 
the vegetable world is progressing to per- 
fection. We have in the same orchard, 
apples, pears, peaches apricots, nectarines, 
plums of various kinds, figs, pomegrate, 
and oranges. And we have strawberries 
which measure three inches round. '' 

He has delivered himself to the present, 
and to the lovely empire of fruit and flow- 
er with which he has environed himself in 
his retreat. But, it was Heaven's will 
that he should not behold the ripening of 
the fruits which his hands had set to grow. 
His presence was required in Savannah, 
on Monday the 12th of June, 1786. In 
returning fh>m that city, he spent the 
day at the house of Mr. William Gibbons. 
Greene had become a rice planter, and a 
natural curiosity to see the progress of Mr. 
Gibbons' crop, lead them after breakfast 
into the rice-field together. The sun was 
intensely hot, as it usually is during this 
month in the south, but Greene had too 
frequently endured his fiercest rays in 
Carolina, to apprehend danger fVom them 
now. The exposure was followed by a 
sharp pain in the head, which he felt while 
going home, and which continued through- 
out the ensuing day. But it occasioned no 
alarm, and was supposed to be nothing 
but an ordinary headache. On Thursday, 
however, the pain had increased greatly, 
over the eyes in particular, and the fore- 
head appeared swollen and inflamed. In 
the evening. Major Pendleton, late his 
aid, paid him a visit, and was immediate- 
ly impressed with the unfavorable change 
in his appearance. His apprehensions 
were excited, and early on Friday, a phy- 
sician was called, who opened a vein, and 
administered some ordinary remedies. 
But the inflamation continued to increase. 
Another physician was summoned; more 
active medicines were employed; more 
blood was taken, and blisters were pat up- 
on the temples. But the remedies were 
applied too late. The head had now swol- 
len greatly— the unfiavorable symptoms 
rapidly increased. Greene sank into a 
complete torpor firom which he never re- 
oowed, and early on Monday the 19th of 
June, he expired. 



This mournful event, which cut off a 
citizen so distinguished, in the midst of 
his hopes, in the prime of his manhood — 
for he was but forty-four years old when 
ho died — was doubly felt as it was so total- 
ly unexpected. In the South the grief 
was at once deep and general. In the city 
of Savannah, the tidings produced a sus- 
pension of all business, public and private. 
The shops were shut, the public places 
were wrapped in mourning, and a sponta- 
neous movement of the people, prepared 
for the mournful duty of committing the 
remains of one so honored to their final 
resting place. On the morning after his 
death, the body was brought down by 
water to the city. It was met on the 
banks of the river by the municipality 
and military of the place. The citizens 
turned out as one man to follow in the 
melancholy procession to the grave, and 
in the absence of a regular minister of 
the gospel — ^for Savaunah had not yet re- 
covered firom the devastating influences of 
the war — the funeral service according to 
the rites of the church of England, was 
read by the Hon. William Stevens. De- 
posited in an unknown vault, the coffin of 
Nathaniel Greene was distinguished only 
by a small metallic plate, which, in the 
usual manner, bears the name and age of 
the occupant. Upon this plate rests the 
only hope of identifying the remains of 
our subject, the search for which, partial- 
ly urged, perhaps, has hitherto proved 
fruitless. 

Congress, immediately after his death, 
decreed a monument to his memory, to be 
erected at the seat of the federal govern- 
ment — ^nay — went a step farther and even 
composed the inscription — but to this day 
nothing has been done toward the work; 
'neither host nor stone, nor trophied mon- 
ument has been raised to do justioe to a 
memory which history cannot fSul to hon- 
or. 

We have no need to dwell upon the seir- 
vioea which deserve this memoriaL The 
paUio career of Nathaniel Greene is on 
record. His virtaes, talents, oour^ige, and 
eminent prudence, will always secure for 
him the unquestioning gratitude Of those 
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who read thoughtfully and feelingly the 
history of our revolutionary struggles. 
Brave without rashness, prudent without 
fear, hold without temerity, temperate 
without phlegm, firm without ohstinacy, 
strict without harshness, indulgent with- 
out partiality, thonghtAil without tardi- 
ness, sanguine without impulse, and en- 
dowed with a constancy, that never lost 
sight of its ohject in its incidents, — Greene 
presented us one of the happies specimens 
of a mind well halanced, a heart matured, 
and a judgement ripe for all the exigen- 
cies that distinguished his career. 

His conduct during the progress of the 
struggle was.frequently the suhject of cavil 
and complaint. Slander and defieunation 
strove to fiisten upon his skirts ; but, like 
hb great exemplar, Washington, he shook 
off the repUle as easily as Paul, the viper, 
after his shipwreck on the barbarous island 
of Malta. His reputation, freed wholly 
from stion, x>T imputation of offence, has 
been steadily rising to the first rank among 
the military men of the Revolution. His 
talents as a soldier, are supposed to resem- 
ble those of the commander-in-chief^ and 
of all our major-generals of the Bevolu- 
tion, he is universally admitted to be the 
one who stands nearest to Washington.

We are particularly pleased with the 
spiritmanifested by the farmers throughout 
the country, in the formation of Agricul- 
tural clubs for the advancement of their 
members in this interesting science; and 
in these cheering indications of mental as 
well as physical improvement, we are 
happy to perceive that the suggestions and 
recommendations made by ourselves more 
than two years ago, and frequently repeat- 
ed since, have not been overlooked. We 
feel that agriculture, as a science, is but lit- 
tle more than in its infancy in many parts 
of our country, and where best known and 
most fully developed, it has advanced but 
just tea enough to discover to the scientific 
agriculturalist^ that an inexhaustible field 
is before him, and one most pleasing and 
deeply interesting. 

In the recently discovered adaptation of 
soils, their beet mode of culture Ac, we 
admit^that much has been already attained; 
but comparatively small advances have 
hitherto been made, particularly where 
Agricultural Societies and Farmers' Clubs 
have not been formed, and a firee exchange 
of sentiment and information thereby elic- 
ited. 

But as we have before stated, while a 
beginning has been made, and new inter- 
est excited on this important subject, these 
improvements have resulted mainly trom 
Agricultural Associations, whose infiuence 
has been most beneficial in making 
known to many, the past experience of the 
few. 

Let then, every facility be given, and 
every encouragement to forming clubs in 
every section of the country, and while 
New York, Boston, Worcester and other 
cities of note are taking the lead in this 
enterprise, we are pleased to see the ex- 
ample followed in other places, and recent- 
ly in some instances at the South. In [ 
this way more practical knowledge of the 



sdenoe of Agriculture may be transmit* 
ted to the people in one season* than hss 
been developed during many pieyioQi 
years under the old method, so long si 
uselessly pursued. 

Bat while we are on Uie ■abJoet» ve 
have a hint to give in regard to the exps- 
diency of ^ving money and sihref copi 
as premiums at the annual exhibitioni of 
these societies. Let the several commit* 
tees, rather appropriate the money that 
expended, in the purchase of well selected, 
Judicious, and useful publications on tlie 
subject of agriculture, and with appropri- 
ate diplomas, distribute them among the 
successfUl'competiUHfi whose praiseworthy 
exertions entitle them to the distinction; 
and thus the very cost of the premiums 
awarded, would be returned with interest 
many fold in the rich treasures of the 
earth, augmented by the very informatioii 
derived fh>m the generous gifts of tboie 
fostering institutions from whence thej 
emanated, and which, while they blesi ths 
recewer, are also a valuable fund, alvays 
accumidating to the ffiver. We trust thst 
the time is not far distant when every citj, 
town, and village of note in our ooontrj, 
will be found with both Agricultural and 
Mechanical associations, not in tiomeonlj, 
but in all their great, noble, practical, and 
valuable infiuences.

If AFOIiXON AlTD laAFATJBTTB. 

The following incidents were suggested 
last winter by a lecture of Eov. Merrill 
Richardson on Napoleon. When Napo- 
leon fled from Waterloo towards Paria, 
he proceeded directly to St Cloud and sent 
his brother Lucien to the Chamber of 
D^uties to make a requisition for men 
and money to enable him to take a stand 
against the enemies of France. For some 
time after the announcement of the defeat 
in the Chamber of Deputies, no one dared 
to speak. At length, Lafayette roee op 
and said : — <* France has done enough for 
Napole(m. The blood of her soldien hsi 
been poured out upon every soil in Europe. 
The bones of her sons whiten every plain. 
France can do no more for Napoleon.*' 

At these words uttered with a low and 
solemn voice, and listened to with a nknce 
and attention indicative of unanimooi 
sympathy, Lucien retired ttom thesisem- 
bly and hastened to his brother, who ea- 
gerly demanded:— « Who had the Tri- 
bune T <* Laflsyette,*' replied Lucien. 
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« It is all over, then," r^oined Napoleon, 
and immediately made his arrangements 
to leave Franoe. 

In his aooonnt of the destruction of 
■ the Bastile, Kr. Richardson omitted to 
state the &ct that Layfayette secured the 
key to this famous prison and sent it to his 
friend Wa^ngton at Mount Vernon, 
where it may still be seen hanging in the 
mansion as left by the Father of his 
CooDtry. For the narration of these in- 
cidents, we are indebted to a citizen of 
New I^ndon who enjoyed extended op- 
portunities of personal intercourse with 
La&yette, and who, indeed brought him 
over to this country on his visit in 1824. 
While every American heart beats with 
gratitude to La&yette for his services in 
our Bevolutionary struggle, should not 
the generosity that brought him here on 
his last visit receive some token of honor 
from our national legislature? Or, rath- 
er, should not our nation defray the ex- 
penses incurred by our gallant merchant- 
men, and thus claim his acts of hospitality 
and kindness as her own ? This remark 
is mad« without the knowledge of the 
gentlennan specially referred to. p. 



CITY ITEMS 



Dearth of Db; E. D. North.— This 
gentlecnan, whose death occurred at Westr 
field, Mass., on the 17th inst., was the son 
of Dr. Elisha North of this city. He was 
educat-ed at the University of North Car- 
olina, 4it Chapel Hill, where he graduated 
about the year 1828. Soon after this he 
went to New Haven, and while studying 
the medical profession was diligently enga- 
ged in teaching. In 1881 he was appoint- 
ed Instructor of Elocution in Tale Collie, 
the duties of which office he discharged 
with marked ability UDtil his resignation 
in 1854.

The lager beer brew- 
ery of Nickles Brothers, New Haven, was 
struck and damaged badly by lightning, 
on the afternoon of Friday, the 11th inst 
•The Marquis of Westminister is re- 
garded as one of the richest men in Eng- 
land. His wealth is estimated at $105,000,- 
000, and his annual income is more than 
$8,000,000. A dreadful explosion oc- 
curred about 70 miles below Memphis, on 
the Mississippi Biver on Sunday the 18th 
inst The steamer Pennsylvania exploded 
both her boilers and burned to the water's 
edge. About 450 passengers were on 
board, 200 of which are killed or missing. 

Many were also severely injured. A 

steer belonging to Mr. F. Messenger of 
New Hartford was killed by lightning on 
the 6th inst A large perforation was 
made by the fluid in ^e body of the ani- 
mal. ^At Providence, R. I., on Thurs- 
day of last week John Harper was kiPed 
by his wife, by a stone thrown by the lat- 
ter, hitting him on the head. He walked 
a few yards and fell dead. Both parties 
were intemperate.

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UTUKDATIOSr OV THS MiaSISIFPI. 

The amotmt ef sugar destroyed by the 
inundation in Louisiana, is estimated at 
60,000 hogsheads— worth $8,000,000. The 
cotton destroyed by the overflow of the 
banks of the Mississippi, it is said, will be 
100,000 bales, whose value would probably 
be $4,000,000. In the Wabash valley, 
the losses by the farmers and property 
owners will certainly be equally as heavy. 
The whole valley is a lake, in width reach- 
ing ten or fifteen miles from shore to sh re, 
and almost requiring a compass to navigate 
it. The editor of the Evansville Journal 
was ferried from Vincennes to Lawrence- 
ville, in Illinois, a distance of ten miles 
over water, passing over a settled and cul- 
tivated section of country, now submerged 
f^om six to ten feet deep. These wide, 
rich bottoms, which yield such stores of 
food, and contribute so largely to our ex- 
ports, will be barren and desolate wastes 
this summer. Those who ordinarily sup- 
plied so many mouths by their labor, will 
themselves seek food this year from others. 
The amount of loss is incalculable." 



BPPEOTS OP MOONLIGHT. 



Professor Piazza Smyth, the Astronomer 
Eoyal for Scotland in his interesting ac- 
count of a recent scientific expedition made 
by him to the peak of Teneriffe, has set at 
rest the vexed question of the heat of the 
moonlight. He says that his thermometric- 
al instruments were sensibly affected by the 
moon's rays, even at the lowest of two sta- 
tions occupied by him at different eleva- 
tions. In tropical climates meat which is 
exposed to the moonlight rapidly becomes 
putrid ; and in the Indies, the n^roes who 
will lie sweltering and uncovered beneath 
the full glare of a tropical sun, carefully 
muffle their heads and faces when exposed 
to the moonbeams, which they believe will 
cause swelling and distortion of the fea- 
tures and sometimes even blindness.

The shape of the neck Is such that the 
cork cannot be forced in by the atmospher- 
ic pressure upon it, caused by the cooling 
and consequent contraction of the fruit in 
the bottle ; and also with a neck of such 
length that the contraction will not bring 
the fruit below the neck, so that if, as there 
sometimes will be, a slight mould on the 
surface, the surface being so small, very 
little fruit would be thus injured, and 
that little could be very easily removed; 
while the shape of the bottle below the 
neck is of such a taper, that the fruit comes 
out readily.

DiBicnoNB. — ^The following simple di- 
rections are all that is necessary to be ob- 
served in putting up the fruit : 

Cook or stew the fhiit in its own juice, 
with water enough only to keep from 
burning it, with sugar enough to flavor it 
to the taste ; or omitting the sugar entire- 
ly till opened for use, as you please, until 
it is cooked through in every part, keeping 
it well covered while cooking ; then, with 
a small dipper or large spoon, and a Tun- 
nel for the purpose, fill tiie Bottle, which 
should be standing in a pan of warm or 
hot water, to prevent it from breaking; 



PHOTOGBAPHY ON WOOD. 



This beautiful and useful discovery wsa 
made in England as early as 1840 and pub- 
lished in the '* Magazine of Science and 
and School of Arts" at that time. The 
preparation of the wood is simply as fol- 
lows: — place its fece or smooth side down- 
ward in a p\ate containing twenty grains 
of salt dissolved in an ounce of water ; 
and let it remain therein five minutes. 
Take it out and dry it, then- put it also 
face downward, and in another plate con- 
taining sixty grains of Nitrate of Silver 
to one ounce of water and let it remain 
one miwute. When taken out and dried 
it will be fit for use, and on exposnre to 
light becomes a fine brown color. Shoiild 
it require to be more sensitive repeat the 
operation by inomersing lSb» block in each 
a second time for a few seconds only. 



IiATn>H0LDEB8 IK GrXAT BBTTAIir.— 

In Great Britain, about sixty thousand 
families own all the territory, which is oc- 
cupied by over twenty-seven millions of , 
inhabitants. Five noblemen, the Marquis 
of Breadalbanc, the Dukes of Argy1e» 
Athol, Sutherland, and Buccleuch owd, 
perhaps, one fourth of all Scotland. The 
estate of the Duke of Sutherland compris- 
es about seven hundred thousand acres, 
or more than one thousand square miles. 
The domains of the Marquis of Breadtl- 
bane extend one hundred English miles, 
and reach nearly from sea to sea. By far 
the wealthiest proprietor in the lowlands of 
Scotland, is the Buke of Buccleuch, whose 
estates cover several counties, and whose 
palace at Dalkeith is an establishment of 
real magnificence.

CSIilSBT. 

If your plants are not already trans- 
planted, it is now time to do it. Let your 
trenohea be made nine inches deep, and 
" put in a good dressing of well rotted leaf 
mould. In removing the plants, take only 
those that are strong, with a ball of earth 
about th^ roots, and plant them in the 
prepared trenches. Water them frequent- 
ly and they will grow rapidly. Put the 
plants about twelve inches apart, and in 
the course of a month, let earth be heaped 
up around them, and let them be partially 
shaded; for long continued 'exposure to 
the sun, tends to make them tough, and 
destroy their csrispiness and flavor. Celery 
plants may be preserved in winter thus : 
Make a long box two feet wide, without 
top or bottom ; lei it be slanted towards 
the south ; fill it two-thirds full of rich 
earth, and carefully transfer the plants into 
it. Now throw in some dry forest leaves, 
then put a large board over the top, and 
cover the whole with earth. In winter 
you can remore so much of the covering 
and earth as to take out now and then some 
of the plants for the use of the table, and 
then replace the covering. You will find 
this vegetable a luxury in winter* 

The labor expended in the cultivation of 
this plant ia amply repaid to us by its use 
as a v^etable for the taUe. It may be eat- 
en raw with suitable condiments; or it 
may be cooked, if desired. In eithex way 
it wil be Iboncl on trial to be a vegetable 
very conduoive to heaHh,

fg jf*A new material for paper has been 
discovered in the fibre of the beet root, 
which remains after sugai-making and 
distillation. It is twenty per cent cheap- 
er than common paper, nnd bae been used 
in cartridges at "Woolwich. It is to be in- 
troduced and tested in this country. 



OVXiTrTATS TOUB QAJtDSHB. 

The rec^t heavy rains will have had 
the effect of beating down and rendering 
hard the soil in which garden crops are 
growing, and unless the ground be stirred 
by some means or other, the crops must 
more or less suffer. For the perfect devel- 
opment of vegetation, free admission of 
air to the roots is absolutely necessary, and 
this can only be effected by means of deep 
hoeing or the horse cultivator. Mere sur- 
fjttce hoeing is not sufficient, although it 
may perhaps destroy the weeds for the time 
being, yet for permanent results a more 
thorough system must be pursued. Al- 
ways remember that manure loses a great 
part of its value, unless it is made availa- 
ble to the use of the plants by means of con- 
tact with the atmosphere. He who pursues 
the most thorough system of cultivation 
raises not only the earUest but the most 
abundant crops. Manure liberally, plow 
deeply, and cultivate thoroughly, and suc- 
cess will be almost certain. H. x. c. 



THB CAITBll OF FIiOWBBB. 

Anatomically considered, the parts of a 
flower are merely modified leaves, the 
whole forming a very short branch. What 
causes a plant to convert some of its leaf- 
buds into flowers, by fashioning the leaves 
into eeUyx, c(yroUa, stamens, and pisiUa, 
while other buds become ordinary branch- 
es, it is not essential to our purpose to ex- 
plain. It is pretty clear, however, t^iat 
their production depends upon the presence 
in the plant of a sufficient quaniHj/ of se- 
creted matter fit for their maintainance 
when produced^ If it happen, then, that 
from any cause, there be not, at the usual 
time of flowering, any store of nutritive 
juices beyond what is required for the pro- 
duction of leaves and ttte growth of the 
stem, no flower-buds are put forth. This 
is illustrated in the fidlure of fhdt-trees to 
bear at all the season next succeeding one 
in which an excessive crop has been pro- 
duced. Sometimes flowers are produced, 
but the supply of nutriment proving iosuf- 
flcient, they drop off without prodnoing 
fruit— 2%« Garden. 



STBAWBBBBUld. 



To PaxssRTS Stbawbbbbixs. — Look 
them over with care. Weigh a pound of 
sugar to each pound of fruit Put a layer 
of frtdt on the bottom of the preserving 
kettle, then a layer of sugar, and so on 
till all is in the pan. Boil them about flf- 
teen minutes. Put them in bottles, hot 
and seal them. 

Stbawbsbrt YikbgjlR can be made by 
any one desirous of mingling the flavor oi 
this delicious berry, with that of cider 
vinegar by putting four pounds of ripe 
strawberries, to three qnarts of the best 
vinegar, and letting them stand three or 
four days. Then drain the vinegar through 
a jelly bag, and pour it on the same quan- 
tity of fruit. Kepeat the process in three 
days a third time. 

To each pound of the liquor thus ob- 
tained, add one pound of fine sngar. Bot- 
tle it and let it stand covered, but not 
tight corked, a week ; then cork it tight, 
and set in a dry and cool place, where it 
will not freeze. Basberry vinegar can 
be made in the same way. 



Stbawbsbrt Ae£D. — Three pounds of 
ripe strawberries, two ounces of eitncacid,. 
;and one quart of spring water. Tartaric 
acid may be substitued for citrtc without 
detriment Dissolve the acid in the water 
and pour it on the strawbernes, and let 
them stand in a cool place twenty-four 
hours. Then drain the liquid off and 
pour it on threepounds more of the straw- 
buries, and let it stand twenty-four hours. 
Then add to the liquid ita own weight of 
sugar, boil it three or four minutes (in a 
porcelain lined preserve kettle,, lest metal 
may affect the taste), and when cool, cork 
it lightly into bottles for three days, and 
then tight and seal them. Keep in a dry 
and cool plaee^ where it will not freeie. — 
Homestead,

DAMASCUS AND VICINITY.

The road from Beroat to Damascus pass- 
es over Mt Lebanon, here abo^t two milee 
in height, wild, rough, and precipitous. 
After riding one day alone, on the brink 
of many apaUing precipices, where, if my 
horse stumbled, he would have fallen half 
a mile, I found myself in the plain between 
Lebanon and Anti-Lebanon, called the 
Bukaa-T-the CcBlo-Syria of the ancients. 
This place is from twelve to fifteen miles 
in width and forty in length, level, extreme- 
ly fertile, and under the hands of Ameri- 
can agriculturalists might be made an 
Eden. Only a small part of it is now cul- 
tivated. After erossing this valley, the 
road enters a defile and passes through the 
first chain of AnU-Labanus, and emerges 
into another noble plain, several miles in 
breadth, with a rich soil, and well watered, 
but not a dwelling or a hunutn being to be 
Been— nothing to break the dreary solitude 
but the harsh cackling of the wild part- 
ridge. Beyond this plain the road again 
enters a defile, called Wady Souda, or the 
black passage. This passage is about ten 
miles in length, and k scarcely wide enough 
for a loaded mtde to make his way along 



the channel of a small rivulet, that winds 
its way down these ** everlasting hills." 
Along the whole length of this " Wady*' 
the naked rocks are piled up to the very 
clouds! This is much the highest chain 
of Anti-Lebanon, and appears to have 
been rent asunder firom its summit to its 
base to form this defile. The imagination 
cannot picture a wilder scene. Leaving 
this, the road passes over high barren 
plains, and amongst precipitous, chalky 
clifib, as naked as the primodeal world be- 
fore the command of omnipotence spread 
it with vegetable life. After the travel- 
ler passes^through more than twenty miles 
of such country — a coimtry that looks as 
if it had been withered and burnt up by 
some awfiil curse of the Almighty— on 
turning abruptly around an eminence the 
whole plain of Damascus, a perfect sea of 
deep green, extending as far as the eye 
can reach — ^the city with its five hundred 
minarets — ^its villages and gardens — all 
burst suddenly upon his sight, forming 
the most striking contrast with the desola- 
tion around and behind him that it is pos- 
sible to conceive. 

Damascus is situated on the rivers Barrda 
and Fichee, the Albana and Pharpar, of 
which Naaman, the leper boasted. See 2 
Elings. 5, 12. They would not be called 
rivers in this country — they are much less 
than the little Miami. On entering the 
city all the poetic spirit inspired by a dis- 
tant view is rapidly dissipated. The 
streets are not more than ten feet in width, 
and piled up with the accumulated filth of 
years. Nothing is ever removed firom 
them — the putrid carcassea of cats, dogs, 
and donkeys are objects that everywhere 
meet you. The walls of the houses are 
built of mud and unshapen stone up to 
the top of the second story, above that of 
mud and poles of the populous angulatta, 
resembling our Western cotton wood. 
There are no windows next the streets, 
which consequently appear more like the 
avenues of a large prison, than the thor- 
oughfiues of ft populous city. Gk> through 
the whole town, except the basaars, all is 
alike— the same monotonous mud walls 
and filthy streets is all you see. But the 
c(«trast between the streets $Ad the inte- 



rior of the houses is as great as that be. 
tween the verdure of the plain and the 
desolation of Mt. Libanus. Tou enter 
through a rough gate along a dark, nar- 
row, and filthy passage, and are ushered 
into the court, and from thence into the 
rooms. All you have read in the Arabi- 
an Nights of enchanted castles and pala- 
ces is more than realized. The houses 
are very large, many of them covering an 
area of more than half an acre of ground. 
In the centre of all the houses is an open 
court from sixty to a hundred or more 
feet square, curiously, paved with marble 
of many colors, and in this a fountain or 
marble basin, three feet in depth, and from 
ten to thirty feet square, with jets playing 
in the most ^wtastic manner, keeping 
the basin full of pure, fresh water, in 
which hundreds of gold fish, of various 
sizes are seen sporting. In the courts are 
spaces left for trees between the slabs of 
marble pavement, and oranges, lemons, 
citrons and vines are growing luxuriantly, 
and when I was there, the three former 
were bending with fruit. Eoses, j asmines, 
oleandeis and other fiowers of every hue 
and fragrance were blooming in all parts 
of the houses and courts. 

The interior of the rooms corresponds 
with the external magnificence. The ceil- 
ing is from thirty to sixty foot high, laid 
into diamond forms and painted and gild- 
ed so as to give the w^o^e tlie rich and 
varied coloring of the peacock's plumes. 
The sides of the room are formed of the 
most beautiful marble,' inlaid with pearl 
and narrow slips of mirrored glass — the 
entire walls are curiously gilded and or- 
namented fh>m bottom to top. The 
fioors of the rooms are divided into two 
parts, the oi^e niised a foot and half above 
the otl^er. The lower is of marble of the 
same rich and variegated colors as the 
sides of the rooms. In ti^ centre of this, 
is a marble basin, three o^ four feet in di- 
ameter, with %jfBt d'eau in the middle, con- 
stantly plsying, prodocipg in the apart- 
ments the most deligbtAil and refreshing 
coolness. The more devated floor is made 
of oedar wood, covered with rush mats, 
over which are spread the richest Persian 
carpets. Around three sides of the room 
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is extended a divan, or kind of sofa, raised 
above the carpet, covered with the richest 
damask silk, and furnished with an abun- 
dance of cushions and pillows, encased 
in the same rich and gaudy material. 
Booms of this kind, and furnished in the 
same style of magnificence, surround the 
whole court. In these the Moslem lord 
lounges away the greater part of his life 
— smokes his NarquUi, and dveams of 
paradise and the bright-eyed Houris that 
are to attend him when he reclines under 
the shade of the Tooba tree, in the seventh 
heaven. 

A stranger, seeing for the first time, all 
this magnificence and beauty — the lofty 
and pictured rooms, with their rich furni- 
ture — the marble paved couit, with its 
fountains, its fishes, and its never ceasing 
murmur of waters — the deep green foliage 
of the trees, and their golden fruits — the 
wilderness of flowering shrubs, and the 
thousand hues of their blossoms, while ga- 
zelles, with their beautiful dark and sylph 
like limbs, are gamboling amongst them — 
is bewildered, and feels as if he were pas- 
sing through the changing scenes of a viv- 
id dream, instead of viewing a reality in 
the exercise of his sober senses. 

Damascus carries on an extensive trade 
with Persia, on the east, and with Arabia, 
Egypt, and the whole of the Barbary 
States, west. Her own manufactures are 
extensively sold through all of these 
countries. Besides these, she trafScs large- 
ly in European merchandise. The pop- 
ulation of tho city and environs does not 
exceed 180,000. Say 100,000 Moslems, 
10,000 Christians, and 20,000 Jews. The 
Bamasceans are much fairer than the oth- 
inhabitants of Syria. 



liABQB FIBIiD OF FINIB AFFIiBS. 



In Liberia, a few miles north firom Mon< 
rovia, towards Cape Mount, is a tract of 
land, ten miles in extent entirely covered 
with pine apples. The fruit buds out in 
April and ripens in August and Septem- 
ber. It is of a delicious flavor. The ap- 
ples are taken to Monrovia in considerable 
quantities, where they are sold as low as 
two for a cent Pine apples grow wild in 
the woods, and thousands of them are seen 
in a half an hour's walk. Mr. Bo wen. 
Missionary in Liberia, in his book-«« Cen- 
tral Africa, 1857" — says the pine, apple 
flourishes very well in the woods of Libe- 
ria, and is superior to any we can procure 
in this country.

THB QTBOBOOFS. 



Professsor Hamilton, in an address be- 
fore the Liverpool Philosophical Society, 
gave an explanation of the ^fyroscope, an 
instrument which has long puzzled ths 
scientific world. According to Prof H. 
the reason why the disc, when in rapid mo- 
tion, does not perceptibly alter the place 
of its rotation, was that, before the liberal 
force applied to any given point of its cir- 
cumference had time to act, that point 
would have changed its place, and thai 
the same force which, when applied to the 
top of the circle, would tend to overcome 
the perpendicularity of the disc, would, 
when the point acted upon had readied 
the bottom, operate to restore it The 
phenomenon of the rotary motion impart- 
ed to the horizontal ring of the instrument, 
by suspending a weight to one side of it 
while the disc was rotating, was explained 
by the fact that a sphere could not rotate 
two axes at the same time, but would take 
an intermediate path, which would be the 
resultant of the combined action of the 
several forces brought to bear upon the 
the moving body. In the case of the gy- 
roscope, this would be compounded of the 
the tendency of the weight to overcome 
the horizontal position of the ring, and 
the tendency of the rapid motion of the 
disc to maintain it, the result being the 
horizontal motion of the disc. 



THB IiBVlATHAN^. 



By recent advices we leajn that this 
monster steamer is to be placed on the line 
between England and the United States. 
An estimate has been made of the earn- 
ings and expenditures of the ship for one 
year, allowing her to make only seven 
voyages per annum. The estimBted re- 
ceipts are £809,000, — and the estimated 
expenditures £185,050; — Cleaving a balance 
of £128,650, or £17,700 per voyage net 
profit. 

After considering the for^oi ng facts and 
estimates, the directors have determined to 
raise the sum of £220,000 to equip the ship 
for sea, by the issue of 11,000 annuities to 
rubscrlbess of £20 eadi. 
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Sir John Yatee, Secretary of the Com- 
pany, writes to the Mayor of Portland, 
that the steamer will he fitted up and got 
ready to make her first trip early next 
season.

CITY ITEMS 
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A fearful tornado visited New York on 
Monday the 2l8t inst, and though its du- 
ration was hut half an hour its effects were 
risible in every quarter to an extent nev- 
er before known after a storm of such 
short duration. The streets were com 
pletely inimdated, and for awhile the fierce 
wind made sad havoc with all moveable 
objects, starting trees, roofis, chimneys, 
signs, wagons, and objects of less note, 
whirling them like fidathers about the 
streets. Among the more seriotis accidents 
were the partial destruction of a church 
on Fifty-fourth Street: the demolishing 
of the chimney of the Methodist Book 
Concern, by which the roof of a neigh- 
boring house was broken in, and a woman 
badly injured: the imroofing of a dyeing 
establishment in 18th Street, by ^hich 
two men were seriously injured, and a 
horse killed ; the unroofing of tbe office of 
Seventh Avenue Omnibus Line, injuring 
one man and the hostler being struck by 
lightning. Fortunately, so far as we can 
learn, there was no loss of life in the city, 
though the injuries of some of the wound- 
ed may possibly prove fatal. The dam- 
age done to property, however is extensive 
and indeed more so than would seem cred- 
ible from the limited time in which the 
storm continued. At Hunter's Point, 
Long Island, just above Greenpoint, the 
tornado was more disastrous. One wing 
of the large establishment of the Ameri- 
can Flint GlacB Works was blown down, 
killing two of the employees instantly — 
the one an engineer and the other a fore- 
man, and seriously injuring seven others

THB PITOH3BB PTiATTT. 

I There is not perhaps among the numer- 
ous examples that occur of the provident 
economy of nature in the vegetable part of 
creation, a more remarkable instance of 
contrivances adapted to circumstances, and 
of means suited to the end, than what is 
displayed in a plant which is commonly 
met with in Ceylon and other islands of 
the east, and which has obtained the appro- 
priate name of tlie pitcher plant (Aiyew- 
ikes distUlaioria.) Being the inhabitants 
of a tropical climate, and found on the most 
dry and stony situations, nature has fur- 
nished it with the means of an ample sup- 
ply of moisture, without which, it would 
have withered and perished. To the foot- 
stalk of each leaf, near the base, is attached 
a kind of bag, shaped like a pitcher, of the 
same consistence and color as the leaf in the 
early stageof its growth, but changing with 
age to a reddish purple. 

It is girt rouad with an obique band or 
I hoop, and covered with a lid, neatly fit- 
I ted, and moveable on a kind of hinge or 
strong fibre, which passing over the handle, 
connects the vessel with the leaf. By the 
shrinking of this fibre, the lid is drawn open 
whenever the weather is showery or dew 
falls, which would appear to be just the 
contrary of what usually happens in nat- 
ure,]though the contraction is occasioned by 
the hot and dry atmosphere ; and the 
expansion of the fibre does not take place 
till the moisture has fallen and saturated 
the pitcher. When this is the case the 
coyer falls down and it closes so firmly as 
to prevent any evaporation taking place. 
The water when absorbed through the 
handle into the footrstalk in the leaf, gives 
vigor to the leaf itself, and sustenance to 
the plant As soon as the pitchers are ex- 
hausted, the lids again open to admit 
whatever moisture may fall; and when 
the plant has produced its 'seed, and the 
dry season sots in, it withers, with all the 
covers of the pitchers standing open.

If there be any distinct and valuable 
feature tna/>{an^ which justifies thegrow- 
ing of a variety for its beauty as a plant, 
the bloom is at once out of the question, 
and we can hardly take such a variety to 
be worth the fiorist's keeping. There is 
no flower more difficult to define than the 
rose, and it is the only fiower that is beau- 
tiful in all its stages — from the instant the 
calyx bursts and shows a streak of the ca- 
rolla till it is in full bloom. There are, 
however, some properties which apply to 
all roses, whatever be their characteristics 
in other respects, and therefore, must be 
taken as an estimable polht in the con- 
struction of a flower. 

1. The petals should be thick, broad, 
add smooth at the edges.'' 

Whether this be for a Hoss, which is 
never to be shown fully opened, or the 
florists favorite, which is to be shown as 
a dahlia, this property is equally valuable, 
because the thicker the petal the longer it 
is opening, and the longer does it contin- 
ue in perfection, when it is (^ned. There 
is another essential point in gaining thick 
petalled flowers : — The thicker the petal 
the more dense and decided the shade or 
color, or the more pure a white, while, the 
most brilliant scarlet would look tame and 
watery if the petal were thin, transparent 
and flimsy. Hence, many semi-double 
varieties, with these petals, look bright 
enough when the petals are crowded in the 
bud, but are watery and tame when open- 



This curious tree, which is a na- 
tive of Kadagascar, belongs to the 
same natural order as the plantain 
and banana. It is known in that is- 
island by the name of Bavenala, to 
general readers as the Traveller's 
Tree, and to systematic botanists as the 
Urania SpeeioBa. It form3 a striking fea- 
ture in the scenery, as it does in the econ- 
omy, of its native country and is thus de- 
scribed by Mr. Backhouse, in his recent 
« Visit to the Mauritius and South Af- 
rica:"— 

"Clumps of these trees, composed of 
several stems rising from the same root, 
are scattered over the country in all direc- 
tions. The trunks, which are about threo 
feet in circumiereQce, sometimes attain the 
height of thirty feet ; but whether of this 
elevation, or scarcely emerging above 
ground, they support grand crests of leaves 
of about four feet long and one foot wide. 
The head is of a fan-like form, and the flow- 
ers, which are not striking for their beauty, 
are white, and produced from large horizon- 
tal green sheaths. The footrstalks of the 
leaves, which are somewhatshorter than the 
leaves themselves, yield a copious supply 
of f^h water, very grateful to the travel- 
ler, 'on having their margins cut away near 
to the base, or forced from contact with 
thoee about the middle of the series. The 
root«tock is of a soft, cellular substance^ 
and the fruit, which resembles a small ba- 
nana, is dry and not edible. Thia remark- 
able vegetable production is said to grow 
in the most arid countries, and thus to be 
provided for the reireshment of man in a 
dry and thirsty land. Probaply the water 
may originate in the condensation of dew, 
and be collected and retained by the pecul- 
iar structure of the leaf.

CHAPTER XV. 

An Act in addition to •* An Act anthorizing 
the establishment of Savings and Bnilding 
A830ciations.3 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives m General Assembly convened : 
Sec. 1. It shall be the duty of the directors 
of any association formed under the act passed 
May Session, 1850| entitled **An Act anthor- 
izing the establishment of Savings and Build- 
inff Associations," on the request of ten stock- 
holders therein, to order the secretary to notify 
the bank commissioners to examine the a&irs 
of the association ; and sach conmiiseiooers, or 
a majority of them, shall forthwith make an 
esamiuation and appraisement of the stock of 
each stockholder, at its just value, as nearly 
as the same can be ascertained, due regard be- 
ing had to all the circumstances of the case ; 
and when such association has received a bo- 
nus upon its loans for the whole period, at the 
timecf making the loan, sach deduction shall 
be made from the profits credited to the earlier 
series, and such additions made to the later 
series, as shall equalize, as nearly as practicar 
ble, the profits of the institution among the 
difiFerent series of stockholders, due regam be- 
ing had to all the circumstances of the case ; 
and said commissioners shall make a record of 
their appraisal and adjustment, and lodge the 
same with the treasurer of the association ; and 
any part^ aggrieved may, within ten days from 
the lodging of said record with the treasurer, 
take an appeal therefrom to any judge of the 
superior court, who may make SHch order in 
relation thereto as histice shall require, and his 
decree shall be final. 

Sec 2. The fees of the commissioners shall 
be three dollars per day and actual expenses 
while enga^^ in performing said duties, and 
shall be paid by the associaSon whose aflyrs 
they shall thus examine and ac^ust ; and the 
fees of the judge of the superior court shall be 
the same as on motion to dissolve a temporary 
injunction in vacatkm, and shall be paid by tiie 
party against whom the jadge shiJl decide the 
appeal. 

Sec. 3. When such adjustment shall have 
been made, any stockholder who shall have 
made a permanent loan, may have the whole 
of such ascertained value ot his stock applied 
to such loan, and on the balance, if any, re- 
maining dne on his loan, no bonus of a greata* 
rate than one-quartar of one per cent a month 
shall be payable ; and he shalifiieQceforth cease 
to be a stockholder in such association ; but if 
the stock of any such borrower shah be more | 



than sufficient to pay his note or loan, then 
enough to cancel said note or loan shall be 
applied to that purpose, and tbe remainder 
shall be treated as the stock of a non-borrow- 
ing stockholder ; and it is further povided, 
tlmt any borrower shall, at all times, nave Uie 
privilege of paying up the amount due on any 
loan heretofore made ; and in case no such ap- 
plication shall be made for an appraisal and ad- 
justment, all payments made on stock by him 
or her, with interest at the rate of six percent, 
per annum, payable semi-annually, in advance, 
shall be credited on said loan ; and if the value 
of said stock shall be found to be greater than 
the payments made on the same, with the in- 
terest so credited, then the whole value of said 
stock shall be credited on said loan. 

Sec. 4. No such association shall take, on 
any loan hereafter made, any bonus, or a great- 
er rate of interest than six per cent, per an- 
num ; and no association shall hereafter issue 
any new stock. 

Sec. 5. If any sudi association shaD refuse 
to comply with the forgoing provisions it 
shall not be lawful for them to receive any fur- 
ther deposits or make any further loans, upon 
penalty of one hundred dollars for each and 
every offence, payable to the treasurer of this 
State, and collectable in any proper form of 
action. 

Sec 6, 



Any association desiring to close 
up its business, after having ascertaiied the 
value of its stock in the manner hereinbefore 
provided, shall first pay, or secure to be paid, 
all debts due depositors, to the satisfaction and 
acceptance of d^)ositors ; any stockhoWers who 
are borrowers may then have the value of thefr 
stock applied in the manner hereinbefore pro- 
vided upon their loans ; — and the balance re- 
maining due on said loans, unless paid in cash, 
shall remain a loan, with interest payable at 
the rate of six per cent, per annum, semi-an- 
nually, in advance ; all payments upon stock 
in said institution shall henceforth cease, and 
all stock shall be cancelled and the value of the 
stock of each stockholder shall be and remain 
a claun against the association ; and all assets 
of said association, after first securing the de- 
positors as aforesaid, shall be held by the as- 
sociation in trust for the benefit of said stock- 
holders, and the avails thereof diall be collect- 
ed and be distributed rateably among them, 
from time to time, as the association shall or- 
der ; but so long as any depositors remain un 
paid, the funds shall be applied to that pur" 
pose. Any association may accept the pro- 
visions of this section of this act, by a majo- 
vote of its stockholders, voting by shares of 
stock, at any meeting duly warned and held for 
that purpose ; and it shall hereafter cease to 
receive deports, and shall only make such ham 
as shall be necessary in the radicioos manage- 
ment of its affiiurs while liquidating the same ; 
and an loans so made shall be at a rate not ex- 
ceeding six per cent per annum, payable semi- 
annually in advance. 

Sec. 7. No new association shall hereafter 
be formed or established, under and by virtue 
of the act to which this is an addition. 

Sec8. This act Shan not a£fect the costs b 
any suit or proceeding at law or in equity, so 
far as said costs have already accrued. 



Sec. 9. All acts and parts of acts inooD- 
sistent herewith are hereby rq^ealed.

Returning toward Kuruman, I selected 
the beaatifUl valley pf Mabotsa (lat 25^ 
U^soath, long. 26<* 80^) as the site of a 
missionary statijon, and thither I remoyed 
in 1848.. Here an occurrence took place 
concerning lyhicl^ I have freqaently been 
qnestioned in England, but for the impor- 
tonities of friends, I ipeant to have kept 
in store to tell my cl^ildren w^^n in my 
dotage. The Bakatla of the village Ma- 
botsa "qras much troubjed by lions, which 
leaped into the cattle {fens by night, and 
destroyed their cows. They even attack- 
ed the herds in open d^y. This was so 
unusoal an occurrence tl)at the people be- 
lieved ihey were bewitched-^" given," as 
they s^d, *' into the power of the lions by 
a neighboring tribe." They went once to 
attack the animals, but, being rather a 
cowardly people compared to Bechuanas in 
general on such occasions they returned 
without killing any. 

It is well known Aat if one of a troop 
of lions is lulled, the others take the hint 
and leave that part of the country. So, 
the next tin^e the herds were attacked, I 
went with the people, in order to encour- 
age them ta rid themselves of the annoy- 
ance by destroying one of the marauders. 



We found the lions on a small hill about 
a quarter of a mile in length, and cover- 
ed with trees. A circle of men was form- 
ed around it, and Jiey gradually closed up, 
ascending pretty near to each other. Be- 
ing down below die plain with a native 
schoolmaster, named Mebalwe, a most ex- 
cellent man, I saw one of the lions sitting 
on a pieee of rock within the now closed 
circle of men. Mebalwe fired at him be- 
fore I could, and the ball struck the rock on 
which the animal was sitting. He bit at 
the spot struck, as a dog does at a stick or 
stone thrown at him ; then leaping away, 
broke through the opening circle and es- 
caped unhurt The men were afraid to at- 
tack him, perhaps on account of their be- 
lief in witchcraft When the circle was 
re-formed, we saw two other lions in it ; 
but we were afraid to fire lest we should 
strike the men, and they allowed the 
beasts to burst through also. If the Ba- 
katla had acted according to the custom 
of the country, they would have speared 
the lions in their attempt to get out See- 
ing we could not get them to kill one of 
the lions, we bent our footsteps toward the 
village ; on going round the end of the 
hill, however, I saw one of the beasts sit- 
ting on a piece of rock as before, but this 
time he had a little bush in front Being 
fibout thirty yards off, I took a good aim 
at his body through the bush, and fired 
both barrels into it The men then called 
out, "he is shot, he is shot!" CHhers 
** he is shot by another man too ; let us go 
to him !" I did not see any one else shoot 
at him, but I saw the lion's tail erected in 
anger behind the bush, and, turning to 
the people, said, "Stop a little till 1 load 
agfun." When in the act of ramming 
down the bullets, I heard a shout Startr 
ing, and looking half round, I saw the 
lion just in the act of springing upon me. 
I was upon a little height; he caught my 
shoulder as he sprang, and we both came 
to the ground together. Growling horri- 
bly close to my ear, he shook me as a ter 
rier dog does a rat The shock produced 
a stupor similar to that wWch seen^s to be 
felt by a mouse after the first shake of the 
cat It caused a sort of dreaminess, in 
which there was no sense of pain or feeU 



ing of terror, though quite conscious of 
all that was h^ppeni^g. It was like what 
patients partially under the influence of 
chloroform describe, who see all the ope- 
ration, but feel not the knife. This sin- 
gular condition was not the result of any 
mental process. The shake annihilated 
fear, and allowed no sense pf horror in 
looking round at the beast. This peculiar 
state is probably produced in all animals 
killed by the carnivora ; and if so, is a 
mercifhl provision by our benevolent Cre- 
ator for lessening the pain of death.-*^ 
Turning round to relieve injeelf of the 
weight, as he had one paw on the back of 
my head, I saw his eyes directed to Me- 
balwe, who was trying to shoot him at a 
distance of ten or fifteen yards. His gun, 
a flint one, missed fire in both barrels I the 
lion immediately left me, and, attacking 
Mebalwe, bit his thigh. Another man, 
whose life I had saved hefore, after he had 
been tossed by a buffalo, attempted to 
spear the lion while he was biting MebaU 
we. He left Mabalwe and caught this 
man by the shoulder, but at that moment 
the bullets he had received toQ^ effect, 
and he fell down dead. The whole was 
the work of a few moments, and must 
have been his paroxysms of dyipg rage. 
In order to take out the charm from him, 
the Bakatla on the following day nuide a 
huge bonfire over the carcass, which was 
declared to be that of the largest lion they 
had ever seen. Besides crunching the 
bone into splinters, he left eleven teeth 
wounds on the upper part of my arn^. 

A wound from this animal's tqpth re- 
sembles a gun-shot wound ; it is gei^erally 
followed by a great deal of slopghi^g and 
discharge, and pains are felt in the part 
periodically ever afterward. I had on a 
tartan jacket on the occasion, and I be- 
lieve that it wiped off all the virus tfom 
the teeth that pierced the flesh, for my 
two companions in this affray have both 
suffered from the peculiar pains, while I 
have escaped with only a false jpifit in my 
limb. The man whose shoulder was 
wotmded showed me his -ground actually 
burst forth afresh on the same month of 
the following year. This curious point 
deserves the attention of inquirers.

The process of bread makiDg is inter- 
esting to all, being of universal applica- 
tion and universal necessity, and any per- 
son devising any means by which the price 
of the <' Staff of life*' can be reduced, is a 
public benefactor. This we are pleased to 
learn, has been accomplished by the in- 
genious invention of Mr. John Hecker of 
New York which is described on another 
page. By this improved process a vast 
amount of heavy hand labor is avoided and 
all the difficulties arising from mixing 
bread by common machinery, obviated. 

This machine may be used for mixing 
either sponge, hard bread or cracker dough, 
or loaf bread dough, the quantity of in- 
grredients in each being regulated entirely 
at the will of the operator. It also pos- 
sesses the means of distributing the sponge 
throughout the flour and water while be- 
ing mixed, in the exact quantity required 
far raising the dough. The different ma- 
terials of which the dough is composed, 
simultaneously enter the machine at one 
point, and are discharged in a continuous 
stream at another point, in the form of 
dough in a finished state. The dough th us 
made has a smoother and finer texture than 
that produced either by means of the screw, 
or by hand. After it leaves the mixer, 
very little rolling is necessary to prepare it 
f6r the oven. 

Through the politeness of Messrs. Beech- 
er & Meshume, of New Haven, we were 
recently shown through their ''model ba- 
kery" at No. 21 Artizan Street, and be- 
came initiated somewhat into the myste- 
ries of culinary life. 

A large tub of sponge was placed over a 
trough leading to one of the patent dough 
mixers, while a quantity of fine white 
flour was allowed to flow in freely. Here 
the dough became thoroughly mixed and 
was placed under the roller and run through 
•3yoral times. It was then passed along 
through another roller and to a stamping 



machine, and was placed in tins holding 
twelve loaves whi^ were put upon frames 
ready for the oven. The whole process 
occupied but a few miuates, and seemed 
like the effect of magic 

The whole establishment is a model of 
perfect neatness, and the machinery is 
worked by a two horse power steam engine, 
and we were informed that the bread is 
eagerly sought for in the market, as the 
quality is excellent and they are enabled 
to Airnish more weight of bread for the 
same money than can be done by any oth- 
er process of manufacture. 

▲ 8UCX»SS8FUIi BANK. 

We notice that the Chemical Bank has 
again declared its regular quarUrly divi- 
dend of six per cent. It went unmoved 
through the panic of last &11 making the 
same. It is in the hands of a very few 
stockholders who manage it to suit them- 
selves. The capital is $800,000, with an 
equal or greater surplus on hand. By its 
weekly statement, its deposits were $2,- 
194,000; circulation, $266,000; $780,000; 
loans and discounts, $2,089,000. 



NEW yobe: banks. 



The notable feature in the New York 
bank statement is the steady increase in 
deposits, which now amount to eighty-five 
millUma. The banks paid $8,500,000 into 
the sub-treasury for treasury bills, but 
with the aid of the California remittance 
the specie is decreased less than a million, 
the specie in the city, including the gov- 
ernment office, is a little over forty mil- 
liona. The specie in their banks is nearly 
five times their circulation. 



VAJLUABIilC CATTliE. 



Samuel Thome, of Thorndale, Washing- 
ton Hollow, Dutchess Co., N. Y., has a 
herd of only some 70 cattle, but their cash 
valuation is over $80,000. For one bull, 
$6,000 was paid in England; for another, 
$5,000; and another is almost equally val- 
ued. One of his cows "Duchess 66th," 
cost $8,500 at an auction sale in England, 
and her calf brought at the same sale $8,- 
000. Despite the stringency in commer- 
cial affairs, Mr. Thome has found no dif- 
ficulty in disposing at high prices, of all 
his surplus stock. Judicious selection, 
and an ample fortune, have conspired to 
make the American herd at Thorndale 
superior in its individuals to any other in 
the world. 



THB A^CXiAKTrO CTUBQXAFH. 

The cable for this purpose returned to 
Sn^land last fall, and 790 miles ad£tioQ- 
al length afterwards constructed, in sll 
three thousand and four miles, was stowed 
on bourd the U. S. Frigate Niagara, and 
H. M. Ship Agamemnon, completely in 
ranged for the testing by the experimental 
cable (about sixty miles of which the tvo 
ships had on board) the best means for 
the accomplishment of this great ente^ 
prise. For this purpose they proceeded 
to a deep part of the Atlantic, about 800 
miles from the coast of Ireland* aad while 
there ran out a quantity of the experi- 
mental cable, and mtfde a variety of exper- 
iments with buoys and other apparatoi, 
more fully to test the working of the ma- 
chinery. 

The ships then returned to Flymoath, 
to make any adjustment or alteration re- 
quired in any of the appfiancee, and the ex- 
pedition were again to sail from the abores 
of Ireland about the 10th of June, proceed- 
ing to mid-ocean, thereto join the two ea^ 
of the cable; after which oae pifft of the 
squadron would sail for America, and tbe 
other part for England, and before tbe 
present time it was hoped that we might 
have the gratification of knowing that the 
great scientific event of the age had be^ 
completed. 

Since the breaking of the cable in Ao- 
gust last, experiments have been actively 
carried on in tbe electrical department, 
with a view to ascertain the best fbnn of 
instrument for passing the electric signals 
across the Atlantic. Considerable difficul- 
ty seemed to exist in effecting this object in 
a manner sufficiently rapid to satisfy the 
requirements that may be expected from 
the Atlantic cable, but these difflcultie*, 
however, appeared in a fair way for solu- 
tion. • 

The directors called to their aid some of 
the best electricians in that country, in- 
cluding Mr. Walker, F. B. S., Mr. Hen- 
ley, Mr. E. B. Bright, and Professor Fa^ 
aday.

"Wc give a pcwpecti ve 
view of thiB iDgenioos 
machine, showing the 
method of supplying the 
flour, water, yeast and 
sponge. 

The flour Jtf is repre- 
sented falling from the 
hopper on to the shute, 
the water i^passing un- 
der the shute, and fall- 
ing with the flour into 
the hasin. The dough 
Q is seen falling through 
the central opening of 
the hasin on to the floor 
below. 

ii is the hopper con- 
taining the flour, the 
upper part of which may 
be increased in cajwci- 
ty to hold any desired 
quantity. jBlsarevolv- 
ing bottom to the hop- 
per Af (mounted on the 
Tertkal shaft 2;) on the 
outer <Mr lower snrliue 
of which are fiMtened the 
Ikdorums of two small 
levers C and D, one of 
which, Q works a blade 
extending through a slot 
or opening in the plate^ 
and in immediate con- 
tact with the flour. — 
When the machine is 
in motion, this blade 
acts on the mass of flour 
and regulates its die- 
charge through the 
opening by raising or 
depresnng the lever» at 
the will of the opera- 
tor; the other lever, i>, 
is in a similar manner 
connected with a gate, 
and is thus used to shot 
off Uie supply of flour 
by closing tJie i^rture. 

The flour as it is dis- 
charged fklls on an in- 
clined revolving shute 
or plate E, connected to 
shaft Z, and firom thance 
to the peripheiy or out- 
er edge of tho basin, aa 
represented in the cut^ in a minutely di- 
vided form. 
. Tlie water or yeaai is th^ plaoadin the

to cup J7, the top of which is statioiitfyi 
while the cup itself revolves wfih the 
shaft; thence the fluid passes tium^ * 
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UiM oiuitt Hhb 4hate iS^into the baain, at 
thid iame time With, aiid in teloeo ptt>zimi- 
ty to the stream of flour, as shown in the 
drawing. The stipply of fluid in any de- 
sired proportion is regulated by turttijlg 
the winch X, thereby cadsing the pump to 
deUyer more or leeS) as may be required 
for the kind of dough to be mixed, so that 
the flour and water fall together to the pe- 
riphery of the basin in a just proportion. 

From the aboYe» it will be seen that the 
most perfect control is obtained over the 
admixture of flour, water, and yeast, and 
that they are brought together in such a 
form as to require but a small amount of 
power to mix them th<m>ughly. 

Attached to the yertical shaft Z aire two 
arms /» /. These arms carry a soies of 
blades, and revolve in the basin, in the 
bottom of which is flxed a ooresponding 
number of smaller blades, (the whole he- 
lug enamelled, to avoid all contact of the 
dough with iron.) The process of mixing 
the dough is effected by these blades, the 
outer ones taking the materials as they 
fiill and drawing them within the action 
of the next, and so contining until, in a 
certain number of revolutions, they reach 
the centre of the basin, where the mix- 
turd Is delivered through the opening J, in 
the form of dough, ready fbr use. In the 
event of the mixture passing through the 
center opening, in too soft or too stiff a 
state, it maybe returned in small portions 
into the basin, and reworked with addition- 
al materials until it assumes the right con- 
sistency. 

The pteoeding Instmotions refer to the 
setting of sponge or to the making of doc^h 
where only flour and water are required. 

The next operation to be considered is 
the making of loaf bread dough, in which 
Qour, water, and sponge are usod. In this 
process, the sponge is made by adding the 
necessary quantity of yeast to a due pro- 
portion of water^ which, when of the 
right temperature is poured into the tank 
P, connected with the pump Q; thence 
they pass through the machine, (mixing 
with the flour, by the process before de* 
scribed,) into tubs, where the sponge is al- 
lowed to ripen. When ripe, it is placed in 
tlie tub K ft'om whence it passes through a 
tctip, Z, into the basin, and mixes with 
t^e flour and water brought into the basin, 
Mb in the preceding description. The trap 
G is operated by a lever attached to the 
^=:!rank wheel working the pump. 
I The extent to which either the sponge, 
or loaf bread dough shall be worked, can 
I ^ arranged hy an alteration in the bias or 



angle of the knives, as well as by the el- 
evation or depression of tiie gitard around 
the center opening of the basin. 

It Will be obvious that as long as the ma- 
terials are supplied to the machine, the op- 
erations of feeding and dischai^^ing can be 
carried on simultaneously. 

In addition, the qnallty of bread made 
by this process is whiter, flner, and though 
apparently closer, and cutting firmer, is 
(owing ta the more uniform distribution of 
the gasses in the cellular formations) real- 
ly lighter, more spongy*, and gives a larger 
loaf than can be produced by ai\y other 
process. The navy biscuit^ made by this 
meUiod, is lighter and more brittle than 
any other, owing to the same causes whidi 
produce the superior lightness of the fer- 
mented bread.

The editor of the HwiicuUtiriai in re- 
gard to this subf^t ▼oiy truly remarks— 

''In 'growing plants into particular 
shapes and forms, the advantage and ex- 
pediency of summer pinching or pruning 
of the young shoots is very apparent; as 
I have remarked before in these pages, 
many beautifhl shrub-like plants may be 
produced by setting out small plants of 
such trees as the sour and sweet gums, su- 
gar and red maples, or indeedany tree, and 
keeping it low and bushy by constantly re- 
pressing growth during summer. Trees 
with fine colored foliage are preferable. 80 
with evergreens. "We lately saw sped* 
mens of Norway fir, which have been for 
several years deprived of their leading 
shoots. They formed splendid masses ot 
foliage, and could not be excelled fbr fil- 
ling up shrubberies and close plantations. 
This is a feature in omameatal planting 
which we are desirous of seeing exteaded, 
as a ready method of producing eflbcts, 
where close masses of low growth are de- 
sirable. 

It is but the work of a moment tocheck 
the growth of a luxuriant shoot by pinoh^ 
ing out its point in pa«8ifag. I^ doing to

VAlXHra FBUIT. 

Now is the time to look out for your dis- 
eased and falling fhiits. The editor of the 
AffrieuUuralist gives some excellent ad- 
vice in regard to the the subject. He re- 
marks — 

" Already the apples, pears and plums 
are beginning to drop abundantly firom 
the trees. If yoo examine these, you 
will discover not a single sound specimen 
among them. They have fallen, not by 
the winds, but, quite likely, prematurely 
trovk disease. Cut them open, and you 
find either eggs, or grubs already at work 
upon the substance of the fhiit. Every 
one of these fVuits is a pest-house, to be 
immediately destroyed. It is good work 
for the boys to pick them up, and throw 
them into the pygstye, where they will be 
devoured or rot among the fermenting 
manures. We are persuaded that the de« 
struction caused by the curculio, and by 
the grubs that prey upon the apples and 
pears, is caused, mifinly by the neglect of 
this simple precaution. The ftillen fruit is 
suffered to lie upon the ground, and ma- 
ture its prpgeny of insects. The next 
year they swarm in increasing numbers, 
and there is something peculiar in his soil 
and climate ; he cannot grow good fruit. 
The difficulty is in the man and not in his 
soiL Pick up the fallen fhiit

CHAP xxvn. 

An Act in alteration of "An Act rdating to 

Coorts. 

Be,it enacted bif the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives tn General Assembly convened: 
Sec. 1. That the Superior Court, or any 
judge thereof in Tacation, may, in either of Htk 
counties of this State adjoiniqg or embracing 
navigable waters, liceose so many persons as 
in &e judgment of said court or juaj;e may be 
necessary, and who mav, upon inquiry or ex- 
ambation, be found suitable or qualified, to 
act as pilots, for tiie term of three years from 
the date of such liceose, in an^ of the bays, 
inlets, rivers, harbors or ports within this Stats. 
Sec. 2. No person shall be licensed as pilot 
until he shall have given notioe of his intention 
to i4>ply therefor, and of the court or judge 
to whom, and the time when, and the place 
where, such application will be made, by ad- 
vertisiiig the same at least six times in a dailv 
newspaper published in the town where such 
person resides, or, if no daily paper is public 
ed in such town, at least four times in some 
wedcly newspaper publisbed in such town, or 
in the nearest town acyohunj. 

Sec. 3. Every i^ot shall, upon tbe ffranting 
of his license, bec^mie bound in [a bond in] ^ 
sum of $500.00, with good and sufficient sure- 
ty, to the acceptance of the court or judge 
granting such license, to the treasurer of £e 
cointy, and his suocesBors in said .office, where 
sudi licenae me^ be granted* conditioned for 
the fiatithfol poformance of the duties of a pUot, 
and upon wmoh bond, suit may be brought in 
the name of such treasurer, for the benefit of 
any person or persons wbo may sufifer loss or 
damage by the ignorance, n^Iect, or miscoiw 
duet of such pilot in the discharge of his duties. 
Sec. 4. Every person not duly licensed, who 
shall act as a puot on boavd of any vessd in 
any of the bays, inlets, riveni, harbors, op ports 
in this State, wUfoDy rquresenting himseif to 
tbe master, or person havipg diiarge of said 
velsel, as being a licensed pilot, under the laws 
of this State, upon conviction thereof, shall pay 
a fine of not more than thirty, and not less 
than five dollars, for evei7 siioh oflbnse. 

See. 5. No person not duly liooDsedriiall be 
entitled to demand or recover \ky law any com- 
pecsation for hb servioes as a pilot 



Sec 6. The derks of the superior court i& 
the cocmty where each Keense shall be granted, 
shall keep a record thereof, and If requested 
shall famish a certificate of such Ucense, and 
the fee therefor shall be fifty cents. 

Sec 7. The superior court in any county 
shall, on the application of any person, fix tbe 
rates of pilotage in the several bays, infets, 
rivers, harbors or ports within said county. 
Provided, that the superior court m Middles^ 
county shall fix such rates for that part of Con- 
necticut river between Middlesex and New 
London counties, and the superior court for 
New Haven county shall fix such rates for 
that part of the Housatonic river b^ween 
New Haven and Fairfield counties. 

Sec 8. All acts and parts of acts inconsis- 
tent herewith are hereby repealed. Provided, 
that all licenses 4ieretofore muted and now in 
force to persons to act as jmots sbUlreoMun in 
force until the first day of August, 1858. 

Approved June 17tti, 1858. 

CHAPTER XXVm. 

An Act CoDfirminfl^ the Doings of Co«rt9 of 

Frobate. 
Be U enacted by the Senate and Ihum of Rep- 

resentatives m General Assembly convened: 

Sec 1. That whenever any court of probate 
has a{^inted a lanstee to the estate of an in- 
solvent debtor upon the application of his 
creditor or creditors, pursuant to the provisfons 
of the act passed May session, 1853, entitled 
"An Act for the Belief of Insolvent Debtors, 
and for the more equal distribution of thdr 
effects among their creditors,'' and such court 
has omitted to cause the notice to be given re- 
quired b^ the seventh section of the act passed 
May session, 1855, in addition to the act last 
aforesaid, such appointment shall nevertheless 
be good and valid, provided that due li^ no- 
tioe of tbe time for the appointment of sudi 
trustee has been given to such debtor, and fur- 
ther provided, that this act diall not a^t any 
suit now pending. 

Sec. 2. This act to take effect from and 
after the day of its passage 

Approved June 9th, 1858. 

CHAPTER XXIX. 

An Act to limit the time of appeals from Pro- 
bate in certain cases. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
RnresenXatives m General Assmbly convened: 
Afl appeals from any order or decree of any 
ooml of probate for the payment of claims, or 
dividends on claims allowed against any estate 
in settiement in such court as an insolvent es- 
tate, shall be taken withm fifteen davs after the 
making of such order or decree, to the superior 
court nei^t to be held after the taking such u>- 
peal, in tiie county in whidi the probate dis- 
trict where such estate is in settiement is situ- 
ated ; and not afterward. 

Approvied June 11th, 1858. 

CHAPTER XXX. 

An Act in addition to "Au Act relatiqg to 
Courts." 

Be it eaeted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
reeentatims tn General Asuemhty convened: 
Sec 1. That the town of Derby, in New 

Haven county, be and the same hereby is con 



stitaM a probate distriet, bf tbe naae of tbe 
Distriet of Derby. And ttte fiist iadge of 
said district may be deeted at a qteoal meet- 
mg of the electors of said town of Derby, to 
be specially called Ibr that purpose by the ee- 
lectmeo of^said town, some time in the moetfa 
of Jime, A. D. 1858) mad the term of office 
of tbe jadge elected at the said meeting shall 
expire on the 4th day of Jdy, A. D. 1859. 
Provided, however, that all business which 
shall have been begun, or entered in the court 
of probate for the district of New Haven, on 
or before ttie 4th day of July, A. D. 1858, 
shall be completed in tbe same manner as 
though this (ict had not been passed.

CHAPTER XXXI. 

An Act m addition to ''An Act relating to

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives tn General AseemUy couvened: 
Sec. 1. That whenever an election shall be 
held in any town to fill vacancies in tiie ofiSoe 
of justice of the peace, the votes of the dectora 
shaH be by baUot, and diall be received, ooost- 
ed, and dedared in tbe same manner as is pro- 
vided by law for recdvin^, counting, and de- 
claring the votes for justices of the peace at 
the election hdd on the first Monday of April. 
Sec. 2. The town clerk of the town in which 
such deetion is held, shall record the names of 
the persons elected justices of the peace at said 
election, and within ten days after said electioo, ' 
shall transmit by mail to the secretary of the 
State a certified return thereof.

Sec. 3. The persons dected justices of tbe 
peace at said ejection, dmll hold their offices 
and be authorized to act therdn, from and after 
the date of thdr deetion, if their deetion takes 
place subsequent to the fourth day of July 
next succeeding the biennial election of iostices 
of the peace, and firom and after the said fourth 
day of July, if thdr election takes place be- 
tween that day and the first Monday of April 
next preceding.

Then it it that we 
fieel, especially if we are christians, as Da- 
vid felt when he said. "I shall go to him 
but he shall not return to me." We caa- 
not but feel that they are lambs of another 
fold— chosen ones gathered in by the 
€k)od Shepherd — tonder plants removed 
from the uncongenial atmosphere of this 
lower world to the Paradise above — 

** Those everlastiog gardena 
Where angels walk, and Seraphs ever dwtll,"

THB OUIiTITATIOH OF OXZiSBY. 



The cultivation of this nsefUl vegetable 
'k Qot generally well understood, for to 
grow it well requires considerable labor^ 
and onlem it is grown well it is nearly use- 
less. Unless proper attention can begiven 
it in its growing season it had better be left 
oat of the garden. 

For market purposes^ celery Is oftei^cul- 
tivated with the plow, but for most garden 
purposes the following is a very good 
method. Stretch a line across the gfotnd 
ground intended to be planted luid throw 
out a trendi its whole length one foot deep 
and the same wide^ then dig into the bot- 
tom of the trench three inches of rotton 
mamwe^ and plant your celety In on^ rcw 
along the centre of the trench allowing 
four inches between tha i^aats. 

If the weatiier is dry ht the time of 
planting they will require fluent watt- 
ing, and if the plants are taken from the 
seed bed, the tip of theroot of each should 
be pin^Md off beft»re planting, bat if tiMy 
were tHtnsplMited this should have been 
At the time and consequently will not re- 
quire it when planted in the trench. It is 
Aboftgoed.pAiuitooiitoff theand^^of the 
long leaves to prevent dtfovping. 

When the plants are from twelve to fif- 
teen inches high, the process of earthing 
up commences, this must be done when 
the pUi&ts are perfectly dry, ai»d is done 
by taking the leaves and ttidfcs of the 
plant in one hand and tlio eMii'takea' a»d 
pressed firmly round it with the other. 
After this Is done, level down the soil on 
each ndeof the trench and fill in as high 
as the plants have been cnrthod up. This 
must be done at intervals as Ihe plants 
grow, always banking up with soil as the 
plants advance in height To keep for 
winter ose.the plants may be either cover- 
ed up thieUyv os she taken ap and kept in 
dry sand te* be used as required. A •good 
stalk of celei^ will weigh firom sit to ten 
•pounds. Celery should not be grown very 
early In the seafon, as the leaf stalks will 
W hoHoer and the whole plant worthleia.

Select good fruit and prepare it the same 
as for. ordinary preserving. Cherries, 
Gooseberries^ Currants, Baspberrie?, Straw- 
berries, &c., should be freshly gathered 
and simply put into clean cans or Jars, 
(those of glass or earthen ware in all cas- 
es being best). Place as many of the jars 
thus filled as may be convenient, into a 
kettle (a tin wash boiler with a flat bottom 
is the best,) of warm water, immersing 
them up to the neck. Let the water boil 
until the fruits become thoroughly scalded 
through, from which operation iiiey will 
have settled considerably in the jars. Pill 
them up with soma of the prepared frttit 
fh>m one or more of the jars, quite up to 
the neck. Have a weak or thin syrup 
prepared from clarified sugar (white gran- 
ulated sagar is the best) and pour into 
the jiM sealdlng hot, as seen as th^ 
are removed from the boiling water, 
sofiident to cover the fruit in each jar; 
then cork immediaidy with oorks previ- 
ouely fitted to the jars, and having been 
dipped in melted beeswax Ua the purpose 
of filling aai the cavities th the lAame. It 
is a good plan to perforate the centre of 
the cork from the under side with an awl 
ot other pointed mstrumeot, to permit the 
alrto tin «ntk of the jar to esoape whUa 
psessing the cork down into its place, i(n« 
mediately closing the opening trith a little 
wax or ceuient to render it perfectly air 
tight After thefruit becomes nearly cpol

** Po you wish to raise new varieties of 
verbenas in hopes of improving upon those 
now in cultivation ? If so, now is the 
time to think about it. Thanks to the flo- 
rists, you no doubt have many of the real- 
ly splendid aow varieties, from which the J 
improved kinds may be hoped to come 
from. To have made the thing complete, 
you ought to have planted a collection of 
the best kinds by themselves, all of which 
should be striking bold colors, free flower- 
ing, and of good habit. The soil in which 
you pknted them is no doubt rich, hence 
they will be now Airnishing the finest fiow^ 
ers. When the plants are in fhll vigor and 
blossoming quite freely, take a piece of 
worsted or other similar material, and tie 
around every head that comes extra fine* 
TfhUe in flower, if you would like to help 
matters a little, take a camel hair pendl 
and dust over the pollen of one flower on 
to that pf another. Tak^ care you tie 
none but those iKth extra good pips or 
flowers. After the flowering is all past, 
you will And the seed vessels beg^ to pro- 
trude themselves ; some will have & i^w, 
others many 2 save it all from those mark- 
ed. When dry stow »way in the husk-^ 
it keeps plumpest— -kibel and put by for 
next year's sowing. Sow them in i hot 
bed, transplant in the usual way, and you 
may reasonably expect mmething new.

It was three hundred years ago. In the 
tempeeta of three centuries the red man has 
been swept away, and the storms of a few 
more hundred years will sweep away his 
memory. Let us strive to keep their valor 
and their nobleness before the living age, 
and teach our children tales of the Indian 
warriors. A holy embalment is that of a 
memory when it passes into household le- 
gends and fireside tales, 

liVyandannoe was the great chief of the 
IContauks. (A later chief of this name was 
the protege of Gardiner, the original settler 
of Gardiner's Island.) . He was the son of a 
ckief bearing the same name. His father 
died on Shelter Island, and was* borne in 
eolemn state to the great burial ground on 
Montauk. It appears that shortly after this 
the chief of the Manhasset tribe offered an 
indignity to the grave of the old chief, and 



hence arose a deadly strife that resulted in 
the fierce fight I am about to relate, as I 
have recently heard it repeated. As usual 
in Indian l^ends, a prophet maiden must 
enter. Saka warned Wyandannee on the 
shore one moony night, that he must not 
leave the land. They stood in theshadeof 
a Yodc some three milee f^m wliat is now 
oaUed Sag Harbor, and she begged him not 
to enter his caaee which lay on the beach. 
He laughed at her fears, and parting from 
her with a promise of a return with a load 
of fish and game for their lodge, pushed 
gaily out into the moonlight. Then leaning 
steadily to his paddle, the bark shot swiftly 
across toward the shore of Manchonock, 
(now Gardiner's Island.) As he passed a 
point of the island, he heard the twang of a 
bow-string and an arrow flew over his head. 
But he did not look up, nor cease his steady 
stroke with the paddle. Perhaps had an 
eye seen his face, a smile of derision might 
have been found on it. As he passed on, a 
canoe shot out fh>m the point, aiid the 
moon showed in it five Manhasset warriors. 
Wyandannee saw them without raising his 
head or turning his body, save as he bent 
to his paddle. There was no apparent in- 
crease of speed or anxiety on his part, but 
had you heen with him you flight have 
seen that smile grow settled on his face, 
aud^ perhaps a steadier arm and longer 
stroke as he turned shoreward. Scarcely 
five minutes passed, and a heavy surge 
completely overturned the pursuing bark. 
Their arrows and bows floated all over the 
waves, and a half an hour was lost in gath- 
ering them, during which Wyandannee, 
having seen the accident, had turned his 
course eastward, and keeping close to the 
shore pulled steadily out to sea. Two 
hours later he saw the canoe of the Man- 
hassets some miles behind him, and then 
pushed swifUy on. He thought to meet 
his chosen warriors on the point, and so 
kept on until they gained on him so as to 
be just out of bowshot. Then every nerve 
was strained, and his life-like boat danced 
from wave to wave like a^bird. The yells 
of the pursue did not move him. Once 
and only once he raised his head and lis- 
tened for the peculiar aurf roar which he 



knew was tiie voice of the ocean to old ^ 
Hontauk, and so plying on reached the 
shore precisely where now the sand had 
been thrown up intoi* Jutting point some 
rods from the eadtward point Then his 
yell rang over the ocean and the land. — 
But no answer came f^m either. Ko 
friend was near. The frightened sea-gull 
alone repJlied with a scream as she rose 
from sleep on the wave. The Hanhassets 
were behind him, hut he sprang to a rock 
and flxing his foot firmly on it, with his 
back to another, waited Uieir coming. 

In that moment of expectation the Mon- 
tauk looked to heaven ami thought of Sa- 
ka and her prophecy, and the long, long 
waiting of the dove-eyed girl at the door 
of the lodge. It nerved his arm, and the 
first wolf of the foe that came within the 
sweep of his hatchet went down with that 
fierce blow and lay motionless and dead be- 
fore him. Another and another fell voice- 
less and unmoving, and he stood behind 
their hodiee untouched and fearless. ThQ 
moon never looked down on such a scene 
before nor since, on old Montauk. It was 
a fierce struggle of rage an blood. No 
words were spoken, no sound heard but the 
thunder of the surf. Across the pile of 
slain the un wounded Montauk's eye fiashed 
fiercely on the two remaining foes. A mo- 
ment passed, and one of them sprang over 
the ghastly barrier, and staggering under 
a blow that fell deep into his left shoulder, 
wound his right arm around the If^of the 
Montauk and brought him almost to the 
ground. As he staggered, an arrow from 
the last of the enemy entered his breast. 
He leaped forward across the men he had 
slain, hurled his hatchet with giant force 
deep into the skull of the Manhasset chief 
and then, as his last foe fell dead, his tri- 
umphant cry again woke the sea-gull and 
went floating away over the rolling sea. 

But the arrow of the Manhasset was 
stealing away his life. He felt that death 
was near. The moon was never so calm 
and holy in his eyes, the surf never more 
melodious. (The sounds of life are always 
sweet to the dying.) He sat down on the 
sand, and sang his death song. Its burden 
was the story of his battle fields, and 
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wounds in fight (for though young he was 
all over scarred) ; and then he chanted the 
praises of the beloved Saka: ."In the 
broad forests of the spirit land, when holi- 
ier moonbeams fall on more melodious 
waves, on the green banks of bluer, bright- 
er seas, we shall love on with spirit love, 
my dark-eyed bride." 

The moon went down and the stars 
yrere left to watch the scene. As the 
bright Aldebaran arose from the ocean, 
the death song ceased. Wyadannee had 
met his fathers. ^ 

There is a footprint in the rock which 
the Indians said was the print of his foot 
in that fierce fight, and a fountain bubbles 
up over the spot where he died. Another 
story is, that the footprint is that of Mani- 
tou, when he came down to visit his red 
children. Tou may believe just which of 
the two you prefer. I trust my Biory has 
not wearied you. 



DEATH OF AN AOXD PATBIOT. 

A correspondent of the Boston Post no- 
tices the death of the venerable Abraham 
Bising, a hero of the revolutionary war, 
aged 99 years 5 months and 25 days, died 
at Southwick, Hampden County, on the 
25th ult. He was at the taking of Gene- 
ral Burgoyne*s army at Saratoga, and was 
17 years old when he entered the army as 
a substitute for a man that was drafted. 
His term of service was short, about three 
or four months. Ho was a native of Suf- 
field, Ct., removed to Southwick when he 
was a young man and has lived there al- 
ways since. His occupation was farming. 
He was a temperate man in the true sense 
of the word; he ate, he drank, and he 
worked temperately. He had been able un- 
till the last month of his life to work upon 
his farm, and Just five weeks before his 
death he drove his son*s horse to the village 
and back — ^a distance of two mile*— with 
no other person in the wagon with him. 
It has been a common thing to see him and 
his son and his grandson, and his great 
grandson ; four generations at work in the 
field together for several years past

THE TBliUGBAFHIC FLBBT. 

By the arrival of the ship Alice Monroe, 
Capt. Cummings, from Liverpool, at Bos- 
ton, we obtain information in r<^ard to 
the tel^raphic squadron. On the 20th of 
June, Capt. C, while in latitude 52^ 5^ 
North, long. 83^ 15^ west, discovered the 
United States steam frigate Niaoaba, and 
her Majesty's ship Gorqom lying still at 
the time, having experienced very heavy 
weatl^er from the time of leaving port, 
and were sixteen days reaching their 
place of destination. They had made two 
unsuccessful attempts to lay the cable. 
On the second attempt, the 26th, they 
succeeded in laying upwards of 40 miles, 
and were going along finely, when the 
communication suddenly ceased at 12:54, 
Sunday morning, the 27th of June. The 
ship then returned to the starting-point, 
and were waiting the return of the Ag- 
amemnon and Valorous, and as soon as 
they met a splice would be made, and 
another attempt would be made to lay the 
cable. They were visited by Mr. Cyrus 
W. Field in company with a lieutenant 
from the Niagara, from whom they receiv- 
ed the information, and al«o the mail bag 
for the United States. 

Mr. Field seemed in good spirits, and 
believed that they should be successful 
in the enterprise. Their failure up to 
that time they attributed in a great de- 
gree to the stormy weather. One of the 
fthips sustained slight injury — a coal-bunk- 
er breaking loose, by which one sailor had 
his leg broken and another his arm. All 
was well on board the Niagara her ma- 
chinery worked well and she performed 
well. We may hope for the final success 
of the enterprise, but certainly our con- 
fidence in such a result is not very much 
strengthened. 

P. S. Since the above was in type, we 
have received intelligence by telegraph 
that the Niagara had arrived at Queens- 
town, after umuc.essful attempts to lay 
the cable, with a loss of 880 miles of it 



QOLB P£N8. 

The extent of the manufacture of thii 
useful, and now almost universal article of 
use in this country, is scarcely known by s 
large majority of our citizens. A little mors 
than twenty years since, the first sugges- 
tion for the use of gold in the manafacture 
of pens was made by a clergyman to Hr. 
Levi Brown, of Brooklyn, N. Y., who 
manufactured the first pen of the kind in 
1886. Mr. Brown sold them readily tt 
five dollars each, until he was succeeded 
in the business by Bagley and others, and 
a capita] of eighty thousand dollars wu 
invested by them in the manuftetore. 
More than seventy-five thousand ddlin 
worth of this article, per annum, hat been 
sold by one house alone, in New York. 

In the manufacture of pens, the gold is 
first rolled out into ribands, and then cat 
with a die to proper shape, the point put 
on, and ground down to the required nib. 
The points are composed of irridlam, • 
metal formed with platinium, and costing 
from seven to fifty-five dollars per ounce.

MELANCHOIiY AOCIBBHT. 



A terrible accident occurred on Thurs- 
day night last on the Erie Railroad nesr 
Port Jarvis. As the Dunkirk exprea 
train was proceeding ata very rapid rate, 
it encountered a broken rail causing tbe 
two last passenger cars to swing off tbe 
track, and after running about 16 rods in 
this manner, the coupling parted and tbe 
two cars were precipitated down a dedivi- 
ty thirty feet, turning two somersets be- 
fore reaching the bottom. The can were 
completely smashed and their mass of in- 
mates scattered oveT the earth, the wound- 
ed, the dying, and the dead intermingled. 
Both of the cars were full of passengers. 
Five were instantly killed, and about fifty 
wounded some of whom have since died of 
their injuries. The disaster occurred it 
about 9 o'clock in the evening. Tbe 
wounded were conveyed to Port Jirris. 
An inquest was held and the jury formed 
a verdict in accordance with the abore 
facts exculpating the company fhim blame 
in the matter.

When I was a young man, there lived 
in our neighborhood a Presbyterian, who 
was universally reported to be a yery 
liberal man and uncommonly upright in 
hb dealings.

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Geology is a subject replete 
with wonders. Modern Sci- 
ence in all its astonishing de- 
yelopments most fully corrob- 
orates and indisputably proves 
the great truths of divine rev- 
elation. **In the beginning 
Qod created the heavens and 
the earth." Precisely in the 
ordei* in which the inspired 
penman records the process of 
creation, geology reveals and 
confirms the same facts. First, 
the separation and accumula- 
tion, so to speak, of the earth 
from the waters ; next the ap- 
pearance of vegetable life in 
all its luxuriant verdure, then 
the "winged fowl," and the 
inhabitants " that moved in the waters ;" 
and last, the Creator formed " the beast of 
the earth after his kind." Each of these 
events, in the precise cosecuti ve order of its 
record, oocapyingits ••day," or great cycle 
of creative effort, until all was fully com- 
plete in the formation of man, the noblest 
and most wonderful of all the Creator's 
works. These are written, not only by the 
pen of inspiration, but also by the great 
Author himself, in imperishable record — 
the deep foundations of •• the everlasting 
hills," and shall only be obliterated when 
at the eternal flat, the globe we inhabit 
shall be again diasolved, and 

•' Like the baseless fabric of a vision, 
Leave not a wreck behind." 

That our globe was the seat of animal 
and vegetable life through a countless se- 
ries of ages, before its occupation by the 
human species — that these successively 
flourished, decayed and altogether vanish- 
ed, long anterior to the appearance of man 
upon the stage of life— Ss a conclusion of 
which irrefragable evidence is afforded in 
the myriad forms of once animated exist- 
ence, whose remains have been disinterred 
from their graves in the lias^ gypsum-quar- 
ries, and chalk, and whiqh enter almost 
exclusively into the composition of vast 
masses of mountain limestone. . 

Ths earth is truly a charnel house^ full 
of bones, sinews, shelb, leaves, and prqfi- 
trate trunks, and with consumate skill the 
botanist and comparallve anatomist have 
jtracod the animal and vegetable forms in- 
dicated by the fragments (hnn the wreck 
of life. Ancient conditions of our planet 
have thus been restored when stately ferns 
and graoeftil palms threw, their shadows 
upon its 8ur(jM)c, and berbiverous and car- 




niverous quadrupeds roamed in its forests; 
when animate objects of uncoutE shape 
swarmed in its rivers, and sported on its 
plains ; all, however, swept away antece- 
dent to the buoMui creation, and whose 
skeletons, after being washed In the 
ocean, were laid up in the solid masonry 
of the globe's present superstructure. 

The rocks of which the crust of the 
earth ia chiefly composed, occur in beds or 
layers; on examining them we find every 
evidence of their having resulted from 
matter carried by rivers into lakes, estua- 
ries, or -seas. This is demonstrable fh>m 
some of them being composed of fhig- 
ments of other rocks worn and rounded 
by the action of water, so as not to be dis- 
tinguished from the gravel strewed upon 
the shore, or which we meet with in the 
path of a mountain stream, except in its 
having been consolidated into a stony 



First we find what is termed iYiQSUurean 
rocks underlying the old red saruUdone of 
England ; above these immense strata 
is the carhoniferou* formation, overlying 
which is the new red itrndsione^ or what 
composed the sands of the ancient •' Tri- 
assic Ocean," in which are impressed the 
tracks of collossal birds which have long 
been extinct. 8till above this is the oolUe 
formation, consisting of limestone and 
shales, and teeming with evidences of a 
very different animal economy and confor- 
mation. These were allied to the lizard 
family, and of immense size and propor- 
tions, and with which the primeval lakes 
and rivers were strangely peopled in those 
early periods of onr world. 

We herewith present our readers with 
an engraving of one of those early mon- 



sters, the Iguanodon, the re- 
Uiailis of which Hrere intfiiid« 
known to the world bj Dr. 
Han tell. The bones obt&ioed 
by the doctor, (which srenolr 
on exhibition at the Britisli 
Museum,) indicate the exist- 
ence of a berbiverous liztrd, 
allied in structure to the igukni 
of the "West Indies; Kv^nty 
feet in length, and fourteen and 
a half feet in circufn/ermct 
round the body. A thigh bone 
meaiBures three/eeteighiincha, 
and thirty-Jive inches incircmi- 
ference, and the bones of tlie 
foot show it to have bees ax 
and a half feet in length. The 
nose of the animal wss armed 
with a horn, equal in size, and 
resembling in form, the lener 
horn upon the nose of the rhinoceros,— 
an apparatus which also exists on the note 
of the igoana. The teeth, some of irhich 
are two inches in length, are deepljiemt* 
ed and their resemblance to those of the 
iguana, clearly demonstrate that, like it, 
it was of berbiverous habits. 

Besides the remains found in Tilgite 
Forest, in strata of the Wealden fomii- 
tion. Dr. Han tell mentions the disooTcrj 
of another at Maidstone, in an arenaoeon 
or sandy limestone, called Keatiah ng, 
belonging to the Bhanklin sands. Thii 
rock, he observes, abounds in the marini 
shells, which are characteristic of that di- 
vision of the chalk formation. In the 
quarry in which the remains of the igum- 
odon were found, Hr. Benson has cliiooT- 
ered fossil wood by the boring shells, the 
lithodomi; impressions of leave?, stem 
of trees, ammonites, nautili, dec, Isige con- 
ical striated teeth, which are referrihle to 
those extinct fossil flshes which M. Agas- 
siz denominates sauroid, or lissid-like^ 
scales and teeth of several kinds of fishes, 
and among these a jaw or mandible of that 
singular genus offish, the Chimera. 

A Curious Facti — Nature does uol do 
her work by chance. Every blade of 
grass, every flower grows on obedience to 
law ; one of these laws is that the blades 
on a stalk of corn grow at right angl« ^ 
with the position in which the grain Isj 
in the ground. Test this by planUng > 
row on either side of a walk in the garden ; 
take care to plant the com with^tbe length- 
wise of the grain across the row, and J^ 
will have the blades hang in the row, leav- 
ing the walk fhwflrom blades. Thiaisaaid 
to be a fiact and one worth demonstratiag.

SBASONABIiB HIKT8. 



Those who intend haying a display of 
window flowering plants next winter should 
Tery soon be making preparations for it, 
as it requires some time to establish plants 
in pots. If they are not placed in pots, 
until late in the fall it requires all winter 
for their recovery, and they only b^n 
flowering in Spring. Shoots of Verbenas 
should now be layered in small pots. The 
pots should be filled with fine soil, and 
sunk into the earth underneath the shoot 
you wish ta layer. The shoot should thep 
be placed on the soil in the pot and a small 
stone placed upon it to keep it in its place. 
If watered occasionally it will soon take 
root, when it may be severed from the 
plant and allowed to flotirish on ita own 
roots. When the small pot becomes filled 
with roots, it should be placed into one a 
size or two larger, the points of the shoots 
pinched out to make it btishy, and then 
placed in some half shady situation to grow 
for winter flowering. 

Mignonette now sown in four or fire 
inch pots, placed in the shade and water- 
ed occasionally will be ready to commence 
flowering by the first of November and 
will continue to flower all the winter.— 
Cultivate and manage it as directed in a 
previous number of this paper. 

Roses of the delicate varieties now grow- 
ing in pots, if intended for winter flower- 
ing, should be examined about the first 
week in August, and if a larger pot is 
necessary, then is the time to change It. 
The strong branches should be slightly 
pruned at the same time, which will induce 
and encourage the growth of fiowering 
shoots. After they are potted they should 
be placed in the sun and watered. They 
will then make fine plants and flower dur- 
ing the winter. Look out for seeds now, 
and aa they ripen save them carefully, re- 
membering that a gmull quantity of good 
seed saved by yourself, is fkr more valua- 
ble than the trash usually sold under the 
name of flower seeds, especially if a little 
care is taken to select from the finest fiow 
era of the best varieties. B. k. o. 
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A writer in the HorticuUuriBt some 
time since describes his experience in bring- 
ing his young pear trees into bearing as 
follows: 

**I was afflicted by seeing in my garden 
for four or five years, the most luxuriant 
and thrifty young pear trees, which would 
not bear, but all their strength ran to wood. 
Vexed at this I resolved to try the effect of 
bending down the branches so as to check 
the flow of sap and cause them to form 
fruit buds instead of wood buds. Accord- 
ingly* the first week of December, I filled 
my pockets with stout twine; I drove 
down some small pegs into the ground im- 
derneath my trees, (which had branched 
low, so as to make dwarfish heads) 1 then 
tied a string to the end of every long shoot 
and gradually bringing down the end of 
the limb till it curved so as ^ make a 
considerable bend or bow, I fastened it in 
that position either by tying the other 
end of the string to the peg, or to anoth- 
er branch or part of the trunk. 

According to my expectation, the tree 
next year changed its habit of growth, and 
set an abimdance of fruit ^ds. Since 
that, I have had plentiful crops of fruit 
without trouble." 

Such a practice has been recommended 
by others, aud it will generally produce 
the desired effect. Any of our readers 
who have young trees of choice fruit that 
are tardy bearers, can make the experi- 
ment with but little trouble, and we c^bt 
not with success. 



much in hot simimers. Bed and white 
sorts like a much lighter soil ; they pro- 
duce their fruit from spurs on the old 
wood. In priming cut a portion of the 
young wood back every year, and thin ac- 
cording to the growth of the tree.

Black Currants require quite a different 
system of pruning and management fh>m 
the other varieties ; the great point to dm 
at, is to get as much young wood as possi- 
ble every year from the lower part of the 
tree. This is increased by thinning out 
the old wood from the bottom, and the fin- 
est fhiit is obtained frx>m the young wood. 
In setting the black currant you should 
select young shoots about ten or twelve 
inches long, insert them in the ground, 
with the buds on, about six inches. The 
buds of the other sorts are rubbed off ex- 
cept about fpur, which are left on the por- 
tion out of groimd. I have had black 
kinds struck on the same system, but they 
never lasted long; they die off limb by 
limb about the time they ought to nutke 
good trees. They like a moisture holding 
soil: if planted on dry ground they suffer

BXXT-BOOT VINXQAB. 

Many families purchase their vinegar at 
a very considerable annual expense; some 
*< make do*' with a very indifferent article; 
and others, for want of a little knowledge 
and less industry, go without It is an 
easy matter, however, to bo at all times 
supplied with good vinegar, and that, too, 
without much expense. The juice of one 
bushel of sugar beets, worth twenty-five 
cents, and which any fjarmer can raise 
without cost, will make from five to six 
gallons of vinegar, equal to the best of 
cider or wine. Grate the beets, having 
first washed them, and express the Juice in 
a cheese press, or in any other way which 
little ingenuity can suggest, and put the 
liquor into an empty liarrel; cover the 
bung hole with gauze, and set it in the 
son, and in twelve or fifteen days it will 
be fit for use.^Farm«r*» Advocate.

CHAPTER LVn. 

An Act in addition to ^'An Act conccrDing 
Idiots, LunaticB and Spendthrifts." 

Be ii enaettd btf the f^enmieand House of Repreeen^ 
tai'ves in Uetteral Jixeembty convened : 

Sec 1. That when commissioDers have been 
or shall be appointed upon the estate of any 
deceased person, whose person and estate have 
been in the care of a conservator, all the claims 
and accounts of such conservator, including 
his services and expenses, ^all be presented 
to the commissioners on such estate, for acyust- 
ment and allowance, in the same manner tliat 
other claims are presented, adjusted and al- 
lowed. 

Sec. 2. That in all coses where the estate 
of such deceased person is not represented in- 
fiolvent all the claims and accounts of such 
cooaervator shall be presented to the admlois- 
trator or executor, and proceeded with in all 
resp ects asclaims of other creditors. 

bee. 3. The lien or right of any such con- 
servator upon or to the estate of the ward in 
his bands shall be preserved and continue in 
the same manner as is now by law provided. 

Sec 4. This act shall extend to all estates 
now in progress of settlement, where the time 
for exhibition of claims shall not have expir- 
ed ; provided that in all cases where any such 
claim has been presented to any judge of pro- 
bate, the same shall be allowed and adjusted 
by the oommisaioners, administrator or execu- 
tor, as the case may be. 

Sec. 5. lliis act shall take effect from the 
day of its passage ; and so much of the act to 
which it is in addition as is inconsistent with 
the provisions hereof, be, and the same is h^ 
by repealed.

CHAPTER LVra.

make application in writing to said court of 
probate, for liberty to sell said estate, or anv 
part thereof, on credit ; and said court shall 
thereupon appoint a time for the hearing of 
said application, and shall order such notice 
thereof to be given, as it shall deem reasona- 
ble ; and sach notice having been given in con- 
formitjr to the order therefor, said court may 
authocize such sale to be made on credit, if on 
such hearing it shall be made to appear that 
the interests of said estate require such sale to 
be so made. Ptvvidedy that at least one-quar-

Property, in pursuance of the provisions of the 
rst section of this act, or in pursuance of any 
authority contained in their mortgage or deed 
of trust, they shall take charge of, and operate 
such railroad or railroad property, for the ben- 
efit of the creditors for whom such trust was 
created ; and they shaU not be j)enK>nalIy lia- 
ble for any cause or injury arising from the 
operation of such road, or while th^ may 
operate the same, ^except for their wilful mis- 
management,) or ror any contracts- made by 
them as such trustees ; but all such railroad 
property shall be liable for the acts and pro- 
oeeoings of such trustees in the execution of 
their trust, to the extent of the interest of the 
trustees of the bondholders or creditors for 
whose benefit such trustees may act ; and any 
action or other proceeding for the purpose of 
makmg the said property liable, shall be 
brought agaiuLt sucn trustees, describing them 
as such. 

Sec 3. The trustees, upon takmg possession 
of such property, shall make an inventory of 
all the property which may have come into 
their possession, so far as the same shall be 
known to^them, under oath, and shal fodgethe 
same for record in the office of the secretary 
of State ; and if any other property shall from 
time to time be discovered by them, they shall 
make a like in\'entory under oath, and lodge 
the same for record as aforesaid. 

Sec. 4. The trustees shall, from tame to 
time, while operatmg such ro.id, render their 
account quarterly into the office of the secre- 
tary of State, of all monies received or dis- 
bursed by them in the course of their a^ncy.

From 1842 to 1847 inclusive no special 
exerUons were made to celebrate the na- 
tional anniversary except i>y enjoying it as 
» general gala day, and honoring it with 
the customary salutes and acclamations. 

1848. A great display of fireworks in 
the evening, crowned with the ascent of a 
fire balloon. 

1849. The day was distinguished, first, 
hy a grand procession of fire companies 
with music and banners, a company from 
Hartford appearing as guests for tbe day. 
Second by an assemblage at Lawrence 
Hall and the reading of a prize poem up- 
on Independence by Mr. Sabin Smith, 
agreeable to previous propositions made by 
an association of citizens. Third, by a 
brilliant display of rockets in the evening 
from Fort Trumbnll, and the batteries on 
Groton Heights opposite. 

1850. An elegant commemoration. A 
detachment of the 3d U. S. Artillery from 
Fort Trumbull, under Lieut Fremont, as- 
sisted. Col. F. B. Loomis as chief Mar- 
shall presided over the procession, which 
assembled at the Car-house of the N. L. 
W. & P. B. R.| where the concourse of 
people was very large. A single train 
that eame from the n<»rth during tbe day 
consisted ot more than forty cars, all full. 
A returning train in the evening drawn 
by two engines, numbered 68 cars. 

The exercisea in the Car-house were— 



Prayer by the Bev. Dr. McEwen, Declara- 
tion of Independence read by H. Willey, 
Esq., Poem for the occasion by Mr. Sabine 
Smith, Oration by Wm. J. Hammersly 
of Hartfi>rd, Dinner at the Federal Street 
Hotel where Hon. T. W. Williams presid- 
ed. 

Three brothers Dunham, of Mansfield, 
present at this e^ebration, were introduc- 
ed to the audience, aged respectively, 85, 
89, and 92, who were the survivors of a 
£unily of seven brothers, all of whom took 
part in the Bevolution. 

1861.- Distinguished by excursions 
abroad, both by land and water. It was 
noticed that a British brig, owned in Lon- 
don, then at anchor in our harbor, was 
tastefhlly decorated with flags in honor of 
the day. The Nameaug fire company 
went to Hartford by invitation. A large 
party of ladies and gentlemen made an 
excursion to Stafibrd Springs and were 
furnished with an elegant dinner at the ho- 
tel, then Just opened for the season by H. 
S. Crocker. 

1852. A great festival day. The weath- 
er was fine^ and the city had an ava- 
lanche of guests &om abroad. Masonic 
lodges, musical bands and various orders 
and societies were out, deeorated with their 
badges, and made an imposing procession. 
Col. F. B. Loomis was Chief Marshal, 
and Thomas Fitch, 2nd, Prewdent of the 
day. Lieut Smith from the Fort with an 
artillery detachment assisted in the cele- 
bration. 

Oration by Hon. Anton Burlingame of 
Boston. Dinner at the Harbor's Mouth, 
in the Hotel then newly erected by Bish- 
op A Lyon« now Pequot House. 

1858. No public celebration. 

1854. The City Quard paraded under 
Capt Farkhurst Large parties visited 
the city by steamboat, and kept the streets 
and hotels lively. 

1855. No public celebration. Projected 
excursions to Newport and other places by 
water, &iled on aeoount of a thick fog. 

1856. No public celebration. Showers 
during the day. 

1857. A celebration of more than com- 
mon interest. The procession under CoL 
Wm. O. Iriah as Chief Marihfd formed a 



gay and interesting spectacle. One of its 
novelties was a deccmtted whale-boat 
mounted on wheels and manned by a 
youthful crew. A Juvenile fire company 
also made its first i^ppearance in honor of 
the day. 

The City Guard appeared under Capt. 
Culver. The Governor's Foot-guards from 
New Haven, and the Ingersoll Guards 
from Portland were present as guests. 
The Brass Band of New London was as- 
sisted by musical clubs from Mystic, Mid- 
dletown and New Haven. 

Oration delivered at Lawrence Hall by 
D. H. Mason of Boston ; Declaration of 
Independence, read by A. C. Lippitt, Esq., 
and a magnificent display of Fire Works 
in the evening. 

1858. No public celebration. The 
plague of fire-crackers raged through the 
day, with its accustomed fUry. A Begat- 
ta, or prise race of row-boats in the har- 
bor, formed the principal feature of the 
day. F. M. c.

A most shamefVil abuse of the fkvors of 
a kind Providence, as well as an almost 
insane disregard of all political economy 
is manifested by the government and peo- 
ple of England, in the profligate waste of 
(to them,) the most valuable of all their 
interests, their agricultural resources. — 
Not less than forty-flve thousand seven 
hundred and sixty-nine acres of land are 
employed in the cultivation of hope, and 
one million acres of land are employed to 
grow barley to convert into strong drink. 
According to Pulton's calculation, if the 
land which is employed in g^wing grain 
for the above process of destruction, was to 
be appropriated to the production of grain 
for /(xxl^ it would yield more than a four 
pound loaf to each of the supposed num- 
ber of human beings in the world ; or it 
would give three loaves per week to each 
family in the United Kingdom ! If the 
loaves, (each measuring four inches by 
twelve,) were placed end to end, they would 
extend one hundred and sixty thousand 
two hundred and twenty-five miles; or 
they would more than describe the circum- 
ference of the globe she times. Besides 
forty million bushels of barley, a consider- 
able quantity of oats, rye, carrots, pota- 
toes, and even wheat, has been annually 
destroyed in makmg gin, whiskey and 
rum. The corn thus wasted in brewing 
and distilling, would feed three millions of 
persons every year : and to make up for 
the waste, that govemnoent sends two mil- 
lions of money to foreign countries ev- 
ery year to buy corn. 

In our own country a like waste, or 
worse than waste of the bountiful produce 
of the soil is annually made ; and if not to 
the same extent as in England, the reckless 
profligacy in misappropriating the precious 
fruits of the field and the products of the 
earth prevails to a truly alarming extent 
And while we have reascm so frequently to 
rejoice at the bountiful crops from year to 
year bestowed upon us, we have reason to 
fear the curse of Heaven on such an un- 
holy use of its rich bounties. "Waste 
and want" is a proverb that very appro- 
priately applies to the policy of England, 
and happy will it be for U8 if we escape, 
with all our vast resources, the results of 
our wasteful prodigality. As a people let 
us learn wisdom in the observance of a 
proper and healthftil economy.

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The wonders of the Oolite geo* 
logical formation are almost in- 
exhaustible. The periods of seo- > 
ondary deposition were Uiose in 
which the Saurian tribe seemed 
to have attained the most extra- 
ordinary development, and ma- 
ny of them wore formed after 
types which have no aiwiogy 
among existing forms ; such are 
the flying Saurians, the Ptero- 
dactyles, the Ichthyosaurians, ^ 
and the Plesiosaurians. The 
highest of all the Iguanoden has * ^^-r 
its representative in the recent 
Iguana; the megalosaurus com- 
bined the structure of the liv- 
ing crocodile and monitor, while 
the Steneosauros and the Teleo- 
saurus, approached in the structure of 
their heads and dental system, to the long- 
snouted Qavial, the croco«iile of the Gan- 
ges, while the HylsBosaurus, combined in 
its osteology the structure of the crocodile 
with that of lizards armed with dorsal spi- 
nal ridges. These, and all others yet dis- 
covered in rocks ranging from the older 
deposits of new red sandstone to the ter- 
minating Off the chalk formation, are all 
essentially distinct, and form in our mu- 
seums most tangible evidences of the very 
different conditions of these parts of the 
earth at the time when they crawled up- 
on the land or swam in the water, or 
winged their flight through the air. A 
brief notice of these tenants of the ancient 
world is all our limits wiH afford. 

Ten species of the Ichthyosaurus have 
been found in the oolite and lias formation 
varying considerable in sise, the largest 
measuring tJiiriy feei in length. ** In its 
general outline," saysl>r. Buckland, "the 
ichthyo'aurus must have most nearly re- 
sembled the modern porpoise and grampus. 
The animal was furnished with four pad- 
dles, the front ones attached to a sternal 
arch of great strength, and in a manner 
admirnbly adapted to the habits of a crea- 
ture requiring rapid motion through the 
ocean.'' 

The Plesiosauros resembled the Ichthy- 
osaurus in its being furnished with four 
paddles, in the concave structure of its 
vertebra, and in possessing the head of a 
lizard, and the teeth of a crocodile; but 
its neck was enormously long, while its 
trunk and tail possessed the proportions of 
an ordinary quadruped. The head was 
comparatively small, the teeth ooBScal, 
very slender ^nd curved inwards. Pro- 




' fessor Owen enumerates not less than six- 
teen species, some of which are thirty feet 
in length. 

The Megalosaurus. — Bemains of this 
crooodelian have been found at the oolite 
at Stonesfield, in Oxfordshire, and at Be- 
sancon, and also by Dr. Hantell, in the 
Wealden of Tilgaie forest From the 
size and nature of the bones found, Ouvier 
considered the animal as partaking of the 
structure of the monitor and crocodile, 
and to have been ftora forty to fifty feet in 
length. The femur and tibia measure 
nearly three'feet each, so that the hind leg 
must have been about six feet long. The 
thigh and leg bones of crocodiles, and oth- 
er aquatic quadrupeds, are solid througout, 
but those of the Megalosaurus were hol- 
low, like those of land quadrupeds, — an 
arrangement by which both lightness and 
strength are secured. It is therefore con- 
jectured, that the Sauaian, under conside- 
ration, lived chiefly on land. The structure 
of itB serrated teeth indicate it to have 
been oarniverons. 

The extinct reptileB denominated Pter- 
dactyles, are unquestionably the most 
marv^ous even of the wonderful beings 
which the relics of the Age of B^tiles 
have enabled the palaeontologist to recon- 
struct and place before us in th^r natural 
forms and appearance. Wiih a head and 
length of neck resembling those of a bird, 
the wings of a vampire or bat, and the 
body and tail of an ordinary mammalian, 
these creatures present an anomaly of 
structure as unlike th^ir fossil contempo- 
raries, as is the duck-billed Platypus, or 
Ornithorhinchus, of Australia, the exist- 
ing animals. The skull is small, with 
very long beaks, which extend like those 
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oT the croeodile, and fimiihid 
with nplrard oi sixty ihsrp, 
pointed teeth) the eyei vtn 
enormous; enabling the cns- 
tnre 10 fly at night. The fors- 
flnger is immensely eUmgited, 
ft>r the support of a membraBoai 
expansion, as in the bat; tk 
impreflsion of the wing men^ 
brane Ib preserved on Uie itom 
in some examples; and ths fin- 
gers terminated, as in thst sni- 
mal, in long curved claws. Tht 
size and form of the foot, leg, 
and thigh, show that the Ptsro- 
dactyles were capable of p«fc^ 
ing on trees, and of standisg 
flrmly on the ground, when, 
with its wings folded, it migbt 
walk or hop like a bird. Dr. 
Buckland is of opinion that it had tie 
power of swimming. Our engrsvingex- 
hiblU the chief reptilee of the Liaasicige, 
the Ichthyosaurus and Plesio?aun»; tke 
latter in the act of catching apterodic- 
tyle. 

"With head uplift above the wsi?ei,snd ayw 
That sparkling, blasted, his other ptrU UtUu, 
Prone on the flood, extended kmg and Isrge, 
Lay floating many a rood, in bnlk as boge 
As whom the fkbles name of BMOstrmu ux^ 
Titanian, or earth-bom, that warred on Jove. 
Briarohus, or Typhon, wbom the den 
By ancient Tarros held, or that sea betat 
Leviathan, which God of all hb works 
Oieated hugest that swam the ocean itrtMn." 
Ouvier in his great work, pronounca 
these flying reptiles the most extrsoidiiia- 
ry of all the beings whose ancient exist- 
ence is revealed to us ; and those which if 
alive, would seem at variance with Hting 
forms. Eight species have been detw- 
mined, from the size of a snipe to tbsi of 
a cormorant, occurring in the lias of Lym* 
Begis, the oolite of Stonesfield, the grit of 
the Wealden, and on the continent stP«p- 
penheim and Solenhofen. 

With flocks of such like creatures flying 
in the air, and shoals of no le» moDstroos 
Ichthyoearri and Plesiofanri swarming in 
the the ocean, and gigantic crocodiles 
and tortoises crawling on the shores

of the primeval lakes and rivers ; sir, se^ 
and land must have been strangely peo- 
pled in those early periods of our in&nt

A moet noble Bpecimen of the Cfreus 
QtamdifiortL, or Night BUxmwng Ckrmi has 
made and is now making qoite a display 
in the gteen-honse of Henry P. Haven, 
Esq., of this city. This plant never Mis 
annually to reward its proprietors with a 
profusion of its magnificent flowers, which 
for real beauty are scarcely equalled. This 
season it has been unusually lavish in the 
production of its buds, having between 
forty and fifty this year, all of which 
from the very luxuriant health of the 
plant cannot fisil to be f\iUy developed. 
The Cereus Orandiflora is a member of a 
very extensive family of plants, contain- 
ing many hundred species, mostly natives 
of tropical America. Its class and or- 
der according to Linnsas is, Ico$andria 
Manoffynia, and the genera eaetif eereusj 
epiphyUwrfty opuntia, andj^msAto, comprise 
the cactaceous tribe, many of which, es- 
pecially the true cacti, the cereus, and the 
^nphyUum are remarkable /or their gor- 
geous flowers. They are all succulent 
plants, and most admirably adapted to 
the conditions under which, in a wild 
•(ate, they are found to exist. They most- 
ly inhabit regions where rain but seldom oc- 
curs, and during the excessive heat of the 
dry season, they diminish in size and pre- 
sent a shrivelled appearance, but upon the 
approach of wet weather, they expand and 
begin to grow and flower, and accumulate 
nutriment to carry them through another 
season of drougth. 

The use of the roots of these plants ap- 
pears to be more for the purpose of attach- 
ing them to the ground than to extract 
nourishment therefrom for their use, still, 
they contribute somewhat doubtless to the 
support of the plant, although it is evident 
that the principal portion of their food is 
derived directly from the atmosphere by 
meana of the large, fleshy, and porous sur- 
H^OB wbich they present. We have, in 
the northern States one representative of 
this interesting family of plants, the Opun- 
tia Vulgaris, or Prickly Pear, which is 
found on sandy fields and dry rocks from 
HantiK^et west to Kew Jersey, and along 
the coast, generally to the southward. 
This plant produces light yellow or sul- 
phur colored flowers in June, and is then 
quite ornamental. In its habits and gene- 
ral appearance it may be taken as the type 
of the whole cactus family. The true Ce- 
reus Grandifloray is fragrant, which makes 
its iporgeoua flowers still more attraotive» I 



and the &ct that -its fragrance is intermit- 
tent, is one of its most remarkable features. 
The cause of fragrance in flowers has nev- 
er yet been fully explained, but intermit- 
tent odors are still more difficult to be ac- 
counted for by vegetable physiologists. It 
is well known that the Night Smelling 
Sioek, the Indian Jasmine, and several 
other plants, though entirely devoid of 
any fragrance through the day, are de- 
lightful fragrant during the night. The 
cereus grandifloria is found to be fragrant 
only at entervals of about half an hour 
during the time of expansion, preserving 
the same kind of interraittence even when 
sepoTQitsdfrom the stem. The specimen in 
Mr. H.'8 green-house does not appear to 
be so fragrant as some specimens I have 
seen, which may be in some measure ac- 
counted for by the extraordinary luxuri- 
ance of the plant, as it is an established 
fact that liberal cultivation exercises an in- 
fluence over the fragrant qualities of many 
plants. The Mignonette for instance, if 
cultivated in very rich soil is much less 
fragrant than when grown in very poor 
soil, especially if the poor soil be trodden 
down very hard. The same may be said 
of the gilly and wall flower. The latter 
is never so fragrant as when upon the tops 
of walls, where it has scarcely moisture 
and soil enough to sustain it. 

Most of the cactus tribe can be easily 
cultivated in pots, as they will endure 
drougth fbr a long time, but where more 
liberal treatment can be afibrded, they 
will amply repay the extra attention. — 
They can be kept on a dry shelf through 
the winter, and if plunged into the ground 
up to the rims of the pots containing them 
about the middle of May, they will soon 
begin to grow and flower, especially, after 
the warm midsummer rains. Any good 
garden soil with small stones mixed with 
it will be found to answer fbr theirgrowth. 
They should be repotted in spring previ- 
ous to being placed in the open ground.

The concluding volume <^ Jefferson's 
Private Life, by Henry S. Randall, just 
published, describes with great beauty and 
interest, numy of the private traits in the 
character of Uiat distinguished statesman. 
An extract from a letter written by his 
grand-daughter to the Author, g^ves a de- 
lightfhl picture of fine horticultural taste, 
beauty, and pleasurable ei^oyment. She 
remarks: — 



*' He loved OMrming and gardening, the 
fields^ the orchards, and his asparagus 
beds. Every day he rode through his 
plantations and walked in his garden. In 
the cultivation ot the last be took great 
pleasure. Of flowers, too, he was very 
fond. One of my early recollections is of 
the attention which he paid to his flower 
beds. He kept up a correspondence with 
persons in larg0 cities, for the purpose of 
receiving supplies of roots and seeds, both 
for his kitchen and his flower garden. I 
remember well when he first returned to 
Montioello, how immediately he b^an to 
prepare new beds for his flowers. I was 
too young to aid him, except in a small 
way, but my sister, Mrs. Blankhead, then 
a young and beautifUl woman, was hif* ac- 
tive and useful assistant I remember the 
planting of the first hyacinths and tulips 
and their subsequent growth. 

The roots arrived, labeled each one with a 
fancy name. There was Marcus Aurelius, 
and the King of the Gold Mine, the Ro- 
man Empress, and the Queen of the Ama- 
zon, Psyche, the God of Love, etc Eager- 
ly, and with childish delight, I studied 
this brilliant nomenclature, and wondered 
wba't strange and surprisingly beautifhl 
creations I should see rising from the 
ground when Spring returned, and these 
precious roots were committed to the earth 
under my grandfather's own eye, with his 
beautiful grand-daughter, Annie, stand- 
ing by his side, and a crowd of happy 
young faoes, of younger grand-children, 
clustering around to see the [progress, and 
inquire anxiously the name of each sep- 
arate deposit. Then, when Spring re- 
turned, how eagerly we watched the first 
appearance of the shoots above ground. 
Each root was marked with its own name 
written on a bit of stick by its side, and 
what Joy it was fbr us to discover the ten- 
der green breaking through the mold, and 
run to grandpa to announce that we really 
believed Marcus Aurelius was coming up, 
or the Queen of the Amasons was above 
ground. With how much pleasure eon- 
pounded of our pleasure and his, on the 
new birth, he would inmiediately go out 
to verify the &ct, and praise us fbr our 
diligent watchfhlness. Then, when the 
fiowers were in bloom, and we were in ec- 
stasies over the rich purple and crimson, or 
pure white, or delicate lilac, or pale yel- 
low of the blossoms, how he would sym- 
pathise in our admiration, or discuss with 
my mother and elder sister new group- 
iags and combinations and contrasts. Oh 
these were happy moments for us and for 
him.

CHAPTER LXXn. . 

An Act in alteration of an Act passed May 
Session, 1856, entitled "An Act to restrain 
Horses, Moles and Cattle from ninning at 
large." 

Be it enacted by the Senate and Houee of 
Represetiiatives in General Assembly convened: 
That tlie fees for impoandiug sheep going at 
large on any highway or common, shaJl be 
ten cents per head ; one half to the person im- 
poonding the same, and one half to the ponnd 
keeper. 

Approved, Jane 16th 1858. 



CHAPTER LZXHI. 

An Act in addition to *< An Act idating to 
certain State Officers and to tlie Treasory 
D^Nirtment." 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives m General Assembly convened : 
Sec 1. That it shall be the dnty of the 
comptroller of pnblic accoonts, in additioo to 
his other daties, and without extra or addi- 
tional compensation to what he is now entitled 
by law to receive as his annual salary, to pro- 
vide fh>m time to time sach reasonable fomi- 
tore, stationery, and other articles, as shall be 
necessary for the transaction of the public 
business in the offices of the adjutant and quar- 
teiHnastcr general, and for the use of the two 
houi^ of the (General Assembly.

hereby ratified and confirmed ; and all taxes 
which have been or shall hereafter be laid and 
imposed according to such assessment Ibts, 
may, notwithstanding, be levied and collected;

A LEOENp OF BLOCK ISLAKD, 
BY W -. 



This Fire Ship is a part of tbe creed of a 
Block Islander, and (the truth is to be ac- 
knowledged) there is something very odd 
about her. Other than the islanders have 
believed in it Dr. Mitchell once visited 
the island for the sake of examining and re- 
porting on the apparition, and if I mistake 
not did so do, and his account is published 
in the transactions of some Society in 
New York. . • 

Some seventy years ago a ship appeared 
in the offing of Block Island. (I give the 
story now as I heard it first. It has a va- 
riety of shades, as all such legends have, 
and is told in fi fty ways. ) She was a noble 
vessel, with sky scrapers set, and the is- 
landers watched her till she disappeared 
in the gloom of night She was then but 
a few miles distant, hove to, the wind blow- 
ing fresh firom the west As night thick- 
ened they saw her lights gloaming on the 



water, but before mi<^ night all was dark 
save one bright light in her rigging. 

An islar.der sat on the beach watching 
that light He heard a voice, even at that 
distance, and the shrill whistle of the boat- 
swain, but even as he heard it a dark cloud 
swept with tiie sea wind across the horison 
and a dense mist hid the light from his 
view. Fifteen rainntes might have passed 
and again the light was visible. At the 
instant that his eye caught it a sheet of 
flame rose fh>m the deck of the vessel and 
every spar and rope gleamed against the 
the cloud. In a moment the watcher 
started from the beach and alarmed the 
inhabitants, and they gathered on the 
shore and watched tbe flames as they leap- 
ed along the spars of the noble ship. A 
half hour passed, and the crew of the 
burning vessel, doubtless had by this 
time taken to their boats. The wind had 
Entirely lulled, and when the tall thin 
Spire of flame caught the sail which had 
been fluttering on the main royal, there 
was not air enough moving to break ofi^ 
the spar, but burned it to a thin Urn of 
fire, and^then crumbled and fell in a show 
6r of coals. At this moment the eye of 
an islander saw a strange commotion in 
the clouds which were lit up by the blaze 
of the burning ship, and beyond her, out 
in the offing the foam leaped from the 
crests of the wave, showing that a squall 
was coming. 

On it came, tearing up the sea before it, 
whirling the clouds into all fantastic 
shapes and driving the spray like a white 
wall of water on, till it reached the blaz- 
ing ship. Away to leeward flew flakes of 
fire and streams of flame, and burning 
rigging and bright gleaming spars. An 
instant the gallant vessel staggered and 
bowed to the tempest, then flew like a wild 
bird swiftly toward the shore. It was a 
fearful sight, that mass of Are and flame 
bounding over the ooean. Aji awe fell on 
all that saw it, and the watchers on the 
surf-beaten shore sat silently side by side, 
and fixed their aitrighted gaze on the phan- 
tom-like ship that swept shoreward In such 
magnificent array. No thought now of 
the spoils of the wreck, no thoughts of the 



lives of gallant men, no thought of any 
thing but that frightful vision that seemed 
to be a curse of Ood, a bolt from his h.ind 
flying on toward the Island. 

Five, ten minutes might she have been 
driving thus before the gale, and had near- 
ed the Island within but a short distance, 
when suddenly she stopped, or seemed to 
stop in her wild flight. There was a flash, 
blinding and fierce as the lighting of heav- 
en, a thousand brilliant spars and burning 
timbers filled the air, and deep darkness, 
the very blackness of darkness settled on 
the sea. Ten times had the heart of tbe 
watcher on the rocks sent the blood 
through his trembling body, when a sound 
came over the sea that shook the Island 
as it .never shook in the surf-thunder. 

Fr^that day to this the Block Island- 
ers have believed that they see the spec- 
tral fire ship in stormy nighty, and that its 
coming foretells some dii;aster. One and 
all believe it as' they believe there is an 
ocean, and I have seen many oi them, 
young and old, who say they have seen 
it Indeed, I never saw an islander who 
had not, and the young lady whose song I 
had told you of in my last, t<^ J 
as he sat stirring that coffer that shethad 
twice seen it with her own blue eyes. I 
was especially amused by the earnest man- 
ner in which J said " I don't doubt 

it." I have beocnne satisfied myself that 
they do see something strange in the mist. 
Persons ftoxa the main land who have, 
come off here to make an examination, say 
that they saw it distinctly, and if you wish 
to forfeit all respect of a Block Islander, 
express a doubt of the truth of the appari- 
tion, and you are set down as unworthy 
of attention. Whether the vision be a 
strange conformation of the mists, owing 
to peculiar currents of air or not, and if so, 
what the cause of these currents can be, I 
leave you to imagine. I heard an old 
man say he had seen it often, every spar 
and rope and timber being distinct and 
bright, and that he had watched it a half 
hour at a time as it lay rolling in the of- 
fing. 

But I left my running account of the day 
and night to tell this story. J and 
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myself laj on deck and watched for the 
fire ship, but it did not come. We taliced 
eamestiy, for we had earnest matters to 
talk of; our plans for the future, the plans 
of others, and flnaiij we dropped into our 
accustomed vein of discussion and talked 
of metaphysics till the hands of our watch- 
es stood at 12. I then went below (our 
boat has a beautiful cabin, being as pleas- 
ant a yacht as you can imagine) and set 
some eatables on the table. J. came down 
and we ate heartily and went on deck 
again with cloaks, and blankets, and were 
soon rocked to sleep by our ocean mother.

<< It is not good that the soul he withoot 
knowledge," On this maxim our goTsn- 
ment is founded. Our Pilgrim FaUt^f 
regarded Ignorance as the mothw of so- 
perstition, and knowledge as the friend 
and ally of religion and virtue. Accord- 
ingly, at an early period, school-boosn 
were placed near the churches. Preach- 
ers and teachers were ordained to th^ 
respective works; and have uniformlj 
maintained a friendly relation. 

From the promulgation of these prino- 
pies, arose the demand for an institation 
of learning competent to supply well- 
trained preachers and teachers. Hanrard 
College was founded in 1686, and received 
its name from its principal benefactor.— 
Its first commencement took place in 1642, 
from which period*it has continued to dif- 
fuse the hlessings of religion and learning, 
and to send forth healthfUl influences into 
the various spheres of thought and action. 
In addition to its academic course of studj 
it has schools for professional training in 
Law, Medicine, and Theology; and with- 
in a few years, a scientific school has been 
founded, which numhers among its Pro- 
fessors some of the lights of the scientific 
world. 

On the 21st inst., it was our privilege to 
attend commencement at Camhridge, and 
to witness such changes as have taken 
place about the colleges during the last 
ten years. The day was propitious, and 
at ten o'clock the long procession advsnc- 
ed to the church where soon* all the seats 
were occupied, and the aisles filled with 
patient listeners. The prayer having 
been offered in plain English, the Salata- 
tory oration was called forth in *MiDgtta 
latina," and was pronounced to the ap- 
parent satisfaction of the numerous andi- 
ence. The ladies came in, as usual, for s 
share of compliments, and for the tiffl^ 
seemed to understand what the speaker 
was saying. Qot. Banks was eq>eciaU/ 
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mddroBsed, but an impertineiit f^low at 
oar elbow queBtioned whetber be under- 
stood the orator. Tbe valedictory oration 
has been dispensed witb at Camlwidge.

BUDDINa. 



This is an important method of propa- 
gation, applied chiefly to Fruit-trees. It 
is a species of grafting, and crnsists of in- 
serting a freshly cut bud firom one plant or 
tree underneath the newly incised bark of 
another plant or tree of the same species. 
The proper time for this operation is gen- 
erally about the middle of July and con- 
tinues imtil the middle of September, ac- 
cordit:g as the different kinds of trees ar- 
rive at a proper state ; p^ar trees gen- 
erally being the first, and peach trees 
the last There is, however, no precise 
rule which can be adopted in regard to 
time. If the bud will easily separate from 
its stalk, and the bark of the tree to be 
budded raises readily from the wood, the 
bud may be inserted with every probabil- 
ity of success, particularly if a dull cloudy 
day be chosen for the purpose. The pres- 
ent hot dry weather is somewhat unfavora- 
ble to it, but after a damp day or two, bud- 
ding may be performed favorably. 

The operation is a very simple one, and 
may be performed by any person, either 
lady or gentleman having a choice variety 
of firuit theyVish to increase. The shoot 
from which the buds are to be taken should 
be cut fW>m the tree, and all the leaves 
cut from it direptly, leikving just the per 
tiole (foot-stalk,) for were the leayes id- 
lowed to remain they would exhatis^ the 
sap before the union could take place. The 
bud to be chosen should be a leaf b\idt 
which can be distinguished firom a ^ower 
bi|d l^ its tapering form. With the bud, 
cut off a small portion of the bark aod 
wpod^ bif t remove the wood with the point 
of the knife in the direction contrary to 
that of the grpwth of the bud. If the 
wood separates from the bark, leaving the 
embryo bud at the sam^ time, it is an indi- 
cation that the bud is perfect, and other 
circumstances, being favorable it cannot 
fkil to grow. When the bud is ready, make 
a slit two inches long in the bark of the 
tree lengthwise, another across near the 
top of tbe first slit, the bark can then be 
gently raised, the bud inserted, and botud 



up with a piece of soft twine, beginning 
at the bottom and winding it round gent- 
ly but firmly to the top. After the union 
has taken place, the twine must be cut 
away to allow the wood to swell, but the 
upper portion of the budded plant can be 
left as a support for the bud until it is strong 
enough to support itself. H. X. & 



GBAPID OUIiTTJilX — ^VABIXTIXa. 



The old varieties of hardy grapes only 
included the laabeUa and CkUawba^ both of 
which long stood preeminent, although 
the latter in many parts of 1? ew England, 
rarely ripened well, frequently proving a 
very uncertain crop. 

The Hartford Prolific is an abundant 
bearer, a good' variety, very sweet, but a 
little foxy in flavor. It ripens nearly two 
weeks earlier than the Isabella and is also 
ve»y hardy. 

The Diana more recently introduced, is 
a very fine variety, being a vigorous 
grower and very abundant bearer. The 
fruit is of a light-reddish color, not quite 
as large as the Isabella, ripens a week or 
ten days earlier than the latter, and is per- 
fectly hardy. It is a very valuable kind. 

The Concord is also of more recent ori- 
gin, is of a large size, -firm in quality, very 
nearly black in color, bears clusters of a 
large size, and ripens a few days sooner 
than the Plana. The vine is hardy, and 
the flavor of the fruit pleasant and agree- 
able, with a slight native pungency. 

The Delaware and Rebecca^ are Just be- 
ing introduced and are very highly rec- 
ommended. They are described in the 
Homestead as being ** abundant bearers, 
maturing early, perfectly hardy, and 
yielding fruit of the finest texture or fla- 
vor* We hope they are but the first of a 
•eriea of new hardy varieties which shall 
furnish us with a great number of vastly 
improved kinds of this delicious fruit." 



8TBAWBSBBISS IN TSnSVT YOHK. 



The Strawberry trade in New York 
during the past season, has probably been 
equal to that of any former year in that 
city. The number of baskets sold by the 
commission dealers alone number 6,856,r 
058, to which may be added 2,500,000 
baskets sold directly fhym wagons to re- 
tailers and others, making in all 8,856,068. 
These, averaging about 8| cts per ba^ct, 
would amount to more tJian $800,000 for 
this firuit alone in one season. 



TH2 0BOTTND OHXBBT. 

ThH valuable fruit is known by the ve- 
nous names of Ormmd Oheny, Wmitr 
Cherry, Cape Qooeebeny and Strmmkerrj 
Jbtnaio, but the latter is more iq>propriate 
and common in this locality we believe. 
It may be grown precisely the eame m 
tomatoes, viz : the seed sown in a hot-bed, 
and the plants set out the same tiMe ae to- 
matoes, about two lioet apart Or the 
plants may be ratsed in the open ground, 
or with the best convenience yoa have at 
hand for raising such kinds of plajitk 
Plant abed of three or four dozen pUnH 
hoe and keep dean, and St will prodoee a 
nice supply ibr the above purpose. The 
plant is a low, difiHisely branched berK 
quite prolific. The fruit is small, ahooi 
the size of a small cherry, perfectly glob- 
ular, palish yellow, and partly endoeed Ib 
its dried looking, leafy calyx. It is net 
perfectly ripe till it falls off the plant, or 
will drop off by a gentle shake, and nuigr 
be picked up (Vom the ground. Tbe straw- 
berry tomato is really a beaotifkd and 
valuable plant It can be had tbe irst 
season in abundance, and it is really delie- 
ious, when used for pies or tarts, and nore 
than passable when eaten raw. In tarts 
it has a peculiar rich flavor, and we thii^ 
it more nearly resembles the green gage * 
plum, than anything we ever tasted. liia 
good for preserves, and can be as easil j kept 
as currants or gooseberries for winter useu 
It is also very nutritious, and requiree only 
to be more extensively known to be high- 1 
ly appreciated.

The Oaliforma Farmer states that^t peer 
was raised on the farm of Mr. Georgn 
Walling, on the Willamette Biver, n few 
miles above Portland, Oregon, that we^h* 
ed four pounds, and measured in dream- 
ference the longest way, twenfy-Kme ineAe^ 
and eighteen inches around it It exceeds 
the famous pear brought home by Br. 
Bushnell, by nearly half a pound, mod in

enough to store the granaries of every na- 
tion on the earth, all, aUt is embraced un- 
der oor own peaceAil government and 
subject to its control. Our states and ter- 
ritories include an area of 8,268,000 square 
miles without the great territory of Daco- 
tah, which added would increase the ex- 
tent of our country to very nearly that of 
all Europe, which is estimated at 8,595,- 
OOO miles. And together with all this, 
the energy, enterprise, and wealth of our 
citizens, the vast mineral, agricultural, 
an4 oommerdal^ resources of our country, 
all combine to render the United States 
the greatest, and most wealthy of any gov- 
ernment on the earth. A writer in the 
North American Review says — " Ohio 
alone, without sinking a pit below the level 
of her valleys, could supply coal equal to 
tho amount dug from the mines of England 
and "Wales for twenty-five hundred years, 
and Ohio is but a pigmy in the way of bit- 
umen, compared with western Pennsylva- 
nia and Virginia. Iron abounds from 
Tennessee to Lake Erie, and forms the 
very mountains of Missouri and Arkan s a s. 



Salt wells up from secret store-houses in 
every north-western state. Lead enough 
to shoot the human race extinct, is raised 
from tiie gt^t metallic dykes of Illinois 
and Wisconsin. Copper and Silver beck- 
on all trusting capitalists to the shores of 
Lake Superior. And mark the water- 
courses, the chain of lakes, the immense 
plains graded for railroads by nature's 
own hand, the reservoirs of water waiting 
for canals to use them." 

The farmer, in the interior of Ohio or 
Indiana, may ship hb produce at his own 
door to reach Boston, New York, Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore or New Orleans, and 
every mile of its transit shall be by canal, 
steamboat and rail-car, while the mines of 
California are capable of supplying the 
precious metals in quantities scarcely im- 
agined in the fabled legends of Aladdin*s 
wonderful lamp. In extent, in variety of 
climate, in wealth, internal resources, 
importance and strength, the United States 
to-day has not a rival on the globe. As a 
government then — as a nation we may 
well tremble at our responsibility. Let 
truth and virtue prevail, and patriotism 
and the purer principles of right and jus- 
tice, founded on the wisdom of 6od*s im- 
mutable law, be cherished by the people 
and. respected by our rulers, and we may 
look forward to a glorious future ; but if 
we so far forget our duties and neglect 
our privileges as to violate these great 
principles, we may look forward only to 
dissension and discord, and in the end find 
irretrieveable ruin.

In the use of all kinds of "burning 
fluids'' for the purposes of artificial light, 
greatcare should be exerpised. The many 
accounts of ** explosions" and the fre- 
quent melancholy results attending them, 
would seem sufficient effectually to stimu- 
late all who use these highly inflamable in- 
gredients, to great care and watchfulness 
over them ; and yet, strange is the fact, 
that lamps for fiuid are generally more 
carelessly handled, both in being filled 
and lighted, than an ordinary oil lamp ; 
and this is partly from ignorapoe of the 
highly infiamable nature of the kinds of fiu- 
id ooBMBODly used. When at their natural 
temperalore, if kept in a cool place, little 
danger i»ay be apprehended flrom the flu- 
id taking fire, unless it comes in immedi- 
ate contact with the flame. But after a 
lamp has been buaming a short time^ and 



heat is generated, an inflammable gas is 
formed, which will, on coming in con- 
tact with the atmosphere, invisibly com- 
municate with the flame of the lamp, 
even though it be at soma little distance, 
and an explosion is sure to take place. No 
lamp in whic h burning fluid is used, should 
ever be filled while burning. It cannot 
be done without the greatest danger. As 
the fluid lamps are generally constructed, 
with this precauiioh, scarcely an accident 
would ever occur. The composition or 
mixture composing all the various fluids 
for illuminating purposes, is alcohol, carb- 
onized with spirits of turpentine, cam- 
pheiie, camphor, oi some other ingredient 
abounding in carbon, to give it the illu- 
minating properties. This can only be 
exploded when it is mixed with a certain 
quantity of oxygen. 

To insure batety, then, in burning these 
fluids, the lump, in the flrst place, should 
be of metal or very strong glass, that can- 
not be easily broken. 

Secondly, the cap containing the tubes 
should flt perfectly tight hQ screwed closely 
down, and always examined before lighting. 

Thirdly, the tube or tubes should be 
long, both bflow and above the cap, and 
be fllled closely with the wick. 

And the last and most important rule 
should be, nevkk, on any pretence,

It was a magnificent placo for repose.

We have been in more quiet places than 
Proyidence, but we have seldom seen ProY- 
idence exhibit so few signs of life and 
thrift as at the present time. Manj of 
our citizens are abroad to escape the sti- 
fling heat of a compact city, but more 
are gone to seek employment by which to 
earn their daily bread. Business is dull, 
and everybody seems to claim the privi- 
lege of grumbling about the hard times. 
If any one has an idea of settling in Prov- 
dence, now is the time to secure a tene- 
ment <* Tenements to let," and " house 
for sale," are signs to be met with on ev- 
ery street 120 tenements are vacant in 
the fifth ward alone. A few buildings 
are springing up in the centre of the city, 
but in the out-skirts of the town scarcely 
anything is being done by way of im- 
provement. Our streets are in ezcellefit 
order, and will remain during the year 
with about a third of the ordinary outlay. 
Economy is introduced into various de- 
partments of life domestic and public, and 
everybody seems waiting to take advan- 
tages of the first turn in the tide of busi- 
ness. Real estate is dull, and little is sold 
except that which is forced into the mar- 
ket Speculators in building lots in the 
vicinity of the city have great drawbacks 
in their trade. Well-laid plans for amass- 
ing wealth have been defeated, and gi- 
gantic schemers reduced to the condition of 
modest citizens. The Jewelry business, 
which has for years furnished employment 
for numerous workmen, has of late been 
unproductive, and some heavy firms have 
been ruined. The prospects of cotton 
manufacturing establishments seem to be 
improving. Many milU have commenced 
w<«k under fivrorable auspices, and oth- 
ers are preparing to commence in due 
time. 

This is the season of the year for clam- 
bakes and fish-chowders. The steamboats 
connecting our city with the favorite re- 
sorts down the river are crowded on every 
fair day with people in quest of health 
and pleasure. Thousands go to Bocky 
Point to inhale its bracing air, to buifot its 



sturdy waves, and luxuriate on baked 
clams. 

But not all our people are thus devoted 
to material pursuits. Our institutions of 
learning exhibit signs of iiseAilness and 
activity, which are pleasant to contem- 
plate. The examinations in our college 
three weeks since were of a gratifying 
character. TborougHneas and accuracy are 
the prominent characteristics of Brown 
University. Able, skillful and laborious 
professors adorn and dignify their respect- 
ive posts, and the highest office of the in- 
stitution is sustained by Bev. Bamas Sears, 
X>. D., a gentleman of unsurpassed repu- 
tation for scholarship and character. 

One week since, our public schools 
completed their course of study for the 
summer term. The reports published by 
Uie committee testify to a continued in- 
terest in the cause of education. The 
whole number of children received into 
the schools the past term is 7091. Of this 
number 872 have been received into the 
high school, 1815into thegrammar schools, 
1756 into the intermediate schools, and 
8148 into the primary schools. About 
ninety thousand dollars were expended 
by the city for schools and school-houses 
last year, but the appropriation for the 
coming year will be considerably dimin- 
ished. 

Our system of public instruction has 
been a subject of much discussion during 
the past few months both in regard to its 
cost and its character. Many stand ready 
to complain of mismanagement and ex- 
pensiveness, but none have been hardy 
enough to attack the system. All unite 
in prMAinup free schools, and in testifying 
to their benefits. It ia pUdn, howev- 
er, that while these institutions are sus- 
tained with vigor, other instrumentalities 
must not be neglected. The home, the 
sabbath school, the church, the work-shop, 
and the counting-room must not be over- 
looked. Mint and cummin are good, but 
weightier matters require attention.— 
Many parents have seemed to inuigine that 
schools are ends rather than means, and 
have, consequently, laid at the door of the 
school-room reproaches or praises that are 
ill deserved. Physical education has re- 
ceived too little attenUon, particularly in 
the training <rf girls. Many young ladies 
of great promise on account of their mor- 
al and literary attainments, have been re- 
moved by death Just as they were complet- 
ing an extended course of study, and 
many remain but ill prepared to enjoy 
themsdves or benefit their friends and so- 
ciety. The result of the various discvs- 



sions will, we think, prove fisvorable to the 
cause of sound learning. 

Somestatbticsof an interestiiig charac- 
ter appear in the Beport of the City 
B^^trar. Between the first of January 
and the first of July, 1858, 880 children 
were born ; of which number, 844 were 
of American parentage ; 488 foreign, and 
48 mixed. Of the children of foreign pa- 
rentage, 854 were children of natives of 
Ireland, the Irish children being ten more 
than the American. These are unequivo- 
cal indications of the foreign character oi 
our city. 

A writer in ihe Providence Journal says, 
that the name of Smith has long held the 
first rank, m point of numbers, in Kew 
England ; but among the rising genera- 
tion in this city, the Smiths are already 
outnumbered by the Sullivans, and equal- 
led by the McCartys and McKennas. 

From statistics in our possession, we 
can estimate our population at about forty- 
nine thousand. P.

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ai^BN VICTOBIA'S FOXTliTBr HOUBB. 



The rearing of poultry is by no means 
an inconsiderable or unimportant depart- 
ment, either in respect to comfort or econ- 
omy. The value of the poultry in the 
United States at the present time cannot 
be less than $25,000,000 The SUte of 
Connecticut alone has about $200,000 in- . 
vested in this stock, and the interest in [ 
poultrykeeping still seems to be increas- ; 
ing. In proportion as this interest is felt, 
there should be a corresponding effort to 
furnish convenient, comfortable, and even 
tasteful and ornamental houses for the ac- 
commodation of our poultry. And it is 
commendable in any one who has Ihe taste 
and opportunity, to encourage improve- 
ment in this respect. In England, Queen 
Yictoria is said to stand first in the list o^ 
poultry-fSanciers, and her Majesty's poultry 
house is an example of beautiful simplicity 
and good taste. It is slumated on ihefarm 
attached to Windsor Cltstie, called the 
<' Home Farm,'* situated ia. a secluded 
part of the Home Park. It is semi-Goth- 
ic in style, consisting of a central pavilion 
flanked by roosting places, and breeding 
and laying nests. The pavilion is used as 
a spot where the fowl can be conveniently 
inspected, and is surrounded by an elegant 
pigeon house, which is lined with looking ) 
glasses, in which the pigeons appear to 
take great delight in gazing, and like some 
of our beautiful pigeons of larger growth, 
#pend much of their time dressing them- 
selves and smoothing and arranging their 
feathers, apparently well pleased witi^ their 
, own appearance. 

In 'front of the building the ground 



slopes toward the Park, and is divided by 
light wire fences into separate wards for 
the daily range of the fowls. Within 
these wards are gravel walks beautifully 
bordered with grass-plots, leading to the 
entrances of the fowl houses. The apart- 
ments are large and airy, and particularly 
calculated to accord with the natural hab- 
its and inclination of the birds. Begard 
has also been had to equality of tempera- 
lure and free ventilation, and in the inter- 
nal arrangement of the nests quite a nov- 
elty is introduced in making them, as 
much as possible, resemble the .close bram- 
ble covered recesses so natural to iheir 
original instincts. There are more expen- 
sive and extensive poultry houses in Eng- 
land, but probably none combining so 
much of the beautiful, the simple, and the 
really useful, as the Boyal poultry house 
of Queen Victoria. 

♦•» 
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Sleeping cars for night travelling, have, 
for some time, been in use as novelties in 
England and on the continent, but not 
until very recently / have such improve- 
nMuts beeii introduced in our own rail- 
roads for general travelling accommoda- 
tions. We learn, however, that the Mich- 
igan Central Bailroad Company are now 
placing upon their road these desirable 
appendages. Rejecting the devices of for- 
eign inventors, they have adopted the 
conception of one of their own mechanics, 
Mr. S. C. Case, Superintendent of Car 
Works, which is one of the most simple 
and convenient arrangements of the kind 



that has yet been perfocted. By a verj 
quick and easy meUiod the two seats ooca- 
pied during the days are at once converted 
at night into soft cushioned beds for the 
use of three persons. A curtain then fklU 
over the whole compartment, formlDg i 
family room, which with the windovj 
raised for the admission of air, is all tbit 
can be desired. The great jidrantage of 
this invention is that it can be adapted to 
the common cars now in use upon the road, 
which was not the case with the Wood- 
ruff patent. Cars which require refitting 
are thus made available by entirely chsng- 
ing the internal arrangements, at a cost 
not exceeding that required in the com- 
mon mode of fitting. Those who trsTel 
much by railroad will fully appreciate the 
efforts of this model road in thus pladDg 
within their roach all the comforts of life 
The Detroit Free Press states that four 
of these cars will be placed upon the track 
in a short time. They will be furnished 
with a regular attendant, to provide for the 
wants of travelers. Washroonas, Ladies 
private toilet rooms, &c., are also attached.

Dr. Van Mons of Belgi- 
um devoted an entire life time to the sub- 
ject, chiefly in connection with the Pear 
culture, and obtained as his reward a few 
very choice new specimens. Others have 
followed his example and the result has 
been, most of the excellent and highly de- 
licious varieties of that fruit now known. 
The cultivation of seedlings of our smal- 
ler frnits is less tardy, requiring only 
about three years to ascertain the proba- 
ble quality of the kinds so produced. It 
is a very interesting employment and has 
been most zealously followed up by hun- 
dreds in all parts of the country. Mr. 
Charles F. Erhard, of Ravenswood, L, I., 
who bad great success as a grower of the 
new cherry currant, is not satisfied with- 
out an attempt to gftt a better one, and 
so he has 2,000 seedlings a year old, from 
the seeds of the very largest of the fine 
ones at present grown. Those 2,000 plants 
were grown with much labor, requiring 
the care and attention of the planter for 
three years before he can obtain and prove 
the fruit He may be rewarded with 07ie 
choice new seedling, and cast the other 
nineteen hundred and ninety-nine away. 
If he obtains even that single one, he will 
be amply rewarded. 

** It is a great labor to grow seedlings 
until one is obtained better than the orig- 
inal, yet some one must persevere in such 
labor, or we should never have had the 
choice fruits we now enjoy-nsuch as Ho- 
▼ey's. Hooker's, Longworth's, McAvoy*s, 
Peabody's, Burr's, Wilson's, and some oth- 
er new Btrawbeiries ; Brinkley's raspberry, 
Hoagbton's gooseberry, Lawton's black- 
berry, and an almost endless list of other 
choice fruits and plants, that somebody 
hod the patience and perseverance to grow 
fipom the seeds of old sorts." 

Growing new varieties of seedling fruits 
and flowers is a very pleasant and agreea- 
ble employm^t, and one well adapted to 
the taste and habits of many of our lady 



shoots of the current years growth arelayod 
down now, they will become strong flow 
ering plants next summer. This is also the 
very best way of increasing the choice va- 
rieties of pinks and carnations. The ope- 
ration is a very simple one and consists in 
cutting and bending down a shoot in such 
a manner as to partially to check the flow 
of the sap and throw it into the part in- 
tended for a new plant Take a shoot of 
any kind of plant which it is desirable to 
increase, and cut a few leaves from around 
the centre, then with a sharp knife make 
an upward cut about two inches long, and 
a little more than half-way through the 
wood. Then gently bend down the shoot 
in such a manner, that the tongue formed 
by the cut part of the shoot enters the 
ground almostperpendicidarly. Upon that 
tongue ihe new roots will be formed, and 
when well rooted niay be severed, from the 
parent, and removed to any other place or 
potted as may desired. If the layers are 
watered in dry weather they will grow 
more rapidly and make stronger roots.

The following from the American AgrU 
ctdtmriti is well worth attention: ««In 
the very hottest days during the fore part 
of July, we reset planto to the number of 
several hundred at different hours of the 
day, without using the slightest covering 
to protect them from the direct rays of the 
sun, and yet not one failure occurred, and 
scarcely one plant in twenty showed signs 
of even temporary drooping. 

We venture to say that we can take up 
any kind of plant, not ovw a foot high, 
and move it to a new locality in the mid- 
dle of the day, in the dryest season, and 
this, too, with scarcely checking ito growth. 
These positive statemente are made to call 
attention to the mode of opera^ng. 

Ist, thoroughly wet the earth around 
the plant to be taken up, repeat the wet- 
ting within an hour until the water pene- 
trates to the bottom of the fibrous rooto.' 

2nd, with a spade or trowel in the right 
handjloosen a mass of earth around the 
plant, grasp the earth with the left hand 
and press it into a bail which shall contain 
a large share of the rooto still surrounded 
with the original earth. Set this into a 
basket with as many more similarly taken 
up as the basket will hold in ito bottom. 
(k^nj them to the new location. 

8d, dig for each plant a hole large enough 
to hold at least two quarto of water, pour 
it full of water and hold the plant in it 
with one hand, and with the other draw 
in the loose earth as fast as the water 
sinks away so as to keq) the hole ftill of 
water until it is all soaked up; let the 
plMit stand at the same depth in the earth 
as it stood originally. 

4th, draw over the surface of the hole 
thus filled, half an inch of dry earth. 
This will be moistened by the water soak- 
ed up from below, but will remain open 
and not become matted or baked as is al- 
ways the case when water is poured on 
the top. 

The whole of the above is quickly per- 
formed, and your planto then stand in a 
thoroughly moistened mass of soil, and 
their feeding rooto having been but par- 
tially disturbed carry on their functions as 
if nothing had happened. They will 
even do better than the unmoved planto 
standing in dry ground or watered upon 
the surfaceonly. Almost any kind of gar- 
den vegetables as weH as most summer 
flowering planto can be treated in this 
way, whenever desired, with perfect safety.

The publishers of LitieWa Living Age 
have reprinted the Journal of Madam Sa- 
rah Knight, during ^perilous Journey on 
horseback from Boston to New Haven and 
New York and back, in 1704. 

Mrs. Knight was a daughter of Thomas 
Kemhleof Oharlestown, Mass., who after- 
wards resided in Boston, where^his.daugh-. 
ter Sarah, the author of ti^ jpumal was 
born in 1666. Her husband, Richard 
Knight, was a native of Boston, and thoir 
only daughter was married to Col. John 
Liivingston, of New Zxmdon, in 17I&, who 
had been previously married to the daugh- 
ter of Gov. Winthrop, also of New Lon- 
don. Madam Knight's journi^ presents a 



somewhat curious contrast with the liter- 
ature of the present age (a century and 
a half later) — ^and we think cannot &il to 
interest as well as amuse our readers. 

"We extract from that portion of her 
Journal relating to her adventures between 
** Paukataug (Pawcatuck) River" and New 
London, includingher ** eight miles ride- 
ing" towards " Seabrook." 

After relating her adve^ tures at a Mr. 
DeviVs* near Kingston, of whose un- 
courteous treatment she bitterly complain- 
ed, remarking that ** Hee differed only in 
this from the old fellow in to'ther Country : 
bee let us depart" She remarks: 

" From hence we proceeded (about ten 
forenoon) through the Narraganset coun- 
try, pretty Leisurely ; and about one af- 
ternoon come to Paukataug River, w«^ 
was about two hundred paces over, and 
now very high, and no way over to'ther 
side but this. I darid not venture to Ride 
thro, my courage at best in such cases but 
small, And now at the Lowest Ebb, by 
reason of my weary, very weary, hungry 
and uneasy Circumstances. So takeing 
leave of my companyon, tho*w** no lit- 
tle Reluctance that I could not proceed 
w*»» them on my Jorny, Stop at a little 
cottage Just by the River, to wait the Wa- 
ters flailing, w*^ the old niian that lived 
here said would be In a little time, and he 
would conduct me safe over. This little 
Hntt was one of the wrechedest that I 
ever saw a habitation for human crea- 
tures. It was supported w^ shores en- 
doeed w*^ Clapbords, laid on Length- 
ways, and so much asunder, that the Light 
came throu' every where ; the doore tyed 
on w** a cord in y place of hinges ; The 
floor the bear earUi; no windows but 
such as the thin covering afforded, nor 
any ftirniture but a Bedd w*^ a glass 
Bottle hangingat j* head on't ; an earth- 
en cupp, a small pewter Bason, A Bord 
w^ sticks to stand on, instead of a table, 
and a block or .two vi y comer instead of 
chairs. The Cunily were the old man, his 
wife and two Children ; and every part be- 
ing the piotoreof poverty. Notwithstand-

ing both the Hutt and its inhabitants were 
very clean and tydee : to the crossing ^e 
Old Proverb, that bare walls make giddy 
howswifes. 

I blest myselfe that I was not one of 
this miserable crew ; and the impressions 
their wretchedness formed in me caused 
mee on y very spot to say : 
Tho* 111 at ease, A stranger and alone. 
All my fEitign's shall not extort a grone. 
These Indigents have hunger with their ease; 
Their best Ib won behalfe then my disease. 
Their Bfiserable hntt wch Heat and Cold 
Alternately without Bepalse do hold ; 
Their Lodgings thyn and hard, their Indian ftre. 
The mean Apparel wch the wretches wear. 
And their ten thonsand ills wch can*t be told, 
Makes nature er>e 'tis middle age*d look old. 
When I reflect, my late fiitignes do seem 
Only a notion or foigottea Dream. 

I had scarce done thinking when an In- 
dian-like Animal came to the door, on a 
creature very much like himselfe, in mien 
aud feature, as well as Ragged cloathing : 
and having 'litt, makes an A wkerd Scratch 
w* his Indian shoo, and a Nodd, sitts on 
y block, fhmbles out his black Junk, dipps 
it in y Ashes, and presents it piping hot 
to his Muscheeto*8 and fell to sucking like 
a calf, without speaking, for near a quar- 
ter of an bower. At length the old man 
said how do's Sarah do? who I understood 
was the wretches wife, and daughter to y* 
old man : he Replied— as well as can be ex- 
pected, &c. So I remembered the old 
say, and supposed I knew Sarah's <»se. 
Butt he bdng, as I understood, going 
over the River, as ugly as hee was, I was 
glad to ask him to show me y* way to Sax- 
tons, at Stoningtown ; which he promising, 
I ventured over w*^ the old mans assistance ; 
who, having rewarded to content, with my 
Tatteriailed'guide, I Ridd on very slowly 
thro' Stoningtown, where the Rode was 
very stony and uneven. I asked the fel- 
low, as we went, divers questions of the 
place and way, Ac, I being amyed at 
my country Saxtons, at Stoningtown, 
was very well accommodated both as to 
victuals and LodgiQg, the ouly Good of 
both I had found since my setting out 
Here I heard there was an old man and 
his Daughter to come that way, bo^nd to 
N. London ; and Mpg deetiti|te pf a 
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Guide, gladly waited for them, being in so 
good a harbour, and accordingly, Thirs- 
day, OctoV y« 6th, at 8 in the afternoon, I 
sat forward with neighbor Polly and Je- 

' mima, a Girl about 16 years old, who bee 
said he had been to fetch out of the Kar- 
ragansetts, and said they had Rode thirty 
miles that day, on a sory lean Jade, w*^ only 
aBaggunder her for a pillion which the 
poor Girl often complained was very uneasy. 
About seven that Evening, we come to 
Kew London Perry ; here, by reason of a 
very high wind, we mett with great diffi- 
culty in getting over — the Boat tosH ex- 
cedingly, and our Horses capper*d at a 
very surprising Rate, and set us all in a 
fright ; especially poor Jemima, who de- 
sired her father to say so Jack to the Jade, 
to make her stand. But the careless pa- 
rent taking no notice of her repeated de- 
sires. She Rored out in a Passionate man- 
ner: Pray suth father, Are you deaf? 
Say so Jack U> the Jade, I tell you. The 
Dutiful Parent obey*s ; saying so Jack, so 
Jack, as gravely as if hee*d been to say- 
ing Catechise after Young Miss, who 

\ with her fHght look*t of all coullers in y« 
Rain Bow. 

Being safely arrived at the house of Mrs. 
Prentices in N. London, I treated neigh- 
bor Polly and daughter for their divirting 
company, and bid them farewell, and be- 
tween nine and ten at night waited on the 
Rev<^ Mr. Gurdon Saltonstall, minister of 
the town, who kindly Invited me to stay 
that night at his house, where I was very 
handsomely and plentifully treated and 
Lodg'd; and made good the character I 
had heard concerning him viz. that he 
was one of the most affable, courteous, 
Genero's and best of men. 

Friday, OctC 6th. I got up very early 
in Ordw to hire somebody to go with mee 
to New Haven, being in Great parplezity 
at the thoughts of proceeding alone; 
which my hospitable entertainer observing, 
himselfe went,, and soon returned w*^ a 
young Gentleman of the town, who he 
could confide in to go with me ; and about 
eight this mornmg, w^ Mr. Joshua Wheel- 
er my new GKiide, takeing leave of this 
worthy Gentleman, Wee advanced on to- 
wards Seabrook. The Bodes all along 
this way are very bad^ Incumbered w*** 
rocks and mountainos passages, -fi^ were 
very disagreeable to my Ured carcass ; bat 
we went on with a moderate pace w^made 
y Journey more pleasent. But after 
about eight mUes Rideing, in going over 
a Bridge under which the River Run very 
awift, my hors stumbled, and very nar* 
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rowly *scaped fialling over into the water: 
w«*' extreemly frightened mee. But thro' 
God's Goodness I met with no harm, and 
mounting agen, in about half a miles 
Rideing, come to an ordinary, were well 
entertained by a woman of about seventy 
and vantage, but of as sound intellectuals 
as one of seventeen. Shee entertain'd Mr. 
Wheeler w^ some passages of a Wedding 
awhile ago at a place hard by, the Brides- 
groom being about her Age or something 
above. Saying his children was dredAilly 
against their fathers marrying, yr^ shee 
condemned them extremely for. 

We omit Madam Knight's adventures 
in her journey to New York and back to 
Boston, merely adding a paragraph relat- 
ing to her return through New London. 

" Wee went onward without anything 
remarkable until we come to New London 
and Lodg'd again at Mr. Sitltonstall's 
and here I dismist my Guide and my gen- 
erous entertainer provided mee Mr. Sam- 
uel Rogers of that place to go home w^ 
mee. I stay'd a day longer hear than I 
Intended by the commands of the Hon"« 
Q^ynr Winthrop, to stay and take a supper 
w^ him, whose Wonderful civility I may 
not omit. The next morning I cros't 
y Ferry to Groton, having had y Honor 
of y Company of Madam Livingstone 
(who is y (Jov'nors Daughter) and Mary 
Christophers and Divers others to the 
Bote — and that night lodged in Stoning- 
town and had Roste Beef and pumkin sause 
for Supper." * * « »

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THB FAOKBT SHIP OADKU8. 



We notice an account in a San Fniieiaoo 
paper of the recent breaking up of the hull 
of the old ship Cadmus, distinguished vbe- 
ing the vessel which brought Lafayette to 
this country in 1824. The visit of thst 
illustrious personage, and his enthusiaitie 
reception in this country, are generally 
known to our readers, to many of whom 
however, some of the circumstances con- 
nected with that visit may not be nninter* 
esting. Lafayette was, by the unaminoas 
voice of our own National Congress inYit- 
ed to visit the United States, and a GoTcrn- 
ment vessel, tendered for the accommoda- 
tion of the distinguished guest. The Dela- 
ware, a 74 gun ship, then just completed, 
was selected for the purpose, and readily 
proflered for the occasion. Lafayette ac- 
cepted the invitation, but declined the hon- 
or of a national ship, being opposed to 
any public demonstration, as not in accord- 
ance with his ideas of BepubUcari lim- 
plicity. The Cadmus, one of the lino of 
packets from New York to Havre, then 
in the latter port, and under the commsnd 
of Capt. Francis AUyn of this city, wss 
generously tendered for the service, taken 
from the line, and returned in bftUwt, 
bringing the distinguished visitor to the 
land to whose freedom he had so nobly 
contributed. It might well be regarded 
fortunate as well as gratifying to Ls&J' 
ette that the gentlemanly and highly sc- 
complished commander <fi the Cadmn» had 
charge of the vessel destined to that office, 
and he freely acknowledged, in the nu- 
merous proofe of his high r^ard, his high 
appreciation of the delicate attentions be- 
stowed upon him by the latter, during the 
voyage, and which matured into a pewon- 
al fnendship on the part of Lafeyette, • 
which continued during his life. HsnT 
were the interesting incidents poth pubhc 
and private connected with the eventftil 
life of this distinguished man, which he 
related to Capt A- with all the fervor of 
his ardent and generous nature, some oi 
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which have since been given as interesting 
historical sketches to the public. 

On Lafayette's arrival at New York the 
spontaneous exhibition of generous feeling 
and regard on the part of the people deeply 
affected him, and he ever acknowledged his 
own heartfelt gratitude whenevw oppor- 
tunity presented, both here and afterwards 
in S'rance. One incident at his landing 
on the Battery, strikingly illustrated his 
own delicacy of feeling and strong republic- 
an principles. After the military review, 
a dense crowd filled the streets, and almost 
entirely impeded his progress, when the 
word, "Unhorse the carriage" was heard 
in the crowd. Quick as thought the hors- 
es were disengaged and the citizens vied 
in their efforts to take their place. Lafay- 
ette arose much excited, exclaiming with a 
low voice, " Open the door, if you please, 
I can never consent to this.*' In a mo- 
ment more he stood on the side walk and 
would not re-enter the carriage until the 
horses were again attached. It was 
some time before he regidned his compo- 
sure. 

RepubUcs are said to be «* ungrateful." 
Certainly it is that our own is sometimes 
forgetful. "While one universal sentiment 
pervaded the wfaolenation in regard to the 
action of our government in inviting La- 
fayette to our shores, it is somewhat re- 
markable that even to this day, it has neg- 
lected to indenmify the parties who sacri- 
ficed their own interests to carry out the 
will of the people. 

Some time after the honorable service 
performed, the Cadmus was bought by a 
firm in Sag Harbor, and employed for a 
number of years in the whaling business. 
In 1849 she sailed for California with pas- 
sengers and fireight, and after discharging 
was dismantled and never again encoun- 
tered thebufibting storms. Her tfiubers 
and plank said to be perfectly sound, are 
now being used for repairing a dock in 
San Francisco.

AN BNGLISH GABDBN. 



In A little plot belonging to the Vicarage 
of St. Martins, Canterbury, may be found 
one of the model gardens of Kent County. 

It comprises only a single acre of land, 
and at present abounds with as bountiful 
crop of the finest frnito, including apples, 
plums, damsons, currants, gooseberries, 
strawberries, raspberries, as the county it- 
self can boast; the apple crop alone is esti- 
mated at 600 bushels. Eight plum trees 
will at least produce a crop of 70 bush- 
els of delicious fruit There are ftOOO cur- 
rants and gooseberries bushes in the gar- 
den, and some of the former have at least 
80 pounds of currants on them, and the 
gooseberries already measure more than 
four inches in circumference, while veg- 
etables oocupy every spare comer.

THB OHBTBAHTHICMXJM. 

The Ckryumihmman Jhdicum or some of 
its varieties should find a place in every 
garden plot Flowering as they do in 
the &11, when almost every other flower 
has disappeared from, the garden, renders 
them invaluable for decorative purposes. 
They are among the most easily cultivated 
plants, and comprise every shade of color 
from the deq)est maroon to the purest 
white, and ftom creamy white to the rich- 
est orange. Nurserymen now generally 
arrange them in three classes. First, the 
large flowering varieties, which are also 
the tallest growers, (some of them grow- 
ing seven or eight feet high) many of 
which produce flowers correspondingly 
large. Second, the Anemone flowered va- 
rieties, which are quite distinct and sin- 
gularly beautiful. To call them the aster 
jUwered varieties, would in my opinion, 
be more appropriate, as they closely re- 
semble a beautifully quilled aster in the 
centre, with a margin of petals round the 
outside edge of the flower, which gives 
them the appearance of the very best cul- 
tivated German asters. These are not so 
strong g^wers as the first» but are as nu- 
merous, and embrace as many shades of 
color. Thirdly, the Pompone or Lilipu- 
tian varieties ; these have only been in 
general cultivation for the last few years, 
and are Justly considered as an acquisition 
of the first importance, on account of their 
small growth and consequent adaptability 
to the smallest gardens, as well as for pot 
culture. The large as well as the Ane 
mone flowered varieties, generally flower 
in terminal heads, but the Pompone va- 
rieties produce flowers from the axils of 
the leaves for two-thirds the length of the 
branch, presenting in many instances the 
appearance of a closely jMtcked spike of 
hollyhock flowers. The Pompbne's com- 
prise as many shades of color as the lar- 
ger ones, and the flowers are produced in 
much greater abundance, rendering them 
much more desirable for pot culture, or 
gardens where a great deal of room cannot 
be devoted to this kind of plants. 

The best way to propagate the Chrysan- 



themum is by cuttings in April. Plant 
them in rich soil and they will flower 
abundantly the following fall; but they 
should not occupy the same ground two 
years in succession, as thejr exhaust the 
soil very much, and the flowers produced 
the second year would be very inferior to 
the first, and would ultimately dwindle 
away to mere weeds. When they have 
done flowering in the fall, cut them down 
and cover up the roots for the winter. In 
April the plants will have made consider- 
able growth, when you can take off cut- 
tings, or divide the plant with a spade 
and plant in a fresh place in good rich 
soil with plenty of manure. Pinch out 
the points of the shoots about the begin- 
ning of June, and tram the plants (if 
they are of the tall varieties.) If Pom- 
pones they will not grow above two feet 
high at most, and will require but little 
training. If for pot culture, the cuttings 
should be rooted in small pots, and remov- 
ed into larger ones as they advance in 
growth, and by pinching back once or 
twice they may be kept quite dwarfish in 
their habits, and will be very interesting 
window flowering plants. h. x. c. 



A FABIiOB FIiOWHB VABB. 



At tbe London Crystal Palace there has 
been recently introduced an admirably 
constructed Parlor Flower Vase, which en- 
tirely obviates the liability to injury to flne 
carpets &c, from the drainings of watery 
plants growing in pots. Instead of having 
an opening at the bottom as is usual for 
this purpose, the bottom half of this im- 
proved vase is stufled with green moss, the 
pots are plunged in the moss, and the top 
is then mossed with the flnest and shortest 
moss, which looks as smooth as green vel- 
vet. In warm rooms the pots must have 
water, but the quantity of bottom moss 
** takes it up" like a sponge, for ten days or 
more, or lees, according to the time, tem- 
perature, and the adaptations to yr^Usr. 
After that the vase is taken out, put on the 
oil-cloth, and the moss is squeezed, after 
the manner of wringing the laundry ; the 
moss seeds go in the surplus water, and the 
moss itself Is green, damp, and comfortable 
for the pots and plants a second, and a 
third, and many times, (for nobody knows 
for how long a time;) doing away with 
the expense of purchasing moss, so diffi- 
cult in many places* Flower vases of this 
description introduced into the parlors and 
sitting rooms of our lady flower culturists, 
would be ornamental and save much troub- 
in frequent watering.

To those ^ho have seen this work notic- 
ed by the press but little will remain to be 
said. The author presents with a pecul- 
iar vividness the first incentives to way- 
wardness and crime in the wild and excit- 
ing scenes of a reckless College life, and 
the evil tendency of a selfish worldly wo- 
man in the person of a scheming aunt, 
over one who had the misfortune to lose 
a pious and devoted mother in the days of 
his early youth-^his subsequent career as 
a vttin, unscrupulous lawyer, a bold and 
heartless aspirant— and his subsequent ig- 
nominious fate as a criminal, closing with 
a premature and melancholy death in 
States Prison. On the other hand, virtue 
and sterling honesty after being subjected 
to the most deliberate and villainous plots 
and cruel persecutions, assumes its true 
and dignified position in society in the 
person of George Melville. The charac- 
' ters are apparently very truthfully deline- 
ated, and while a deep interest is awaken- 
ed and fully sustained throughout the 
work, there is not an unnatural overdraw- 
ing of the picture, or relation of events 
scarcely credible to the reader. Although 
we are very careful in recommending 
works of fiction generally, we are pleased 
to remark that in this we can discover 
much to interest, there is but litUe if 
anything to condemn.

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It was nearly midnight of Saturday

The T<^UDg Men's Christian Association 
of Pittsburg, have introduced a resolution 
dispensing with all the ordinary means 
for the settlement of personal difficulties 
by the, usual legal process, and appointing 
a Committee of ArbitHitors before whom 
Ike members, and all others who wish, 
nay have such personal differences amica- 
bly adjusted. This is a most commendable 
and really christian example, and one that 
we trust may be followed, not oaly by 
other Toung Men's Christian Associations, 
but by the entire christian community. It 
is a plan that we have long entertained 
and advocated, and now the first step has 
been taken, we trust it may become gen- 
oral, and supersede the method heretofore, 
and even now so common, of resorting to 
V* the law" for redress, on receiving any 
fitncied or real injury. Most of the bitter, 
rancorous, and almost interminable law 

f toits in the community, spring from, very 
trivial matters, and the fires of dissention 
and discord once kindled, are thus £Emned 
and increased into a flame that it is almost 
impossible to quench. 

There is scarcely a quiet, sober minded 
citizen in the community, that has not an 
instinctive, and ^en moral aversion to a 
•uit at law. The paraphernalia of court- 
rooms, judges, advocates and juries do not, 
as a general thing, present very strong 
attractions to the law abiding citizen. Let 
Ihem then be retained only to sustain the 
majesty of the law in criminal proceedings, 
and resorted to only when necessary to 
bring the criminal violator of the peace 

f '^d good order of society to adequate jus- 
tice. But by all means, in our churches, 
our social communities, and civil relations 
in life, let this unequal, demoralizing, ex- 
pensive, and universally unsatisfactory 

^ method of settling individual differences 
be abandoned, and a kind, courteous. 
Christian Board of Arbitration be substi- 
tuted, whose decision shall be in accord- 



ance wUfa truth and equity, and the pure 
teachings of that Word which is the basis 
of all moral obligation. It is to be hoped 
that the example of the Young Men's' As- 
sociation above referred to, will be follow- 
ed, and become the prevalent system for 
the final and satisfactory settlement of all 
personal differences and misunderstand- 
ings, in every christian, and every civili- 
sed community.

as explosive as ordinary burning floid. 
The experiments were interesting, tboogh 
rather dangerous. A can of his fluid was 
brought near alight, and it exploded with 
a report as loud as a pocket pistol." 

Scarcely a week passes that we do not 
hear of melancholy accidents resulting 
fh>m the use of burning fluids, many of 
which are represented to **be perfectly saft 
and free from explosion." In r^ard to 
this, we would ref(» our readers to s for- 
mer article in the Repository on the same 
subject. And we would here again caa- 
tion every one who uses burning fluid of 
any kind, to beware of trusting to any 
promised or fancied security from ex|^ 
sions, but by attending to the rules jn^vi- 
ously given. We unhesitatingly deny tkt 
possibility of any^ of the hurfnng flmds 
now in use hdng perfectly *^on-explosive,'* 
They are all alcoholic combinations with 
carbon- in some form, and burn only as 
they assume the the gaseous state, which 
they generally do at a low iemperaiurt. 
They are all, therefore, in a greater or less 
degree constantly forming gassea which, 
when kepi perfk^tly confined from the at- 
mosphere are harmless, but the moment 
they escape, (for example, by taking a 
stopper from a can or a cap from a lamp 
partly filled with fiiud and partly with 
the recently formed gasses,) mingle with 
the oxygen of the air, and come in con- 
tact with the flame, an explosion is inevit- 
able. The only safety, (we again repeat 
it,) is- 

To use metal or strong glass lamps. 

To have the ci^m perfectly fitted with 
good screws, and always screwed &st down. 

Never to fill a lamp w?Ule burning or near 
another light 

Never neglect these rules from a be- 
lief that you are using ^.non-explosipe fluid. ,

OOMFOBTiLBIiB aATiABTBS. 



We believe, generally, that clergymen 
are lees adequately remunerated for their 
services than men of any other profession 
in the community. There are, however, 
exceptions which might be noted, particu- 
larly in some of our larger cities, and 
these indicate very fairly the estimation 
in which the pastors of such churches are 
held by their people. In New York, t)T, 
Taylor of Grace Church takes the lead, re- 
ceiving $10,000 a year and the use of a 
fine parsonage. Dr. Hawks receives $6,000 
and the use of a splendid house. Rev. E. 
H. Chapin, $5,000 per annum, with other 
perquisites. Rev. H. W. Beecher of 
Brooklyn has a salary of $5,000 and a €ne 
parsonage. Dr. Adams of New York, 
$5,000, while Rev. Messrs. Cheever, Tyng, 
Bellows, and several others are paid from 
$8,000 to $6,000 each. In addition to 
this, many of them receive considerable 
sums for Lectures, Literary labors, &c., 
&c.^ and notwithstanding, their accumu- 
lations are small. It is said Mr. Berber 
disburses in charities nearly all his income 
above his actual living expenses, and that 
most of the others are proportionably 
liberal.

Pun Apples in Connicticut. —

Bock with & Son near the 
Railroad Bridge, who are engaged on an- 
other of their beautifully modeled schoon- 
ers for which, as builders, they are so dis- 
tinguished. She is of one hundred and fif- 
teen tons burthen and is designed for Well- 
fleet, Mass., adding another to the list of 
vessels which the Messrs. Beck with have 
already built for eastern portB. i?he judg- 
ment and good taste of Massachusetts vessel 
owners is proverbial, and when they come 
to New London for fine models and good 
workmanship on vessels, it cannot but be 
a high compliment to our builders. 

Atlantic Cable Celebration. — The 
citizens of New London seemed cordially 
to participate in the general rejoicing at 
the-brilliaDt success of the Atlantic Tele- 
graph. On Wednesday last, two salutes 
of fifty guns each were fired, the flags of 
the shipping in port were displayed, the 
bells of the churches rang forth their mer- 
ry peal, and the usual demonstrations of 
jubilant feeling were eihibited. In the 
evening the public buildings, stores, and 
many of the private residences of thetcity 
were illuminated, and fireworks displayed 
at various places in the citvl All classes 
seemed to participate in the general demon- 
stration of joyful feeling on the pocasion. 

Shark Fishing. — A party of about a 
dozen of our citizens and others, u* der 
Capt. D. Rogers in the schooner Eliza, 
went down the harbor last week on a 
sharking excursion for pleasure of course. 
Tbt^y returned in the evening with six 
fine specimens of the voracious tribe, the 
largest of which measured twelve feet in 
length, and was estimated to weigh more 
than six hundred pounds, being one of the 
regular *< blue nose" species. On Wednes- 
day last, another party of six young men 
in the same craft captured ten of the tame 
" hlxte nosed" gentry, the largest ot which 
measured about eleven feet long, and could 
not have weighed less than five hundred 
pounds. For the particulars of this shark- 
ing expedition, we refer our readers to our 
correspondent <* bbarxis" in another col- 
umn. 

New Club Roats. — ^The interest in 
this class of boats does not appear to be sub- 
siding.

SUMMARY 

A lathe weighing over 140,000 pounds 
or about 60 tons has recently been finished 
at the Novelty Works, New York, for a 
foreign government.

It may not be anintereetiDg to oar lady 
readers to know to tome extent, at least,

In addition to, and connected with, the 
main building, is a four story dwelling 
house which contains a library of nearly 
two thousand volumes for the use of the 
girls, a reception room, cloak and toilet 
rooms, and also a suit of rooms fbr the 
house keeper and assistants. A madiine 
shop is also connected with the building. 

In this institution of Measrs. Douglass 



& Sherwood, every attention is given to 
the mental and even physical training of 
tbe operatives. Besides tbe use of tbe 
library, Lectures on Physiology and the 
best means of preserving tbe health, are 
given in the work-rooms. The hours of 
labor have been reduced to nine and a half 
each day, (and only nine hours on Satur- 
day) during the week, thus making an ag- 
gregate of three and a half hours of labor 
per week less than tbat required in most 
other establishments. 

The noble stand taken by the proprie- 
tors of this institution in favor of the best 
interests of those who are employed by 
tbem is worthy of all praise. In reply to 
some suggestions by a gentleman devoted 
to this object, some time since, tbey ror 
marked with much feeling : — " We be- 
lieve every hour actually devoted to the 
increase of intelligence and comfort among 
our girls comes back to us ten fold, in 
the quantity and quality of the work done, 
and we will do till that we can to induce 
our girls to attend on the Evening Schools 
you represent, and in every way do our 
best to protect the health and add to the 
comfort, respectability, intelligence and 
happiness of all who work for us. We 
believe this to be our wisest business poli- 
cy, aside ft'om any higher motive." 

Tbe desire to gratify and give pleasure 
to their employees by Messrs. Douglass & 
Sherwood, was recently exhibited in get- 
ting up at an expense of some two thous- 
and dollars, a grand pic nic excursion, 
employing a steamer and two barges on 
the occasion, which contained more than 
one thousand persons belonging to tbe es- 
tablishment, together with a large party of 
invited guests, clergymen, Ac., Ac., ac- 
companied by Dod worth's celebrated band 
of music. It was a joyous and happy oc- 
casion.

In our haste to aecure 
three we lost one, which having •• booked" 
the hook, made good his escape, carrying 
with him our best wishes — for his recap- 
ture^ of course. Six hours of this rather 
exciting ** amusement" resulted in securing 
teii of these cannibals of the ocean, the 
largest of which could not have been mach 
less than elet?en feet Umg, and two or three 
others but little less in size. Nothing oc- 
curred to mar the pleasure of the day, and 
we rf^turned in high glee, feeling that i/ 
we hdd not caught quite so large a shark 
as a prcjvious party, we could xneasore 
more feet of fins and jaws, and tell ai 
good a *'fish story" as any^of our predecei- 
sorfi. 
To the uninitiated it may not be oat of 
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I to desoribe more ftiU j the moduB op- 
*a9M:K of shark catchinic* The lines em- 
oyed are aboat m quarter of an inch 
lick, to wbicL a hook eight or ten inches 
^ng is attached by a chain two or three 
•et in length. The letter is airery neees- 
fcry preoaation, for a single sniq> of their 
lonetrows Jaws is almost scdkient to sev- 
r a cable. The common bony-fish is 
sed for bait, two or three of which well 
ftstened to the hook, is a snffldenty deli- 
ata morsel to attract the silver bellied 
;oamiaiid to his anticipated dainty treat 
Che line is droj^ted overboard an i suffered 
o settle until the bait is within a few 
'eet of the bottom ; it is necessary frequeat- 
7 to raise it gently, as the shark's M^ is 
ttherwise not always very readily ascer- 
tained, from the very graceful and polite 
manner of the gentleman's salutation on 
approaching the hook. His friendly grip 
having been secured, the line should be 
hauled in, steadily and rapidly at first, bnt 
more slowly and cautiously as heapproach- 
es the surfisce, oocasionally «« slacking^' a 
little to prevent his fierce plunges firom 
breaking the line. It generally requires 
two persons to haul a good sized shark 
along side. When this is done, an instru- 
ment called a**^," with a strong line at- 
tached 18 thrust into his body, which holds 
him secure until he is despatched with a 
lance, when he may be safely hauled on 
board. 

Although afterward it may seem rath- 
er cruel treatment to handle the poor fal- 
low so roughly, during the excitement all 
feeling of pity is forgotten. Indeed the 
fierce smacking of his huge Jaws, and the 
ominous appearance of his double row of 
sharp teeth is not calculated to awaken 
much sympathy in his behalf, particularly 
if a near proximity to his capacious Jaws 
should suggest the sudden amputation of 
a limb, or the insertion of a score of ugly 
(eetb, if opportunity should permit. 

Before closing, we would remark that a 
more gentlemanly and accommodating 
man than Oapt. Kogers, is rarely found, 
and all who take passage with him, or pat- 
ronize his beautiful craft, will not flul of 
having a first rate time. sharkie.

HATIVS AQUATIO VULS'SB. 



This interesting fismily of plants of 
which many produce truly beautifiil flow- 
ers, are well worth ccmsideration. In En- 
gland the American water plants are very 
much prized, and are sought after by all 
who have the convenience for their culti- 
vation, and but few garden establishments 
of any extent can be found where water 
is not considered a necessary append- 
age. In this country they can be cultiva- 
ted with much less difficulty. Favored 
by the high summer temperature enjoyed 
on this side of the Atlantic, many of the 
beautiful East Indian and South American 
varieties of Water Lily may be cultivated 
with entire success. The only difficulty to 
be overcome is to give them sufficient depth 
of water and mud, to keep them beyond 
the reach of frost during the severest win- 
ters. Even the beautiful Victoria water 
lily with its leaves six feet, and its gorge- 
ous flowers ten or twelve inches in diame- 
ter, may be successfully flowered in the 
open air. The following are some of the 
most beautiful American varieties: 

First the kilumbium- luteum the 
American sacred bean. Its name is Latin- 
zed fh>m Nelumbo, which is the Ceylonese 
name of the Nelumbium apeelocisaimum, 
the celebrated sacred bean or lotus flower 
of the East Indies. This beautiful plant 
is found wild in the waters of the Western 
States, in the Delaware river below Phila- 
delphia, and in the Connecticut river near 
Lyme, probably introduced there by the 
aborigines. 

NTiffHJ&A ODORATA, the swcet scented 
water lily. This is a very showy plant 
with flowers yarying from white to rose 
color and with large, orbicular, or kidney 
shaped leaves. 

NiRPHAR ADYRNA, the ycllow pond lily 
sometimes called spatter dock — also, nu- 
PHAR LUTXU¥, both found in shallow 
ponds and ditches. The name is derived 
from Neufar the Arabic name for pond 
Uly. 

PcMTTSDSRLA ooRDATA, the Pickerel 
weed. Most people are acquainted with 



this singular plant, with its violet blue 
colored flowers and arrow-heart shap- 
ed leaves. These are some of the most 
showy North American aquatics but there 
are many other very pretty ones. 

Among exotic water lilies may be men- 
tioned the Nymphoea CcBrulea, the blue 
water lily, Nelumbium Specioeissirnvm, the 
sacred bean of India, Victoria Regia, the 
mammoth water lily of the Amazon, and 
others in almost endless variety.

THS VINB MILDEW. 

A writer in the July number of the 
HorHcultunM gives the following excel- 
lent plan of coring this someumes troub- 
lesome disease. He remarks: 

** Having shut the house quite close, I 
got four large flower pots, and half filled 
them with lumps of quick lime ; having 
sprinkled it with water, I strewed a hand- 
ful of sulphur on each pot, and let it steam 
up tiirongh the vines till it quite filled the 
house with steam. On the following 
morning I opened all Uie ve .tilators, and 
gave the house a good syringing till I 
quite saturated it. I repeated it the fol- 
lowing day, when I found that the mildew 
had wholly disappeared. I have also tried 
the same remedy &r red spider in a peach 
house, and I soon found it to vanish. If 
gardeners will use sulphur in this way, 
they will find uo ill effects from it ; as soon 
as they have strewed it on the lime they 
can leave it until the following morning. 



Thr Cimcinnatz Grapr Crops.— With- 
in a radius of 25 miles of Cincinnati, it is 
computed that there are 2,500 aores of 
ground devoted to the culture of grapes. 
In favorable seasons the average of wine 
per acre is 200 gallons, equal to 500,000 
gallons as the whole crop for the section de- 
soribed, worth f^h from the press $500, 
000. It is stated in the CfinamneOi GmetU 
that to the general loss of the fruit crop 
of apples, peaches, dsc, in Ohio this season, 
that of the grape crop is to be added. This 
if true, will be a serious loss to the cultiva- 
tors, we are inclined to believe, however, 
that tibe failure will not be as general as 
feared by the writer in the Qaeette, partic- 
ularly as the cause is not stated. 

A FiRU>0F Sugar Oasr.— Below Point 
Coupee, La., is one broad field of sugar 
oanecovering thirty thousand acres I there 
are rows four miles in length, and as 
straight as an arrow.

I poeeaised some valuable diamonds 
which had been unset, and, as I was on a 
yiflit to Paris, I thought I would have them 
react.

ITS OBIQUSr AND OHABAOTBB. 



There is no class of popular amusements, 
perhaps, that has more frequently elicited 
the comments, called out the encomiums, 
or evoked the denunciations of the public 
press, than theatrical exhibitions. But 
from the very earliest effort to establish na- 
tional dramatic entertainments in Greece, 
and the first erection of the theatre at 
Athens, although it has always had its ad- 
vocates and supporters, the wise, the vir- 
tuous and good have, almost without ex- 
ception, cither in a qualified or unqualified 
sense, denounced its influences as demor- 
alizing and corrupt in their tendency. 
Although the Athenians honored their 
dramatic writers above even their orators 
or law-givers, and their devotion to the 
amusements of the stage exceeded probably 
any other nation ; we ask, what ^cwx/ influ- 
ence had these amusements upon the peo- 
ple ? I-t hey were salutary, or even inno- 
cent, what satisfactory reason can be given 
for the almost unparalleled profligacy and 
debauchery of that people ? History does 
not inform us of a city which became 
more effeminate, corrupt or debased than 
Athens, even with all her distinguished 
eminence in learning and the arts. Lux- 
ury and intemperance, which, by the 



wise " laws of Draco and Solon had 
exeluded, pervaded all ranks of socie- 
ty," until its cititens became a very by- 
word of perfidiousness, impiety and cruelty. 

But it may be said that the noodera 
drama is less obnoxious to censure — more 
pure in its character ; and the very strong- 
est objection that can now be bron^t 
against it is the simple waste of time in* 
curred in the attendance on such exhibi- 
tions; or it may be said by ita advocates 
as is frequently the case, that it is "• 
School of good morals"-^ " Mirrcr of 
life" in- which we may see onr own frail- 
ties, and be better prepared to sympathin 
with the unfortunate around as. But 
who, we ask, has been made better — ^whose 
morality has become of a more pure or el- 
evated character — who from the atmos- 
phere of the theatre has gone forth better 
prepared to administer to the wants of 
the sick, the sorrows of the afflicted, or the 
consolations of religion to the dying? 
Where are the legitimate fruits of this 
"School of good morals!" Why do we 
not see the low and miserable debeocbees 
that constantly attend the theatres in our 
large cities, renovated, reformed, and com- 
ing up to the high standard of pure mo- 
rality and virtue? Alas! A defter de- 
gradation of the wretched devotees o£ 
these amusements tell a sadder bat more 
truthful tale. The melancholy speetade 
that presents itself everywhere, is evefy 
place in olf^ cities where theatres are 
established, in the dens of infamy, th^ 
the vilest and most abandoned estabUsb- 
ments for the encouragement of drunk- 
enness, and the degradation of virtue, all 
attest, in language too plainly to be ads- 
under«tood the deplorable fact that thb 
"School of good morals" when divested 
of its tinselling, is none other than a lore 
to the thoughtless and unwary, into the 
" way that taketh hold on death." 

But we have not the space or time even to 
begin to portray the picture of accumn- 
lated wretchedness and misery engendered 
and consumated by the theatrical exbilu- 
tions. John Angcll James, a man whose 
praise is in the heart of every true friend 
of philanthropy and virtue, thus remarks 
in regard to the influence of the theatre 
on young men : " All the evils that waste 
a young man's property, corrupt his mo^ 
als, blast his reputation, impair his health, 
embitter his life, and destroy his soul, lurk 
in the purlieus of a theatre. Vice in every 
form lives, moves, and has its being there. 
Myriads have cursed the hour when they 
first exposed themselves to the contamina- 
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ting infloenoe of the stage, and fh>m that 
&tal evening they date their destruction. 
Then they threw off the restraints of edu- 
cation, and learned how to disregard the 
dictates of conscience — thentheir decision, 
hitherto oscillating between a life of vir- 
tue and of vice, was made up for the latter. 
Light and darkness are not more opposed 
to each other, than the Bible and the 
play-book. If one be good the other must 
be eviL If the Scriptures are to be obey- 
ed the theatre must be avoided. To justi- 
fy the stage is to condemn the Bible. The 
same individual cannot defend both. " We

THB BIBLB OF JOHN^ BOGBBB* 
THB MABT7B. 



Little did we dream in the days of our 
boyhood, while, with eager curiosity and 
childish simplicity we used to pore over 
the pages of the New EngUmd Primer^ 
sod pause with almost tearful sympathy, 
over the quaint old wood cut representing 
the burning of the martyr John Bogers 
at the stake, attended by *< his wife and 
nine small children, with one at the 
breast'' that we should ever behold the 
£t6(0— the voTitable bible, read, pondered, 
and prayed over by that noble martyr to 
the christian, faith. But we have the 
privilege of recording the strange &ct — 
that we have seen, handled, and perused 
this identical precious relic of the days of 
the Smithfleld fires, and the bloody per- 
secution of die reign of the cruel Mary, 

The book itself is a small, thick quarto, 
containing the New Testament, (the trans- 
lation of Cranmer in 1689,) the Psalms, 
and a portion of the Liturgy of the Prot- 
estai|t Church at that time. The title 
page, a fbw of the first and the last leaves 
have been lost, the book having been 
twice rebound. It is printed in the large* 
full, ancient German Text, with orna- 
mental initial letters to a portion of the 
chapters, and a few marginal references. 
Thtt chapters are divided in King James' 
version, but they have no division into 
verses, capital letlers in the margin indi- 
cating the commencement of paragraphs as 
they occur in each chapter. In va^ous 
parts of the book we find brief notes and 
memorandums by different persons, rela- 
tive to its carefully cherished and authen- 
tic history. 

This venerable book by a carefiil com- 
parison with a number of ancient copies in 
the Library of Yale College at New Ha- 
ven, is ascertained by antiquarians to have 
been printod in 1549, in the days of King 
Edws^ yi» under the patronage of Thos. 



Cranmer the primate of England who was 
burnt at Oxford, March 1st, 1556, in the 
third year of Mary's reign, a little more 
than two years after Rogers was burnt at 
SraiUifield. The bible was kept as an 
heir-loom by the family descendants of 
the venerated martyr, having been con- 
cealed from the minions of the bloody 
Queen during the remainder of her reign, 
in a bed, and careftilly preserved until it 
passed into the hands of James Bogers, 
a descendant (Great-Grandson, as by him- 
self stated,) of the martyr, by whom, when 
twenty years of age, it was brought over 
to this country. He emigrated to New 
Haven in, 1658 and most sacredly kept the 
precious relic in all his sojourns in this 
then wilderness, as a protection against 
the attacks of savage foes or a talisman 
afrainst misfortune. It came into the pos- 
session of Jonathan, the fifth son of James 
Bogers, descended to his eldest son and 
from him to Judith, the eldest child, who 
by marriage became connected with the 
Potter family at Hopkinton, B. I. This 
bible has been most religiously cherished 
in this fhmily about 100 years, and is now 
the property of Mrs. Saunders, niece of 
the late Miss Polly Potter, of Potter Hill, 
B. I. It has been confided for a short 
time as a precious relic, to Capt Daniel 
Bogers of this city, by whose indefatigable 
antiquarian genealogical researches its 
historical connection with every fMnily 
through which it has passed. Las been fully 
established back through the descendants 
of the ibrmer owner James Bogers, who 
came to America in 1658, as above stated.

Thk Sfrikgfikld Bxoatta— This re- 
gatta came off as announced, on Friday, 
the 27th ult, and but for inooiiipetaiicy or 
a misunderstanding on the part of the 
judges, it would have been a very pleasant 
and spirited affair.

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THB AQUABIUM. 

There is not, perhaps, 
among all the various in- 
centives to a taste for Natu- 
ral History a more interest- 
ing object than a neat and 
well stTcked aquarium. — 
The various forms of ani- 
mal and vegetable life, as 
existing in the hitherto un- 
observed recesses of the "riv- 
er beds" or "ocean depths," 
are calculated to awaken a 
strong and increasing pas- 
sion for a more familiar ac- 
quaintance with their habits, 
and instincts and a more general knowl- 
edge of their nature. This, to a limited ex- 
tent, at least, may now be atUinedby this 
comparatively recently introduced minia- 
ture display of ooean life and marine flo- 
ral beauty. 

A properly constructed aquarium should 
be, and is, to a certain extent, "a worid m 
miniature, being self-supporting, self-ren- 
ovating, and, in fact, nature on a small 
scale removed into our parlor." This, 
however, requires some considerable skill 
and some experience on the part of the 
proprietor. The true principles of its 
construction, furntsfaing and stocking, have 
been, in a great measure ascertained and 
successfully put into practice, and thus to 
isertain extent tlus great desideratum has 
been attained. 

Our object, however,in this instance, is 
more to impart such practical information 
as shall satisfy the cariosity of those who 
desire to construct for thomselves, one o^ 
these interesting parlor appendages, than 
to enter into the details of its management, 
and ibr this purpose present our readers 
with an engtating of a cheap aquarium, 
perfectly simple and plain in its construc- 
tion, and yet sofllciently neat for all com- 
mon purposes. 

The bed plate and pOlars are cast in one 
piece, and grooved to receive the glass; 
the oaps of the pillars and protection to 
the upper edge of the glass are separate; 
there are. no joints to fit or leaks to look 
out for, except in the mere setting of the 
glass, and this is a great saving of trouble. 
The moulding about the base on which 
the bedplate rests is of wood. The per- 
fect inflexibility of the affair both before 
and after the setting of the glass, is a very 
desirable point. No matter how careless 
the handling, if neither the iron or glass 
is broken, there can no leak stert in it af- 
ter the glass i^ once well set The dimen- 




sions of the. above vessel are intended to 
be 18x12x10 inches. A gentleman com- 
municating with the editor of the Home- 
Head gives the following as the result of his 
experience. He remarks : 

"As many persons will wish to make 
aquaria during the coming season, I will 
give some directions as to their manufac- 
ture which may save some trouble in ex- 
perimenting. From the cut, it will be 
seen that a solid base, four posts, and a top 
rim to hold the posts together are necessa- 
ry These can be made more economical- 
ly of wood in most cases, and more dura- 
bly of iron. The mode of proceedure in 
making them water-tight is, in both cases, 
the samCk The cement to be used is of 
much importance. I myself experiment- 
ed for some weeks with poor success, with 
piteb, and also with a cement made of 
beeswax and resin, (equal parts) and a lit- 
tle Venitian red. A friend worked for a 
long time with the same kinds of cement, 
and the water would come through in 
spite of him. Another friend tried piteh 
and gutto-percha, and failed. Afler many 
inquiries I fbund that a putty made from 
white lead, with a little red lead mixed 
with it to dry it quicker, and a little boil- 
ed linseed oil, is the most easily made and 
handled, and will resist water longer than 
anything el«e. Other cements will shrink 
and draw away from the glass sooner or 
later. This, being of mineral origin is 
imperishable under water. Before putting 
in the glass, wash the edges carefUlly and 
put on a thin coating of white lead, and 
let it dry for a day. Then slide the glass 
into the prepared grooves, first bedding 
in putty as carefully as possible. Then 
putty up the sides and bottom thoroughly 
— let it stend about a week, until a thin 
skin is formed over the putty, and you 
may be sure that your tenk will hold wa- 
ter. The putty will remain soft for 



months and perhaps jesn. 
If the bottom of the tank ii 
of wood it must be cot* 
ered with a coat cf piteh 
or beeswax and rmh ce- 
ment, to keep the water 
firom it, or it will swell and 
produce leaks. Some per- 
sons advise placing a pieei 
of slate or sine cover st tlie 
bottom for this purpose. 
And here I will ^ve i 
warning. Do not use paint 
or varnish within the tank, 
unlees you are willing to 
risk killing the fish. White 
lead if hardened before in- 
troducing w^ter, will do no harni, bat 
most coloring pigments are poisonooi." 
After the whole baa been done carefollj 
and deliberately, (too much hurry may re- 
tard the work) and yoa are sure that it 
is all right, coat the whole of the bottoo 
and joints with a cement of resin a<id 
beeswax (1 lb of the former te 6 os. of 
the latter, well melted together) and let it 
stand a few hours and it is ready for uie.

MAKUrO STBAWBiDBBY BJiDB. 

The preieni is an excellent time of the 
year for making new strawberry planta- 
tions, and no time should he lost by those 
who have it in c<mtemplation. If the 
strongest runners of this year he carefully 
lifted with a garden trowel and planted in 
rows two feet distant, and about nine inches 
apitrt from plant to plant in the rows, they 
will yield quite a crop of fine fruit next 
summer. Should dry weather, howeyer, 
prevail, it will be necessary to water them 
for A fow days as well as to give them a 
tboroogh watering at the time of plant- 

IDS. 

The planks can also be very much as- 
aiated by cutting away some of their out- 
side leaves, leaving only three or fbiur of 
Uie young in the centre- of the plant. As 
soon as the plants are established the young 
leaves will be found to develope themselves 
very rapidly, and will make stocky plants 
to stand during winter. Care should be ta- 
ken that the plants are placed firmly in 
the ground, to prevent their being twisted 
about by wind, or injured from other

TOMATO FIOS. 



It is a matter of some importance to 
know the varieties which succeed well in 
any particular locality, that the right 
kinds may be planted, and disappointment 
ftrom fidlures avoided. The following for 
Kew London and vicinity, can be recom- 
mended with perfect confidence. HcA- 
voy's Superior, Hovey*8 Seedling, Boston 
IMne, Walker's Seedling, Iowa, and Bic- 
ton Pine. These are all varieties of es- 
tablished merit, and possess all the good 
qualities looked for in a strawberry. Ho- 
vey's seedling is a pisHUiUe variety and 
most be mixed with the Early Scarlet or 
some other s/amtrkrfe variety as a liertilizer. 
The Bicton Pine is a beautifril large white 
variety, of the very first quality, and con- 
trasts very strikingly with the scarlet va- 
rieties. Among new varieties of the 
strawberry, we have Ptabody's SeedHnff 
Hauewii, and WiUon't AUniny Seeding, 
which are exciting much interest among, 
fruit growers at the present time, on a 



Mrs. Marsh in the first volume of the 
" Homestead'* gave a recipe fbr the prepar- 
ation of the TomtUo Fig, which bas been 
very successftilly practiced by many who 
prefbr this method of preserving tomatoes. 
When carefully prepared they are said to 
bave a very ddicious flavor, losing nearly 
all the peculiar tomato taste, and are in 
every respect excellent. In fact they 
very nearly equal the Smyrna Fig, which 
they closely resemble. This small pear 
shaped, or <* Fig Tomato" is an excellent 
variety for the purpose. Although not 
particularly mentioned, it is presumed 
that the tomatoes should be used when in 
a partially green state. The process is as 
IbUowB— viz : 

Pour boiling water over the tomatoes In 
order to remove the skins, then weigh 
them and place them in a stone Jar with 
as much sugar as you have tomatoes, and 
let them stand two days; then pour off 
the syrup and boil and tkim it until no 
scum rises. Then pour it over the toma- 
toes, and let them stand two days, as be- 
fore^ then boil and skim i^in. After the 
third time they are fit to dry, if the weath- 
er is good ; if not, let them stand in the 
syrup until drying weather. Then place 
them on large earthen plates or dishes, and 
put them in the sun to dry, which will 
take about a week. After this they are 
to be pa((d^ closely in small jars or wood- 
en boxes, with a small quantity of fine 
white sugar between every layer. Pre- 
served in this manner tomatoes will keep 
fbr years. 

The remainder of the symp used in 
preparing &e tomatoes may be used for 
other purposes. 

• •• 
Mildew ok Goosbbxrsizs.— A writer 
in the RunU New Yorker remarks as fol- 
lows : I have removed the mildew from my 
goosberries by the use of dry ashes. I 
bend the bushes over, bottom up, and set 
the pan under and thvow the ashes upon 
the bushes^ completely eovering them, and 
thenezt shower takes off both ariies and 
mildew. If the first i^licati<m does not 
take all of^ try again. 
4>» 

CABBJLOX.-^If you transplant cabbage 
in a dry day, make a small hole with a hoe, 
pour about a pint of wat^ in it, then set 
the plant in Uie mod, and press the dry 
dirt firmly around it | 



This is a most wholesome and nutri- 
tious article of food, particularly accepta- 
ble in winter time. But in the various 
methods of preparing it for this purpose, 
the loss of a very great percentage of the 
sacchariue and other properties contained 
in the cob in its green state, occurs. To 
obviate this dlfilcolty, Stephen Culver, 
Esq., of Newark, N. J., sometime since in- 
vented a plan whereby it can be preserved 
with all the properties of fresh gathered 
corn. His process is to split the cob, pith 
and all, lengthwise with suitable apparat- 
us into strips, and then to dry cob and 
all. The labor of preparing for drying is 
but a trifle, the com being dried <m the 
cob without boiling or extraction of the 
pith, takes up during the operation of 
drying, a large proportion of the saccha- 
rine and other nutritious elements, which 
by the other modes are entirely lost. As 
soon as the cob is laid open, it curves in- 
wardly and separates the kernels from 
each other, so that by the exposure of the 
internal parts of the cob and the separated 
kernels to the air, the drying is effected 
with greater facility than by any other 

process.

State Teachers Association was recently 
held at Lockport, N. Y., and was an oc- 
casion of general interest to all in attend- 
ance.

Stuart of New York, delivered ini;>romp- 
tu, was decidedly happy and impres- 
sive. After a brief and graphic history 
of the Atlantic Telegraph from the date of 
the inception of the plan to its final suc- 
cessful accomplishment, he remarked that 
the announcement of its complete success 
''was but another lessoh of encourage- 
ment, and ooe tha^ teachers might well 
treasure, as it was a triumph of persever- 
ance and earnest endeavor^ rather than sci- 
ence," and urged upon the association, a re- 
newed and increased effort on their part to 
make every exertion to lay the foundation 
for a practicable and available system of 
instruction that should reach every child 
ii> the land, *' freely or eoercivefy" ?[e 
very justly regarded as an overshadowing 
evil in the common schools in Now York, 
the greai number and imperfect character 
of the text books now in use, (and this re- 
mark will, we belive, apply very general- 
ly here and elsewhere,) and urged -upon 
the association to *' set its face against this 
glaring evil."

One of the pleasant incidents connected 
with this gigantic enterprise is, that tho 
first news item communicated to this 
country was the announcement of peace 
between Edgland and China. The first 
greeting that consecrated this electric chain 
of Amity between nations was more than 
eighteen centuries before the song of the 
heavenly host that gladdened the plains of 
Bethlehem,—" Glory to Qod in the Etgh- 
est, on earth peace, good will towards men :" 
and the very first intelligence of news tc 
the comnicrcial world, was not only a 
message of <' peace and good will" be- 



The new theory of Prof. Nicol seems to 
be attracting much attention in England. 
In Manchester, in a recent lecture, ha 
spoke wilh great confidence in 8ui^x>rtof 
his opinion that the earth has rings simil- 
ar to those of Saturn, and what had hi^ 
erto been called the zodiacal light was on- 
ly visible here in the fbrm of a coo«. An 
American astrononier, who had gone to 
Japan and other favorable points to inves- 
tigate the subject, found that the cone 
opened out and expended across the heav- 
ens fVom horison to horizon, and thai he 
had, by observation during the night, seen 
about three^fourths of die circle. This 
observer fbund that we had only been 
looking at the nng as we might do at a 
hoop held edgewise, thus making it nssnme 
a conical fbrm. The theory previously 
held that the zodiacal light proceeded from 
a nebulous ring round the sun, was thoc^t 
to be premature, and that the it^ipeaTance 
came from a great nebulous ring snrroond- 
ing the earth. He explained, by means 
of a diagram, that we should see the raji 
from this ring reflected more strongly from 
our horizon than at its points higher vip 
in the heavens. No ring round the son 
could explain this appearance^ but one 
round the earth would entirely. They 
were forced also to tiio conclusion that it 
was not one ring only, but perhaps sever- 
al. Its distance was about 100,000 miles ; 
its breadth 52,000 miles ; its depth was 
not yet known ; the mass of matter in it 
must be enormous, and no doubt it wss 
fulfilling some important function in re- 
gard to the earth and the solar system. 

From the dynamical conclusions of La- 
place, combined with the changes ascer- 
tained, the lecturer drew the inference thai

the rings have no coherence ; that they are 
neither vapor nor fluid ; and gave a» a 
theory of their constitution that they are 
composed of millions of asteroids circala- 
ting round the planet; (hence our meteor- 
olites ;) the bright parts being where they 
are most thickly strewed, and the dark 
line the absence of them. There was a 
faint slaty colored ring seen within the 
others, and this appeared to be gradually 
appro^hing the planet It had approach- 
ed at the rate of fifty miles a year ; latterly 
at about eighty miles a year ; and if it 
increased to one hundred miles a year, it 
would reach the planet itself in one hun- 
dred and eighty years. 

These speccUations will furnish matter 
ef interest to. astronomers at least

"We are not unftrequently 
asked to give a plan for laying 
out a garden and pryia^ent^ 
grounds for a sju^burbaiTi ox vil- 
lage residepco. ' 8^fip(m^8,' 
said a friend, «yw 1^^ % ^%» 
of land, about an acre and a half 
or two aeteein extent, on which 
you were about to build, how 
would you lay it out?— "What 
ornajnental and fruit trees would 
you plai^ and where? — How 
should the kitchen garden be 
formed, and wheoe sbouUl tiM 
beda of small fridts and vegste^ 
bles he placed?' In reply, #e 
present 1^ annexed riceteh with- 
out entering into the fdll details 
of carrying out such a plan, but 
will endeavor to give a few 
brief hints that n^ npt he y^- 
acceptable. 

Ther« ftre bat few foik thai 
do not need under dndning. This is the 
first thing to be attended to.' Then sub- 
soil-plow or trench the soil two feet deep, 
and make it rich and mellow. Then sur- 
round the garden with a hedge.— Nothing 
so much adds to the appearance of a place 
as a properly naiuMged hedge. It should 
be planted in a bread and deep border, 
free from the shade of any trees whatever, 
and kept constantly clean and mellow for 
a course of years, until the fence is per- 
fected. The hedge may be formed of 
Osage Orange— which is of all other plants 
the best safe-guard against mtruders ; or if 
the location will allow, of American Ar- 
bor-vitas, whwh is the most beautiful, ea- 
sily procured, and most tractable ever- 
green screen. Buckthorn or Privet bears 
shearing admirably well, and the first 
e ventuaHy mahea a|^ detoea. Thxee- 
thom Acacia also makes a Ane Iteoe. 

•Sm Ltterary Koilcot tn anottier colamn. 
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The ground next tQ the hedg^ may he 
cropped with garden vegetaj^les, but should 
not be planted with trees^ vin^ or busbfs 
—any of which detract froipa tl^e growth 
and beauty of the hedge, luid aie them- 
selves broken or injuied by the snow banks 
which aocumulale in sueksitaatloM.

The location of the fiower gar- 
den, arbor, and walks, the dif- 
ferent varieties of trees for orna- 
mental grounds, will of ocwcse 
vary much accordin|f to the 
means and tastes of the proprie- 
tors ; but onr own preference is 
for thick planting (ibout the 
outside boundaries, and a fine

They can give thee nothing of real value, 
nor take from thee anything that is worth 
havix^g. Satan may promise thee all the 
kingdoms of the earth, but he has not an 
acre of it to give. He may offer as much 
as the price of his worship, but where are 
all his title deeds. Eternal and sore is 
the promise, " Blessed are the^ meek, for 
they shall inherit the earth/' 

But I shall be misunderstood, misr^ 
resented. 

And what if thou art? They who 
throw stones at what is above tliem, x^ 
ceive the missiles back by the law of 
gravity ; and lucky are they who bruise 
not their own ikces. Would that I could 
persuade all who read this to be truthful 
and free; to say what they think, ind to 
act what they feel, to cast frosi them, 
like ropes of sand, all fear of e^tt and 
parties, of clans and classes.

A few Indi- 
viduals, mostly in foreign lands, arrange 
their matter with wiser freedom. If a vis- 
itor arrives, they say, "I am busy to-day; 
if you whh to ride there are horses and 
«addles in. the stable; if you want to wol-k 
the men are raking hay in the fields ; if 
you want to romp, the children are at 
plajrin the court; if yon want to talk to 
me, I can be with you at such an hour. — 
Go where you please, and while you stay, 
do as you please." 

At some houses in Florence, large par* 
ties meet without invitation, and without 
the si igh test preparation. It is understood 
that on some particular evening of the 
week a lady or gentleman always receives 
their friends. In one room are books and 
flowers; in another pictures and engrav- 
ings: in a third music. Couples are en- 
sconced in some shaded alcove, or groups 
dotted about the room, in mirthful or se- 
rious conversation. No one is required to 
speak to his host, either entering or de- 
parting. Lemonade and baskets of fruit 
stand here and there on the side tables, 
tbat all may take who like, but eating, 
which constitutes so large a part of all 
American entertainments, is a slight and 
id most unnoticed incident in theee festi- 
vals of intellect and taste.

Let Mrs. Smith talk according to her gifts ; 
be thou assured that all Uvinff souls love 
freedom better than cakes or underorust. 

PouB PoiKTa — There were four good 
habitt a wise and good man earnestly rec- 
omended in his counsels and by his own 
example, and which he considered essen- 
tially neeceesaryfor the happy manage- 
ment of temporary conoerna: theee are, 
punctuality, acooracy, steadiness, and dia- 
pfttch. Without the first, time is wasted; 
without the seoond, mistakes, the most 
hurtftil to our own credit and interest, and 
thatof others, may beoommitted; with- 
out the third, nothing can be well done; 
and without the fourth, opportunities of 
advantage are lost which it ia impossible

In former times when a ship crossed the 
equinoctial line, it was a fesUval day for 
the crew. The ceremonies consisted of a 
dramatic farce, in which some of the old 
handB, disguis^ to represent Neptune, 
Triton, and others of the marine deities, 
slipped away firom the ship in a boat, and 
then pretended to board it for the purpose 
of initiating the fresh seamen, and giving 
them a passport into the other hemisphere. 
It was, therefore a season of frolic to the 
old sailors, but of apprehension and terror 
to the noviciates, who were not only Uxed 
to pay for the entertainment, but were sub- 
jected to a great variety of wild barbaric 
tricks and impositions from their com- 
rades. 

A preliminary salute was usually given 
on the day before tiie festival. By vari- 
ous pretences the freshmen were lured in- 
to the right position upon the deck and 
then subjected to a shower bath— a torrent 
of water being suddenly dashed upon their 
heads from the rigging above, where men 
with well filled buckets had been previous- 
ly placed. After this the ship was hailed, 
apparently from the bosom of the deep 
and the inquiry made if any freshmen 
were aboard. If answered in the afllrm- 



ativeit was announced that Me ^n^r would 
call the next day to examine their pass- 
porte and get his fee. 

When the eventftil day cam(s a loud 
knocking on the sides of tiiie ship, and the 
sound of a trumpet announced Uie* arrival 
of Keptune and his train, who were re- 
oelved upon deck with acclamations. The 
costume of the deities was necessarily fan- 
tastic. Such materials as could be found 
on shipboard must suffice, whether appro- 
priate or not. Deer's horns, cr ox horns 
— a horse-hair mane, or a bundle of rope- 
yam about the neck — ^a sheepskin robe or 
a colored blanket, were forced to take the 
place of accoutremente strictiy marine. 

The ceremonies of initiation were vari- 
ous. Those described In the following bal- 
lad as performed on board the «*Lady 
Ann," were often practiced in our Amer- 
ican vessels 40 and 50 years since. It was 
always a flskvorite device to oblige the 
f^hmen to disclose the secrete of their 
former life, and particularly the love pas- 
sages and the names of thdr sweet-hearte 
— ^these confessions being received with 
boisterous acclamation. 

Happily these rude practices, savoring 
of a barbarous and superstitious age have 
passed away and every feeling heart re- 
joices to see them abrogated. Though 
long countenanced by commanders as a 
source of amusement, breaking up the te- 
dium of a long voyage, their tendency 
was evil ; terminating as they usually did 
in a disorderly carousal. But the pictur- 
esque, or rather grotesque acoompanimente 
of these sporte give them a certain legend- 
ary and romantic interest, and as incidento 
of the past they are of historic value.

Brought into the primary 
school and placed under the charge of 
the teacher, the mass of infantile mind 
thus commingled, presents a variety, often 
inoongruons, which, unless carefully and 
adroitly trained and harmonized under 
proper discipline, is positively injurious. 

This, then is a most important point — 
a most difficult and responsible charge 
for the teacher to assume. This is, in an 
important sense, the very « comer stone of 
our educational system." To arrange, 
harmonize and properly direct the infant- 
ile thought, the wayward mind, and the 
immature fancies of a young immortal, 
is a fearful and intensely interesting task. 
And how imminentiy important ! Here 
must be laid, the foundation of a system 
that shall exert an influence that will nev- 
er terminate. Like the tiny pebble drop- 
ped upon the calm surface of a vast lake, 
the gentie motion communicated to its 
mirror-like bosom will not cease to undu- 
late until the whole expanse is moved by 
its power. So is the influence for good or 
for evil, for virtue and intelligence, or vice 
and ignorance on the youthful mind. A 
failure here is fiatal, but a success is incal- 
culably glorious. 

To this end, then, let the utmost care be 
exercised — the utmost vigilance be ob- 
served. Let the teachers in our primary 
schools be those who are, by nature and 
instruction, as well as virtue and intelli- 
gence, qualified to assume this important 
charge. This accomplished, and the chief 
foundation stone of the great educational 
interests of the community is laid, while 
the future progress in the higher functions 
of the system are rendered comparatively 
easy.

Our extracts !frein the JTu/bofi ^ae last

Btit«tieas. The first letter is dated as fol- 
lows: 

«* Niw York, \ 
Sept. 12, 1790. / 

DsabStb: 

Upon my return ft6m PhiladcAphfa, to 
which beloved city I have been fer tiie 
poTBOse of getting an house to put my 
keaa in next winter, I bad the pleasure of 
receiTing your favor of the second of this 
month. The sight of o«r «ld Liberty 
Hall, and of several oi our old friends, 
had brou£;ht your venerable idea to my 
mind, ana continued it there a great part 
of the last week ; so that a letter from you 
on my arrival seemed but in oontinuatfon. 
I am much obli^ to the *<confldendal 
friend,", for writing the sbort letter you 
dictated, and shall beg a continuance of 
similar ^ood offices. 

Cs^t Nathaniel Byfleld Lyde, whom I 
know very well, has my hearty good wish- 
es. I shall give your fetter and his to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, the duty of 
whose department is to receive and exam- 
isM an applications of the kind. Appli- 
cations will probably be made in behalf of 
the officers who served the last war in tiie 
navy, and they will be likely to have ike 
preference above all others; but Capt 
Lyde's application shall nevertheless be 
presented and have a fair chance. 

3fy family, as well as my self, are, I 
thank Sod, In good health, and as good 
sfrfrits as the prospect of a troublesome re- 
moval will admit. Mrs. Adams desires 
her particular regard to your lady and 
youreelf. 

What, my old friend, is the World about 
to become? Is the Hillenium commenc- 
ing? Are the kingdoms of it about to be 
governed by reason f Your Boston town- 
meetings, and our ECarvard College, have 
set the universe in motion. Bvery thing 
will be pulled down. So much seems cer« 
tain. But what will be built up? Are 
there any principles of political archi« 
tecture? what are they? Were Vol- 
taire and Bosseau masters of them ? Are 
&eir disdples acquainted with them?— 
Locke taught them principles of Liberty :

BOSTON, I 

October 4th, 1790. f 
DxiUiSt&: 

With pleasure I received jour letter 
of S€^teml]«r 12th. As our good friend, 
to whom I dictated mjlast, is yet in town, 
I have requested of hnn a second &yor. 

You ask, what tdie worid is about to be- 
come ? and, is the millenium commencing? 
I have not studied the prophecies, and can- 
not even conjecture. The golden age, so 
finely pictur^ by poets, I hilieve has nev^ 
er yet existed, but in their own imagina- 
tions. In the earliest periods, when for 
the honor of human nature, one should 
have thought that man had not learnt to 
be cruel, what scenes of horror have been 
exhibited in the fkmilies *of some of our 
best instructors in piety and morals!-* 
Even the heart of our first father was griev- 
ously wounded at the sight of the murder 
of one of his sons perpetrated by the 
hand of the other. Has makind since 
seen the happy age? No, my Friend. — 
The same tragedies have been acted on the 
theatre of the world, the same arts of 
tormenting have been studied and prac- 
ticed to this day; and ev«ti religion and 
reason united, have never succeeded to 
establish the permanent foundations of 
politlcia freedom and happiness, in the 
most enlightened countries of the eartb. 

Kings nave been deposed by aspiring 
nobles, whose pride could not brook re- 
straint These have waged everlasting 
war, agiunst the common rights of men. 
ihe love of lib^ty is interwoven in the 
soul of man, and can never be totally ex- 
tinguished, and there are certain periods 
when human patience can nolonger endure 
indignity ana impression. The mark of 
liberty then kindles into a flame, when the 
ii^ured people^ attentive to the feelings of 
their just nghts, magnanimously contend 
for their complete restoration. But such 
c(Kitests have too often ended in nothing 
more than <a change of imposters and im- 
positions.' 

But while we daily feel the violence of 
human passions controlling the laws of 
reason and religion, and stifling the very 
feelines of humanity^ can we wonder that 
in such tumults little or no regard is had 
to politioal checks and balances? And 
such tumults have always happened with- 
in as well as without doors. The best 
formed constitutions that have yet been 
contrived by the wit of man have and will 
come to an end— because «* the kingdoms 
of the earth have not been governed by rea- 
The pride of kings, of nobles, and the 



What then is to be done? Ijet divines 
and philosophers, statesmen and patriots 
unite in their endeavors to improve the amv 
by impressing the minds iff men wfth Uie 
importance of educating their litiU boyg 
and wirlsf of Innoealatingin tlie nuads of 
youth the fear and loy<e of the deatyt asd 
universal philanthropy; and, in aiiDordi- 
nation to these gnsit principles, the lora of 
their country; of instmctin^ ihem in the 
art of self goveranNBt, without wluch 
tbey can aever SMsta wise part in tbe gpov- 
ernment of societies great or sotmU; in 
short, of leading them in the study and 
practice of the exalted virtues of the ehris' 
tian system, which will happily tend to 
subdue the turbulent passions of naea and 
introduce that golden age, beauUfully de- 
scribed in figuratiye langoage, when the 
wolf shall dwell with tbe lamb, and the 
leopard lie down with the kid; the cow 
ana the bear shall feed, their yoixng ahall 
lie down toeether , and the lion gihM eat 
straw like the ox; none shall then hurt 
or destroy, for the earth shall be full of the 
knowledffe of the Lord. When this mil- 
lenium Miall commence, if there shall be 
any need of civil i^ovemment, indulge me

PBOPAaATZKa VXBBIDVAB. 

The preBent is a fovorable time to pro- 
ylde a snpply of Verbena plants to keep 
over win ter. "Where they have been grow- 
ing in flower beds during tiie sommer, 
there will be an abundance of shoots al* 
ready firmly rooted in the ground. These 
should be lifted careftilly with a trowel, a 
large part of the top cut from theita, and 
placed in suMall pots, and the pots after- 
ward stood im a shady place and watered. 
Previous to plotting, howerer be sure that 
the flower pot is properly drained by hav- 
ing a broken tile or something similar 
placed over the hole in the bottom, other- 
Wise the soil mould soon become sour 
and the death of the plant be the natural 
result 

The olject in cutting ft portioh of the 
top of the plant off, is to cause it to emit 
now roots as soon as possible, for if the 
plant were allowed to retain all its foliage 
and succulent shoots, it would begin to 
wither as soon as taken from the grotmd. 
The roots would be taxed to supply the 
waste, and death in this case would most 
probably be tbe result After the plants 
have Mtablished themselves in the pots, 
they may have the sun untit it is tim,e to 
place them in their winter quarters. 

There are many worthless varieties in 
cultivation, having insigniflcant dull col- 
ored flowers. These should be discard- 
ed for better varieties, which can be pro- 
cured very cheaply, and are as easily cul- 
tivated as the inferior kinds. h. s. c.

Several of our exchange papers are 
recommending the following as an im- 
provement on the old method of drying 
this fhiit *♦ Miice a pretty strong ley 
with wood ashes, by boiling tiiem in wa- 
ter—letting it stand, after boiled suf* 
fleiently, until tbe ashes settle to the 
bottom thmi pour off the ^f. Then put 
^e peaches to be dried in this, todrm, but 
not hot enough to cook them any; and 
rub them in it a while, Then take them 
and wash them in clear cold water. This 
process wfH take all tiie/wrse entirely off, 
and leave them "as slick and smooth as 
nectarines, with nothing but a thin skin. 
Then cut off and dry as usual. Peaielies 
dried in this way will be found to be very 
sweet, and have all the ^advantages of not 
losing any by the usual process of peeling 
as the sweetest part of the fruit is general-; 
ly that next to the skin."

The old 
canes bear a bountiful (»rop of delicious 
fr<uit during the month of July, when 
new canes commesoe and bear till frost, 
and the same cane bean another orop the 
following year. It is racy and fine flavor- 
ed, and is rapidly coming into fkvor.

Whttb WHOBTtBiBRras— The N&w 
Bedford Mercury says: — A branch of a 
whortleberry bush has been bfought into 
our office, on which the berries though 
perfect, ripe and sweet are of the color of 
white currants If whortleberries were 
worth cultivating, here would be a chance 
I for a new variety. 



<* Japanese OARDENSBS^-Tho garden- 
ers in Japan display the most astonishing 
art. The plum- tree which is a great fa- 
'vorite is so trained and cultivated that the 
blossoms are as big as those of dahlies. 
Their great triumph however is to bring 
forth plants and trees into the compass of 
the little garden attached to the houses in 
the cities. With this veiw they have 
gradually suceeding in dwarfing the fig 
plum, and cherry tree, and the vine, to a 
stature so diminutive as scarcely to be 
credited by a European, and yet those 
dwarf trees are covered with blossoms and 
leaves. Maylon, whoso work on Japan, 
was published in Amsterdam in 1880, 
states that the Dutch agent of commerce, 
in Kagenei, was oflEbred a snuff box one 
inch in thickness and three high« in which 
grew a fig tree, a bamboo, and a plum 
tree in bloom. Some of the gardens re- 
semble pictures, in which nature is skill 
fully modeled in minature— but it is liv- 
ing, natural.*' 



Wilson's Axbant Strawbsbbt.-t-A 
correspondent of the Country Oentle- 
man says, on the last of August and 1st of 
September 1857 he set out 500 of the above 
plants, and they were folly exposed to the 
inclemency of the succeeding winter with- 
out the loss of a plant. They were set out 
in hills, and this season they were loaded 
with fruit, on one plant ho counted one 
hundred and Ji/iy berries I The bed was 
completely red with the fruit, and good 
judges computed the average to be a quart 
to a hill. The fruH was fine «nd large, 
many of them measuring 4} inches in cir- 
cumference. Their setting is fUll and 
pUmpand tha plant very strcmg rodted. 
Although he has many excellent sorts, he 
-prefen WUeon'a SeedUng to all the others. 
We hear it everywhere well spoken of. 



Thb Potatos DisBASB.^From many 
places in KewBngland and elsewhere we 
hear oompliuuts of the rot in potatoes. 
In Groton, ^Stohington, 'and Ledyard, it 
is making its ravages, while in Rhode Is- 
land and Massachtt setts and elsewhere it 
is equally destructive. 

PiKmi Bristol, Warren, and Harrington 
and the n^ghboring towns we hear the 
same general complaint Some of the 
fkrmers in these towns will not average 
half a crop, while not a few will scarcely 
save enough, of some kinds for seed anoth- 
er year. The farmers in this vicinity also 
troubled with the potatoe rot, and the dis- 
ease bids fhir, firom present appearances to 
become general.

The recent marriage of the Sultana at 
Constantinople is thos described : 

The young Sultana was conduoted to 
the palace of her husband ina large caique 
rowed by twenty-eight meo« in which vae 
a deck house or cabin of jealousies, ao that 
the bride was screened from the gaae of 
thousands of people who thronged the 
shores of the Boephorous to see the proces- 
don of boats. She was the sole occupant 
of the inside, and, exc^t the rowers, her 
only shipmates were two ugly black att^i* 
dants. A large number of gaily attired 
Turkish ladies fiollowed in elegant caiguea 
and two thousand of them renudned all 
night at the residence of the bridegroonn, 
according to the custom on such occasion. 
The public was admitted during the week 
preceding the nuptials to view the troua- 



Motf which consisted of all sorts of Costly 
robes and household effects. 

There were several sets of complete at- 
tire ; the most magnificent being reserved, 
fbr the wedding day ; the material was of 
deep Tose-colored silk, covered with em- 
broidery in gold, pearls and diamonds. 
There were laced boots to match, and every 
suit of toilette was accompanied by silk 
gloves of the same o(^or as the robe, and 
the wedding attire had an extra pelisse 
lined with sable. There were coverlets of 
eider-down encased in silk, and other bed 
coverings, part of which were of Brousta 
gauze, bordered with needle work in gold 
thread. The charcoal pans and vest^ 
for washing are of silver, and those |br 
rose-water and incense are of silver set 
with brilliants. And spoons of ivory and 
of tortoise shell, and of mother-o'-pearl, 
and of ebony, some of which have clumsy 
gold handles set with precious stones. 
There were also rude rmam of the coontry, 
and a comb for the husband's beard like a 
horse's mane comb studded vrith diamonds. 
The prettiest of all the articles ezbibited 
was a rug for prayers in ti^pestry of gold 
and colored silk, representing an Egyp- 
tian scene, with pyramids in the distance, 
and a date palm in the foreground, the fhiit 
on which is pearls. 

I have named but a tenth part of the 
apparel and ornaments ; all were in the 
same magnificence, and displayed a reck- 
lesB extravi^gance. The Sultan's caique 
was painted white, with richly gilt carv- 
ings along the bulwarks, and rose colored 
oars likewise relieved with gold orna- 
ments. In the after part of it, a little 
cabin, all gold and pale blue, wit^gUtter- 
ing Venetian blinds, was erected. 

Many of the ridiest articles in the tros- 
seair were of Parisan manufacture. Orien- 
tal magnificence combined with French 
taate. Although at the commencement of 
the hot season, and in a very warm cli- 
Doate, not one costume was composed of 
light materials ; all the robes, mantles, <&c 
were frtshioned of thick, heavy satins, 
silks, and brocades, laden with gold and 
silver and silk embroidery.

'imih being founded oh & ^ock; you 
may boldly dig to see its foundations with- 
out fear of destroying the edifice; but 
falsehood being laid on the sand, if you 
examine its foundations you caude its taXi. 
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This rather remarkable comet now visi- 
ble in the north-western heavens, was 
first discovered by Prof. Donati, in Flor- 
ence, Italy, on the 2nd day of June, and 
on the 29th of the same month It was also 
discovered by Jenry M. Parkhdrst, Esq., 
of Perth-Amboy, New Jersey. The head 
or rather the star of the comet appeared, 
when first discovered about equal to a star 
of the second magnitude increasing iil 
brightriess as it approached its perihelion 
or point nearest the sun. 

Prof. Trowbridge of Perry City, K. Y., 
computes the longitude of the perihelion 
of this comet at about 80® atid of the as- 
cending node about 1 66®. The inclination 
is about 68^. d?he perihelion distance is 
about 40,000,000 miles, or a little greater 
than the mean distance of Mercury ft-om 
the Sun. Its motion is retrogade, so that 
its apparent motion is from right to left, 
as seen at this time. The velocity of this 
comet, when at at its perihelion, will be 
about 160,000 iniles per hour. Its dis- 
tance from the earth at this time roughly 
estimated, is aboiit 87,000,000 miles. Its 
tail is at least 6,000,000 miles in length. 

"Several parabolic elements have been 
computed, but as these differ considierably 
from each other, it is thought -^dth much 
probability, that the comet moves an el- 
lipse of moderate eccentricity, and hence 
that its time of revolution around the sun 
is not very great The elements corres- 
pond with those of the first comet of 1827, 
and with those of 1764. This will make 
the period of Kevolution about 81 yeai*s. 
The period of 62 years comprehended be- 
tween 1764 and 1827 Will embrace two te- 
turns to its perihelioti. The dilTerence of 
half a yeai* is within the limits of pertur- 
bation. This will make its return, previ- 
ous to 1827, in 1796. If this be its true 
period, its next return may he expected 
about 1889 or 1800. Time will determine 
these questions. With this period its mean 
distance from the Sun will be the same as 
that of Saturn ; and when it is in the 



aphelion (greatest distance fi(^mtlietiiD)of 
its orbit, it wiU be about the moiii dis- 
tance of Uranus." 

This is the fifth comet that has been 
discovered since the first of January, 1858. 
It will be a mcmori^ble year as regards ce- 
lestial discoveries if the remaining portion 

shall compare with the past.

The late season has been, in almost all 
respects, a very extraordinary one. From 
the fall of; the great snow storm, the latter 
end of February, we had an uninterrupt- 
ed series ot dry cold weather, till the mid- 
dle 6f May. Then the rain fell in tor- 
rents, and deluged all the low landa, ao 
thaib ttley could not be planted before the 
middle of June. For three weeks, the 
latter end of May, and banning of June 
thoflky waa obscured with cloocb, ao that 
we ac^roely saw the sun durins that peri- 
od ; and the weather was so coQ that men 
were every where seen planting and hoeing 
in their great coats; and even in July 
vMfnn worked in wool^ ooats. Tfaie 
season. has bee|i rainy and cool, with very 
few intervals during the whole summer ; 
but for about a month we have bad good 
harvwt ^weather. The ibttowing is the 
most accurate aficount I could collect of 
the products last year. 

Hetv. The crops havir been unusttally, 
abundant, btit owing to the showery, fog- 
gy and unsettled state of the weather, the 
farmers haVe been at a great expense in 
getting it into their bams. Oats sowed 
for fodder generally fkiled. 

Rve. The crops have been uncommonly 
good. Even in places where it is usually 
blasted it has succeeded beyond expecation. 

Fla^c. There has been an almost total 
failure of this article throughout this 
State. Towards the sea coasts it has been 
hardly worth pulling. If the flax has 
failed in the otner states, the seed which 
has now become scarce in Ireland^ will be 
a valuable article.

Qruui Tomato Fxckum.— To one peck 
of green tomatoes add five table-spoeaiftil 
of ground mustard, three gills of mustud 
seed, two table^spoonafiil of ground pe^ 
per, two table spoonsful of ground dnoi- 
n[u>n, one table-spoonful of doves, one 
pound of brown sugar, three quarts of m- 
egar. Boil altogether until quite done.- 
If one ohooses, they may use one tpoonful 
ground and a portion of cinnamon birk. 
A little oelery tops give a fine flavor.- 
These are excellent.

Hare 
ready the und^n^rust, on whicn spiead tlift 
rhubarb jn layers with sprinklings of wi* 
gar between, whicli, in all should be a 
large cup full to a pie, and more towards 
the top t^ain the bottom. Pmsb down tha 
uppermost nicely and wet tie edge with 
cold water to keep in the juices bake with 
rather more heat to the bottom than top.

The bed was 
six feet wide and sixteen feet long and was 
planted in May 1857 with 86 plants, com- 
prising six varieties. The soil was a light 
day loam enriched with hog manure in 
pireVibus years. It was deeply spaded, 
ah^ half a peck of bone'dust mixed with 
it when the plants were set ^This year 
they ii^re simply kept clean from weeds 
andth^ runners clipped oiT o'li the margin 
to^prevent their striking in ^e surround- 
ing paths; and the result was a "measur' 
tdmsJUV* of large berries, besides a quan- 
tify eaten directly from the bed. The 
ground occupied was the one four hundred 
aiid Aftywfoorth part of an acre, and the 
entire expense of plants, manure and culti- 
vation was $1.60. Fbur hundred and fif- 
ty bushels of strawberries to Che acre will 
pay-^he thinks, and so do we.

A low deep wailing is heard, m of many 
▼oices. It prooeeda from aa approaching 
tribe of the Diicger Indians. They are 
erosaing the Stanislaus Biver. A white 
man manages the lai^e float by a rope 
tutry. The dusky forms of the heathen 
— naen, women and ehildren— K^over it 
Most of them are clad in a single, seant, 
ragged, dirty garment. The men are 
iileot, and look sullen, half idiotic, listless. 
The women and ohild*en Join in the wail. 
It is at one instant low, sad and poignantly 
moamful — its cadenee lulling to a resemh* 
biBce of a gentle breeze moving through 
a groT« of white pines. At another it 
(walls to a shriek of agony, as of sinful 
vretobes whipped by the furies. Now a 
lingle voice is beard, shrill and piercing; 
low another and another ; nay, hundreds 
mise the peal, till it drowns the ro«x of the 
kanialauA. 

I was tiranreling from SMiora (Southern 
;?«UfoTnia) to Stockton, and stopped at 
knight's Ferry on the ev^ing of Febru- 
kry 20th, 1852. About to leave the next 
aoming, that wailing greeted my ours, and 
hat sight — some forty rods from where I 
raa aitting on the portico of the hotel — 
rreeied my eyes* Of course my attention 
raa instantly arrested. On landing, the 
jidi^ns moved forward in a confused pro- 
A6siou« Near its head is seen a squaw 
ritU a basket strapped across her should- 
rs. It was in form a perfect cone, about 



two and a half f^t across the top, and 
about the same in depth, from the rim to 
the apex. It was made of osiers tightly 
woven together. It oontained ihe dead 
body of a child, a lad of some twelve years of 
age^ donbled up in a mass. Over it was 
thrown some rags. It contained also, 
some of the lads trinkets. Other squaws 
had olher similar baskets. The lad was 
well known to the residents of Knighf s 
Ferry. He had indeed lived, in a good 
fhmily there for osaay naonths He was 
(I was told) a very bright*eyed, intdligent 
little fellow, and had won, by his aptness 
to learn, and traetaUenees, the good will of 
the settlers. He sickened and died of va- 
rioloid. The miners and settlers sympa- 
thised with his whole tribe in their lamen- 
tations for his loss. The Digger proces- 
sion moved up the hill which here hngs 
the banks of the Stanislaus, and moved 
back to a gorge in the winding of the riv- 
er, where they oamn ta a general apd final 
halt. 

This spot once seen is not to be Corgot- 
ten'. Standing here, the observer marks 
with hiseye a sM^es^ semi-eiroularaweep 
of the noisy river, thtee-ibarths of a 
mile from him, north, west and south — 
the further bank being a precipitious trap 
rock one hundred feet high ; while by two 
or three well defined benches or steps paral- 
lel to the precipice the land descends from 
the observer to the water's edge. To the 
eastward lie the rough protruding spurs i«f 
the western terminus of Table HounkUn, 
where, since that day, have been '* discov- 
ered and brought to light^' such fhbulous 
heaps of gold. Table Mountain is one of 
the geological wonders. It rises abruptly 
above the general level of the acQacent 
country nearly one thousand feet. It 
cannot be doubted that it was protruded 
fW>m the interior of the earth by volcanic 
action. It is one solid mass of trap-rock, 
almost columnar in its struoture, remind- 
ing one of the Palisades or the Oiant's 
Causeway. Time has in some places slop^ 
ed off iU originally perpendioiUar side to- 
wards the plains. But hnadreds of feet of 
dark trap still erect their mural escarp- 
ments. The DMuntainssweep ciroitaoasly 
throng Tuolumne County, from Sonora 



to Knight's Ferry, on the StankUius. 
Stand upon its top, (as I have often done,) 
and its entire sweq) of thirty orfbrty miles 
is before you. It is perflactly even and is 
nearly uniform in its breadth, which k 
about one-third of a mile. It is aover- 
ed with black volcanic scoriss, so evenly 
scattered ihat I have stepped from stona 
to stone across its top, as I have also dona 
through the intervals betweoi them. Yoii 
here command, on tba one side, a view of 
the far famed Carson Hill, with its seams 
of gold bearing quartz traceable by tha 
eye, as yoa stand, for miles, yielding her 
millions; on the ether side, the beautifhl 
gently rolling valley of the Stanialaus, 
continuing westward till lost in the phunf 
of the San Joaquin; while, looking 
still further westward, you see in Oie disr 
tance the crest of 3£mto Diaholo overloofc:- 
iog the bay and city of Sao Frandsoo aoA 
the Golden Gate. Looking down into tha 
depths between you and Carson Hill soma- 
ten miles off to the north-east, you b^old 
as wild and as varied asceaeas extinct cr^ 
tersi mountains heiqis of Mack rook, white. 
streaks of quartz veins, mountain gorg^ 
patches of tamerack swamp, lakdets bo^ 
dered by tall reed-like grasses, the haunt k4 
the Massasaugat can make it Such i&t^^ 
scene; such are the suroandings of ^ 
spot where the Pigger Indians Im^ 
brought the dead body of their boy. i 

Here, where the Indian multitude l)a^ 
stopped is a circus-like iaclosure of pjtt^ 
haps forty yards in diameter, limited^ 
an earthen or mud wall sonoe five fesft 
high, old and partly broken down. Opeiv- 
ings appear in three or four places, abolot 
six feet in width. In the interior, and for. 
some distance around the exterior, tjia. 
ground is trodden hard and bare. It is 
plainly a spot often visited for a purpoaa 
like the present. The Indian masses pasg 
into the enclosure. The wailings, inter- 
mitted for a while, now rorcommen^. 
The basket containing the corpse is laid 
down near the wall. The Digger men 
now move off, singly, and in squads o^ 
four and five, in all directions. They be- 
take themselves to cutting down with 
their stone, copper, and rude iron hatchets, 
branches of trees wherever they can find 
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them, near or remote, and after cutting 
them in pieces, six or seven feet long, 
bring them into^the incloeure. In the 
centre they make a pile of the wood in reg- 
ular order. They place the largest sticks 
on the ground, and l»y another tier aboye 
them, filling the interstices with dry twigs, 
bark and splinters. And so putting on 
smaller sticks, and finishing it smooth- 
ly with dry grass, the altar is raised. On 
this funeral pile, enveloped in his blanket, 
they lay the dead body of the boy. The 
women throw over him their buffalo-robes 
his bow and arrows, his hatchet, his play- 
things. They encirde the altar. An In- 
dian brings a torch and applies it to the 
faggots ; the fire begins its work, and the 
wild wail of the hosts come back in echoes 
from the mountains. An old man-^the 
boy's grandfiither — ^is brought within the 
charmed circle. His cries seemed to be 
attended with real tears. All gather 
around him and embrace him affectionate- 
ly. He hangs on their necks one after 
another. Other relatives meet similar 
g^reetings. except the mother. The boy 
was motherless. A squaw with wild eyes, 
her matted, untidy hair streaming with 
the winds, her person fW>m her waist up- 
ward, uncovered, moves around the altar. 
She makes wild gesticulations. She gazes 
apparently upon some object m the air, 
and extends her arms earnestly towards it 
making a wavy motion, as though beckon- 
ing. She turns her face toward all points 
of the horizon, repeating her motions. 
She was the chief mourner for the &mily, 
calling to the spirits of their deceased rela- 
tives and imploring a kind reception of 
the boy. Her wailing becomes touching- 
ly DOoumfUL And this in Digger lan- 
guage was the burden of this weird wo- 
man's requiem : 

"He goes. The Dancing Water goes. 
His mother calls him. See, she is coming 
for him. The white man took Dancing 
Water by his hand. The poison entered 
his vitals. He goes, mother. He takes 
his gifts with him — ^his bows and arrows, 
his ornaments for the neck, his moccassins, 
his buffalo robes, his cup that you gave 
him, mother. The tribe is here. We 
come to hail you to see Dancing Water 
leap into his mother's arms. The fire is 
beautiful. It buoys up Dancing Water's 
spirit to the upper air. Fathers, fathers, 
we come to the place where your spirits 
went up — the sacred place where your 
spirits hover over us, where our tribe al- 
ways came to burn their dead, where our 
children will burn our bodies in due time. 



We mingle here dancing Water's dust 
with your dust. So wiU our spirits by 
and by be mingled with your spirits. The 
Dancing Water is with his mother. Let 
tis go home." ' . 

As the fire becomes languid it ifc fed 
with new faggots. The dense smoke from 
the remains fills the air, and affects the 
senses very disagreeably. The corpse is but 
in part concealed by the burning embers. 
The wild chants, sometimes pretermit- 
ted, are resumed more vigorously. The 
intercourse with the departed spirits of the 
tribe is kept up by the wild squaw. The 
white race looks #n — the thoughtless with 
merriment, the reflecting with no little 
sympathy, and surely with intense curiosi- 
ty. When fire had done its work, the 
few remaining charred bones were gather- 
ed and covered on the spot by the ashes of 
the pyre. Thus passed to his fathers the 
spirit and body of the Digger Indian boy 
— the Dancing Water. 
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The importance of female education, 
has not, we believe, heretofore been ade- 
quately estimated. And it may perhaps 
be considered a matter of surprise, that 
with the present Handard of female edu- 
cation, we frequently discover instances 
where individuals of this class have, with 
all the difilculties that surround them, ris- 
ing above the highest grade of that stand- 
ard, and surprised us by the brilliancy of 
their intellect or the maturity of their 
cono^ions. In the 8tate of New York 
where much has been done and is still do- 
ing to raise the standard of education, 
about thirteen years ago, a few teachers 
met at Syracuse and formed the first State 
teacher's association in the United States. 
Since then these asssociations have multi- 
plied : other states have followed the ex- 
ample, and these organisations both coun- 
ty and State are now becoming the regular- 
ly ettablidied institutions of the country. I 



The meetings of these associations, which 
are held from time to time in various pla- 
ces, are doing much good. The free inter- 
change of thought, and experiences, and 
the discussions of educational topics and 
questions arc producing a very happj and 
decided result. But we notice even here, 
the last place where we should look foir it, 
a disposition to exclude females from par- 
ticipating in the full benefits of the high- 
er advantages arbing from a superior sys- 
tem of education. One of these associa- 
tions, a meeting of which was held in 
Lockport, K. Y., last August, by its poli- 
cy meditates a systematic exclusion ot w»- 
man from places of power and dTgnity ia 
the new profession^ is a matter which mer- 
its a public and grave rebuke. From time 
immemorial teaching has been eonsidersd 
woman's peculiar vocation, hex rigbt to 
which not even the UKwt rigid wosild de- 
ny; and now, when there is a growing 
faith in the manifest dradny of woman, 
and when other vocations and other pr>- 
fossions are slowly but surely opting 
their doors to her, it is unjust and un&ir 
to shut her out from the highest possibili- 
ties or the one which she may reasonably 
claim as her own. We speak now 4oi com- 
mon-school education. Having been per- 
sistently shut out from University edocs- 
tion, it isreasomible tosoppose tiiata large 
body of wosoen will be found trained 
to fill professorships theieio; but in the 
common and higher schools thej have a 
right to equal honors. In fiaoi, in the re- 
cent examination by the non.*a. 8. Ban- 
dall, the talented Skiperintendent of Com- 
mon Schools oi the Gity of New York, of 
tbo sdioob wader his charge^ the eight 
highest in grskde were found to be taught 
by women. Nature puts forth the theoiy 
that womAn is the natural educator, and 
experience illustrates it; yet, despite tbisy 
the doctrine is becoming popular among 
the educators of our State, that women are 
peculiarly fitted for primary instmctioa 
and tha«" the higher dignities beloBg of 
right to meii. Still more, the Stats 
Teacher's Association is resolutely bent on 
debarring women from nay share in tbs 
executive powec^ either by acting as ofli- 
cers or serving on committees, exo^>t, in- 
deed, when money is to be raised. Jus- 
tice requires that due credit shooM bt 
awarded the President for the {impartisl 
discharge of his duties during the cooven* 
tion ; and we may hope for the sante from 
his successor elect, if we may Judge from 
an address made by him, rather too sIk 
s tract for the occasion, it is true^ but giT« 
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iog to woman an honorable rec<^nitioD.* 
In T^ard to the above the writer truly 
remarks; 

Now we bold the spirit manifested by 
this body, excluding women fVom its hon- 
ors and a voice in its deliberations, to be 
unjust If it be true that any advantages 
will accrue fVom a publie recognition of 
faithfViI services, then all educators, wheth- 
er men or women should be equally enti- 
tled to them. And in this state, where 
nine-tenths of the teachers are women, 
the policy would force them to sit in si- 
lence without giving their testimony on 
the questions that the other tenth are dis- 
cussing, in which all alike a*'e interested, 
is obviously detrtmental to the best inter- 
ests of the schools and narrow in the ex- 
treme. 

In this age of improvement and pro- 
gress education is the reform which under- 
lies all others, and all who recognize that 
in oor common schools lies the destiny of 
oar Republic, should give it their earnest 
attention. And most of all does this rest 
on the education of.the mothers. Let our 
common schools then give them the best 
facilities both for teaching and being 
tatight,and let our Teachers* Associations 
be teachers' associations indeed, where the 
queitioB of sex shall never be raised, but 
where all shall not only be permitted, but 
be encouraged to speak their best thoc^hts 
n»rrate their most usoftil experiences, and 
ai^ as best they may In the great cause of 
education.

CITY ITEMS. 

A Kav Mubde&xd. — On Friday morn- 
ing last a Portuguese named Manuel An- 
tone, a native of the Cape de Verde Is- 
lands, was found dead on the side walk in 
firont of the boarding house of John Pin- 
to in Water Street On examination ot 
the body, two wounds were discovered in 
the left side, one near the region of the 
heart, and the other a little distance be- 
low. The wounds were evidently inflict- 
ed with some sharp instrument, about 
three or four inches in depth, and were 
undoubtedly the cause of his death. The 
deceased was at a dance at the house of 
Pinto during the evening, retired to his 



boarding place, and afterwards returned at 
a late hour for a banjo which he wished to 
take to sea with him. His return seemed 
to arouse the anger of Pinto's wife (a 
large masculine looking woman) who had 
some 'altercation with An tone, and was 
seen finally to push him with violence'and' 
very abusive language toward the street, 
when he was seen to fall suddenly, the 
woman exclaiming **die'' as he fell and at 
the same time dosing the door. , As he 
was supposed to be intoxicated he. was 
suffered to remain until daylight, and was 
then found to be dead, as before stated. A 
Coroner's inquest was held over the body, 
Rial Ohaney, Esq., being fbreman of the 
jury, which returned a verdict in accord- 
ance with the fjftcts above stated, that the 
deceased came to his death from wounds 
inflicted on his person by Pinto and his 
wife. After a I\>8t Mortem examination 
by Dr. B. M'O. Lord, and an investiga- 
tion b^ore the Police Court, Judge Bran* 
degee presiding, Nancy, the wife of Pin- 
to, was bound over lor trial at the next 
term of the Superior Court to sit at Nor- 
wich on the 8rd Tuesday in November, ^ 
and in the mean time committed to jail. 
Her husband was discharged, as no evi- 
dence appeared sufficient to criminate . 
him« 

A PiBjLTX— PXBHAF8.— -A straugo ves', 
sel, apparently a brig or a baric, near Long . 
Island, in the neighborhood of Montauk 
Point, suddenly disappeared on the night 
of Friday, the 17th inst The vessel was 
seen Igr the isrew of the Pilot Boat Bdipse .

Saturday Dv>ming was missing. Soon af- 
ter, a boat with nine men pulled along side .

staiices. A part of them appeared to bc^ '

sel which so mysteriously disappeared was 
subsequently found, sunk in shallow wa- .

painted thereon. She appeared to be a fine 
sound vessel, and someUiing wrong is sos- . 
pected in regard to the transaction.

The cause iHU be firand in the 
care with which they manure the ground, 
and the custom of sowing early, of weeding 
watering, etc. An acre of land yields 
in England, Germany and France, twioe 
or three t5mes as much as with us, but the 
Chinese agriculturist surpasses eVen the 
European by far. * * How infinitely inferi- 
or," says Prof. Liebig, «* is the agricaltaFe 
of Europe to that of China I The Cbi- 
hese are the most admirable gardeners M&d 
trainers of plants, for each of which they 
understand how to prepare and apply the 
best adapted manure: The agriculture of 
their country is the most perfect in the 
world ; and the climate in the most fertile 
districts, diffsrs little from the SarofMaB." 
'* Travellers tell us of one particular at- 
tainment of Chinese agriculture, which, 
though it is not always of practical value, 
indicates * wonderful knowledge of the 
^ws of vegetable growth — that in the 
poweV of enlarging or dwarfing, at will, 
many of the productions of nature. Thus 
an oak trees for instance, will fiieqo^ntly 
be seen gnowing in a flower*i)6t, bearing 
ttfi thrifty little leav^ and bringing its 
^jtj acorns to maturity with all regularity 
of its forest kindred, the entire tree not 
being move than tw^ fiiiet high: Such 
^^ecimens 6t humah ihgenulty may be 
worthless, l^t they imply a knowledge 
alid skill that are worth a good d^.

Besides 
the children with her, there are three in 
this city and four in Europe, two daugh- 
ters and two sons, the former residents in 
that country. Mrs. Yezin is extensively 
known in Philadelphia for her many char- 
itable acts to the poor, all of \<rhom, if 
she should not be among the saved, will 
deeply feel her loss.

H« 
was, accompanied by this same sister, who 
now, after two years spent at home, hid 
embarked) again for America, in ful- 
fil Iment of a cherished desire to spend i 
portion at least, of her life in the land she 
so dearly loved — notonly for its republican 
liberty (for in spite of all our abberatiom 
from that ideal, she, and her brother too, 
still had faith in us)~but also because iti 
soil had been consecrated in her heart as 
the resting place of the remains of her al- 
most idolized brother. 

About the 1st of April Mr. Theodorx 
GsROH went to Wirtemburg on a visit to 
his father, an eminent Lutheran clergy- 
man, and, firom letters received recently, 
there is no doubt he was one of the pafisen- 
gers of the ill-fated vessel The wife of 
Mr. G. is now in Philadelphia, whither she 
had gone to meet him on his return.

It will be seen by this list that the loss 
of life in the Austria has been greater than 
in any of the other steamers lost in the 
Atlantic Ocean. 

The only instance that we remember in 
which there has, within the last few years, 
been a greater losd of life in any one ves- 
sel anywhere, is that of the Peruvian ship 
Mercedes, which struck a rock near Oal* 
lao. May 1, 1864, and sank, carrying 
down 820 men, of whom 781 perished. 

On the 12th of Nov., 1849, the Ameri- 
can packet ship Caleb Grimshaw took fire 
at sea, and burned until the 16th, when 
889 of the passengers and crew were saved 
by GapU Daniel Cook of the British bark 
Sarah, while sixty of the passengers who 
left the vessel on a raft on the 18th were 
lost.

BAXiIiOOVXNG OVBB THE AT- 
IiANTia 



The Trwf Times uses the following lan- 
guage with reference to an aerial expedi- 
tion across the ocean : 

** The scheme of crossing the ocean with 
a balloon has been proposed, and Messrs. 
Wise and Steiner have offered to build an 
air-ship of the requisite size, but have 
fiftiled in getting a subscription of twenty 
thousand dollars for the purpose. Mr. La 
Mountain says he will remain in this 
city during tiie present winter, and build 
a balloon sixty-five feet in diameter, with 
an expansive power of five tons, with 
which he will cross the ocean, starting 
from this city in May next, and land 
within twenty-five miles of any given 



point in Europe. He has discovered a 
principle which will enable him to retain 
the gas in his balloon for any given length 
of time and he is confident that the air 
can be navigated as well as water and 
with as little difficulty. He does not ask 
twenty thousand dollars to make the at- 
tempt, and is willing to encounter the at- 
tendant risks without any immediate pros- 
pect of reward, We are glad the trial is 
to be made at this point. Whether it is a 
success or failure, it will bo a rare sight to 
witness the departure from our midst of a 
balloon inflated with 160,000 feet of gas, 
and carrying a ship provided with appa- 
ratus for navigating the air. " 



The Austria. — The commander of this 
ill-fated ship has passed beyond the tribu- 
nals of human inquiry ; he can no longer 
answer to the charges that may be brought 
against him ; no longer explain what is 
not understood. While it is due to the 
public that all the defects in precaution 
and in the manage of the Austria should 
be held up for warning, it is due to the 
memory of the man who had the chief 
responsibility, that we should look charit- 
ably upon the conduct that there is no one 
left to defend. The captain of the Austria 
had a high reputation for courage and 
presence of mind, and it is suggested that 
he may have been pushed overboard by 
the terrified passengers, for whose safety 
he was vainly exerting himself. Tet we 
do not think that this would have been 
likely to happen with Captain Comstock 
or Captain Judkins. It is certain that 
there was not sufficient precautionB against 
fire, and that the Aimigation, in the way 
in which it was performed, was an act of 
great rashness. If the ship had been stop- 
ped, the greater part of the people on 
board would probably have been saved. 
We do not know that it could have been 
stopped, yet we think that either of the 
men whom we have named would have 
succeeded in the attempt It haa been 
well suggested that if half the cost os carv- 
ing and gilding, and ornamental uphol- 
stering, on board these ships, were expend- 
ed in making them so far as possible in- 
combustible, there would be much less 
danger in navigating the ocean. — Frw,

Mr. ELLICX)TT, the Geograi}her of 
the United States, has added materially to 
the knowledge of southern frontier, by 
the survey he has made of the territorial 
lino between Georgia and the Floridas. — 
Among these are those of the Natchez, 
New Orleans, and conflux of the Ohio 
and Mississippi rivers. These territorial 
and celestial observations have added con- 
siderably to our geographical knowledge. 

The provision for piers in the Delaware, 
Light-Houses and tiuoys in Long Island 
Sound, and on other parts of the Ameri- 
can coast, demonstrate the vigilance dis- 
played by Congress in providing for the 
safety of navigation and attending to the 
interests of our merchants. 

The legislature of Pennsylvania has re- 
ceived a communication on the virtues of 
a species of chickweed, to prevent the 
dreadful distemper oocasiohea b^ the bite 
of a mad dog or other rabid animal. If 
this turns out, on trial to be equal to the 
recommendation eiven of it, mankind will 
have reason to rejoice in the discovery of 
a remedy for. one of the most shocking of 
all diseases. 

CONNECTICUT has distinguished it- 
self bv the number and excellence of its 
turnpike roads. The great advanti^es de- 
rivec from these improvements are beoom- 
inff more rapidly and generally known 
and acknowledged. The citizens feel and 
approve the admtional convenience, speed, 
economy and safety, which they afford to 
all sorts of travellers and passengers. 

New York is scarcely behind Connecti- 
cut in the spirit of amendment wit]li re- 
gard to roads. From Albany, Troy and 
Lansingburg, as central points at the head 
of navigation, they extend east, north and 
south, £oilitatiPg intercourse with the re- 
motest part of the Commonwealth as it is 
washed by Lake Champlain and Lakes 
Ontario and Erie. 

From Hudson also, turnpike roads are 
established to the western parts of Con- 
necticut and Massachusetts, on one side 
the North Biver, and are opening tovrards 
Schoharie, Cherryvalley, and the great 
western country on the other. From 
Poughkeepeie likewise these admiarble 
roads are oranching in various directions. 
With pleasure the public has learned that 
the impediments to the passage of boats 
between Troy and Lansihgborgh are re- 
moved; and that the bridge and causeway 
from Flushing to Newtown are passable. 

Virginia 1^ completed the work in 
which she and Maryland have been for a 
number of years engaged, in rendering 
the great falls of the Potomac, passable 
by li^ats with produce and stock. This 
noble and important enterprise must give 
a new spring to the agriculture and com- 



merce of the upper and interior country. 
What effect it may work upon the city of 
Washington is problematical; but there 
can be no rational doubt that the estab- 
lished marts of G^rgetown and Alexan- 
dria will be greatly the gainers by it. 

Wo make a few extracts showing the 
enterprize of private individuals at that 
time. 

By the enterprise of Individuals. 

Mr. Lossing's improvements in the 
burning of Lime are highly worthv of be 
ing understood and adopted. Much of 
the stability and closeness of houses de- 
pends upon the due preparation of the 
lime witn which they are cemented. And 
the Quantity of hair burned and faulty 
lime brought to mai^et calls earnestly for 
a corrective. 

Mr. Stillwell's Smut Cone, for cleaning 
wheat, is well worthy the attention of mil- 
lers. When we donsider the great import- 
ance of exported flour it becomes immedi- 
ately apparent, that every machine which 
can rid the grain of its impurity, must be 
serviceable. It may therefore be hoped 
that this invention will be found a good 
addition to the G^man fan and rolling 
screen ; and oo-<^rate with the elevator, 
the hopper-boy and other machinery of 
Mr. Evans. 

Few men have displayed more mechan- 
ical ingenuity than Mr Breff. His in- 
struments for extracting teeth in a perpen- 
dicular direction is a iMaolifnl invention. 
And considering how frequent the opera- 
tion is, it is a pity that it is not more gen- 
erally known to dentists, surgeons, and 
other operators in tRat way. 

Gypsum continues to do wonders in 
American Agriculture. So cheap and 
powerful a manure has ^ven a spring to 
farming, beyond anything ever known. 
But its beneficial effects arc almost entire- 
ly limited to the interior country. On 
the sea-coast and islands, It does very lit- 
tle service. It has become a general ar- 
ticle of export from the Bay of Fundy ; 
but our cultivators can well afford to pay 
for it, with their increased crops. 

The whale fishery, on the south side of 
Long Island, has considerably increased. 
Latterly it had been very much n^lebted. 
But last winter, a nnmlfer of whales were 
caught and killed by the inhabitants, who 
attacked them in boats launched from the 
shore. 

The kine pock is gaining more and more 
spread and credit in America. Dr. Water- 
house in Cambridge, Br. Seaman in New 
York, Dr. Coxe in Philad., and Dr. Spence 
in Virginia, and Gantt of Maryland, have 
distinguished themselves very honorably 
in introducing and propagating this mild 
substitute for the small pox. In New 
York there is a regular association of geur 
tlemen to diffuse the benefits of it amone 
the less wealthy part of the citizens ; and 
a house has been DuUt by them, on a piece 
of ground granted by the common coun- 
cil of the city, for the purpose of holding 
their meetings and recei\4ng patients. — 
The vaccine poison has been discovered 
on the teats of American cows in several 
instances. 



HOUSEHOLD DEPARTMENT 



To rSKSERYB FbUIT WITHOUT SUOAB. 

— To preserve fresh fruit for winter use, 
put it in bottles, fill them up with cold 
spring water, tie down with bladder tight- 
ly ; put them in a kettle or copper of cold 
water up to the neck of the bottles, with 
hay to steady them; let them simmer for 
a quarter of an hour, but not boil; let 
them cool in the water ; wipe the bottles 
and put them away in a dry place. On 
no account open them until their conteats 
are wanted for eating. — Cottage Gardener. 

Khubarb Wine. — A correspondent of 
the Irish Fanner's Qazette^ fnmishet ti» 
following receipt to make one gallon rhn^ 
barb wine : 

Take five lbs. rhubarb, cut it small, and 
let it stand in water four days, then iMnise 
the rhubarb, and strain it through a fine 
sieve or loose towel ; add three and « h*lf 
tt>s. good soft sugar ; boil it three-quarioi 
of an hour ; add, when boiling, half a lb. 
of bruised raisins, the white of an egg, 
and a little isinglass, and work it in a lit- 
tle yeast. It will keep for ten years, and 
improve, if well made. 



Dryiko Potatoes — The French -have 
successfully tried the experiment of dry- 
ing potatoes for future use. It is done bj 
machinery. If this shall generally prove 
successful and economical, it will be a vala- 
able discovery. Why may not potatoa 
be thus prepared as well as apples? If 
they only part with water in drying, that 
can easily be restored when wanted for 
the table. They will be convenient for 
seamen*s use for long voyages. — Ckm^e- 
gationalist.

result of our labors, and cultivate the no- 
blest faculties of our natures. 

Such a season as this has called the citi- 
zens of New London County together, on 
their Fourth Annual Exhibition, to wit- 
ness the triumph of another year's labor. 

The cold, wot, and backward Spring 
seemed inauspicious, and our farmers wore 
sad and dejected countenances, but He that 
docth all things well, has so ordered sun- 
shine and rain that the earth has given to 
the active and industrious husbandman 
the richest reward for his toil. 

"While scientific men win their laurels 
in our halls of learning, or when space is 
to be annihilated by the telegraph, or the 
forces of nature overcome by the power of 
steam, and while merchants subject them- 
selves to the fluctuations of trade, the ag- 
riculturist glories in the products of a well 
cultivated soil, for on these all our inter- 
ests rest, and the business of the world 
iepends. The financial embarrassments 
[>f the country have turned the attention 
y{ many to rural pursuits, and these, stim- 
ilated by the spirit of emulation arising 
!tom our Fairs, show by their enlarged 
rranaries, and increasing herds of noble 
»ttle, that these investments have not 
>een made in vain. It is a sight worthy 
>f record, to behold all classes, from the 
narket boy to the princely farmer, from 
he little girl to the noble matron, each 
aden with some token of successful indui- 
ry, mingling together as one family on 
uch a festive day. 

Since the formation of the Society, the 
attention of our farmers has been turned 
o the introduction of Blooded stock, and 
re now have among us the finest speci- 
Qens of thorough bred imported Pevons, 
Lyrshires, Durhams and Alderneys. Al- 



ready their influence is felt in. our dairy- 
rooms, and in the shambles, and the great 
number of young cattle now being reared 
in the county, furnish the most satisfactory 
Evidence that our farmers have learned 
that the , better the animal the more the 
profit, and that in the end, the true policy 
of generiU fa^nmng is, not to buy anything 
that the farm can produce in perfection 

After the storm of Tuesday night, the 
wind came out north-west with a pure 
bracing air, and gave every indication o 
fair weather fbr the remaining days of the 
Fair. The number of entries in every 
department indicated one of the finest dis- 
plays we have ever hadr 

The Committee of Arrangements have 
labored assiduously, and the success ot 
their eflbrts was manifest in the order seen 
in all parts of the ground, and the accom- 
modation rendered to &il "^^o wished to 
attend the Fair, by Railroad or Steamboat. 
The Exhibition opened Wednesday mor- 
ning, on Williams Park, which was ten- 
dered to the Society by the city authorities 
of Norwich. The grounds are inclosed^ as 
usual, and in addition to the large can,va8- 
covered building 124 by 24, owned by the 
society, the "Rochester Tent" w-as provid- 
ed for the reoeptioa of Butter, Chees6» Fruit 
and other articles on exhibition. 

Stands were erected for speakers and 
music, and near these, seats were raised 
capable of holding several thousands. The 
remaining space next to the fence^ was oc- 
cupied with peas for cattle, hones, sh»ep, 
swine a»d poidtry. 

Refreshm^its were fhmished on tJbe Eu- 
ropean plan, in a spacious tent for the pur- 
pose, and the neatness shown in every part 
of the premises, with the ample stock of 
all kinds of eatables in sight, with the 
gentlemanly bearing of the waiters, is as- 
surance enough that this department was 
fully sustained, and met the approbation 
of Uie pabHt). 

Wednesday was devoted to the reception 
of stock and articles. Among the most 
distinguished features of the day, was the 
entry at 11 o'clock, of forty-five Devons 
and high grades, followed by forty head 
of Spanish Merino and South Down sheep, 
exhibited by James A. Bill, of Lyme, and 
the entry of the extensive show of fiarm- 
ing tools, stoves, furnaces, &o,, from Back- 
us & Barstow. Mr. Barstow is the prince 
of agricultural showmen. Mr. Hayward 
of Colchester, was here with his mammoth 
working-oxen, weighing over 6,600. A 
sight at these is worth Uie price of admis- 
sion.

The HyatoiDth ia a general favorite, and 
when well grown is one of the most beau- 
tiful, as well as most fragrant of all known 
plants. Many of the fine varieties can be 
easily cultivated for window deooratlon, 
either in flower pots or the conmion hya- 
cinth glasses. 

The present time is Uie proper aeasoa to 
pot them, and no time should be lost in 
procuring a sufficient variety to forni a 
succession of flowers through the winter 
and spring months. In selecting the 
roots^ choose those which have moderate- 
ly Arm and prominent crowns. These 
are well matured, and will produce fine 
trusses of well developed flowers. Dis- 
card those which have • hoUow sunken 
erowxv», aBid which yield to the presaure 
of the thumb, tor such will generally be 
weak and of inferior quality, the cultiva- 
tion of which will most likely end in dis- 
appointment. 

PoTTiKG AND SoiL. — ^Either fouT or five 
inch flower pots will answer. Each pot 
should be well drained at the bottom with 
broken oyster shelly or something similar, 
then filled three-iburths fall of some rich 
light soil. The root should then be plac- 
ed on the soil, and the pot filled to the top 
and gently pressed down, so that when fi^j- 
ished the crown of the bulb is bare, and 
the pot within half an inch of being fiiU. 
Finish with a gentle watering after whieh 
select some warm, dry spot, (the foot of a 
south w^ll is the best) arrange the pots in 
rows and cover them six inehes deep urith 
dry sawdust or old tan, if for early flow^- 
ing, but if intended for latefiowering cov- 
er them deeply with sand. In this posi- 
tion they may remain until the pots are 
filled with roots, when they may be taken 
out as required, gradually inured to the 
light, and placed in the window for fiower- 
ing, and occasionally watered as required. 
When grown in glasses, it is necessary 
to observe that the water should not 
touch the bulb within half an indi or bo, 
which precaution will prevent it from 
rotting, while the moisture generated will 
be sufficient to Induce a rapid development 
of roots. The glasses should be placed in 
a warm cellar or closet until they are friU 
of roots, (darkness is essential to the de- 
velopment of proper roots) when they 
they be gradually brought to the light and 
finally placed in the window for flowering. 
Rain water is preferable and should be 
changed weekly. bl B. c.

Fibs AT Mystic Bridge. — On the night 
of the 22nd alt, a fire occurred at Mystic 
Bridge, destroying Messrs. D. D. Mallory 
& Oo.'s store, the United States Hotel, and 
the store of Messrs. J. & W. Denison ; al- 
so the toll house and some other buildings.

— Ebenezer Francis, 
who died in Boston a few days since worth 
$4,000,000 had for some time before his 
death $2,800,000 on deposit in two banks 
in that city. 

Destructive Fire. — The'Empire stone 
dressing Mills in New York were burnt 
on Thursday evening of last week. The 
extensive buildings were all destroyed. — 
The loss is quite heavy.

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THS OBYSTAIi PAI.A01I BUBNT. 



This beautiful structure which has been 
one of the ornaments of the city of New 
York for the past few years, has come to 
an untimely end. Its beautiful and sym- 
metrical architectural proportions, so im- 
posing to the eye of the beholder, have 
given plaoe to a mass of crumbling ruins. 
On Tuesday afternoon of last week, about 
five o'clock, a fire was discovered in the 
northern end, which was used as a lumber 
room. The flames soon forced their way 
through the glass, and communicating 
with the gallery floors, which were of well 
seasoned pitch pine, spread with great ra- 
pidity towards the centre don>e, which was 
in an almost inconceivable short spaee of 
time enveloped in flames ; and in twenty 
minutes from the time the alarm was first 
raised, fell with a sudden crash, an un- 
shapely mass of smoking cinders. Only 
about half an hour elapsed fh>m the tmi 
brei^ing out of the flre, before the wiiole 
fabric with its valuable contents were com- 
pletely destroyed. 

The yearly exhibition of the American 
Institute was just about at its height, and 
many and costly were the articles which 
were in full display throughout the vast 
area and numerous galleries of the build- 
ing. There were nearly four thousand 
exhibitors in the various deployments, and 
the numerous specimens exhibited are said 
to have exceeded those of any former oc- 
casion. Many of them were rare and cost- 
ly, and but little amount was covered by 
insurance. So sudden was the alarm, and 
so speedy was the progress of the flames, 
that nothing of value was saved, and it 
was with great difficulty that many of the 
visitors escaped with their lives. Had the 
flre occurred at evening when the building 
was usually crowded, a fearful loss of ]ifi» 
must have been the result 

The building was four hundred and fif- 
ty-five feet in length, by four hundred and 
fifty-five in breadth, constructed princi- 
pally of iron and glass, and cost nearly 



three^iuarters of a milHon doUars. The 
whole amount was sunk to the stockhold- 
ers, and the property was held in trust for 
certain creditors, whose title the citj dii- 
puted on the ground that the whole wm 
forfeited to the latter by the original terms 
of agreement. This disaster will probably 
end the difficulty between the parties.

[Their sentence was to be 
haneed, disemboweled, quartered and be- 
headed, Ool. D. was strongly recommend- 
ed to mercy, on aocoont of fi^rmer meri- 
torious servioeB.] 

The following interesting incident is al- 
so related: 

Singular instance of preservation, previous 
to the explosion of his nu^estt/'s ship 

Boyhe aiSpiihead. 
When the rapid and dreadful conflagra- 
tion happaned on boar^ his mijesty's ship 
Boyne, a marine was peaceably sitting in 
his birth with his wife and son, a boy about 
20'month8 old, Just beneath the place where 
the fire began, and finding ^vwy effort to 
escape the flames in the usOal way ineflec- 
tual, the man, with the greatest compo- 
sure and presence of mind, took from the 
pens a riieep of the captain's live stock, 
and bracing his boy on the animal's fleecy 
^ back dropi^ them' into the sea : <* there 
(said hej turn to the land* Itnd God go 
with you." Encouraged by her husband's 
resolution, his wife leaped into the brine, 
an4 the man followed ^fter» supporting 
his comnanion above water till the bo&ts 
got to their assistance, when they were 
taken up little worse for the adventure. 
The sheep, with the greatest steadiness, 
was seen to make towards the shore, with 
young Ben Bowline ridine on his back 
like an infant river-god, to 3>e vast delight 
of the spectators on shore, who, from the 
tenderest motives, finding theniselves in- 
terested in the boy's safety, rushed into 
the waterv element to meet the young nav- 
igator, whom they presently unsheeped and 
succored with tenderness till he again fell 
into the arms of his adventurous parents. 

The singularity of this event attached 
the patronage of a most liberal lady, near 
FairyhiU, in the isle of Wight, who hav- 
ing prevailed on the mother o{ the child 
to leave his future fortune to her guidance, 
dedUtred in the most friendly manner, *'that 
as the boy had begun his naval career on a 
lamb she would never leave him till he 
was able to end it like a lion."

Whatever tends to promote the manu- 
facture of our own cojintry to the aboli- 
tion of foreign exportation ought to re- 
ceive the utmost encouragement. The 
article of Straw Bonnets for ladies' wear 
has heretofore been exported into this 
country firom Europe, and on them has 
been paid a duty of 16 per cent, and they 
have been retailed at from one to five 
dollars apiece. We now find they can be 
made in this country equally as well, 
quite as elegant, and at a much cheaper 
rate. In the towns of Wrentham„Frank- 
lin and Bradford, in this state, we are 
told, there has been made, wholly by wo- 
men and children, upwards of 4^000 straw 
bonnets, in the course of the last and pres- 
ent years. They are carried to market 
and sold to m^tshants at from 75 cents to 
2 dollars, who can retail them at a hand- 
profit, 150 per cent cheaper than those 
imported. It may be added that this ar- 
ticle of dress seems to be first adopted by 
the fashionables of domestic mani|focture 
in preference t6 foi^gn.

Mamj vanetiea of the tulip are exeeed* 
ingly .attractive when cnltivated in pots, 
and if a proper selection be made, tiMsy 
can be had to flower in succession from 
December to May. For this purpose the 
dwarf varices are best The double and 
single Due Yon Thol, red and yellow; 
La Candeur, double, pure white ; Marriage 
de Ma Fille, crimson and white, yery 
fine ; Bex Buhrorum, fine scarlet double, 
and very fine, are some of the most beau- 
tiful as well as easily cultirated Tarieties 
for pots. 

Now is a good time to select the roots. 
Ohoos^ihose which are plump and smooth, 
pot them in a light rich soil, three in a 
five inch pot, arxanged in the form of a 
triangle. Put them away aaod cover them 
ap, the same as reconunended fi»r 4he faya- 
^<intli, (in last week's Mip&sUoty) until 
the pots are full of roots when they may 
^ gradually brought to the light 

For borders. Tulips should be planted 
either in the present month, orKovember. 
The aoil should be made deep, aod- thor- 
oughly enriched with decayed manure^ 
the roots placed aboutsix inches apart, and 
cov^ed with about two inches of soil. 
aMler the ground is encrusted with frost, 
the tulip bed may be covered with sea- 
weed or other material, to prevent the 
Croetpenetcating deep enough to injure the 
PooCs. This covering can be removed in 
pprin^, when 'the foliage and fiower-buds 
BEiake their appearance above ground.

Mick.— To prevent mice from girdling 
p^oung fruit-trees, apply melted tar late in 
iie fall. Put it on with a swab, complete- 
y covering the root and body as high as 
^ere is danger. It is a certain remedy. 



This beautiful and noble fruit is a new 
variety of Hie Bibes Rubrttm of which the 
red and white Dutch currants are also va- 
rieties. Its peculiar characteristics are 
the vigorous, robust habit of the plant, 
its large, dark, green leaves, and the dark 
brownish yellow odor of the blossoms; 
but more particularly the tmiform large 
size of the berries, (which measure from a 
half to five-eigths of an inch in diameter,) 
and the fine rich red color for which it is 
remarkable, together with the heavy mas- 
sive clusters of fruit, which neaHy cover 
the entire branches of the shrub, present- 
ing one of the most beautiful olrjects for 
the adornment of the garden. 

Many are beginning to introduce this 
excellent variety for profitable market 
culture, for which it promises to be most 
excellently adapted. It is one of our most 
hardy 8hru'>8, never yet having suffered 
from the utmost severity of our winter, 
and is very easy to cultivate. The plants 
require to stand about four feet apart each 
way and can be cultivated with the same 
ease as the same quantity of land occupied 
with Indian com. The rows should run 
north and south so that the berries may be 
in a measure protected from the hot rays 
of the sun, and for this reason they should 
not be too closely pruned. Any ordinary 
good mellow soil^ (if rather rich it will 
be better) wUl answw for it, and a locali- 
ty not too dry is preferable. 

The cherry currant may be otdtf vated 
in large quantities for market very easily. 
Plant in rows as before stated, wM. plow 
or cultivate between the rows as for In- 
dian corn, or common garden v^etables. 
In r^ard to the details, the following 
flrom the pen of Solon Bobinson, Esq., is 
the best plan that we have seen recom- 
mended, and which every person may 
understand. 

«' Suppose you plant young bushes with 
two. prongs or branches. Plant them deep 
and allow the first year two shoots to grow 
up from tiie ground. These shoots will 
at the same time send out tiwir own roots 
and grow luxuriantly. If you allew, 
then, every year two more shoots tospring 
up from the root, you imi, in the summer 
of the fburth year, have two brandies each 
of five, four, three, two and .one years* 
growth. Six of these branches, the five, 
four and three year old ones, will be load* 
ed with fhiit, the two years* growth may 
have some berries, and those of this year's 
gfowth will only be straight shoots. The 



bushes will now be as large as they should 
be, and the two Ave year old branches 
may be cut off as soon as the fruit is pick- 
ed; and henceforth, by allowing still two 
new shoots to come up every year, and by 
cutting out the two oldest branches after 
the gathering of the fruit, the bushes will 
be kept young and bear fruit for many 
years more. Of course this is only meant 
to elucidate the general principle. The 
practical cultivator will know how to 
modify the above rule for every individu- 
al bush. 

Productiveness. — In calculating the prof- 
its of a crop, great caution must be used, 
and casualiUes must not be forgotten. Al- 
though I have seen four year old bushes 
that bore nine lbs. of berries to each bush, 
I . would not think it safe to put down the 
average yield of a f^ll grown-five year 
old bush, trimmed as above, more than 
six lbs. This would amount to 18,068 lbs. 
to an acre. The price of conmion cur- 
rants in the New York market, generally 
very small, sour little things, varies from 
four to seven cents per lb. at wholesale, 
which certainly justifies the anticipati<m 
of six cents per lb. for cherry currants 
for many years to come, and this would 
make the value of the crop per acre equal 
to $784. 

Expenses of CuUioaHng and Gathering. 
— EUtlf a day of plowing and three days 
of hoeing, by one man, will clean and 
stir the ground of one acre most effectually, 
which at ordinary wages of man and 
horse would cost $3,50, which makes four 
plowings and hoeings cost $14. Picking 
18,068 Ibs.^ at one third cent per pound 
(about 16 oentB per bushel,) will be $43 
If we allow $27 for manure every year, 
the whole expenses per acre would sum 
up to $84, leaving $700 clear, of which 
only the cost of bringing them to market 
would have to be deducted.*' 



Pseinr Tbbu.— Packages of trees «re 
sometimes firoEea before they reaoh their 
deatination from distant nurseries. When 
this is the case, they muat not be allewed 
to tiiaw, or they will be lost Immedi- 
ately dig trenches in as mellow soil sm 
possible, and bury the roots at once, set- 
tling the earth closely around them. This 
may be done l^ throwing cold water on 
the loose earthy and shaking the trees w«^ 
They should be eovered deep. Before 
time fofr plaotipg, th^ will be eompletely 
thawM^ and will come out as iaeas thoae 
wM^di ha^e not been taken fhym the nur*

And yet I am sure you have often felt 
it. It is that which makes you rejoice 
when others rejoice, and grievd when they 
grieve. 

Even the baby feels sympathy with those 
around him. He pats liis mother's cheek 
with its soft little hand when he sees her 
look unusually weary or depressed. He 
shouts with joy when his brotiiers and sis- 
ters are having a merry play, and if one 
among them cries out with grief or pain, 
baby generally cries to<s ai.d puts up his 
littie mouth to kiss the sufferer. All these, 
and many other things, are the effects of 
sympathy. 

Such feelings are good and useful, for 
they proceed from that love of others which 
our Heavenly Father has implanted in our 
hearts.

The hurry and bustie of leaving hoos 
were now over, and the wonderitelmadus- 
ery and tHe mighty power of stestm wm 
bearing me rapidly to my destined port 
But many long and weary hours must yrt 
elapse ere I could stand by that bed of sick- 
ness and perhaps of death. I must wvt, 
patiently if I could, although even at that 
moment the spirit might be pftjwlng to iti 
true home, and I should arrive too late ts 
receive the look or word of love whidi I 
woold have given worlds to obtain, ere 
the mortal eyes had closed, and the lipi 
were sealed in silenoe.

The ialn and markets are the peculiar 
institutions in Germany, and are held for 
the purpose of selling and supplying the 
. people with anything that is needed in so- 
cisl and family qae, as shope do in other 
countries. In the Duchy of Nassau, there 
are 261 in the course of a year, some of 
them being only cattle and swine markets, 
and some for the sale of all manner of 
grooda. There are usually four, to corres- 
pond with the four seasons, which are 
Biore general and important than the oth- 
ers, and attended by people from all the 
surrounding country. The almanac con- 
taina every year a list of the markets 
which will be held, and the days of opening 
and closing. The Grand Duchy of Hesse 
Darmstadt has 250, and the Jews are so 
far regarded in all, that if the fSair happens

upon their Sunday, or feast day, there 
is a change made. Besides these, in each 
4uchy or principality there are the great 
fairs, held twice a year, at Leipsic, Bruns- 
wick and Frankfort, Leipsic being the 
largest, to whi<^ come the people from all 
parts of Germany, and sometimes fh>m 
Holland, Belgium, France and Switzer- 
land. Here one may see the national and 
sectional* characteristics of the people, and 
have the manufactures and industrial pro- 
ducts of every nook and comer of the land. 
Little booths are erected in all the squares 
and along the main street, and tables 
spread, behind which stand the owners of 
the wares in tl|^r several distinctive cos- 
tumes, offering you the ''cheapest, the 
best, and most beautifUl," in dialects not 
less <listinct and peculiar. 

But it is not the results of groat manu- 
flsctures, of steam power, and water privi- 
lege, that are here collected, as would be 
the case in England and America ; but 
the results of household industry. In all 
the rural districts of Germany, the people 
who are in the summer toiling in the flelds, 
ploughing, hoeing, reaping, mowing, are 
in winter engaged in various kinds of hand- 
icrafts, their own hands being the power 
loomSf and lever», and turning lathes. 
There is often yery little skill exhibited in 
these productions; but the industry is mar- 
velous, and by it they obtain the little 
money they have for the few luxuries they 
indulge in, and to pay their taxes, which 
are many and great. 

We rciui of certain cities which Aimisb 
the world with specified articles of luxury, 
but often not a person in the city makes 
these things. Nuremberg is the great toy 
ftiarket, and ask where you will, "Whence 
come these things ?'* you are told Nurem- 
berg ; but the toys are made by the peas- 
ants in the villages of the Tburingian for- 
est Here are whole armies marshaled on 
a plain, the men being scarcely an inch in 
height, and there accoutrements propor- 
tionately diminutive. Railroads, steam- 
boats, castles, cottages, miniature villages, 
everything they have seen they imitate, 
for Uie amusenient of the little fblks, and 
the sugar work, glass, earthen, and wood- 
en artidee are often carved with a nicety

of line, and curve, and finish, quite incon- 
ceivable with the rough hands and rude 
tools that execute. 

There are fine laces fh>m Silesia, and 
these, too, are wrought in such miserable, 
poverty-stricken homes, as one would not 
believe could send forth anything beauti- 
ful. But during all leisure hours, men, 
women and children are engaged with the 
bobbins that weave the delicate meshes we 
might suppose must owe their gossamer 
texture to fairy fingers. Ai.d when it is 
bleached and pressed, and ready for mark- 
et, it is put in large packs, the year's labor 
of a whole village being scarcely enough 
for one, perhaps, and the women set forth 
with them slung across their backs, and 
bending to the earth with their burdens. 
From city to city they wend their way, 
often barefoot and bareheaded, allowing 
themselves scarcely food to support life by 
the way ; attending at fairs and sometimes 
kneeling to princes, saying, " Buy, buy^ 
for we are starving,*' till they have dis- 
posed of the precious store, and then return 
to distribute the money among the naked 
and starving, who are wasting anxiously 
for the little pittance on which life for 
another year depends. The laces of Sile- 
sia sre scarcely inferior to those of Brus- 
sels ; and coarser kinds are brought from 
Saxony, while France and Holland con- 
tribute the finest and most costly. Of one 
pound of Flanders linen thread is made 
from two to three thousand dollars' worth 
of lace! 

It is the same with a great portion of 
linen cloth. It is spun and woven in fam- 
ilies, though there are, of course, in Ger- 
many now large manufactures of all kinds 
of cloths. Frederic the Great used to call 
his country a nation of spinners, for the 
wheels and spindles were to be heard in 
every cot upon the mountain, and in eve- 
ry hut in the valley, and bitterly do the 
peasants curse the machinery that threat- 
ens to deprive them of thu source of do- 
mestic industry and profit 

The raising of fiax has profited by the 
enlightenments of science perhaps to a 
greater degree than any other branch of 
agriculture ; and in Flanders the new in- 
terest in husbandry began with ihe edbrt 
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to increase the profits of the linen indus- 
try. In Prussia, which constitutes a third 
of Qeimtnj, there were, a few years since, 
246,294 looms, which were used only from 
six to eight weeks in the year, when the 
people could not work out of doors, and 
86,877 which were used all the time ; and 
of those who work all the year, 24.290, or 
two-thirds of the whole, live in the coun- 
try. The rest are to be found in small 
cities, working without capital and reali- 
zing very small profits. 

For damasks and all fine linens, Baxony 
is most fkmous, where a hundred thousand 
people are engaged in making linen, and 
fiye or six million of dollars worth is pro- 
duced every year in this quiet way. But 
so entirely a separate business is the bleach- 
ing, that a great portion of that which is 
spun in one place is bleached in another, 
and thousands of yards spun in Saxony 
and Silesia are sent to Bohemia to be wo- 
ven, and then returned to Silesia to be 
bleached. 



liATTOHTrau — Laughter' is not altogether 
a foolish thing.

Man only laughs, man, the 
highest organized being ; and hence the 
definition that has been proposed of < Man, 
a laughing animal,' Certainly, it defines 
him as well as a 'cooking animal,' a < tool- 
making animal,' a 'money-making ani- 
malv' a 'political animal,' or such like. 
Laughter very often shows the bright side 
of a man. It brings out his happier na- 
ture, and shows of what sort of stuff he 
is really made. Somehow we feel as If we 
never thoroughly know a man usd^ we 
hear him laugh. We do not mean a mere 
snicker, but a good, round, hearty laugh. 
The solemn, sober visage, like a Sunday's 
dress, tells nothing of the real man. He 
may be very silly, or very profound ; very 
cross, or very jolly. Let us hear him 
laugh, and we can decipher him at once, 
and tell how his heart beats. We are dis- 
posed to suspect the man who never laughs. 
At all events there is a repulsion about 
him which we cannot get over. Lavater 
says : 'Shun that man who never laughs, 
who dislikes music, or the glad fitce of a 
child.' This is not what every body feels, 
and none more than children, who are 
quicker at reading characters; and their 
strong instinct rarely deceives them. —

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We have before alluded to the foot that

And how 
much of real greatness and intellectual 
vigor in .the minds of the ** sterner sex" 
may be attributed to the influence of moth- 
ers. Sheridan wrote, *< women govern 
us ; let us try to render them perfect 
The more they are enlightened, so much 
the more we shall be. On the cultivation 
of the minds of women, depends the wis- 
dom of man." John Adams, in a letter 
to his wife, wrote as follows : — '* In read- 
ing history, you will generally observe 
v/hen you light upon a great character, 
whether a general, a statesman, or a phi- 
losopher, some female about him, either 
in the character of a mother, wife, or sis- 
ter, who has knowledge and ambitioi^ 
above the ordinary level of woman, and 
that much of his eminence is owing to her 
precepts, example or instigation, in some 
shape or other." That distinguished states- 
man, John Quincy Adams, ascribed all 
that there had been in his life which was 
good and useful, to his mother ; a mother 
"worthy, well worthy the praise bestowed 
upon her by her noble and gifted son. 

The fjEune of Washington and Wilber- 
force has gone fc^h to the world, and 
the praises of Doddridge and Sdwards are 



heard in all the churches in the land, bat 
what would have been thiAr fame, or Uuir 
praise had it not been for that parentil iiK 
fiuenoe that guided them in the dayiof 
their childhood and youth, and directed 
their riper years! Athome,undflramol]b* 
er's teachings, they imbibed those prina. 
pies, and received those qualificatSons that 
so eminently fitted them for their iqW 
quent brilliant career in life ; and the 
world owes, probably, all the good thit 
these gifted, nobly virtuous and eulted 
men have ever attained, under Pro▼ideno^ 
to the mothers who trained their yoathfol 
minds in the paths of virtue and intellio- 
tual knowledge. 

Mrs. Enmia Willard, of Troy, N. T., 
asthe Pioneer in the education of femslei, 
has given a noble example, worthy of all 
imitation. A cotemparary remsrb:- 
<< She has educated more females, todooa- 
tributed vastly more, to the ezaltatioB d 
the sex, than all the strong minded women 
in convention assembled. She haa not on- 
ly taught, but worked herself op totk 
head of the class, and stands oonfeandlj 
the mistress of a school for the edncatioB 
and higher elevation of females. 8hehai 
written works on scieoce and pnctical 
school teaching, which will introduce he 
to posterity as one of the noble minded 
women of the 19th century. Mrs. Wil- 
lard has educated thousands who sie not 
mothers, and hundreds gpratuitously, who 
are teachers, and in old age she is sctiveij 
engaged on works for the pre8a,sndii 
acts of beneficence and philanthropy, whidi 
commend her warmly to the approbttioD 
and gpratitude of the coantry." 

We conclude in the words of the Ber. 
C. Gushing, who truly and eloquently r^ 
marks : 

<* The training of an inmiortal mind ii 
a momentous work I When Bacon, U»e 
sculptor, was retouching the statue of Gbit- 
ham, in Westminster Abbey, a dirine, 
who was a stranger, tapped him on the 
shoulder, and said, "Take care whityoo 
are doing. You work for eternity." To 
parents it well may be said. In family gov- 
ernment, take care what you io.

«• Fbom New York to Dsi.hi, by way 
of Bio de Janeiro, Australia and China, 
bj Robert B. Hintom, Jr.," is the title of 
a very unpretending book, jost pabliahod 
by D. Appleton & Ck},^ Broadway, and is 
the production of a young man hitherto 
unknown as an author, being a series 
of letters written to his family, (during 
his recent journey) and prepared by him- 
self for publication since his return home. 
The work evinces a maturity of mind and 
Judgment in its deductions and conclu- 
sions (drawn from the facts and circum- 
stances contained in the narratiye) that 
would do credit to a more experienced 
writer. The style is peculiarly his own 
and is not the less interesting on that ae- 
count. 

In reading Mintum's book, one can im- 
agine himself in the midst of the scenes 
and p«M>ple described by it He has copied 
from no other writer, has collected infor- 
mation from every source, and gives truth- 
ful descriptions of what he saw and heard 
in a true and graphic manner, sometimes 
rising even to eloquence — for instance— in 
alluding to the Institute of tTniversal Be- 
nevolence in the Chinese town of Shang- 
hae he says, ** In ancient Greece and 
Rome we hear of no charitable establish- 
ments, and I believe that no where but in 
China have they arisen, except from the 
teaching of the christian religion . Should 
any one think hardly of the Chinese 
character, let him remember that they 
have spontaneously acted upon those prin- 
ciples which elsewhere required the teach- 
ing of an incarnate Gk>d to give them 
practical force, and that in a heathen land 
one of the highest virtues is practiced 
without the christian's hope of an immor- 
tal reward. My companion being of cal- 
vinistic views, feelingly regretted that so 
many good works should not redound to 
the advantage of the doers, since, bmng 
done before justification, and not having 
as a motive the love of Christ, they would 
in the language of the Artielea, 'partake 
of the nature of sin.' I could only hope 
thot such good intentions might be appre- 
ciated by Him, in whose eyes the alms of 
the unconverted Cornelius were pleasing, 
and that some benighted Chinaman might 
hereafter find that in doing good, without 
-hope of reward, to one of the least of his 
brethren, he had done it unawares to that 
-great ' Elder Brother' who is able and wil- 
ling to reward beyond either our desires or 
deserts." 

Mintum's book will have a tendency to 



disabuse the public mind in regard to the 
treatment of the natives under British 
dominion in India by the British govern- 
ment and people. It appears that instead 
of great severity to awe and control the 
native troops, too many favors and indul- 
gences have been granted to even secure 
their respect ; particularly in not only per- 
mitting, but in seeming to approve of 
their heathen worship. 

This volume appears at a time when In- 
dia, China and Australia have suddenly 
become peculiarly interesting; a true ac- 
count of their present state may be read 
by every one with deep interest. Such 
an account is presented to the public in 
the work, above named.

THB TBISTH. 



It may not be generally known that 
some of the most common substances used 
so frequently at the table at our daily 
meals are most pernicious in their effects 
upon the teeth. ■ Becent interesting exper- 
iments have been made by a distinguished 
chemist in which he proves that acetic ac- 
id (common vinegar) is most destructive 
to the enamel of the teeth. A fine sound 
tooth after having been submitted to its 
action forty-eight hours became so corrod- 
ed that the enamel was easily removed by 
the finger naiL This acid is not only in 
common use fvs a condiment, but is formed 
in the mouth whenever substances liable 
to fermentation are suffered to remain 
about the teeth for any considerable length 
of time. 

Citric acid or lemon juice, though less 
frequently brought in contact with the 
teeth, acts upon them still more readily. 

Mallic acid, or the acid of apples, in its 
concentrated state, also acts promptly up- 
on the teeth. The peculiar sensation pro- 
duced by eating acid fruit attests this 
fact 

Kaisins so corroded the enamel in twen- 
ty-four hours that its surface presented the 
appearance and was of the consistency of 
chalk. This remarkably destructive effect 
of raisins upon the teeth vrill be readily 
understood by those who are familiar with 
the chemical and commercial history of 
cream of tartar. This substance exists 
ready formed in the juice of the grape, 
and is deposited as alcohol (in which it is 
insoluble) formed during the process of 
fermentation; so that in the casks used 
for this purpose a cake of crude tartar is 
deposited. This, purified, is the cream of 
tartar of commerce. When the grapes are 
prepared as raisins this substance is of 



course retained, and is what gives that 
acid flavor to this fruit in the form of 
raisins, and at the same time renders them 
destructive to the teeth. 

Muriatic, sulphuric, and nitric acids, 
though largely diluted, soon decompose 
the teeth. These are in common use as 
tonics. 

Sulphuric and nitric ethers have a simi- 
lar deleterioui eflict, as also spirits of ni- 
ter. These are common diffusable stimu- 
lants in sickness. 

Sugar as such does not in the least affect 
the teeth ; but as it promotes the fermen- 
tation of other vegetable substances which 
may be about and especially between 
teeth, the acetic acid which would thus be 
formed would prove an active source of 
decay. 

The best preservation of the teeth is 
temperance in diet and all things else, 
bodily exercise, early rising and conse- 
quent health of body ; aijd the only prop- 
er dentrifice is pure water frequently ap- 
plied with a moderately stiff, clean brush, 
rinsing the mouth after meab with cold 
water.

Apples so cooked make an excellent ind 
nutritious dish. 

Pbabs.— Pears may be baked, iKuled, 
or stewed in the sam^ manner ai appte. 
Some varieties of small, early, andfWMt 
pears are very delicious, boiled whole with- 
out paring, and sweetened with synqi 
The large pears are usually selected iiiir 
baking. 

QuiNCB Marmalapk.— Pare, core, lad 
quarter the quinces ; boil them gently, nB* 
covered, in water, till they begin toiofto; 
then strain them through a hair si6T^ asd 
beat in a mortar or wooden bowl, to i 
pulp ; Jtdd to each pond of fruit three 
quarters of a pound of sugar; bofltillit 
becomes stilT, and pour into small mddi 
or sweetmeat pots. — Doet J^yUL 

Applb Bebad.— a very light and 
pleasant bread Is made in France by a mix- 
ture of apples and flour, in the proportioii 
of one cf the former to two of the lattff. 
The same quantity of yeast is used as in 
common bread, and is beaten with floor 
and warm pulp of the apples after ther 
have been boiled, knd the dough is to 
considered as set ; it is then put into ft 
proper vessel, and allowed to riaefrcm 
eight to twelve hours, and then baked in 
long loaves. Very little water is requisite ;

Tbe yarious committees for the seyeral 
departments were busily engaged in their 
tents arranging for their assigned duties, 
while the contributors were as busily en- 
gaged in arranging their seyeral articles 
on ezhibitiou for the inspection of tbe 
Judges and the gratification of the yisitors. 
The display was as we expected yery fine 
and highly creditable to the citizens and 
productions of our state. The number of 
entries was greater than on any former 
exhibition, being about twenfy'teven hun- 
dr0df and the exhibition was exceedingly 
fine particularly in the fruit department 
As our remarks generaUy will be confined 
to this display, we condense briefly the fol- 
lowing from the notes of our oorrespondent 
PxAS8.^Mes8rs. Smith, Thorp, and 
Hanchett of the Syracuse nurseries. New 
Tork, exhibited 120 yarieties, some of 
which were yery fine.

Solomon Porter of this place has 77 ya- 
rieties of i^les, with quinces pears Ao,, 
occupying a yery large table. 

QniKcss are abundant and yery fine. 
Peaches and Plums, yery few exhibited, 
and these are inforior in size and quality. 

HoT-Hoxmx Grapss.— Of these there 
were three^coUections, Mr. Burr of Col- 
chester has 82 yarieties, all yery fine: T. 
S. Gold of Cornwall has 12 yery tnedish- 
es among which are extra fine blade Ham- 
burghs; John P. Morton, of Fannington, 
six dusters. 

H^RDT Grapss. — ^Among these are the 
Hartford Prolific (a splendid grape), the 
celebrated Rebecca, and Ddaware Clrapes 
From Mr. Brooksbank of the Prospect 
Hill Nursery ; Gen. Waterman, of Hart- 
ford has on exhibition a dish of his seed- 
ling White Grape (the Catharine) which 
looks well and ripens as early as the Hart- 
ford Prolific; E. S. Elmer of Hartford, 
has fine samples of the Diana, Hartford 
Prolific, Isabella and Catawba; some one 
exhibits the Charter Oak Grape as big as 
bullets and* as palatable as potato balls 
— these are not worth cultiyaiaon; James 
Craig of New Hayen has the White Chas- 
sdas and Zinflndel, ripened in the open 
air; the same exhibitor hse Diana, Isabel- 
la and Black Missouri Grapes. 



Among 18 yarieties ot natiye cnltiyated 
Grapes, I noticed Dunham's Red, Pike 
Island, False Pond Seedling, Bland's Pale 
Red, Gridley, Natiye Red, Concord, 
Northern Muscadine, Isabella and Cataw- 
ba. 

There are several yery tastefully arran- 
ged baskets of Fruit, one exhibited by 
Rose Terry, attracted much attention. 

In the same tent with the fruit are sev- 
ral collections hot-house and green-house 
plants. Col. Colt's collection in particu- 
lar is very fine, and contains specimens of 
some rare exotic plants. Among these I 
noticed a fine specimen of the Sage Palm 
(Cicas Revoluta), the Indian Rubber Tree 
(Ficus Elasticus), also a fine Lemon Tree 
with several extra sized Lemons upon it. 

Cut Flowers are not Airnished so abun- 
dantly as might reasonably be expected. 
They consist prindpally of Dahlias, Ver- 
benas, ^., a few small Boquets. Col. 
Colt has on exhibition a collection of cut 
Verbena Flowers among which are some 
of the very choicest yarieties which at- 
tract much attention. The most attract- 
ive feature of the cut flower exhibition is 
a boquet from Preston Hamilton of New 
London. This is a pyramid about six 
feet high, most tastefolly arranged and ar- 
rived on the g^und without having sus- 
tained the slightest injury. The other 
boquets were small 

The tent devoted to Hortionltural pro- 
ductions is quite tastefoUy arranged, and 
well adapted to the purpose. 

The trains from every direction came 
into the city crowded on Thursday, and at 
noon a very large concourse had assembled 
on the Fair Grounds. About 8000 tickets 
were sold, the receipts being some $2,700. 
There must have been at least 10,000 per- 
sons on the ground. We heartily rejoice 
at this, the rain of Wednesday having 
given us serious fears for the pecuniary 
suc<>ess of the exhibition. The State Ex- 
hibitions are of great value to the farmers 
and stock growers of Connecticut. 

The appearance of the « grand stand,'* 
filled with ladies, the brilliant colors of 
their clothing, forming one great tulip 
bed, (so to speak) was very fine indeed. 
It wss crowded from morning till night. 
Two more such days as that will put tbe 
Society " on their legs." We hope they 

may have them.

DOKATIOK TO THB TiTBBAHY AS-

Winter is approaching. The <*sere and 
yellow leaf and the biting fVoets of Au- 
tumn, admonish us of the near approach 
of the rude blasts and the pelting of the 
pitiless storms of winter.

We 
cannot but be aware that Uie prospects for 
the needy and the destitute around us are 
dark and cheerless unless the friends of 
humanity interpose their timely aid. To 
the many warm hearts and helping hands 
of the kind and sympathizing in our city 
these appeals never come in vain. And 
while one and ano ther of the loving and 
charitable are removed by Providence 
from their sphere of benevolence here, let 
others take their places and fill the ranks 
thinned by the angel of death around us.

It vrill be recollected that our National 
Congress in its munificent appropriations 
for private benefits, passed an act giving 
to the representative of each congression- 
al district a * 'library" to be disposed of, 
undivided, in the district represented by 
him, at his discretion. Hon. Sidney Dean 
representative from this district, has kind- 
ly fleeted the Young Men's Library As- 
sociation of this city as the recipient of the 
donation. Itconsistsof what nearly every 
editor and government official has, stowed 
away unseen and unread, and is of but 
little practical value to any one. The 
whole number of volumes constituting 
the library is one hundred and three. — 
They consist in part of the series of Exec- 
utive Documents, Senate and House Doc- 
uments and Congressional Globe for tbe 
past four years, — the Eeports of the Jap- 
an Expedition, the Coast Survey, and the 
Naval Astronomical Expedition — the Be- 
port on Commercial Belations, Patent 
Office Reports, Medical Statistics of the 
Army, and other documents printed un- 
der the authority of Congress. 

Of these, probably the Reports of the 
Japan Expedition* and the Naval Astron- 
omical Expedition are worth all tbe others, 
and are the only volumes of value, except 
for occasional reference. If these publi- 
cations (as they probably are) are printed 
and bound in the usual abominable style 
of our government documents, they are 
scarcely worth the room they will occupy. 
In regard to the matter we have nothing 
to say, but it is a burning shame and a 
lasting disgrace to our government that 



such vast amounts of the public money 
are appropriated for such mechamMJii 
worthless trash; such as no respectsUa 
publisher would disparage his name by is- 
suing. While the Association will doobi- 
less appreciate Mr. Dean's kind remm- 
brance in his act, we think it will have 
very little to thank Qongress for in tbe 

gift itself.

DBATH OF MB. DANIELS. 



It is with much regret that we htfeto 
record the death of C. F. Danieh, Esq., 
late Editor and proprietor of the Daily 
and Weekly Chronicle of this city. Mon 
than a year ago, ill health compelled bio 
to relinquish his connection with thst pa- 
per, since which time he has lingsred vitk 
a painful and protracted disease until 
Wednesday morning of last week, wfaa 
he died at his residence at the age of lixty- 
nine years. 

Mr. Daniels was bom in Waterford, wu 
educated for the profession of thelaw.aad 
commenced practice in Middlesex Ooanty, 
in this State. In 1825 he removed to th« 
South and commenced his editorial csmr 
as editor of the Cheraw spectator. Hi 
afterwards published the Ckanden Jwrnal, 
but subsequently became connected edito- 
rially with the Charier and En^nrnd 
New York. In 1887, he became a part 
purchaser of the New York QautU, and 
was its editor about two years, when ba 
again became associate editor with Jamei 
Watson Webb, of the Owri^ tmd Et- 
qidrer, in which capacity he remained on* 
til his assuming the charge of the Chrn^ 
ielein 1848. 

Mr. D. was warm in his attachmaots, 
and firm in his convictions of penoeil 
or political rights and duties. He wielded 
a graphic, and often a sarcastic pen, snd 
his abilitiee as a writer were generally ac- 
knowledged by his cotomporaries. He 
left a large circle of friends and acqoaiot* 
ances, who, with the community geoerallyt 
will sincerely mourn his loss.

focsned; an act of incorporation has jMen 
obtained; a o<mtract for the pur^ane has 
been signed and sealed; $18,000 has been 
paid* and $67,000 more are ready te be 
piddy according to eontraci.

MiDDLETOWN, Oct. 14, 1858. ) 

God m his mysterious providence has 
again (the third time within three years) 
visited the University with death. The 
tolling of the chapel bell at nine o'clock 
this morning notified us that the spirit of 
one of our number had gone to Him who 
gave it. . 

Six weeks ago J. P. Powell entered col- 
lege with a frame so robust, and a coun- 
tenancy s;o ruddy with the glow of health, 
as to o^icit from oome of nis class-mates 
tbc remark, that if any one of the stu- 
dents weru (»bl(t to endure the four years 
course of study, that person was Powell. 
But lhr<iE shnrt weeks had passed, and 
disoftso with iron grasp had seized upon 
hiui. Ho wa^ attacked with the typhoid 
fever. Fr: m tho first he had the impres- 
sion that he would notrecover. Although 
a youn^ mail of excellent morals, he did 
not feel prepared to meet the <*King of 
Terrors.". He felt that he had, like.too 
miany of oiir young men, neglected the 
"one thing needful," his souFs salvation. 
His fears were "awakened, and he became 
intensely interested for his future welfare. 
^ sought the prayers of those who watch- 
ed with liim, and earnestly prayed bim- 
sdif thattJod would have mercy on him," 
aJid ri.-^t.n't liirii ta htalth^ that he might 
bei^mt; a clirUtlan, for be felt that a sick 
bed wRs not the pUeo for repentance. He 
was &i>on depn ved of his reason, with but 
few lucid int*?rvjil!i, aud' died,' having ex- 
prtiascd n hope* but without giving that 
clear And reliable evidence which .could 
hhvo br>(?n d^^ired, that lie had found pei^cc 
in believing on that Friend who can 
make the d^ing bed . 

. ". Feel soft; as downy pillows are." 
A solemn admonition to those who defer 
aU concei;n for their spiritual welfare un- 
til the dyinjg hour. 

* There were other circumstances attend- 
ing his death that were sad. Though he 
received the most constant attention and 
the very best of care, yet his attendants 
were comparatively strangers to hirp. — '■ 
His dearest friends were fai; away in a 
distant state. Ko dear and gentle mother 
was near to lay her gentle and soothing 
hand i\pon his fevered and aching brow, 
and to cheer him with those sweet and coni- 
forting words which only a mother knows 
Y how to utter. No aflfectioiiate sister was 
1 pc^se^t .to smooth his restless couch* and 
■ pefr/oria. tho^ alnuNit innomerable acts of 
< kindness, .i^bif^ ponder.a^icl^ bed, less w^ 



risome. Brotherly, but stranger ban48 
administered to him In his sickness, and 
stranger hands will soon perform for him 
the Last friendly rites, and lay his lifeless 
remains in the cold and silent tomb. Sad, 
very sad is it to die thus, yet happy is he 
who can calmly say ** I know in wbomi 
bavebelievedt" •' For me to Uva is Cbrist,.

''"l^bavo'sold everything but my uniform 
and the sword I wore the last war, which 
I yfish .again to wear in thia, presort strug- , 
gle. .6f my library, nothing, remajins, 
bui^ the shelves,, and , the n^anuscripts of 
Marshal. Vauban, which .1 bay© preserv- 
ed as oiSTerii^ to the Nat^^on^l Assembly 
for the glory o^ m^ country and the in- 
struption pf the, brave generals employed 
in her defei^se.

Colt has evidently a great taste for all 
horticultural pursuits, and the vast sums 
w^fch be has so liberally eipended, fhlly 
attest the truth of this t^bservation. 

His houses contain a very choice collec- 
tion of plants, all of ^hich exhibit skill 
tn'their culture, and a good general knowl- 
edge of plants in their manager. In the 
first house I noticed there were fine heal- 
thy Oamelias, Indian Azaleas, Ericas, 
Bpftcrrg, Briostemons, Teterathecas, Gre 
vilHst^, Chorozemas, Corrsos, ahd a general 
edireetion of South Australian plants. — 
The next was a hot house and contained 
tropical pfants, among which I' norticed 
fine specimens Of Allamttnda Schottii, 
and Kerifoiia, fine Ixoras, t^entradenas, 
Pen^ Cornea, and Rofiea, Bletlas, Suphor- 
bfec, with other East Indian and African 
plants. Many of the finest specimfens 
fh)m 'this house vrore bowever,' during 
my visit, decorating the horticultural tent 
at the yair.

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*< Oan je do nothing for a poor widdy 
and her childer ?" was the pathetic appeal 
of a middle aged, thinly clad, forlorn 
looking Irish female, one cold evening 
last winter, as we passed up M^^^^*^ Street 
Immediately stopping, we inquired where 
she resided, what were her immediate 
wants, and what means she had of obtain- 
ing a livelihood. Her story was a melan- 
choly one of widowhood, want, and suf- 
fering, and we promised to call at her res. 
idenoe the next morning. Early the next 
day the cutting blasts and^the icy glitter 
of a cold January morning, admonish- 
ed ns of the pinching wants of poverty and 
the necessities of the destitute around us. 
A twenty .minutes walk led us to the 
place named as her residence. It was a 
bleak, cheerless building in H^^^^^^ Street. 
The front aod only visible entrance, was 
by a-ricketty "stoop" of four or five steps, 
and through a half open door up a longer 
flight of stain to the attic story. Here 
all further progress was arrested by the 
closed and locked door leading to the oc- 
cupied apartment On attempting to en- 
ter, a pleasant childish voice requested us 
to return to the street, as "Mother had 
locked the door and gone away with the 
key, and she would come down and show 
us up the back stairs." On reaching the 
street we were met by a bright, blue eyed 
girl apparently about nine years of age, 
whom we fbllowed through a side gate 
and under an open shed, into a dark rear 
passage, and up a dark, narrow, winding 
staircase into the room above. On enter- 
tering the apartment a scene of poverty 
and wretchedness presented itself, such as 
we have rarely witnessed. In one corner 
stood a miserable bedstead, on which lay 
a scanty pallet of straw, bestrewn with a 



few coarse and filthy articles of oovering 
in perfect disorder. Another part of the 
room was occupied by a shattered table, 
and near the chimney stood a broken, fir&- 
less stove, while a rude box containing the 
smallest possible quantity of fuel, and 
two or three seatless chairs completed the 
furniture of the room. Its only occupants 
were the girl before mentioned, a boy per- 
haps two years younger, and another little 
invalid boy apparently about five years 
old, but unable to stand fVom debility, and 
disease. Scantily and scarcely decently 
dad, almost without food and entirely 
without fire, with the thermometer nearly 
down to zero, these children had been left 
by their mother to pass the long, cheerless 
day 'while she was endeavoring to earn 
a miserable pittance by washing in a 
neighbor's family. The littie group close- 
ly gathered together in the only sunny 
spot on the bare floor, yet shivering with 
the cold, to which, however, they seemed 
quite accustomed. They appeared cheer- 
ful, and were evidently pleased with the 
attention bestowed upon them by a stran- 
ger. In reply to our enquiry whether 
they had any food, the little girl pointed 
to a few dry crackers that lay on the table 
partially enveloped in an old newspaper. 
This was all that the mother could provide 
for them until her return at night from 
the day's toilsome labor. To the inquiry 
whether they would not like something to 
eat the little invalid boy instantly respond- 
ed in an involuntary shout of gratifica- 
tion at the mere thought of a supply of 
food. In answer to the question how they 
could endure the bitter cold, without fire, 
the children answered, " We gets in the 
mm hy the window and it feels good." The 
litUe girl related in the most artless man- 
ner, a tale of the days of hunger, and 
the nights of cold that they endured, and 
how she loved the school, and how glad 
she was to attend when her mother's ab- 
sence at the washing tub did not require 
her to "stay at home and look after her 
little brothers." In reply to the question 
" Do you like to read ?" she promptly an- 
swered, " Oh, yes, I like to read the nice 
little papers the good lady brings us," at 
the same time calling our attention to a soil- 
ed copy of the " Child^s Paper" left by the 
Trad Visitor which she had pinned against 
the dilapidated wall for preservation.— 
"What do you find in this paper that 
you love to read ?" was^our inquiry. "Oh, 
these beautiful verses," she replied, point- 
ing to the sweet hymn beginning with 
'* I want to be an angel, 
And with the angels stand**— 



"Do you go to Sunday School!" we 
inquired. * ' Yes, sometimes when we g«ti 
a pair of shoes; but the kind Isdy wlio 
reads to us, (alluding to the tract visitor) 
is so good we love to have her come, it 
makes us feel so happy." 

We might add further to the simple bot 
truthful pictureof want and sulTering, Tigkt- 
ed up by the monthly visits of the tnet 
visitors and the littie meesenger of joy, ihi 
Child's Paper, but leave it as asingleciH 
of the hundreds that are occurring slmat 
daily around us. After providing for the 
temporary relief of the poverty stricken i^ 
mates, we left the house deeply impreawd 
with the importance of £uthful and pe^ 
severing tract visitation, and the istit* 
faction that is so often aflbrded sad the 
good imparted by these " sisters of mercT" 
as fW)m month to month they carry eois* j 
fort and peace into many households. Aod 
especially upon this pleasing fact, thatsmid 
all the outward wretchedness and wint 
in the case related, and the most lament- 
able ignorance of the mother, (a benigbted 
Romanist) the bright gem of contentment 
and even happiness in the heart of thii 
young daughter should appear as the re- 
sult of the kind attention and instroetka 
of the devoted tract visitor and the little 
messenger of lovo— -the Child's Paper, 
which had evidently touched the heart of 
the little girl, and drawn out some of iti 
most pure and kindly feelings. Who csn 
tell the influenoe that may hereafter be 
exerted by this simple instrumentalitj? 
Surely there is not only room for a lil)e^

The sloop Gold Leaf of this city with a 
cargo of coal ftrom EKzabethport N, J.^ 
was sunk last Saturday aftemooo on the 
West Haven fiats a short distance north 
of the channel. Her crew consisted of 
four persons, including the captain. The 
Lucretia, sloop, of IsKp, L. I., reached 
three of them, the oiher took to one of the 
boats, which was upset, and taken fi*om 
the bottom of it by a boat which put out 
from the Light House. When rescued h^ 
wae nearly exhausted the sea having made 
a complete breach over the boat IVom the 
time he left the sloop. Capt James re- 
ports that the sloop wae deeply loaded, 
that the wind blew very strong, and that 
a heavy sea was running which caused his 
veeeel to labor badly. When near New 
Haven harbor he took in hb mainsail, 
thinking his vessel would he more easy un* 
der her jib, bnt he found it was impossible 
to keep her head to the sea, and when com- 
ing round the west point of the harbor, she 
rolled so as to start hsr deck load which 
caused her to bury, and she sunk as 
above stated. Most of the deck load, 
about 26 tons of coal, was washed over- 
board. It is thought that the veseel can be 
raised, and the remainder of the cargo sav- 
ed. The cold is insured. The Gold Leaf 
is a good vessel of about 90 tons.^

disaster ^a brig passed by near enough to 
see his condition and render assistance, but 
kept on her course without offering aid,

HOUSEHOLD DEPARTMENT 



To Pickle Cauliflowms.— Take the 
whitest and closest full grown caolUiow- 
ers, cut off the thick stalk, and spUt tbe 
blossom or flower into eight or ten piaoei 

Spread them on a dish and sprinldi 
them with salt; let them stand twestj* 
four hours. Then waskoff the salt, dnia 
them, put them in a broad, flat jar or pss, 
scald them with salt and. water, (allowiof 
a quarter of a pound of salt to a quart d 
water,) cover them closely, and let tbcm 
stand in the brine till the next day. Af- 
terwards drain them in a hair lieye, aai 
spread them on a cloth in a warm plaoito 
dry for a day and night Then pat then 
carefully piece by piece, into dem, broad 
jars, and pour over them a pickle wfakk 
has been prepared as follows : 

Mix together three ounces of ooriaBder 
seed, three ounces of tumeric, one oouce 
of mustard seed, and one ounce of ginger. 
Pound the whole in a mortar to a Ine 
powder. Put in three quarts of the mj 
best cider vinegar, set it by the lida of 
the Are in a stone Jar, and let it itaad 
three days. These are the proportioiis, 
but the quantity cf the pickle mart d^ 
pend on the quantity of the cauliflower, 
which must be kept well covered hy tk 
liquid. Pour it over the cauliflowar, and 
secure the jars closely flrom the air. 

Alum in Bbsad Making.— At a re- 
cent meeting of the London " Sodety cf 
Arts," Dr. Odding read a paper on tha 
** Chemistry of bread making, from whkh 
we segr^^te the following : 

« One very important use of slam ii to 
prevent any undue detoriation of the 
starch during the process of raising and ba- 
king. If we mix a solution of stardi with 
an infusion of malt, in the course of afev 
minutes the starch can no longer he detect- 
ed being converted into dextrine and sogir; 
but the addition of a small quantity of al- 
lum either prevents or greatly retards tha 
transformation; the action of diaaatafle oa 
undissolved starch is gradual, but here the 
interference of the alum is easily recognii- 
able. Bread made with an infiision of brw 
or malt is sweet, sodden, brown, and so 
sticky as almost to bind the jaws together 
during mastication. But the addition of 
alum to the dough causes the loavas to ^ 
white, dry, crumbly and unobjectionaWe, 
as to taste and appearance. I have fonad 
that flour, which yielded bread undiitin- 
guishable from that made with an inftwon 
of malt, could by the addition of alum, 
be made to fVimish a white, crumbly, eat- 
able Joaf." 
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HORTICULTURAL- 



THS VXBBXNA* 

There is probably no flower tKut WiH 
tflbrd tm>T« real p^^ns^re or aat^fkction 
for the oQtUiy of money mod labor, tbem 
tbu tittle gem. The brilliancy and great 
Tariety of ite colors, the long-continaed 
season of bloom, and its adaptedness to 
oar hot summer son, renders it the moat 
▼aluable of all bedding plants. Many 
Ttrieties are also admirable for vase or 
pot culture, and when properly managed 
as a boose plant, will bloom profiMefy 
from January to May. 

To grow th^n succrasftilly, whether in- 
doors or OQt, they most be ftilly exposed 
to the sun as they will not thrive without 
it. Wbeh grown as a house plant, they 
ihoold be placed near the glass where the 
ftan may reach them the greater part of 
the day. Qtve them a good dring each 
mild, sunny day, by partially raising 
the window for an hour or so. This is 
quite indispensable to the health and 
stocky growth of the plant. The tem- 
perature of the room in the vicinity of 
the plants aliould average about 60^ in 
the day tinae and 45^ at night High 
night temperature causes the plants to 
spindle up and grow weak and sickly. 

Water the plants only when actoflUy 
necessary, or when the soil appears dry, 
and then do it thoroughly, taking care to 
pour off what foils into the saucer. Show- 
er the foliage occasionally, to keep it clean 
and free from dust. In all cases use rain- 
water for house plants. 

Fumigate with tobacco as long as the* 
AphU or green fly appears. This may be 
done by placing a dish of coals under the 
plant stands, and throwing on a handful 
of tobacco; or to avoid having the smoke 
\t. the sitting room,- set the plants in a 
group upon the kitchen floor ; place a few 
chairs about them, over which throw an 
old quilt or carpet — ^let It reach the floor, 
so as to retain tiie smoke ; place the coals 
and tobacco underneath, but not so near 
the plants as to scorch them. Ten or fif- 
teen minutes smoking will destroy all the 
insects.! 

As a fertilizer for the Verbena, the sul- 



fA better method of ftimlgatiiig li to set the plants 
in h large box in tbe cellar, on the veranda, or in an 
oathousev In which the tobacco may be r>umed, cot- 
ering tbe box with a cloth -In this waT no oflfenslTe 
odor fh>m the boruing tobacco will be left in the 
hoTiae. An empty b'trrells very convenient where 
only one or two plants require the proi,e»6.— Ed. 



phate of ammonia is excellent, giving to 
the foliage a dark green, luxuriant and 
healthy appearance. It is economical, 
dean and easily applied. Prepare it the 
evening before using, by dissolving one 
ounce of tiie ammonia iu two gallons of 
water. It may be applied once a week 
wHh saiety. A good fortilixer may be 
made by dissolving one pound of guano 
in ten gallons of water, \letting it stand 
twenty-four hours before usmg. Apply 
it once a week. 

For garden cultUM, the ground should 
be prepared in the fall by throwing It in- 
to ridges, and spreading over it a quanti- 
ty of old and well decomposed manure. 
In thus ezpoeing the whole to the action 
of the frost, the worms and larvse of in- 
sects are in a measure destroyed, and the 
soil becomes pulverized, and receives a 
share of ammonia ftt>m the snows and 
rains of winter. In preparing the mounds 
in the spring, care must be taken not to 
get diem too high, or the plants will sufl^er 
from drought The ground should be 
spaded deep and the manure well worked 
in. Let the plants when put out, be 
young, strong and healthy. Get them out 
as early in the season as the weather will 
permit, so that they may get a good start 
before the hot weather comes on — ^they 
win then keep out of the way of the root- 
louse. 

In very dry weather the plants should 
be thoroughly watered every evening, and 
occasionally with guano. Keep the soil 
well worked about the plants, to prevent 
itB becoming baked. 

For a select list the following are very 
desirable, being strong growers, free bloom- 
ers, and showing large trusses of flowers 
that will stand the sim. Those with stars 
prefixed are very fine for vase or pot cul- 
ture:

Amongst all the improvements of the 
last half century^ (ard they have been nu- 
merous and almost iqcalculable,) we some- 
times think we have to look in vain for 
improvement in manners, especially the 
youth. However far the early New En- 
glanders might have fallen below the 
present standard of •^Ktenc»s," their chil- 
dren were always taught to observe **good 
manners.** They were not only taught 
these lessons at home, but to observe them 
especially when <• abroad." To their par- 
ents or seniors the monosyllable •• yes" or 
•• no" in answer to an inquiry, was never 
allowed, and those who were guilty of 
omitting* Sir,* or •Ma'am' (madam,) were 
sure to be considered ignorant and vulgar. 
Less than forty years since an indecent or 
uncivil word would scarcely be heard in 
any of the country villages, or rural dis- 
tricts in New England. Even the young- 
est schoolboy in the village school was 
taught to bow respectfully to every pass- 
ing stranger in the street, and always par- 



ticularly to respect the aged. Many a 
time have we, when passing a country 
school house during the ••recess," or ••in- 
termission," seen a whole company of lit- 
tle juveniles drawn up in regular order, 
the boys all as one taking off their hats, 
modestly and sometimes very lowly bow- 
ing their heads, and the girls dropping a 
^* courtesy," and this to an entire stran- 
ger, while a whisper would scarcely be ut- 
tered until he had passed. And although 
the boys might not always have displayed 
the ease of a Chesterfield, or the girls the 
graces of modern refinement, yet there 
was that old fAshioned, honest, good man^ 
ners in the thing that one might well be 
pleased with, and which it would proba- 
bly be very diflcult to find in the children 
of the present day, advanced as p<Aiteness, 
in this age of improvement may be re- 
garded. It was in allusion to this custom 
some few winters since that Ex-Gk)vernor 
Everett of Massachusetts, with the late 
Amos Lawrence, was in a sleigh, riding 
into Boston. As they approached the 
school-house, a score of young boys 
rushed into the street to enjoy their after- 
noon recess. Said the Governor to his 
friend, ••Let us observe whether these 
boys will make obeisance to us, as we 
were taught fifty years ago." At the 
same time he expressed the fear that hab- 
its of civility were less practiced ^an for- 
merly. As they passed the school-house, 
all doubts and questions upon the subject 
received a speedy if not a satisfaetory set- 
tlement ; for each one of those twenty 
juvenile New Englanders did his best at 
snow balling the wayfaring dignitaries. — 
And we fear this would not be a very un- 
usual occurrence at most of the New 
England district schools of the present 
time. Indeed, the teaching and the prac- 
tice of the present day seems to be to 
force childhood prematurely forward, and 
make •<9n«n" or ••tMmian" of those min- 
iature specimens of humanity, long be- 
fore nature designed it In fact the ten- 
dency is to encourage the young to be- 
lieve themselves such, and consequent- 
ly to assume to themselves habits and 
manners of importance, and often of im- 
pudence, that cannot be practiced with the 
least degree of propriety, either on the 
part of the young or those who are older. 

We may be considered ••old fashioned," 
and even antiquated in our notions on 
this subject, but really, when we hear a 
flippant young miss not yet in her teens, 
address her mother with the air of a su- 
perior, or the puny lad of more tender 



years assume the office of dictator to botk 
his parents and supervisor of otheit aiyn, 
we are inclined to think that ••Toaog 
America" is getting ahead too/ui

Her greatest 
draught of water is 6 feet A more (rail 
looking bark in which to cross the Atlan- 
tic it is scarcely possible to conceive, as 
she lies off the tovm quay, surrounded by 
the larger craft built for the purposes ol 
the river and coast The Christopher Co- 
lumbus was built at Stamford, Conn., in. 
seven months, every part of the work be- 
ing executed by Wsbb himself except 
the stepping of the mast and the rigging, 
even to the cutting down and shaping d^ 
the timber with which she is construct^. 
Webb is a native of Stamford, 29 years 
of age, and a shipwright by ttade, his 
nautical knowledge having been gained 
while working as a carpenter on board a 
Liverpool packet ship. This is the 17th 
voyage he has made across the Atlantic — 
nine out and eight home. The two boys 
by whom he was accompanied in his dor- 
ing adveqtore are named Qoorge CoUes and 
Samuel Scofleld. 

The voyage H^ap been conducted 
throughout on strict tempenmee prinoi* 
plea, and the stones of provision were of a 
very modest and unepicurean character, 
comprising only biscuit, mackerel and 
haras, with a little aalt beef. The ves- 
sel is built of oak and sloop rigged. A 
plain cabin, with sleeping recesses on eith- 
er side, in tlie centre, the stores occupying 
either end, constitutes the internal econo- 
my of this remarkable craft.

One of the most curious sights in Parii 
if said to be ailorded by a visit to the vast 
atelier of M Bournington, where the 
whole process of transforming a few grains 
of dirty, heavy looking 8»nd into a «B«- 
mond of the purest water is daily going 
on, with tha avowed purpose of deceiving 
everybody but the buyer. The sand em- 
ployed and upon which everything der 
pends is found in the forests ot Fontain- 
bleau, and enjoys so great a reputation in 
the trade, that large quantities are bdng 
exported. The coloring matter for imita- 
ting emeralds, rubies, and sapphires is cq- 
tirely mineral, and has been brought up 
to high ;^>erfection by M. Bournington. 
Many operators are employed whose busi- 
ness is to polish the colored stone and line 
the false pearls with fish scales and wax; 
the scales of the roach and dace are chiefly 
employed for this purpose. They must be 
stripped from the fish while living, or Uie 
glistening (hue so much admired in the 
real pearl cannot be Imitated. 

Dead Lxtteb OmoB.— The dead let- 
ter branch of the General Post Office has 
just closed another quartecs's week. .Dur- 
ing the three months which terminated on 
the 80th ult, there were found 2,729 let- 
ters, which contained money amounting 
in the aggregate to $12, 919,82. For the 
quarter which closed SOth June last, there 
were received 4,549 letters and $21,498,85 
in money. For the quarter ending the 
aoth of March, 2,472 letters and $13,457,- 
15 in'money. Quarter dosed 21st Decem- 
ber, 2,852 letters and $1,861,90 in cash. 
Total in the year, 12,102 letters and $61,- 
286,72 in money. It is gratifying to state 
tbate over nine* tenths of the whole amount 
of cash has been restored to &e original 
owners. 



Capt. B. B. Forbes, of Boston, has re- 
cently constructed at the shipyard of Otis 
TufU at Boston, an iron brig of 266 tons 
register. This is an experimental vessel to 
prove that craft of metal construction 
will be more eoonomicnl and are lighter, 
with more storage capacity than wooden 
vessels of the same size. Her port charges 
will be less, and she will need neither 
caulking or coppering. Though common 
in England, but few iron vessels have 
been built in the UuHed States. Capt 
Forbes has previously built an iron tug 
boat, and the yacht Edith of iron, as well 
as a side wheel iron steamer, to bring the 
matter practically to the notice of our 
merchants.

— One quart of soar 
milk with carbonate of soda, one quirt 
of meal, one pint of flour, one gill of 
molasses; ^dd sak and ginger to yoor 
taste. 

A Cork Msix Cakb. — To one pint of 
meal take one tea cup of sweet milk, one 
cup of sour cream, half a cup of molaaiet 
or treacle, one ^g well beaten, one tes- 
spoonful of carbonate of soda, half a spooo- 
ful of salt : cinnamon, nutmeg, or other 
spices may be used to suit the taste. 

CoBK MuFFiKS. — Take one quart of 
buttermilk, three or four eggs well beaten, 
a small quantity of flour; mix them well 
together, and then make it quite thick with 
corn meal ; add a table spoonful of melted 
butter, and salt to suit the taste; butter 
the pan in which it is baked. 

OoBK AKD Floub Bbxad.— Prepare s 
thin batter by WBtting sifted meal in cold 
water, and then stirring it into that wUch 
is boiling ; salt, and when it is lukswtm 
add yeast, and as mndi flour as thos ii 
comtton meal; bake in deep dlshei inw 
oven when risen. 

Yakkbe Brown Bread.— To two 
quarts of corn meal, pour one quart of 
boiling water ; stir yeast into two quarts 
of rye meal, and knead together with 
two quarts of lukewarm water. Add, if 
you choose, one gill of molasses or trea- 
cle. 

Baked PuDDnio.— To two quarto of 
milk, add one quart of meal, a little sak, 
and a cup of sugar. Pr^>are by heatiog 
the milk over the fire^ stirring oocaiiooal- 
ly to prevent its burning ; when it scaroe- 
ly boils, remove it, put in the salt and 
sugar, and scatter in the meal, stirrisf 
rapidly to preventits collecting into lump*; 
put in the nutm^ and turn into a deep 
pan. Bake immediately or otherwiae, • 
it may be convenient, in a hot oven thre« 
hours. When it has baked an how or 
more, pour over the padding one gill or 
half a pint of milk ; thU wifl wftan the |

MEMABK8. 

It ianat a very unfrequent oocurrenoe 
for the strawberry plant to bkx>m and set 
fruit in the ikll, but it is umisaal £or the 
pWmts to perfect the fruit, although snob 
ettsea are occasionally mentioned in oar 
Horticultural j^oumals. 

The first plants that strike firom the ear- 
ly runners imder favorable ciroumstonees 
of locality, soil o*r season, come rapidty to 
maturity, and blossom and heffir fhni late 
the same fkll. The past season has been 
rather remarkable for after hearing, not 
only of the strawberry but other fruits. — 
In the neighborhood of Passaic, K. Ji, in 
September, the after-en^ was so abund- 
ant that strawbtfries were ;K>ld in that 
market by ^e basket at nearly the com- 
mon prioe <^ the fruit in its usoal season. 
There have been several instaaoeaof Pears 
and Apples blossoming and setting fruit 



twice, and in one instance Mree times dur-^ 
ing the aummer. The writer has a dwarf 
apple tree of the Red Siberian variety that 
Wrv bnratUUt cTusters Of fine fhiit in its 
regular season which during the past month 
put on new foliage, and formed several fine 
clusters of beautiful blossoms. X^ast No- 
vember we had a dwarf pear tree beautiful- 
ly covered with fine clusters of blossoms, 
presenting its usual Hay dress in all its love- 
liness. Stich instances of a departure from 
regular natural laws luied to be looked up- 
on as wonders sometimes ominous of evil, 
but are now very properly regarded mere- 
ly as caprices of the season. 



cmTTura anAFTS. 



In regard to this subject the lUuHrated 
Anmtal BegieUr very judiciously remarks : 

'< There is no better time to cut grafts 
than at the oommeneement oi winter. In 
cutting and packing them away, there are 
some preeautioas to be observed^ In the 
JBLrst plac^ let. them be amply and distinct- 
ly laMed, aait is very annoying to find 
the names gone at the moment of using 
them. Por this purpose they should be 
tied up in bunches, not over two or three 
inches- in diameter, with three bands 
around each bunch-*^ the ends and mid- 
dle. The name may he written on a p4ne 
board or shingle, half an inch wide, a 
tenth of an inch thick, and nearly as long 
20^ the scions. This> if tied up with the 
hund^ Will keep the name secure^ Fc« 
oenvenienc^ in quiekly determining the 
name, thepe should be another strip of 
sluBgle, sharp at one end, and w$th the 
name distinctly written on the other, 
thrust into the btmdle with the name pro- 
jecting from it If these bunches or bun- 
dles are placed on ends in aboz, with plen- 
ty of dMBp moss between them and over 
the top, tiiey will keep in a ceUar in good 
eondition, and any sort may be selected 
and withdrawn without disturbing the 
rest, by reading the projecting label. We 
have never fbund sand, earth, sawdust, or 
any other packing substanee, so conven- 
ient, clean, and easily removed and re- 
placed, as moss, for packing grafts. It is 
needful, however to ke^ an occasional eye 
to them, to see that the proper degree of 
moisture is maintained — which Ahould be 
just enough (and not aparticle more,) than 
to keep them from shrivelling. They 
must, of course, be secure from miee. 

Plum grafts, which are sometimes in- 
jured by intense cold, are generally* better 
if cut before the approach of the severest 
weather, and securely padced away.

THB FATAL VISITATION OF 1798«

Very few persoDs now remain who can 
remember and describe to the preeent gen* 
eratioo, the trying scenes that took place 
in the soaimer of 1798. It was the sea- 
son when that desolating epidemic known 
as the Yellow Fever, swept through so 
many of our cities, and consigned its ric- 
tima by bondreds to grayee hastily pre^ 
pared and unblessed by Christian solemui- 
ties. Philadelphia, New York, Boston^ 
and Portsmouth were signally mariced with 
its fatal ravages.

New London also had a large share in 
the calamity. Notwithstanding the gene- 
ral salubrity of her position, the total ab- 
scence of all natural causes that produce 
malaria, and the fact, that for a seaport, 
the place in all common seasons, is remark- 
ably exempt from pestilential influences, 
the mortality in the central part of the 
city, was estimated to be greater in pro- 
portion to the population than in any of 
the latter cities of the union. 

The rarage ef the pestilence was at last 
arrested by the flight of the inhabitante. 
The place was almost depopulated; and 
the m^miLg towns were Uirown into a 
state of alarm and consternation lest the 
fugitiTce that found shelter under their 
roofs, shottld spread the infection through 
theit fiunilles. For a few weeks silence 
and solitude reigned in these deserted 
streeti. Shops were closed ; the hum of 
industry oeased ; ressels horered far away 
firom the harbor ; countrymen avoided the 
place. Even the '< mourners ceased to go 
aboQt the streets," and the funeral rites 
were performed only by the sczton and 
his assistants. To those who renuiined in 
their honses, taking care of the sick, it 
was a sad spectacle to see the fk^uen t hearse 
bearing away its burden firom the door. 

Tet there were cheering circumstances 
in the midst of this general dismay. Hu- 
manity was active, charity wis open heart* 
ed, benevolence was untiring nnd self for- 
getful. The noble members of the health 
committee never shrunk from their duties, 
but spent their whole time in going f^m 
house to house to relieve and assist the 
sick and necessitous. Dr. 8. H. P. Lee, 
the principal physician of the city, visited 
and supplied with medicine fh>m 80 to 60 
patients daily, and only omitted these ser- 
vices when he had himself a severe but 
short struggle with the disease. It is well 
for us to preserve the memory of ^ese 
meritorious exertions^ and to honor the 
men of a past generation fbr their noble 
hearted self-denial. 

The subjoined list of deaths at that pe- 
riod is not without interest at the present 
day. It IS copied from a Diary kept at 
the time by an accurate hand — a worthy 
female, who^ remained in the city during 



the period of sickness, and recorded the 
deaths as they occurred f^m day to day. 
It will be observed that some few persons 
on the list died of other disorders than the 
fever, but probably not without some touch 
of the epidemic, bb the infected state of 
the atmosphere caused all complaints to 
culminate rapidly.

THE PBOWKED HUSBANP. 



Many are the scenes of sorrow and suf- 
fering that occur among the poor around 
us. Han J a dark feature of wretchedness 
and woe might be depicted in the "Life 
Sketches*' of a common observer of pass- 
ing events as they come up before him in 
almost every portion of our city. Callous 
must be the heart that unmo.vod can pass 
them by. 

One pleasant afternoon as we were pass- 
ing leisurely through M**** Street in the 
upper part of the city, our attention was 
attracted by a group of persons of both 
sexes, collected on the dilapidated portion 
of an old wharf, evidently deeply inter- 
ested in some object lying near them. A 
nearer approach discovered it to be the 
body of a middle aged man that had evi- 
dently been recently taken fh>m the wa- 
ters of the adjacent cove, to all appearance 
perfectly lifeless. Hastening to the spot 
we learned that the body was that of a 
person who had but a short time previous, 
in a fitof temporary delirium, rushed from 
the adjacent house and plunged suddenly 
into the water and was drowned. Efforts 
had been made to restore life and anima- 
tion to the inanimate form, but in vain. 
The glazed eye, the leaden hue of the face 
and the dark froth that slowly oozed from 
the lips and nostrils, told, alas ! too plain- 
ly, that the vital spark had fled. One 
distracted female, however, and three sob- 
bing children clung to the senseless clay 
and could not be made to believe that the 
l^usVand ajid father had so suddenly pass- 
ed away. Wc directed the body to be 
carried i|p into the house, and it was borne 
OB the stalwart shoulders of kind hearted 
men up the steep ^tfgrcase, and into the ten- 
ement which he had so recently occupied 
In the vigor of life, and laid upon the only 



bed the place afforded. Here renewed 
efforts were made to restore life. A faith- 
ful and attentive physician was immedi- 
ately called who used ' every exertion but 
to no purpose. When the sad truth was 
made apparent to the wretched and already 
half distracted wife, her piercing shrieks 
were sufficient to harrow up the deepest 
feelings of the heart, while the little fa- 
therless children sobbed convulsively 
around the cold, stiffening form before 
them. The marks of poverty were in and 
around the dwelling. With iron grip he 
had taken his hold upon the children. 
Want and suffering were depicted on their 
countenances, but bitter, more intensely 
bitter, was the cup of which they were 
now partaking. They were poor. The 
husband and lather, though occasionally 
intemperate, was a quiet and industrious 
man, and the only support of hi« iamily. 
*<What will become of U.e little ones!" 
*<0h Gk>dl give me back my Johnny." 
<* Johnny speak to me and tell me you're 
not dead." ''Come back I Johnny, come 
back and speak to me again !" were the 
agonized and frantic exclamatioiie of the 
disconsolate wife as she threw herself be- 
side the breathless corpse before her. The 
kindness of sympathising females who en- 
deavored to comfort her were unavailing. 
Hers was a sorrow too deep for consolatiosi, 
too sudden for the full exercise of reason. 
Poverty had its sorrows, but grief more 
deep and poignant had pierced a warm 
affectionate heart. We left her in the 
care of some kind hearted females, who 
removed her ftom the room while the 
body was being prepared for a deoent in- 
terment. 

Sueh cases occur around us and are soon 
forgotten because the sufferers ai« poor. — 
But poverty -has its woes— its feedings — 
its sensibilities, and I never pass the unob- 
trusive form of the dejected and sorrowing 
widow as she passes the street, and hear 
f^om her lips the kind wishes of her heart 
for those who assisted in performing the 
last sad duties to her <<good Johnny," 
without a feeling cf renewed obligation 
to endeavor to amelorate in some measure 
the-hard and too frequently wretched lot 
of those who are enduring the cruel pinch- 
ings of want and poverty. 



NEGIiEOTBD MOMENTS. 



Moments ! What are they ! Mere frag- 
ments of time — too little cared for by ma- 
ny, entirely unheeded by others, and wast- 
e^^nd frittered away to some extent by 
most of us. How much precious time has 



been lost ; how many golden opportimi- 
ties neglected ; and how much of useful- 
ness in this life has been paralized, simplj 
for the want of attention to those remnanti 
of time that might have been occupied to 
some good and useful purpose. If we 
have but little leisure let us make the nuMt 
of it. If we cannot find hours to devote 
to some cheriAhed object, let us husband 
the mvnutea. These, carefully ch^isbcd

It is not, generally, by single vaat acqui- 
sitions that the millionare attains his great 
wealth, but by small and constant aoeumo- 
lations. It is not the sudden, rushing 
mountain torrent from some violent show- 
er, but the small, scarcely observed but 
constantly welling spring, increasing to 
the gentle rivulet and broader stream, tlist 
scatters untold beauty and unbounded lax* 
uriance beside its pathway, and coven 
with rich verdure the valleys below. 8o 
with time. From the method that boom 
have of arranging, employing and im- 
proving the golden moments as they psM, 
without waiting for hours or weeks of 
leisure, they accomplish high, benign and 
holy purposes, and by far exceed thoie 
who despise the flitting moments thatsre 
suffered to esel^>e even their observation. 
The Bev. James Hamilton in one of hit 
lectures on Christian Activity and Ardor, 
relates the instance of Dr. Mason Good, 
whose translation of Lucretius was compo- 
sed in the streets of London, during his 
eitensive walks to visit his numwous pa- 
tients. *< His practice was to take a pagt 
or two of the original, to read over a pas- 
sage twa or three times as he walked aloof^ 
until he had fixed it upon his memorj ; 
then to translate the passage, meditate up- 
on the translation, correct and daborate 
it, until he had satisfied himself, and this 
translation was entered upon his nana- 
script after the dose of his professional 
business for the day." In this way ths 
whole translation was effected. So mocb 
for improving the passing moments. Nov 
let us, although we may not have an entire 
wedc or even an uninterrupted day, at oon- 
mand, try to make the most of '* thefhig' 
moots of time— glean up its golden dust; 
those raspings and parings of prseioui 
duration, Uioae leavings of da3rs and rem- 
nants of hours which so many sweep oct 
into the waste of existence, and we may 
die richer in existence than maltitiides 
whose tiuK) is all their own." 

Let us secure the moments and the h(mr$ 
will not be neglected, or their impertance 
forgotten.

Machines for kniting haye for aeyeral 
yean been in use in this country, but have 
sapplied but to a small extent the demand 
for knit fabrics, which heretofore, in 
large quantities, have been imported. A 
new invention of Mr. Edward Kilbourn, 
a young man of Norfolk, in this State, 
will be likely, however, to supercede all 
others in the manufacture of Uiis class of 
goods. The Hartford Prew states that 
he has patented both in this country and 
Great Britain, a machine which bids fair 
to make as much of a revolution in the 
manufacture ot knit goods, whether of 
silk, cotton, or wool, as Whitney*8 cotton 
gin did in the cotton manufacture. He 
bought an ordinary knitting loom, and 
while knittings socks, alterations contin- 
ued to suggest themselves, until ha^iiad 
made applications fi^ ».»p.ti y -ibar im- 
provements, eighteen of which were ac- 
cepted and th« result is virtually an en- 
tirely new machine. Its chief feature is 
that the work runs rapidly through (as in 
an ordinary weaving loom,) widening and 
narrowing according to pattern, and withr 
out iJie necessity of stopping to let down 
or take up stitches. The advantages gain- 
ed are seen in the fact that knitting 
which is done elsewhere at a oost of $6.00 
or over per dozen, can be done in Norfolk 
for twenty-flre cents per dozen, or per- 
haps less I One machine will knit one 
dozen pairs of drawers each day, and one 
girl can tend three machines. New ma- 
chines are bailding, that will knit two 
drawers at a time or two dozen a day. 
One person can knit four dozen drawers 
per day. It is perfectly certain that as 
the company extends ita operations, it 
will put an entire stop to the importation 
of this class of goods into this country. 
Both sewing and knitting hy hand seem 
to bid Ikir to be hereafter considered 
among "the things that were,'* 



A BUBQIiAB SSqiTBSB. 

We clip the following from the New 
Haven PcUleuUum. Col. L. deserves much 
commendation for his intrepid seizure of 
the burglar and determined energy in se- 
curing him. The editor thus relates the 
circumstances: 

** Last night a burglar effected an entry 
into the house of Ool. F. B. Loomis, in 
New London, and began rummaging 
around the rooms for valuables.

LOSS 07 THIS CHABLSS OSGOOD. 

We are compelled to chronicle an un- 
fortunate collision of the schooner New 
York of Southport, and the propeller 
Charles Osgood* of tho Kos wicb ana ^ew 
London Propeller Line, resulting in the 
total loss of the latter, with her entire 
cargo. The schooner struck the propel- 
ler just forward of the pilot house and cut 
her down to the water*s e(lg% from which 
injury she sunk in a very short time. 
The Osgood left New York on Wednes- 
day afternoon, with sixteen passengers, 
consisting of ten ladie^, three men, and 
three children, all of whom were fortu- 
nately saved. The most of them had re- 
tired to their berths, and barely succeeded 
in escaping in their night dresses, and that 
almost by miracle. Eleven only had got 
on board the schooner when the propeller 
sunk, leaving two ladies, two children, 
and one man on her deck when she disap- 
peared. 

" The man, Mr. Wm. B. Bodine, of 
Columbia, Ga , got upon a bale of cotton 
and supported himself on it. One of the 
women caught hold of him, and was sup- 
ported by him there until they were res- 
cued by a boat from the schooner. Tbey 
were both nearly insensible when taken 
on board. The other 'lady and the two 
children were also saved and taken on 
board the schooner." 

We learn that Messrs. Williams & Ha^ 
ven of this city had about $2,000 worth 
of provisions on board, also that Messrs. 
C. W. Strickland A Co., will lose about 



$1,200 and several others smaller amounts. 
The collision occurred near Norwalk 
where the water is said to be between one 
hundred and fifty and two hundred feet 
deep. The Charles Osgood Nevas a fine Pro- 
peller and her loss is deeply to be regret- 
ted.

The bark Catharine, Capt Hempstead

Oupheft Smenent, (new) a «harmtiig 
plant with lanoeoiate leaves, fiowert aboat 
two inches long, tubular, color scarlet asd 
jollow, and produced in great profusion 
throughout the winter months. The plant 
has a robust habit, and thrives well in 
sandy loam, or any moderately rich soil. 

Cappea Donklaarii, (new) a Plant re- 
markable tor its dwarf habit of growth, 
and the very great pr<^usion in which its 
**-^r-«<»tty purple flowers are produced. 

Cuphea :Fla^o-^4«a, a plant better 
known than either of the preoeding, but 
not half appreciated ibr ita winter flower- 
ing. Color, scarlet, white, and purple, 
form tubular,, about an inch iong. The 
natural habit oi the plant is dwarf ackd 
busby, and oaastantly covered with its 
pretty flowers. 

Salvia Splendeas Ki^r, (new). This 
is a very showy plant. It.diflbrs firom the 
old scarlet sage in being much more dwarf 
in its bahits, with very much larger spikes 
of bright scarlet flowers, the single spike 
often being twenty inches long. 

Salvia Gesnerifolia, (new). This plant 
stands unrivaHBd as a late winter flowering 
plant The color is orange scarlet, foliage 
a beantifnl Mght green. The flowers 
are produced in long spikes. The indi- 
vidual flowers are much hirger than tihose 
of S. Splendess, and oooiflaoncis flowering 
about the time the last named variety goes 
out of bloom. 

Bouvardia Lieantha. Thi s is not a new 
plant, but it is not well known in many 
places. As a winter flowering plant it is 
unsurpassed. The flowers are bright soar • 
let, produced in large terminal clusters. — 
This is also one of the very best boquot 
plants known. 

Stevia Serrata. A pretty little white 
feathery flower, grown in very targe quan- 
tiss-in ITew York and other cities for mak- 
ing into boquets. A most el^^nt boquet 
ean be made with a few sprigs of this 
flower, some camellias, a little green, with 
three or four sprigs cf the scarlet Bour- 
vardia. 



Heliotropium Beauty of the Boudoir, 
(new.) This is one of the most beautiful 
of the Heliotropes. It is of dwarf habit, 
and produces large clusters of very fra- 
grant flowers of a delicate lilac color. 

All of the above can bo readily obtain- 
ed from any nurseryman, at a low price. 
Th^ may all be cultivated as window or- 
naments. Sandy loam, or any good gar- 
den soil will grow all <^ them. b. x. c. 



FBOFIT8 OF DWARF PSAB QUl^ 
TtTBB. 



There is much difference of opinion in 
regard to the profits from the culture of 
Dwarf Peart, An article from the pen 
of L. P. Allen, Esq., of Buffalo, N. T., 
a few months since in the HorUcultwristt 
in r^^ard to the general failure of dwarf 
pears in his vicinity, has called out a num- 
ber of excellent and conclusive arguments 
on the other side. Prof. W. R. Coppock. 
also of Buffalo, in a recent article in t^e 
HorHeulturist says, " My dwarfs yield mc 
annually with occasional exceptions, fhir 
rops. Last season I took a barrel of 
Vicars of Winkfield ttom three trees; 
thU year I can do the same from two trees, 
as also from <Jlout Morceau, the Bartlett, 
Louts© Bonne de Jersey, Steven's Genesee, 
Onondaga, ana t^me others that are near- 
ly as prolific. In Augtoit I took 1,700 
pears from four Bearbon Seedling trees. — 
About the same rate last season . To-da3r* 
I have trees propped up on all sides to sus- 
tain the crop, and they are the same prop 
that were used for like purpose for the 
same trees last year. I have a row of 
BartletVs, the^seed I took from the Louise 
Bonne and sowed for the stock in the Au- 
tumns of '54 and '56. I budded them, 
and to-day those trees ^ave from SO to 
45 sound, good sized pears, which will 
retail at from 4 to 6 cents each. I have 
Benrre Diels (dwarft) three years old, 
with quite as many on. I have Beurre 
GoubauH, dwarf, four years old, with 84 
fine pears on, worth two or three cents 
each, Ac., with plenty more to match. 

From the pear on its own roots I have 
as yet received but little profit. From 
several hundreds planted at the same time 
as the dwarfs above spoken of, I have 
had but occasional speeimens. Neverthe- 
less, ftrom these X entertain great hopes 
for the future. 

The blight and borer have taken from 
me an- occasional tree, Their place I 
filled with others, though smaller." 
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Last week we recorded an instance 
of a tree that the last season bore two 
distinct varieties of apples on the same 
branch. On taking up the Agriculturist 
a day or two since, we find described a 
still more singular novelty in an apple 
tree in the orchard of a Mr. Dunning, in 
Sussex County, N. J., which produces 
regularly each season three kinds of fruit. 
Tbe first that matures is a small, yellow 
apple of mild, sweet flavpr resembling the 
^August Sweet." About a week after 
this, it ripens an apple, one side of which 
is green and tart, and the other yellow 
and sweet, and later still in the season it 
produces an apple somewhat larger, re- 
sembling a Khoile Idand Greening in col- 
or and siae, and entirely tart. The fruit 
of that is both sour and sweet in the same 
apple and exactly resembles (ea^side) each 
of the other two variefties produced before 
and after it. The editor of the Agrieul' 
turist has seen and eaten of the flruit and 
vouches for the correctness of the story, 
strange as it may appear. As Mr. Judd is 
a faarless and aealousopposerof <*humbug- 
gory" in every form, we have full faith in 
his statement. We know, however, of no 
satisfactory explanation of this carious 
phenomenon.

— The Spaniards have a maxim that man 
is ungrateful to the past generation that 
that planted the trees from which he eats 
fruit, and deals ijnjustly toward the next 
generation, unless he plants the seed, that 
it may furnish food for those who come af- 
ter them. Thus, whenever a son of Spain 
eats a peach or pear by the road-side where- 
over he is, he digs a hole in the ground 
with >hiB foot and covers the seed Oonse- 
quently, all over Spain, by the roadsides, 
and elsewhere, fruit in great abundance 
tempts the taste, and is ever free. Let 
this practice he Imitated in our country^ 
and the weary wanderer will be blest, and 
bless the hand that ministered to his com- 
fort and Joy.

In the year 1756 WMhington wm twice 
n. New London. He was then but twenty- 
oar yearft of age yet had diitinguished blm- 
elf in the jRrontier wars with the French 
ind Indians, and was chief commander of 
he Virginia forces. He was on a journey 
o Boston for the purpose of conferring 
irith Got. Shirley, and tarried a night at 
N'ew London both in going and returning. 
[tis probable that he lodged at the sign of 
he lUd Lion in Main 8t, which was then 
;he principal house of entertainment for 
trayellers, andwas keptby Oapt Hathan- 
ielGoit. 

Irring, in the lifo of Washington, says 
that this Journey of 500 miles was per- 
rormed on horseback. Col. Washington 
was accompanied by his aid, Oapt. George 
Mercer, and Capt. Stewart of the Virgin^ 
ta Light Horse, and the three men each 
had An Afirican servant in liywy. The 
whole party were splendidly equif^ped and 
made a brilliant appearance. 

We can imagine that the populace of 
Kew London, which at that p^iod was 
fery gay and excitable, was considerably 
moved when this dashing party came gal 
loping into town. Washington was a 
skillftil rider, and a noble figure upon 
borsebst^ eminent also for his martial 
bearing and stately courtesy. Undoubt- 
edly our gallant fort at the fbot of the 
parade, displayed old Sngland's cross, and 
fired its six pounders in a salute to the 
brave young Virginians. In the evening 
probably, bonfires blazed and the stran 
gers .were saluted with a martial seren- 
sde. 

Unfortunately, this was before any news- 
paper had been established in the place, 
uid no one chronicled the event But 
the return of the party after ten days stay 
lit Boston, is noted in a private diary, 
Icept by a citizen of the place. 

Harch 8, 1868.— ** Col. Washington is 
returned from Boston and gone to Long 
[sland, in Power's sloop ; he had also two 
>oats to carry six horses and his retinue ; 
dl bound to Virginia. He hath been to 
tdvise with C(ovemor Shirley, or to be 
lirected by him, as he is chief general of 
he American forces." 

Was h ington was again in New London 
wenty years later, just after the British 
lad evaeuated Boston, and while the 
V.merloan army yrt^ on the march fh>m 
hat place to New York. He came this 



time also on horseback, not with the army 
but almost alone, in a quiet, unpretending 
way. Though holding the office of Gom- 
mander-in-chiet, he made no display what- 
ever. 

The writer of this article was told by 
the late Col. John Baymond of Montville, 
that he was at work upon the road between 
Norwich and New London with a team 
and several assistants, when Gen. Wash- 
ington came riding with a rapid pace over 
the Mohegan hills, attended by only two 
ofleeis and his faithf^ colored servant— 
Baymond had performed duty at Boston 
as Lieutenant of a company, and recogniz- 
ed the General at the first glance. 

« I knew him," he said, ** at a disUnoe, 
by the stately way he sat upon his horse, 
and his grand, magnificent air." 

The workmen threw down their imple- 
ments, and standing aside with deference 
and respect, waved their hats and gave a 
loud huzza. Washington bowed his head 
and without slacking his pace, gave them* 
in passing, a silent but courteous salute. 
Baymond mmI his men leaped upon fences 
and rocks to gaze after him, and keep him 
in sight as long as possible. 

This was on the 9th of AprU, 1776.— 
New London wotb a lively aspect that 
day and night Commodore Hopkins had 
Just returned from an expedition against 
New Providence, one of the Bahama Is- 
lands. A part of bis fleet lay in the har- 
bcH*, and he was landing his prisoners and 
the military stores he had captnred. Gen- 
eral Greene, with a part of his brigade, 
on their march to New York, arrived the 
same night and encamped in and around 
town. 

Washington was the guest of Capt 
Nathaniel Shaw, at his stone hou^e in 
Bank St., and some of the members of the 
Council of Safbty of Oonnectieut, and con- 
ferred with tbem respecting their future 
operations against the enemy. 

The chamber which Washington occu- 
pied that night at Mr .Shaw's, has acquired 
from the circumstances an enduring inter- 
est The owners of the mansion have en- 
deavored to keep it unchanged in appear- 
ance. No alteration has been made in 
size, or by way of adornment The bed 
the curtains, and the other furniture are 
the same. It looks now, as it did then. . 

When the Marquis LaFayette made his 
celebrated tour through the United States, 
40 years after the revolutionary Struggle 
in which he had borne a part, was over — 
he visited New London and was a guest 
for a few hours in the Shaw house, then 



owned by the Hon, Elias Perkim; irWW 
there, he was conducted to the Wstbing- 
ton chamber. After surveying it wHk 
tearfhl eyes, he knelt for a few mmatei 1^ 
the bed-side, communing no doubt, is re^ 
erential silence with God and the spirits 
his departed iriend, and then witbdrew. 

There is certainly a superadded Tiltw 
attached to whatever has been conneded 
with the person and life of Wssbingtoo. 
Certain localitiea that he is known to bite 
visited, acquire new interest. TheirtWa 
he wore and implements that he ued, tbi 
books he read, tbe words he wrote, (ki 
things that he merely touched and bekU 
with complacency become thereby wortty 
of preservation and admiring regird. 

It is this principle which will msketki 
generations that come after m reiM.i, 
(with even a stronger interest thin te 
now experience) as they walk the itwA 
— <«Here stood the Bed Lion Inn,¥beii 
Washington and his brilliant compankai 
were entertained when they csme h«re ii 
the time of the old French war! Tbiini 
the Ferry wharf from which he tooklis 
departure to Long Island, wsvisf hs 
adieus to tbe curious throng that Used tk 
riyerbank! And there^ too,istbelKM 
where he was reocived with msgrnW 
hospitaltty, and the voy ohamb^, men^ 
ly unchanged, where be found lefMea 
he was hastening forward to oomaMacetk 
arduous campaign of 1775." 

It is this hallowed principle of aA^ 
tionate interest in all that conoemtk 
noble and pure-minded WashfaigUia, tkit 
ha roused the Ladies of the Unios ittb 
time, to unite their efforts to redeea tk 
Home and the Tomb of theHerofrsa 
decay, and to take measures for preNrriof 
them evermore as sacred memorishoftbi 
gratitude of hU country.

In a report on the grapes cultivated \ff 
the "Oneida Community,'* at tbelr et- 
tabliahment in Ondda county, is tbe fol- 
lowing : — 

•• Northern Mu$cadme'~mB ii a leed- 
llng introduced by the Shakers oiP Kew 
I^banon, and partakes strongly in liabit 
and flavor of its parent, the New Bngland 
Fox Grape. The clusters were small and 
by no means so numerous as upon other 
sorts of the same age and similarly situat- 
ed. It may improve by different pruning 
to what we have given it. *rbo bor«4eo 
shell badly ffom the clusters, which will 
detract from its market value. Kipened 
and gone before the I6th of Sept, and un- 
less superseded by the Delaware, will be 
valuable for its early maturity. 

Con^orrf— This grape we consider a de- 
cidedly Valuable acquisition. Tair and 
handsome clusters— perfectly soond and 
healthy. It is not quite so good in flavor 
as ihe Isabella. Tet none, we think, could 
hesiUte in saying that it is good enough. 
First ripe grapes wero picked 17th. It 
has not been so uniformly productive with 
us as the Isabella, still it is generally con- 
sidered very productive ; and some vines 
of ours give signs of great fruitfulness, 
one small vine having only about two 
feet of bearing wood, bore fourteen clus- 
ters of fine grapes. We have planted 
this for a leading variety. 

Charter Oa/:— This is a "humbug" 
grape, disseminated to a great extent, we 
jiBilge, by persons who had little just ap- 
preciation of good fruit, or desire to in- 
troduce valuable grapes. A worthless 
grape, in our esteem, and, says a nursery- 
. man, *< not worth the strings which hold 
ii on the trellis." Clusters small, none 
exceeding fifteen berries, yet seme berries 
-were four inches in circumference. One 
Tine, large enough to bear twenty or thir- 
ty pounds, hardly yielded as many ounces. 
There are so many inferior grapes culti- 
vated in the country, when better may 
be had, that we are glad to help write 
down one of them. 

C^Mi/cm— This is a very hardy and pro- 



ductive grape with us. It partakes more 
of the nature of the frost grape than of 
the fox grape. When allowed to Ailly 
ripen^ its asoerbity of flavor is much di- 
minished, and is greatly liked by many 
who do not object to acid fruits. Bears 
handling well, and makes a violet colored 
wine, which however, needs some sugar in 
the tnanufacture. 

ZXano— ThislMaatUWlsrape we fruiiod 
thisseaon fbr the first time. Itgivesjugns 
of being prolific. In all epicurean quali- 
ties it is superior to the Isabella. Bipe 
Sept. 2(iith, ftiBy two weeka earlier then 
the Isabella, growing under the jame eon- 
ditioiis,. lU fruit appears to be slightly 
disposed to shrivel and drop.(f) 

/soM^i— This eld and w»ll ksomi 
grape has fhlly aoataiMd its oharaeter 
with us. Many dosters weighing hsif a 
pound each, and some one pound each. — 
(Thoc^h this grape would have lully ri- 
pened with us, yet we were indttoed to 
gather most of^theorop hefore fully ripe 
for ibtav oTifeast. ^The worst thaican besaid 
of it is ^at we are not euro of its ripen- 
ing here. More or lest uncertainty always 
attends its ripening. Our eKperieoee has 
oonflrmed us in a few praotioal eonclusioBS 
among which ane : 

1st. Shelter from B<»rth winds bastass 
maturity. 

2nd. Summer pruning or pinching i£s- 
vots the early maturity of the fruit and 
wood, thus better enabling the latter to 
bear the oold of winter. 

(Hnsters most exposed to the sun, other 
things being equal, are soonest ripe. 

8rd. Beep culture is most favorable %t} 
A vigorous growth, other conditions the 
same. 

4th. Mineral manures produce a slower 
and sounder growth^ thus rendering the 
wood more hardy, and the km pinching 
or summer pruning necessary. 

6th. The raising of grapes is one of the 
quickest ways that every roan who owns a 
rood of ground can take, to supply himself 
and his with a royal fruit.

The Fruit Grower's Soeiety of Western 
New York recently held their autumnal ses- 
sion at Boohester with a good attendance 
on ihe part of the members, and graced 
with the presence of a number of ladies.

The subject of grape growing 
elicited much interest. The introdnctien 
of new seedling varieties has given inaiess- 
ed impetus to this branch of horticultare, 
aud its aff^d seems to be general and inr

farmer in that part of the country to the 
culture of this delicious fruit, adapted as 
their lands are, generally, to this purpose. 
An interesting account was given by Mr. 
Thomas of Cayuga, of his visit to several 
vineyards in Ontario and Cayuga Counties. 
Four years ago, one of these containing 
six acres was subsoiled two feet deep, two 
hundred loads of muck applied to the acre, 
and vines of tbe Isabella variety, three 
yeaneld, wereplaated. LastseasMi(l867) 
tbe proprietor gsdMred ope and a hal^ 
tonsef fine grapeswhidi he 4old at 16 cts. 
per poond, and tbiseeason his epop is near- 
ly ei^ tonjt at 14 cts. per pound. The 
yinee are planted twelve liset ap*rt, and 
sfcilflslly pruned, and thus the vines aite 
eight to nine^tentlM ef an indi >n diame- 
ter mid ripen welL The Oa^wha dees 
net matave its crops, with oevtainty In 
(fliis vidnlty, and even the Isabella 4sannet 
um/ormlf be relied upon in that respect: 
hut the Bebeoca, IKana, mid Delaware 
werebigbly^spobsnof Ibr^^eneral euUiv^ 
tion. One gentleman who has liad five 
bnndred vines cf the Diana under eultiva- 
tion for several years, finds them at least 
two weeks earlter than the Isabdla. Hi|^ 
Miltivation is strongly reeommended, and 
should never be neglee<isd in the cultuve^nf 
the grape.

Therefore; I have thought proper to 
recommend, and I do horebv recommend, 
that Thursday the 25th day of November 
next be set apart n a day of public Thanks- 
giving and Praise throughout this com- 
monwealth f and I earnestly invite and 
urge all persons, to unite on thai day in a 
public manifestation of their gratitude to 
Almighty Qod, who has crowned the year 
with hia goodness ; in that he has caused 
the earth to bring forth iU fruits in their 
season ; that he has averted from us the 
pestilence and the sword ; that he has sav 
ed us from oivil commotion and the su< 
premacy of evil pnatipa* t ifant a deep in- 
terest is felt in our public sohools and aami- 
naries of learning ; that progress has been 
made in the arts, in the sciences, and 
in civilization; that public Justice is 
administered under the sanction of law ; 
that freedom of opinion, ot speech and of 
conscience is vindicated; that the love of 
civil and religious liberty is deeply seated 
in the hearts of the people ; that the inde- 
pendence of the States and of the Federal 
Union is still preserved ; and above all, 
that *'he hath not dealt with us after our 
sins nor rewarded us according to our in- 
iquities," but has magnified the riches of 
his grace, in giving his Holy Spirit to re- 
vive his work and lead sinners to repent- 
ance; and that the door of mercy is yet 
open, through which the guilty and per 
ishing may enter and obtain eternal life, 
by faith in the atonement of Jesus Christ 
his Son.

But I oould not I stole into 
the room and laying my lips close to hers 
whispered, ^Mother, wont you kiss me f * 
Her lips were very cold, and when she put 
her arm around me, laid my head upon her 
bosom, and one hand upon my ^leek, I 
felt a cold shudder creep over me. Hy 
father carried me firom the room, but he 
eould not speak.

I resolved to become ill 
that she could desira. This resolution I 
have never forgotten.

From the sdysnc^ sheets of volame III 
of PreKiott*8 Philip II, we prefient the 
following fine extract, deBcribing, in the 
elegant and charateristic narrative of the 
author, the stonning of Galera. This 
Yolumey which wUl be one of great inter- 
est, will be published early in Deoember 
by Phillips, Sampson & Co, : 

" On the sixth of February the engin- 
eers irho had charge of the minet ^ve 
notice that their work was completed. 
The following morning was nsmed hx the 
assault. The orders of the dfl(f prescribed 
that general capnonade abould open on the 
town at six in the 'morning.' It was to 
continue an hour^ when the mines were to 
be aprung. The artillery would then play 
for another hour; after which the signal 
for the attack would be given. The sig- 
aal was to be the firing of one gun, from 
each of the batteries, to be ibUowed by a 
iimoltaneoab discharge from all. The or- 
iera directed the troops to show no. quar- 
ter to man, woman, or child. 

On the seventh of February, the last 
iay of the Carnival, the besiegers were 
unJder arms with the earlieat dawn. Their 
young oomman^r attracted every eye by 
the splendor of his pe]9K>n and appoint- 
ments. He was armed oap-a-jHe, and wore 



a suit of burnished steel inlaid with gold. 
His casque, overshadowed by brilliant 
plumes, was ornamented with a medallion 
displaying the image pf the Virgin. In 
his hand he carried the baton of command ; 
and an he rode along the lines, addressing 
a few words of encouragement to the sol- 
diers, his perfect horsemanship, bis prince- 
ly bearing, and the courtesy of his man- 
ners reminded the veterans of the happier 
days of his father, the emperor. The 
cavaliers by whom he was surrounded 
emulated their chief in the richness of 
their appointments; and the Murcian 
chronicler, present on that day, dwells 
with complacency on the beautiful array of 
Southern chivalry gathered together for 
the final assault upon Galera. 

From six o'clock until seven, a furious 
cannonade was kept up from the whole 
circle of batteries on the devoted town. 
Then came the order to fire the mines. 
The deafening roar of ordnance was at 
once hushed into a silence profound as 
that of death, while every soldier in the 
trenches waited, with nervous suspense, 
for the explosion. At length it came, 
overturning houses, shaking down a frag- 
ment of the castle, rending wider the 
breach in the perpendicular aide of the 
rock, and throwing off the fragments 
with the force of a volcano. Qnly one 
mine however, eiq^loded. It was soon 
followed by the other, which, though it 
did less damage, spread such consterna- 
tion among the garrison, that, fearing 
there might still, be a third in reserve, the 
men abandoned their woriu and took ref- 
uge in the town. 

When the smoke and dust had cleared 
away, an officer and a feiw soldiers were 
sent to reoonoitre the breach^ They soon 
returned with the tidings that the garrison 
had fied, and left the works wholly unpr^ 
teoted. On hearing this, the tnx^,. with 
furious shouti, called out to be led at once 
to the assault It was in vain that the ofr 
ficers remonstrated, enforcing t^ir ve- 
moBstranoes, in some instances, by blows 
with the flat of their sabres. The blood 
of Uie soldiery was up; aud like an ill 
disdplined rabble, they sprang horn their 
treiichea in wild disorder, as before, and, 



hurrying their offioet^ along with them, 
soon scaled the perilous ascent, and crown- 
ed the highU without opposition f^om the 
enemy. Hurrying over the dtbris that 
strewed the ground, they speedily made 
themselves masters of the deserted fortrea 
and itsoQtwvrks, filling the air with shouts 
of victory. 

The'fhgitives saw their mistake, as they 
behrtd the enemy oocuppirig the position 
they had abandoned. There was no niore 
apprehension of the mines. Fager to 
retrieve their error, they rushed back as 
by a common impulse, to dispute the pos- 
sesion of the ground with the Spaniards. 
It was too late. The guns were turned on 
them from their own battery. The arque- 
busiers who lined the ravelin showered 
down on their heads missiles more for- 
midable than stones and arrows. But 
though their powder was nearly gone, the 
Moriscoes could still make fight with the 
sword and dagger, and they boldly closed) 
in a hand-to-hand contest with their .ene- 
my. It Was a deadly struggle, calling 
out — as personal contest is sure to do — the 
fiercest passions of the combatants. No 
quarter was given ; none was asked. The 
Spaniard was nerved by the confidence of 
victory, the Morlsco by the energy of dis- 
pair. Both fought like men, who knew 
that on the issue of this conflict depended 
the fhto of Galera. Again the war-cries 
of the two religions rose above the din of 
battle fas the one party invoked their mil- 
itary apostle, and the other called on Ma- 
homet. It was the same war-cry which 
for more than eight centuries had sounded 
over hill and valley, in unhappy Spain. — 
These were its dying notes, soon to expire 
with the exile, or extermination of the 
conquered race. 

The conflict was at length terminated 
by the fresh arrival of a ftesh body of 
troop* on the field with Padille. The 
chief had attacked the town by the same 
avenue as before ; everywhere he had met 
with the same spirit of resistance. But 
the means of iueoessfhl resistance were 
gone. Many of the houses in the streets 
had been laid in ruins, by the fire of the 
artillery. Such as still held out, were de- 
Conded by men, armed with no better 
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weapons than ttones and arrowi. One 
after another, moet of them were stormed 
and fired by the Spaniards; and those 
within were put to the sword, or perished 
in the flames. 

It ikred no better with the defenders of 
the barricades. Galled by the yoHeys of 
the Christians, against whom their own 
missiles did comparatively little execution, 
they were driyen firom one position to 
another ; as each redoubt was successiyely 
carried, a shout of triumph went up from 
the yictors, which fell cheerily on the ears 
of their countrymen on the heights ; and 
when PadilJa and his yeterans burst on 
the scene of action, it decided the fortunes 
of the day.

We are more and more impressed with 
the absurdity of attributing any tpiritu' 
al influence to the somewhat mysterious 
deyelopements which are made through 
thneself styled "spiritual mediums.*' — 
As a secU or rather class in the com- 
munity, we cannot, we think, apply a 
more appropriate name than the aboye, 
as rapping, so far as we haye yet learned, 
seems to be the most general method 
by which the so called spirits, whether 
of intelligent beings, brutes^ or tnctnimaU 
objecU, (for we are informed that all these 
respond when called upon,) make their 
»re8ence and wishes known to the enquirer, 
hat more ludicrous, or eyen ridiculous 
scene can be imagined, than for a company 
of *< grown up" men and women, profes- 
sing to bo intelligent, or at least to haye 
common sense, to form a circle with mock 
solemnity around a table, and when all 
appears to be ready, the principal '< me- 
dium" enquiring, *' Spirits, are we all 
ready?" Three n^ in the affirmatiye. 
« Spirits, haye we fkith enough 7" Three 
more raps. <* Spirits, can we now com- 
municate?" Another triple rap. <'Is 
I the spirit of dear little Johnny in the 
I room?" Three yery fidnt raps. "Will 
I he answer any questions?" Three liyelyj 
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raps. And thus, perhaps, with an oeca- 
sional interlude of a table-dance to the 
tune of some instrument played by un- 
seen hands, a communication from a 
"trance speaking," or a sermon from a 
"trance preaching", medium, and two or 
three songs, accompanied by a few *^erks" 
and a "blue light" or two, an ayeniuj 
of two or three hours is occupied 
persons who assume to themselyes great 
spiritual knowledge and superior gifts ; 
and all this with as much leyity and 
sport as might be witnessed in any con- 
yiyial circle, conyened on any other merry 
occasion. Admitting that there are spirits 
around \is, "ministering spirits," and for 
aught we know "eyil spirits," we can 
scarcely concdye anything more dispar- 
aging or degrading to them, than to be 
supposed capable of such silly mummery 
as is eyery day practiced upon the credu- 
lous and weak-minded in such " circles." 

Such exhibitions as haye generally been 
made public, would bespeak the intellect 
of the buffoon rather than the pure, ele- 
yated, and glowing intelligence of spirit- 
ual life, and would seem calculated to dis- 
possess the mind of eyen common respect 
for its pretended silly reyelations. 

While we readily admit that there is 
some mystery inyolyed in the matter, 
there is, also, yery much delusion. Ku- 
merotis haye been the instances, where 
spirits, who, if the ".mediums" are to be 
believed, had long ago passed the 

« Bourne whence no traveller retams," 
and have related with minute distinctness 
the manner of their departure and the 
details of their experience in the "Spirit 
World," to their sorrowing, surviving 
friends, to their utter astonishment they 
have suddenly returned in the hodg^ in 
p«*fect health and vigor. It was only 
yesterday such a case came to our knowl- 
edge, in the arrival home at New Bed- 
ford of a young man who was believed to 
have been lost in the wrecked bark Wade, 
ten years ago. For a long while his af- 
flicted father has been conversing with 
him in the spirit land, the last message 
through a medium being to the effect that 
"he was among the saints, and a crown of 
glory awaited his father!" Such spirits 
or the " mediums" must bo very ignorant 
or yery untruthful, and in either contin* 
gency very unreliable. 

In regard to the fidlacy of such pre- 
tended revelations, we might refer to 
some who have had experience, and who 
have been considered brilliant lights 
in "spiritualism" so called. It is on- 
ly a short time since Br. Randolph, 



long a distinguished medium, declared la 
a lecture at Utica, N. T., that it wsi hii 
candid opinion, founded upon an experi* 
enoe of nine years, as a me^om, thit 
spiritualism was **one-third imposture, 
one-third insanity, and one-third disbol- 
ism," and declares that insanity is tbe 

n g^ I usu al fate of trance mediums. 

by In confirmation of the truth of the Ut- 
ter part of his statement, many sad imtas- 
oes are on record in various parts of the 
oountry, and more fearfblly is the ikt i 
demonstrated in other places. In Zurich { 
where "spiritualism" has been rile fat 
two or three years past, the authoritiei re- 
port "twenty-five lonatico in the kjIob 
who are the vicUms of table-tnmiDg, ok 
spirit rapping." In England and FrtDoe, 
also, the same sad results have betn ob- 
served in regard to those who have bra 
the hal^tual attendants on thoN szluiM- 
tions. 

And we have yet to learn the lest 
good that has been deriyed from it !■• 
polled by a morbid curiosity akwe, muj 
resort to the "circles," but the resulti, ■ 
fkr as we can learn, are generally soytlua^ 
but satis&ctory. It is easy to hriog opM 
ourselves delusion — "strong deli]sioD,''lai 
not so easy to escape the snare. We in 
not to give heed to "signs" and "won- 
ders" merely because we do not undentud 
them. "I and that children wliomtk 
Lord hath given me are for signs tsd for 
wonders in Israel saith the Lord of bests.* 
ShaU we seek "for the living to the deidr 
" To^he law and the testimony: if tber 
speak not according to this word, it s be- 
cause there is no light in them." (lis. tul 
18—20.

HCW TO COHSTBITOT A OOOD TSIi- 
B8COFB AT A BULALL COST. 



Procure from an optician a thirty-six 
inch object gla^, (that is, a conyex glass 
which produces a focus of the sun's rays 
at a distance of 86 inches,) and a one inch 
eye glass, (a glass producing a focus at 
one inch,) then employ a tin plate worker 
to make two tin tubes, one about thirty 
inches In length, and one and a quarter 
inchea in diameter ; the other ten or twelye 
inches long, and its diameter such that it 
will just slide comfortably inside the larg- 
er. The inside of both of these tubes 
should be lined or painted of a dull 
black. 

At one end of the larger tube fit the 
object glass, leaying about one inch in di- 
ameter of its surface exposed, and at the 
end of the smaller tube the eye glass is to 
fixed. Insert the open end of the smaller 
into the larger, and slide it in until the 
distance between the two glasses is about 
thirty seyen inches, and you haye a mag- 
nifying power of thirty-dx times, or a 
telescope that will show eyery obfect thir- 
ty-six times larger, or in other words 
make heayenly objects appear thirty-six 



times nearer. The Kew York Obmmer- 
dal desribes a telescope of the aboye pow« 
eras bdng sufficient to reyeal the satellites 
of Jupiter, the crescent of Yenus, and the 
inequalities of the moon's surfisce. It is 
said the instrument of Galileo with which 
he made his first discove^ss in the heayens 
did not magnify more than this. By 
means of a stmplo te l eso opo of ihia de- 
scription, both pleasure and profit may 
be chei^ly deriyed.

Mauch Chunk, I 
Nov. 20, 1868. / 
After a delightful trip thfongli New 
Jersey by way of fhe New Jersey Central 
Bailroad, I find myself set down at this 
beautiAil and romantic village. The 
whole distance from Kaston to ihlB plooo im 
a panorama of grandeur and beauty, being 
a succetfion of wild and picturesque scenery. 
Sometimes high and elevated far above the 
deep valley beneath, we were to move 
through <* mid- air;" and anon the Tude 
mountain was towering in majestic grand- 
eur above us as we seemed impelled as if by 
magic along the sinuous track, cut in the 
•teep declivity of broken verdure near its 
base. 

The Lehigh Vtlley through which the 
road passes, abounds with Slate, Limestone 
and Iron ore. Here are the ** Hokiman,'' 
furnaces for smelting iron, which are some 
of the most extensive in the country. 
Nearly three hundred tons of iron are 
here manufactured or rather produced ev- 
ery week. For this, it is necessary not on- 
ly to have the ore, but it requires lime for 
the flux and a large quantity of fuel. Na- 
ture has here furnished these in great 
abundance in the limestone and coal which 
is found so plentifully in the immediate vi- 
cinity, and it only requires the ingenuity 
of men readily . to convert the immense 
quantities of these crude materials into 
the most useful article that has yet been 
discq^cered, for his benefit. 

Th^ entire distance from this place to 
Mauch Chunk is one of wildness and 
grandeur, perfectly enchanting. High 
bridges, mountain gorges, deep cuts 
through solid rock, and scenes of roman- 
tic beauty, present an ever changing, and 
intensely interesting picture, well worth 
the trouble and cost of a much longer 
Journey. 

As we approached Mauch Chunk, the 
immense and almost interminable coal 
trains passed us from time to time, which, 
to thoie who have never witnessed the 
si^t areexoeediagly curious and interest- 
ing. A single engine will sometimes draw 
a train of one hundred and f^iy ear8, eadi 
laden with five toos of the mineral, or 
more than 1,600,000 pounds! A slight 
deolivitj in the road, however, fkron the 
looomotive. 

Match Chunk is the place of transship- 
mient of much of the coal into boats which 
tako it iown the canal to itsultimate place 
of destination, principally by the Morris 
Canal through New Jersey to New York. 



This village is a delightful spot sur- 
rounded by mountains, and really embo- 
somed by the surrounding hills. It has, 
witbin a few years, beoooM quite a place of 
summer resort and is well worthy the dis- 
tinction. It is one of those wild but love- 
ly retreats that one might well eovet who 
wishes to retire for a tew weeks from the 
bu^ »o«no» And ^•xm^ of li£» in our larger 
cities. jc. 



POISONS ANB AKTIDOTSS. 



How frequently we hear of most distres- 
sing and fatal cases of accidental poison- 
ing resulting f^om the use of vegetable or 
mineral substances deleterious to life or 
health, whtch^ might from a full knowl- 
edge and use of the proper means be avert- 
ed. The following are some of the most 
simple and easily applied remedies, and we 
would advise our readers who are not al- 
ready conversant with them, to keep the 
list for reference in case it should be ne- 
cessary. 

Acids — These cause great heat and sen- 
sations of burning pain, from the mouth 
down to the stomach. Remedies — ^mag- 
nesia, soda, pearlash, or soap, dissolved in 
water. Then use the stomach pump or 
emetics. 
Alkalies— Best remedy is vin^ftr. 
Ammonia — Remedy — lemon Juice, or 
vinegar; afterwards milk and water, or 
flax seed tea. 

Alcohol — First cleanse out the stomach 
with an emetic, then dash water on the 
head and give ammonia (spirits of harts- 
horn). 

Arsenic — ^Bemedies — In the first place 
evacuate the stomach, then give the white 
of eggs, lime water, or chalk and water, 
charcoal and the preparations of iron, 
particularly hydrate. 

Lead — White lead and sugar of load. — 
Remedies — alum, cathartic, such ai castor 
oil and epsom salts, especially. 

Charcoal— in poisons by carbonic gas, re- 
move the patient to the open air, dash cold 
water upon the head and body, stimulate 
the nostrils and lungs with hartshorn, at 
the same time rubbing the chest briskly. 

Corrosive Sublimate — give white of eggs 
freshly mixed with water, or give wheat 
flour and water, or soap and water freely. 
Creosote — white of eggs and the emetics. 
Belladonna, or Night Henbane — Give 
the emetics and then plenty of vinegar and 
water or lemonade. 

Mushrooms. When poisonous — Give 
emetics and then plenty of vinegar and 
water, with doses of etber if handy. 



Nitrate of silver (lumaroaustio)— Qtfti 
strong solution of common salt and tk«i 
eokeUcs. 

Opium — first give a strong emetic o( 
mustard and water, then strong cqIm tU 
aeid drinks, dash cold water on thehsid. 

Xiaudanum — Same as opium. 

Nux Vomica — ^First emetics, and tlm 
brandy* 

Oxalic Acid — ^Frequently mistiksB Ibr 
Epsom salts — Remedies-— chalk, i9agB«ii% 
or soap aud water, and otbic fooUufig 
drinks. 

Prussio Acid — ^When theie is tims si- 
minister chlorine in the diape of lods or 
lime. Hot brandy and water. Hartibon 
and turpentine are usefuL 

Snake bites, &q. — Apply immediaWj 
strong hartshorn, and take it internally, 
also give sweet oil and stimulants fieelT 
— apply a ligature tightly above thepirt 
bitten, and then tupply a cupping gUM. 

Tartar emetic — Give large doiei of tM 
made of galls, Peruvian or white oak Urk. 

Tobacco— First an emetic, then astriii|- 
ent tea, then stimulants. 

Verdigris — Plenty of white of eggi ud 
water. 

White Vitriol— Give the patient pl«n- 
ty of milk and water. 

In almost all cases of poisoning, emetxi 
are highly useful, and of those, one of the 
very best, because most prompt and ready, 
is the common mustard flour or powd«,i 
teaspoonfnl of which, stirred up witb vara 
water, may be given every five or ten min- 
utes, until free vomiting can be oblaiwd. 

Emetics and warm demulcent drisb, 
such as milk and water, &c., ihould be ad- 
ministered without delay. The «ubie<ju«t

Several dishes of this highly esteemed 
grapo, were exhibited at the State Fair, 
(held ia Hartford last month,) which, 
being exhibited side by side with the Isa- 
bella and Catawba, afforded a good oppor- 
tunity of judging between the relative 
merits of the three varieties. The Isa- 
bellas and Catawbas were gathered fresh 
f^m the vines, on purpose for the Fair, 
(many of the latter barely ripe,) while the 
growers of the Hartford Prolific found it 
necessary to gather the bunches several 
days beforehand and keep them in a cool 
cellar for the Fair, which fully sustains 
the early ripening character this grape 
has previously obtained from its friends, 
who claim that it ripens from fifteen to 
twenty days before, the Isabella, the ex- 
po lure, cultivation, and soil being the 
same. 

Many excellent Judges have pronounced 
it quite equal to the best ripened Isabellas, 
while its hardiness and early ripening will 
secure for it very extensive cultivation 
in most places north of New York, where 
it will, ere many years, entirely supei-sede 
th© Isabella, the perfect ripening of which 
in many parts of New England is exceed- 
ingly uncertain. h. e. c,

THB BTJIiIiITT OBAP2. 

_Thi» is the name of a valuable grape 
that has been grown in Kentucky for 
twelve or fourteen years. The Valley 
Farmer, published at Louisville, thus 
speaks of it; 

"We are indebted to Judge John G. 
Taylor, pf Henry County, Kentucky, for 
a fVill account of it It is §aid to have 
be«i^ discovered growing wild in tbe€um- 
berland mountains, by a man named Cobb, 
who dug the vine, and brought it to Shel- 
by County, Kentucky. The farm on 
which it was planted was subsequently pur- 
chased by a Mr, Bullitt, by whose name 
it haa since been called. The vine is a 
most vigorous grower, with rather slim 
branches of a peculiar gray color. The 
learet are long and deeply lobed, and of a 



yellowish green shade. While the Isabel- 
la and Catawba have been killed to the 
ground in Ibe late cold wintcre, this in 
the same gardens, has proved hardy to the 
terminal bud. Bunches hardly so large 
as the Catawba: berries below medium 
size, growing,very compact; color white 
with a slight tinge of green inclining to 
yellowish on the sunny side, when perfect- 
ly ripe. It is almost entirely without 
pulp, and when eaten, the skin Is lisft as 
fresh as that of a currant, which, in texture 
and thickness, it very much resembles It 
hangs on the vines after very severe fVosts 
have occurred, without apparent injury, 
and when gathered, may be kept in the 
winter with litle care. During the pres- 
ent season, this grape will be sent abroad 
to amateur Judges, who can determine 
more fully its value. Some of the fruit 
has been sent to Mr. Longworth, who, we 
understand, pronounces it one of the very 
best grapes for ladies' wine. We are in- 
debted to Prof. Noble Butler for a single 
bunch of it, gathered after it had been 
exposed to several frosts. Ho is of the 
opinion that it is not inferior in any par- 
ticular to the Bebecca or Delaware. The 
fruit was exceedingly delicious and sweet, 
with a rich pleasant, sprightly flavor. It 
ripens about two weeks or more before the 
Catawba.

OrIOIIC OT THB CARTER POTATOES. — 

It Is Stated in the Springfield RepuMieon 
that about thirty ye«rs ago, more or less, 
John Carter, a resident of Savoy, in the 
County of Berkshire, experimented for 
^he purpose of the improvement of pota- 
toes by planting potatoe balls and at har- 
vesting the first year, he found he had ad. 
vancedone step towards bringing out a 
new potatoe. He, .therefore, the next 
year planted the seed raised from the first, 
and so on for several years, ttll he pfOdu<>- 
ed the potato now distingukbed as the 
Carter. Mr. Carter died soon aA«r» and 
therefore did not enjoy the foil glory of 

his discovery.

Thx Camslia. — This is by no means a 
tender shrub ; it requires a medium, even 
temperature. They thrive best in green- 
houses, where the air it slightly moist ; but 
in tile parlor,' where there is a dry air, oc- 
casioned by dte-heat, they must have plen- 
ty of the natural air, on all opportunities, 
or the buds will become brown and fall 
oif ; iind if they are exposed to extreme 
cold at night, which Is too often the case in 
amateur growing, premature d^y ^t the 
buds is almost ineyitable. 



The^WytmiiVg County ifirror says :— 
"Mr. Throop of this village presented 
us a loaf of bread, which was done, and 
well diOTi% without a crust. The process 
of baking, or rather steaming, he gave as 
follows.' Prepare the dough the same as 
for baking, in a tin basin; when in a 
proper condition, instead of putting into 
the oven, put it into a kettle. There 
should be something in the bottom of the 
kettle, a hoop of tin two or three inches 
broad would bo best, to keep the basin 
from the bottom, and there should be suf- 
ficient water to cover about one third of the 
basin. Keep the water constantly boiling 
from the time the loaf is put in till it is 
done, which will be about three quarters 
of an hour, with an ordinary loaf. To 
know when it is done, press upon the cen- 
tre of the top of the loaf with the thumb, 
and if done it will puff back on removing 
the thumb, if not the indentation will re- 
niain. 

The loaf presented us is nearly as white 
outside as inside, and the outside is scarce* 
ly any harder than the rest. The flavor 
is not perceptibly different from bread 
well baked. We have tried the ex- 
periment with perfect success. 

To pRESKRVB Dried Prtht troh 
Moths. — A fruit grower gives, says the 
Louisville Journal, the following recipe 
for preventing dried fruit being damaged 
by moths. Put the dried apples or peaches 
into a tin vessel with a perforated bottom ; 
cover closely with flannel ; place the vessel 
in a boiler or kettlecontainingtwoor three 
quarts of boiling water, having some sticks 
across the water to prevent the tin touch- 
ing it; boil briskly, and the fruit will 
soon be thoroughly heated without loss of 
flavor. Spread it out; the heat will soon 
evaporate the moistwe. 

TJnbolted Wheat Bread.— Wet with 
hot or boiling water, pure unbolted wheat 
meal ; stir with a stick or spoon as it cools, 
knead a little with the hands, make it into 
biscuit or rolls; rub them over well with 
dry flour; prick with afbtk? bake in a 
hot oven, or cook with liot steam. This 
bread should begin to cook- with a brisk 
heat. 

The principle by which this bread Is 
raised, is the expansion of- the vapor and 
air inthe'dough by the sudden application 
of heat, so that a brisk oven is necessary 
to form a thin crust, and prevent the ex- 
panding particles ot air flrom escaping.

MADAMB II>A 7VBIXVSB, 



In the Fall of 1854, a slender, well- 
formed, unobtrusive little woman, who 
had roamed over nearly all the earth, 
took jN^ew York in her course on her fourth 
grand tour of observation. She was re- 
ceived with a cordial welcome, held levees 
after the manner of distinguished person- 
ages, and for the space of a month was 
the object of marked attention and un- 
bounded civilities. Her stay was limited 
to a month or two, and her wanderings 
were then resumed. This lady was Mad- 
ame Ida Pfeiffer, the famous traveller. 
She expired at Vienna on the 27th ult, 
after a long illness, produced by priva- 
tions and hardships endured during a 
toilsome journey in Madagascar. Her 
age was sixty-one. 

Madame Pfeiffor, apparently a delicate 
woman, devoted her life to journeylngs in 
all parts of the world, often under circum- 
stances which would have tried the forti- 
tude of strong men. She explored un- 
known localities, visited savage tribes, 
scaled mountains, waded breast deep 
through torrents, saw the wonders of the 
£ast, descended into the mines of Peru, sat 
among the ruins of Hindoo temples, shared 
the rude fare of the California Indians, re- 
ceived marked attentions from the Sultan, 
amd was expelled from the Island of Mada- 
giu»car by the queen of that region ; saw, in 



fact, nearly all that is worth seeing in the 
world, and has furnished a series of inter- 
esting records of her experience. She was 
bom in Vienna in 1797, was married in 
1820 to Dr. Pfeiffsr of Lernberg, and for 
several years after that event devoted her- 
self to the care of her family. The death 
of her husband and the settlement of her 
children (two sons,) left her at liberty to 
follow her instinct for sight-seeing, and 
from her IbrClepi year until A few months 
bnefore her death, she was a traveller. Het 
first enterprise was a^lgrimagc to Jeru- 
salem, — "a spot," she says, "on which 
she always felt an intense desire to tread." 
From Jerusalem she went t&Nazareth and 
Beirut, and on returning to Vienna, pub- 
lished her first work, entitled: ** The 
Travels of a Vienna Lady in the Holy 
Land." This tour was shortened by the 
exhaustion of finances, and was relin- 
quished with great reluctance. 

But the lady, fkvored by the success of 
her work, soon equipped herself fbr anoth- 
er journey. The second was an explora^ 
tion of Northern Europe. Norway, Swe- 
den, Denmark, and Iceland were visited 
by her in turn, and the results of her ob- 
servations were embodied in a volume 
published at Pesth in 1846. Madame 
Pfeiffer had now seen the East and North ; 
her works met a ready sale ; her passion 
for travel had grown ; and she resolved to 
naake a more extensive exploration. In 
May, 1846, she again quitted her home in 
Vienna, embarked for Bio Janeiro, arriv- 
ed at that port in September, and traveled 
through the Brazils; went round Gape 
Horn and landed in Ohili, where she re- 
mained a sufiicient period to know the 
habits of the Chilians ; then made a flying 
trip to Otaheite, and aflerwards went on 
to China, taking Japan in her way, and 
proceeded through Asia; visited Ceyloa, 
and ended her tour of the world by a 
csBfefdl examination of the manners, cus- 
toms, tradiUoas, religion, and niatural 
wonders of the further and nearer India. 
After two years' ahaenee she returned a 
third time to Vienna. The narrative of 
this jowney is inteosely interesting.— 
During the whole tour, Madame PfUifer 
was unaccompanied, except by her guide, 



but always received kind treatment, her 
defenceless condition being her best pro- 
tection. She relates that she suffered 
greatly in dangerous regions, that she 
knew the extremities of hunger and thirst, 
that life was often in peril, but that she 
uniformly met kindly usage— was receiv- 
ed into the tents of the women among 
the savage tribes, and that in no instance 
was she molested as she journeyed about, 
staff in hftnd. Her extraordinary tact 
^nd power of will, carried her safely 
through. 

The success of this soon caused Madame 
Pfeiffer to undertake another. Having 
remained in Vienna barely three years, 
she departed the fourth time, wending 
her way to the Cape of Grood Hope. She 
sailed from liondon for that point May 
22ml, 1851, and arrived at the Cape on 
the 11th of August following. The Cape 
presented few objects of interest and she 
soon left it. Penetrating into the country 
of the Hottentots, she carried her explor- 
ations some two hundred miles into the 
interior, living among the savages on 
terms of amity, and enjoying excellent 
opportunities for observation, Beturning 
to the Cape, she sailed for Singapore, went 
thence to Borneo, where she resided for a 
month among the fierce tribe of the Dy- 
aks, then went over the mountains to vis- 
it Sungau and Laudek, and after several 
visits to the settlements, bent her steps 
towards Java, where she received hospit- 
able entertainment; went thence to Su- 
matra, lived another month among a tribe 
of cannibals, and came away entire, al- 
though they proposed to eat her, an4 
were only dissuaded therefrom, she avers, 
by her representation that she was old 
and necessarily tough. The islands of 
^e Archipelago were all visited by her, 
and the Sultan of Ternata afforded her 
all possible facilities for exploring his par- 
ticular island. The lady rode through 
his dominions in a conveyance drawn by 
<' twenty man-power," as she* describes it, 
for His Majesty owned no beasts of bur- 
den, except men. Afterwards she went 
to the Celebes, and, having finished her 
sight-seeing there, returned to Java, and 
embarked at Bataria, for San Vrancisco. 
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The Yograge was pleasant, and Madame 
Pfeiifer arrived in California in Septem- 
ber, 1868. She Tinted the «wet dig- 
ging!," examined th« qoartE fbrmaiionf, 
wont up to Creioent City, lived among 
tiie Indiani in Oregon, viewed the mine* 
of quicksilver at San Jose, ran 4own to 
Acapulco, and then went down ^e ooast 
to Lima, and made the tour of the Peru- 
vian minesr 

Thence she went to Guayaquil, jfnd thence 
to Quito,- and in this stage of the Joi^rney 
suffered numerous perils and hardships, 
the rainy season having set in, and the 
roads rendered nearly impassable. Once 
she fell overboard from a canoe, and owed 
her life to her skill in swimming. Quito 
offered no temptations to detain her, and 
after a short visit she returned to Guaya- 
quil, and departed thence for Panama. 
Crossing the Isthmus to Aspinwall, she 
took a steamer passage for New Orleans, 
and then began her trip through the 
United States, which ended in Kew Tork 
in November, 1854, exactly four years 
ago. From New Orleans she first went to 
Arkansas, then up the Mississippi to St 
Louis, thence to the Falls of St. Anthony ; 
thence by way of Ghilena, Chicago, Mil- 
waukie and Sault St Marie to Lake Su- 
perior; thence by way of Quebec and 
Montreal to New York, arriving there in 
September, 1854. During her so^urn in 
that city, Madame Pfeiffer was the guest 
of Dr. Algner, editor of the New Yorker 
Democrat Returning to London at the 
close of 1854, she prepared her notes of 
this extended tour for publication, and the 
narrative is simple and interesting. Her 
last journey was undertaken about a year 
ago. She revisited Africa, and attempted 
to explore Madagascar, but was prevented 
from the fulfillment of that part of her 



and in manner was quiet and reserved. In 
a letter written to a fHend, a few years 
ago, she describes herself: '* I smile," she 
aays» " when I think of the many who, 
knowing me only through my travels, 
fktiey that 'my character, nHiMittt, even 
my figure and movements, are more like 
those of a man tlran a womanl How flilse- 
ly do they charge me-! But you, who 
know me, know that those who expect to 
find me six feet high, with a bold impos- 
ing gait, and a dagger and pistol in my 
belt discover in me the very reverse ; and 
that in my every day life I am plainer, 
quieter^ and more reserved than thousands 
of my own sex who have never left the se- 
clusion of their native village."

Two 
new profuse bearing staminate sorts of 
great size» have been produced '^thin a 
few yearst that are likeljf to supersede aU 
preo%(liiig oaes. Thes^ i^te the WUafm^ 
which is perhaps the most prolific of all 
known strawbevriee, aad the ^ooib^r, su- 
perior in quality, bat lest havdy than the 
Wilson. They have been already briefly 
described f>y Charles Downing aud some 
other writers. 

The HoojBUiB strawberry varies i^ size 
when fully ^owny from an im^ to an inch 
and a third, and sometimes an inch and a 
half in diameter; it is, roundish and ob- 
tuse-conieal, the berries remarkably well 
filled out in every part, very dark crimson, 
fiesh soil and Juicy, with a sweet and ex- 
cellent flavor. Staminate. (or hermaphro- 
dite) and uniformly a great bearer. The 
writer has picked berries an inch and a 
third in diameter, from plants set out seven 
weekB previously. Ithai two drawbacks

CAPT. ISAAC DENISON'S NAJU 
BATIVB. 



The following historical facts connect- 
ed with the war of 1812 were narrated 
by Capt Isaac Dentson of Stonlngton, 
who died in 185&. His son, Frederick 
Deni^n, Esq., r^ardlrg them as of suffi- 
cient importance to be enrolled in some 
historical form, recently communicated to 
the Historical Magazine, from which we 
introduce them to our readers. We had 
the pleasure of a pleasaTtt personal ac- 
quaintance with the narrator for several 
years previous to bis death, and can bear 
the mcst decided testimony in favor of 
his many noble and estimable virtues. 
" Captain Isaac Denison" was truly a man 
whose praise was in the mouths of all who 
knew him. Coming from such a source, 
the facta possess a deeper and more endur- 
ing interest. 

" About the middle of March, 1818, we 
were on our passage from Charleston, S. 
C, to Providence, R. I., in the schooner 
Nimble, of which I was the first officer. 
In company with us was the sloop Reve- 
nue, under command of Capt. Forsyth. 



*'It was a bright day, and the wind 
blew freshly from the land. We were, in 
the Gulf Stream nearly opposite Oape 
Hatteras. It was now noon, and I stood 
on the quarter deck with my quadrant, 
taking the ion. Aa I brought down my 
instrumont nfter securing my observation, 
and leiuirely cast my eyes around the hori- 
zon, I espiedy on our lee-bow, in the north- 
easty something which appeared through 
Ibe blue and dim distance, like fingers aris- 
ing from the waves. In a moment our 
suspicion was awake. 

** Catching the spy-glass, I ran aloft to 
learn what our fears had prepared us to be- 
lieve; as I looked out from the rigging, I 
plainly discovered his majesty's squadron ; 
which, from the clearest demonstration, 
we shortly knew to be headed by Admiral 
Warren. We were so far from land as to 
preclude all hope of escape ; and resistance 
of course wouldhave been madness. How- 
ever, as the squadron neared us, the Rev- 
enue directed her course off shore before 
the wind, while we tacked and ran in 
for the main land. We were pursued by 
the Admiral's tender, the High Flyer — 
were captured about 4 o'clock, and at sun- 
set taken on board the Admiral's ship St- 
Domingo. The frigate Endymion gave 
chase to the Revenue, but did not overtake 
her till 11 o'clock at night. 

"We were first taken to Chesapeake 
Bay, whither the squadron was bound, 
where, with about 200 prisoners, taken in 
different places, we were placed on board 
the frigate Gunon, and ordered to Bermu- 
da. Upon reaching Bermuda, jro were 
consigned to a loathsome old prison ship 
moored in the road^ upon the south of St 
Cteorge's, where, however, we were con- 
fided but about two weeks, when all ex- 
cept the privafeertmen were i&dtt^ged with 
a parole on shore at Hamilton. 

** Our company consisted of fifteen, ahd 
as we were sitting upon our sacks on the 
landing, waiting the return of Capt. For- 
syth and Oapt. Staer, whom we had sent 
in search of lodgings, a tall, spiire old 
nxfin, of sallow complexion and venerable 
look Clime slowly down ; and accoslSng us 
in the mort frieiidly manner said : « Well, 



my boys, you have secured a parole on 
shore I suppose ; but where do you expect 
to take up your quarters ?* 

" * We have sent two of our company,* 
we replied, *to procure us a place.* At 
this, Father Teuso, (for such we always 
called him,) pointing his cane up to a 
moderate sized storehouse which stood at 
a short distance from the dock, said: 
< There, my lads, is a building which you 
may occupy without cost as long as you 
remain here.' 

" With gratitude we accepted this un- 
looked for hospitality. But this good old 
man deserves honorable mention; and 
why he so kindly entertained us will be 
explained in his own words which are 
these : * I am now an old man, and of ne- 
cessity an Englishman, but I am so only 
outwardly;' and then laying his right 
hand upon his breast continued, * I am an 
American Aere.* The old gentleman had 
formerly lived in South Carolina, where 
as a planter he had accumulated a large 
property; for his health he was now in 
Bermuda. 

" Our stay upoii the island was passed 
with varied interest. The island itself, 
is beautiful and rich. It enjoys almo.^t 
perpetual Spring and is clothed with con- 
stant verdure. As our parole confined us 
within the circuit of a mile, we were able 
to enjoy only a part of its picturesque and 
animating scenery. 

*\ We cannot forget the splendid appear- 
ance of the English troops, which were 
landed here to recruit preparatory to the 
memorable attack on Craney Island, 
which took plaoe this season under order 
of Admiral Cockbum. In their marches 
for exercise and drill, the regiments were 
allrays preceded by thdbr tall, athletic, gi- 
ant like pioneers. In their evolutions 
they exemplified the harmony of their 
rich martial music, and moved with the 
awful dignity of a steeled and brazen for- 
est. 

** Returning to our lodg^gs on the 15th 
of Juni^ we found posted on our door a 
notice from the American agent for pris- 
oners-of-war, that we were registered to 
be exchanged for his majesty's prisoners 
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at New York. Nine days elapsed be- 
fore our departure. Previous to this, as 
our rations were small, we had been 
accustomed to do some work ; but now all 
work fh>m John Bull came to an emphat- 
ic pause. We could not labor even for a 
crown, while in yiew of our republican 
homes. 

<* Father Teuso, when he learned that 
we were to be released, came down and 
requested that the cooper, Mr. Sanford 
might make fbr him a strong ten gallon 
keg. For the good old man we would do 
anything, and of course we made for him 
an excellent, iron-bound keg. But to our 
joyful surprise, on the morning of our de- 
parture, down came the patriotic old man 
attended by his negroes bearing the self- 
same keg. Approaching us, with a be- 
nignant smile playing upon his time-worn 
and futherly fkce, he said; 'Here, my 
good boys, is ten gallons of the pure West 
India, which I am glad to give you for 
your happy cheer on the Fourth of July, 
when, doubtless, you will be on your home- 
ward passage.' After alluding to his 
three sons who were at this time at sea, 
and requesting us, should we ever meet 
them in circumstances of want, to extend 
to them the like generous hospitality 
which he had so gladly bestowed upon us, 
and wishing us all possible happiness and 
prosperity, he concluded by saying as he 
pointed to a small eminence — * It is not 
possible that you will ever see mfi again. 
But should you ever visit the Island you 
will find my stone coffin in yonder church- 
yard, beneath that waving evergreen.' 
He then took leave of us in a manner so 
fatherly and affectionate that not one of 
our company could refcdn from tears.

With feelingi of deep and painful re- 
gret we advert to the recent sad develop- 
ments so essentially affecting the charac- 
ter of one who has heretofore been regard- 
ed as an enterprising and respectable citi- 
zen. The sad truth that Daniel 8. Keeney 
has been dealing in forged paper, and ac- 
cessory, at least, in the forgeries that have 
been made known to the public. The ex- 
act amount of the paper, or the full ex- 
tent of the forgeries are not yet ki.own, 
but we are inclined to think, are consider- 
able less than public rumor would indicate. 
Enough, however, is known to destroy the 
reputation of the party implicated, to 
shroud with gloom his future prospects, 
and to bring sorrow and wretchedness up- 
on his deeply afflicted family, and highly 
respectable friends and family connections.

How true it is that 
" he that hasteth to be rich" beyond his 
means and fkcilities, and by violating the 
strict laws of honest integrity *< shall 
pierce himself through with many sor- 
rows." How fearful also is the first de- 
parture from moral rectitude. There is 
not a doubt but that Mr. K. began this 
sad business without a criminal inUni, 
When the first temptation to commit the 
crime presented itself to his mind, he un- 
doubtedly intended to make his notes good, 
believing that the partiei whose names 
were forged would never know and 
neves suffer from it, fully intending to 
pay them himself as they matured. Bat 
how much easier is it to enter upon an 
evil course than to extricate one's self 
when once committed. The first forging 
required another to cover that, and a 
third was thus made inevitable, and the 
result without evil intent at the begin- 
ning, will, we fear, prove ruinous to his 
own reputation and deeply afflicting to his 



friends. We cannot but hope that some* 
thing may yet come to light that shall, in 
some degree extenuate the transaction. 
Mr. K. is a young man, was just becoming 
established in a profitable businesi, sctiT^ 
enterprising, and ambitious, in good 
standing in the Church and in the com* 
munity, but, alas ! the last few daji \m 
brought to his lips the cup of bittemenof 
his own mingling, which he is now drink- 
ing to the dregs. What may be ths reil 
losses that the community will sustsis, or 
that indviduals may suffer, we cannot, ai 
yet determine. These may be of eoasd- 
erable magnitude, but they are small ii 
comparison with the entire lois ef bna- 
ness, of credit, of reputation, of friiadi, 
and of happinees. Barely, '< The wsj of 
the transgressor is hard." May thii lei- 
son be a warning to our men of bniinw, 
young men, men of high aspirations, ind 
a commendable ambition to <* rise in the 
world." Nothing bat infiexible hontity 
of purpose, unbending int^^ity of heirt, 
and pure, unsullied virtue, with a Arm 
faith and abiding trust in that arm which 
alone can sustain and give suoceu to oor 
efforts, is a certain safeguard agaiut the 
power of temptation.

TSnSW STEAM OABBIAOB. 
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A new steam carriage has receotlj hw 
invented by Mr. T. B. Gould of New Hi- 
ven, which promises to be an exceedingij 
useful invention. The editor of ths M 
ladium speaks with great confidsncs of iti 
utility and describes it as "anotbsrml^ 
vel of the age." 

Its sixe is six by sixteen feet> snd Id 
weight two and a half tons. Its sogioei 
are small, yet so constructed that the? htte 
a power equal to tan horses, an4 ooiU 
carry with ease on a railroad track it 
least one hundred tons. On a eoausos 
turnpike, this carriage can draw tweotj 
tons with great fiKsility. Its speed bmj hi 
anywhere from six to thirty miles aa boor. 
It is not supposed that it will beiafo to 
drive it upon a common road much £tfter 
than six miles an hour. Its greatsit om 
will be in drawing heavy lo^ads and d<Hng 
heavy work generally, sncb as plowiiig> 
&c., on farms. 

It has four wheels, the two in front 
common carriage wheels, except that thor 
diameter is much greater. Theie wheeb j 
are turned by a small crank, and thos the I 
whole thing is steered. It may be turned j 
completely about in a road of thirty fc^ 
in width. The. back or driving wheeli 
are covered with shoes, between sech of 
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which are small grooyes, bo that the wheels 
can take hold of the road and not slide 
upon soft or icj tracks. 

One of the most important contrivances 
about it, is the condensation and use of 
the steam in such a manner as to require 
no new supply of water, at least for a long 
time, all the steam being ujted again and 
again. This is done by means of radia- 
tors, such as those used for warming hou- 
M8. It appears to work in a perfect man- 
ner, so that the driver with his iOlnger on 
a lever, can move it backwards or for- 
wards to any line that may be drawn on 
the floor. Most if not all the objections 
that can be urged against such a ma- 
chine, have been considered by the inven- 
tor of this one,' and fully answered by 
contrivances that seem to obviate all diffi- 
culties. We trust it may be found equal 
to the high expectations of the inventor. 



THIS FBSSIPQNT'S MSBSAGO, 



This lengthy national document has been 
presented in detail to our readers in the 
columns of our daily cotemporaries, and 
will scarcely be expected in our little "Heb- 
dominal;" notwithstanding, a single glance 
at its contents may not be out of place, even 
in the Repository, 

The President first congratulates the 
country on the present peaceftd and happy 
contrast in the affairs o f Kansas, when com- 
pared with the agitation of the past, alludes 
to the Lecompton Constitution, and thinks 
the same quiet might have been attained 
under that, and strongly recommends here- 
after that no State shall be admitted into 
the Union, unless with a population suffi- 
cient to entitie it to one Representative. 
He congratulates Congress on the settie- 
ment of the Utah afi&ir without the eflu- 
idon of blood, compliments the officers of 
the army there, expresses satisfaction with 
the course of Governor Gumming, and hon- 
orably mentions Col. Kane. He refers to 
the importance of the treaties recently ne- 
gotiated with China and Japan, and thinks 
that the result in the former case Justified 
our neutral policy. 

After referring to the abandonment of the 
right of search by Great BriUin, he passes 
to the Central America question, expresses 
his views on. the subject of the Isthmus 
routes, deeming it highly important that 
they should be left open for the common 
use of all nations ; speaks of Mexico as in 
a condition of civil war, and hopes that the 
efibrts now being made by our Minister to 
obtain Justice in regard to our dahns on 
that government will be successful, and re- 



commends that in cnse this cannot be done, 
the taking possession of a portion of Mexico 
sufficientiy large to indenmiQr us for all 
our claims and grievances against her, 

He further recommends establishing mili- 
tary posts in Sonora and Chihuahua, and 
this should be done in view of the fact that 
Mexico itself is in a state of anarchy and 
imbecility, and, therefore, unable to protect 
their ^wn fh>ntier8. 

In regard to Spain he alludes to the ex- 
isting difflcultieis with that government, and 
says Mr. Preston wUl go out with full pow- 
er to settie them if possible to do so. He 
thinks C uba ought to belong to the United 
States, and recommends that steps betaken 
for its purchase, as all our new territory 
was acquired by honorable negotiation, Cu- 
ba should not be an exception. 

With regard to the Uriff, the President 
reaffirms his former opinions in favor of 
spedflc duties on certain artides, and sub- 
mits the whole tariff question to the con-' 
sideration of Congrebs 

He then calls attention to the Pacific 
Railroad, and refers to the overland matis 
as showing tiie praeticabilHy of the route. 
Among other oljeots, he reiterates his rec- 
ommendation to establish a territorial gov- 
ernment In Arizona. 



CITY ITEMS. 

FxBX. — Early in the evening of Thurs- 
day last, the building of the New London 
Coffee and Spice manu/actory, also occu- 
pied as the Bivet manufactory of Messrs. 
D. S. Keeny & Co., corner of Hunting- 
ton and Washington Streets, took fire and 
was totally c)<tttroyed. Although the fire 
companies were promptly on the ground 
and worked with their usual vigor and 
alacrity the fiames had made so much 
headway, that it was impossible to subdue 
them. Their efforts were however, suc- 
cessful in saving the acyoining buildings 
that were in imminent danger and at 
one time seemed doomed to inevitable 
destruction. The loss of buildings and 
stock burned was about 8,600. Insured 
for $9,000 the cause of the fire is un- 
known.

The November number of the Young 
Mm'9 M€^<mn$t (one of the best maga- 
ainci publisbed by Uie by,) contains under 
tiie head of '^Random Readings^*' the 
iollowing: 

InSchoflcher'i "'J^feof Handd,*' pub- 
lished by Hason Brothers, (New Toric,) 
occurs adTic0 highly appropriate to the 
present day: *^ Handel's Messiah" was to 
bepecfonned, ft>rthe first time, at Dublin, 
in aid of charities. In a notice of this 
conoartin ** Faulkner' $ Journal^" (April, 
1742,) ihe fallowing appears in a post- 
script: — « 

<**N. B. Maay ladies and gentlemen 
who are well-wishers to this noble and 
grand charity, for which the oratorio was 
composed, request as a favor that the la- 
dies who honbr this performance with their 
presence, would be pleased to come icith- 
out hoops, as it would greatly increase the 
charity by making room for more compa- 

"At every subsequent performance ' of 
Handel's oratorios, the advertisements be- 
sought ladies to come without their hoops. 
This flEkshion seemed even to cotemporaries 
to bo as troublesome as it was rediculous. 
In ^Faulkner's Journal,* (1744,) the. com- 
mittee of the Charitable Musical Society, 
in announcing the < Messiah,' again en- 
treats the ladies ^to lay aside their hoops 
for one evening, however ornamental; the 
hcUl will hold an hundred persons Tnore 
witJifuU ease.* 

"When the festival at Westminister 
(1790) took place, the managei^ent, among 
other r^ulations, announced : * No ladies 
will be admitted with hats, and they are 
pifriicularly requested to come withoui/eaih" 
crSf and very small Stoops, if any.' " 

But while many in those olden times 
thought ill of the hoop, not a few were 
loud in its praise. Thompson, in his juve- 



nile gU/^ penoed Um followii^ e:|[trava- 
gaat lin«s: 
**ODe tUng I mind— a spvsading hoop she wovst 
Than nothing which adorns a ]a4y more: 
With equal rage oonld I its beanties sing—

Leigh Sunt goes into ecstacies while

The ancient family of Wolcott, in Con- 
necticut, was remarkable for clear-head- 
edness, infiexible integrity, pungent wit 
and Christian principle^ The following 
acts relate to the Hon. Roger Wolcott, 
who was afterwards Governor. They 
were taken fi*om the ** New Monthly Mag- 
anne .•" 

<* Expressing my surfndse one day to 
Wolcott, that his satirioal disposition had 
not got him into more scrapes, he told me 
that he never was in but one that seriously 
alarms him* It was t^ith the late Gen. 
M'Cormick. " We had passed the previ- 
ous forenoon together,' said Wolcott, 
' when something I said more severe than 
I ought to the general, roused his anger. 
He retorted. I was more barcastlc than 
before He went away, and sent me a 
challenge for the next morning. Six 
o'clock was the hour fixed upon; the 
ground to be the green at Truro, which 



at that time was sufllciently rekirei— 
There were no seconds. The window of 
my room^ however commanded the grMS.. 
I had scarcely got out of bed to drai for 
the appointment, when pulling aside the 
curtains, I saw the general walking up 
ai^d down on the side next the river, blf 
an hour before the time. The son wit 
just rising cloudily, the morning Utterlj 
cold; which, with the sight of the gas- 
ral's pistol and his attendance on tlie 
ground before the hour appointed, wen 
by no means calculated to strengthen my 
nerves. I dressed, and while doiog to 
made up my mind that it was great ol.y 
for two old friends to pop away st each 
other's lives. My resolution was speedily 
taken. I rang^for my servant girl : 

".'Molly, light the fire insUntly; mske 
some good toast ; let the breakfast be got, 
in a minute, for two.* 

" < Yes, sir.' 

" My watch was within a minute of the 
time. Pbtol in hand I went out the hsek 
way from my house, which opened on the 
green. I crossed like a lion, and went np 
to M'Cormick. He looked firm, hut did 
not speak. I did. 

•* *Good morning t'ye general.' 

** The general bowed- 

"' This is too cold a morning for fight- 
ing.' 

" * There is but one alternative,' ssid the 
general, distinctly, 

" *It is what you soldiers call an apolo- 
gy. I would rather make vwenty when 
I was so much in the wrong as I was jei- 
terday ; but I will only make it on one 
condition.' 

*• * I cannot talk of conditions' sir,' said 
the general. 

«* ' Why, then, I consider the condition 
assented to. It is, that you will come in 
and take a good breakfast with me, now 
ready on the table. I am exceedingly 
sorry if I hurt your feelings yeiterdsy, 
for I meant not to do it' 
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** We shook has da like old friends, and 
soon forgot our difference over tea and 
toan : Imt did not like the pistok and that 
cold moraitigv notwithstanding. I he- 
liov8 many duels might end harmlessly, 
could the comhi^tants comnMMid the field 
as I did, and on such a hitter cold morn- 
ing too."

YXOXTABLS IRRITABILITT. 



In addition to the <» dinaiy Aukettons of 
TAgetahU life which are performed alike 
by plants of the same genus, such as the 
phenomena of aisimilation, circulation, 
secretion, excretion, nutrition, Sdc, there 
are oertatn Amotions which cannot be re- 
duced to regnlar laws, and which Pbysi- 
ologiats find it very difficult to account for. 
Among the most remarkable ot ^ese may 
be mentioned the occasional irritability of 
plants, their colors, taste, and fragrance 

These phcnomefia have long engaged 
the attention of soienttfc men, conse- 
quently various theories have ft'om time to 
time been published, most of which, hew* 
ever, upon further observation and exper- 
imenty have proved so very unsatisfactory 
as to be altogether unreliable. The irrita- 
bility of animals depends entirely on their 
nervous system, but as plants have no 
nervous system, their irritability is more 
difficult to be accounted for. Dr. Dar- 
win asserted that plants were only an in* 
ferior kind of animals, and that they, or 
at least some of them, hjive a brain, and a 
stomach, and are endowed with the lower 
senses. According to this fanciful doe- 
trine, the pith of the plant was made the 
scat of sensation, and was considered anal- 
agous to the spinal marrow of animaK 
The Doctor, however^ had no followers^ as 
his Bypothesis presented too ma^y diftcul- 
ties to be even partially believed. 

The principal phenomena of vegetable 
irritability, may be divided into three 
kinds; those caused by atmospheric in** 
fiueaco, those depending upon the touch 
of other bodies, and those which appear 
to be perfectly spontaneous. Atmospheric 
influence occasions the closing of the Leaves 
over the extreme point of the young shool 
at night, as may be observed in many 
common plants. The folding of some 
flowers in the absence of 'the sun, and tJ^e 
opening of others ivftor sunset we ascr^ba 
to a similar cause. The Portulacca closes 



its flowers about four o'clock in the after- 
noon, while the Evening Primrose (Ano- 
thera Macroearpaf) begins to unfold its 
large yellow petals as soon as the sun is 
fairly below the western horizon, and the 
Night Blooming Cereus only expands its 
OMignifloent blossoms at night. Some 
flowers are so regular in their hours of 
opening and shutting, that IJnnsBus form- 
ed what is called the Floral time-piece, iq 
which each hour was rq)refieDted by the 
flower which opened at that particular 
time. Solar light is evidonUy the princi- 
pal agent in the production of this phe- 
nomena, b«t in some cases flowers have 
been made to open by artificial light— 
Decandolle found some blossoms expand 
beneath a lamp nearJy as well as bonaath 
tho sun itself; and tho Oecns flowor 
which closes at nfght, has been Imowtt to 
expand as wide as possibls when gisniiy 
exposed to the light and heat of a Are. 
One of the most remarkable circumstan- 
ces respecting the effect of atmosphsric inr 
flueuce is, that the same causes do not af- 
fect all planta, yet no peooliarity of con- 
struction has been discovered th those that 
are so affected, to distinguish them from 
tiiose that are not. B. s. c.

There Is so little knowledge of the hab- 
its of birds and their ways and means of 
gaining a living in the world, that any- 
thing which ftfomises to produce better 
acquaintance with them ought to be gen- 
erally made known. With this design 
we publish below an account of some exr 
periments made by Professor Tread well, of 
Cambridge, which are therefore taken as 
f^thentic, with re^>ect to the amount of 
provisions a robin requires for his susten- 
ance, as related in a communication read 
by him to the Boston Society of Katural 
History. 

After experimenting with two young 
robins one of which died from starvation, 
although fad daily on eight large earths 
worms, tho food for the other was increas- 
ed until it had attained its full growth. 
"After this," says the Professor, <<its 
food was weighed daily, and averaged fif- 
teen dwts. of meat, two or three earth 
worms, and a small quantity of bread each 
day; the whole being equal to eighteen 
dwt. of beef, or thirty-six dwt. of earth- 
worms; and it has continued to eat this 
amount to the present time. The bird 
having continued in its confinement, with

certainly much less exercise than in the 
wild state, to eat one-third of his weight 
in clear flesh daily, he concludes that the 
food it consumed when yonng was not 
much more than must always be provided 
by the parents of wild birds, inasmuch, 
as the food was never passed undigested. 

He thought that every admirer of trees 
may derive from these facts a lesson, show- 
ing the immense power of birds to destroy 
the insects by which our trees, especially 
our apples, elms, and lindens, are every 
few years stripped of their foliage, and of- 
ten many of them killed. The food of 
the' robin, while with us, consisti princi- 
pally of earth worms, various insects, their 
larvse and eggs, and a few cherries; of 
worms and cherries they can procure but 
few, and these during but a short period^ 
and they are obliged therefore to subsist 
principally on thegreat destroyers of leaves, 
canker worms, and some other kinds of 
catterpillars aud bugs. If each r^bin^ 
old or young, reqmres fbr Its support an 
amount of these equal to tho weight con 
sumed by his bird, it is easy to sea what a 
prodigious havoc a few hundreds of these 
must make upon the insects of an orchard 
or park. " Is it not, then to our advant- 
age," he asks, *'to purchase the service of 
the robins at the price of a few cherries V* 
There has lately been some improvement 
in preserving our birds, and with a little 
more protection, he thinks that such an in- 
crease of them might be obtained, as would 
save us from all the labor required fo? the 
appliances of tar, oil, zinc plates, and all 
other methods by which we seek, with 
very imperfect success,, to destroy our mis- 
chievous insects." 

What has been remarked of the voraci- 
ty of the robin, is probably true jvith re- 
spect to other birds. Men have but re- 
cently come to the knowledge that they 
are the most effectual protectors they can 
have of their fruits and crops ; but nobpdy 
till now has been aware of the full extent 
of the obligations they are under to a few 
birds in consequence of their being such 
enormous eaters. If their board cost 
them anything they never could be able to 
stand it. But it does not, only now and 
then a life or two among them, taken by 
some rascal or vagrbond, who should b^ 
their true benefactors, for they are busy 
in the service of man.

'* On the 24th, having obtained our pa- 
roles, we were taken on board tho cartel- 
ship called the Magnet, commanded by an 
old Englishman named John Goverdale. 
The cartel contained about 400 prisoners, 
moet of whom were taken directly from 
the gloomy old prison-ship. 

" With our white flag floating, and all 
sail set, under a favoring breeze, and with 
buoyant hopes of again treading the thresh- 
olds of cor anti-British homes, we left 
Bermuda sinking in the distance. We 
were a moUey company, and our passage 
was checkered with some developments of 



human nature possessing mirthful interest, 
and some of a more dark and melancholy 
character, as might naturally be expected 
from the peculiar education of the priva- 
teersman. 

*' During the most of the passage noth- 
ing of particular moment occurred. But 
early on the 4th of July, (which was Sun- 
day of the week for this year,) as we 
nearedthe Jersey shore, with a fresh, wes- 
terly wind, we discovered far away to the 
leeward, the squadron of Commodore Ho- 
tham. The commodore's ship displaced 
a signal which was Answered by the Mag- 
net. But evidently Capt. Goverdale did 
not comprehend the commodore's design, 
whicb was that we should rtm down to re- 
ceive his orders. The seventy-four made 
repeated signals ; but as they were, not un- 
derstood we kept on our way to the Hook. 
The commodore now dispatched his ten- 
der, a small sloop named the Enterprise, 
formerly a pilot boat from New York, . 
which he had captured. She mounted a 
swivel and numbered about fifteen men. 
To our surpslse she seemed to be in pursuit 
of us, and would occasionally discharge 
her swivel. 

" By this time we were near the High- 
lands ; and the Smack Yankee, from Con- 
necticut Biver, now acting as pilot boat,) 
which had been waiting for an emergency 
like the present, came out around the Hook 
and running down under our lee left us a 
pilot, and then hauled up under the land 
to watch the issue of the plot which she 
had projected. As soon as the pilot came 
on deck he spoke to Capt C, and told 
him that the commodore wished to speak 
him, and that it would be advisable to 
lay to till the tender should come np and 
do her errand. Accordingly the Magnet 
was brought to. 

«*The prisoners now began to manifest 
great uneasiness ; they had not been pleiu- 
ed with the actions of ihe Enterprise, es- 
pecially with the noise of her swivel ; and 
they were very far from relishing the no- 
tion of paying a visit to Commodore Ho- 
tham, lest he should order us to some other 
port, which hedoubtless would have done; 
for New York at this i,im» was not the 
proper place of exchange. Their uneasi- 



ness soon took a decided form. Hard 
looks and hard words were soon followed 
by hard measures. All was tunjult and 
confiision. The prisoners forward rose 
and took possession of that paft of the 
ship. "With loud threats and awful oaths 
they next rushed aft and completed the 
victory by thrusting the helmsman down 
under the bulwarks. In a moment all 
our canvass was brought to the wind, and 
we were again on our way for the harbor. 
This, however was a small affair to what 
followed. 

"At this unexpected movement, the pi- 
lot sprang upon the capstan and tried to 
quell the insurrection. At first his efforts 
were fruitless; but at length securing a 
de^ee of attention, he informed that all 
was working for our especial benefit. Ho 
told us that his object was to recapture the 
Enterprise^ and that for this pmrpoae there 
were fjwty well armed men concealed on 
board the Yankee : and that under the boat 
which we saw stowed forward on board 
the Yankee was a well mounted gun to 
aid in the seizure. He then requested, 
that, in order the better to deceive and en- 
trap the tender, the Magnet might be 
again brought to, which was accordingly 
done. 

" In a short time the tender was on our 
windward bow. The Yankee now filled 
away and running past us hauled up be- 
tween us and the Enterprise. As she 
passed us the pilot spoke her in these 
words: « Go and see what that fellow 
wants of you.' 

"On board the Magnet, the anxiety of 
every man was on tip-toe. Every prison- 
er was eagerly scrambling for a position 
firom which he might witness the expected 
collision. The rail, the bowspit and rig- 
ging were lined and crowded with anx- 
ious spectators. Scarcely had we secured 
our commanding positions, when the ten- 
der was now within musk^ shot qt the 
Yankee, hauled up into the wind ; doubt- 
less suspecting her very singular move- 
ments, and plainly seeing that there was 
dangerous insubordination on board the 
Magnet. 
" The crisis had now come. In a mo- 
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ment th« forty armed men who bad pjro- 
Tiously lain concealed below, stood in or- 
derly array and Arm on deck ; and at an 
initant*8 signal tbey poured a tremwidoui 
discharge of balls oh the deck of the ten- 
der. The volley did awful execution. 
As the smoke rolled off and revealed the 
tender, no human form was to be seen, 
and no indication of human life except 
the dark stream of human blood which 
we plainly saw running profusely from 
the scuppers. Inspired by this successful 
and timely victory, the prisoners on board 
the Magnet simultaneously with the hero- 
ic band which manned the Yankee, waved 
their caps and coats, and sent up to the 
clouds, long, loud and exulting scouts of 
patriotic joy, which, for the time, almost 
hashed the winds of heaven. 

"This was a proud hour for the prison- 
ers—one which ajflaost repaid us ft)r our 
long months of imprisonment. This was 
a deed of noble daring, wbicji not only 
stands as a noble pionument to the praise 
and patriotism of the bold arew of the 
Yankee, but which forcibly exhibits the 
characteristics of Yankee ingenuity, bold- 
ness, and dispatch.**

As is too often the case, the fluid caught fire 
and she was instantly enveloped in flames ; 
she rushed, screaming into the hall, but the 
occupants of the other rooms, thinking 
there were burglars in the house, in their 
alarm fastened their doors upon her and the 
poor girl ran down into th6 basement be- 
fore any one came to her relief. It was 
then too late, and, although all was done 
that could be, she died in about fifteen min- 
utes. 

In addition to the above, the Boston Her- 
a^states, that a few evenings since a €rer- 
man woman named Helena L. Kumbs was 
burned in the most shocking manner by 
the breaking of a fluid lamp, which broke 
as it struck the floor and the fluid was 
scattered over the woman's clothes. These 
instantly ignited, and before her cries 
alarmed the house, her dress was consumed 
and her body burned in a dreadful Bianner 
from head to foot. 

The same week we learn that two per- 
sons in Portland, He., were burned to 
death from the same cause. We are pain- 
ed to chronicle from time to time these 
sad results from the careless use of this 
highly inflammable burning compound. 
But little danger need be apprehended, if 
the following simple rules, (which we 
have before repeated,) are observed, 
viz. Use strong glass or metaUic lamps. 
Be careful thai the tops are well secured or 
screwed down. Never Jill a Utmp while 
burning or near another light. These pre- 
cautions neglected, the consequence may 
befiatal.

Tlie wonderftil agreement between ^e 
Bible and the fsots af Bclenoeis every year 
beeoming more apparent At the EBiii- 
rttmrj of the Bible Society in London, 
Dr. CNimmIng spoke at follows :

•ay written word of God T Once it was 



said that it did ; but "what ai^ the last re- 
sults ? That the progreesive science of the 
nineteenth century and the etatements in 
that blessed book show that ti^e ecienoe 
and true religion have a common origin — 
the boeom of God. Now, mark, your Bi- 
ble was not written to teach scienoe, but 
it to the only book that will stand the teat 
of science. The Yeda, the fittiaster, and 
the Koran cannot stand the test, but the 
'Bible can, and where it aeems tousbeaet 
with difficulty and mystery, those passages 
by modern investigation shine with a bril 
luknt light. Let me mention to you one 
or two proofr of thto. First of all, the 
Bible never hints at a system of science. 
If it had been written by mere human 
writers, they might have indicated here 
and there something like a aystem of sct- 
, It speaks of flowers and trees, from 
^e hysop on the wall to the cedar of Leb- 
anon, but there it not a hint of a aystem 
of botany. It speaks of the stars and sun 
and moon, but not a hint of a system «f 
astronomy. So that no investigator or 
proiiBSSor of science can assert that he to in 
the least degree assisted or impeded in his 
system of science, by the Bible ; so that it 
seems to me, the silence of the Bible to as 
impressive as its eloquence, just as on the 
dial the shadow and the sunshine are alike 
instructiveas to the hour of theday. Then 
take the word <« Armament." which you 
And in Genesis. In the Greek it is trans- 
lated by a word signifying a concave with 
a vast solid mass. TransUttors translated 
it according to their knowledge ; but when 
you go ba(^ to the original word, you And 
that it means a space without limit, So, 
that, you see, Hoses was far in advance of 
thoee who translated him; for the aoiual 
truth is disclosed hy modern science. — 
Take another instance : Job speaks of him- 
self as standing upon the circle of the 
earth ; and Isaiah spei^ of the cirde ^of 
the sea. NoWj yon know that the rotun- 
dity of the earth was regarded for some 
years as a heresy by the church of Borne; 
but no one believes now that it U a flat 
surfsce, except, perhi^ Arohbtohop Oul- 
;en. Take one thought more; *' who can 
sway the influence of the Pleiades."— 
Hany have wondered what was the influ- 
ence of the Pleiades. Science, however, 
telU us that the stars, the sun and the 
moon, and the earth, and their leading sat- 
ellites, constitute one group which revolves 
around a central sun, and that central sun 
to one of the Pleuides. Here then, we 
see that while the Bible does not teach 
science, when it does reto to solence^ it is 
always correct

The irritable movements of these plants 
when subjected to any kind of external 
contact with other bodies are indeed re- 
markable. The sensitive plant (Mimosa 
Sensitiva) for inbtance* shrinks from the 
slightest touoh of the finger, or puff of 
wind, and its movemeots are nol confined 
to the leaflets and leaves, bat are commu- 
nicated to every part of the plant, except 
the main stem. Every one is aware of 
the elastic nature of the ripe seed vessels 
of the common Touch-me-not,* (Impate- 
nusNoli Metangere.) and how they scatter 
their contents in every direction when 
touched. The reservoirs which contain 
the milky juice of the Wild Lettucef are 
so remarkably irritable, that the gentlest 
touch is sufficient to cause it to be ejected 
from them with considerable force. — 
When this plant is about to flower, if an 
insect happens to crawl over the surface 
of the stalk, anywhere near its summit, a 
jet of yiflcous milk is propelled, wtich, if 
it should strike the intruder, would glue it 
to the spot. In the same manner the fruit 
of the Sqatrting Cueumber throws out iU 
seeds and the moiit pulp in which they are 
contMned, With great violence, and to a 
considerable disUncd. The Stamens of 
the commoii Barberry, (Berberii Vulga- 
ris) when touched with a pin or pointed 
stick, will spring jfbrward and appear to 
make a bow to the stigma, after which they 
Teturn to their proper position, while the 
<iolamn of thO'Slylediutt, which contains 
the style and stamens, and ^Irhith hangs

on one side of the flower, when touched, 
springs with a jerk to the other side. 

But the most remarkable instance of irri- 
tability by contact is that exhibited by a 
small American plant called the Venus' 
Fly-trap, (DionsaMucipula) found wild in 
Virginia and the Carolinas. This plant is 
nearly allied to — and the flowers very 
much resemble those of the common 6un 
Dew.* Their only peculiarity is, that 
when about to decay, the petals roll up 
cloeely instead of withering and falling 
off, as in other flowers. But the leaves 
are very curiously constructed. They 
have broad and leaf-like petioles, (foot- 
stalks) at the extremity of which there are 
two fleshy lobes, which form the real leaf, 
and, which are ^rnisbed with strong, 
sharp spines, three on the blade of each 
lobe, and a fringe of longer spines around 
the margin of each lobe; when an insect 
touches the centre, the lobes immediately 
olose, when he is made a dose prisoner 
either by the cental spines, or by the firin- 
ges round the margins, and in either case 
he never escapes, for the lobes remain 
cl. sed and the fringes firmly interlaced 
and locked together, as long as the smallest 
particle of moisture remains, and until 
the body of the insect has completely wast- 
ed away. Experiments have been tried 
upon this plant with small pieces of raw 
meat dropped between the lobes, when they 
have been found to close^ and remain 
closed until the meat was cbnsumod. Just 
the same as if an insect had been the 
cause of irritation. This apparatus Is 
probably the nearest approach to a stom- 
ach yet fbund in plants. 

The Side Saddle Flower, or American 
Pitcher Plant,! (Saracena Purpurea) the 
leaves of which have a pitcher shaped pe- 
tiole, also, decomposed flies and other in- 
sects caught in the pitcher-^a peculiarity 
which seems to belong to all plants having 
pitcher shaped leaves. It is quite com- 
mon for many of the pitchers ot the Side

Some years ago, a gentleman visiting a 
farmer in Tolland, Oonn., took from his 
pocket a small potato which somehow had 
got in there at home. It was thrown out 
with a smile, and the farmer took it in 
his hand to look at it, a curious little boy 
of twelve, standing at his elbow, asked 
him what it was. Oh, said he, nothing 
but a potato, my boy ; take, and plant it, 
and you shall have all you can raise from 
it tUl you are of age. The lad took it, 
and the farmer thought no more of it at 
the time. The boy, however, not despis- 
ing small potatoes, carefully divided it in- 
to as many pieces as he could And eyes, 
and put them into the ground. The pro- 
duct was carefully put aside in the fall, 
and planted in the spring, and so on till 
the fourth year, when, the yield being 
good, the actual product was four hun- 
dred . bushels 1 The farmer seeing the 
prospect that the potato fleld would, by 
anoUier year cover his whole farm, asked 
to be released from his promise. — Oenesee 
Farmer,

tle Pear is peculiar for its richness and fla- 
vor, being unrivalled by any American or 
foreign variety that has been ever yet pro- 
duced.

He 
recomniends leaving a part of the apple 
branches '<to give it size and flavor." 
The original tree of this kind is still stand- 
ing in a meadow near the mouth ot the 
Schuylkill, about three and a half miles 
from the city of Philadelphia, on land 
formerly owned by the late Stehen Olrard. 
The tree is about thirty feet in height, and 
the trunk, which shows evident signs of 
decay, is nearly two feet in diameter.

Christmas day is universally observed 
throughout the the christian world in 
eommemoration of the nativity .of our 
Savior. It has been denominated Ghrist- 
mois from the appellative Christ having 
been added to the name of Jesus, to ex- 
press that he was Hesdiah, or the AnoiniecL 
It was first ob^rved.as a festival, A. D. 
98. It is said by some writers to have 
been^fljgt or^erei^ to be observed as a sol- 
emn feast, /ind diviqo service to be per- 
formed on the 26th of Pecember, by Pope 
Telesphorus, about A. D. 187; while oth- 
ers state that it was not until the fourth 
century that this date, "in the absence 
of any information as to the exact day 
of the birth of our Savior," was Hxed 
upon commemorative of that gloriouf 
event The Holly and the Misletoe in 
England, and the various evergreens gen- 
erally used on t^is festival, are the re- 
mains of the religious observances of the 
ancient Druids, followed by the Romans 
in their observance of the feast day of 
Sol. By universal consent the christian 
world now ^nite in the observance of this 
deeply and solemnly interesting event. 

Although it would be impossible to prove 
tl^at this or any other particular day of 
t)ie ye>j|r, was that on which the lowly 
Babe of Bethlehem became the tenant of a 
manger, or that on the morning of the 
25th of December, nearly nineteen hun- 
dred years ago, the s^ng of angels was 
heard on the the fertile plains of Judea, 
proclaiming peace and good will to man. 
But the fact that our calender designates 
this as the anniveraary of an event that 
** filled even angel throngs with rapture," 
should turn our thoughts to that same 
joyful event, — the same heavenly theme. 
The editor of the Norwich Bulletin beau- 
tifully remarks: 

"Since the day whose morn was lighted 
by the Star of Bethlehem, how many 
thousands of the gentle ones of earth have 
been guided heavenward by its glory.— 
Since the agonizing hours in which the 
Author and Finisher of the JPaith, ** trod 
the wine press alone," how great the army 
of martyrs that have followed him through 
torture to the tomb. Down through the 
"corridors sublime" of the eighteen cen- 
turies that have elapsed since the cross and 
tomb, and broken sepulture consumated 
the werld*s redemption, may be heard the 
sandalled foot-fiall of the early saints, the 
iron tread of the Crusaders, the solemn 
step of martyrs, the slow march of religious 
freedom, the firm step of progreu quicken-

Henry 
Ward Beecher gave the first lecture he- 
fore the Lyceum in Howard HalL More 
than two thousand tickets were sold for 
that ereniog, ani large numhers were un- 
able to gain admission. The second lec- 
ture of this course was giyen hy Bayard 
Taylor, on Northern Europe. Since the 
destruction of Howard Hall, two of our 
largest churches are opened for the 
bendit of the public, and they are regular- 
ly crowded to their utmost capacity, many 
people ttnnding in the aisles during the 
lectures. Last Wednesday evening, Wen- 
dall Phillips gave the third lecture before 
the Lyceum. It was a production wor- 
thy of the high reputation of the speaker. 
Like all his efibrts, it was designed to pro- 
mote the cause of human freedom. It 
was at the same time a biography and an 
argument. It was a vivid portraiture of 
the life and character of Toussaint Lou- 
verture, the celebrated St. Domingo chief, 
and was designed to show the capacity of 
the colored race for noble deods. A par- 
allel, was introduced between Cromwell, 
Napdeon and Washington, on the one 
hand, and this black' chieftain and patriot 
on the other ; and according to Mr. Phil- 
lips the latter surpasses the others in true 
greatness* and nobleness of character. 

The first lecture before the Mechanics 
AttQvaiation wasgiven by the veteran statec* 
man and anti-slavery agitator, Hon. Josh- 
ua B. Giddings of Ohio. Although soon 
to leave the halls of Congress, Mr. Gid- 
dings showed no disposition to forsake the 
principles he has there advocated. He 
spoke with great energy and force, and 
however roiiob one might dislike his poli-

THE PHENOMBHA OP VEOET- 
ATIOE^. 

NTTMBSB THRSS. 

Irritability—Spontaneous Movements of the 
Hedysanum Gyrans— Bfiects of Cold Water 
—Poisonous .Vapor's &o , upoa Vegetation. 
The spontaneous movemeota of plants 
are even moro ^ifiksalt to be accounted 
fbr, ^than tboae occasioned by atmospheric 
influence, and external touch. It is true 
that Uie leaves elongate, the flowers ex- 
pand, the aeed ripens, the anthers burst 
and disperse their pollen *«spontaneou8ly; ** 
but these are movements caused by the 
progressive developements of the plant to 
maturity, and are subjected "to and toe 
resulteof regular laws— the Laws of crea- 
tion, and may be considered analogous to 
the growth and developement of animal 
life, with the proper performance of all 
the functions thereof." The spontaneous 
.movements of plants which arise from 
irriubility are, however very difierent— 
as for example those of the leaves of the 
Hedysanum Gytans. This plant haa been 
an object of much interest and Amusement, 
in European conservatories : it baa com- 
pound leavea, similar lo, though very 
much smaller than tbose of the common 
locueti the termitial leaflet of wMch never 
movea except to fold itself dose down to 
iu own stalk ; but the side leaflets have 
such eccentric movements as to render it 
allmost impossible to explain them, and 
which might appear to a fanciftil mind aa 
though the whole plant were actuated by 
a feeling of caprioe. Generally all the 
leafleU twist and whirl themselves about 
in an extraordinary manner, although the 
air of the house in which they grow be 
perfectly still ; but frequently the leaflets 
on only one side will be affected, and 
sometimes only a single leaflet will move, 
or all will become motionless together, 
and when this is the case it ia in vain to 
attempt to set ibem in motion again by 
touching, though gometimei in a moment 



as if from the pure love of mischief, after 
the touching has ceased, the leaflets will 
begin to move again as rapidly as before. 
In like manner the side leaflets frequent- 
ly continue their movements all night, 
while the terminal leaflet remains quietly 
folded hp, and apparently fast asleep. 
Cold water poured upon this plant stops 
its movements, which however are renew- 
ed, as soon as the water has evaporated. 

"Movements analogous to the Hedysa- 
num and some other Tropical plants have- 
been delected by M. Dntrochet, k 
French B6tanis^' in several common gar- 
den vegetables, under peculiar circumstan- 
ces as the common pea and cucumber, and 
he attributes them to an interior and vital 
excitation, and not the action of light (as 
some think,) which ia opposed to, and if 
vivid, arrests them. 

Plants may be deprived of their irrita- 
bility by nc»glecting to water them when 
they became flaccid and droop; or by 
watering them with a poisonous liquid, 
in which case they lose not only their ir- 
riubility, but frequently their life. Life, 
indeed, appears to be intimately connected 
with irriubility, as the latter quality ex- 
ists only in plants which are in a vigoroua 
sUte of health. The fhnctions of viUlily 
and irriubility may be merely suspended, 
without destroying life, by administering 
to them the same subeUnces—<>piam, ether, 
&o., which produce stupor in animals.

GATHEBING, KEEFIEO. AND

"Wectopy the foUowtngjudicious remarks 
in regvd to keeping and ripening Pears, 
from the Illustrated Annual Register for 
1869. 

Nearly all varieties of Pears should be 
picked several days before fully matured 
in order to secure the best flavor and ap- 
pearance. The utoQost care must be taken 
to avoid braising, for indented spots will 
nearly destroy their sale. The Bartlett 
and some other aorta, if gathered a week 



or more before maturity and kept In a 
dark place, will become marked with a 
fine red cheek, adding much to their at- 
tractive apearance ; while they would on- 
Jy present the common yellow skin if ripe- 
ned in the light Some varieties depend 
almost wholly on the best mode of ripening, 
for perfecting their flavor, without which 
they would be nearly tasteless. This has 
been especially the case with %DinUr peart. 
Some of these, being kept in too warm a 
place hefore the proper period of maturity 
ripen to soon, and mid-winter varities be- 
comes soft by the close of autumn. Others 
are wSthered while yet green, after which 
they never can become excellent. This 
difficulty is partly owing to imperfect de- 
velopement in growth in consequence of 
neglected cultivation. The very best 
treatment must be given to the trees of 
winter varieties. And the fruit room 
must be cool, and neither too dry nor too 
damp* As the period of maturity ap- 
proaches, they are to be placed in a warm- 
er apartment. Great care has been Uken 
by some cultivators to keep their pears in 
drawers or on shelves, in single layers : but 
of late years more success has resulted from 
packing away in tight barrels, as practiced 
for winter apples. They are not then sub- 
jected to changeft effected by currents of 
air nor changes of humidity. The apart- 
ment must, however be kept quite cool. 
In some insUnces they have been very 
succeesful y kept in barrels, surrounded 
with apples. All bad odors should be 
carefully excluded; excellent fruit has 
been ruined by them. Wrapping them 
separately in paper or cotton, is found to 
abstract a portion of the flavor. John 
Gordon a very successful pear-raiser near 
Boston, flnds that woolen cloth, placed be- 
tween the successive layers of the fruit, 
assisU most perfectly in ripening. His 
general skill in the process of maturing, 
together with excellent cultivation, ena- 
bles him to sell Bartletts at ten dollars per 
bushel, while his neighbors, with ordina- 
ry management, received but three.

Many haye been the happy hours, 
the bright realities and the treasured en- 
joyments, that haye shed a halo around 
the departed year — the affinity of kindred 
minds — the reunion of happy hearts — the 
consumation of lofty designs, and tiie ac- 
complishment of heroic purposes. And 
more than all this, the departed year has 
been one of signal proyidences and un- 
counted mercies. Teniporal Cftyors haye 
not been withheld, and spiritual blessings 
haye descended in copious* effhsion. And 
if we look back with regret that we haye 
too imperfectly fulfilled the design of our 
being, and haye suffered another link to 
drog f^<mi the golden chain tha^ connects 
our present with our fUtnre existence with- 
out ouraelyes being drawn that one link 
nearer the bright abode of the blessed, let as 
now so improye the passing moments that 
if spared te look oyer the past at the close 
of this year,' we may by diyine help be 
enabled to rejoice in a brighter prospect 
and a more gloriocs hope.

Mr. Kpitob : Your late notice of the 
death of Madam Ppeiffeb, has recalled 
to mind an interview with that distin- 
guished female cosmopolitan, which the 
writer enjoyed during her visit to this 
country, four years ago. We were steam- 
ing up the Mississppi in one of its floating 
palaces, during the second week in July, 
1864, and were somewhere between Vicks- 
burg and Memphis, when, at the call to 
breakfast, we noticed a new comer lean- 
ing on the arm of the captain, as he ap- 
proached the table. There were not ma- 
ny ladies on board ; and some peculiarity 
in the dress of our now female passenger 
involuntary called attention to her. The 
peculiar defference paid to arranging her 
place, and the direction of all the ladies 
eyes, served also as finger posts to our own. 
To the question, « What lady is that?" 
various were the whispering answers. ''It 
is a Spanish lady," says one, "dont you see, 
how intensely brunette she is?" '«Itisthe 
mother of the Spanish Minister in Wash- 
ington," says another. " No indeed," re- 
marked a third, <'It is a French Creole." 
«Bheia making her twenty-fifth annual 
trip to.St Louis," says a Yankee who ap- 
peared to know, "i alwa3ni meet her." 
Of course we took no audible part in these 
oonjeotnres, but learned that during the 
night we had received on board Madam 
IdaPvshtes, whose landing at New Or- 
leans had been chronicled a short time pre- 
vious. She had, it seems, oome up the riv- 
er .as far as Napoleon <m a previous boat, 
and had penetrated into the interior to 
view the mysteries of the Bowie-Knife 
state as shehadthoee of Ethiopia and Pat- 



agonia. The New Orleans papers had 
given her notoriety, by describing some 
of her perils in her two voyages round the 
world, and our puriosity was up. But she 
needed no heralds to make her famous- 
She had achieved her fame not only by 
visiting most of the nations of the world, 
but she had penetrated where the foot of 
man dared not tread. We found it not 
difi^ult to procure an introduction, and 
felt not only highly honored but highly 
entertained by her conversation. She 
seemed to court a degree of inqubitiveness 
which most persons repel ; or at least 
she had a most ^aceful way of tolerating 
it. She appeared rather below medium 
height, slightly and delicately formed, too 
frail for the heroig adventures in which 
she had been engaged. There was a slight 
stoop in her gait, which however did not 
seem to arise from age. Her complexion 
was very ^ai'lu which was partly account- 
ed for, by her recent travels ;in South 
America, Mexico, California and Central 
Amerioa, whete she had seen all, even the 
gamMing helk of San Francisco, which 
she said excelled in the refinement of 
temptation any thing she bad seen on 
earth. We told her we feared her im- 
pression of our country would be unfavor- 
able, as she first came in (ionteet with us 
in that new and <^orrupt region. She said 
she did not go there to see a sample of 
America but to witness the effect Upon so- 
ciety of such a mixed population drawn 
together from all lands, from the most sor- 
did motives. She was pleased with this 
eountry so far as (he had seen it, and was 
delighted with the Mississippi. Upon 
learning where the writer's home was, and 
what had been the cause of our absence, 
she says : '* N«w England is the Switzer- 
land of America, The Normal schools of 
its Cantons furnish teachers of youth for 
private families and public institutions in 
evrey part of Europe. Then again Swit- 
zerland is a mountainous country, and the 
pastoral, independent life of the myriads 
of its landed propietors, render it the seat 
cf peace, industry, and pleuty. Is it not 
so in New England ?" " Yes," we said, 
« and we consider it rather a compliment 
to be compared with Switzerland, since 
that is the only successful Kepnblic of 
Europe, and one that has furnished some 
hints in founding our own." "True," she 
replied, **and Switzerland has her Will- 
iam: Tell, as you had your Washinqton. 
Did you know too that our own imperial 
House of Hapsbnrg, had its origin in that 
same Switzerland ?" We gently sugges- 1 
ted that its power was happily t^minated J 



by that same William Tell, and ventured, 
to regret that Ko<5VTH had not beta 
equally fortunate more recently in Hunga- 
ry. '*Tou dont know," she exclaimed, 
<' the ambition of that proud Magyar. 
He wished to make himself King, and 
cared not for the peasantry or the Germans 
of that country. I know the Magyar, 
They oonsti tote the aristocracy ofHonga- 
ry and oara for nothing bni their ova 
hereditary rights and privikgeiy Psr 
more than three ceoturies they have gi vca 
Austria mqch trouble. When tb» imperi- 
al gOTtmraant wished to fiivor amd te 
raise the condition of the people of Hm* 
gary, these Magyars always opposed aay 
thing that did not tfkTot the aristocrat, at 
the expense of the common people. 

We told her- this was rather a new view 
ot the case. America sympathizes with ev- 
ery people struggling for liberty and la- 
dependence. "Well," she inserts* ''jon 
may put ^our sympathies on the side of 
Ans^a so te as popular liberty is ^ooeer- 
ned." Independenoe without libartyiss 
poor thing. Do you side with tlia Boi- 
siaa nobles against the serfr, or wiibHkh- 
olas, wha is trying to humble his arislM- 
raey and raise his pec^e ? We said ov 
syMpstbies ware with the Cssr. *<nier%" 
she ^wnspfaaatly rcjowed, ''you will lesra 
after a while to think well of the po si t isn 
of the Austrian Gk>vemment, which de- 
sires to raise the peasantry of Hungary, 
but in doing so unhappily comes into col- 
lision with the Magyars. Yes, you will 
see that the defeat of Kossuth was a bles- 
sing to Hungary. Kossuth is not such a 
man as Washington. He aspires to em- 
pire." We bowed assent though not con- 
vinced. The fla^ of her penetrating eye, 
which at first appeared as mild as any May 
morning, decided the controversy, and we 
changed the theme. In one of her sallies 
we reccollect she compared the condition 
of the peasants \oi Hungary under the 
Magyar nobles, to that of our own South- 
ern Slaves. 

She spoke patriotically of her Austrian 
hom^ in the suburbs of Vienna, and with 
pride of her sons who are merchants or 
bankers in that city. There was a charm 
about h,er smile which showed me the 
most perfect set of teeth that erer graced 
the mouth of anybody, and led me to for- 
get her Viennefa gown and head dri«. 
The. recollectien of thiafnter^iaw has eirer 
been most pleasant, aad was of cottna- re- 
vived afresh, by the the death of that dia- 
tinguishid lady^ We truat no otho apol- 
ogy is neoooasacy forthis randan skaldi.

In tbe dark Aadows of Fiiher't Inland, 
g^om J, tullen and grim, lay like huge 
montten upon the wsters, the Britiah fleet, 
ft rg^Q nvistreM of ihe Mm." 

The broAd red eroM of St George float- 
ed from their mast-headm prockdming 
them enemlee of oar coantry. liong had 
they tbuB lain^in tiie taglerioai inactivity 
of » blockading sqtiadron, onuhing, it is 
true, the little comtneroe between the sea^ 
port towns of Connecticut, and the cities 
of New York and Boston, but in reality 
putting themseWes to far more trouble 
and incontenienoe than their enemies. 

The ooffimander of the British squadron, 
Sir Thomas M, Hardy, as loyal and brave 
a man as ever trod the quarter-dcok of an 
Bnglith seventy-four, grew heartily tired 
of this monotonous life, and wished some 
cursed Tankee Privateer or Commodore 
would make an attempt to ran the block- 
ade. 

While he Wte thus thinking, a party of 
Yankees on shore, wearied and exasperated 
by the continual and pcitty annoy«noos of 
the English fleet, were laying a plan to de- 
coy a part of them ashore. 

''Oapt. Sim Haley," as true, beloved and 



patriotic a Yankee as ever played a trick 
on an unwary fioe, accordingly loaded a 
large boat with a lot of old boxes filled 
with some worthless artidet, and manning 
it with a few trusty comrades, pulled 
down the river Mystic into the Sound, as 
if determined to give the British squadron 
the slip and run their goods to New York. 
Com. Hardy teeing the boat, instantly 
gave orders to Hidshipman Chambers to 
man the barge and capture the Yankee 
Bebels. His orders were promptly and 
cheerfully obeyed, for his men were glad 
of an opportunity to have^ a brush with 
the Americans. 

Capt Sim and his men pretending not 
to see the movements of the enemy held 
steadily on their course, laughing to them- 
selves meanwhile that the bait which 
they had thrown out was so easily swal- 
lowed. The British, excited by the hope 
of a prize, pulled vigorously at the oarsi 
and the barge gained rapidly on Capt. 
Sim's boat. Suddenly the Americans 
seemed for the first time to become aware 
of the approach of an enemy. With loud 
cries they bent to their oars, but so thor- 
oughly frightened did they seem, that there 
was no sort of time kept by the rowers, 
the effect of which was to retard rather 
than add to the progress of the boat — 
They however managed to get the boat 
beaded towards the mouth of the Mystic. 
The British were hard on their heels and 
gained rapidly on them. The Americans 
had gradually recovered from their fright, 
and were now lustily at work. The dis- 
tance between the boats was now kept 
about the same, each party rowing at the 
top of its strength. 

At length the daring Capt Sim ordered 
his boat up to a certain point on the west 
side of the river, about one mile from 
the Sound, where it had been arranged 
that ho should land; disembarking, the 
boat's crew ran over the bank. The Brit- 
ish by this time had also effected a landing, 
and no sooner grated the sandy shore, 
than they encountered a sudden and a 
most unexpected fire from a yolunteer 
company from Mystic and vicinity, com- 
posed of Captains Anson, Avery, Haley, 
Crary, Denison, and Lieuts. Wheeler 



Palmer, Hyde, and Williams, with thirty 
others secreted behind the bank for that 
purpose. The British, startled and con- 
founded by the sudden apparition and the 
fall of several of their comrades, lei^ed 
like frogs into the water, and none was 
left to man the barge but Midshipman 
Chambers, who stood with drawn sword 
like a statue in the stern sheets. 

When commanded to surrender, he, 
with the coolness of a brave general, or- 
dered his men from the water and deliv- 
ered up bis swtord. Having eecared the 
prisoners, litters were made for the dead 
and wounded, on which they were boma 
to the village. The piisonen were fbrm« 
ed in the centre of a hollow square, and 
marched into Mystic to the enlivening 
tune of the **Iioffue*8 March,'* and ike 
shouts of the hardy and patriotic citizens. 

These shouts of joy on shore were ech- 
oed across the water to the British fleet, 
which told to Com. Hardy the fate of his 
brave^Midshipman, and his barge's orew. 
Tnming on hirfaeel he walked down ^b% 
companion way into the cabin of his flag* 
ship; there, seated like a king on his 
throne, muttered curses deep and long 
about the revenge he would yet have on 
these " infernal trickj/ Yanjcees*'* 

Bovenge being the sweetest thing that 
Com. Hardy could think or dream of, he 
WAS determpied to revenge himself if pos- 
sible, and on the morning of the 10th oi 
the B^e month, he ordered his fleet up 
to bombard the little town of Stonington. 
For two days and nights the fleet poured 
into the town shot and shell of every de- 
scription, but with very little effect The 
bomb brig Terror took her station in the 
line nearest the town, and made the night 
light as day with the blaze of rockets, 
while her shot and shell hissed like mad- 
dened vipers through the air, the floating 
batteries aud line of battle ships making 
everything tremble with their thunder, 
but the hearts of those Yankee boys that 
manned the guns on shore. They, behind 
breastworks hastily thrown up, headed 
by this same daring Capt. Sim, assisted 
by Capts. Dean and Denison, with hosts 
of other bravefellows at their guns on 
those hot days, like blacksmiths at their 
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forges, firing with such precision, and tak- 
ing such deadly aim, that hundreds were 
killed and wounded on board the enemy's 
fleet, while the bomb brig Ttrrw was 
made a perfect wreck, so much so, when 
ordered by the Commodore to retreat, she 
dare not take time to weigh her anchor, 
but slipped her cable and floated off with 
the tide, amid the shouts and cheers of the 
warlike host on shore. 

All the ships in the line getting the 
worst of it, a general retreat was ordered. 
With shot holes plugged up, and pumps 
working, the monster ships moved slug- 
gishly off, like a wounded lion to his lair. 
They again dropped their anchors under 
the dark shadows of the Island, where a

WONDBBB OF THX FBB-ADAJC- 
ITB 'W'OBIaB. 

In former numbers of the RepoiiUory^ 
we have given some sketches, with illus- 
trations, exhibiting some of the gigantic 
wonders of the animal creation in the 
earlier periods of the recorded history of 
geological truth. The discoveries of Br. 
Mantell in the Wealden of Tilgate Forest, 
Sng., and his restoration of those extinct 
monsters whose wonderful and inmiense 
and strange bone structures now comprise 
some of the most wonderful and conspic- 
uous objects of the British Museum, have 
given most indisputable evidence of the 
great variety and immense proportions of 
theee <* leviathans of a former age." 

In our own country also, we have the 
ssme incontestable proofs of their pre- Ad- 
amite origin and existence, more especially 
as the recent discovery of the fossil re- 
mains of a gigantic reptile in a marl pit 
St Haddonsfleld, N. J., which Doct. Lei- 
dy, of Philadelphia, has reconstructed 
i^om the parts of the animal thus exhum- 
ed. In the absence of a deflnite name, it 
has been described as a "kangaroo like 
alligator," being evidentiy a species of 



Megalosaurus, of the learned Mantell, and 
alluded to by him as a crocodelian found in 
the oolite formations at Stonesfleld, in 
Oxfordshire, some years ago. The singu- 
larity of the animal may be imagined 
from the fisct that ''its hind leg bones, 
when put together, would reach seven 
feet, upon which the pelvis, backbone and 
upper skin would still go on, making it 
nine or tea feet high upon the haunches. 
On the contrary, the fore legs were so dis- 
proportionately short, that, had they been 
at a different time and a different place, 
no anatomist would have hesitated to as- 
sign them to animals of different kinds, 
or at least to different individuals ; but the 
animal which thi& one most resembles, 
discovered in an Bnglish rock of the same 
age by Doct. Mantell, shows the fore and 
hind l^ equally dissimilar. The fact no 
doubt is, that we have'here the relics of a 
kangaroo like alligator, of more than mam- 
moth size, living near the great tertiary 
rivers and lagoons, and feeding on the 
vegetation, as it sat erect on its vast hind 
legs, supported by its tail." 

Its length could only be determined by 
the number of neck and back vertebrae, 
common to all kinds of reptiles, and the 
average number of tail vertebrae between 
the iguana and crocodile. This would 
make the probable length of the whole 
quadruped, twenty-five feet. "Its tail 
must have been three feet deep ; its neck 
thin and it head no doubt small. Its teeth 
are but two inches long, but set in such a 
tesselated wall around the mouth as to 
make s formidable cutting and grinding 
apparatus. The family must have been 
very extensive, for Doct Leidy is now 
able to recognize its representation by 
some enigmatical fragments ftom Nebras- 
ka and from the lower Mississippi. The 
formation, we know, extended across the 
continent, because its shells are found horn 
Mexico to the Arctic Sea, and on Yancou- 
ver's Island." 



GOLD IN KANSAS. 

All the previous accounts of the rich- 
ness of the Kansas gold diggings seem to 
have been confirmed by the report of a 
party that have arrived direct fi'om that 
region at Lawrence on the 4th of Kovem- 
ber last Three hundred miners had ar- 
rived overland from California, and were 
putting up houses for the winter. Mr. 
Nichols of the Lawrence party, prospect- 
ed a region 800 miles by 50, and found 
gold everywhere. He went out among the 
mountains, about 45 miles west of Pike*s I 



Peak, and 100 above the confluence of 
Cherry Creek with the Platte, where be 
found the beet diggings of alt Oscar B« 
Totten, of St Louis, writing from the 
gold r^on, says : 

**The gold is here and men are now mak- 
ing f^om $8 to $12 per day, with pans and ! 
rockers ; but the best prospects havo been 
found in the mountains, and cannot be 
worked this winter on account of the 
weather and water. That this will prove 
a second California, I have no doubt" 

Another miner writing to the Leaven- 
worth IKmea remarks : 

<*To tell a oomprebeiisive truth in a 
few words, I may say that the whole re- 
gion is one immense gold field. It would 
seem as though the gold had first passsd 
through a seive on high, and then become 
mingled with the earth by elemental ae* 
tion. Althoughno laige prizes bave bees 
found, I am eognizant of one miner tak- 
ing out $75 worth of dust ia two ordinary ' 
days* work on Ctkeny Creek; and I have 
heard, on good authority, reports of bet* 
ter snccess than this on the South Platte, 
and at the base of tiie nunieroaa streains i 
which take their rise in the moantidiia.^ 
In fact, there if no end to ths pf s a ow | 
meUl." 

Auraria, tbe principal setUement ia ^e 
gold country, is at the south of Cheny 
Creek, and is nearly in the centre of tiie 
gold region that has been explored. It 
has already one hundred and fiAy hoasei^ 
and is growing up rapidly. A printer 
among the explorers has started Seat fcr 
a press, and the Auraria Herald ia an- 
nounced to mpp%n with the epeniacof 
spring. An outfit for a oompeny eC fiovr 
men, at Leavenworth city, indoding nun- 
ing implements, oxen and carta, tenia and 
every thing necessary, with provinoaa for 
six months, costs $514.

For the ReposiUry. 
The Holiday Seaton at Providence — General 
Obsenraoce of Christma*— Observed by the 
Sabbath Schools— Discourse by Bishop Clark 
— Bev. Mr. Woodburv's Discourse on Our 
Puritan Fathers— Their Principles and Char- 
acter. 

Pbotidksce, Jon. 8, 1860. 
The Holy-day season is up, and we re- 
joice at it. For the last two weeks many 
of our people have been distressed to find 
suitable presents for their friends, or have 
beeu solicitoits lest they should not get any 
themselves. We shall hereafter breathe 
more freely, though we have shared the 
general joy ot the occasion. Christmas 
celebrations no longer belong to any par- 
ticular sect of Christians. All now hear, 
at least once a year, of the advent of Christ. 
In all our churches, we presumi, thb has 
been the theme of some practical discourse, 
within the last two weeks. The angelic 
announcement of a Savior's birth has been 
proclaimed from the sacred desk, and the 
purifying, ennobling influences of the 
Gospel have been pressed upon our con- 
sideration. We like this. It seems be- 
coming and proper. While we reverence 
our Puritan Fathers, we think they did 
wrong to blot Christmas from their calen- 
dar. We believe with Ward Beecher, 
that the 25th of December should ever 
be remembered by the people of New 
England. Christmas trees were enjoyed 
by a number of our Sabbath Schools this 
year. It is pleasant to see children and 
their friends thus associated together, com- 
memorating the great event of the world. 
On Christmas Day it was our privilege to 
hear a practical and evangelical discourse 
from Bishop Clarke of the Episcopal 
Church. And in this connection, we de- 
light to bear our testimony to the excel- 
lent influence of this christian scholar 
and gentleman. His coming among us 
marks an era in ministerial manners and 
bearing. He evidently regards courtesy 
as a christian virtue. While be maintain- 
ed his own views of religious truth and 
duty, he is charitable and respectful tow- 
ards others. Pharasaism and bigotry, re- 
ceive no fkvor in his ministration. Ifo 
christian clerical brethren are slighted be- 
cause they have a diflTerent creed. BeloY- 
ed by his own denomination, ho is respect^ 
ed and honored by our whole community. 
On the evening after Christmas, the 
Westminister Congregational Churcfi was 
crowded to its utmost capacity to hear a 
discourse from Bev. Mr. Woodbury on 
the Puritan Fathers. The blessings that 
we enjoy were attributed under Qod to 
the elevated character of otir ancestors. 



Our free institutions are a natural out- 
growth of Puritan principles and char- 
acter. The discourse was a manly defense 
of the early Kew England colonists against 
the aspersions of those who are disposed 
to carp at their faults. Mr. Woodbury 
set forth in a strong light, the virtues of 
our Pilgrim Fathers, ascribing their weak- 
nesses and errors, in a great measure to the 
times in which they lived. He cloi»ed his 
address with an earnest exhortation that the 
descendants bf the Puritans should guard 
well .their institutions, and transmit them 
unimpaired through sncceasivegenerations.

BBMIKISCBNOSS OF IiAI* AT3BTTIS. 

In a conversation between Lafayette 
and the writer of this, in the year 1827, 
the former remarked, «* France is on the 
eve of A revolution, bat not like the last ; 
it would be quiet, and without blood. 
One more effort to destroy the freedom of 
the press, already crippled by the arrest 
of men distinguished in the cause of lib- 
erty, and it would be like turning over 
the leaves of a book, a Monarchy to-day, 
a Republic to-morrow.'* 

The words of Lafayette were prophetic. 
The one more effort to stifle the press 
was made, and a comparatively bloodless 
revolution followed, which for the time 
placed the government in his hands. The 
people of France, at that time, would 
have acknowledged no government with- 
out the approval of Lafayette. He rec- 
ommended "a monarchy surrounded by 
republican institutions." Sooh a govern- 
ment they thought they had secured when 
they offered the crown to Louis Phillippe 
at the interview between him and Lafay- 
ette, at the Hotel de Yille^ in view of 
the assembled thousands, in July, 1880. 

In the month of Nov., 1881, the fol- 
lowing particulars relating to this inter- 
esting event were narrated by Lafayette 
to the writer, as he passed a part of each 
day, for three days, at the bedside off the 
General, who had been confined by a se- 
vere illness, and was slowly recovering. 

"You know, my dear friend," he re- 
marked, " what I predicted has <K>me to 
pass. The gotemment of Charles the 
tenth had no sooner committed its last act 
of despotism than it was overturned." 

Then, scarcely noticing his own activi- 
ty and vigilance in organizing theKation- 
al Guard, commanding peace, forbidding 
the ill treatment of any one whatever, or- 
dering all property found to bo brought to 
the Hotel do Yille, (his head-quarters,) 
where all looked for safety, he proceeded 
to gtate, that after the flight of Charles Ura 



tenth, the Chamber of DepotiM n>et to- 
gether and sent a comm'ttee to trait apoo 
him, to ask him what sort of goTemnient 
was best for France in tbli crisis of bet 
affairs. He answered, ** A montrchy tor- 
rounded by republican institaUoni." Thi 
committee inquired if he would nsiM i 
person to them, or if the Duke of Orlnnj 
would be his choice, or agreeable to hiin. 
He replied, that he had no objsctioDi to 
the Duke, although there had neferWo 
a good understanding between the Doke'i 
father and himself, and immedittelj Nit 
an escort for him. All the streets letdisg 
to the Hotel de Tille were fliled vitb 
troops, (National Guard) and notirith- 
standing there were cries of "No Boa^ 
bon!" '* No Bourbon 1" the service ef «- 
corting the Duke of Orleans to the Hotel 
de Ville was performed safely. 

At the time of dispatching the esoorf 
for the Duke, the young men of Pin«, 
and particularly the Polytechnic School, 
thronged about Lafayette, and impfidtlj 
obeyed his orders. He directed that tkj 
should disperse themselves throughout tbi 
assembled thousands, and prevent anj Bos- 
tile movement or disturbance of any kicd. 
On the arrival of the Duke, the Genenl 
asked him, what government at that mo- 
ment (in his opinion) wa« best for France! 
He replied, <* As near that of ths ItM 
States as possible.^ «* But Fance," replied 
Lafayette, "cannot have a republicwi 
government altogether; it moit be a mon- 
archy surrounded by republican inrtita- 
tions.-* He then informed the DoketBil 
the Chamber of Deputies were nwlj 
unanimous in calling him to the thioae U 
France, on his pledging himself to carry 
out liberal principles In the sdmini^tn- 
tion of the government ; guarsn teeing the 
freedom of the Press, trial bj jury, it. 
&c , all of which he accepted as his own 
views. At this nioment the sgifctioo of 
the immense concourse of people ootiiii 
became intense, and loud crreiofViit 
Lafayette!" "No Bourbon!" "I^oBok- 
bon !'' " Down with the Boorboni!" w*i 
heard. LayfayetUsaid to the Duke, "We 
have no time to lose, take that, (pointiai 
toa flag) follow me and do as I da" Bo* 
taking a tri-colored flag in their hanij 
stepped out upon the balcony inii^rti^ 
the people, and each embraced hii H\ 
and turning, embraced each other, p* 
sing the flags between them. The un»« 
of the crown and the people WM ^"*^| 
sumated. and the shout of the mnltitfldl 
"Vive Lafayette!" "ViveLwrfsI^ 
Uppe!" confirmed the ctremoByo^crt* 
ing a king fbr Francs.

Color—Dependence upon Ught— Oxygen and 
Nitrogen as Coloring Agents — Blanching 
Plants in Darkness for Economical Purposes 
—Autumn Leaves^Their Variety and Dif- 
ference in Ook>r. 

Oolor in plants appears to depend par- 
tially upon light, for plants grown in 
darkness are deficient in all those colors 
which contain blue. The leaves and oth- 
er parts, which should be green, are fre- 
quently reddish ftrora the retention of ox- 
ygen, or yellowish firom the superabund- 
ance of nitrogen, while the flowers and 
fruit are whitish. Frequently, the whole 
plant IS pale, and of a sickly aspect, in 
which case it is said to be blanched. Ad- 
vantage is taken of this fact, by garden- 
ers, for the production of Celery, Oar- 
doons. Sea-kale, and some other vegetables, 
which would be unfit for culinary purpos- 
es, unless some method were adopted to 
give them a delicate flavor and appear- 
ance. 

The color of plants generally depends 
upon the presence of a substance called 
Chromule^ which is deposited in small 
grains in the vesicles of the cellular tis- 
sue. This substance consists of pure car- 
bon, which has been fixed as physiologists 
term it, by the decomposition of the car- 
bonic acid gas, absorbed by the plant, the 
oxygen escaping again into the atmos- 
phere, while the carbon is permanently as- 
similated. 

Both the absorption and decomposition 
of carbonic acid take place most effective- 
ly, under the fiill infiuence of solar light, 
hence the blanching effect of darkness. 
But the coloring matter is found in all 
plants to be the same, which renders it 
difficult for physiologists to explain why 
leaves should be green, and flowers of so 
many varied hues. Indeed, the oaose 
seetns as yet to be imperfectly accounted 
for. It is found, however, that when 
iMTea expand, and are of the brightest 



green, the grains of Ghromulc are sur- 
rounded by a thin film of gluten the prin- 
cipal ingredient of which is n itrogen . In 
autumn, the gluten and carbon generally 
have both disappeared, particularly in 
plants which contain a large amount of 
acid, the basis of which is oxygen. In 
proportion as the oxygen predominates, 
the leaves become red ; hence the beautiful 
tints of red and crimson, taken by some 
leaves in autumn. When the carbon dis- 
appears without the nitrogen,as is frequent' 
ly the case, the leaves become yellow in 
autumn. It has been observed that the 
leaves of plants always turn either yel- 
low, crimson, red, or violet, but never 
blue, which partially corresponds with 
the theory, that the carbon which is dark 
is carried out of the leaves by the doscend- 
iog sap, and its place partially supplied by 
oxygen. Thus red which is the color pro- 
duced by oxygen, predominates in decay- 
ing leaves, and violet, whioh contains a 
mixture of carbon, is only found in the 
leaves of the American White Oak. The 
Linden and other trees which abound in 
mucilage or gluten, further corroborate 
this theory in having their leaves turn 
yellow when decaying. In all cases the 
coloring matter is not in the sap, whioh 
is either colorless or faintly tinged with 
yellow, but in the oellular tissue, and thus 
while the stem consists chiefly of oellular 
tissue it is as green as the leaves*

covered with paper, or in boxes, or in 
drawers, are most favorable to ripening 
pears well. How many are there who 
read this, who have never tasted the high- 
flavored Winter Kelis, the Beurre d*Ar- 
emberg, or the lucious Beurre Deil T The 
best of the Winter Pears are in perfection 
in December, and vrill bring prices from 
twelve and a half to flfty cents apiece in 
New York and Boston." If proper care 
was bestowed upon the culture of this de- 
iicldus fruit, we might have pears iskDe- 
oember and January to any desirable ex- 
tent No person can moke a better in. 
vestment for a profitable return, than to 
cultivate pears. 



TBOPIOAIi PLANTS IIT BITSSIA. 



The wonderful result of skill and care- 
ful culture of tropical trees and plants, even 
in the cold and icy region of the north, is 
exhibited in great beauty, and perfection 
in the greenhouse of the Czar at St Peters- 
burg. Bayard Taylor thus briefly de- 
scribes it "The Botanical garden in 
which I spent one afternoon contains one of 
the finest collections of tropical plants in 
Europe. Here in the latitude of sixty de- 
grees, you may walk through an avenue 
of palni trees, sixty feet high, under tree- 
ferns and bananas, by ponds of lotus and 
Indian lily, and bank) of splendid orchids 
breathing an air heavy with the richest 
and warmest odors ; the extent of these 
giant hot-houses cannot be less than a 
mfle and a half. The short summer, and 
the long dark winter of the north, requires 
a peculiar course of treatment for these chi l- 
dren of the sun. During the other warm 
months they are forced as much as possible, 
so that the growth of six months is obtain- 
ed in that time, and the productive qualities 
of the plant are kept up to their normal 
standard. After the result is obtained it 
thrives as steadily as in a more favored cli- 
mate. The palms in particular, are noble 
specimens. One of them (a phoenix I be- 
lieve) is now in blossom, which is an un- 
heard of event in such a latitude."

Oouain Deborah was an old unmarried 
lad/, who had no other property than a 
moderate life annuity. The furniture of 
her house was faded and antique; the lin- 
en was well darned ; the plate was scanty;

good condition. She had no JeweU or 
trinkets ; her days were passed in » dreary 
state of tranquility, stitching, stitching, 
stitchii^ forever, with her beloved huge 
work-box at her elbow.

A knowledge of the Science of Botany 
is calculated in an eminent degree to ex- 
pand, improve, and discipline the mind. 
Indeed, it is a study so essentially adapt- 
ed to ladies, and so congenial as a general 
thing to their taste, and withal so in- 
teresting to the enquirer after knowledge, 
that we cannot conceive how any young 
person, especially a young lady, should be 
willing to neglect it The idea that it is 
a dry and difficult study may have deterred 
some from the attempt, but Uiis idea is with- 
out any foundation in truth, as nothing is 
better calculated to afibrd pleasure to the 
mind, and to impart a higher and holier 
impulse to the heart, than the study of the 
beautiful and the wonderful in the natu- 
ral world. 

Perhaps one of the most important 
habits of the mind is induced and fixed 
permanently upon It by that ^tematic 
arrangement which Botanical Science pre- 
sents. This « habit and love of order," 
when once formed and established, will 
remain, and the mind will necessarily ac- 
quire a « habit of arrangement, and a 
perception of order, which u true practic- 
al logic." 

"The Study of Botany," Mrs. Phelps 
very justly remarks, "seems peculiarly 
adapted to females, the objects of investi- 
gation being beautiful and delicate; iU 
pursuiU, leading to exercise in the open 
air, are conducive to health and cheerful- 
ness. It is not a sedentary study, which 
can be acquired in the library, but the ob- 
jects cf the Science are scattered over the 



earth, along the banks of the winding 
brooks, on the borders of precipices^ die 
mountains, and the depths of the forest" 

The vegetable world offers a boundless 
field of enquiry, which may be explored 
with the most delightful emotions. Al- 
though there is not that magnificent dis- 
play of Gk>d*s m&reglorious creatioos,in the 
tinted flower, the growing plant, or even 
the more gigantic products of the vegeta- 
ble kingdom, there is an« indescribably 
beautiful world in miniature in every 
specimen that waves in the leafy verdure 
of the forest, adorns the earth with beauty, 
blushes in the morning sunbeam or breathes 
in the gentle fragrance of the tiny flower 
deeply hidden beneath the soft velvet of 
the dewy lawn.* All this is explored, anaU 
yzed and laid open and becomes familiar in 
all its beauty to the mind of the botanist. 

And more than all this, by the study of 
Botany the mind is naturally and intui< 
tively led fh>m the works of nature up 
to its great Author. No person ardently 
interested in the pursuit of this delightfiil 
Science can flsil to see the lineaments of 
the great Creator in his handy work, as 
delineated in the variety, beauty and won* 
derAil phenomena of the vegetable world. 

We trust that this interesting and enno- 
bling, but we regret to say somewhat neg- 
lected study, will be permitted hencefbr- 
ward to occupy its proper rank, and be con- 
sidered not only a desirable accomplish' 
ment, but indispensable to a finished fe- 
male education.

CITY ITEMS 

The property heretofore belonging to 
the New London Foundry and Machine 
Company, situated in Water Street in this 
city, has recently been parchased by Mr. 
Tboe. Fitch for $40,000. The purchase 
comprises all the buildings and machinery 
for eztensiye iron works, together wiUi 
three plots of valuable laad, on which the 
buildings ^^, are located. The first of 
these embraces an area'of 68zid feet on the 
west side of Water Street, the second 
121x99 feet on the same side of the street, 
and the third, the entire plot between 
Water Street and the river, (giving a wa- 
ter front of 208 feet,) on the east side of 
the railroad. The buildings consist of a 
new two-story Machine Shop, of brick, 
186 feet long by 42 feet wide, an Engine 
House, Boiler House, Boiler Shop, Foun- 
dry buflding, ^., all of brick, also two 
or three wood buildings occupied as Pat- 
tern Shops, Offices, &c., ^., originally 
costing the Company about $80,000. 

It is stated in the Siar that <the whole 
property will be put in good order and 
the power let to those who may wish to 
use it, thtis offering an excellent opportu- 
nity to worthy and industrious mechanics, 
with but little capital, to hire power for 
manu^Etcturing purposes — that class who 
have no capital except their trade and 
their hands. We consider this one of the 
most important transactions that has taken 
place in New London for several years. 
There are many mechanics who could do 
well if they could get the power to carry 
on a small snug business for themselves, 



and thia olaas of men as well as our citi- 
sena generally, will tbaak Mr. Fitch for 
fumiahing an establishment that will con- 
tribute so largely to the material wealth of 
the dty. Give New London a reasonable 
amount of manufacturing and we shall 
hear no more about '*hard times." We 
ara glad to see that there is one man, at 
least, who is ready to ' off coat* and at it. 
It will hold out inducements for manufac- 
ttirers from abroad to come here and avail 
themselves of our excellent harbor. Mr. 
Fitch*s buildings are probably better loca- 
ted for manufacturing purposes than al- 
most any others in the country, having 
water enough directly in front of them 
for the largest class vessels to lie in, and 
on the other side, the N. L., W. & P. 
Kailroad." 

It is understood that Mr. F. intends to 
construct several sets of Marine Railways 
in front of the property for the purpose of 
hauling up and repairing vessels of heavy 
tonnage. This will certainly be a very 
great improvement, and we hope betokens 
some go-ahead-a-tive-ness, in our city.

In my former communication, allading 
to the holiday season, I omitted to mention 
one of the most interesting Christmas oele- 
brations in the city. This took i^aoe in the 
Reform School. The large hall was deck- 
ed with evergreens, and the pupils were 
made to feel that this was indeed a season 
of joy. Presents were distributed and ad- 
dresses made, calculated to cheer and en- 
courage these unfortunate youth. 

Last Sabbath was an interesting day to 
many of tixe young people pf our city. 
Ber. Hr. Bullard of Boston, whoee life 
has been spent in promoting the Sabbath 
School cause, was among us. Youth and 
age thronged to see a friend and benefac- 
tor, and appeared as much interested in 
his oral addresses as for the last flfleen 
yean they have been in reading his pro- 
ductions in <*^e Well Spring." Mr. 
Bullard has deeded tact in interesting 
and instructing children. He preached 
in the High St. Congregational Church in 
the morning on the duty of filial obedi- 
ence, and illustrated his sutject with a 
gt%tkt variety of familiar anecdotes. Mr. 
Ballard finds no authority for our prevail- 
ing disregard of the fifth oommandmeni of 
the decalogue. On the contrary, in hit 
Bible appears a good many passages in- 
structing children to obey their parents, 
it was refreshing to have this sub^^t 
brought within the comprehension of our 
juvenile population. It seemed like a 
strange doctrine to 9ome, that children 
should obey their parents, where the fash- 
ion is for parents to obey their children. 
We wish, however, that discourses of 
this general character were preached in 
every charcb in our country. Much 
wretchedness in fSsmilies and in society, 
would thus, we beliive, be prevented; 
and our youth would be better prepared 
to receive and observe the ordinances of 
the Gospel. 

In the evening, we heard Hon. Horace 
Mann, formerty Secretary of the Massa- 
chusetts Board of Education, but now 
President of Antioch College, in Ohio, 
speAk on the moral and religious wants of 



the West, and partlculariy on tb» condition 
and prospecti of tlie institution over which 
he presides. He confined his remarks 
mostly to the State of Ohio which lies 
but on to the confines of the G^eat West 
The material resources of this State tare 
immense. Its territory is neffrly ten tinses 
as large as Conuectioul, and Its population 
five times as great. Its productive soil 
and mineral wealth are yet to be told. Its 
rivers, lakes, and various means of com- 
munication open it the world, and tmid to 
give it an activity and material prosperity. 
Though scarcely fifty years old, it has <at- 
ies large enough to make a New England 
State. But its moral and religious culture 
and development are not correspondingly 
great. Here Ho the great want and dan- 
ger of the West. Education and religion 
receive lees attention than business. To 
supply this want, schools and colleges are 
founded. Mr. Mann stated many inter- 
esting facts and gave aneodotes to illus- 
trate his positions. 

One peculiarity of Antioch College is 
yet a problem. It attempts to educate 
the sexes together as at Oberlin. Mr. 
Mann spoke of this course most approving- 
ly. He says that the evils predicted have 
not yet appeared at Antioch College. 
The influence of respectful intercourse has 
been mutually favorable. A spirit of 
generous rivalry has been manifested, and 
a style of manners adopted, contrasting 
strongly with the vulgarity and coarse- 
ness that frequently appear where the sex- 
es are separated. This system is, accord- 
ing to Mr. Mann, fiivoraUe to morality. 
Under proper regulations and restrictions, 
it tends to a higher order of character 
and civilization, giving play to better mo- 
tives and impulses than the monastic sys- 
tem. And accordingly, a system b here 
taken in advance of otiier institutions.— 
The diploma has regard to moral charac- 
ter as well as sdiolarship. Morality is 
regarded as more important than learning. 
The college may send forth dunces, but it 
will not knowingly lend its honor to the 
corrupters of the public heart. Mr. Mann 
spoke with his usual eloquence and ear- 
nestness, and however much we noay dis- 
sent from his views, we can but honor his 
self sacrificing efforts for t)^e promotion of 
education in the West. a. p.

Color of Flowers— Variations caused by Miner- 
al Substances — ^By Difference of Soil— Influ- 
ence of Iron upon the common Hydrangear— 
Change hi the Color of Tulips,— Means used 
by Florists to Produce it— Coloxiog Mattef 
of Plants, &c., &c. 

The colors of flowers are more difficult 
to be accounted for than those of leaves, as 
they are CTidently influenced by the soil 
in which they grow, more than by solar 
light Mineral subetances, particularly 
iron iind maagan€€e, are found abundant- 
ly in white flowers when burned. And 
all who are in the habit of collecting wild 
flowers must have noticed how much the 
same species will vary in color, according 
to the soil in which it is found growing. 
The Oerardia Purpurea, which is general- 
ly of a purplish crimson color, has often 
been found nearly white. Flowers grown 
in the shade, however, seldom differ a 
great deal from those fully exposed to air 
and light. The petaU of the common 
butter oup may be found of as brilliant a 
yellow in eiij gardens, when enveloped in 
the vmoke and dust, as on the oountry till 
side, and roses always maintain their bril- 
liant tints, even when the bushes on which 
they are produced are evidently dying 
for want of a pure atmosphere. Flowers 
may be made to change their color by the 
influenoe of the soil in a most remarkable 
manner. The flowers of the oommon 
Hydrangea may U changed from pink to 
blue by simply placing ihe plant in a 
■oil impregnated with some mineral sab- 
stance, particularly iron. The eliange 
produced in Tulips, Pansies, Gamatiens, 
&0., is also very extraordinary. The col- 
or of a seedling Tulip is generally of a 
dull red, or brownish, and after re- 
maining of this color for two or three sea- 
sons» it will suddenly change into the 
most brilliant and varied tinto of rose, 
white, yellow, brown, or purple, without 
leaving any trace of its original color. To 
produce this change Floripts resort to a va- 



riety of means, most of which have ref- 
erence to the soiL For example, they 
sometimes keep their tulips in very poor 
soil, and then suddenly transplant them 
into one exceedingly rich, or they reverse 
the process. At other times they change 
the roots from a sandy to a clayey soil. 
As a further proof that light is not the 
sole cause of color in plants, it is woU 
known that ferns and motfsed have been 
found growing in mines where they must 
have grown in total darkness, but still ex- 
hibiting their peculiar green, while red and 
green sea weeda of the most brilliant tints 
are frequently washed up from the bottom 
of the sea, where the light in passing 
through such an immense body of water 
can have but little effect in producing colors. 

The coloring matters extracted firom 
plants are very numerous, and their colors 
vary as much as do the uses to which 
they are applied. They are of great eco- 
nomical value, being used extensively in 
the art of dying. Some of these vegeta- 
ble dyes are the same with the natural 
parts from which they are derived, such 
as the yellow stigma of the saffron crocus ; 
but others are very different, being either 
blue or black, while the native vegetable 
subatance is green. H. x. c.

maNONBTTS FOB WINDOWS. 

In answer to some iuquiries from a cor- 
respondent in regard to the management 
of this delightfully fragrant plf^ntin win- 
dow culture, Mr. Meehan, the editor of the 
Gardmer'a ChromcU, (oneof the best pub- 
lications of the kind, by the way, in the 
Gonntry) gives the following excellent hints 
which maybe interesting tp many of our 
lady readers. "Mignonette should be 
sown in well drained pote or boxes, full one- 
third of the depth being filled with small 
stones or broken pots, and moss or some such 
material placed over to keep the eoll from 
mixing through them. The soil should 
be very fresh, as old, sour soil is " distaste- 
ful," especially to this plant It should 
be rather sandy than otherwise, and have 
a little well decayed manure of any kind 
well mixed with the soil before sowing.— 



After sowing, the pot or box should not 
be kept inside the room any more than 
can be helped, until the plants are well 
up and strong, and even when introduced 
inside the house, should have all the air 
possible in fine weather. A clear, warm 
dry air is very unfavorable. If the leaves 
appear with decayed spots on them, the 
Red Spider is probably at work, and for 
a few plants under a lady's fostering hand, 
no better way of getUng rid of them 
could be suggested, than to sponge it over 
and under the leaves occasionally with 
water in which the flower of sulphur has 
been strewn. Spider or not, the Mignion- 
ette is a plant that will soon show grati- 
tude for such attentions in its vigorous 
growth. If the pots are well drained, 
and the plant growing fairly, it will take 
daily watering : but this can only be judg- 
ed by observation — whenever the soil is 
pale, it is probably dry, and should be 
watered." 



OOTTAOB WHTTJIB QA|UD9N£|fO. 

Under this head, the editor of the Qar^ 
dener*8 Monthly offers a few pertinent and 
simple suggestions in r^ard to Winter 
in-door gardening as follows: — "If the 
cottager cannot afford the time to attend 
to a window ftill of flowering plants, let 
him at least procure a small keg, and with 
an auger bore it fUll of holes. ' Then flllit 
with good earth, and plant a parsely root 
in each of the holes. It will soon, if 
properly and r^ularly watered, form a 
perfect mass of green, and also serve to 
flavor his soups and stews. He can also 
procure some carrots, cut off their points 
or lower halves, and turn them with the 
top down, and scoop out a portion of the 
Inside, taking care to leave all of the top, 
or crown of the root, fill the oavity with 
water, and hang them up anywhere by a 
string; they will soon grow and form 
very beautiful and interesting objects. — 
He can also in February or March sow 
some tomatoes, egg plants, poppies, cab- 
bage and lettuce in boxes of earth in his 
windows, and when planting time comes, 
he will have a good supply of his own."

em of human life fraught with usefblnees 
nd teeming with infloeace, universal and 



unbounded. It has justly remarked that 
woman is "laying the foundaiiona" of the 
great, the noble and generous and the lof- 
ty enterprises of the age, while "others in 
more public spheres are rearine; the super- 
structure." The brightest ornaments of 
the church and the noblest pillars of the 
State, are in a great measure the fruits of 
the influence, silent and almost impercep- 
tible though it may be, exerted amid the 
quiet scenes of a happy home.

BALLOOV TBIP TO XNOLASD. 



If we are rightly informed, wearesooa 
io have the experiment of a balloon foj* 
age to Europe undertaken, with ame 
probability of success. An eogagement 
has been made by Mr. John La HoaotaiB, 
the Aeronaut, with a gentleman ot Bo»- 
ton, by which the latter will fomiih the 
necessary funds for the constmction of a 
billoon, in which the former designs to 
cross the Atlantic some time ncxtwunmer. 
The balloon is to be of silk, wiA an as- 
censive power which will make it capable 
of carrying a life boat stocked with pro- 
visions and fbur passengers. The power 
it is designed to employ is the gun-cotton 
engine— one of which, owned by a gentle- 
man of Springflield, Masr, has been itft- 
ed, and fbund to operate satisftctoHly- 
Before sailing over the ocean, it is de- 
signed to make three long voyages, stort- 
ing from Western cities, for the purpose 
of testing the capabilities of the entire 
contrivance. Thfr whole plan and arrang- 
ment has been submitted to Mr. Wite, lh« 
veteran American Aeronaut who it is said 
speaks strongly in fkvor of its succtfs. 
Mr. W. is a gentleman most eminentlj 
qualified to judge correctly of such aa 
undertaking.

Thx B^vk hAJTRiLVB, — ThIs vessol pur- 
porting to hare been recently fitted out 
for a voyage, and about to sail for the os- 
tensible purpose of cruising for whales in 
the Northern Seas, has been refused a clear- 
ence f^om the Custom House and seized 
by the Government officers under the sus- 
picion that her real destination was either 
the African Coast for a cargo of slaves, or 
on A "filibustering*' ezpefition in some 
other quarter. She was fitted up in a very 
nnosnal manner for the whale fishing, a 
quantity of stone ballast put on board of 
her, her extensive and commodius steer- 
age arranged for comfortable quarters for 
a much larger number of persons than 
the largest crews on board our heaviest 
whale ships, and her stores were shipped in 
a sloop from New York and put on board 
at this place. Those consisted of bread, 
beef, pork, tea, coffee, sugar, hams, but- 
ter, cheese, beans, peas, 80 barrels of rice 
&c, together with a good quantity of some 
luxuries that ordinary whalemen are not 
often favored with, such as 6 cans Oiard 
Brarufy, 2 tierces Sardines, 1 cask porter, 
4barrels of whiskey, quantities of tongues, 
tripe, oysters, preserved meats, table oil, 
farina, maccaroni, preserved fruits, &c., 
&o., together with such small stores as 
might almost tempt an epicure to take a 
whaling trip for the sake of the good liv- 
ing. When taken possession of, she had 
neither captain, mate or any person to rep- 
resent her owners on board, a boat-steerer, 
cook and steward being all her crew. She 



was purchased by a Boston Ship broker 
sometime since and is supposed to be own- 
ed there. The case is now under investi- 
gation. 

PlORUXL FlSHIlfO BXTRAOBDZKABT. 

— F. L. Allen, Esq., the <*King Fiseator" 
of this dty has recently performed an ex- 
ploit that will entitle him hereafter to the 
cognomen of Champion of the Brodu» in 
this regiour at least.

Forlbe Bepotitmry. 

BXMIiriBOlSNCEB OF IiAJTAT- 
JGTTB. 

It will be remembered by some of the 
reedeii of the iSe^potttoryihat In the year 
1828 our Ckyrernmeiit by a unaminocu vote 
ef both Housee of Oongress, invited CUvie* 
ral Lalhyette to visit this ooontry. The 
proffer of aNatiooal vessel was ioduded in 
the vote. The vessel intended for this ser- 
▼ioe wee the DeUware ^venty four) then 
•about to be fitted for her flntcmlse, whidh 
^renld here cost the Government from 
one to two hundred thousand dollars. 

€kneral Laliityette juioepted the invita- 
tion botdedined the Kational vessd, pre- 
ftoring a less ostentations passage on board 
of a Packet ship. He had determined to 
embark in the summer of 1828, but fimnd 
some diiBonlty in leaving France on ac- 
count of hit indebtedness. Indeed it was 
understood that pMsports would be revis- 
ed him on that aoooimt 

Some American gentleman, (the Ameri. 
ean Minister, Mr. Brown at the French 
court was one of them, and it was believed 
thai Mr, "Wells the American Banker was 
another,) supplied the neocessary funds to 
enable him to make his preparatioiu for 



the voyage. Ho was delayed by ill health 
for a week or so, and finally loft Par s on 
the 11th of July. The French Govern- 
ment always jealous of the movemente oi 
Lafayette on account of his great popular- 
ity, caused the police fcTce to be doi^led 
and additional eqoadrons and coriipanies of 
Oens (TamiBs were sent along the road 
and Into every place to keep back and 
overawe the people, and to prevent, as 
fkr as possible, any expression of r^ard. 
The love and veneration for the General 
could not however, be suppressed. He 
was received everywhere with the great- 
est enthusiasm, and escorted from place to 
place by citizens on horseback and on foot 
In tills manner, be approached Havre, and 
was met three nriles out of the city by an 
escort of citisens on horseback. The few 
Americans in Havre at this time were 
prepared to jdn in this demonstration, 
but the Mayor of Havre, through the 
American Consul, Mr. Bearley, requested 
the Americans would remain within the 
dty, and not join In the procession, fear- 
ing son>e trouble and disorder on account 
of the excitement; the road outside the 
gate was so packed with human beings, 
that it was a long time before the way 
could he cleared for La&yette*s carriage, 
and at last, the ponderous gates were 
forced open, and the cavalcade entered at 
10 o'clock in the evening of the 12th of 
July, 1824. On the following day, (the 
18th of July) after much embarrassment 
on account of the vast crowd of people 
assembled to witness the embarkation, the 
General and suit, consisting of his son,

tien, went on board a steamboat and pro- 
ceeded tp the ship dtDMUB, then waiting 
in the offing, for the <' Nation's Guest" 
He was received on board with three hear- 
ty cheers from the crew, ere the blessings 
and adieus, with ^^Btm-Wfyagel Bw^-voy- 
aget" from the multitude on shore had 
coa ee d . No one present at the embarka- 
tion can forget what a beautiful day it 
was* or fiul to remember the deep interest 
manifested by the assembled thousands. 
A very light breeae served just to fan the 
ship from the port of Havre. During 
the night it was calm. The next morning 
at suarise, a sudden and violent squall 
swept over the Snglish channel, crippling 
a great nuuiy vessels ; several of which 
were seen with topmasts over the side. — 
Among them a new French ship (built 
after an American model,) which had 
been waiting several days to try her 
sailing with the Oadmus, lost her three 
topmasts, put back to HaTre» and reported 



that the Cadmus had lost her tna^u, cre- 
ating for -a time 8ome anxiety. Tie Cad- 
mus \oit a top-galhtnt-niast and tcwj. 
al'niast, but in one hour was all right sad 
again on her way. 

From this day, (the 15th of July) the 
entire passage was remarkable for fine 
weather, smooth water and aoderete 
wind?. On the eastern edge of the Bask 
of Now Foundland, we were becthned t 
day and a night in sight of a British (mi- 
port-ship, having a part of the 27th re^'- 
ment for Canada, on board. A part; of 
their ofiScers visited us, and were mvA 
gratified on being introdnced to Gen. La- 
fayette, to whom, in their published a^ 
count of their visit on board the Cadmos, 
in the English papers, they gave the cred- 
it of an invitatation to Hffin (or laoch,) 
and also the receipt of a box of elaret 
which they found in their host when tbej 
took leave of us. 

After passing the banks of NewibaDd- 
land, as before reaching that point, vi 
saw immense shoals of porpoises, lo that 
it was remarked by all, and remarkeipa^ 
ticularly by the sailors (as a ''good omeB**). 
One of the sailors on landing si New 
York, hearing the remark from sooe one 
that ** it was a great and happy dsj, all 
the people seeming to be in motion," I^ 
plied, that "it has been so all the laj 
from Havre. The ocean has been oitw with 
porpoises playing round us all the waj." 

The General had desired to be infonned 
when the coas^ of America coold he len 
from the deck. On Satnrdsy monuo^ 
Aug. 12th, we made the eastern psrtol 
Long Island, commonly called the "Haoi^ 
ton Hills," which was pointed euttohin. 
He immediately rose, and steppisg \» ^ 
side of the ship nearest the shore, eootia- 
ued gazing for some time, deeply sbaorbad. 
The quick motion of his eyelids eviaesdis- 
tense feeling and no one spoke to break 
the train of his thoughts. At length hi 
exclaimed, raising high above hit head 
both his hands at the same time, ***ma]1 
COLUMBIA! HAPPY LAND!"'

HORTICULTURAL. 

THE PHENOMENA OF VEGET- 
ATION. 



iniMBSlt BIX. 

Vegetable Tastes— Their Variety— Cawes ft^t 
Produce them not well understoodr-lDflu- 
eoce of Solar Light and Heat— Chemieia Ac- 
tion of Oxygen on soaae Plants— The Navel- 
wort, &c., &c. 

Thd tastes produced by vegetable sub- 
slances Atfi alnaoet as Bumeroiu mm ^ 
planto proaueing thorn. Each class of 
plants hat a taste peculiar to itself. For 
insUnce, the plante of the Sugar Cane 
family, (embracing Sugar Cane> Indian 
Corn aad th«ir aUiea) are mostly aweet, tiie 
juice abounding more or Jess in saecarine 
properties, while many of the oxteniUe ge- 
nua Laurus^ (embracing the dnnamon, 
Camphor and Sweet Bay,) are extensivelv 
cultivated for their aromatic properties. 
The Nutmeg, Clove, and Allspice are near- 
ly allied to the genus Laurus. Many are 
acid, as theOxalis. The Bramble la as- 
tringent. Others are bitter as the Aloe. 
It is generally believed by physiologists, 
that the ascending sap is, in ftU plants, alike 
tasielo^ and that the perfect taste of the 
plant IS only fully developed by the descend- 
ing sap. In other worda, the ta«te oi a 
plant, whatever it may be, is only perfect 
when the plant has reached maturity. 

But wby the taste of one plant should 
differ from that of another grown in the 
BMne soil, the physiologist is unable to de- 
termine. He as yet understands but few 
of the causes which modify or destroy the 
peculiar tastes of plants. "We may culti- 
vate in a very small space in the garden, 
a great variety of plants known as herbs. 
We may have a dozen varieties of Mint, 
«ach wiUt its peculiar flavor, also Sage, 
Marjorum, Savory, Lemon Thyme, Or- 
ange Thyme, Basil, Lavender, and Eose- 
niary, with a multitude of others, each 
having its*own peculiar flavor, and diflfer- 
ing as much from each other in flavor, as 
they do in appearance. Yet the principal 
influences act upon all plants alike. The 



same atmosphere surrounds one which sur- 
rounds the other ; while the solar light and 
heat pervades the whole garden, apparent- 
ly with the same eflects upon all; these in- 
fluences being not only necessary to the 
perfect development of taste, but also to 
the perfection of all other qualities com- 
mon to vegetation. The sun, doubtless, 
has a greater influence over the taste of 
plants and their products than anything 
else. It is well known that the fruits pro- 
duced in a damp, cool climate, are insipid 
compared with those grown in a dry, 
warm climate. 00 well is this understood 
in the^^ape c^iwitries of Europe, that the 
side of a river which faces the sun, always 
commands the highest price for its wines. 
Xbe vegetation of the Arctic regions is 
less diatinguiahed for powerM qualities 
than the vegetation of the tropics. — 
Even the successive periods of a day ex- 
ercise an influence 6a the tastes of grow- 
ing plants, according as they are stimulat- 
ed by solar light, to absorb or exhale oxy- 
gen — the principle upon which the pecul- 
iarities of taste are supposed very much to 
depend. The chemicttl action of oxygen 
upon v^etation is strikingly exemplified 
in the leaves of aapocies of Kavelwort, a 
common plant in England, which are 
acid in the morning, tasteless at noon, and 
bitter at night ; the change of taste depend- 
ing upon a bupesabimdance of oxygen, or 
Its admixture in certain proportions with 
hydrogen, or an excess of the latter. As 
a general law, pretty well establtshefl, it 
may be stated that Uie diyer and waim- 
er the situation, tiie more exposed to 
light, and the slower the growth of the 
vegetaable, the more intanseis its peculiar 
flavor. 

The physiologtoal uses of the difl)M<ent 
tastes are as little understood as the causes 
which produce them ;— some of them may 
be given for the preservation of the v^- 
etable aguast the attacks of insecto or 
even lai;ger animals during certain stages 
of their growth, whilst others may be be- 
stowed to render th plaints agreeable to the 
animals for whose food they are intended.

"I nevelr carry my. boy up stairs," said 
a gentleman ; "as soon as the little one is 
big enough to help himself, I put him to 
it. I Keep near to see that he does not fall, 
and then let him climb. The effort to sur- 
mount ono step gives Wm courage for the 
second, and the confidence thus gained 
carries him to the top. Thus both the 
muscle and the mind are improved. He 
who would have been but a babe if carried 
up arid set down at the top of the stairs, is 
now a little man ; and a boy who bas 
climbed up, is the on<5 most tikely to get 
safely down." 

To shpw the valug of discipline carried 
out in the way proposed by this gentleman, 
and at the same time to exhibit,, by con- 
trast', the evils of indulgence towards 
children, we take from an English period- 
ical the following narrative ;

dies. This prejudice is now, however, in 
a g^eat degree overcome, and in almost 
every part of the country where the con- 
gealing breath of winter exercises suf- 
ficient power over the limpid element, 
the swift gliding of tiny feet, sandalled 
with glittering steel, make merry music 
over the polished surface of the frozen 
river, pond, or lakelet. 

And why not, when all the noble ladies, 
from the Czarina of the Empire of the 
Autocrat, to the gentle and lovely Queen 
of England— the *« dear little Victoria" of 
her loyal subjects— plies her polbhed sil- 
ver mounted pedal jewels with a skill and 
grace that the most practical Plcbean 
skater in the kingdom well might envy. 
And we are not unwilling that our own 
fkir countrywomen chould be influenced 
by the example of royality in other lands, 
when it tends to the encouragement of 
that which is so healthftil and invigorating 
to the body as 
•* The free and graceAi], gtiding, ftury sweep, 
Now swift, now gentle, circUng and oblique," 
inhaling at the same time the pure air of 
heaven, imparting new life to the system, 
and a fresh glow of beauty to tlie ruddy 
cLeek.\ 

During the beautiful spring-like days of 
last week, New York, Boston, Hartford 
and New paven, and our own quiet City, 
were admirably represented at the skating 
grounds.

The Connecticut at 
Hartford ^asbeon enlivened day after day 
with the glitter of the polished steel on 
Ibmitiino feet ; wHiile Lak»:SaHmitaU hm 
been the constant resort of all classes of 
our New daven ndghbon, some of whose 
most graceftil skaters were the dUe among 
the ladies. And lastly, although not Utut, 
oar own WiHTHHort Covi, of historic 
interest, has presented a most beautiful 
aspect from day to day, as the rin^ng of 
the glittering steel on the fidry feet of the 
beautiful daughters of New London, has 
enlivened the animated soene, exhibttiug 
a grace, and in some instances a dexterity 
that those more experienced could scarcely 
equaL This is decidedly an improvement 
of the age.

It has been observed in a prerioas mx^ 
cle (in the Eqxmtory) that the p awag e of the 
Cadmus was remarkable for fine wmAm. 
It was remarkable on other acoooats also. 
Sailing f^m Havre en the ISth of J«iy» 
the brought the news herself of ber 4^ 
parture, with Lafoyette. Th« iiaiihaf 
ships firom Liverpool and London, tbo 
Robert Fulton and the Hudaon, (also 
the Spartan, which took the place of the 
Cadmus in the Havre line,) all aaiHag oa 
the 1st of July, and bringing letlars to 
announce the visit of Lafayette, hsMl aei 
arrived. The two first named enteced 
Sandy Hook with the Cadmua. Bmrtau 
vessels sailed from Havre between tbe Ist 
and 18th of July, but none of jtheia ar- 
rived until the Cadmus was reported ia 
New York. This was not so modi ow- 
ing to the superior sailing of the Cadmaa 
as to her coming out in ballast. 

Qen. Lafayette spent most of his tCnae 
on deck. He suffered very much froea 
sea-sickness ; but sick or well, he poascaaed 
always the same equanimity. Obaerviag 
the solicitude of those around him, and 
the anxiety to administer to his relief he 
would entertain us with conversation ea- 
livened with amusing anecdotes, and tliaa 
make us forget that it was any suffering to 
be seasick. 

The first few days of the voyage he wat 
extremely ill, almost continually vomitii^ 
and so ft»eble as to need support on eadi 
side to stand up or to keep his footing. 

At such times surrounded by anxious 
fisces he would say at intervals as *^ 
could command breath for utterance and 
as if to beguile us — *< Neptune is very 
severe" — ** He knows my antipathy to 
paying tribute and he will exact the last 
fiirthing" — « Captain, I hope you doa*t 
permit seasickness among the ladies" — **I 
hope the ladiei never suffer this terrible 
nudady"— « I shall learn to bebave better

JktUt we made tkelaad, (8atarday» An- 
f«s« 12tk,) Tafcyetlie was Informed tbat 
wa should probably anri?e on Sundi^, 
mornings and tbat it would be best to land 
si(3taten Island and Aol to enter tbe city 
before Monday. He was also informed 
tbat Vice President Tompkins lired on 
Stalten Island, from wbom an pyitaUon 
would probably come to pass the 3unday 
tbere. He replied, that ** haying receiyed 
an inyitation from tbe (Joyemment to yis- 
It tke United States, it would be hardly 
pr<q>er for bim to accept an inyitation 
from any Indiyidual so immediately on 
his arriyai." Being assured howeyer, tbat 
an inyitation from the Vice President 
would surely come, and that be represent- 
ed the Qoyemment at that point, Lafiiy- 
ette concluded to be goyemed by drcum- 
stances on arrivaL 

The writer of this then gaye him a 
particular hbtory (political and personal) 
of Qoyemor and Vice President Tomp- 
kins, and being thus prepared, when t^ie 
steamboat came alongside in the low^ 
Bay on Sunday morning, August IStb, 
with the Vice President's son on board, 
bearer of a note of inyitation from His 
SxccUency, it was cordially accepted. 

The Cadmus receiyed a pilot on board 
about sunrise, hoisting at the same time 
American and French colors and all her 
signals. It was a remarkable coincidence 
that so many fine ships were arrfying 
simultaneously with the Cadmus, from tbe 
ports of London, Liverpool, Hayre, Bra- 
zil, Canton, Sayan nah, Charleston, and 
other places. A pilot-boat communicated 
with all these yesselt, and as if by magic 
they were immediately dr^ssd with their 
colors and signals, and all ^hoisted the 
French flag in honor of the «* Nation's 
Queut" 

The weather was mostbeautifhl, the wind 
light from the Korth West. A few tacks 
with the aid of the Steamboat enaUed 
her to anchor off Staten Island ahead of 
the fleet 

From the anchorage we proceeded in 
the steamboat to the landing on Staten 
Island^ where we were met by the Vice 
President, who stepped on board as soon 



as we touched the wharf and adyanced 
towards Lafayette sayings -** I presume 
tbat I haye the honor of addressing tbe 
HarquisdeLafkyette;^' (extending hishand 
at the same time in the most courteous 
manner.) Few men equalled Qoyernor 
Tompkins in pergonal appearance, address 
and courtly bearing. They were Intro- 
duced ; after which we accompanied them 
to tbe hospitable mansion of the Goyernor 
and Vice President, who by his extraor- 
dinary memory of details entertained th« 
party with stories .and anaedn4es of the 
reyolution for an hour or more before 
dinner. oadmjjb.

Lka8b of tbx FKMtT TO Obotok.— On 
Wednesday last this ferry was leased ao* 
cording to tbe advertised proposal^, for the 
term of ten years from the first of October 
next. The requirements of the lease are, 
that a good substantial steamboat shall "be 
placed upon the Ferry, and run daily 
(Sundays excepted) from sunrise in the 
morning until 10 o'clock in the eyening, 
to the satisfaction of the Commissioners, 
and that the party leasing shall haye the 
use of the present bridges, wharyes and 
floats, connected therewith. After a spir- 
ited competition in bidding, commencing 
at $200 per annum, the ferry was Anally 
disposed of at in annual rent of $670, on 
the bid of Thomas Fitch, Esq., of this 
dty.

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Much diiOference oif opinion cxlsU and 
much diicuaaion has been elicited in re- 
gard to tbe successful and profitable cul- 
ture of Dwarf ^ears. In a late number 
of the BortieuliurisU Mr. E. Korton Of 
Farmington, in this Sute, in a somewhat 
lengthy article, endeavored to show that 
in several places in New England, and in 
the vkiaity of Albany^ K. Y., the Pear 
on the Quince Stock bad .generally fiaUed 
to answer the expeotationa of the cultur- 
iet, and on the whole came to the conclu- 
sion that the culture of the "Dwarf Pear" 
eannot be relied oa, either as promiMog 
profit, or even a hit degree <rf sueoeiBi. 

The remarks of Mr. Norton have caiW 
out several rejoinders, and we are pleased 
to notice, in the columns of the Rural 
2^€w Torker, (by the way one of our best 
rural and literary* family papers) a very 
appropriate and sensible review of the ar- 
ticle by T. O. Yeomans, Esq., of Wal- 
worth, N. Y., from which we make the 
fallowing extracU, regretting that our 
limited space will not permit ua to copy it 
entire. 

«• M>- Norton sayi. «Sefen years ago I 
planted four himdred dwarf traes on weH 
prepared ground. In holes dagS^IM de^ 
by 8 or 4 wide, and fllfed Vith a carefully 
prepared compoet, having att the ipgredi- 
•nU prescribed by the expferte.' (I woft- 
d«r what these Ingfedieata are^ and what 
the cost of such a compost) He iay« the 
ground was well cultivated with various 
crops *iia laUly,' trimmed, scraped and 
washed yearly, Ac, and at the end of one 
yaar about 100 were dead ; and that about 
60 died the s-wond year; and they have 
gone off at about that rate ever since ; that 
hd replaced 100 and that about 100 rettiaia, 
•ome of which are going to die ioea. 

"The same Mr. Norton, iit the €hunif^ 
Oentlemdn of March Ifit, 16th, and 22nd, 
1865, in an article giving his experience 
UDd conclusions, sUtee— * Firstly, my trees 
wore/wor and feeble, I trusted to a nuwe- 
ryxnan to select them whom I did not 
know and who did not know me, and he 



«mU treeaix^m whidi th« heat had been 
^Ued, ttid 9l^ped in many that eoud 
liot )iAt< ^en sold alone," and goefi on tft 
considerable length to show how a nurse- 
rymao may have auoh a lei of * maimed, 
halt, and Mind* trees en hi»i. In tte 
next place he says, <I was told 1 did hot 
plant deep enough, but with my second 
iert thiawM not a ftmlt. My trees were 
MNjr^edfKma deep, bltfok loam to alighter 
son, and thus many that were not vigor- 
ouiB fell away after a time. . Fo^ the death 
of some I oeuld assign no other reason 
thwn Khat they would ^ie; this kind of ex- 
perience, however, is not eot^/lned to dwarf 
Pear treoB ; it will be observed that most 
of these conclusions pointed to MTasur, 
Slid fiot at patur^ as at fault in mf mis- 
fortunes.^ 

" Now, 1 think any sensible man who 
IcBowB enough of trees to be capable of tar- 
ing well for one Pear tree« will conclude 
first, that Mr. Norton's trees, which he 
says were poor and fe^le, . and from wl^ch 
the good ones had been sold. Were worth- 
less or nearly so. Second, that he had no 
knowledge of sorts best adapted to such 
oulture, (and very Saw persona at that time 
had,) and therefore niay have had mostly 
unsuitable sorts; that he did not know 
how they should be planted, and there is no 
evidenoe that he ever pruned them prop- 
erly; and yet there are one hundred and 
twenty, still holding on to Ind relief in 
better culture, or an early death. 

" He mentions one single dwarf tree, 
five or six years old, which produced about 
200 Fears in a single season, which were 
sold for flfMk 26 to 60 nento each. Only 
think of it I— who ever heard of aoeh a 
product from any other than a dwarf 
pear tree ? This is almost equal to golden 
f^gs— say 100 Pears at 15 cents, and 100 
Pears at 25 cents, and 100 at 50 cenU, be- 
ing an average of 37} cents^ or 75 for the 
crop of a single tree^ five or six yean old, 
and this too at Albany, where he says 
they do poorly. 

^ I had feU quite well saUMIed with sel- 
ling over $400 worth of pears flrom leM 
than one-third of an acre within seven 



yean of ph^ltin9( and^selUngpeafs tAU 
cents each, by tho.bami ; but this stata- 
ment of Mr. Norton places me in the

PBIOXB OF OOAI. IN VSW- 
IiOKjDOK. 

The enquiry has often been made why 
in New London the prices of the various 
kinds of Anthracite Coals are always so 
much in advance of the adverHsei prices 
of the same kinds in New York. As a 
general thing, those prices range ttom fif- 
ty cents to a dollar per ton less in the lat- 
ter city than here. This has been a par- 
adox to most of our citizens, knowing as 
all do, that our coal merchants are some of 
0ie UKMt upright, honorable and fair deal- 
ing g^itlemen in the community, and 
the business in itself ha| suflknent compe- 
tition to keep down exorbitant profits; 
while at the same time we are aware that 
the actual difference of the first cost de- 
livered here, cannot be mote than thirty- 
five to forty cents per ton additional, for 
extra freight, and the New York deal- 
ers as a partial offset at least, have enor- 
mous rents and other additional expenses 
above those ofour city. These fhets taken 
in connection, as we have before stated, 
have puzzled even some of our most shrewd 
wiseacres to account for the 4ispsrity, 
(either apparent or real,) in the prices of 
the same article, between the two places. 
Some recent articles in the Journal <^ 
Gommeree, however, tend toward a solu* 
tion of the problem^ which is not very 
creditable to our Metropolitan dealers, 
A correspondent in a recent communica- 
tion to that paper remarks: 

'*The subject of corrwt weight in sel- 
ling coal, has been agitated in the Board 



of Cpuncilmen, by the introduction of a 
resolution of inquiry into the present metli- 
ods of selling that important article. 1 
am glad that some action has at last 
been taken, looking towards proteettn^ 
•the community (and especially the poorer 
portion) against fhuid. That fk^nd is. 
practiced, is more than surmised ; hi fiMsC. 
in the minds of many, it is a settled con- 
viction. I have heard that dealers have 
even gone so far, that they now have earls 
built that will hold but 1,800 pounds, and 
that they are in the habit of selling thsse 
cart loads as t^Mis. 

<• If this Is so, and I do not doubt H ta 
the least, a tonpf coal will become as great 
a curiosity as a }m»kelot peaches ; and Ae 
coal dealers will not even pretend to sell 
coal by the ton, but by the load ; and then 
we must take as miKh as they please to 
give us, or rather as liUU. 

'* I hope that citizens will be awaltened 
to the importance of this subject, and in- 
fluence the Common Council to pase an or- 
dinance that will protect bu^^ers of oosl 
against diert weight and honest 
from a ruinous competition."

Smith, who is not only every way quali- 
fied for such an important and ^responsible 
situation, but who has courage enough for 
any emergency ; even to the pointing out, 
detecting and exposing frauds upon the city 
treasury. Mr. S. was several years on this 
Military station, was respected by all who 
had the pleasure of his acquaintance, and 
subsequently was with the army under 
Glen. Scott from the landing at Yera Crua 
to the taking of the City of Mexico. His 
position as commanding the corps of sap- 
pers and miners, kept him always in the 
van of the army. His appearance and 
bearing were as potent as that of Mardial 
Key in his best days. The enemy fied be- 
fore him. It is feared the Street Commis- 
sioner of New York city has a worse fight .

Fragrance— Its Oanses imperfsotly understood 
—Of Flowers— Leaves— Wood and Roots of 
Treet— Many Plants most fragrant after 
a Showex^-^Supposed Cause— Many Flowers 
and Leaves of Plants retain tb«r Fragraitoe 
when dry— The Bose— The Lavender Plant- 
Fragrance of Dry Wood—Caatphor Wood~ 
Bed Cedar— Jbe. Ac. 

Fragrance lilte jnany other- phenomena 
of Vegetation has only been partially ex- 
plained, by Botanists and Physiologists. — 
It is howerer knowa that all organized 
bodies consist partftUy of volajbilo mi^tters 
which escape while such bodies are in a 
state of decomposition. But wiUi Flowers 
the case is very different as the fragrance 
escapes while the plants are yet in a Uving 
state, and moat abundantly when the pUmts 
are in thdr most healthy and vigorooa sta- 
ges of growth. Besides the Flowers, oiber 
parts of living plants often exhale fra- 
grant od^rs, such as the leaves of the Myiy 
tie. Geranium, Sweet Briar, Orange, Lem- 
on, Scented Verbena, most of those of the 
common herbe, and a great varie^ oJ[ oth- 
er plants, white the wood, and even the 
roots of many trees and plants are delight' 
fully fragrant* All these odors proceed 
from oily or retinotis matters contained 
in the receptacles of secretions. But tha 
laws which regulate their liberation 
and define tijeir physiologleal uses are hat 
imperfectly understood. Some Botanists 
consider them to he part of the suporfluoos 
matter which U thrown o^ by the plants 
whcui no longer necessary to their growth. 
But if this were the case, the same phenoni- 
ena would he observable through all the 
stages of growth, and not -vary as it is 
known to do at difTerent seasons and ac- 
cording to the state of the weather.-* 
Hany plants are most fragrant . during 
damp weather, or immediately after a 
gentle showef in the summer season, esr 
pecialiy the Sweet Briar, Linden Tree, 
Mignionette, and some other plants. Bot- 



Miists haT« atteaipted to account for this 
by supposing that the tissue being relaxed 
at sndi seasons, the pores open wider than 
at other times, and thus permit the escape 
of a greater quantity of the fluid. 

Some botanists think the odor of flow- 
ers is to ward off vapors, which might pre- 
vent the diffusion of the pollen,* and in 
this way the same botanists account for 
the increase of fVagance in daptip weather. 
But neither this nor any other explanation 
which hM yet been given, will explain why 
^he.petala of~ noses and some other flowers 
retain their Aragrance, when, dried so crisp 
that the slightest frictipn between the 
hands will reduce them to powder. The 
same may he said of the leaves and wood 
of many plants, while a hag. oC lavender 
flowers which have been in the writers 
possession for twelve years are nearly as 
fragrant as when flrst gathered^ The use 
of fhigrance in l§aye8, hark, and wood may 
be to preserve them from the attacks of in- 
sects, and we find many, among whicl). are 
the cedar wood apd camphor used to pro- 
tect cloths and other dry substances from 
the attacks of njyoths and ether insects. 
Camphor is volatile, and wiU soon waste 
away, but cedar wood will retain its fira- 
grance f<»a number of years, h. b. c.

It is important that they he kept in a 
eool place ; a slight frost will not injure 
theni if they have become fully ripe, 
Bqi^ches with green sten\s are. not ripe, and 
may be spoiled by fVeezing. Out the stems 
in picking, handling the bunches as little 
as possible, and remove every Imperlbct 
or decayed herry. Place them in broad 
shi^Uow boxes ahoat six inol\es deep, with 
a white sheet of unsized paper on the hot- 
torn, and between each layer of grapes. 
Set the boxes uncovered in a dry open 
place for about ten days, till all the surplus 
moisture has evaporated-r-this will prevent 
future molding and decay, and is very 
important Then cover the boxes with 
coVecs which have been previously made 
to shut tight Place them in a cool cellar, 






or in a garret not subject to a severe frbst, 
and they will keep till spring as firesh as 
when packed away. 

A convenient size for the hoxes is two 
feet square^ and six inckesdeep. These 
are rather better than tubs oWe firom 
barr^ cut in two, hgr allowing tha mois- 
toire more readily to escape. Baskets for 
packing' should he avoided, as by yielding, 
th^ hruise the frqit. A convenient way 
for gathering is to suspend a light shallow 
hox» holding about a half a bushel or less, 
by means of a strap to the neck, leaving 
both hands at liberty. In this box they 
may be carried to the place of packing. 

To send grapes long distances, pack 
them closely, without any intervening 
substance, in pasteboard ho:^e8, sa at not. to 
shake or rattle. Iceboxes should hold 
about a half a peck eaeh. In l^is waj 
they may be carried safely a thousand 
miles. — Annual Beg. Rural Affmare,

It wHl be recollected that Lafayette 
landed at St«toQ Island, on Sunday, the 
12th of August, 1824, whore he remained 
mitil tbe next morning, when the steam- 
boat Chancellor Livingston, with a com- 
mittee from New York City authorities, 
and many other persons on board, arrived 
at the landing at an early hour. The 
committee and many others waited upon 
Lafayette at the house of the Vice Presi- 
dent, after which he embarked on board the 
stqwneF and was introduced to committees 
and delegates from the adjacent towns and 
to such other persons as had the good for- 
tune to be present, among wbom was 
James Fenimore Cooper, (the novelist) 
He had observed that many who had pre- 
ceded him in being introduced said, to 
Lafayette <*You are welcome to our shores. 
Welcome to our country" "Welcome to 
the land of freedom" &c., and when it 
came to his turn to be presented, said, in 
the most reepeotful and courteous manner, 
"I am most happy to see you sir, but bare 
no words to welcome one who has so much 
better title and claim to be called an 
American than myselj^ although a native 
bom." 

While these presentations were taking 
place, the Chancellor Livingston slowly 
moved from the landing to take her place 
In the aquatic procession towards the city. 
The corvette steam ship Kobert Fulton 
manned by United Statte officers and two 
hundred sailors from the Navy, led the 
procession, her sails furled, yards man- 
njed, giving three cheers, and a salute fVom 
her guns, as she took her place in the van. 
Two steamboats immediately asteni of the 
Bobt Fulton had the CAD&nrs in tow. 
Besides the Chancellor Livingston, there 
were theChaaoeUor Kent, Olivet Slltworth 
and others. Two of the emalleii steam* 
boats were astern of the Cadmus, one of 
the large boats on each bow, and one on 
eaoh quarter. AU ^ero veseU kept their

positions with military precision, and were 
dressed with every variety of national and 
signal colors, the Cadmus presenting the 
most conspicuous figure in the fleet, her 
masts towering above the steamers and 
displaying a pyramidal flame of colors. 
The scene was enlivened by music from 
several martial bands, and the beautiful 
bay of New York was covered with every 
descripUon of water crafl, vf bile the grand 
procession was greeted in its progress with 
salvos of artillery from the forts and dist- 
ant shores. 

In the midst of all this, Lafayette land- 
ed at Castle Garden, reviewed the troops 
and proceeded to the reception by the 
Mayor (Paulding) at the City Hotel. 

It was here (as related in a previous ai> 
tide) on leaving the Battery, that the peo- 
ple to do homage to Lafayette, would take 
the place of horses. On seeing this be said, 
"Open the door if you please," and immedi- 
ately got out of the carriage, adding, that 
it was «*ftnti-republican to make cattle of 
men," The horses were again put to the 
carriage and the procession proceeded 
through Broadway under triumphial arch- 
es, with banners waving ii^th the words 
"Welcome LAtAYETTE" every where 
displayed, while wreaths of evergreens and 
boquets of flowers were showered from 
housetops and windows, whence also la- 
dies waved white handkerchieft in honor of 
the Natlta*s Guest. 

Major General Morton and the City 
Recorder (Richard Rike)r)accompanied La- 
fhyette from therbattery to the City Hall. 
The former rode in the carriage with him, 
and the latter, it is thought, in the carriage 
with the €k>vernor and Secretary. 

On arrirtng at the City Hall l^ey enter- 
ed the Common Coancilmen's chamber, 
where Lafayette was received by the May- 
or, who made an appropiate, short and el- 
oquent address every way worthy a man 
of his aoknoweledged abilities. La&yette 
responded in his ever ready and happy 
manner. He alluded to the defoliate conr 
dition of Kew York city at the ck)te of the 
revolution, and contrasting it with the ey 
idences of prosperity and haf^^eai which 



he now witneesed, ascribing the favor- 
able change, to our form of goremmentt 
while he considered that the floarbbing 
sta^of the country was a sure evidence of 
the value of our free institutions.
